N which Day, being the firft Day of the meet- 
ing of this Parliament, purfuant to the Pro- 
clamation hereunto annexed, and the Writs, 
which had before iffued for that Purpofe, and 
the feveral Writs of Prorogation before men- 

tioned; and his Grace the Duke of Devonfhire, Lord 
Steward of Her Majefty’s Houthold, having made the 
fecond before annexed Commiufiion, or Deputation, un- 
der his Hand and Seal, bearing date the 15th Day of 
Offober inftant, to the Right honourable Francis Earl 


of Bradford, the Earl of Radnor, Lord Dartmouth, and 
feveral Members of the Houfe of Commons therein 
named, impowering them to adminifter the Oaths to fuch 


Members, as were returned ; the Earl of Bradford, as 
alfo feveral Members of the Houfe of Commons, named 
in the faid Commiffion, together with the Clerk, and 
Clerk Affiftant, and other Clerks, attending in the Place 
before-mentioned, they adminiftered the Oaths according- 
ly to fuch Members as appeared: Which being done, 
the Members all repaired to their Seats in the Houfe of 
Commons.

And thereupon he moved, that ohn Smith, Efquire, 
being an honourable Perfon, that had fat a confiderable 
Time in Parliament, and thereby acquainted with their 
Orders and Methods, and one, that was known to be 
zealous for the Succeffion, as eftablifhed by Law, and 

well qualified for fo great a Truft, might take the Chair, 
‘as Speaker: Which Motion was feconded by Sir Fobu 
Helland. 

Then the Earl of Dy/ert recommended to the Houfe 
William Bromley, Efquire, who had alfo been long in 
Parliament, and was very well verfed in the Methods and 
Proceedings of the Houfe; who had, through Times 
of much Difficulty, ferved his Country with a conftant 
Application to the Bufinefs of it, and fteady adherence 
to it’s Interefts ; had faithfully, and with great Ability, 
difcharged feveral publick Trufts repofed in him by Act 
of Parliament, and in the laft Parliament had very wor- 
thily fupplied the Chair of the Committee of Elections :

No good Englifoman could at any Time be content to 
fit till, and acquiefce in fuch a Profpect; and at this 
Time we have great Grounds to hope, that, by the 
Bleffing of God upon our Arms, and thofe of our 
Allies, a good Foundation is laid for reftoring the Mo- 
narchy of Spain to the Houfe of Auftria; the Confe- 
quences of which will not only be fafe and advantageous, 
but glorious, for England. oo 

I may add, we have learnt by our own Experience, 
that no Peace with France will laft longer, than the firft 
Opportunity of their dividing the Allies, and of attack- 
ing fome of them with Advantage. 

All our Allies muft needs be fo fenfible, this is the true 
State of the Cafe, that I make no doubt, but Meafures 
will foon be fo concerted, as that, if we be not wanting to 
ourfelves, we fhall fee the next Campaign begin offen- 
fively on all Sides againft our Enemies, in a moft vigorous 
Manner. | 

_I muft therefore defire’ you, Gentlemen of the Houfe 
of Commons, to grant me the Supplies, which will be 
tequifite for carrying on the next Year’s fervice, both by 
Sea and Land ; and at the fame Time to confider, that 
the giving all poffible Difpatch will make the Supply it- 
felf much more effectual. 

The Firmnefs, and Condu&, which the Duke of Savoy 
has fhewn amidft extreme Difficulties, is beyond Ex- 
ample. | 

I have not béen wanting to do all that was poffible for 
me, in order tohis being fupported. 

I ought to take notice to you, that the King of Pruffa’s 
Troops have been very ufeful to this Fnd. Your Appro- 
bation of that Treaty laft Seffions, and the Encourage- 
ment you gave upon it, leave me no doubt of being able 
to renew it for another Year. 

I take this Occafion to affure you, that not only what- 
ever fhall be granted by Parliament, for bearing the 
Charge of the War, fhall be laid out for that Purpofe, 
with the greateft Faithfulnefs and Management, but that 
I will continue to add, out of my own Revenue, all I 
can reafonably fpare beyond the neceffary Expences for 
the Honour of the Government. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

By an Act of Parliament, paffed the laft Winter, I was 
enabled to appoint Commiffioners for this Kingdom, to 
treat with Commiffioners, to be impowered by Authori- 
ty of Parliament in Scotland, concerning a nearer and 
more compleat Union between the two Kingdoms, as 
foon as an Aét fhould be made there for that Purpofe: I 
think it proper for me to acquaint you, that fuch an Act 
is lately pafled there ; and I intend, in a fhort Time, to 
cauife Commifiions to be made out, in order to put the 
Treaty on Foot ; -whichI heartily defire may prove fuc- 
cefsful ; becaufe I am perfuaded, that an Union of the 
two Kingdoms will not only prevent many Inconveni- 
encies, which may otherwife happen, but muft conduce 
to the Peace and Happinefs of both Nations ; and there- 
fore I hope, I fhall have your Affiftance in bringing this 

reat Work to a good Conclufion. 

There is another Union I think myfelf obliged to 
tecommend to you in the moft earneft and affectionate 
Manner, I mean an Union of Minds and Affedctions 
amongft ourfelves: It is that, which would, above all 
Things, difappoint and defeat the Hopes and Defigns 
of our Enemies. 

I canriot but with Grief obferve, there are fome 
amongft us, who endeavour to foment Animofities ; but 
I perfuade myfelf, they will be found to be very few, 
when you appear to affift me in difcountenancing and de- 
feating fuch Practices. 
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we are engaged, and therefore are truly fenfible, that | 
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_ [mention this with a little more Warmth, becaufe 
there have not been wanting fome, fo very malicious, 
as even in Print to fuggeft, the Church of England, as 
by Law eftablithed, to be in danger at this Time. 

Iam willing to hope, not one of my Subjeéts can 
really entertain a Doubt of my Affection to the Church, 
or fo much as fufpect, that it will not be my chief Care 
to fupport it, and leave it fecure after me ; and therefore 
we may be certain, that they, who go about to infinuate 
Things of this Nature, muft be mine and the Kingdom’s 
Enemies, and can only mean to cover Defigns, which they 
dare not publick!y own, by endeavouring to diftra&t us 
with unreafonable and groundlefs Diftrufts and Jealoufies. 

I muft be fo plain, as to tell you, the beft Proofs we 
can all give, at prefent, of cur Zeal for the Prefervation 
of the Church, will be, to join heartily in profecuting 
the War againft an Enemy, who is certainly engaged te 
extirpate our Religion, as well as to reduce this King- 
dom to Slavery. ) 

I am fully refolved, by God’s affiftance, to do my 
Part. : 

_ I will always affectionately fupport and countenance 
the Church of England, as by Law eftablifhed. 

I will inviolably maintain the Toleration. 

I will do allI can to prevail with my Subjeéts to lay 
afide their Divifions; and will ftudy to make them all 
fafe, and eafy. 

J will endeavour to promote Religion and Virtue 
amongft them, and to encourage Trade, and every thing 
elfe, that may make them a flourifhing and happy 
People. 

And they, who fhall concur zealoufly with me in car- 
rying on thele good Defigns; fhall be fure to find my 
Kindnefs and Favour. ;

Beddoes, one 
of the Bailiffs, in the Abfence of Mr. Edward Morris, 
the Capital Bailiff of Montgomery, having appointed the 
18th Day of May laft for the Election, though he had not 
given due Notice thereof, the Petitioner then appeared, 
with feveral fubftantial Burgeffes ; and, as foon as the 
Court was called, and the Mandate read, iome of the 
poorer fort of the Inhabitants (who had no Right ‘to vote) 
without any previous Notice, demanded a Poll for Mr. 
Charles Mafon; and though the Petitioner, and divers 
Burgeffes, defired Mr. Beddoes to adjourn the Court for 
fome convenient Time, to prepare Books to take the Poll, 
and Clerks, and Infpeétors, yet he (defigning to furprife 
the Petitioner, and ele&t Mr. Ma/on) refufed an Adjourn- 
ment, and proceeded to Eleétion, and in an Hour’s 
time, in great hafte, before all the Burgeffes prefent had 
voted for the Petitioner, clofed the Poll, and illegally 
elected and returned Mr. Ma/on, notwithftanding the Pe- 
titioner had the Majority of legal Votes: And praying 
Relief therein. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee of Privileges and Ele€tions ; 
and 
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and that they do examine the Matter thereof, and report 
the fame, with their Opinion therein, to the Houfe. 


A Petition of Sir Hardolph Wefteneys, Baronet, and 
Robert Molefworth, Efquire, was prefented to the Houfe, 
and read; fetting forth, that the Petitioners were duly 
chofen, to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the Borough 
of Eaft Retford, in the County of Nottingham ; yet Sir 
Willoughby Hickman and Wm. Levinz are returned, al- 
tho’ they were not duly elected, nor had they the Ma- 
jority of qualified Votes, according to the antient Con- 
ftitution of the faid Borough: And praying the Juftice 
of the Houfe in the Premifes. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee of Privileges and Elections ; 
and that they do examine the Matter thereof, and report 
the fame, with their Opinion therein, to the Houfe. 


A Petition of Zohn Pedley, E{quire, was prefented to 
the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that at the Eleétion 
of Burgeffes, to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the 
Borough of Huntington, Sir Febn Cotton, Baronet, Ed- 
ward Wortley, Eiquire, and the Petitioner, were Can- 
didates: That the Petitioner had a Majority of legal

A Petition of Thomas Clarke, Efquire, was prefented 
to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that Charles 
Cefar, Efquire, Richard Gouljton, Efquire, and the Pe. 
titioner, ftood Candidates at the laft Election of Mem- 
bers, to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the Borough 
of Hertford ; where Mr. Samuel Hopkins, the Mayor, re- 
fufed to poll feveral legal Voters for the Petitioner, and 
admitted great Numbers of unqualified Perfons to poll 
for Mr. Goudfon, by which Means, and other undue 
Practices of the faid Mayor, Mr. Goulfton, and his 
Friends and Agents, tho” the Petitioner had the Majo- 
rity from Mr. Goulfon of legal Voters, that would have 
polled for him, yet the Mayor declared Mr. Gu//ton to have 
the Majority, and hath returned him, as duly eleéted; 
with Mr. Ce/ar, in wrong to the Petitioner, and the Rights 
of the faid Borough: And praying Relief therein. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition

A Petition of the Right Honourable Sir Charles 
Hedges, Knight, and Fobn Kyrle Ernie, Efquire, was 
preiented to the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that at 
the Eleétion of Members, to ferve in this prefent Parlia« 
ment for the Borough of Calne, in the County of Wilts, 
the Petitioners, and Edward Bainton, and Geo. Duckett, 
Efquires, ftood Candidates: That the Petitioners werd 
duly elected by a great Majority of the Burgefies, who 
had a Right to vote, who (according to the antient 
Cuftom there) by Indenture returned the Petitioners to 
the Sheriff of the County; but Szmuel Stevens, and

Becu- 
mont, and Mr. Winftanley, after the Teffe of the Writ, 
and during the very Poll; and feveral qualified Voters 
were refufed to poll for the Petitioner, others his Voters 
left out of the Poll, and feveral, that polled for the Pe- 
titioner, were afterwards permitted to poll for Mr. Win- 
ftanley, and feveral unqualified Perfons were admitted to 
poll for Sir Geo. and Mr. Winflanley: That the faid 
Mayor and Bailiff did poll but one in half an Hour, for 
at leaft five Hours together, though many Perfons, that 
had not polled, were in Court; and this Delay was, 
that Sir Geo. and Mr. Winfanley and their Agents, might 
have time to carry on their undue Pradtices ; and when 
the Poll was adjourned, in order to caft up the Books, 
the Mayor and Bailiff did feal the Indenture, to return 
Sir Geo. Beaumont and Mr. Winftanley, before the Poll- 
books were caft up; and, after they were caft up, the 
Petitioner demanding, by what Book they would return, 
they faid, by a Book taken by one Backboufe (who was 
appointed by them) which they delivered to the Petitioner;

This being the happy Condition of all your Subjects, 
it is the gréateft Concern imaginable to us, to find, your 
Majefty has fo juft Reafon to refent the Ingratitude of 
fome, who endeaveur to foment Animofities and Divi-

My Lords and Gentlemen, 
T has been our great Care and Concern, ever fince our 
Acceffion to the Crown, to preferve the Peace, and 

promote the true Intereft and Advantage, of that our an- 
cient Kingdom, and, above all, to have your prefent Efta- 
blifhment fo fecured, that both you, and after Ages, may 
reap the Benefit thereof. — 

You are now again met in Parliament, and, no 
Doubt, with a full View of all your prefent Circumftan- 
ces ; which we heartily wifh may be feconded with fuch 
Endeavours on your Part, as what may beft accomplifh 
what we fo really defign. 

In your laft Meeting we recommended to you, with 
the greateft Earneftnefs, the fettling of the Succeffion of 
that our ancient Kingdom in the Proteftant Line; and 
feveral Things having fince happened, which fhews the 
great Inconveniency of thefe Matters continuing in Suf- 
pence, we cannot but at prefent moft ferioufly renew the 
Recommendation of this Settlement, as being convinced 
of the growing Neceffity thereof, both for the Preferva-

Therefore we earneftly recommend to you, to pafs an 
A&, for a Commiffion to feta Treaty on foot between 
the Kingdoms (as our Parliament of Exgland has done) 
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for effeCtuating what is fo defirable, and for fuch other 
Matters and Things, as may be judgéd proper for our 
Honour, and the Good and Advantage of both King- 
doms for ever ; in which we fhall moft heartily give our 
beft Affiftance. 

The Supplies, granted by the Parliament, for main- 
taining the Forces, with the Forts, Garrifons, and Fri- 
gates, are now at an end and thefe being ftill neceflary 
to be maintained, as likewife, that the Magazines of 
Arms and Ammunition be duly furnifhed, for the Peace 
and Security of the Kingdom, fpecially now in time of War, 
we doubt not, but you will provide the Supplies needful, 
in fuch Manner, as may be moft eafy, and effectual. 

We kave named the Duke of Argyle to be our Com- 
miffioner, to reprefent our Perfon in this Seffion of Par- 
liament, as one, of whofe Capacity, and Zeal for our Ser- 
vice, and the Kingdom’s Good and Advantage, we are 
fufficiently affured, and no lefs hopeful, that he will be to 
you acceptable. 

We have fully impowered him to declare our firm 
Refolutions, to maintain the Government both in Church 
and State, as by Law eftablifhed ; and likewife to con- 
fent to fuch further Laws, as fhall be thought needful 
for that End. 

We have alfo impowered him to give the Royal Af 
fent to fuch good Laws, as fhall be concluded, for the 
advancement of Piety, and difcouragement of Immora- 
lity, for the better encouraging and improving of Trade 
and Manufacture, the further fecuring of private Rights 
and Conveyances, and for promoting the more eafy and 
fpeedy Adminiftration of Juftice, and, generally, for 
what may be found for the Good and Advantage of the 
Kingdom ; in all which, and whatever elfe may contri- 
bute to the Happinefs and Satisfaction of our People, you 
fhall have our ready and chearful Concurrence.

Refolved, That the Houfe do agree with the Com- 
mittee, in the faid Refolution, That, towards the Supply 
granted to hier Majefty, an Aid, not exceeding Four Shil- 
lings in the Pound, for one Year, be laid upon all Lands, 
Tenements, Hereditarients, Penfions, Offices, and per- 
fonal Eftates. 

Ordered, That a Bill be brought in, upon the faid Re- 
folution ; and that Mr. Solicitor-general, Mr. Conyers, 
and Mr. Lowndes, do prepate, and bring in, the Bill. 
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A Petition of Colonel Fobn Rice was prefented to the 
Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that the Petitioner hav- 
ing petitioned this Houle, the laft Seffion of Parliament, 
for Debentures to be given him for the Arrears of Pay, 
and other Demands, for a Regiment of Horfe, by him 
brought over into their late Majefties Service, upon the 
Capitulation of Limerick, the 3d of Ofober, 1691, upon 
the publick Faith, then given by their faid Majefties 
General in Jreland, the Houfe referred the faid Petition 
to a Committee, to examine, and ftate, the Matters of 
Faé&; who thereupon reported, that the Petitioner had 
fully proved the Allegations of his Petition; and that 
there was due to him, for Arrears of Pay, 8,110/. 175. 6d. 
befides the Value of the Horfes, Arms, and Accoutre- 
ments, of the faid Regiment, taken from them, amount- 
ing to 3,310/. which the Petitioner was forced to pay the 
Captains, purfuant to an Agreement made upon bringing 
them over, as appears by a Copy of the faid Report, 
taken out of the Journal of- this Houfe, and annexed to 
the Petition: That, upon this Report, the Houfe or- 
dered a Claufe to be added to the Bill, for punifhing Mu- 
tineers and Deferters, &?c. for Debentures to be made out, 
and delivered to the Petitioner for his faid Arrears; and 
paffed the faid Bill, wich the Claufe, and fent it up to the 
Houfe of Lords, for their Concurrence ; but the Houfe 
of ... . upon paffing the faid Bill, left out the faid 
Claufe, with other Claufes of like kind, not upon the 
Merits of the faid Claufes, but for other Reafons (as in- 
formed) and this happening at the end of the Seffion, the 
Petitioner had not Time for any other Relief: And pray- 
ing, that Leave may be given to bring in a Bill, for De- 
bentures to be given him for his juft Demands, and great 
Services, aforefaid, that thereby the Ruin of the Peti- 
tioner, and his Family, may be prevented. __ 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to a Committee; and that they do examine 
the Matter thereof, and report the fame to the Houfe. 

Ordered, That it be réferred to the Committee, to 
whom the Petition of Colonel Samuel Venner was referred. 


Mr. Serjeant Birch reported from the Committee, to 
whom the Petition of Colonel Samuel Venner was referred, 
the Matter, as it appeared to them, upon the faid Peti- 
tion ; which he read in his Place, and afterwards deli- 
vered in at the Clerk’s Table ; where the fame was read, 
and is, as followeth; vz. 

That the Committee having confidered, and examined 
into, the Allegations of the Petition, it appeared, that the 
Petitioner, Colonel Venner was, by Warrant, dated the 
8th Day of Fuly, 1690, appointed by his late Majefty 
Goverrior of the Hofpital of Kilmainbem in Ireland. 

That by a Certificate, dated the 22th of January, 
1693, under the Hands of the late Commiffioners of 
Accounts in Ireland, it appeared, there is due to the Pe- 
titioner, for his Salary, as Governor of Kilmainbam Ho- 
fpital, the Sumof 6111 9s. 114.3. 

The Committee do find, there is alfo due to the Peti- 
tioner, the Sum of 487/. 12.5. 6 d. which was laid out by 
him for neceffary Subfiftence of the faid Hofpital ; for 
which he had the Earl of 4¢b/one’s Warrant, dated the 
27th of November, 1691, directed to the Paymatter-ge- 
neral of the Forces in Jre/and ; which Warrant was pro- 
duced to the Committee. 

That the Petitioner hath long fince paffed his faid Ac- 
count here in Exgland, according to the Courfe of the 
Exchequer, and has been at very great Expences in paff- 
ing the fame through all the Offices, and has obtained 
his Quietus ; which was produced at the Committee. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee do 
find, that there is juftly due to the Petitioner,

Mr. Compton (according to Order) reported from 
the Committee of Privileges and Ele¢tions, the Matter, 
asit appeared to them, touching the Election for the 
Borough of St. Albans, in the County of Hertford, and 
the Refolutions of the Committee thereupon ; which he 
read in his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the 
Clerk’s Table ; where the fame were read, and are, as 
follow ; viz. ek 

Upon the Petition of Henry Killigrew, Efquire, com- 

plaining of an undue Election and Return of Fobn 
Gape, Efquire, to ferve for the Borough of St. Albans: 
That, upon the Poll, there were, 
For the Petitioner - - - - 233. 
For the fitting Member - - 236. 

That the Right of Election, in general, was agreed 
to be in the Mayor, Aldermen, and Freemen, of the 
faid Borough, and in the Houfholders there, paying Scot 
and Lot: . : 

But whether any Perfon had a Right to demand his 
Freedom, and whether all Perfons, admitted to their 
Freedom, had a Right to vote in the Election of Mem- 
bers, to ferve in Parliament, were the Points in Queftion 
with refpect to the Right of Election. 

The Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, that all fuch, as had 
ferved Seven Years Apprenticefhip to any Freeman 
within the Borough, and the eldeft Sons of Freemen, 
born after their Fathers were made free, had a Right 
to demand their Freedoms; and that Freemen, made 
upon fuch Right, or fuch, as were made free by Re- 
demption, viz. paying 5 /. according to the Conftitu- 
tion, only had a Right to vote in fuch Election. 

That the fitting Member’s Counfel infifted, that no 
Perfon had a Right to demand their Freedom ; but all 
Perfons were made free at the Difcretion of the Corpora- 
tion ;and every Perfon, fo made free, had a Right to vote. 

In order to make out the Right of the eldeft Sons of 
Freemen, and of fuch, as had ferved Apprenticefhips, 
the Counfel for the Petitioner infifted, that St. Albans 
was a Corporation by Prefcription; and asto the Ufage 
in that refpect, they called feveral Witneffes ; 

‘ : The firft had ferved an Ap- 
Mr. Wa. Granwie, prenticefhipin St. A/dans, 42 Years 
Mr. Tho. Crosfeld, fince ; the fecond had been an 
Mr. Edw. Sebrooke: \ a \derman of the fame 29 Years ; 
the third was 81 Years old, had kived at St. Albans all 
his Time, and had been Mayor : 

Who faid, it was always reputed in that Place, that 
fuch, as had ferved Seven Years Apprenticefhip to a 


Freeman in the Place, and fuch, as were the eldeft Sons 


of Freemen, born after their Fathers were made free, 
had a Right to their Freedom. 

That they never knew honorary Freemen made, till 
King ames Charter; but, if any Tradefman had a 
mind to fettle in the Town, and the Mayor and Alder- 
men judged fuch Tradefmen neceffary, or convenient, 
for the Town, it was ufual to admit fuch Perfon, paying 
51. tothe Ufe of the Corporation: And, to that pur- 
pofe, they produced the Conftitution, or By-laws, of the 
Corporation ; which was read. 

That, in anfwer to this, the fitting Member’s Counfel 
infifted, that St. Albans was a Borough by Prefcription, 
but had its firft Incorporation in the Time of Edward VI. 
And they produced a Charter, 7° Z. V1. which was grant- 
ed. hominibus et inbabitantibus ville Santi Albani; by 
which Charter (amongft ozher things) it is granted, that 
the Mayor and Burgeffes fhall fend two Burgeffes to Par- 
liament : And that Charter fays, that the Mayor and 
Burgeffes from time to time, de inbabitantibus propiori- 
bus Pe] burgi illius, hall elect other Burgeffes from time 
to time, /ecundum difcretiones fuas.

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That the fitting Member’s Counfel offered alfo to pro- 
duce the Charter of King Charles 2d, as a Charter of 
Confirmation ; and the Petitioner’s Counfel admitted it : 
And from both Charters the fitting Member’s Counfel 
inferred, that the Right of Freedom muft be by Char- 
ter: That the firft Charter being within the Time of 
Memory, there could be no Prefcription to any Right of 
Freedom; but that the Mayor and Burgeffes might ad- 
mit, orrefufe to make, any Perfon free; at their Difcretion: 

Mr. Richards, who had been Town-clerk nine Years 
fince, faid, that honorary Freemen had been made beforé 
King Fames Charter ; particularly, Dr. Harris was an 
honorary Freeman, and voted at an Eleétion in King 
Charles the Second’s Time ; but it was admitted, he had 
ferved in Parliament for that Borough. 

That, upon this Evidence, the Committee came to 
this Refolution : 

1. Refolved, That it is the Opinion ofthis Committee; 
That the Right of electing Burgeffes, to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for the Borough of St. Albans, in the County of 
Hertford, is inthe Mayor, Aldermen, and fuch Free- 
men only, as have a Right to Freedom by Birth or Ser- 
vice, or have it by Redemption, and in the Houfholders; 
paying Scot and Lot. 

That, the Right being thus fettled, the Petitiotier’s 
Counfel infifted, that the Petitioner was entitled to a 
Majority of qualified Votes ; and alfo, that they fhould 
prove fome ill Practices, at this Election, by the fitting 
Member’s Agents. 

That Evidence-was given as to Three, who offered to 
poll for the Petitioner, and were Houfholders, paying 


Scot and Lot ; but were denied, as not paying Scot and 
Lot. 


As tothe Point of honorary Freemen, and Freenien. 


made by King Yames’s Charter, it appeared by the Evi- 
dence, that near an equal Number had been polled on 
both Sides ; but that, which was infifted on by the Pe- 
titioner’s Counfel, as moft material to the determining; 
whether the Petitioner, or fitting Member, was duly 
elected, was, whether a Number of 34; who at this 
Election offered their Votes for the Petitioner, had madé 
a good Demand of their Freedom; for the fitting Mem- 
ber’s Counfel admitted their Qualifications, and that they 
had offered their Poll for the Petitioner. 

And as tothis, feveral Witneffes were exarhined on 
both Sides, 

That the Faét, that was admitted on both Sides, was, 
that about three Years and a half ago, and before the 
Election preceding this laft, on a Court Day, when the 
Mayor and all the Aldermen were affembled, thefe 34 
met together at the Court-houfe, in order to be made 
free : That the Door of the Council Chamber, where 
the Mayor and Aldermen were, was kept fhut : That 
the Mayor going to the Door (but not out of the Room) 
to fpeak to his Son, the Aldermen cried, ‘* Adjourn, 
** Adjourn ;” and accordingly the Serjeant, attending; 
adjourned the Court, wilbuntedhing in any of thefe 34; 
to be made free.

By the fitting Member’s Witneffes 
it was faid, that the Meeting was car- 
ried on in a riotous Manner by 150 of 
J et Cheny, (200 People; as well fuch, 2 had a 
Jobn Daggett, Right to theit Freedom, as others; 
and for that Reafon, as well as for that Admiral Churchill 
had given his Opinion, that it was not convenient to 
make fuch a great Number free juft before an Eleétion, 
they were not then made free: sae 

That it was alfo infifted on by the fitting Member’s 
Counfel, that they had not demanded their Freedom, 
while the Court was fitting.

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But jt appeared by the Petitioner’s Witneffes, that 
fome of them had fpoke to two Aldermen, that came 
out of the Court, and defired to be made free ; which 
Aldermen returned, while the Court was fitting, and 
the Court refolved, that no Freemen fhould be made 
that Day. 

Mr. Sebrook, the then Mayor,.after the Court was 
adjourned, with the Affiftance of one or two Aldermen, 
made, as far as he was able, the faid 34 free ; but the 
fame not being regularly done, an Information was 
brought againft him, and he was fined for the fame. 

That, as to ill Practices by the fitting Member, the 
Petitioner’s Counfe! called 

John Howard ; who faid, that the Mayor of St. Albans 
defired his Vote for Mr. Gape, and he promifed to give 
it, on Condition, that Mr. Gape would give him a Let- 
ter to Mr. Aram, to help him toa Place in the Exrife 
Office : At firft the Mayor faid, he would not promife 
him ; but afterwards he faid, he would help him to fuch 
Letter, if he would vote for Mr. Gape ; and afterwards 
he did endeavour to help him into the Salt Office : And 
he faid, 4/bton, who was an Agent to Mr. Gape, gave him 
10S. in confideration, that he fhould vote for Mr. Gape ; 
and Mr. Ayleward, the Town-clerk, before the Eleéction, 
promifed him a Guinea, which he received of Mr. Gage 
the Day after the Election. He acknowleged, he had 
defired of Mr. Gape to take the Poll, and did take an 
Account of the Numbers ; but the faid Mr. Gape told 
him, he fhouldhave no occafion for him to take the Poll, 
for he had Clerks enough. He alfo acknowleged, he 
gave Mr. Afbton a Note for the 10 5. he had of him; 
but faid, he was promifed to have the Note delivered up. 
He faid, he voted for Admiral Churchill and Mr. Gape. 

Thomas Peacock faid, he had promifed to vote for 
Admiral Killigrew, and three Weeks before the Election 
had drawn Drink, upon Admiral Killigrew’s Account, 
to the value of 205. and Mr. Stone fent for him, and 
defired his Vote for Mr. Gape ; to which he objecting, 
becaufe of the 20 s. owing to him on Admiral Killigrew’s 
Account, Stone told him, he would fee him paid for it ; 
and he faid, he polled for Mr. Gape. ; 

Wheeler Budd faid, he had compounded a Debt of 
18 /. he owed to Mr. Gape, for about half; but it was 
after the Election; and he had compounded other 
Debts after the fame Rate. 

That the fitting Member’s Counfel alfo.infifted on 
feveral irregular Praétices on behalf of the Petitioner ; 
and, as to thai, they called feveral Witneffes. 

Charles Turner laid, he was fent for by the Duchefs 
of Marlborough, and he went to her, and the defired 
his Vote for both Admirals : That he anfwered, he was 
engaged for Mr. Gape ; to which the Duchefs replied, 
fhe had no Prejudice to Mr. Gape; but it was the Queen’s 
Defire, that no fuch Men fhould be chofe, for fuch 
Men would unhinge the Government’; and the Papifts 
Horfes ftood faddled Day and Night, whipping and 
{purring. 

Fobn Miller faid, that he was afked by one to go to 
my Lady Marlborough’s; and, when he came, the 
Duchefs afked him, who he was for ; and he anfwered, 
for Colonel Churchill, and Mr. Gape: Thereupon the 
Duchefs afked him, if he would be for fuch Men, as 
were againft the Queen’s Intereft, and the Good of the 
Nation? That fhe afked him to oblige her with one 
Vote ; and he faid, he thought he did, by giving her 
Brother one. 

Jeremy Hopkins faid, the Duchefs of Marlborough fent 
for him ; and when he came, fhe defired to know, who 
he was for: That he told her, he had promifed to be 
for Mr. Gape, and her Brother; to which fhe replied, that 
fhe had nothing to fay againft Mr. Gape ; but Tackers 
would be injurious to the Government, and were for the 
French Intereft ; and upon that Occafion fhe read over 
to him King Charles the 2d’s Speech againit Tacking. 

Sam. Beech faid, he was fent for by the Duchets ; 
and, when he came, fhe afked him, who he was for :

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To which he anfwered, that he was for Admiral Churchill, 
and Mr. Gape ; and thereupon fhe defired him to be for 
her Brother, and Admiral Killigrew : He told her, he 
had promifed Mr. Gape, and could not be worfe than 
his Word; and thereupon the Duchefs told him, he 
would not be willing, his Goods fhould be taken out of 
his Shop, and tore. 

Mr. ‘ohn Hale faid, he was folicited by Mr. Diffa/l, in 
the Duchefs’s Name, who faid he came from the Du- 
chefs, to defire his Vote ; and that he had her Grace’s 
Letter to go to all the Freemen : He told him, he was 
engaged for Mr. Gape ; and, when he faw the Earl of 
Effex, he would give his Lordfhip fome Reafons for it : 
That the next Day the Earl of Effex came to his Cham- 
ber, and defired his Vote for Admiral Churchill, and Ad- 
miral Killigrew: He told his Lordfhip, he was engag- 
ed to Mr. Gape ; and my Lord faid, Mr. Gape was a 
Tacker, and fo not fit for their Reprefentative. Mr. 
Hale being afked, if he had not defired Mr. Tombes to 
acquaint my Lord Effex, that he would difpofe of one 
of his Votes, as my Lord pleafed; ie denied it: Upon 
which, 

Mr. Tombes being called, to confront him, faid, that 
Mr. Hale, by him, had defired the favour of my Lord 
to get Mr. Ainger put into the Commiffion of the Peace, 
and at the fame time fent my Lord a Compliment of 
the difpofing of his Vote; which, he believes, was the 
occafion of my Lord of Effex calling upon Mr. Hale. 
Mr. Hale, being afked, what he faid to this, faid, he 
had great Obligations to my Lord, and his Family ; and 
owned, that he defired Mr. Yomds to deliver fuch a 
Meflace.

Gave alfo an account, that 
the Duchefs had fent for them, 
obn Cole, Clerks and defired their Votes for Mr. 
us r -yobn Coot sik, wees and when they told 

r, they were engaged to

Coatfworth gave fome account of a Diicourfe, that the 
Duchefs and he had together, pro and coz, as to feveral 
Points of State. 

* Dagget faid, he was told by Yobn Cock, that 
this was a proper Time to folicit for a Place, and he 
would go to the Duchefs for him ; but he did not go: 
And the Duchefs’s Gardener faid, he would give hima 
Crown, if he would take up Hopkins Son, and fend him 
for a Soldier. Hopkins Son was a Fidler. 

Mr. Crosfield being afked, if he had not a Place given 
him fince the Election, faid, he had great Obligations, 
for many Years, tothe Duke of Marlborough’s Family, 
and had been promifed a Place for Six or Seven Years 
laft paft, but could hear of none, that was convenient 
for him, till of late : That he had been arrefted about 
a Fortnight after the Election, upon which the Duchefs 
fent him 20 Guineas ; but he had no Promife of it be- 
fore, nor was it in Confideration of his voting.

A Meffage from her Majefty by Mr. 4fon, Deputy 

Gentleman-ufher of the Black Rod : 
Mr. Speaker, 

The Queen commands this honourable Houfe to at- 
tend her immediately in the Houfe of Peers. 

Accordingly Mr. Speaker, with the Houfe, went up 
to attend her Majefty : 

And being returned ; 

Mr. Speaker reported, that her Majefty had been 
pleafed to make a gracious Speech to both Houfes ; of 
which he had obtained a Copy: And he read the fame 
to the Houfe ; and is, as followeth; viz. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 


AVING newly received Letters from the King of 
Spain, and the Eatl of Peterborough, which con- 

tain a very particular Account of our great and happy 
Succeffes in Catalonia, and fhewing, at the fame Time, 
the Reafonablenefs of their being immediately fupported, 
I look upon this to be a Matter of fo much Confequence 
in itfelf, and fo agreeable to you, that I have ordered a 
Copy of the King of Spain’s Letter to myfelf, a Letter 
from the Junta of the Military Arm of Catalonia, and 
another Letter from the City of Vich, and alfo an Ex- 
tract of the Earl of Peterborough’s Letter to me, to be 
communicated to both Houfes of Parliament. I recom- 
mend the Confideration of them to you, Gentlemen of 
the Houfe of Commons, very particularly, as the fpeedi- 
eft Way to reftore the Monarchy of Spain to the Houfe 
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of Auftria, and therefore I affure myfelf, you will ena- 
ble me to profecute the Advantages we have gained, in 
the moft effectual Manner, and to improve the Oppor- 
tunity, which God Almighty is pleafed to afford us, of 
putting a profperous End to the prefent War. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I mutt not lofe this Occafion of defiring you, to give 
as much Difpatch to the Matters before you, as the Na- 
ture of them will allow; that fo our Preparations for 
next Year may be early; which cannot fail of being of 
great Advantage to us. 


And Mr. Secretary Hedges acquainted the Houfe, that 
her Majefty had commanded him to lay before this 
Houfe the Papers following ; viz.

And he prefented the fame to the Houfe accordingly ; 
and the fame were read, and are, as follow; viz. 


The Tranflation of the King of Spain’s Letter to her 
Majefty, 22 Oéfeber, 1705. 
Madam, my Sifter, 
wy Had not delayed to remind your Majefty of my fin- 
cere Refpects, had I not waited for a good Occafion 
of doing it; which I have now met with, in having the 
Honour to let you know, that the Town of Barcelona 
has furrendered to me, by Capitulation. I make no 
doubt, but you will receive this great News with an in- 
tire Satisfaction, as well becaufe this happy Succefs is 
but an Effcc of your ever glorious Arms, as by reafon 
of thofe kind and tender Sentiments of a Parent, with 
which you confider me, and all, that may contribute to 
the Advancement of my Intereft. 

I muft do this Juftice to all your Officers, and private 
Soldiers, and in particular to my Lord Peterborough, that 
he has fhewn, throughout this Expedition, a Conftancy, 
Valour, and Conduét, worthy the Choice, which your 
Majefty has made of him; and that he could not give 
me greater Satisfaction, than he has done, of the great 
Zeal and Application, which he has equally fhewed for 
my Intereft and Service. I owe the fame Juftice to your 
Brigadier-general Stanbope, upon Account of his great 
Zeal, Attention, and moft prudent Conduét, of which 
he has given me Proofs in all manner of Occafions ; as 
alfo to all your Officers of the Fleet, and principally to 
your worthy Admiral Shovell; affuring your Majefty, 
that he has feconded me in this Expedition with an incon- 
ceivable Readinefs and Application, and that no Admiral 
can ever make me more content, than he has done. Dur- 
ing the Siege of Barcelona, fome of your Majefty’s Ships, 
together with the Troops of the Country, have reduced 
the Town of Tarragona, and the Officers remained Pri- 
foners of War; other Troops of the Country at the fame 
Time made themfelves Mafters of the Town of Girona 
by a Stratagem ; the Town of Lerida has fubmitted to 
me, as has alfo the Town of Torto/a, on the River Ebro; 
fo that all the Places. in Catalonia are taken, except the 
Town of Rofes. Some Places in Arragon, not far from 
Saragoff2, have declared for me; and the Caftle of De- 
mia, in Valentia, {till holds out, and has repulied the Ene- 
my: Four hundred of their Horfe have entered into my 
Service, and a great Number of their Foot have deferted. 
This, Madam, is the Condition, in which your Arms, 
and the Inclination of the People, have placed my A ffairs. 
Ineed not tell you, what puts a Stop to the Courfe of thefe 
Conquefts: It is neither the Seafon, nor the Enemy: Thofe 
are no Obftacles to your Troops, who defire nothing more, 
than to be ia Action, under the Condué they now are. 
The taking of Barcelonawith fo {mall a Number of Troops 
is remarkable enough; but few Examples will be found 


of what has happened in this Siege: Seven or Eight 
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thoufand Men of your Troops, and Two thoufand Mi- 
quelets, have furrounded and invefted a Place, which 
30,000 French were not able to do. 

After a March of thirteen Hours, they climbed up 
Rocks and Precipices, to attack a Fortification, ftronger 
than the Town, of which the Earl of Peterborow fends 
youa Plan ; and two Generals entered with the Grena- 
diers, on this Attack, with Sword in Hand ; where the 
Prince of He/fe met with a glorious Death, after fo many 
noble Actions; and I hope, that his Brother, and his Fa- 
mily, will always have your Majefty’s Prote@tion. With 
800 Men they forced the covered Way, and all the In- 
trenchments, and Works, one after another, to the laft 
Retreat, againft 500 Men of the Troops, that guarded 
the Place, befides the Reinforcement they had received; 
and in three Days after they were Matters of the Place. 
The Town was attacked under the Caftle, and the Can- 
non and Artillery were again landed with inconceivable 
Pains and Labour. Two Camps were maintained, and a 
Communication preferved between them, though near 
three Leagues diftant from each other, againft a Garrifon 
almoft as numerous as our Army, and who in Horfe were 
twice as {trong as ourfelves. The firft Camp was fo well 
intrénched, that it was deferided with 2000 Men, befides 
the Dragoons, while the Attack was carried on with the 
reft ; and as foon as a Breach was made, the Difpofition 
was formed, for giving the Affault with the whole Army. 

Thefe, Madam, are Circumftances, that perhaps dif- 
tinguifh this A€tion from any other. 

There happened another Accident, which was never 
known before. The Cruelties of the pretended Vice- 
roy, and the Report, that he intended to carry away fe- 
veral Prifoners, contrary to the Capitulation, had ftirred 
up the Burghers, and fome of the Country, to take Arms. 
The Garrifon, being employed in loading their Baggage, 
in order to march out the next Day, found themfelves 
in very great Confufion, and all Things tending to a 
Slaughter, when your Majefty’s Troops entered the 
Town, with the Earl of Peterborow; and, inftead of bu- 
fying themfelves with plundering, as is ufual in fuch 
Occafions, they appeafed the Diforder, and faved the 
Town, and even the Lives of their Enemies, with a 
Difcipline, and Generofity, without Example. 

Nothing remains, but that I return you my moft re- 
fpectful Thanks, for having fent me {fo great a Fleet, 
and fo good and valiant Troops, to affift me. After 
fuch happy Beginnings, I thought it proper, according 
to the Opinion of your Generals and Admirals, to main- 
tain in Perfon the Conquefts we have made, and to fhew 
my Subjects, who are fo affectionate to my Perfon, that 
I cannot abandon them. 

I receive fo great an Affiftance from your Majefty, 
[and your generous Nation,*] that I am overcome with 
your Goodnefs, and in the greateft Confufion, that I 
fhould be the Occafion of fo great an Expence, for the 
fupporting of my Intereft. But, Madam, I give up my 
own Perfon, and my Subjects in Catalonia, who expofe 
their Lives and Fortunes, upon the A ffurances they have 
of your generous Protection, Your Majefty, and your 
Council, know better than we, what is neceffary for our 
Prefervation. We fhall wait for your Majefty’s Suc- 
cours, with an intire Confidence in your Goodnefs and 
Wifdom. It may be feen, what Forces are neceffary : 
It may alfo be feen, how great a Diverfion we fhall give 
to France. It cannot be doubted, but they will make 
their utmoft Efforts againft me, as foon as poffible; and 
I doubt not, but the fame Efforts will be ufed by my 
Allies, todefend me. 

What can be faid to you, Madam? Your Goodnefs 
gives you the Inclination, and your Power furnifhes you 
with the Means, to fupport thofe, whom the Tyranny of 
France would opprefs. All I can fuggeft to your Wif- 
dom, and that of your Allies, is, that the Forces, em- 
ployed in this Country, will not remain ufelefs to the

The Extraét of a Letter from the Earl of Peterborough 
to her Majefty, 13 Odfober, 1705. 

HE King of Spain has very obligingly eafed me 
‘TT of the Neceffity of giving your Majefty an Ac- 
count of Particulars. Upon the whole, I believe, your 
Majefty’s great Goodnefs will make you gracioufly ac- 
cept of my Endeavours. I fhall only fay, Madam, my 
Thoughts and Aétions fhall never have any other View, 
but your Majefty’s Glory, and the Good of my Country. 

I would fay more to your Majefty of your Officers, 
and Troops; of the great Affiftance from the Lnglifh 
Fleet; of the Courage, Chearfulnefs, and exaét Obe- 
dience, of your Soldiers; if I did not think, their Ac- 
tions did fufficiently recommend them to your Majefty’s 
good Opinion, and to the World; but I muft not omit 
to let your Majefty know, how happy we have been in 
a perfect Agreement with the Officers of the States Ge- 
neral, of Sea and Land. Nothing has been defired 
from the Dutch Admirals, or offered to the Dutch Ge- 
nerals, which has not been complied, even beyond what 
could be hoped, or reafonably defired. 

I do not folicit your Majefty for the neceffary Sup- 
ports of all Kinds, for this happy Beginning. Your 
Majefty, your Allies, and your Parliament, can never 
abandon a King, beginning his Reign with an Aétion 
of fuch Refolution and Courage, nor a whole Province, 
and your own Troops, intirely depending upon your 
Wifdom and Goodnefs. 

We all reft affured of the Care and Proteétion of the 
beft of Princes, and have nothing to defire fo earneftly 
of Heaven, as the Prefervation of your facred Perfon, 
and the long Continuance of a Life of fuch Confequence 
to the whole World.

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Confederates, and, in a moft particular manner, to main- 
tain and cultivate a ftri€t Friendfhip with the States Ge- 
neral of the United. Provinces: and we moft humbly 
intreat your Majefty, that, as, in your own way of aét- 


ing, you have jet before your Allies a great- and noble ° 


Example; fo you would be gracioufly pleafed, by all 
other proper Means, to excite the whole Confederacy to 
make early and effectual Preparations, and to exert their 
utmoft Vigour in the Profecution of the War againft 
France. 

Refolved, That the faid Blank be filled up with the 
Word ‘* Commons.” 

Refolved, That this Houfe doth agree with the Lords 
in the faid Addrefs, fo amended. 

Ordered, That the Lord Marquis of Hartington do 
go to the Lords, and acquaint them, that this Houfe 
hath agreed to the faid Addrefs, with the faid Amend- 
ment. 


Ordered, That the Confideration of her Majefty’s 
eracious Speech this Day to both Houfes of Parlia- 
ment, and of the Letters, laid before this Houfe by her 
Majefty’s Command, be referred to the Committee of 
the whole Houfe, who are to confider further of the Sup- 
ply granted to her Majefty.

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Stower, in the Counties of Suffolk and Effex, navigable, 
will be of publick Advantage to all the Places adjacent to 
the faid River, by acheaper Conveyance of ., .

A Petition of the Mafter, Wardens, and Affiftants, 
of the Corporation of Trinity-houfe of Deptford Strond, 
was prefented to the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, 
that there being a dangerous Rock, called the Eddi- 
Stone, lying off Plymouth, upon which divers Ships had 
formerly been caft away, in 1696 a Light-houfe was be- 
gun to be erected thereon by the Petitioners Direétion, 
and in five Years was ‘finifhed, with great Expence and 
Hazard, to the good liking of as well the Commanders 
of the royal Navy, as all Perfons trading in Shipping ; it 
not only being for their Safety, for avoiding the faid 
Rock, but alfo a Direéction to all Ships pafling through 
the Channel: That the faid Light-houfe was preferved 
until the late dreadful Storm in November, 1703, when 
it was blown down, and fix People, who lived therein, to 
attend the Light, perifhed: That the fpeedy rebuilding 
of the faid Light-houfe may be a Means to preferve, not 
only her Majefty’s Ships, but her Subjeéts; but, for 
that the Duties, received for the faid Light-houfe, ceafed, 
after the fame was deftroyed, and did not defray the 
Charge of erecting and maintaining the fame, by feveral 
Thoufand Pounds, and the fubftantial rebuilding thereof 
will take up a much greater Sum ; the Petitioners pray, 
that Encouragement may be given towards the rebuilding 
the faid Light-houfe, and maintaining the fame, by en- 
larging the faid Duties, before granted for that Purpofe.

N obedience to his Royal Highnefs Commands, fig- 
nified to the Mafter, Wardens, and Affiftants, of 
Trinity-houfe, by Letter from Mr. Burchett, of the 25th 
of September laft, we have, according t> the Appointment, 
that had been made of us, taken a ftrift and careful Sur- 
vey of Whitfand Bay, and Per-de-nac Point, with refpec& 
: to 
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to the Ufe and Conveniency of an Harbour, and Light- 
houfe, propofed to be made, and erected, there; and 
do, from the beft of our Judgments and Obfervation, 
humbly report our Opinion thereon as follows : 

W bitfand Bay, in its prefent Condition, is no way fe- 
cure, either againft an Enemy, or the Weather : The 
Depth of Water within Cow/ce Rock (the Place propofed 
for an Harbour) is from four to two Fathom, fhoaling 
gradually, and fo narrow, as not to admit a Ship to wind in 
without touching the Ground ; which is foul with Rocks, 
both within and without, till you come into the open 
Part of the Bay, in Thirteen Fathom Water, where it is 
fandy ; for which Reafons, we cannot judge it capable 
of being made an Harbour for Ships, drawing above 
cight or ten Foot Water; and fuch muft be unavoidably 
in danger, whenever the Wind is from the North-weft 
to the Weft South-weft, by reafon of the very great Seas, 
that will then fall into the faid Bay, notwithftanding the 
Mole propofed fhould be built: Befides, a Weiterly 
Wind, which is fair to carry Ships up either the North 
or South Channels, will confine them in the faid Bay. 

The Charge of building the Mole, neceffary for mak- 
ing the faid Harbour, will, according to the beft Calcu- 
lation we were capable of making with the Affiftance of 
a proper Surveyor, amount to no lefs than 170,023/. 65. 
8d. as may appear by an Eftimate thereof, which, with 
that of the Light-hovfes alfo, is hereunto annexed. 

As to the Light-houfes (for there ought to be Two, 
if any, to diftinguifh them from that of Sci/ly) that are 
likewife propofed to be built on Por-de-nac Point, the 
Charge thereof is computed ati2z11/.5 5. We cannot 
conceive the Navigation to be in any need thereof, or 
that they can be of any Ufe, unlefs to Coafters, bound 
about the Lamnd’s End to or from the North or South 
Channels; but rather, that they may prove dangerous 
to Ships homeward bound from the Weftward, or South- 
ward, by drawing them too near the Shore. 

So that, from the Confideration of all that has been 
before obferved, it is our Opinion, that the making an 
Harbour, and Light-houfes, in Whit/and Bay, and on 
Por-de-nac Point, can be of no fuch Advantage to the 
Navigation of this Kingdom, with refpect either to the 
Safety, orConveniency, of her Majefty’s or Merchants 
Ships, as may anfwer, in any Proportion, to the Charge 
of doing thereof. Which is, with all humble Submif- 
fion, laid before his Royal Highnefs.

A Petition of William, Archbifhop of Dublin, was 
prefented to the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that 
by the A&t of Settlement in Jreland, in 1661, the Reve- 
nues of the Archbifhoprick of Dublin thould have been 
augmented to 2000/. per Annum, out of the forfeited 
Fee-farm Rents, which did formerly belong to the faid

Horfes, Arms, and Accoutrements, taken from them 
for the publick Ufe, to make up, and recruit, other 
Englifh Regiments. 

That it likewife appeared to the Committee, that the 
faid Colonel Rice finding his Captains very apprehenfive, 
the faid publick Faith, and Cenditions afore‘aid, fhould 
not be performed to them, and great Endeavours ufed 


by 
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by Genetal Sarsfeld (otherwife called Earl of Lucan) and 

the French Generals, to carry the faid Troops into France, 

whither they were ‘refolved to go, unlefs the faid Colonel 
would give them his own Security for the Performance 
of the faid publick Faith; he thereupon, in Confidence of 
the faid publick Faith, and Affurances given him, as 
aforefaid, and toprevent the Enemy’s Defigns in carry- 
ing the faid Troops into France, found it abfolutely ne- 
ceffary to agree to his faid Captains Demands ; and did 
therefore give and perfect a Bond of Ten thoufand 
Pounds Sterling to his faid Captains, to perform the faid 
publick Faith to them ; that is to fay, to pay them, and 
their Subaltern Officers, and Soldiers, their full Pay, ac- 
cording to the Englifs Eftablifhment ; and alfo to pay 
them the full Value of their Horfes, Arms, and Accoutre- 
ments, if taken from.them; and further to pay for, and 
anfwer, all other Damages, that they might or fhould fuf- 
tain by the Breach and Non-performance of the faid pub- 
lick Faith : In purfuance of which Agreement, and in dif- 
charge of the faid Bond, the faid Colonel Rice did pay 
them their full Pay, according tothe Exgii/ Eftablifhment, 
and did likewife pay them for their feveral Troops Horfes, 
Arms, and Accoutrements, which by a Reference, and the 
Mediation of Friends, he compounded with them for 4 50/, 
a Troop, for each of the five Captains Troops of the faid 
Regiment, being about half the Value, that each of the 
faid Captains Troops were appraifed at, the Horfes, 
Arms, and Accoutrements, of the faid Colonel’s own 
Troop being valued by the faid Brigadier Villiers at One 
thoufand and Sixty Pounds ; which added to the foremen- 
tioned Value of the faid Captains five Troops, makes, in 
all, 33107. Which faid Sum of 450 /. a Troop, and their 
full Pay, as aforefaid, the faid Captains did, under their 
Hands and Seals, own the Receipt of, and releafed the 
fame to the faid Colonel, gave up, and cancelled, the 
faid Bond of 10,000 /. as aforefaid ; and gave a Letter of 
Attorney, and full Power to the faid Colonel Rice, to 
put in for, recover, and receive, from their late Majefties, 
or the Parliament of England, the faid Sums of Money, 
due to them for their faid Pay, and Value of their Hor- 
fes, Arms, and Accoutrements, fo by the faid Colonel 
paid, as aforefaid ; with full Power to releafe, acquit, 
and difcharge, the fame, as he fhould think fit. 

That it likewife appeared to the Committee, by the 
Account of the faid Regiment, ftated, by Order of the 
Lords Juftices of Ireland, by the Commiffioners of Ac- 
counts, appointed by his late Majefty, for ftating the 
Accounts of the Army in that Kingdom, that there was 
due to the faid Regiment for Arrears of Pay, to balance 
the faid Account, the Sum of 8,1107. 17 5. 64. befides 
the Value of their Horfes, Arms, and Accoutrements, as 
afore fet forth ; which faid Account, figned by the faid 
Commiffioners of Accounts, was proved before the Com- 
mittee, together with a Duplicate thereof, figned by the 
Auditor-general of Ireland, and remaining in his Office. 

So that, upon the whole Matter, it appears to the Com- 
mittee, that the faid Colonel Rice hath done eminent 
Service to the Publick, in bringing over his faid Regi- 
ment into their Majefties Service, and hindering it, and 
other Regiments, going into France; and that he hath 
fully and clearly proved, and made out, all the Allega- 
tions, and Matters of Faét, fet forth and contained in his 
Petition ; and that there is juftly due to the faid Colonel 
Rice, for Arrears of Pay by him advanced, as aforefaid, 
the Sum of Eight thoufand One hundred and Ten 
Pounds, Seventeen Shillings, and Six Pence, together 
with Three thoufand Three hundred and Ten Pounds, 
being the Value of his own and the five Captains of the 
faid Regiment’s Troop Horfes, Arms, and Accoutre- 
ments, being all his own proper Debt, and Money laid 
out by him tor the publick Service; and that he is a 
great Sufferer, by being fo long out of his Money, fora 
great Part of which he pays Ten per Cent.

That the Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, that the Inha- 
bitants, not paying Scot and Lot, if they did not receive 
Alms, as well as thofe paying Scot and Lot, had been 
ufed to be polled in this Borough ; and that the firft Set 
of Men had commonly come under the Denomination of 
the [long Poll, the other under the Denomination of 
the *} fhort Poll. 

That the Evidence, that was offered, to prove the 
Right of Election, was, as follows : 

Firft, they produced the Report 16 Fanuarit, 10Guiliel. 
between Sir Roger Hill and Sit Fcbn Garrard; when it 
was agreed by the Counfel, that the Right was in the 
Inhabitants of the Borough, being Houfekeepers, not 
receiving Alms. 

In the next Place they called feveral Witneffes. 

Dudley Penner faid, he had been acquainted with the 
Borough ever fince the Year 1674. He faid, he paid 


Scot and Lot, and had been Conftable ; and particu- 
larly remembered the Ele¢tion in 1680 ; and all Houf- 
holders voted then, except fuch, as received Alms.

Years ; and had been Conftable at two Elections; and 
they always went by the long Poll.

Edward Lery faid, he had been acquainted with Agzzon- 
difham 30 Years: That he had ferved feveral times as 
Conftable, and had made feven Returns, fome of the Re- 
turns before, and fome fince, the Year 1680; and he 
always polled fuch, as did not take Collection ; and fome 
of them have figned the Indenture of Ketura. 

William Hobbs faid, he was aged 70 Years, and had 
ferved three Times Conftable; and all, befides thofe, that 
received Alms, ufed to poll at Elections. 

Daniei Anderfon faid, at this Election they polled, as 
well thofe, that did not pay Scot and Lot, as thofe, that 
did.

In which it is faid, that the Burgeffes therein named, 
cum multis aliis burgenfibus et eleétoribus burgi illius, de 
difcretioribus, et magis fufficientibus, elected the Burgeffes 
thereby returned : 

And alfo a Report of the Year 1680, upon a contro- 
verted Election between Sir Wm. Drake, and Algerncon 
Sidney, Efquire : 

In which Cafe it was refolved, That in the Borough of 
Agmondifbam thofe Inhabitants only, who paid Scot and 
Lot, had a Right to give Voices in the Election of Bur- 
geffes, to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough. 

That the fitting Member’s Counfel alfo called Mat- 
thew Evans; who faid, that fince the Year 1680, no 
Perfons thought themfelves fafe, without a Majority of 
Inhabitants paying Scot and Lot; but before that Time, 
they did look upon it, that the Inhabitants at large, who 
did not receive Collection, had a Right; and ever fince 
they have given the long Poll the Liberty of voting. He 
faid, he remembered no contefted Election before the 
Year 1680; and that it was the Confideration of their 
Poverty, that excufed them from paying Scot and Lot. 
He faid, there was a Work-houfe fet up at Agmondifbam, 
about two Years ago, or longer, by Sir Tho. Webfter, 
and fome. faid, they muft give their Vote for Sir Tho. 
Webfter, or they fhould get no Work. 

And that, upon this Evidence, the Committee came 
to this Refolution: 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Right of electing Burgeffes, to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for the Borough of Agmondifbam, in the County of 
Bucks, is in the Inhabitants, paying Scot and Lot, only. 

That thereupon the Petitioner’s Counfel at firft offered, 
what by qualifying fome, who were refufed their Votes 
for the Petitioner, and by difqualifying others, that voted 
for Sir Samuel Garrard, to make a Majority for the Pe- 
titioner ; bur that Part was afterwards given up. 

As to ill Praétices, the Petitioner’s Counfel examined 
one William Barnes; who faid, Mr. Leper, Madam 
Dreke’s Steward, told Wm. Fobnfon, that, rather than he 
fhould be for Sir Thomas Webfter, he was ordered to give 
him 40s. And he aétually fee him give him Money ; 
but what the Sum was, he could not tell. 

He alfo faid, that, being under the Window of aRoom, 
where the faid Mr. Leper and one Henry Bifhop were 
lock’d up, he heard Mr. Leper tell Bifbop, rather than he 
fhould be for Sir Thomas, he had Orders to give him 
3/. 10s. He faid, the Window was fhut; but he heard 
this through the Window.

Barnes; who faid, he was an idle loofe Fellow, and a 
Perfon of no Credit; and particularly, had robbed Char-

Stockings.

A Meffage from the Lords, by Sir Rich. Holford, 

and Mr. Pitt : 
Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords have paffed a Bill, intituled, An Act for 
the Naturalization of the moft excellent Princefs Sophia, 
Eleétrefs and Duchefs Dowager of Hanover, and the Iffue 
of her Body; to which they defire the Concurrence of 
this Houfe. 

And then the Meffengers withdrew. 


Mr. Compton (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Ele¢tions, the Matter, as 
it appeared to them, touching the Election for the Bo- 
rough of Hertford, in the County of Hertford, and the 
Refolutions of the Committee thereupon, which they 
had direéted him to report to the Houfe; which he read 
in his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s 
Table ; where the fame were read, and are, as follow; 
viz 

Upon the Petition of Thomas Clark Efquire, and alfo 

upon the Petition of the Inhabitants, complaining 
of an undue Election and Return of Richard Goul- 
fton, Efquire, to ferve for the Borough of Hertford : 

That the Numbers of the Poll, as it was taken, were, 

For Mr. Cefar - - - - - 348. 
For Mr. Goulfton - - 319. 
For Mr. Clark, the Petitioner, 256. 

That the Right of Election was the firft Point con- 
troverted. 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, that Hertford 
was a Borough by Prefcription ; and that the Right of 
Eleétion was anciently in the Inhabitants, being Houf- 
holders, not receiving Alms ; but ifany Right of voting 
was acquired by Charter, it was only to fuch Freemen, 
who were made free purfuant to their Charter ; who 
ought to be, at the Time of their being made free, In- 
habitants within the Borough, or the Parifhes thereof, 
the Number of Freemen in the Cut-parifhes not exceed- 
ing Three Perfons at any one Time. 

That the fitting Member’s Counfel infifted, that the 
Right of Election was in the Mayor, Aldermen, and in 
all the Burgeffes, or Freemen, and in the Inhabitants, 
being Houfholders, not receiving Alms. 

That the Petitioner’s Countel, to prove Hertford a 
Borough by Prefcription, and to make out the Right of 
Eleétion, produced a Return of 26 Edw. I. by which 
it appears, that Hertford then fent Burgefles to Par- 
liament ; and ’tis faid, they were elected per communita- 
tem burgenfium. | 

That they alfo produced a Charter, primo Marie ; 
which Charter is exprefled to be ad bumilem petitionem 
inhabitantium burgi et ville de Hertford: And Queen 
Mary does thereby grant to the Inhabitants, in thefe 
Words, gudd de cetero fit et erit incorporatum de uno 
Ballivo et burgenfibus ; ac burgum illum corpus corpo- 
ratum et politiam, in re, fatio, et nomine, de fe, im- 
perpetuum facimus, ordinamus, et in plenam erigimus et 
creamus, per prefentes. And that Charter further grants 
to the Bailiff and Burgefies, Power of chufing into the 
Office of Burgefs omnes et fingulos quofcunque viros, te- 
nentes et inbabitantes infra diftum burgum, que gubernationi 
illius ferent neceffarios. 
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That they alfo produced a Charter of King Fames the 
Firft ; reciting, that the Borough of Hertford is an 
ancient Borough, and ufed, by feveral Names, ‘divers 
ancient Rights, Liberties, and Franchifes, tam per di- 
verfas litteras patentes diverforum progenitorum et an- 
tecefforum noftrorum, xuper Regum et Reginarum An- 
glie, quam ratione diverfarum praferiptionum et con- 
fuetudinum, in eodem burgo ufitat. et habit. By which 
the Mayor and capital Burgefles have Power to make as 
many of the Inhabitants of the faid Borough, or the 
Parifhes of the Borough, Burgeffes, as they fhall judge 
neceffary for the Profit of the Borough ; dummode bur- 
genfes, inbabitantes extra burgum preditium, non excedant 
aliquo uno tempore numerum trium perfonarum. 

That they alfo produced fome Returns; viz. 15 Car. I. 
16 Car. 1. 13 Car. 2d; in which ’tis faid, that the 
Perfons therein named, cum omnibus ceteris inbabitan- 
tibus burgi predidii, eleCted the Burgeffes thereby re- 
turned. 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel produced alfo feveral 
Copies of Freedoms,’ fome, in King Charles the Firft’s 
Time, which run in this Form ; That the Mayor and 
capital Burgefles, ratione libertat’ et privileg’ granted to 
them by King Fames, made free: 

Other Copies of Freedoms in King Charles Second’s 
Time, which run in this Form ; That the Mayor, Alder- 
men, virtute libertat’ et privileg’ granted to them by King 
Charles the Second, made free: 

Other Copies in King William the Third’s Time, which 
run in this Form; That the Mayor and Aldermen, vir- 
tute libertat’ et privileg’ by divers Kings to them grant- 
ed, made free : d 

Other Copies in the Year 1699, and 1700, generally 
admitting to Freedoms, without naming any Authority. 

That the fitting Member’s Counfel, to prove, that 
Perfons, living out of the Borough, had anciently, and 
from time to time, been made free of the Borough, pro- 
duced feveral Books of the Corporation (Z’d. A, B, C, 
and D) by which it appeared, that feveral Perfons, to 
about the Number of Twelve, from the Year 1592 to 
1668, living out of the Borough, had been made free 
of the Borough, to carry on particular Trades there ; 
and other Perfons had been made free by Redemption. 

That the fitting Member’s Counfel then produced a 
Return of the Year 1678, and offered to prove, that 
the Indenture of Return had been fubfcribed by feveral 
Freemen, who were Foreigners ; but the Petitioner’s 
Counfel admitted it, and that other Returns, from that 
Time, had been figned by Freemen, living out of the 
Borough : 

And at laft produced the Refolution of the Houfe, 
upon an Election, controverted between Mr. Mon/on 
and Mr. Goulfton, 13 Willielmi WI. “ That the Right 
** of electing Members, to ferve in Parliament for the 
** Borough of Hertford, is in all the Freemen, and 
*¢ alfo in the Inhabitants, being Houfholders, and not 
** receiving Alms.” 

That, upon this Evidence, the Committee came to 
this Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Right of electing Burgefles, to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for the Borough of Hertford, is in the Inhabitants, 
not receiving Alms, and in fuch Freemen only, as, at 
the Time of their being made free, were Inhabitants 
of the faid Borough, or the Parifhes thereof, the Num- 
ber of the Freemen, living out of the Borough, not ex- 
ceeding Three Perfons. 

That the Right being thus determined by the Com- 
mittee, the Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, that, by add- 
ing feveral to their Poll, and difqualifying many others, 
who voted for the fitting Member, they thould make a 
Majority for the Petitioner. 

And the Petitioner’s Counfel excepted, and gave 
Evidence by feveral Witneffes (viz. I/r. Kenton, Fames 
Smith, Fokn Archer, Fer. Swife, B. Tooler) to Four 
Perfons, as Inmates; and to 162 Perfons, as not in- 
habiting in the Borough at the time of their being 
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made free ; but it appeared, that Four Perfons of this 
Number voted for the Petitioner, as well as for the 
fitting Member. 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel then proceeded to qua- 
lify Eight Perfons, who, they infifted, ought to be added 
to their Poll; one, as a Freeman ; the others, as Houf- 
holders in the Borough. 

That the fitting Member’s Counfel firft proceeded to 
juftify their own Votes ; and gave Evidence, by Mr. Wil- 
limott, Town-clerk, that about 33 of the 162, excepted 
to, had ferved their Time in the Borough ; that Five 
others lived in Cullen’s Rents, which they alleged was 
in the Borough; that Six were Attorneys in the Mayor’s 
Court; that Two were Aldermen, and Four Aldermen’s 
Sons; and that about Six others had Shops in Town on 
Market-days. 

That, as to Culling’s Rents, the Petitioner’s Counfel 
alleged, they were Part of the old Caftle; and the Pe- 
titioner’s Witneffes, Fames Newton, Stepb, Crouch, faid, 
they never were reputed Part of the Berough. 

But the fitting Member’s Witnefs, Mr. Wyllimot, 
Town-clerk, faid, he remembered, that they, who lived 
in thofe Rents, have polled ever fince King Fames’s 
Time, except once, when Sir William Cowper excepted 
to them, they being againft him. 

That the fitting Member’s Counfel likewife proceeded 
to juftify Four other Voters; viz. Fames Ceeney, and his 
Three Apprentices. 

The Fact, as it appeared to the Committee, was, 
that 7. Ceeney formerly lived near Hertford, and was then 
made free: He is fince removed to Fulbam, or Putney, 
but enrolls his Apprentices at Hertford. 

Mr. Wiilimet, That, in the next place, the fitting 

Mr. Dunfeer. Member’s Counfel proceeded to dif- 
qualify feveral of the Petitioner’s Voters. 

In the firft place they excepted, and gave Evidence to 
difqualify Two of the ight, infifted to be added to the 
Petitioner’s Poll, as having received Alms, during their 
Sicknefs, fome time before the Election ; and to a Third, 
becaufe the Overfeers of the Parifh paid his Rent; but 
this was fince the Eleétion. 

They then gave Evidence to Twelve, as not being 
Inhabitants, when made free ; fome, in the Town-books, 
being writ of other Places, and others of them men- 
tioned to be made free by Redemption; and Eleven 
others were admitted by the Petitioner’s Counfel to be 
difqualified. 

That the next thing was, an Objection to feveral of the 
Petitioner’s Voters, as Certificate-men: And the Coun- 
fel called Witneffes to that Point; viz. 

Fobn Beele, Ch. Saunders: Who faid, that Six of the 
Petitioner’s Voters were permitted to live in Hertford 
by Certificate: That one was there alfo by Certificate ; 
but it was from a Parifh in the Town: Four others 
were admitted to be Certificate-men by the Petitioner’s 
Counfel: They likewife faid, that one other lived in an 
Alms-houfe. 

That the fitting Member’s Counfel alfo excepted, and 
gave Evidence by their Witnefs, Ch. Saunders, Church- 
warden, that four Perfons, who voted for the Petitioner, 
were Inmates. , 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions :

Mr. Compton (according to Order) reported from the 
faid Committee, the Matter, as it appeared to them, 
touching the faid Return, and Election, and the Refolu- 
tions of the Committee thereupon; which he read in his 
Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; 
where the fame were read, and are, as follow; viz. 

That it appeared to the Committee, that both Inden- 
tures were between the fame Parties, and that the Sheriffs 
Hands and Seals were to each Indenture. 

And the Merits of the Election depended on the Qua- 
lification of the elected, the Majority on the Poll being 
admitted to be for Mr. Bacon and Mr. Chambers. 

That the Counfel for Mr. Blofield and Mr. Palgrave 
infifted, that no Perfon, who was not free of the City of 
Norwich, was capable of being elected, to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for the faid City. 

That the other Candidates were not free at the time of 
their EleCtion, was admitted. 

That, to prove, that none but Freemen were capable 
to be elected, Mr. Blofield and Mr. Palgrave’s Counfel 
firft infifted on the Ufage, and called Mr. William 
Ellwys ; who was very near 40 Years of Age, and faid, 
that he had known Norwich ever fince 1677; and that 
all, who have been chofe to ferve, in his Time, for the 
City of Norwich, were free, except Mr. Bacon and Mr. 
Chambers, and Sir Nevill Cateline, who was made free 
foon after he was chofe, and before he was returned. 

The next thing Mr. Blofeild and Mr. Palgrave’s 
Counfel infifted on, was, a By-law, made at an Affem- 
bly, held in Norwich 28th Ofober 1640; by which it 
is enacted, that any one, that fhall give his Voice for any 


Man, not free, to be chofen Citizen for the Parliament, 
he 
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he fhould forfeit, to the Ufe of the Poor, 5 /. or fuffer Im- 
prifonment. : 

That they alfo infifted on the Statute 1 H. V. Cap. 1. 
That every Perfon, to be chofen aMember of Parliament 
for a City, fhall be a Freeman of the faid City, and no 
other in any wife: 

And alfo upon 23° H. VI. Cap. 15. reciting the Statute 
of H.V. And that Citizens, and Burgefles, coming to 
the Parliament, have always, in Cities, and Boroughs, 
been chofen by Citizens, and Burgeffes, and no other. 

Fhat the Queen’s Writ to the Sheriff, for electing 
Members to Parliament, was read ; which fays, for every 
City they thall elect Cives. 

And laftly, they infifted on the Freeman’s Oath; by 
which the Freemen are fworn, all lawful Ordinanees, 
made, and to be made, within the City, to obey and 
perform. 

That, for Mr. Bacon and Mr. Chambers, the Counfel 
infifted, that Norwich was a County, as well as a City ; 
and the Freeholders had a Vote, as well as the Freemen. 

That the Statute required as well Refiants, as Citizens ; 
and that, as well in Boroughs, as Cities ; and was made 
for the Advantage of the elected, that they might not 
be forced to ferve ; and that the Ufage had been quite 
contrary to the Conftruction, the Counfel on the other 
Side would put it on thofe Statutes: However, their very 
Election made them free. 

That they called fome Witneffes, as to ill Practices, in 
terrifying the Voters by printed Papers, containing the 
Statute H. V. the By-law againft voting for fuch, as were 
not free, and the Freeman’s Oath. 

And Sam. Spark faid, that Mr. Blyth the then 
Mayor, had caufed 200 of them.to be difperfed by him 
about the City. 

And Cha. Watfon and Robert Robarts faid, they 
would both have voted for Mr. Bacon and Mr. Chambers, 
but were deterred by thofe printed Papers ; the firft being 
afraid of wronging hisConfcience, the latter of paying 5 /. 

Cha. Mackarell was called, as to the Partiality of the 
Mayor, and Sheriffs, on Mr. Blofield and Mr. Palgrove’s 
Side: And he alfo gave an Account of an Advertife- 
ment, printed on the other Side; by which it was no- 
tified, that a Contract was made, to indemnify fuch, as 
voted for Mr. Bacow and Mr. Chambers, from the Pe- 
nalty of 5/. mentioned in the By-law, or any other In- 
convenience by fuch voting. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Waller Bacon, Efquire, is duly elected, and returned, 
a Citizen, to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the City 
of Norwich, 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That fohn Chambers, Efquire, is duly elected, and re- 
turned, a Citizen, to ferve in this prefent Parliament for 
the City of Nerwich. 

The faid Refolutions being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queltion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houte. 

Ordered, That the Clerk of the Crown do attend this 
Houfe To-morrow Morning, to amend the Return for 
the City of Norwich, by taking off the Return of Tho. 
Blofeild, and Tho. Palgrave, Eiquires. 

A Motion being made, and the Queftion being put, 
That Candles be brought in ; 

The Houfe divided :

So it was refolved in the Affirmative. 
And Candles were brought in accordingly.

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Magna Charta, in order-to terrify the Electors of the 
faid City from free and impartial voting in the late Ele- 
étion of Members, to ferve in Parliament for the faid 
City, is guilty of an illegal and arbitrary Proceeding.

Offence, taken into the Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms 
attending this Houfe.

Hamill, Gentlemen, Truftees of the Officers, and 
Soldiers, who terved their late Majefties in the Siege of 
London-derry, in the Year 1698, and of fuch, as ferved, 
during the Jate War in Jreland, as fupernumerary, or 
reformed, Officers, was prefented to the Houfe, and 
read ; fetting forth, that the Petitioners were very fer- 
viceablein defending the faid City of London-derry againft 
the Forces of King Fames, and thereby were a great 
Means tothe Reduétion of the whole Kingdom of Jre- 
land ,; of which his late Majefty was fo fenfible, that he, 
by Letters, gave them Affurances of his Favour, and 
ordered their Accounts, for their Pay, to be ftated by 
Mr. Fox ,; which was done, and laid before his Majefty ; 
That in 1698, the Petitioners applied to the Houfe of 
Commons, who came to feveral Kefolutions, and voted 
the Petitioners Services, and Sufferings, to have been of 
great Confequence, and the Prefervation of the Three

Five for each ; with this difference, 
that Mr. Mompeffon voted for himfelf, and made up one 
of the Five, that were for him.

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But Mr. Mompeffon’s Counfel infifted, that two, viz. 
Mr. Elliott and Mr. Brooks, were qualified to vote, and 
did offer their Votes for Mr. Mompeffon, and were re- 
fufed ; and that two others, viz. Mr. Carter and Mr. 
Swanton, who voted for the Lord Grandifon, were not 
qualified to vote. pats 

That, as to Mr. Elliot#’s Right of voting, Mr. Mom- 
peffon’s Counfel called feveral Witneffes, viz. Fobn 
Powell, Edward Elliott, Robert Paine. 

The firft had known Old Sarum 30 Years ; the Se- 
cond was Mr. El/iozt’s Brother 5 and the other could fpeak. 
to above 30 Years: And they faid, Mr. Elliott was al- 
ways looked upon as a Burgator of Old Sarum, and had 
voted all the time within their Obfervation at the fe- 
veral Elections. 

And they produced four feveral Indentures of Return ; 
viz. 2 Willielmi et Maria, 7 Willielmi, 10 Willielmi, 1 
Anna ; all which feveral Indentures Mr. E//iott had fign- 
ed, and was a Party unto. 

That it alfo appeared, that Nicholas Elliot was one of 
the Parties to the above-mentioned Indenture of Return, 
Anno 31° Car. 2di. 

That, as to Mr. Brooks, they called William Hill, 
who was a Witnefs to, and proved, a Conveyance from 
Sir Eliab Harvey to Mr. Brooks, Anno 1695, of an Acre 
of Land in the Borough of Old Sarum, for his Life. 

That, as to Mr. Carter, and Mr. Swanton, they called 
Mr. Edward Elliott ; who faid; that he afked Mr. Carter, 
Five or Six Weeks ago, how he came to have a Vote 
at the laft Election, becaufe, he told the faid Mr. Carter, 
he heard, he took Poffeffion on the Eleétion Day, and 
therefore he thought, it could-not ftand good ; and Mr. 
Carter faid, he thought fo too. 

Mr. Carter himfelf, being examined, faid, he was no 
Truftee, but had a Leafe from my Lord Grandifon, for 
Three Lives, made to him in April laft. He acknow- 
leged, he had received no Rent, but had given his Note 
for the Purchafe-money, being 225/. The Rent was 
121. per Annum, out of which 12d. per Annum is re- 
ferved to the Lord Grandifon. 

Mr. Payne faid, that my Lord Grandifon, at the 
Election for the County of Wilts, polled for Lands in 
Old Sarum; and as to Mr. Swanton, that he faid, he had 
agreed for the old Caftle in Old Sarum, and was to give 
1ooo/. for it; but Mrs. Pitts Servants plowed and 
fowed it. He believed, Mr. Swanton might have voted 
at Three Elections. 

That, on the other Side, the Counfel called Mr. Hohn 
Phillips; who faid, he had known Old Sarum 40 Years, 
and was very well acquainted with the Precinéts of the 
Borough ; and that Mr. Elliot voted for Three Acres, 
which lie out of the Borough ; and that Mr. Henry 
Furnell had Lands nearer the Borough, than Mr. El/iote’s : 
However he did not deny, but Mr. El/iot had voted for 
thefe Lands at feveral Elections, though once or twice 
he was put down witha Quere, but afterwards allowed ; 
and Mr. Furnell never offered to vote, till this Eleétion. 

That it appeared, both Mr. Elliot and Mr. Brookes of- 
fered their Votes for Mr. Mompeffon, at this Election; and 
Mr. Furzell offered his vote for the Lord Grandi/on. 

That, as to Fobn Brooks, Mr. Phillips faid, that Brooks 
bought the Eftate of Sir El/iab Harvey; and Sir Eliad, or 
his Son, for that, and the Lard Mr. Harvey now enjoys, 
never had but one Vote. 

That, as to Mr. Swanton, they produced a Deed of 
Affignment for Lives, of Lands in the Borough; but 
the Witnefs could not fay, that Mr. Swanton received the 
Profits. 

And that, upon the whole, the Committee came to 
this Refolution; vz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Charles Mompeffon, Efquire, is duly elected, and 
returned, a Burgefs, to ferve in this prefent Parliament 
for the Borough of Old Sarum, in the County of Wilts.

Dormer, Efquire, did not only refufe to permit the Peti- 
tioners to vote, but admitted others to vote, who had no 
Right: And praying the Houfe to do fuch Right to the 
Petitioners, as fhall be thought meet. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition be 
referred to the Committee of Privileges*and Elections ; 
and that they do examine the Matter thereof, and report 
the fame, with their Opinion therein, to the Houfe. 


Mr. Toke reported from the Committee, to whom the 
Bill to enable fobn Edwards, Gentleman, to fell certain 
Lands in the County of Norfolk, for Payment of Debts, 
was committed ; that they had examined the Allegations 
of the Bill, and found the fame to be true ; and that the 
Parties concerned had given their Confents to the Bill,

went away: That before Twelve a Clock the next Day, 
viz. about Ten a Clock, the Mayor came, and polled 21 
Perfons before Twelve a Clock, one or two of which had 
been objected to the Day before: That about Twelve a 
Clock, the fame Day, Sir Simon Leach, with other Gen- 
tlemen, came to the Court, and made the Mayor fo fen- 
fible of his Miftake, that the Mayor proclairned the 
Court over again; and then Two of thofe, that had been 
polled before, came, and polled over again. : 

That Sir Simon Leach’s Counfel then proceeded. to 
difqualify fome of Mr. Dibble’s Voters, for Corruption ; 
and to that they called feveral Witneffes ; viz. 

Jobn Fortefcue ; who faid, that he was a Freeman, and 
voted for Mr. Dibble, and did it by the Importunity 
of Mr. Diddle, and his Son: The Son, being an Attor- 
ney, was promifed Mr. Dibdle’s Law Bufinefs, on condi- 
tion the Father would vote for him ; and Mr. Diddle 
quitted a Houfe, he rented of Dr. Venner, it being 
convenient for Mr. Fortefcue, the Son. He faid, he in- 
tended to have ftayed at home on the Election Day ; 
but his Son came to him, and perfuaded him to come to 
the Court; and when there, he was thruft into Court, 
and voted for Mr. Dibble ; which he was forry for. 

John Shebbere faid, that Charles Arfcott told him, that 
he had received 10/. to vote for Mr. Dibble. He faid in- 

. deed, he had given his Note for the 10 /. but was told, 
that, if he voted for Mr. Diddle, that Note fhould do him 
no harm: That the Money was lent him at Hatherley Fair. 

Fofeph Goodman faid, he kept an Inn:at Oakbampton ; 
and that Mr. Dibble declared at his Houfe, he fet up for 
a Member of Parliament ; and told him, if he would, be 
for him, he would fpend 500 /. in his Houfe, and would 
fpend 2000/. in the Town, rather than mifcarry in it: 
That this was a Year, or more, before the Election ; and 
that Mr. Diddle once, calling for a Bottle of Wine, faid, 
it was but cheating the Queen of a Foot of Timber the 
more. 

And H. Topper having floored a Room for the faid 
Goodman, Topper faid, he could not have afforded the 
Boards fo cheap, if the Carriage had not been given him 
in Mr. Dibdle’s Waggons. Topper explained it after- 
wards to be back Carriage ; [and it appeared, that Mr. 
Dibble’s Servants ufed to have the Advantage of back 
Carriage.*] He gave the Waggoner a S’chut to drink. 
R. Shel-bere, That Sir Simon Leache’s Counfel then ex- 
To. Goodman, (cepted, and gave Evidence by thofe Wit- 
pong “4 ae neffes, to Five Perfons, as being neither 

me 200°" J Eveemen, nor Freeholders; and to: One, 
as under Age. 

That, as to the One, to be added to Sir Simon Leach’s 
Poll, , 

Mr. Gocdman faid, that he had made one Chapman a 
Leafe, for his Life, Three or Four Years fince ; but Mr, 
Harris had an undivided 8th Part of the Eftate. 

Young proved, he offered to poll for Sir Simon Leach. 

That Mr. Dibble’s Counfel, by way of Anfwer to the 
foregoing Evidence, firft endeavoured to juftify the 
Votes, polled for Mr. Diddle; then to add fome others, 
who oft red to vote for Mr. Diddle, and were refufed ; 
then to difqualify fome, who voted for Sir Simon Leach; 
and concluded with ill Practices by Sir Simon Leach, or 
his Agents. : 

And firft, as to the 19, Mr. Dibble’s Counfel infifted, 
that the Court was adjourned from Tue/day Night to the 
next day, Ten aClock; and confequently, thofe, that 
voted then, were well polled. And as to that, they call- 
ed feveral Witneffes :

That they then proceeded to juftify forne Votes, ex- 
cepted to by Sir Simon Leach’s Counfel ; and gave Evi- 
dence, by Chr.

That the next thing Mr. Dibbie’s Counfel proceeded 
upon, was, to prove Corruption: And for that they 
called 

Hillary Macy, a Quaker ; who faid, he was prefentéd 
in the Bifhop’s Court, for not paying of Tythes, andcon- 
demned in Cofts ; arid Mr. Huffy, the Minifter, pro- 
mifed him, if he would vote for Sir Simen Leach, he 
would difcharge the Cofts, and not profecute him for the 
future. And he produced Mr. Hufey’s Note to that 
Effect, dated the 16th of May laft ; and faid; that other- 
wife he would have been for Mr. Dibdle. 

Henry Lee faid, that Richard Wingate offered him Five 
Guineas, to appear at the Committee of Elections and 
Privileges, and fay, that Mr. Diddle paid for the Pur- 
chafe of certain Lands he had bought ; telling him, it 
would be only telling a Lie. . 

Fohn Gowman faid, that Héeary Taylor came, and de- 
fired his Vote for Sir Simon Leach, and put Two half 
Crowns in his Hand, which he kept for half an Hour ;

That Sir Simon Leach’s Counfel, by way of Reply; 
called, to juftify his Votes, that were objected to, 

. Fobn Shebbere; who faid, that Three of the Perfons; 
faid to be made free juft before the Election, were made 
free in Offober was 12 Months: ey 

That two others were made free before the Tee of the 
Writ ; and that he did not fee any of thofe, that Yexdal 
faid, demanded their Poll for Mr. Diddle, come intd 
Court, or demand their Poll : 

And, that he looked upon the Eftate of both the Mr; 
Courtneys to be within the Borough. 

That, as to the Return, Sit Simon Leach examined; 

Robert Young, John Proufe ; who faid, that the Mayor

Truftees for Henry Raper, Merchant; and the fame 
was received.

A Petition of Fohn Came, and Barbara his Wife, 

was prefented to the Houfe, and read; fetting 
forth, that Barbara Opie, Widow, the Petitioner Bar- 
bara’s Mother, by her laft Will, in 1697, gave to the 
Petitioners her only Daughter, and her Heirs, a Farm, 
called Dean Farm, in the Parifhes of Wefton and South- 
warmborough, in the County of Southampton, of about 
351. per Annum Value: That by reafon of fome Defects 
in the Petitioner’s Title, lately difcovered, the Petitioner 
is like to be defeated of the faid Eftate, unlefs aided by 
the legiflative Power, although the faid Eftate was intended 
as a Provifion for the Petitioner Barbara by her Mother’s 
Will: And praying, that Leave be given to bring in a 
Bill for making good the laft Will of the faid Barbara 
Opie, fo far as it concerns the faid Premifes. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring ina Bill, ac- 
cording to the Prayer of the faid Petition ; and that Mr. 
Onflow, Mr. Pocklington, and the Lord Wim. Powlett, do 
prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 


A Bill for the Sale of an Advowfon in Sufex, late the 
Eftate of Michael Sorocold, Clerk, deceafed, for Payment 
of his Debts, and making Provifion for his Wife, and 
Child, was read a Second time. 

Refolved, That the Bill be committed to Mr. Pack- 
lington, Mr. Wyld, Mr. Monfon, Mr. Ma/on, Sir Wm. 
Scawen, Mr. Annefley, Mr. Lowther, Mr. Cox, Mr. On- 
flow, Mr. Bertie, Mr. Pulteney, Sir Wm. Afburft, Mr. 
Butler, Sir Hen. Colt, Mr. Wefton, Mr. Clark, Mr. A/- 
gill, Mr. Hoblyn, Mr. Gery ; and all, that ferve for the 
Counties of Suffex and Surrey: And they are to meet this 
Afternoon, at Five a Clock, in the Speaker’s Chamber; 
and have Power to fend for Perfons, Papers, and Re- 
cords. 


A Petition of Sir Zobn Mead, Knight and Baronet, 
was prefented to the Houfe, and read. 

And the fame was, by Leave of the Houfe, with- 
drawn. 


A Bill for velting the Eftate, late of Sir Cha. Sedley, 
deceafed, in Truftees, to be fold, for Payment of the 
Debts of the faid Sir Cha. Sedley, and for compounding 
his Legacies, and for laying out the Refidue of the 
Moneys in a Purchafe, to be fettled according to the 
Limitations of the Will of the faid Sir Charles, and for 
allowing a competent Portion for Frances, the unmarried 
Daughter of Sir Yobn Sedley, and reafonable Provifions 
for the younger Children of George Sedley, Efquire, was 
read a Second time. 

Refolved, That the Bill be committed to Mr. Feffop, 
Sir Fra. Maffam, Mr. Brewer, Mr. Afgill, Sir Hen. 
Gough, Sir Wm. Scawen, Mr. Hicks, Mr. Morgan, 
Mr. Herne, Mr. Butler, Sir Wm. Whitlock, Sir Robert 
Eden, Mr. Hoblyn, Mr. Pulteney, Mr. Bridges, Mr. 
England, Mr. Bertie, Mr. Roberts; and all for the 
Counties of Kent and Suffex: And they are to meet this 
Afternoon, at Five a Clock, in the Speaker’s Cham- 
ber; and have Power to fend for Perfons, Papers, and 
Records. 


Colonel Palmer (according to Order) prefented to the 
Houfe, a Bill for Sale of Lands in the Counties of South- 
ampton and Dorfet, late the Eftate of Thomas Dean, 
Ejquire, deceafed, for Payment of Debts and Legacies 
charged thereupon, and for other Purpofes therein men- 
tioned; and the fame was received. 


‘Mr. Bertie reported from the Committee, to whom 
the Bill for fertling and fecuring Part of the Eftate of 
Robert Barry, Clerk, and Aun his Wife, for the Benefit 
of the faid Ann, and her Children, and Sale of other 
Part of the Eftate of the faid Robert Barry, for Payment 
of his Debts, was committed ; that they had examined 
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the Allegations of the-Bill, and found the fame to be 
true ; and that the Parties concerned had given their 
Confents to the Bill, to the Satisfaction. of the Com- 
mittee; and that the Committee had made feveral Amend- 
ments to the Bill, which they had direéted him to report 
to the Houfe: Which he read in his Place; and efters 
wards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; where the fame 
were once read throughout, and then a Second time one 
by one, and, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe. 


Ordered, That the Bill, with the Amendments, be in- 
erofied. 


Sir Fames Mountague (according to Order) prefented 
to the Houfe, a Bill for Sale of Part of the Eftate of the 
Right honourable Henry Lord Colerane, and fupplying 
the want of Enrollment of a Deed, concérning other 
Part of his Eftate ; and the fame was received. 


A Petition of Lewis Petitt, Engineer, on behalf of 
himfelf, and of Colonel William Romer, Francis Cadoal, 
and Elizee Madronett, other Engineers, was prefented to 
the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that the Petitioners 
faithfully performed their Services in Ireland, during the 
late War there ; for which there is due to them near 
700 /, as may appear by divers Orders, and Reports : 
That the Petitioners Colonel Romer and Cadoal, have 
been conftantly in the Service abroad, fo that they could 
not make any Application, till laft Year, before the Com- 
miffioners of Accounts for the Army ; and then they 
made. a doubt of the Sufficiency of the Orders, produced 
for the Petitioners Pay, fo they did nothing therein; and 
the Petitioners are remedilefs, unlefs relieved by the 
Houfe: And praying, that they may be relieved, by 
having Debentures for their faid Arrears. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
Colonel Venner was referred ; and that they do examine 
the Matter thereof, and report.the fame, with their Opi- 
nion therein, to the Houfe. 


The Houfe proceeded to take into Confideration the 
Report from the Committee, to whom the Bill for veft- 
ing a mortgaged Eftate of Humphry Courtney, Efquire, 
deceafed, in Truftees, to be fold, to difcharge the Mort- 
gages, Debts, and Incumbrances, on the faid Eftate, was 
committed. 

And the Amendments, made by the Committee to the 
Bill, were once read throughout, and then a Second time 
one by one, and, upon the Queftion feverally put there- 
upon, agreed unto by the Houfe; and other Amend- 
ments were made by the Houfe to the Bill.

Mr. Compton (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as it 
appeared to them, touching the Election for the Borough 
of Leftwithiell, in the County of Cornwall, and the Re- 
folutions of the Committee thereupon ; which he read in 
his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Ta- 
ble ; where the fame were read, and are, as follow; viz. 

Upon the Petition of Hames Kendall, Efquire, com- 

plaining of an undue Ele¢tion and Return of Rodert 
Molefworth, Efquire, to ferve in Parliament for the 
faid Borough of Lefwithiell : 

That, upon the Poll, the Numbers were, 

For the Petitioner 
For Mr. Molefworth — 5. 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel alleged, that the Right 
of Eleétion was in the Mayor, Capital Burgeffes, and 17 
Affiftants; and the fame was not controverted by the 
Sitting Member’s Counfel. 
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That the Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, that Six, who 
had a Right, and offered to poll for the Petitioner, were 
refuted ; and Fight others, who had no Right, were 
taken down on the Poll for Mr: Mole/worth. 

And they proved by feveral Witneffes, that Six, viz. 
ohn Trewbody, Hum. Spiller, Nich. Hobb, Fohn Taprell, 
Nevill Styles, and Hen. Fames, had offered their Votes 
for the Petitioner. 

That, as to the faid Six Perfons Right of eleting, the 
Cafe appeared to be this : 

By the Charter, granted to this Borough 6 Fac. I. 
(which was produced, and read to the Committee) it 
did appear, that this Corporation was conftituted of a 
Mayor, Six Capital Burgeffes, and 17 Affiftants ; and 
that the Capital Burgefles, pro mala gubernatione, aut 
male fe gerend. aut pro aliqua caufa rationabili, were 
amoveable by the Mayor and major Part of the Capital 
Burgeffes; but it did not appear by the Charter, that 
there was any Power to amove any Affiftant. It further 
-appeared by the Books, that all thefe Six (One whereof , 
viz. Fobn Trewbody, was a Capital Burgefs, and the other 
Five Affiftants) had been difplaced by a lefier Number, 
than in that Cafe was required by Charter. 

And as to the Eight Perfons excepted to; wiz. John 
Hawkey, Fa. Martin, Wm. Curtis, Steph. Tomkin, 
Chr. Phillipps, Edw. Lee, Chr. Clemefe, ‘fobn Libby ; 
befides, that moft of them were elected into the Places 
of thofe, who were irregularly put out, the Charter of 
6 Fac. 1. in cafe of Death, or Removal, of any Capital 
Burgefs, provides in thefe Words; viz. Quod tunc, et 
toties, bené liceat et licebit Majori et capitalibus burgen- 
Sibus burgi predi&ii, adtunc remanentibus, vel fuperviven- 
tibus, vel aliquibus quinque eorum, quorum Majorem burgi 
predifti, pro tempore exiftentem, unum effe volumus, to 
eleé&t one or more of the Burgeffes and Inhabitants of the 
faid Borough, in the room or rooms of fuch Capital 
Burgefs, or Burgefles, dying, or removed ; and thofe, 
excepted to, were elected by a lefs Number, than was 
required by the Charter. 

And the Queftion, in this Election, depending, in a 
great meafure, upon the Six Perfons, demanding their 
Poll, which was fully proved, the other Matter was not 
controverted. 

And that thereupon the Committee came to thefe Re- 
folutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Fohn Trewbody had a Right to vote in the laft 
Election of Burgeffes, to ferve in Parliament for the 
Borough of Leftwithiell, in the County of Cornwall. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Humphry Spiller, Nicholas Hobb, ohn Taprell, 
Nevill Styles, and Henry ames, had a Right to vote in 
the laft Election of Burgeffes, to ferve in Parliament for 
the faid Borough of Lefwithiell. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That John Hawkey, James Martin, William Curtis, 
Stephen Tomkin, Chriftopber Philipps, Edward Lee, Chrifto- 
pher Clemefe, and Fobn Libby, had not a Rightto vote in 
the laft Election of Burg -fles, to ferve in Parliament for 
the faid Borough of Lefwithiel. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Robert Molefworth, Efquire, is not duly elected a 
Burgefs, to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the faid 
Borough of Lefwithiell. 

Refelved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That James Kendall, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgefs, 
to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the faid Borough of 
Leftwithiell 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houtfe. 

Ordered, That the Clerk of the Crown do attend this 
Houfe To-morrow Morning, to amend the Return for 
the Borough of Lefwitbiell, in the County of Cornwall, 
by rafing out the Name of Robert Molefworth, Efquire, 
and inferting the Name of ames Kendall, Efquire, inftead 
thereof. ae 
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Mr. Compton alfo reported from the Committee of 
Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as it appeared to 
them, touching the Election for the Borough of Lud- 
gerfoall, in the County of Wilts, and the Rejolutions of 
the Committee thereupon; which he read in his Place, 
and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where 
the fame were read, and are, as follow, viz. 

Upon the Petition of Edmund Webb, and Fobn Webb, 
Efquires, and of feveral of the Freeholders, com- 
plaining of an undue Election and Return of Walter 
Kent, Efquire, and Thomas Powell, Efquire, to ferve 
for the Borough of Ludgerfhall, in the faid County 
of Wilts: 

That the Right of Election was agreed to be in the 
Freeholders, or Leafeholders, of the faid Borough, de- 
terminab!e upon Life, or Lives. 

That, upon the Poll, taken by the Bailiff, the Num- 
bers were thus:

But the Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, that they fhould 
add fo many to their Poll, and difqualify fo many, as 
polled for the Sitting Members, as would make a great 
Majority for the Petitioners ; and then fhould give fome 
Evidence of corrupt Practices. 

That, as to thofe, they offered to add to their Poll, 
they diftinguifhed them under two Heads ; viz. 

Five, that offered to poll, before the Bailiff went away ; 
and 26, whofe Poll were taken, after the Bailiff went 
away. 

That, as to the firft Five, William Collins, Edward 
Hopgood, faid, that Four Perfons offered their Poll for 
the Petitioners, whilft the Bailiff was in Court, and that 
another offered his Vote, as the Bailiff was going away ; 
but, as to One of the Four, viz. Rawlins Hilman, there 
was no Proof produced, that he had a Right to vote.

That Three others; viz. Arthur Mufpratts, Wm. 
Noife, and Tho. Collins, had only Part of Tenements : 

And that another ; viz. Fobn Beates’s, Leafe was for 
Years abfolute. 

That the next Thing, the Petitioner’s Counfel pro- 
ceeded upon, was, to prove Corruption, and ill Practices, 
by the Sitting Members, or their Agents; on which 
Head they called feveral Witneffes. 

Tho. Pafcall gave an Account, that Mr. Powell read 
a Paper, which he called Articles, by which the Bailiff

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undertook to return him, if he would fpend as much 
Money at his Houfe, as he had done at the George ; and 
that Mr. Powell, and Mr. Dowling (who appeared for 
him) had promifed to help his Kinfman to an Excife- 
man’s Place, if he, the faid Pa/call (the Witnefs) would 
vote for Mr. Powell.

Fobn Cully faid, that the Town underftood, that Mr: 
Powell was very much concerned in the Woollen Manu- 
facture, and fo were willing to chufe him. 

And Mr. Dowling produced two Letters from many 
of the Voters; whereby they invited Mr. Powell to come 
down, and ftand fora Member of Parliament for the 
faid Borough. 

That, as to Bribery, they called feveral Witneffes ; 
VIZ. 

Charles Crouch; who faid, Tho. Poulton offered the 
Bailiff 50 Guineas, and a Bell, if he would be for the 
Webbs. 

Fobn Lay,—that Tho. Appleford on the 3d of May laft 
offered him 10 Guirieas, if he would turn himfelf, and 
turn Three more, to be for the Petitioners; but he 
voted for the Sitting Members. 

William Newman faid, that William Baily told him, if 
he would be for the Petitioners, he might have 5 /. but 
he voted for the Sitting Members. . 

Eliz. Newman faid, that Mr. Baily offered her 4 Gui- 
nea, to turn her Father to be for the Petitioners: 

Fobn Nafo faid, that Mr. Wefton, Coloriel Webb's 
Steward, offered him Five Guineas to be for his Mafter; 
and told hish, that Evan and Arthur Mu/pratt fhould 
have Five Guineas a-piece on the fame Terms. 

Evan Mujfpratt faid, that Mr. Weffon told him, he 
fhould have Six Guineas, if he would be for both the 
Webbs. 

Edward Lymes faid, that Mr. Summer, of Andover; 
told him, he fhould have a Guinea, if he would vote 
for Colonel Webb. 

Evan Mu/fpratt faid, he heard Robert Crouch declare, 
he would not be for the Webds, unlefs he had 3 /. 

And Cha. Crouch, and Fobn Lay, heard Robert Crouch 
afterwards own, he had received the 3 /. 

Nich. Drary faid, that Robert Crouch owned, he had 
promifed to be for Mr. Kent; but faid, he durft not, be- 
caufe the Brigadier threatened to fend him to Sea. 

Tho. Powell faid, William Dobbs declared, that he had 
a Guinea of Colonel Webb, to be for him. 

Tho. Cocks and Fobn Cully fatd, the Conftables threat- 
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ened, they fhould go for Soldiers, if they would not 
vote for the Petitioners. 

Richard Blackman faid, the Conftable had threatened 
Cully, and fome others, in that Manner. 

Tho. Mackrell {aid, that he having denied the Briga- 
dier to be for him, the Brigadier faid, he fhould repent 
it in Six Months. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions : : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Walter Kent, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgefs, 
to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the Borough of 
Ludgerfball, in the County of Wilts. .

in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame was read, and 
is, as followeth; wiz. 

Upon the feveral Petitions of fobn Vaughan, Efquire; 
of feveral of the Burgeffes of the Town and Borough 
of Montgomery; and of the feveral Bailiffs of the 
Boroughs of Wel/h Poole, Llanvilling, and Landid- 
Joes, in the County of Montgomery; complaining 
of an undue Election, and Return, of Cha. Ma/on, 
Efquire, to ferve in Parliament for the faid Bo- 
rough of Montgomery : 

That the Petitioners Counfel alleged, that the Right 
of Eleétion was in the Burgefies of Montgomery, and 
Three Out-Boroughs ; and the fame was not controvert- 
ed by the Sitting Member’s Countel. 

That the Majority of the Poll was agreed to be with 
the Sitting Member. 

But that, which was complained of by the Petitioners 
Countel, was, of fome ill Practices ufed, to procure Votes 
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for the Sitting Member; and that there was not due 
Notice given of the Election ; and alfo of a Surprize in 
the Sitting Member’s appearing as Candidate. 

And, as to ill Praétices, they called 

Fobn Evans ; who faid, that Maurice Powell, who 
voted for the Sitting Member, and demanded a Poll for 
him, offered Francis Herbert 101. to vote as he would 
have him. Francis Herbert voted for Mr. Vaughan. 

That, as to the want of due Notice, they examined _ 
the faid John Evans, and alfo 
Who gave an Account, that the

Geo. Robinfon > { fons: That in Montgomery alone 
; . there were above Six Score Voters; 


Nath. Comper, whereas there were polled at this 
Matth. Evans: J FieGion, of both Sides, 71 Perfons 
only: That there was a general Complaint of the Sur- 
prize. 

Cooper faid, he had no Notice of the Eleétion till an 
Hour before. 

And Matth. Evans, one of the Serjeants, faid, he did 
not proclaim the Election at Montgomery, as was ufual; 
but acknowleged, he was fent by one of the Bailiffs 
(the other not being in the Town) on Monday before the 
Election, to Liandidoes, to give Notice to the Bailiffs 
there, that the Election would be on the Friday follow- 
ing; and accordingly he did give Notice to thote Bailiffs. 
It appeared alfo, that it was not known, that Mr. Ma/ox 


‘intended to ftand Candidate, or did appear in the Town, 


till they had aétually began the Election; and then 
Maurice Powell demanded a Poll for Mr. Ma/on, and 
Mr. Mafon himfelf appeared as Candidate; and, upon 
the Poll, there were, 
For Mr. Mafon - - - - = 
For Mr. Vaughan - - + - 30. 

That is was alfo faid by George Robinfon, that took 
the Poll, that the Poll was carried on haftily, fo that the 
Names of One or Two Perfons, who had poiled, had 
efcaped being fet down by him; but it was admitted, 
Three Proclamations were made, for any other Perfons 
to come in, and poll, before the Poll was clofed. 

That, onthe other Side, to prove due Notice, the 
Sitting Member’s Counfel called feveral Witneffes. 

Edward Davis, who is an Alderman of Montgomery, 
and has known the Borough above 40 Years, faid, that 
the Election was on Friday; and the Monday before, at 
Nine a Clock in the Morning, the Two Serjeants being 
fent to give Notice to the Out-Boroughs, he made a Pro- 
clamation at the ufual Place in Montgomery, of the Time 
of this Election: That at the Election Two Perfons 
were {worn of each Side, to take the Poll ; and he be- 
lieved, a Dozen Proclamations were made before the 
clofing of the Poll; and, in general, though he had been 
an Alderman 20 Years, and feen feveral EleG@ions, he 
never faw a fairer Election. 

Richard George faid, he heard Mr. Davis make Pro- 
clamation, as by Mr. Davis had been before teftified, 
on the 14th, the Election being on the 18th of May. 

Edward Lloyd gave an Account, that, on Monday 
before the Election, he was fent by Mr. Bedoe, one of 
the Bailiffs of Montgomery, to the Bailiffs of Welfh Poole, 
and Lianvilling, to give them Notice, the Election would 
be on the Friday following; and accordingly he did give 
them Notice; and that the Election was generally talked 
of in the Town of Montgomery; and that there was a 
Letter fent particularly to a Kinfman of Mr. Vaughan’s, 
to give Notice of the Time of this Ele@ion. He voted 
for Mr. Vaughan, as did the other Serjeant, who gave 
Notice at Liandidloes. 

That, as to Mr. Ma/on’s appearing fo late, they called 

Chr. Whittingham; who gave an Account, that he 
fent to Mr. Ma/on, about Eleven a Clock the Night be- 
fore, to defire him to ftand; to which Mr. Ma/on re- 
turned Anfwer, that he would, if the Town would chufe 
him; defiring to have his Name concealed, till he fhould 
be fatisfied of his Ele€tion: That thereupon he defired 
feveral to vote, as he fhould; which they promifed to 

do,

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do, provided, it was not for Mr. Vaughan: That there 
were Ten or Twelve Proclamations, before the Poll was 
clofed. 

And that, upon the whole, the Committee came to 
this Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Charles Mafon, Efquire, is duly eleéted a Burgefs, 
to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the Borough of 
Montgomery.

Mr. Compton alfo reported from the Committee of 
Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as it appeared to 
them, touching the Election for the Borough of Eaf 
Retford, in the County of Nottingham, and the Refolu- 
tions of the Committee thereupon ; which he read in his 
Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; 
where the fame were read, and are, as follow; viz. 

Upon the feveral Petitions of Sir Hardolph Wefteneys, 

Baronet, and Robert Molefworth, Efquire, and alfo 
of feveral of the Freemen, or Burgefies, of the Bo- 
rough of Eajft Retford, complaining of an undue 
Election, and Return, of Sir Willoughby Hickman, 
Baronet, and William Levinz, Efquire, to ferve for 
the faid Borough: 

That the Right of Election was agreed to be in the 
Bailiffs, and Burgeffes, or Freemen. 

And the Numbers upon the Poll were, 

For Sir Willoughby Hickman - - 76. 


For Mr. Levins ------- 75. 
For Sir Hardolph Wefteneys - - 50. 
For Mr. Molefworth - - - - - 48. 


But the Petitioners Counfel infifted, that they fhould 
gualify feveral, who offered their Votes for the Peti- 
tioners, and were refufed; and difqualify feveral, who 
polled for the Sitting Members ; and fo make out a Ma- 
jority for the Petitioners. 

That the main Points in difference were, 

Firft, As to the Perfons, who had a Right to their 
Freedom : 

And, in the next Place, the Power of the Corporation 
to make Perfons, living out of the Borough, free, by 
Redemption. ; 

That, as to the Firft, the Petitioners Counfel infifted, 
that all Perfons, having ferved Seven Years Apprentice- 
fhip within the Borough, and the Elder Sons of Freemen, 
had a Right to their Freedom. 

The Sitting Members Counfel infifted, that all, as 
well the younger, as the elder, Sons of Freemen had a 
Right to their Freedom. 

That, as to the latter, the Petitioners Counfel infifted, 
that the Corporation hada Power to make any Perfon 
free, whether they inhabited within the Borough, or out 
of the Borough. 

The Sitting Members Counfel infifted, that fuch Per- 
fons, as had no Right to their Freedom, could not be 
made free, except they were Inhabitants within the Bo- 


“— 
o prove, that the younger Sons of Freemen had no 
Right to their Freedom, the Petitioners Counfel pro- 
duced feveral Entries of Freedoms ; which were granted 
to each Perfon, /ibi, et beredibus mafculis de corpore fuo ; 
and it appeared, that the Admittaaces were generally in 
the fame Form. 

That they alfo tothis Point called feveral Witneffes ; 
VIZ. 

Fobn Mafon;, who had known Eaft Retford 40 Years: 

Wm. Bellamy ; who had known Eaft Retford above 20 
Years, and had ferved all Offices : 

Tho. Clark, who had known Eaft Retford above 40 
Years : 

Tho. Rawfon; who had been Alderman 15 Years, 
and had been free Thirty Years : 


“ 
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Who faid, that younger Sons had no Right to their 
Freedom; and gave Inftances of fome, who had been , 
refufed, and others, who paid Fines upon their being 
made free. , 

And the Petitioners Counfel alfo produced the Refo- 
lution of the Houfe 17 Martii, 1° Anne Regina, “‘ That 
“© the younger Sons of Freemen of the Borough of Haff 
“* Retford have not a Right to demand’ their Freedom 
** of the faid Borough.” 

That the Petitioners Counfel infifted, that Eaf Ret- 
ford is a Corporation by Prefcription; which was admit- 
ted by the other Side. 

That, to prove the Cuftom of the Borough to make 
Foreigners free, the Petitioners Counfel produced an Or- 
dinance, 1° Sept. 6° Fac. I. in thefe Words ; viz. 

** Item, It is ordered, eftablifhed, and decreed, that 
all and every fuch, as fhall be made free within the 
faid Town by Redemption, fhall compound and agree 
with Mr. Bailiffs, and the Aldermen of the faid 
Town, for their Freedom; and that no Foreigner 
fhall be there made free by Redemption, under 20 s. 
to be paid to the Town’s Chamber, 20 d. to Mr. Bai- 
liffs, 20 d. to the Chamberlains, 12 d. to the Deputy 
Steward, or Town-clerk, 8d. to the Serjeants at 
Mace, and 12 d. tothe Relief of the Poor ; and that — 
at the next Court after their faid Freedom granted, 
the Party fhall be brought in by the Chamberlains, 
and there take the Oath appointed for that Purpofe.” 
And another Ordinance, made Azno 1624, difabling 
any Burgeffes to vote at any Ele¢tion or Eleétions what- 
foever within the faid Borough, who fhould remove his 
Dwelling out of the Borough, and continue fo for one 
whole Year ; provided, in cafe he did return again, and 
dwell within the Borough, that he fhould vote, while he 
lived within the Borough. . 

That they alfo fhewed, by the Books of the Corpora- 
tion, that Sir ‘fohn Hercy, and Ralph Denman, Efquire, 
were de concilio magno 4° Eliz. 

That Auno 1658, William Cartwright, Efquire, the 
Steward, was fworn Burgefs. 

That Anno 1680, Sir-Edward Nevill was eleé&ted an 
Alderman; and afterwards an Ordinance was made, to 
enable him to vote at Eleétions, as an Alderman, not- 
withftanding his Non-refidence. 

And Majon faid, that Sir Edward Deering was made 
free, when he lived in Kent ; and Sir Willoughby Hickman, 
when he lived at Gainfborough ; but he never voted till 
of late. 

That it appeared alfo, that 22 Car. I. Colonel Fran- 
cis Thornbagh was made free. 

And Raw/on faid, that Sir Edward Nevill was made 
free, when he lived at Grove, about 30 Years ago : 

And himfelf was made free, when he lived at the fame 
Place : 

And, 3 Fac. 2di, Evelyn Pierrepont, Efquire, was made 
free, and Sam. Mawe, paying 6/. Fine. 

That, to anfwer which Evidence, and firft, as to the 
Point of Right of the younger Sons, the Sitting Mem- 
bers Counfel produced feveral Entries; viz. in Queen 
Elizabeth's time, of Thomas Wharton, and his two Sons, 
being made free; and, in Charles the 2d’s time, of Philip 
Moody, Robert Mocdy, and Wm. Moody, being made free. 

And Tho. Moody, being examined, faid, that Win. 
Philipp, and Robert Moody, were his Brothers, and Wm. 
was the eldeft: And he faid, they were all made free by 
their Father’s Copy. 

That by other Entries it appeared, that Martin, Ri- 
chard, and Tho. Calton, were made free. 

And William Bunby, being examined, faid, the Ca/tons 
were Brothers, and made free by their Father’s Copy ; 
and himfelf was a younger Brother, and made free fo too. 
And he further faid, that he had been free above 15 
Years, and had been Bailiff; and always took the younger 
Sons of Freemen to have a Right to their Freedom ; and 
that Robert Mafon alfo was made free by his Father’s 
Copy. 

Robert Micfon gave Evidence to the fame Purpofe 
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with William Bunby ; and that he and Bunby were made 
free the fame Day, Anno 168g ; and that they only paid 
the Fees of the Court ; and, before he took up his Free- 
dom, he was threatened to have his Shop Windows fhut 
up, if he did not take up his Freedom. 

That they alfo produced the Refolution of the Houfe, 
28° Novem. 1 Anne, “ That all the Sons of Freemen of 
** the Borough of Eaft Retford have a Right to the Free- 
“ dom of the faid Borough.” 

That, as to the Point of Foreigners, the Sitting Mem- 
bers Counfel called feveral Witneffes ; viz. 

Richard Bunby; who faid, he had known Eaf Ret- 
ford 48 Years : 

William Smith; who had known Eaf Retford 20 
Years : 

Wm. Bunby ; who had known E. Retford almoft 40 
Years : 

Who faid, that they did not look upon thofe, who live 
out of Town, to be capable of being made free ; and 
that the Inhabitants, not being free, and having noRight 
to their Freedom, were looked upon to be Foreigners in 
Eaft Retford ; and that they had diftinét Officers for the 
feveral Duties, charged on the faid Borough ; viz. For 
the Poor’s Rate the Bailiffs appointed Two Aldermen, 
Two Burgefles, and Two Foreigners, to be Affeffors. 

And they then read a Refolution out of the above- 
mentioned Report, 28 Nov. 1 Anne Regine, “ That Per- 
“* fons, not inhabiting in the Borough of Eaf Retford, 
“* are incapable of being made free of the faid Borough, 
** by Redemption. 

And that, upon this Evidence, the Committee came 
to this Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Right of eleéting Burgeffes, to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for the Borough of Eaft Retford, in the County of 
Nottingham, is in fuch Freemen only, as have a Right 
to their Freedom by Birth, as eldeft Sons of Freemen, or 
by ferving Seven Years Apprenticefhip, or have it by 
Redemption, whether inhabiting, or not inhabiting, in 
the faid Borough at the Time of their being made free. 

That the Right being thus determined by the Com- 
mittee, the Petitioners Counfel proceeded to the Quali- 
fications of the Voters. 

And firft, to difqualify feveral, who had polled for 
the Sitting Members. 

And they excepted to Eleven, as being entitled to 
their Freedom only as younger Sons of Freemen 3; which 
was admitted by the Sitting Members Counfel. 

That they excepted alfo, and gave Evidence by Tho. 
Wright, as to Nine, for not having demanded their Free- 
dom till the Time of the Eleétion. 

And William Bellamy faid, if the Court was not fatisfi- 
ed with any, at their firft coming to demand their Free- 
dom, it was ufual to put them off till next Court. 

* Wright, and That they alfo excepted to, and gave Evi- 

* Bellamy. dence as to, Six, for not having ferved 

Seven Years Apprenticefhip. 

Robert Geodai], _ hat they alfo excepted to, and gave 
Evidence as to, Two, for having receiv- 

ed Charity, diftributed at Gainfborough. 

That they alfo excepted to, and gave Evidence, by 
the Town Book, that Two were disfranchifed. 

And, to make out, that the Corporation had a Power 
to distranchife, they produced an Order of Disfran- 
chifement, made the 7th November, 1625; and alfo fe- 
veral Ordinances, in what Cafes Perfons fhould be dif- 
franchifed, made the 20th Fuly, 43 Eliz. 

That the Sitting Members Counfel admitted, that 
Sir Hardelph Wefteneys, and 15 others, had been made 
free by Redemption, and were not polled. 

And the Petitioners Counfel called a Witnefs, who 
proved, that all, but Sir Hardolph Wefteneys, tendered 
their Votes for the Petitioners ; and Sir Hardolph ten- 
dered his Vote for Mr. Mole/worth only. 

That the laft Thing, the Petitioners Counfel proceed- 
ed to, was, toadd Three to their Poll, as being en- 
titled by Apprenticefhip. 

And, as to Two, Bellamy gave an Accoun:, that they 
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had ferved Six Years, and bought out the Seventh ; and, 
as tothe Third, that he had ferved Seven Years to a 
Freeman ; but did not hear, that he demanded his Free- 
dom before the laft. Eleétion. ; 

That the Sitting Members Counfel, by way of An- 
fwer, excepted to Eight of thofe, that polled for the 
Petitioners, as younger Sons of Freemen; Seven of 
which were admitted; and they gave Evidence, that 
the Eighth was fo. 

That then they excepted to Five others, as not making 

any Demand of their Freedom till the Day of the 
Ek.Gtion ; Three of which were admitted ; and Evi- 
dence given as to the Two others. 
William Smith, That Exceptions were taken, and Wit- 
Wm. Bunty, _nefles gave Evidence, as to Four others 
* Barker. of the Petitioners Voters ; viz. againft 
one, as not having ferved out his Time ; againft another, 
as having received Clark’s Charity ; againft another, as 
not having ferved his Time in the Borough; and againft 
the fourth, viz. one of the Bailiffs, as having firft gave 
his Vote for Sir Hardolph Wefteneys, and Mr. Levinz, 
though, before he went away, he recalled it, and gave 
it for Sir Hardolph Wefteneys, and Mr. Molefwortb. 

That they produced an Entry of,a Disfranchifement 
of another ; but in the fame Entry one of the Sitting 
Members Voters was disfranchifed. 

That the Sitting Members Counfel then called Smith, 
as a Witnefs ; who gave Evidence, to qualify Two of 
the Voters, excepted to by the Petitioners, viz. That 
they had ferved Seven Years in the Borough. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee, 
came to thefe Refolutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Sir Wiiloughby Hickman, Baronet, is not duly 
elected a Burgefs, to ferve in this prefent Parliament for 
the Borough of Eaft Retford, in the County of Not- 
tingham.

of that Trade, great Quantities of our Woollen Manu- 
factures were exported thither yearly, the Returns where- 
of was chiefly Money, and Bullion: That of late Years 
the French have poffeffed the greateft Part of the faid 
Ifland, and the beft fifhing Ground, where the Fith 
comes fooner, than where the Englifh fith; whereby, 
in Time of Peace, they foreftall the Markets; and by 
this Means they have increafed their Navigation to that 
Degree, as to enable the French to man out fuch Fleets, 
as none of their Predeceffors ever did, having above 700 
Ships yearly employed in that Fifhery, to the almoft 
utter Lofs of our Trade there: And praying, that the 
Houfe will take the Premifes into Confideration, that 
fuch Provifion may be made, as may opprefs the French 
in this advantageous Trade, and reftore the Englifh to 
the Advantages they once reaped thereby. 

Ordered, That the faid Petition do lie upon the Table, 
until the Anfwer of the Commiffioners of Trade and 


Plantations, relating to the Newfoundland Trade, fhall 
be taken into Confideration.

That the Petitioner’s Counfel alleged, that the Right 
of Eleétion was in the Mayor, Aldermen, and Bur- 
geffes ; and the fame was admitted by the other Side. 

That, upon the Poll, the Numbers were, 


For Sir Fobn Cotton - - - 73, 
For Mr. Wortley - - + - 73. 
For the Petitioner - - - 64 


That the Points, the Petitioner’s Counfel went upon, 
were two; viz. Bribery, and Treating; and by the firft, 
they alleged, they fhould difqualify fo many of Sir Fobz 
Cotton’s Voters, as would leave the Petitioner, Mr. Ped- 
ley, a great Majority. 

That, as to the Bribery, the Petitioner’s Counfel call- 
ed feveral Witneffes : 

Geo. Sexton faid, that at the latter End of April, or 
the Beginning of May, he was prefent, when Mr. Cérif- 
topher Bray came into Mr. Wheatly’s Wine-cellar, and 
told Mr. Wheatly, that he, and the reft of the Burgeffes, 
that fhould vote for Sir ¥obn Cotton, fhould have a Guinea 
a-piece: And further, that he was prefent, when Sir Fobx 
Cotton defired Thomas Hodd’s Vote; and Hodd telling 
Sir Fobn Cotton, he could not vote for him, Sir Fobn 
Cotton gave Hodd a Guinea, and then Hodd promifed Sir 
Fobn Cotton his Vote. 

Geo. Sexton, Wm, Beard, and James Tayler, gave 
Evidence, that 26 Perfons, who had given fincle Votes 
for Sir Fobn Cotton, had acknowleged themfelves to 
have received a Guinea a-piece: And Wm. Beard and 
James Taylor, amongft the reft, faid, that they had 
themfelves received a Guinea each of the faid Mr. Bray, 
to-drink Sir Yobn Cotton’s Health: And Taylor faid, he 
believed, 
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believed, he had feen a Guinea a-piece given to 20 feve- 
ral Perfons ; which were generally given to drink Sir 
Fohn Cotton’s Health. 

That Witneffes alfo fpoke to other Faéts. 

Edward Vincent gave an Account, that a very poor 
Man had 1o/. lent him upon his Bond, Mr. Darlow and 
Mr. Bray being prefent, and the Bond delivered to Mr. 
Bray; and that Henry Watfon offered him, the faid Mr. 
Vincent, feven Guineas, to fign the Petition againft Mr. 
Wortley. 

Dorothy Taylor faid, fhe received 405. of Mrs. Bur- 
Lack, now Mrs. Cook, that keeps the Crown Inn, for her 
Hufband’s Vote, for Sir ohn Cotton, and her Hufband 
had a Guinea befides ; and three Days before the Elec- 
tion her Hufband. had fix Guineas offered him, to give 
his fecond Vote for Sir ‘fobn Cotton. 

Joell Taylor, Hufband of Dorothy, being called, de- 
nied, that he had received more than a Guinea; but faid, 
Mr. Bray promifed him fix Guineas, if he would give 
his laft Vote for Sir Fohn Cotton; and that it was about 
three Weeks before the Election. 

And Vincent faid, that the Burgeffes were treated with 
Drink, and Tobacco, on the Election Day. 

In Anfwer to which Evidence, Sir Yob2 Cotton’s 
Counfel infifted, that Sir Fobx was a Perfon of a confi- 
derable Family and Eiftate in-the County, and had an In- 
vitation from many of the Burgeffes to ftand. They 
acknowleged the Diftribution of feveral Guineas to fe- 
veral of the Burgefies ; but faid, it was only an A& of Sir 
Fobn’s Charity and Generofity, of which fome poor Wo- 
men, as well as Men, that had no Votes, and others, that 
voted againft Sir fohn, as well'as thofe, that voted for 
him, did participate. 

That, as to Sir Fobn’s being invited, they called 

Robert Mackworth, Henry Watfon;, who faid, there 
was a Meeting of about 40 Burgefles at the Bui] in Hun- 
tington, to confider of a fit Perfon to reprefent them in 
Parliament ; and that Mr. Carteret was at firft propofed ; 
but having no Opportunity to write to him, they pitch- 
ed upon Sir Fohn Cotton, and defired Mr. Vincent to go 
to him, and defire him to accept of being their Repre- 
tentative in Parliament: That Sir Zoba Cotton at firft de- 
clined ftanding ; but the next Day Mr. Vincent went 
again to him, to the Crown Inn, and then he accepted 
of it: But Mr. Vincent, being examined to that, faid, 
that Mr. Carteret was the only Perfon pitched upon at 
the Bull; but owned, that he went to Sir Fob Cotton, 
to invite him to ftand ; but faid, it was only from him- 
felf. 

Then fome Witneffes were called, to prove Bribery 
and Corruption by Mr. Wortley, and Mr. Pedley. 

Mary Febnfon gave an Account, that her Hufband, 
that is new dead, and voted for Mr. Wortley and Mr. 
Pedley, had 15 /. for his Votes, as he told her, from Mr. 
Pocklington; 3/. of which her Hufband brought Home, 
and the remaining 12/. he faid, he left in the Hands of 
Mr. Turkington, to put out a Boy to be an Apprentice. 
She faid, her Hufband was a Labourer, and played on 
the Fiddle, and had been abfent from her feveral Weeks, 
part of which Time he was at Kimbleton ; and that fhe 
was threatened by Mr. Dow/e, the Receiver, if fhe gave 
Evidence againft Mr. Wertley and Mr. Pedley. 

Edward Nicholls faid, that John Corbett, three Days 
after Sir Yobn Cotton had declared he would ftand, was 
ftanding at his Door; and Sir Zobn afking him, who he 
would be for, Corbett anfwered, he could not tell, for 
there was a Debt of 10/7. or 15/. due from Mr. Wort- 
ley, for Drink at a former Election: That afterwards Cor- 
bett told Nicholls, Mr. Turkington had promifed him, he 
fhould be paid; and that Corbet voted for Mr. Wortley 
and Mr. Pedley. 

William Woodward faid, that having Occafion, four 
or five Years ago, to borrow 40/. he applied himfelf to 
Mr, Andrews, an Attorney, who helped him to the Mo- 
ney, without Intereft, on Condition, that he would vote 
for Mr. Wortley, deceafed, and Mr. Pedley ; and the 
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Mortgage was made accordingly, and he had paid no 
Intereft fince the borrowing: of the Money. 

Jobn Clark faid, that Mr. Palmer lent him 6/. on his 
Note, and promifed to make it up 10/. if he would 
vote for Mr. Wortley and Mr. Pedley ,; but he voted for 
Sir Fohn Cotton. 

Eliz. Griffith faid, one Day fhe went to Houching- 
brook, to her Hufband; and Rodinfon, the Gardener, 
gave her half a Crown for a Razor, her Hufband had 
brought thither; and alfo gave her three Guineas, to 
perfuade her Hufband to vote for Mr. Wortley and Mr. 
Pedley: That fhe told Rodinfon at the fame Time, fhe 
could not afk her Hufband any fuch Thing. 

That the next Day fhe carried a Bill of 85. 6d. and 
received 105. She faid, her Hufband voted for Sir Fobn 
Cotton. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Sir Yohn Cotton, Baronet, is not duly eleéted a 
Burgefs, to ferve in this ptefent Parliament for the Bo- 
rough of Huntington. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Edward Wortley, alias Mountague, Efquire, is du- 
ly elected a Burgefs, to ferve in this prefent Parliament 
for the faid Borough of Huntington. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Fchu Pedley, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgefs, to 
ferve in this prefent Parliament for the faid Borough of 
Huntington. 

The firft and fecond Refolutions, being feverally read: 
a Second time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put 
thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe. 

The third Refolution being read a Second time; 

_ And a Motion being made, and the Queftion being 
put, That the Houfe do agree with the Committee, in

the fame was received.

in Ireland, nor can they be any Advantage to England, all 
the Ports in the Weft being glutted with Jri/ Wool : 
That this Port will open fo wide a Gap for a dangerous 
Correfpondence with France, that it will be... . Prejudice 
to all the Clothiers in England: And praying, that they 
may be heard againft the faid Bill by Counfel. 

Ordered, That the Petitioners be heard by their Coyn- 
fel, upon the faid Petition, at the Bar of this Houfe, upon 
To-morrow Seven-night.

A Petition of Charles O Hara, Gentleman, Admini- 
ftrator of Elizabeth, late Countefs Dowager of Clan- 
carty, on behalf of himfelf, and Narciffus, Lord Arch- 
bifhop of Ardmagh, Primate and Metropolitan of all 
Ireland, the Lord Vifcount Pouverfcourt, Sir Arthur 
Shaex, Baronet, Benj.

That, if Parton Harbour were enlarged, and improved, 
as he conceives it might, it would much add to the Con- 
fumption of Coals in thofé Parts, and be no Prejudice to 
thofe exported from Whitebaven, becaufe there is a Vent 
for as many, as both Places can fupply. 

That, if Parton were fo improved, it would be a Safety 
for Ships coming from the Weftward, the Wind being 
at South South-eaft ; whereas now they cannot, if the 
Wind takes them- fhort, reach Whitehaven, but mutft 
make for Scotland. 

That he has loaded from the Rocks at Parton ; and 
that Mr. Fletcher is the reputed Owner of the Salt Works 
and Rocks there ; and never heard, that Sir Zohn Lowther 
claimed them: And faid, there is a fmall Duty paid to 
Sir Fohn Lowther for Anchorage at Whitebaven, but none 
for Coals, that he knows of. 

Mr. Cragg, of Whitehaven, faid, that he well knows 
Parton and Whitehaven: That Parton is a computed 
Mile from Whitehaven ; and that Parton Harbour will 
hold but Nine or Ten fmall Ships at atime, of which 
but Four or Five can load at once, and only at Spring 
Tides: That he thinks Parton may be fo enlarged, as 
to hold more Ships than Whitehaven; and ’tis the general 
Opinion of the Owners and Matters of Ships at White- 
haven, that Parton Harbour may be made to carry two 
Foot deeper Water than /Vbitebaven; and that it would 
be a Security to their Shipping in ftormy Weather, and an 
Increafe to the Coal Trade. 

That there is above 5000 Chaldrons of Coals now 
lying at Parton, for want of Shipping to carry them 
away: That, if Parton Harbour were improved, it 
would help to fupply Ireland with Coals, Whitebaven 
not being fufficient for that Purpofe : but the Scotch do 
it; for that he has feen 20 or 30 of their Ships employ- 
ed in the Coal Trade at a time at Dudlin; and that Par- 
ton Coals are 25. a Ton better than Scotch Coals, and 
are alfo better than Whitebaven Coals, and yet the Ex- 
portations from thence are not lefiened, fince Parton has 
been a Harbour: And believes, there may be Trade 
enough for both Places, without a Prejudice to either, 
but for the Good of the Country. 

That there may be 80 or 100 Sail of Ships, that ufe 
the Coal Trade at Whitehaven and Workington ; and but 
only the Key Tire can load at a time at Whitehaven, and 
ufually keep their Turns, fo that a Ship may lie three or 
four Months, before fhe can load; and, if Parton were 
enlarged, Ships might make four or five Turns for one, 
and larger Ships lie there, than at Whitehaven. 

That Mr. Fletcher is Lord of the Manor of Mori/ly, 
and, as fuch, has claimed the Stones, and Salt Pans, 
between high and low Water Mark at Parton, and Sir 
Fobhn Lowther never made any Pretence to them; and 
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that he bought a Steer, to lay his Coals on, of one Ty/on, 
who firft bought the fame of Mr. Fletcher. — 

Mr. Millner faid, that Parton Harbour lies more fafe 
from the Sea, than Whitehaven, and believes it capable 


of great Improvements, fo as to hold larger Ships, than 
Whitehaven; and that, if it were fo; there might be as 


‘many more Coals vended, as are now from Whitebaven. 


Mr. Airy, Mariner, faid, that he has known Parton 
Harbour near 40 Years; and that the fame is not fuffi- 
cient to receive the Shipping, that might be employed in 
the Coal Trade there: That the fame may be enlarged ; 
and it will much increafé the Coal Trade to Ireland, and 
elfewhere, who are fupplied from Scotland. 

That Parton Coals are better than Scotch Coals; and 
therefore the Jri/) would not buy them, if they could have 
Parton Coals. 

That the Coals, gotten either at Parton, or Whitehaven; 
muft be fhipped, where gotten, becaufe the nearer the 
Shipping, the lefs will be the Charge of Carriage. 

That Parton is rocky and fandy, and fo ’tis at White- 
haven and thinks, the improving Parton Harbour will 
be of Security for Whitehaven Shipping ; for that, on a 
Southerly Wind, they may reach Parton, when they can- 
not Whitehaven, but muft run to Scotland: 

That Mr. Fletcher is Lord of the Manor of More/-y; 
and Owner of the Salt Pans, and Stones, between high and 
low Water Mark ; and that he loaded Stones there neat 
40 Years ago, aad never heard, that Sir Fob: Lowther 
had any Right to them; but has feen Sir ‘Ffohn’s Servants 
cut the Coal Bags, when they have been fet down at low 
Water: That Sir ohn has Coals near Parton, from 
whence he, as well as others, fhip them off. 

Mr. Brookes faid, that, if Parton Harbour fhould be 
enlarged, he conceives, it cannot prejudice the Revenue; 
for, though more Officers be employed, the Duties on 
Coals will anfwer the Charge, with advantage to the Pub- 
lick, an Officer being now there. 

Mr. Carnes, Mr. Milner, and Mr. Craggs, faid, the 
Perfons, who have figned the Petition, all live at White. 
haven, and are confiderable Merchants, and Owners and 
Matters of Ships; and that they have often heard them 
fay, they lay under great Inconveniencies for want of a 
Harbour at Parton. 

And it appeared by a Certificate, figned by many of 
the Merchants, Mafters and Owners of Ships, at White- 
haven, that *tis their Requeft, that Parton Harbour bé 
enlarged ; which, they conceive, will much contribute 
to the Increafe of Navigation, the Benefit of the adjacent 
Country, and a means of faving many Ships, when lie 
expofed at Whitehaven to many Dangers. 

That, upon the Petition of Sir Fohn Lowther, the 

Evidence produced, was 

Mr. Edward Hail ; who faid, he had been a Servant 
to Sir ohn Lowther 23 Years, and had known White- 
haven Harbour 20 Years; which had been very much 
enlarged by Sir Fobn Lowther, and the Coal Trade there 
much increafed by his Means: That there is good com- 
ing in for Shipping, and fafe lying there, and no Duty 
paid for Coals, except a fmall Matter of a Farthing a 
Ton, for Anchorage, which Sir Fobn offered to take off; 
if they would pay a Pier Keeper. 

That, in time of Peace, there was always more Coals 
at Whitehaven, than Dublin, or other Places, would 
take off ; and has known Sir Hohn Lowther take off his 
Workmen, becaufe he could not fell his Coals faft enough; 
and believes, there might be fome ftop to the Coal Trade; 
upon Sir Yobn’s raifing the Price of them. 

That the Shipping don’t lie by at Whitehaven for 
want of Coals, or Conveniency of lading, but for want 
of a Market for them ; for that they may load in four or 
five Tides, and never knew them to lie by two or three 
Months at a time. ' 

That the Charge of carrying Coals to the Shipping at 
Whitehaven is 14d. per Ton, at Parton 12d. and that 
Ships may always go into Whitebeven Harbour, but into 
Parton only in fair Weather, and fmall Shipping ; and 
believes, there is no Anchorage at Parton, becaufe ’tis 
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rocky, and but Ten Foot Water there at high Water, 
and 14 Foot at Whitebaven: And that Parton is not 
capable of being made a good Harbour. 

ohn Thompfon, Sailor, faid, that he knows both Par- 
ton and Whitehaven Harbours ; and believes, Parton can- 
not be made fo good a Harbour, as Whitebaven, for 
that ’tis all rocky, and the Ground foul, and no Ancho- 
rage, and dangerous going in; whereas Whitehaven is a 
foft fandy Beach, and may fafely run a Ship on fhore 
there, and go in at any time ; but, if it blows a Storm, 
there is no coming near Parton ; yet, he believes, it may 
be enlarged. 

That he has loaded Coals feveral times at Whitehaven, 
and never ftaid above fix Weeks for his Turn, though 
he has known fome ftay two Months in War time; and 
that Shipping may be loaded faft enough at Whitebaven, 
for that five Tire of Ships may lie there at a time, of 
12 ina Tire; and he has loaded in the third Tire; and 
that Whitebaven may be made a very good Harbour, but 
Parton cannot. 

William Soleby, formerly Sir Fohn Lowther’s Groom, 
—that he knows Whitehaven and Parton Harbours, and 
thinks Whitehaven a better and larger Harbour, than 
Parton can be made, which lies more open to the Sea ; 
and knows, that Sir Fobz has put off his Workmen, for 
want of Sale for his Coals. 

Mr. Main and Mr. Waller faid, that in 1704 the Com- 
miffioners of the Cuftoms fent them, as Surveyors-Ge- 
neral into the Country ; and they were at Whitehaven, 
where they obferved, the People were clothed with Jrif 
Manufacture ; and that they imported there J7i/ Butter, 
and other Commodities, contrary to Law: They were 
alfo at Parton, and found there a fraudulent Praétice of 
trading with Jre/and; and, if it fhould be made a Har- 
bour, the Queen mutt be at more Charge for Officers to 
look after the Cuftoms; and it may open a large back 
Door, for a Trade there from Jreland; and know not, 
whether it will be any Advantage to Trade ; but the faid 
Commiffioners think, there are too many Places for land- 
ing of Goods, which gives the greater Opportunity of 
running them. 

That they have heard, and believe Whitehaven to be a 
better and more convenient Harbour than Parton, which 
is rocky, and Whitehaven fandy ; but are no Judges, whe- 
ther Parton be capable of Improvement, or not. 

David Hartley, Boatfwain of the Neptune, — that he 
was born at Whitehaven, and has known the Harbour 
there 30 Years, and was two Years Matter of a Ship ; 
and very well knows Parton, which is 14 Foot deep ata 
top Spring Tide, and Whitebaven 18 Foot: That Parton 
Harbour is all rocky, and there is no anchoring there, fo 
mutt put by it; and many Ships have been fpoilt at the 
Pier ; and thinks, it cannot be made a good Harbour. 

That Whitehaven is a fandy Harbour; and he has 
known fo much Difpatch in lading the Ships there, that 
the Purfers have ftaid behind at Dublin, to fell the Coals ; 
and that Sir Fohu Lowther has fent Coals to the Weft of 
Treland, to be fold, for want of a Market. 

That Whitebaven may be made Six Foot deeper than 
now it is, and may be enlarged, foas to hold 200 Sail 


of Ships fafe, and the beft dry Harbour in England, as . 


he believes ; and that he never faw any want of Coals 
there, but might fhip more off, if they had a Market 
for them. 

That he never knew Ships lie two or three Months at 
Whitehaven for Lading, but they generally load in the 
Niep, to be ready againft the Spring Tides, and can 
load three Ships in two Days at a time; and there are 
about 50 Sail of Ships employed in the Coal Trade, 
which ufually take their Turns, and cannot well fail 
without Convoy, which often ftays for the Parton Ships, 
and which, though they are but fmall, yet cannot get 
out in many Springs, for want of a fufficient Draught 
of Water, which cannot be had at Parton; and if Par- 
ton were made a Harbour, yet could they not make four 
or five Voyages to one from Whitehaven now, 

Henry Dixon, a Sailor thefe 12 Years, — that he has 
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been a Sailor at Whitehaven and Parten Six or Seven 
Years; and that Whitebaven is a pretty Place, and a 
fandy Harbour, and Parton is all rocky, and cannot be 
made fo good a Harbour as Whitehaven, where there is 
18 Foot at high Water, and may be deepened Six or 
Seven Foot; and there is at Parton but 14 Foot, and it 
cannot be deepened above a Foot more. 

That Whitebaven may hold 200 Sail of Ships, and he 
has loaded there at Six Ships in a Tire at atime; but 10 
or 12 may load, if there be Coals and Hands enough. 

Fobn Bray, Sailor, faid, that he ferved his Appren- 
ticefhip at Whitehaven, and has been a Sailor 14 Years: 
That ’tis a fandy Harbour, and Parton rocky, as far as 
Low-water Mark, and no Anchorage ; and he loft a Ship 
there, and has known Ships overfet at Whitehaven ; but 
does not know, whether Parten is capable of being made 
a Harbour, or not: It may be made deeper about a 
Foot and half, and Whitehaven five Foot ; and that in 
Strefs of Weather he would rather make for Whitehaven, 
than Parton, the fame Wind ferving for both Harbours, 
except it takes them fhort from the North, and then they 
cannot fetch Whitehaven. 

Roger Brifco faid, he knows Whitehaven, and has been 
there feveral times, as a Supercargo from the Weft Indies ; 
and that the Harbour there may be improved and en- 
larged. 

Mr. Lowther faid, that he has viewed, and taken 
Draughts of, both the faid Harbours; and that White- 
haven is fandy, and Parten rocky, and dangerous to get 
in, efpecially at South-wefterly Winds, it lying open; 
but Whitehaven is fafe, and fheltered by a high Hill 
from thofe Winds; and ’tis a general Complaint, that 
Ships fuffer thereby at Parton. 

That Whitehaven Harbour is large enough for all the 
Ships employed in the Coal Trade in thofe Parts, and 
may be enlarged, to hold 300 Sail, for the doing whereof 
Sir Fobn Lowther is willing to contribute; but oppofes 
the making a Harbour at Parton (though he has more 
Coals there, and nearer to the Harbour, than any body 
elfe, and can load them 2d. a Ton cheaper than at White- 
haven) becaufe he thinks, the more Coals are fhipped 
there, the fewer will be at Whitehaven ; and that will be 
a Prejudice to the Town of Whitebaven, and himfelf 
alfo, he claiming the Ground, where the Harbour is in- 
tended to be made, by Grant from the Crown. 

That, if there were a greater Demand for Coals at 
Dublin, or elfewhere, Sir ‘fobn Lowtker could fupply it ; 
and wrote to Sir Robert Southwell, to ufe his Intereft to 
help him off with the Sale of them at Cork Kinfale, and 
Plymouth ; and Sir Fobn will now engage to furnifh 
Dublin at the fame Rate he now fells his Coals. 

That Mr. Lowther produced a Certificate, figned by 
many of the Juftices of the Peace, and other Gcntle- 
men, of the County of Cumberland, Merchants, Tradef- 
men, Mafters and Owners of Ships, and other Inhabi- 
tants, of the Town of Whitebaven, fetting forth their 
Reafons againft making a Harbour at Parton : 

And alfo another Certificate, figned by the High 
Sheriff, Juftices of the Peace, Gentlemen of the Grand 
Jury, and other Gentlemen and Freeholders, of the 
County of Cumberland, at their Quarter Seffions, held at 
Carlifle the 18th of December laft, to the like Purpofe. 

Mr. Lowther alfo produced a Copy of a Grant from 
King Charles the 2d, dated the 4th Day of March, in 
the 3oth Year of his Reign, made to Sir Yobn Lowther, 
and his Heirs, of all that Soil, or Ground, containing 
about 150 Acres, lying between the high and low Water 
Marks of the Sea near Whitehaven, with the Rocks 
thereupon, which extends from Eaft to Weft 200 Yards, 
or thereabouts, and from North to South two Miles, or 
thereabouts ; the Bounder thereof Southwards being 
Brainfly Beck, adjoining to Lands of the faid Sir Fobn 
Lowther, and the Bounder North being Morefby Beck, 
adjoining to a Parcel of Land there, called Lewca, 

paying 205. per Annum into the Exchequer for the 
ame. 


That 
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That it alfo appeared to the Committee, by the Copy 
of a Decree, proved by Mr. Lowther, made by the 
Court of Exchequer in the 32d Year of the Reign of 
King Charles the 2d, in a Caufe between Sir Fobn Low- 
ther, Plaintiff, and William Fletcher, Efquire, and others, 
Defendants, that the Defendant Fletcher, as Lord of the 
Manor of More/ly, intending to build a Pier on the Lands, 
granted to Sir Fchn Lowther, as aforefaid, upon hearing 
Counfel on both Sides, the faid Court did decree, that 
no Perfon can or ought, by the Law of this Kingdom, 
without fpecial Licence of his Majefty, to erect any Pier, 
Wharf, or Key, for the lading into any Ship or Veffel, 
or laying on Land out of any Ship, any cuftomable 
Goods whatfoever, or for the better riding or moaring 
of any Ship or Veffel there, being againft his Majefty’s 
Prerogative, as well touching his Cuftoms, as the De- 
fence and Safety of his Kingdom ; and that a perpetual 
Injunction be awarded againft the faid Defendants, to 
prohibit them from making or ere¢ting the faid Pier. 

That Thomas Lamplugh, Efquire, and others, pro- 
ceeding to erect the faid Pier in 1695, by virtue of fome 
Title under the faid Mr. Fletcher, the like perpetual In- 
junction, as atorefaid, was awarded againft them by the 
Court of Exchequer, as by a Copy thereof, proved by 
Mr. Lowther, appeared. 

That Sir ohn Lowther infifts upon his Property under 
the faid Grant, and Decrees of the Exchequer. 

That the Petitioners, Mr. Fletcher and others, by their 
Counfel offered, that Sir Febw Lowther’s Coals at Parton 
be exempted from the intended Duty. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to the following Refolutions; vz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Mr. Fletcher, Mr. Feryes, and others, have fuily 
proved the Allegations of their Petition; and that the 
enlarging the Harbour of Parton will very much tend 
to the Benefit of the Coal Trade, to the Encouragement 
of Navigation, and Increafe of Seamen, be of advantage 
to the Inhabitants of that Part of the Country, and an 
Improvement of her Majefty’s Cuftoms. 

Refelved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Houfe be moved, that Leave be given to bring 
in a Bill, according tothe Prayer of the faid Petition. 

The Firit Refolution being read.a Second time ; 

Refolved, ‘That the Houfe doth agree with the Com- 
mittee, in the faid Refolution, That Mr. Fletcher, Mr. 
' Feryes, and others, have fully proved the Allegations of 
their Petition; and that the enlarging the Harbour of 
Partcn, will very much tend to the Benefit of the Coal 
Trade, to the Encouragement of Navigation, and In- 
creafe of Seamen, be of advantage to the Inhabitants of 
that Part of the Country, and an Improvement of her 
Majefty’s Cuftoms. . 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill, ac- 
cording to the Prayer of the faid Petition; and that Mr. 
Fletcher, Mr. Lamplugh, Colone) Stanwix, and the Lord 
William Powlett, do prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 


Mr. Lowndes (according to Order) prefented to the 
Houfe, An Abftract of the Account of the publick 
Revenue, and Money borrowed, between Michaelmas, 
1704, and Michaelmas, 1705. 

And the Title thereof was read. 

The faid Abftract is bound up with the other Papers 

of this Seffion. 

Ordered, That the faid Abftraé do lie upon the Table, 
to be perufed by the Members of the Houfe. 


An ingroffed Bill fromthe Lords, intituled, An A& 
forthe better Security of her ‘Majefty’s Perfon and Go- 
vernment, and of the Succeffion to the Crown of Eng- 
land in the Proteftant Line, was (according to Order) 
read the Third time. 

Refolved, That the Bill, with the Amendments, do

Strode was chofen a Member of this Houfe, Mr. Eyre 
hath moved for a Meffenger againft him, on the faid 
Return, and after for a Sequeftration, and, during the 
Privilege of this Houfe, he hath brought Diftringas’s, 
and compelled the late Sheriff of Somerfet to return IfTues.

during his Privilege, though Mr. Strode hath paid Mr. 
Eyre 600 /. in full, according to the faid Agreement, 
and hath depofited 170 /. more in the faid Court, which 
is more than is decreed againft him; yet Mr. Eyre, on 
the 7th of December, oppofed the Petitioner’s being dif- 
charged of his Iffues: And praying the Confideration of 
the Houfe in the Premifes, and Kelief therein.

Sword, over-run all our Settlements there, and fo difturb 
our Fifhing, that, unlefs a fufficient Force be fent thither, 
to reduce them, we fhall utterly be forced to abandon 
that Country, and Trade: That not only the French, 
but the Americans, much conduce to the Ruin of the faid 
Fifhery, by bringing Rum, Sugar, Moloffes, and To- 
bacco, which is fo coveted by the Men employed in the 
Fifhery, and fo clofely followed, that they negleét their 
Bufinefs ; the Americans alfo furnifh them with Provi- 
fions, Shoes, Hofe, Soap, Nets, Lines, &c. at an un- 
cer Rate, than the Englifh, who ufed to fupply them 
therewith, can do, to their great Prejudice, and, at the 
End of the Fifhing Seafon, carry away many Fifhermen, 
who would otherwife go for Exgland, and confequently 
help to man the Fleet : That the Commanding Officer, 
prefuming to trade, often inflicts military Punifhment 
on the Inhabitants, the eafier to engrofs the Trade;

Mr. Lowndes (according to Order) prefented to the 
Houfe, a Bill for raifing the Militia, notwithitanding 
the Month’s Pay, formerly advanced, be not repaid ; and 
the fame was received. 


Mr. Compton (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as it 
appeared to them, touching the Election for the Borough 
of Leicefter, and the Refolutions of the Committee there- 
upon ; which he read in his Place, and afterwards de- 
livered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame were 
read, and are, as follow; viz. 

Upon the Petition of Lawrence Carter, Efquire, com- 

plaining of an undue Election and Return of Sir 
Geo. Beaumont, and James Winftanley, Efquire, to 
ferve for the Borough of Leicefler : 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel alleged, the Right of 
Election to be in the Freemen, not receiving Alms, and 
in the Inhabitants, paying Scot and Lot ; and the fame 
was admitied by the Sitting Members Counfel. 

That, upon the Poll, the Numbers were, 

For Sir Geo. Beaumont - - - - 
For Mr. Winftanley - - = - 
For the Petitioner - - - - - 592. 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel declared, that they did 
not controvert the Election of Sir Geo. Beaumont : 

But fhould add fome to their own Poll, and difqualify 
a great many that voted for Mr. Winftanley, and fo make 
out a Majority for the Petitioner : 

And fhould alfo give Evidence of ill Praétices, and 
Corruption. 

That, in the beginning of this Caufe, a Queftion 
was ftarted, Whether the Petitioner fhould proceed by the 
Poll, taken by Mr. Boley, or the Poll, taken by Mr. 
Backhou/e. 

The Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, that they ought to 
proceed by the Poll, taken by Mr. Backboufe , becaufe, 
upon the clofe of the Poll, the Mayor declared, he 
would make his Return according to that, as being the 
more perfeét; upon which Poll the Petitioner had a Ma- 
jority, by one. And to this Fact the Petitioner’s Coun- 
Mr. John Wats fel called one Witnefs. But it appearing 

: * to the Committee, that That Poil was 
taken on the behalf of Mr. Winftanley, the Committee 
were of opinion, that they fhould proceed by the Poll, 
taken by Mr. Boley, the Town-clerk, by Order of the 
Mayor. 

Mr. Carter faid, the Mayor refufed a Scrutiny, for 
that it might give fome Advantage againft him, if an 
Action fhould be brought ; and therefore he would leave 
the Determination of the Matter to the Committee of 
the Houfe of Commons. 

That the firft thing, the Petitioner’s Counfel pro- 
ceeded on, was, to add fome to their Poll, which were 
not fat down for him: And upon this Head they gave 
Evidence of four Freemen, and three Scot and Lot Men, 
who offered their Poll for the Petitioner, and were not 
fat down ; but it was admitted, that two of them, viz. 
Fobn Bradbury, and Samuel Winterton, lived in an Ho- 
fpital. 

That then they took Exception to feveral, that voted 
for Mr. Winftanley, under feveral Heads: And. the firft 
was of thofe under Age; and, as to four, they pro- 
duced Extracts, taken out of the Church Regifter; but 
to difable one of them, viz. Wm. Broadburft (in the 
Extract faid to be the Son of Fofeph Broadburft) they 
faid, the Regifter was miftaken, for Fo/eph had no Child, 
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and alleged, that he was the Son of Fo/eph’s Brother, 
Robert Broadburft. 

That the next Exception was of fuch, as had polled 
twice: And on this Head they gave Evidence as to Six; 
but, as to Three of them, there was. a Variation of the 
Name in the feveral Places. 

Nich. Richmond, ) | That the next Exception was to thofe, 
Elias Warren, that were Inhabitants, but did not pay 
Edward Hood, {Scot and Lot: And on this Head they 
Fobn Colt. _ ‘re : 
gave Evidence to 28, as either not being 
in the Books at all, or elfe fet infuper, or that their 
Landlord paid Parifh Duties. 
ohn Cooper, That the next Exception was to Per- 
Nich. Richmond, | fons receiving Alms: And Evidence was 
Jobn Clerke, given as to 20, that they either lived in 
John Coates, Be leche tellin £ the} 
Eiies Warren. ofpitals, cr had the Rent of their Houfes 
paid, or received weekly Colleétion. 

That the next thing, the Petitioner’s 

Counfel excepted to, was, as to feveral 
Perfons, that were neither Freemen, nor Inhabitants, 
paying Scot and Lot: And, asto 11, Mr. Thomas Carter 
faid, that he had fearched the Freemens Books, for 50 
Years laft paft, and made the ftriéteft Enquiry in the 
Town, but could hear of no fuch Perfons. 
John Clerke, That the Petitioner’s Counfel then gave 
Edward Lofeby. | steidonch, that one Edward Noon, that 
was fat down in the Poll for Mr. Winflanley, voted for 
the Petitioner. 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel then offering Evidence, 
to difqualify fome of Mr. Winftanley’s Voters, on ac- 
count of their having firft only given a fingle Vote, and 
afterwards coming again, and voting for Mr. Winftaniey ; 
Mr. Winflaniey’s Counfel infifted upon it, that it was 
lawful for the Voters fo to do, and that it had been 
formerly practifed in that Borough. 

That thereupon the Counfel on both Sides was heard 

tothat Point; and Mr. Winjftcnley’s Counfel examined 
feveral Witneffes, as to the Cuftom ; viz. 
Jobs Goodall, Who fpake to feveral Elections within 
Fase ti eal end 16 or 17 Years, and to one or two, 
Richard Wefton, (When the Petitioner himfelf ftood ; at 
Wm. Wells: which Elections feveral Perfons at firft 
gave fingle Votes, and afterwards came, and gave their 
fecond Vote. 

And, upon hearing what was alleged on both Sides, 
the Committee came to this Refolution ; 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That any Perfon, having a Right to vote for two Mem- 
bers to ferve in Parliament, who hath given a fingle Vote, 
hath not a Right to come afterwards, and give a fecond 
Vote, during the faid Eleétion. 

And, upon this Head, the Petitioner excepted, and 
gave Evidence as to 13. 

That the next Exception, the Petitioner’s Counfel 
made, was to feveral, who lived in the Borough by Cer- 
tificate: And on this Head they gave Evidence as to 
ten Perfons. 

That they alfo excepted, and gave Evidence, as to 

Four, as made free after the Tefte of the Writ. 
John ) That they alfo excepted to 54, as made 
Wm. Head § free at the Charge of the Sitting Members, a 
little before the Election: And as to that it appeared, that 
in the Freemens Books thofe Perfons were marked with 
a B, as feveral others were marked with aC. And the 
Petitioner’s Counfel alfo examined two Witneffes to that 
Matter; who faid, the Perfons, marked B, were brought 
by the Sitting Members Agents ; and that they were pre- 
fent, when feveral of thofe, marked B, were made free, 
and did not fee them pay any thing for their Freedom : 
But it appeared, that Six of the 54 were difqualified 
under other Heads. 

That fome Evidence was alfo given of indireé&t Pras 
ctices by the Sitting Members, or their Agents ; viz. 

Sohn North, Fon. Ma/fon, faid, they were fent for, to 
come to the Angel at Leicefer, where was Colonel Wil- 
fon, and the Sitting Members, and feveral other Gens - 
tlenien, 
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tlemen ; and that their Votes were defired for the Sitting 
Members; and North was told, if he did not vote for Mr. 
Winftanley, it fhould be the worfe for him; and Ma/on, 
being a Serjeant of the Militia, was threatened to be put 
out, if he did not vote for the Sitting Members. 

Edward Conduit, Nath. Fenner, faid, they were 
threatehed to be fent away for Soldiers, if they voted for 
Mr. Carter. : 

Sam. Shipley faid, that Wm. Kilpack is his near Neigh- 
bour; and, though Ki/pack declared ‘he had no Vote, 
yet Hood, and fome others, perfuaded him to come, and 
vote a Second time for the Sitting Members. 

Wm. Cooper faid, he had voted for Mr. Carter, and Sir 
Wm. Villiers; and afterwards Mr. Weffon, and fome 
others, would not let him be quiet, till he went again, 
and polled for Mr. Winftanley: And he wrote to Mr. 
Carter, that this laft Vote was againft his Mind; and 
Mr. Wefton threatened to fend him for a Soldier. 

Richard Cave faid, Mr. Byerly afked his Vote for Sir 
Geo: Beaumont, and threatened, if he did not, he would 
turn him out of his Work : That he did vote for Mr. 
Carter, and was turned out of his Work, which he and 
his Father had enjoyed for 100 Years. 

Tho. Pratt faid, Mr. Hood and Mr. Martin, though 
he told them, he had no Vote, took him out of his 
Shop, and made him drunk, and fo made him vote for 
the Sitting Members : He does not pay Scot and Lot. 

Fobn Clarke, Fobn Clay, faid, about Twelve or One, 
on Monday Night, there was great Delay in taking the 
Poll, not polling above one in half an Hour, for fome 
time. 

And Clay faid, that about Eleven a Clock Mr. Carter 
was about 140 before Mr. Winjftanley, and Mr. Winftan- 
ley was then for going off ; but Mr. Needham threatened 
to run him through, if he did; faying, he would help 
him to Votes enough : And that Mr. Winftanley defired 
the Bailiff not to poll the Men fo faft, but gave no 
Reafon. 

In anfwer to this Evidence, the Sitting Member’s 
Counfel infifted, that they fhould reftore a great many, 
which the Petitioner had attempted to difqualify , dif- 
qualify a great many, who had voted for the Petitioner, 
and fo make a great Majority for Mr. Winftanley ; and 
conclude with Bribery, and indirect Practices, by the 
Petitioner : 

But would firft begin, and difqualify feveral of the 
Petitioner’s Voters, as Freemen, made fo at the Charge 
of the Petitioner. And they called 

Mr. Boley, the Town-clerk ; who faid, the Perfons 
marked C, in the F'reemens Book, were made free at 
the Petitioner’s Charge ; and that he received the Mo- 
ney of Mr. Craycroft, and gave a Receipt as of L. Carter. 
And the Counfel infifting to have the Opinion of the 
Committee on this Head of Evidence, the Committee 
came to this Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That fuch Freemen, as were made free at the Charge of 
any of the Candidates, had not a Right to vote at the laft 
Election of Burgeffes, to ferve in Parliament for the 
Borough of Leicefter. 

And upon this Head they difqualified 64; but it ap- 
peared, that Three of this Number voted for Mr. Win- 
Stanley, as well as for Mr. Carter. 

That, in the next Place, the Sitting Member’s Coun- 
fel excepted, and gave Evidence, as to 77, as receiving 
Alms ; but the Witneffes as to 14 could not give an 
Account, whether they paid Scot and Lot, or no; but 
faid, that 31 did pay, and 32 did not pay. 

That the Sitting Member’s Counfel in the next Place 
excepted to Nine, as living in the Hofpital ; which were 
either admitted, or proved todo fo; but as toone, viz. 
Tho, Poyner, it was alleged, there were two of that 
Name ; and that ore of them voted for Mr. Winftanley. 

Another Perfon was excepted to, as being a Roman 
Catholick, and refufing the Oaths ; but it did not ap- 

ar, the Oaths were tendered to him; only he was 
called to that Purpofe, but he was gone out of Court. 
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That they excepted to Five, as under Age, and 
proved it by Copies from the Regifter , but Four of this 
Number were difqualified before, as being made free at 
the Petitioner’s Charge. | 

That they excepted, and gave Evidence, againft 17 
others, as not paying Scot and Lot. 

That the next Exception was to feveral, that lived in 
Leicefter by Certificate : But it being alleged by the Pe- 
titioner’s Counfel, that, if they paid Scot and Lot, they 
were notwithftanding qualified to vote; the Counfel were 
heard thereto, of both Sides, and the Committee tiere- 
upon came to this Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Perfons living in the Borough of Leiceffer by Cer- 
tificate, not having gained a Settlement, by renting ro /. 
a Year, or ferving in an annual Office, are not entitled, 
by paying Scot and Lot, to vote in the Election of Bur- 
gefies, to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough. 

And upon this Head the Sitting Member’s Counfek 
excepted, and gave Evidence, againtft 20. 

That they excepted, and gave Evidence 
by one Witnefs, that, as to 11 others, he 
had fearched the Freemens Books, and enquired of the 
Parifh Officers, and could not be informed of any fuch 
Perfons, either free, or living in the Town. 

They excepted, and fhewed by the Poll, that two 
others had voted twice for Mr. Carter. 

That the next thing, the Sitting Member’s Counfel 
proceeded to, was, to Treating, and ill Practices: And 
to that they called feveral Witneffes. 

Fobn Preifiman faid, that Mr. Simpfon, a confiderable 
Trader in Leicefter, the Day before the Election fent for 
Fobn Nutter, and defired his Vote for Mr. Carter; and 
Nutter excufing himfelf, becaufe, if he did, he thould 
difoblige his Friends, and one Ludlam would arreft him 
for 20%. he owed him; Simpfon told him, if he did, 
he would pay it: That the faid Mr. Simp/on gave another 
a Pair of Breeches; and that, during the Ele&tion, Mr. 
Simpfon (he believed) in his Houfe, and Yard, treated 
about Fourfcore (whereof 18 he named to the Commit- 
tee) with Beef and Ale, and what they would have; and 
kept there fo long, that fome of them threatened to break 
the Windows, if they would not let them out. 

Preiftman faid, he was one, that was treated at Mr. 
Simpfon’s ; and that they went all together from his Houfe 
to poll: But it appeared, that 6 of the 18, treated by 
Mr. Simp/fon, were difqualified under other Heads. 

Fobn Hunt faid, that on the Election Day he was at 
the Bull Head Inn, and did not pay, the Man of the 
Houfe faying, Mr. Carter would pay. Hunt voted for 
the Sitting Member ; the Man of the Houfe voted for 
Mr. Carter, and Mr. Winftauley. 

JFokn Silby faid, that the Day before the Eleétion, 
coming Home, he was forced into Mr. Carter’s, and 
carried into the Cellar, where he found a great many 
other Voters; and was kept at Mr. Carter’s all Night, 
and had Meat and Drink. 

John Horten, Wm. Wells, faid, that Mr. Samfon 
Perkyn, who lives with Mr. Carter, offered one Bloxom to 
pay a Debt, he owed, of 5/. and give him a Crown for 
himfelf, if he would vote for the Petitioner. 

Richard Wefton {aid, that Bloxom paid him his Money 
about three Weeks after the Election. 

Ben. Bowyer faid, Mr. Fra. Craycroft offered him 5. 
and his Charges to be borne froma Cembridge, if he would 
vote for Mr. Carter: He voted for Mr. Winftanley. 

Wefton faid, that Mr. Carter came with a great many 
Men, and they pulled down feveral Conveniencies, that 
were erected for the better taking the Poll. 

Jeremiah Groffe faid, Valentine Keftion purpofed to 
vote for Mr. Winftanley ; but was threatened by Rodert 
Warburton to be arrefted, and fo voted for Mr. Carter. 

That they alfo proved a Perfon to vote for Mr. Win- 
ftanley, who was not fat down to him in the Poll. 

Some Witneffes were then called as to Perfons, fpoke 
to by the Petitioner’s Witneffes. 


Cornwall Tinman. 
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And a. Norris faid, that Yobn Dumorley, one that 
the Petitioner would add to his Poll, did not pay to 
the Church Rate. 

F. Grofe, Mr. Bole, * Hughes, {poke to 11 others, 
that the Petitioner’s Witnefles had given Evidence 
againft, to difqualify ; that, as to one, he was a Free- 
man ; and, as to the ro others, that they ‘paid Scot 
and Lot. 

Geo. Kellet, i That, by way of Reply, in anfwer to Mr: 
Cha. Prefton, § Boley’s Evidence, the Petitioner’s Coun- 
fel called two Perfons, who had B to their Names in the 
Freemen’s Books ; and they faid, that they were made 
free on the Sitting Members Account, and did not pay 
any thing : The Mayor {poke to Kell/et, and Mr. Mar- 
tin to Befton, to take out their Freedom. 
Mr. The, Carter And the Petitioner’s Agent fhewed 
os ‘§ Three of the Eleven, that Zinman, the 

Sitting Member’s Witnefs, faid, he could not find in 
the Freemens Book ; and therefore the Petitioner’s 
Counfel alleged, that the Evidence on this Head was to 
go for nothing. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions : 

Refolved, That itis the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Sir Geo. Beaumont is duly electeda Burgefs, to 
ferve in this prefent Parliament for the Borough of Lei- 
cefter. 

Y Raloboed, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That James Winftanley, Etquire, is not duly elected a 
Burgefs, to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the faid 
Borough of Leicefler. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Laurence Carter, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgefs, 
to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the faid Bo- 
rough of Leicefler. 

The firft Four of the faid Refolutions, being feverally 
read a Second time, were, upon the Queftion feverally 
put thereupon, agreed unto by the Hovte. 

The Fifth Reiolution being read a Second time ; 

And the Queftion being put, That the Houfe do 
agree with the Committee, in the faid Refolution, That 
Fames Winftanley, Efquire, is not duly elected a Burgefs, 
to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the faid Borough 
of Leicefter ; 

The Houfe divided :

Mr. Speaker acquainted the Houfe, that he had re- 
ceived a Letter, figned by Yames Dillon and Wilkam 
Staynton, relating to the Bull for the Relief of Colonel

And the faid Letter was read, and is, as followeth ;

Mr. Speaker, © 
E have addrefied ourfelves to Sir H. D. Colt, to 
Mr. Solicitor-General, and then to my Lord 
Treafurer, about a Bill, that is to be paffed for 12000 /. 
in behalf of an Jrif Papifh Colonel, called Fobn Rice. 
We fent the Lord Treafurer a Copy of the Matter, that 
we will prove, as clear as the Sun, againft Rice ; which 
Matter will fave the Queen 120007. We are now in- 
formed, that Réce, knowing this Matter, does give out, 
that it is to be proved by one Patr. Hurly, a Perfon 
guilty of Perjury in Jreland: But, Sir, we hope, you'll 
not fuffer the Nation to be fooled out of fo much 
Money by fuch an Impofition ; for tho’ it is true, 
that Hurly drew tome Papers for us, yet he never was, 
nor fhall be, concerned in the Proof. Sir, we were 
never tainted, nor never was yet fworn in any Cafe, 
being bred Soldiers. Send to my Lord Treafurer 
for the Copies of our Affidavits ; and, fince the Queen’s 
Service requires it, we will now appear, to prove them, 
without any Concern with Hurly. If we fave the Queen 
fo much Money fairly, it is a Service worth looking 
after; and we defire you, Sir, to put a ftop to the Bill, 
till we are heard to the Matter we writ to my Lord 
Treafurer.

A Meffage from the Lords, by Sir Robert Legard 

and Mr. Rogers: 
Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords defire a prefent Conference with this 
Houfe, in the Painted Chamber, upon the Subjeé- 
matter of the laft Conference. 

And then the Meffengers withdrew. 

Refolved, That the Houfe do agree to meet the Lords 
at a Conference, as their Lordfhips defire. 

And then the Meffengers were called in again, and 
Mr. Speaker acquainted them therewith. 

Ordered, That the Managers, who managed the laft 
Conference, do manage this Conference. 

And the Managers went to the Conference: 

And being returned ; 
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Sir Richard Onflow reported, that the Managers ap- 
pointed had met the Lords at the Conference; and that 
it was managed, on the Part of the Lords, by the Duke 
of Somerfet ; who faid, the Lords had defired this Con- 
ference, to preferve a good Correfpondence between 
the two Houfes: And faid, that their Lordfhips do in- 
fift upon their Amendments to Claufe B, by this Houfe 
added to the Bill, intituled, An A& for the better Se- 
curity of her Majefty’s Perfon and Government, and of 
the Succeffion to the Crown of England in the Proteftant 
Line, for the Reafons following ; vz. 

The Lords infift upon the fecond and third Amend- 
ments, made by them to the Claufe, marked B, Prefs 1. 
L. 13, and 14, which relate to the repealing the Claufe 
in the A&t, intituled, “An Aét for the further Limita- 
“* tion of the Crown, and the better preferving the Rights 
** and Liberties of the Subject,” whereby Perfons, hav- 
ing Offices or Places of Profit, or Penfions from the 
Crown, are made incapable of ferving as Members of 
the Houfe of Commons ; 

Firft, Becaufe they conceive, that the faid general 
difabling Claufe ought to be repealed, as inconfittent 
with the Nature and Conftitution of the Eglifs Govern- 
ment. For to enact, that all Perfons, employed and 
trufted by the Crown, fhall, for that Reafon alone, be- 
come uncapable of being trufted by the People, is in 
effect to declare, that the Interefts of the Crown, and 
of the People, muft be always contrary to each other ; 
which is a Notion, no good Engii/bman ought to enter- 
tain. 

Secondly, They think, fuch a Claufe is manifeftly in- 
jurious to the People of England, who are the proper 
Judges of what Perfons are fit to reprefent them in the 
Houfe of Commons ; and therefore a Claufe, which, in 
fo great a meafure, deprives the Eledtors of their Free- 
dom in chufing, feems to be built upon a Suppofition, 
that the People are become either fo corrupt, or fo in- 
fenfible, that they ought no longer to be trufted, in the 
fame Manner, they have always hitherto been, with the 
Choice of their own Reprefentatives, and may often de- 
prive them of the Service and Affiftance of the moft va- 
luable Men in the Kingdom ; for that will always be 
the Cafe, when the Crown makes a right Choice, in fill- 
ing Offices with Gentlemen of Intereft, Probity, and 
Underftanding. 

Thirdly, The Lords apprehend, that the excluding 
Officers from fitting in the Houfe of Commons may 
tend to increafe the Number of Penfions there; which, 
they think, would be infinitely of more dangerous Con- 
fequence. 

Fourthly, The Act, made in the laft Reign, for the 
frequent Meeting and Calling, of Parliaments, was in- 
tended, and feems to be, an effectual Security againft 
any real Prejudice to the People, by introducing an ex- 
ceffive Number of Officers into the Houfe of Commons: 
For the Nation, having fuch frequent Opportunities of 
new Elections, may help themfelves at pleafure, by lef- 
fening the Number of Officers, or totally forbearing to 
chufe any of them; and this they certainly will not fail 
to do, as foon as they find them to he a Grievance. 

Fifthly, The Government has fubfifted happily, for 
many hundred Years, without any difabling Law of this 
Nature; and the Lords have obferved, that the clamorous 
Difcourfes, fpread about, in relation to the great Num- 
ber of Officers fitting in Parliament, have been chiefly 
fince the late happy Revolution ; and yet within the 
Compafs of that Time more excellent Laws have been 
made, for declaring, and fecuring, the Rights and Li- 
berties of the People, and the Freedom of Parliaments, 
than in the Courfe of fome Ages before; which does 
demonftrate, that there has been hitherto no Mifchief 
from Perfons in Office ; and gives the Lords Caufe to 
think, that fuck Clamours, though they may have cre- 
ated fome Prejudice in the Minds of well-intentioned 
Perfons, yet took their true Rife from ill-defigning Men, 
who obferved, with Regret, the active Zeal, with which 
thofe, who were in Employments under the Crown, 
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fupported the prefent Eftablifhment, and purfued the 
common Intereft of Prince, and People. 

Sixthly, The Amendment, made by the Lords to the 
Claufe B, fecures the Kingdom againft future Excefles 
in multiplying Offices (not neceffary for the Intereft of 
the Government) upon any indirect Account, by difa- 
bling all, who fhall hereafter come into any new-created 
or erected Offices, from being eleéted, or from fitting or 
voting as Members of the Houfe of Commons. The 
Lords have alfo, by the fame Amendment, difabled all 
Officers, relating to the Prizes, from fitting in the Houfe 
of Commons, according to the Intent of a Bill, which 
for that Purpofe was {ent up to the Lords by the laft 
Houfe of Commons. 

Seventhly, The Commons, in the Claufe B, admit it 
to be reafonable, that the general difabling Claufe fhould 
be regulated, and altered; and the Lords are of Opi- 
nion, that there can be no fafe and juft Way of making 
fuch Alteration, but by naming exprefsly, and in cer- 
tain and plain Words, what Officers ought to ftand ex- 
cluded from the Houfe of Commons, and to repeal the 
general Claufe as to all others. And therefore the Form 
of the next Amefidment of the Lords (from which they 
cannot depart) makes it neceflary for them to infift up- 
on the Word “ repeal,” and not to admit, that the 
Words “ regulated, and altered,” fhould ftand, as be- 
ing wholly improper with refpect to the Lords next 
Amendment. 

The Lords infift upon their Fourth Amendment, L. 15; 

Becaufe that Amendment does in exprefs Terms fay, 
what Offices fhall be excluded, and who fhall be liable 
to the Penalty, mentioned in the Claufe B, in cafe they 
afterwards prefume to fit. This Method of the Lords 
gives a fair Opportunity of confidering diftinctly the Na- 
ture of the Office, and weighing the Reafons on both 
Sides, before fo hard a Judgment be paffed, as that of 
excluding the Officer from his Seat in the Houfe of Com- 
mons; whereas the Uncertainty of the Commons Claufe 
deprives the Lords of any fuch Opportunity, fince they 
cannot be fure of having under their Confideration all the 
Offices, to which it will extend; and it cannot but be 
very dangerous to admit fuch an uncertain Claufe, in re- 
gard to the Time of it’s taking Effect, upon the Demife 
of the Queen without Iffue; a Time, in all probability, 
when cautious Men will be willing to find an Excufe for 
fitting ftill, and even when wife Men will be apprehen- 
five of acting ; fince, by the Commons Claufe, fo great 
a Latitude will be left for uncertain Determinations, as 
to the Perfons, who fhall, or fhall not, be excluded from 
Parliament. 

Secondly, The Time, when this Claufe is to take 
place, feems to be an unanfwerable Objection (though it 
might be admitted at another Time) becaufe it does di- 
rectly contradic the main Defign of the Bill, which is, 
to provide, that, when the Limitation to the Succeffor 
fhall take place, all Things fhould remain in the fame 
State they were left at the Time of the Demife of her 
Majefty without Iffue ; for which End the Bill exprefsly 
appoints, that the Parliament, which laft met, and fat, be- 
fore that unhappy Accident, fhould be continued, in 
order, not only to avoid the Mifchiefs of new Elections 
at fuch a Time, but even Difputes in the Houfe of 
Commons about Elections. But the Clavfe B, if it 
fhould be agreed to, will make the Houfe of Commons 
become an imperfect and defe&tive Body, by turning 
out great Numbers of thofe, who were legally chofen, 
and in Poffeffion of their Seats, at the very Inftant, when 
the Nature of the Occafion neceffarily requires, and the 
Bill exprefsly provides, that the Parliament muft meet 
immediately. 

Thirdly, Experience has fhewn, that when Men 
are engaged in Election of Members, to ferve in the 
Houfe of Commons, great Divifions arife amoneft 
them, and Animofities are heightened to a dangerous 
Degree; and therefore nothing can be of worfe Con- 
fe;uence, than to give Occafion for thefe unhappy 
Ferments in the Kingdom, by making it neceffary to

have fo many new Eleétions at fuch a Junéture, which 
muft create many Diforders even amongtt the beft affect- 
ed Subjects, and will give a dangerous Opportunity to 
all, that are difaffected, of difturbing the publick Peace. 
Eleétions will, of Neceffity, draw.together great Num- 
bers, and at the fame Time make it impoffible for the 
Government to watch over them, or to obviate ill De- 
figns, without doing what may be pretended to be an 
Infringement of the Freedom of Eleétions ; fo that great 
Bodies may get together; in Order to fet up the Intereft 
of a Pretender to the Crown, without being obferved, or, 
at leaft, without being oppofed, till it may be too late 
to fupprefs them. For Inftance, fuppofe the Lords 
fhould agree to the Claufe B, and that, at the Time of 
the Demife of her Majefty without Iffue, the Members, 
that ferved for Portfinouth, fhould be difabled, fo that 
there muft be a Proceeding to a new Election at that 
Place; at the Time of Election, according to known 
Cuftom, the Garifon is to march out, and all Perfons, 
who will pretend to a Right of giving Votes, muft be 
admitted. .The mere ftating this Matter of Fact will 
fufficiently explain, of what fatal Confequence this may 
be (if Advantage be taken of the Opportunity) for put- 
ting fo important a Fortrefs into the Hands of fuch, as 
may be far from meaning to keep it for the Benefit of 
the Proteftant Succeffor. This may probably happen to 
be the Cafe at that Time in moft of the other Garifons, 
and the Enemies to the Succeffion, (who, if this Claufe 
was paffed, would know where new Elections muft be) 
would not fail to make their Preparations accordingly. 
And therefore the Lords can never agree to a Claufe of 
this Nature, which is firft to take place in the Parlia- 
ment, that is by this Bill to be continued, upon the De- 
mife of her Majefty without Iffue ; becaufe it feems to 
them to tend plainly to defeat the Defign of the Bill, the 
Security of the Proteftant Succeffion. 

Fourthly, The Houfe of Commons defire the Claufe 
B, fhould be underftood to be a felf-denying Claufe, 
principally defigned for excluding Officers out of the 
Houfe of Commons ; whereas the Lords conceive the 
Claufe to be a claiming for themfelves, and a Kind of 
feizing to their own Ufe, fo many of the moft confider- 
able Offices in the Kingdom, the greateft Part whereof 
are at leaft equally proper for the Lords, and have been 
often poffefled by Lords, and other Commoners, 
not Members of Parliament ; and had thefe privileged 
Officers been excepted, only for the neceflary Informa- 
tion of the Houfe, one or two of a Sort, or of each 
Commiflion, might have been fufficient for that Pur- 
pofe. The Lords alfo cannot omit to obferve, the 
Commons offer no Expedient, nor propofe any Remedy, 
to reftrain Members of the Houfe of Commons from 
foliciting, and procuring, for their Relations and De- 
pendents, all thofe Offices, for which they make Men 
uncapable of fitting among themfelves ; and the Lords 
think, that, if Offices are fo really deftructive of free 
and impartial Proceedings in Parliament, as the Com- 
mons fuppofe, without fome Provifion of this Kind be 
made, Perfons, who are within Doors, will remain as 
much liable to the Influence of Offices upon their Votes, 
as before; fince Offices, given, or refufed, at the Solici- 
tation of Members of Parliament for their Creatures, may 
give as {trong a Bias to their voting, as if fuch Offices 
were given, or refufed, to the Members themfelves. 

Fifthly, The Claufe, marked B, is liable to Objection, 
becaufe it will exclude divers confiderable Officers, who, 
by the Nature of their Employments, might be of great 
Service to the Publick in Parliament; and, on the other 
hand, does admit of many others, to whom, the Lords 
think, there are juft Exceptions (in cafe it could be at 
all fic. to proceed in the Method, taken by the Houfe 
of Commons) and particularly to thofe, who have Pen- 
fions ; which was ever thought the moft dangerous Way 
of influencing Members of arliament, and was found 
to be fo in the Reign of King Charles the Second. And 
though the Claufe is reftrained to Penfions of Inheritance, 
or for Life; yet it is well known, the Payment of 
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Penfions may be fo precarious, that this Confideration 
alone may be allowed to affect Mens Votes, at leaft as 
much as an Office. | 

Sixthly, The Form and Method of the Amendment, 
made by the Houfe of Commons, in naming fuch Of- 
ficers, as they are willing fhould fit among them, and 
letting the general difabling Claufe remain as to all others, 
can never be reduced to fuch a Certainty, as may rea- 
fonably be agreed to. If the Lords had agreed to the 
Amendment, as it was fent up by the Houfe of Com- 
mons, great Numbers would have been made uncapable 
of fitting in Parliament, whom the Commons never 1n- 
terided to exclude. The Lords could ftill enumerate 
many other Officers, to whofe Continuance in the Houfe, 
they believe, the Commons could have no Manner of 
Objeétion, or, at leaft, for whofe Exclufion no good 
Reafon can be alleged ; and many more may be involv- 
ed in the fame Misfortune, who may not now be called 
to mind. There needs no greater Demonftration, that 
this may be, than that, after the Houfe of Commons 
had fent up the Claufe B, in which they enumerated all 
the Officers, they then thought fit to allow to fit, and 
which they continue to fay, in the Reafons delivered at 
the laft Conference, was a competent Number, they have 
neverthelefs, by an Amendment, meade to their own 
Amendment, allowed many hundreds of other Officers 
to be capable of fitting, who ftood abfolutely excluded 
by their Amendment, as it was firft fent up to the Houfe 
of Lords. 

Laftly, The Lords can never agree to this new Amend- 
ment, made by the Houfe of Commons to their Claufe 
B, as it was delivered at the laft Conference, becaufe 
that would be to admit, that the Houfe of Commons 

‘can amend an Amendment, made by themfelves ; than 
which nothing is more plainly againft the Cuftom of 
Parliament, and the known Courfe of Proceedings be- 
tween the two Houfes, which, the Lords think, ought 
to be ever kept facred. This Courfe of Proceedings is 
founded upon undeniable Reafon: For if either Houfe 
might be admitted to amend their own Amendments, it 
would direétly tend to make Proceedings between the 
two Houfes endlefs, and introduce all Sort of Confufion 
and Diforder in paffing of Bills. 

The Lords infift upon their'6th Amendment, Line 38; 

Becaufe the fame is adapted to their former Amend- 
ment. 

The Lords do alfo infift upon their 6th, 7th, 8th, 9th, 
1oth, 11th, and 12th, Amendments ; 

Becaufe thefe depend upon the other Amendments, on 
which the Lords have infifted : For they cannot think it 
reafonable, that any Difabilities, or Incapacities, fhould 
take place in refpect to a Parliament, before that Time 
duly chofen, and which had fat; much lefs in refpect 
to a Parliament, continued only for fix Months, to ob- 
viate Difficulties, which may occur to the Succeffor, and 
to preferve the publick Peace at fo critical a Junéture, 
as that of her Majefty’s Demife without Hffue: And, on 
the other hand, the Lords think it reafonable, that fuch 
new Incapacities, as are thought neceffary to be ordained, 
ought to take place as foon as may properly be, to the 
end it may the fooner appear, whether {uch Alterations 
will be juftified by Experience. 

Refolved, That this Houfe will, upon Friday Morning 
next, take the faid Report into Confideration. 


Ordered, That no Motion be admitted, for any Mem- 
ber to go out of Town ; and. that no Member do prefume 
to go out of Town, upon Pain of being fent for in 
Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms attending ‘this Houfe. 


The Houfe (according to Order) refolved itfelf again 
into a Committee of the whole Houfe, to confider fur- 
ther of the Bill for the better recruiting her Majelty’s 
Army, and Marines. 

Mr. Speaker left the Chair. . 

Mr. Lowndes took the Chair of the Committee. 

Mr. Speaker refumed the Chair. 
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Mr. Lowndes reported from the Comimittee, that 
they had gone through the Bill, and made feveral 
Amendments ; which they had directed him to report, 
when the Houfe will pleafe to receive the fame. 

Ordered, That the Report be made upon Wednefday 
Morning next.

_ Mr. Lowndes (according to Order) prefented to the 
Houle, 

A:-Reply of the Merchants to the Report of the Com- 
miffioners of the Cuftoms, about paying Intereft on their 
Bonds : 

And a Copy of the Minutes, taken at the Treafury 28° 

fanuarii, 1700, relating to Wine Merchants Bonds. 

And the faid Reply, and Minutes, are, as follow ; viz. 
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The Cafe of the Wine Merchants, humbly laid be- 
fore the Right honourable Sidney Lord Godolpbin, 
Lord High Treafurer of England, together with a 
Reply to the late Report of the Commiffioners of 
her Majefty’s Cuftoms. ; ne 
i Lordfhip being pleafed to fignify; by Mr. 
Lowndes, to the Commiffioners of her Majefty’s 
Cuftoms; that you referred to them tlie Allegations of 
our laft Petition, and ordered them to lay before your 
Lordfhip a true State of the Matter of Faét, together 
with their Opinion, what was fit to be done therein; we 
heesbiy crave Leave to reply to the Miftakés they have 
made. 

Be pleafed to allow us to intermingle thofe Hardthips; 
wherewith we have ftruggled. _ 

_ By reafon of the Credit, that was formerly given at 
the Cuftom-houfe to the Wine Merchants, they were; 
upon Prefumption of having the fame Credit continued, 
encouraged to enlarge their Importations. 

Thefe larger Importations proved to the great; and 
fole; Advantage of the Crown ; and, to carry them on; 
the Merchants did export great Quantities of Corn, and 
Woollen Manufactures; to Spain and Portugal, the Pro- 
ut of Which could not be brought home in feveral 

ears: 

But after they had thus difperfed great Part of their 
Effects abroad; and lodged great Part of the reft in the 
Hands of the Vintners at home (from either of which 
they could not raife Money) they, though they could 
not recall this their expanded Trade, were furprized by 
zn Order of the Lords of the Treafury; which required 
{peedier Payment, than had been ufual. 

However, they did to their utmoft comply there- 
with, and paid in their Money as faft as they could raife 
it; but, that they might haften their Payments, they 
were forced to prefs the Vintners to that Degree (who 
ufed to have longer Credit) and thereby broke many, 
who would have ftood; and the Merchants thus, not 
only ruined many Vintners, but alfo loft their own; 
otherwife, good Debts; and by this Means feveral of 
the Merchants were likewife broke. 

The Merchants loft befides by the Wines they had 
by them; for few Perfons in the Wine Trade buying 
with ready Money, and Wine being no ftaple Commo- 
dity, they, to comply with that Order, were forced to 
fell their Wines at publick Sales, and fold them (though 
they were found, and fuch, as had paid the full Duty) 
for lefs than the Cuftoms they had paid for them. This 
they did by Wines, which, in their ordinary Courfe of 
Trade, they fhould have got Profit by: 

Soon after the War broke out ; and then great Part 
of their Eftates were feized in Spain, as well as their 
Ships were taken by the Enemy, and deftroyed by the 
many violent Storms. 

They have greatly fuffered by the late additional Du- 
ty, which has been paid wholly by the Importers, the 
Merchants being not able to get one Peny the more for 
their Wines. ’ 

They have fuffered for want of a regular Convoy from 
Portugal ; becaufe, on that Account, their Ships, which 
fhould have been here in December, or Fanuary at far- 
theft, have not come, thefe laft three Years, till dugu/t, 
and September; and thereby their Wines have been fo 
decayed, that great Part of them would not pay the 
Cuftom. 

They have likewife faffered by having great Quanti- 
ties of Port and Viana White Wines on their Hands ; 
thefe bearing a very low Price, now there are fo many 
French Prize White Wines to be had, great Quantities 
of which have been fold for lefs Money, than the Cu- 
ftom of a Tun of Portugal Wine amounts to. 

They have further fuffered by the Sale of all Prize 
Wines in general; becaufe the Vintners, and Coopers, 
have bought thofe Wines with the Money, with which 
they fhould have paid the Merchants. 

It is impoffible to carry on the Wine Trade, without 
giving 
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pivirig treble the Credit, that is given to the Merchants 
by the Crown ; and fo the Merchants are obliged to truft 
Vintners, not only with the firft Coft, &c. of their 
Wines, but alfo with what they have paid at the Cuftom- 
houfe; and yet the Merchants receive no ready Money, 
but generally truft the Vintners 18 Months, or more, 
though refponfible Men ; and this they do, without re- 
ceiving any Intereft. : 

There are but few Merchants, can make any con- 
fiderable Importations on their own Stocks; and yet, if 
they could, that Stock, though very large, would thus 
in one Year’s Importation be, for the moft part, in the 
Vintners Hands, and there being no dependence on their 
Payments, to carry on the enfuing Year’s Importation ; 
fo that, if the Wine Merchants are hardly ufed, and have 
not Credit given them at the Cuftom-houfe, they can- 
not make any confiderable Importations, and by confe- 
quence the Revenue will fink. 

Added to their other Hardfhips, their Credit (which 
is of the laft and greateft Importance to Merchants) hath 
been unneceffarily expofed, the Commiffioners of the 
Cuftoms having fent their Officers, to poft on the Pillars 
of the Exchange an Order, therein certifying, That, if 
the Wine Merchants did not immediately pay off their 
Bonds at the Cuftom-houfe, Profecutions would come 
out againft them; and this at a Juncture, that ftruck at 
the Root of their Credit: Many of them, before that 
Time, had Credit, to draw Bills for what their Occafions 
required ; but after this, no Wine Merchants Bills (for 
a confiderable time) would (whether they had Bonds 
unpaid, or not) be taken; and, for this Reafon, they 
could not value themfelves on their Effeéts abroad. 

The faid Commiffioners alfo fent to the Office of the 
Cuftom-houfe, where they pafs their Entries, a Lift of 
the Wine Merchants Names, who were in Bonds at the 
Cuftom-houfe, and ordered (contrary to Law) the En- 
tries of fuch Merchants fhould be ftopt. This (their 
Ships being then in the River) put them to the laft 
Extremities ; for others, who feldom paid (one with 
another) 100/. per Annum, could pafs their Entries, whilft 
thofe, that paid from 4 to 6000/ per Annum, were 
expofed. Thefe two laft mentioned Hardfhips were the 
Foundation of almoft all our Misfortunes. 

That the Commiffioners do not allow, that the Cafe 
of Smalley comes up to the Point, the Merchants cannot 
but wonder ; for, whereas they are pleafed to report 
to your Lordfhip, that he broke, and therefore they 
were obliged to abate him a great Part of the Principal, 
they affirm, he paid his whole Principal, and had his 
Bonds delivered up, without paying Intereft; nor did 
he abfcond, till the Commiffioners ordered the Extent : 
And the faid Smalley was more capable of paying In- 
tereft, than many of your prefent Petitioners; for 
though his Effects were at that Time abroad, and he 
could not then, without felling Part of his Eftate, pay 
his Bonds, yet, when his Bonds were delivered up, with- 
out paying Intereft, he had ftill an Eftate left in Eng- 
land, befides his E-ffeéts abroad. 

And here we humbly refer to the publick Books, 
which will demonftrate, how great a Difadvantage it will 
be to the Revenue, to difcourage the Wine Merchants 
from giving Bonds. Without giving Bonds, Impor- 
tations will be (for the above Reafons) almoft deftroyed , 
and yet the Crown hazards little by Bonds, the Extent 
(though other Creditors lofe all theirs) fecuring gene- 
rally the whole Debt of the Crown; and the bad Debts, 
the Crown makes, are inconfiderable, in proportion to 
what every Man makes in his private Trade. 

Permit us to fet down, that in the Years 1700 and 
1701 (which was the Time the Wine Merchants were 
made eafy, and allowed Time for the Payment of their 
Bonds) the Cuftoms amount to 888,473/. 145. 3d. 
but fince that Time they have funk almioft -half in half; 
the two laft Years (notwithftanding the late additional 
Duty) amount to but 529,325/. 35. 4d. whereas, had 
the Merchants had their ufual Credit continued to them, 
they would have very much increafed their Importations 
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from Portugal and Italy, and to have paid almoft as 
much Cuftom, as in time of Peace. 

As to the Intereft, which the Commiffioners report to 
have been paid by fome Merchants of London, it is 
humbly hoped, that That will be no Precedent; by reafon 
that thofe, who did comply, were not general Traders, 
and the Sums, they paid, were fmall, the whole not 
amounting to the Intereft of Siailey’s Bonds. 

As to the Merchants of the Out-ports, they paying 
4/1. 105s. per Tun lefs Duty, than the Merchants in 
London, can better afford it; and befides, they have 
many other Advantages in Trade, which the Merchants 
in London are deprived of. 

Little Wine being exported, and confequently little 
Drawback thereon, it is humbly heped, will make the 
Wine Merchants appear, as they are, the better Te- 
nants to the. Crown. 

But the Wine Merchants have Debentures for many 
other Commodities, which they. export, and alfo Cer- 
tificates for Allowances on damaged Wines, which they 
have paid into the Treafury at the Cuftom-houfe, on 
account of their Bonds, now ftanding out againft them ; 
for thefe they have not had any Intereft, though many 
of them were of as old a Date, as their Bonds. 

It is a farther Hardfhip on the Wine Merchants, that 
they have not the fame Advantage, that the Importers 
of other Commodities have: For when their Commo- 
dities come to a bad Market in England, they can ex- 
port them, and are allowed their Drawback, which is 
near the full Cuftom ; but the Wine Merchants, who 
import found Wine, which, after they have paid the 
full Duty, decay on their Hands, cannot, by exporting 
thofe Wines, obtain the fame Advantage; which if they 
could, the Drawback would be more than the Value of 
fuch decayed Wines. 

What Encouragement there may be, when there is an 
open Trade, they cannot pretend to prophefy ; but hum- 
bly prefume, that, during this War, there is moft oc- 
cafion for Money, .and therefore the greater Reafon to 
encourage the prefent Importers. 

The greater Encouragement is given them, the greater 
will be their Importation; which will make Wine cheaper, 
lefs encourage Retailers to fophifticate, and confequently 
confume more neat. Wine, and thereby, of Courfe, in- 
creafe the Revenue. 

If the Difcouragement, and Loffes, the Wine Mer- 
chants have met with (which have funk their Eftates) 
are not confidered, and relieved, Men, who are new 
Undertakers, and not acquainted with the Wine Trade, 
will fcarce expeét to fucceed ; for the many careful Mer- 
chants, who have gained Experience both at home and 
abroad, will be miferable Examples, how unlikely it is 
for them to thrive by trading in Wine. 

As to what the Commiffioners are pleafed to report, 
concerning Wine Merchants having received Intereft 
from the Crown, when they were, by Bonds, indebted to 
the fame ; they own, the Charge very heavy, but at the 
fame time folemnly declare, that they never received any 
fuch Intereft. 

As for the folemn Settlement the Commiffioners are 
pleafed to repert, that the Wine Merchants agreed to; 
they know nothing of any fuch, nor did they ever (well 
knowing the Wine Trade could not bear it) fign any 
fuch Petition, wherein they agreed to pay Intereft : 
They did indeed promife more punctual Payment of their 
Bonds for the future, and they have done their utmoft 
to comply therewith ; but, if the many unforefeen re- 
cited Accidents, and Hardfhips, have difabled them, 
they hope, your Lordfhip (fince Care and Induftry hath 
not been wanting on their Part) will, from your own 
innate Juftice and Compaffion, excufe them. 

As to thofe, which trade with ready Money; they 
not only trade 8 /. per Cent. cheaper than thofe, which 
trade upon Credit, but they alfo chufe their Cuftomers ¢ 
and upon both thefe Accounts are greater Gainers than 
Traders upon Credit: And we dare appeal to the 
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Cuftom-houfe Books fot Proof, that the Traders upon 
Credit have moit advanced the Revenue. 

Before we conclude, we cannot but, with great Grief, 
acquaint your Lordfhip, that near one fourth Part of the 
Wine-merchants, who in 1700 made their Application 
to the Treafury, have fince failed, and ten times the 
Number of Vintners (who might, in all Probability, for 
the moft part have continued their Trade, and paid all 
their Debts, had not their Credit been fo expofed, and 
torn in Pieces, by the aforementioned Hardfhips) have 
alfo broke. 

We beg Leave further to acquaint your Lordfhip, 
that many of your prefent Petitioners, who have ftrug- 
gled with all thefe Inconveniencies, and with the great- 
eft Difficulties, and paid their Principal, will inevitably 
be reduced to the Condition of the aforefaid afflicted Mer. 
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chants, and Vintners, if they fhould be obliged to pay 
the Intereft now demanded. 

The Premifes are humbly laid before your Lordhhip, 
with full Affurance of fuch Relief, as will make 
your Petitioners increafe their Importations to fuch 
a degree, as will trebly compenfate the Intereft in- 


fifted upon.

Mr. Clayton (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee, to whom the Petitions, relating to the Trade 
to Newfoundland, was referred, the Matter, as it ap- 
peared to them, and the Refolutions of the Committee 
thereupon, which they had directed him to report to the 

oufe ; which he read in his Place, and afterwards de- 
livered ‘in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame were 
read, and are, as follow; viz. 

That the faid Committee, having taken into their 
Confideration the Anfwer from the Commiffioners of 
Trade and Plantations to an Order of this Houfe, as alfo 
feveral Petitions, to them referred, ordered {feveral 
Papers to be laid before them, in relation to the faid 
Trade, and examined feveral Witneffes to the Occafions 
of the Lofs, that England now fuftains in the faid Trade, 
and received their Opinions, how the fame may be re- 
trieved, and improved ; vz. 

Mr. Roope ; who faid, that he has been an Inhabitant 
of St. Fobn’s Harbour, in Newfoundland, for many 
Years, the Trade whereof is now almoft overrun by the 
French ; for that they having a ftrong Fort and Gari- 
fon at Placentia, to fecure their Shipping, and protect 
their Trade, the French fend their Convoys, and fifhing 
Ships, early in the Year to Newfoundland , whereby they 
are able to compleat their Fifhing, and return home, 
and to the foreign Markets, a Month or two fooner 
than the Englifh , and by their Strength have driven the 
Englifh from, and poffefied themfelves of, the beft Bays, 
and fifhing Banks, in that Ifland ,and more particularly, 
that Captain Lloyd, then (and now again) Commander 
of Fort William at St. Fobn’s, and the Forces there, hav- 
ing ufed the Soldiers in that Garifon very barbaroufly, 
near thirty of the Soldiers at times deferted, and went 
to the French at Placentia ; and in Fanuary laft the French 
by them knowing the Circumftances of the Englifh 
at St. Fobn’s, furprized the Harbour by Night, mur- 
dered feveral Inhabitants, and plundered the reft, 
carrying away from thence, and other Harbours, to 
the Value of 100,000/, and laid Siege for five Weeks 
to the Fort; but by the Courage and Conduét of 
Captain Moody, the then Commander, the Fort was 
preferved, and the French retired. 

That he, the faid Roope, was, amongft fome other of 
the faid Inhabitants, carried Prifoner to Placentia ; where 
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he got Intelligence, that the French King had refolved a 
total Reduétion of the Englifh trading in that Ifland. 

Captain Moody gave the Committee an Account of his 
Garifon, and the Siege he fuftained five Weeks, with 
50 Men, againft 600 French Canadians, and Indians, lof- 
ing but two Men in the Siege (excepting twelve, that 
perifhed with the cold, in doing their Duty) killing (ac- 
cording to the beft Account he could have) about 200 
of the Enemy, when they retired, committing many 
Barbarities upon the Englifh Planters, in their Return : 
And laid before the Committee his Journal, mark- 
ed A, of his whole Proceedings, whilft he was Com- 
mander of the faid Fort, which was about fifteen Months, 
he fucceeding Captain Licyd ; and was brought home, 
to make room for the faid L/oydagain, but never knew, 
or faw, any Order for the fame. And the faid Cap- 
tain Moody id befor the Committee two Certificates, 
marked B, fron? the Inhabitants, and Commanders of 
Ships, of his Behaviour during his Command in New- 
foundland. 

Several of the Soldiers of the faid Garifon laid a Re- 
prefentation in Writing before the Committee, marked 
C ; whereby, among other Grievances, they complain, 
that, when Captain Lloyd came to the Command of the 
faid Fort, there was eight Months Subfiftence due to the 
Garifon, which he had received ; but, denying the fame, 
prevailed with them to allow him one half, to pay them 
the other; which he did, but it was in Goods, at ex- 
travacant Rates; whereby they were deprived of near 
ths of their faid Subfiftence : 

And that it was cuftomary for him to let the Soldiers 
to hire, in the Fifhing Seafon, at 16 7. per Head, taking 
the Money to himfelf, and pretending to allow them the 
Value of 6 /. in Goods, and Cloathes, as aforefaid, which 
were not worth 50s. as by the faid Reprefentation, 
marked C, more fully appears. 

Doétor Fack/on, Minifter of the faid Ifland, laid be- 
fore the Committee a Reprefentation, marked D, of the 
Fortand Trade of the faid Ifland, with Complaints againft 
the faid Lloyd, and his Garifon. 

Mr. Campbell faid, that the French have fettled 250 
Indians upon our Parts, about Trinity Bay, and annoy 
the Engli/b in Summer, as well as Winter, and have mur- 
dered many of the Inhabitants ; and referred the Com- 
mittee to the Reprefentations of the Merchants, laid be- 
forethe Commiffioners for Trade and Plantations, mark- 
ed E. 

Mr. Comins, Merchant, alfo laid a Reprefentation of 
the Newfoundland Trade before the Committee ; and the 
fame was read, marked F. 

Mr. Roope likewife laid before the Committee a Re- 
prefentation of a Conftitution from Newfoundland in the 
Winter Seafon, marked G. 

Commodore Bridge faid, that when he was at New- 
foundland in September, 1704, upon the Complaint of the 
Garifon, of the intolerable Hardfhips they had fuffered 
under Captain Lloyd (their then Commander) and that, 
if the Commodore would not remove him, they would 
unanimoufly defert tothe French ; to prevent which, he 
commanded Captain Lloyd on board him, and left Lieu- 
tenant Moody Commander of the Place in his Room; 
who had a very good Character, not only from the Ga- 
rifon, but the Inhabitants alfo. 

That he brought the faid Lloyd from Newfoundland in- 
to England , who, upon his arrival here, made an Intereft 
to reinftate himfelf again in his Poft at Newfoundland ; 
whither he was fent in November laft ; and there told 
the faid Bridge, that he had been at a great Expence in 
making fuch his Intereft in England, but. that he was re- 
folved, the Inhabitants of Newfoundland fhould pay the 
fame, and alfo what Loffes he had fuftained thereby ; 
and that he had made fuch an Intereft in England, that 
he would keep his Government there three Years. 

That he has often went into, and come out of, the 
Fort, and has not feen any one Centinel upon Duty, un- 
der Lieyd’s Command. 


That 
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That, notwithftanding this Teftimony againft Cap- 
tain Lloyd, it appeared by Atteftations of the faid Com- 
modore Bridge, which he himfelf gave in writing to the 
Com miffioners for Trade, upon Lioya’s being brought in- 
to England (marked H) bearing date the 12th September, 
the 13th Ogfober, and the 6th December, 1704; viz. 

That Captain Lloyd has at all Times acted like a Man 
of Honour, and good Governor, and given good En- 
couragement to the Induftry of the People,’and Fifhery ; 
and that by his prudent Management the Defertion of 
many of the Garifon in Newfoundland was prevented ; 
and that they defire, for the Good of that Country, 
that the faid Captain Lloyd may be continued amongft 
them ; but that he fhould repair to England, .to repre- 
fent the Uneafinefs of the Garifon in Newfoundland, be- 
caufe not relieved ; which was the fole, and no other, 
Reafon, for his being ordered for England. 

That, as to the improving, and fecuring, the faid 
Trade, by what fell from the Opinions of divers Mer- 
chants, and others, attending the Committee, it ap- 
peared to be neceflary, that fifhing Ships to Newfoundland 
fhould not be liable to Embargoes, and the Men there- 
in to be free from preffing, upon the outward-bound 
Voyages. 

And, for the Security of the faid Trade, fome were 
of opinion, that there ought to be four Forts, befides 
St. Fobn’s, in Newfoundland, viz.one at Ferryland, an- 
other upon Cardonier Ifland, another at Trinity Bay, and 
another at Benravice; for the Inhabitants to retire to in 
the Winter, with their Effeéts, from their various 
Coves, and fifhing Places, which are at remote Diftances 
upon the faid Ifland. 

But Colonel Richards, an Engineer, and who was 
feveral Years Commander of St. Fobn’s, was of Opi- 
nion, that, as Forts would be very chargeable to the 
Government, he thought them ufelefs ; for that in Win- 
ter, when they fhould be ufeful, they can be but a 
flender Security ; becaufe, as all Ditches about fuch 
Forts muft be filled with Snow, it would be eafy for a 
Body of Men to enter the Forts; and that he could 
think of no better Way, than to repel Force by Force, 
by equalling at leaft, if not outnumbering, the Enemy. 

And that, upon the Confideration of the whole Matter, 
the Committee came to the Refolutions following; viz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Confervation, and Encouragement, of the 
Fifhery and Trade to Newfoundland, is of the greateft 
Importance and Advantage to this Kingdom. 

Refzived, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the French have encroached upon us in Newfound- 
lend, and pofieffed themfelves fix Parts in feven of that 
beneficial Trade. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the uncertain, and unfeafonable, failing of the Con- 
voys to and from Newfoundland, has been a great Dif- 
couragement and Difadvantage to that Trade. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the impreffing of Sailors, and Fifhermen, employed 
in that Fifhery, has been very prejudicial to that Trade, 
and ought to be prevented. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That our prefent Scarcity of Seamen, and the Increafe of 
the French Seamen, ariles chiefly from the vifible Decay 
of our Newfoundland Fifhery, and the Growth of theirs, 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
Vhat, for the better carrying on, and fecuring, the faid 
Trade, there be fix Convoys, of fourth Rate Ships of 
War, yearly appointed ; one to go with the Ships for 
Salt, to Portugal, by the 1oth of February, and two to 
go with the flhing Ships by the 10th of March, from 
the Southern Channel, and one from Milford Haven, for 
the North fifhing Ships (thofe Convoys to cruize, when 
at Newfoundland) and two other Convoys more, to go 
with the Sack Ships by the 20th of May, that the fifh- 
ing Ships may return by the 2oth of September yearly. 

The firft Refoluiion, being read a Second time, was, 
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upon the Queftion put thereupon, agreed unto by the 
Houfe. 


The fecond Refolution, being read a Second time, 
was waved. 

The Refidue of the Refolutions, being feverally read 
a Second time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put 
thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Ordered, That an Addrefs be drawn up, upon the faid 
Refolutions, to be prefented to her Majefty ; and that 
it be referred to the faid Committee, to draw up the faid 
Addrefs, and to report the fame to the Houfe. 


A Petition of Wm. Hucks, Efquire, was prefented 
to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that having pro- 
fecuted a Statute of Bankrupt againft Thomas ones, a 
Victualler, fled into the Mint, againft whofe Eftate the 
Commiffioners did grant their Warrant; but they, ina 
riotous Manner, oppofed the Execution thereof, and 
wounded the Meffengers, and Affiftants: That being 
himfelf, fome Time after, in High-/treet, Southwark, 
many armed Minters came to the Houfe, from whence 
he was juft gone, andina riotous Manner demanded 
him, and threatening to murder him: And praying the 
Confideration of the Houfe, and fuch Relief, as may be 
of ufe to the Publick in the like Cafes. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Bill to 
prevent Frauds, ufually committed by Bankrupts, is 
committed ; and that they do examine the Matter there- 


of, and report the fame, with their Opinion therein, to 
the Houfe.

pointed yearly for this Trade, as well for the Merchant 
Ships, going to Portugal for Salt, as for the Fithing 
Ships, failing from the South and North Chanel, as

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rived at Newfoundland, may cruize upon that Coaft, 


and protect the feveral Harbours from the Enemy, and _

A Meffage from the Lords, by Sir Ro. Legard and 
Sir Richard Holford : 

Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords do not infift upon their Amendments, made

Sir Gilbert Heathcot, reported from the Committee; 
to whom the Petition of William Hucks; Efquire, was 
referred, the Matter, as it appeared to them, touching 
the late riotous Proceedings in the Mint in Southwark, 
and the Refolution of the Committee thereupon, which 
they had direéted him to report to the Houfe; which 
he read in his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the 
Clerk’s Table; where the fame was read, and is as 
followeth ; viz. , 

That the Committee, having taken the faid Petition 
into their Confideration, took the Examination of the fe- 
veral Perfons following ; viz. 

Mr. Edward Rook; Conftable, faid, that he was pre= 
fent, when a Warrant, figned by the Commiffioners of 
Bankrupt, iffued againft Thomas ones, was carried to the 
Mint, fupported by two Warrants under the Hands of 
four Juftices of the Peace, with 20 Conftables more, in 
order to regain a Parcel of Beer, that the faid Jones had 
procured Credit for from the Petitioner, and carried into 
the Mint, and when he, with the reft of the faid Conftables, 
came to the Mint Gate, they were met by a great Number 
ef Minters, in a riotous Manner, armed with Clubs and 
Staves, and told them, that a fhould go no further, 
till they told them their Bufinefs; which they did do, 
and fhewed them the faid Warrants; but, notwithftand- 
ing they oppofed the faid Conftables, and knock’d down 
one of the Meffengers, to whom the Commiffioners of 
Bankrupts Warrant was directed. 

That, when they came to one Baylye’s Houfe, where 
they fufpeéted fome of the Beer to be, he, looking out of 
the Window, told them, with many Oaths and Impreca- 
tions, that, if any Perfon laid his Hand upon his Door, or 
Window, he would fire upon them ; and accordingly did 
fo, and fhot one of the Company in the Eye, through a 
low Window, and fired at them again in the Cellar. 

That afterwards they went to one Ma/on’s Houfe, 
where they found fome of the Petitioner’s Beer ; but one 
Pledwell, a Minter, dared any Perfon.to touch the fame, 
at their Peril: And the Rioters threatened, that, if the 
Conftables offered to take any one out of the Mint, they 
would knock all the Conftables Brains out ; and that the 
faid Juftices might be damn’d: Upon which Threats, 
they thought it Prudence to retire. 

Mr. Fobn Barnes faid, that he being with fome Com- 
pany at the Vine Tavern in the Borough, two or three 
Days after the faid Riot, a Body of the Minters, with 
one Bayly, with a drawn Sword, at the Head of them, 
forced into the Room, where he was, and fwore, they 
were the Villain Hucks’ Friends, and, if they would not 
deliver him up to them; to be pumped, and undergo 
the Law of the Mint, they would ferve them, as they 
would him, when they caught him ; but Mr. Keeling, 
the Mafter of the Tavern, with great Intreaties perfuad- 
ed them to retire; which, after fome Time, they did ; 
but, in their Way, went to the faid Mr. Barnes’ Houfe 
and Brewhoufe in the Mint, and forced the fame, to 
fearch for the faid Hucks, and voted him out of their 
pretended Society; and fuch of them, as were his Debtors 
(he -being a common Brewer there) bound themfelves 
under an Oath, that they would never pay him one Farth- 
ing of their Debts; which will prove his Ruin, if he 
cannot be remedied therein. 
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That the faid Minters have feveral Clubs, and a Chair- 
man prefiding amongft them, being attended by Beadles 
and Conftables of their own making, by whom they fend 
for the Offenders of their Laws ;as one of which was he, 
the faid Barnes, fo fent for, when voted out of their faid 
Society, as aforefaid. 

Mr. Gwynne faid, that Bayly, fones, and Shrimpton, were 
the three Ringleaders of the Minters, when they came a 
fecond Time to fearch for Mr. Hucks, who narrowly 
efcaped them. 

Mr. Ladd, and feveral other Juftices of the Peace, be- 
ing acquainted with the faid Riot, told the Committee, 
that they fent out their Warrants, with above twenty Con- 
ftables, with a Precept to enquire into the faid Riot. 

Mr. Fobn Darby, one of the faid Conftables, faid, that 
he went with his Fellow-conftables to take up the Perfons 
of the Rioters, named therein; but they were oppofed by 
above 100 of the Minters, with one Jones, Powell, and 
Shrimpton, at the Head of them, all armed with Clubs 
and Staves, and the very Perfons, named in the Warrants, 
amongit them. 

That they having feized the faid Shrimpton, the {aid 
Minters refcued him again, and cried out, that they 
would one and all ftand by him, although the faid Shrimp- 
ton has had two Warrants iffued out againft him for high 
Treafon. 

Mr. Clifford, the Beadle, faid, that he, knowing the 
faid Minters, mentioned in the Warrants, told their Com- 
panions, who they were, and advifed them to deliver 
them up to Juftice ; but they, with horrid Curfes, refufed 
fo to do, faying, they would firft facrifice their Lives, by 
endeavouring to deftroy all the faid Conftables, before any 
one of their Members fhould be carried out of the AéZnt. 

Mr. Yewen, an Officer of the Marfbalfea, faid, that he 
fome Time fince arrefted a Gentleman in the Mint, got 
him out from thence, and hurried him to the Water- 
fide, into a Boat, was purfued by the Minters, who lined 
the Shore, and endeavoured to intercept him ;. where- 
upon he ordered the Boat to land him, and his Prifoner, 
at Trigg’s Stairs, and there got him into a Coach, in or- 
der to fecure him in the City; but the Minters over- 
taking them, knock’d down one of the Coach-horfes, 
and carried off the Prifoner. ‘Ihe fame Night, the faid 
Yewen going to bed about Ten a Clock, a Number 
of the Minters came, and furrounded his Houfe, and 
threatened to murder him; to avoid which, he got out 
at. the Top of the Hovie ; and’ they then, in revenge, 
threatened to pull down his Houfe, got into his Cellar, 
and what Drink and Brandy they could not devour, they 
let run about the Cellar (he keeping a publick Houfe) to 
his great Lofs. 

Mr. King, another Conftable, faid, that one of the 
faid Minters having made an Affault upon two Men, 
and one of them being thought to be murdered, the faid 
Minter was committed for Murder to:the County Gaol ; 
whither he, with eight more of his Affiftants, endea- 
vouring to carry him, a Mob of the faid Minters, and 
Queen’s Benchers, refcued him, and carried him into 
their Gaol, to fecure him; where, though he produced 
his Warrant, and demanded’ him, yet they refuted to de- 
liver him, and gave him an Opportunity of efcaping in 
the Night. 

Mr. Francis Smith, an ‘Officer belonging to the Bo- 
rough Court, faid, that he went ‘to fummon a Jury, to 
attend the Coroner in the Mint, where a-Child was found 
murdered ; and, when the Jury were fitting, a Body of 
the Minters, hearing of the Verdict of Murder, broke 
open the Door, where they were, and feized the faid 
Simith, and pumped him at ten Pumps, and at fix of 
them twice, and then threw him five Times into the black 
Ditch, being compofed of human Filth; and when a 
Conftable helped him out with his Staff, they threatened 
to ferve him fo for his Compaffion: And after the faid 
Smith was-out of the faid Ditch (almoft {mothered:) they 
made him lay his Hand updén a Brick, covered with 
Sir-Reverence, and upon his Knees made him fwear in 
thefe Words: ‘* I Francis Smith am a Rogue in grain: 
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** And God damn my Body and Soul, if ever I come 
** into the Mint again:” And then made him kifs the 
Brick, and drove him out of the Mint in a miferable 
Condition, with Scorn and Derifion. 

Mr. Robert Cook, Cornchandler, faid, that he having 
fome Houfes in Weftminfter, one of his Tenants run in 
Arrear of Rent to 150 /. (having a Leafe ef his Houfe) 
and then went into the Mint; where he going to him, 
to defire only his Delivery of the Key of the Houfe, in 
order to let the fame, his faid Tenant gave out to the 
Minters, that he was a Bailiff; and, though he offered 
to prove himfelf otherwife, by Gentlemen they knew in 
the Borough, yet he was feized by eight Men, difguifed 
in Canvas, and Mafks upon their Faces, and by them 
pumped at. ten or twelve feveral Places, and necked at 
every Pump ; and after that crowned him with a Cham- 
ber Pot, full of Excrements, and then threw him into the 
faid black Ditch, over Head and Ears; and after he had 
crawled out from thence, they made him roll himfelf in 
a great Heap of the fame Filth, taken out of the faid 
Ditch ; by which Cruelty his Head was bruifed, and 
broken in feveral Places, his Ears filled with the faid 
Filth, he almoft loft both Senfe of Sight, and Hearing, 
and with great Difficulty got to his own Houfe; where 
he was conftrained to keep his Bed many Days, the Phy- 
ficians defpairing of his Life, it being in November \aft. 

Mr. Toegood faid, that in Fanuary was twelve-months, 
he, going into the Mint, to demand Monies due to him, 
was given out to be a Bailiff, and feized by about twenty 
of the Minters, in Difguife ; who cut his Cloathes off his 
Back, picked his Pocket of fifty Shillings, and then threw 
him three Times into the faid black Ditch ; where ftanding 
up to the Arm-pits, they made him dive three Times, once 
for the Queen, and twice for their honourable Society. 

Mr. Afee faid, that laft Week, having Bufinefs in 
Southwark, he faw a great Crowd of the Minters, who 
taxed him with being one of Mr. Hucks’ Friends, and 
threatened to ferve him, as they would have done Mr. 
Hucks; but he having the good Fortune to be protected 
by the Inhabitants of the Borough, who reproving them 
for fuch their barbarous Practices, and Threatenings, 
they infolently replied, that if the Lord Chief Jutftice 
Holt himfelf were there, they would pump him likewife, 
and give him the Law of the black Ditch. 

The feveral Juftices of the Peace, refiding in the faid 
Borough, acquainted the Committee, that, as the Law 
now ftands, they have not fufficient Power to fupprefs 
thefe Riots and Diforders in or neat the Mint. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee came 
to the Refolution following : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That there ought to be fome immediate Remedy found, 
to redrefs thefe extraordinary Riots and Diforders for the 
future. 

The faid Refolution, being read a Second time, was, 
upon the Queftion put thereupon, agreed unto by the 
Houfe. 

Refolved, That it appears to this Houfe, that Trai- 
tors, Murderers, Felons, and other Criminals, as like- 
wife feveral Perfons, fheltering themfelves from their 
Creditors, within the Limits of the Ant, in the Borough 
of Southwark, have afiembled themfelves in great Num- 
bers, and are harboured and proteéted there with a 
ftrong Hand againft Juftice, in a riotous and tumultuous 
Manner, to the Obftruétion, and in Defiance, of Juftice ; 
which Practices, if not timely prevented, may be of dan-. 
gerous Confequence. 

Refolved, That an humble Addrefs be prefented to her 
Majefty, humbly defiring her Majefty, gracioufly to 
give fuch Directions for profecuting the Offenders in the 
Mint, in Southwark, according to the utmoft Rigour of 
the Law. 

Ordered, That the faid Addrefs be prefented to her 
Majefty by fuch Members of this Houfe as are of her 
Majefty’s moft honourable Privy Council.

Mr. Compton (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as it 
appeared to them, touching the Election for the Borough 
of Bewdly, in the County of Worcefter, and the Refolu- 
tion of the Committee thereupon, which they had direét- 
ed him to report to the Houfe; which he read in his 
Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; 
where the fame was read, and is, as followeth ; viz. 

Upon the Petition of Henry Herbert, Efquire, com- 

plaining of an undue Election, and Return, of Sa/- 
way Winnington, Efquire, to ferve for the Borough 
of Bewdly: 

That the Right of Election was agreed to be in the 
Bailiff and Burgeffes. 

And the fingle Queftion was, who had the Majority 
of Voices upon the Poll, 

And that depended, in a great meafure, upon two 
Faéts: Firft, whether Mr. Soley, the Recorder of Bewd- 
ly, was a Candidate at the faid Eleétion; and, in the next 
Place, whether two of the Electors did give their Votes 
for the faid Mr. So/ey : And upon thefe Points feveral 
Perfons were examined, as Witneffes, both by the Peti- 
tioner’s and Sitting Member’s Counfel.

Poll, which, he faid, he received, the Day after 
the Election, from Mr. oy, the Town Clerk, in the 
Prefence of the Bailiff, and which was fubfcribed by Mr. 
Toy; in which Copy Mr. Winnington and Mr. Soley were 
put down as Candidates ; and there were twelve (includ- 
ing himfelf) put down under Mr. Winnington’s Name, 
but none put down to Mr. Soley.

fon oppofed Mr. Winnington, Mr. Herbert faid, he did: 
Whereupon Mr. Joy told him, he was no Burgefs, and 
could not ftand. Mr. Soley, the Recorder, differed in 
Opinion with him, and told him, the Practice was 
_ otherwife. Then Mr. Toy read the Claufe inthe Charter, 
relating to the electing of a Burgefs to Parliament; and 
afked Mr. Soley, if he had a mind to forfeit the Charter : 
And Mr. Joy infifting upon Mr. Herbert’s Incapacity to 
ftand, and telling Mr. Soley, he himfelf might ftand, Mr. 
Soley faid, he would ftand, rather than be tricked out of 
the Election ; andthen Mr. Zames and Mr. Weaver, two 
of the Voters, faid, if Mr. Herbert could not ftand, they 
would be for Mr. So/ey ; but they took it rather by way 
ef private Converfation, than in polling. 

That Mr. So/ey afterwards declared publickly, he did 

not ftand ; and then they proceeded totake the Poll, the 
Bailiff polling firft ; whereas the Cuftom of that Place 
had been, for the Town-clerk to call over the Eleétors 
in Order, beginning with the junior, and fo concluding 
with the Bailiff. 
.. That the Names of Mr. Fames and Mr. Weaver were 
called over with the reft of the Electors, and voted for 
Mr. Herbert; and no other Objeétion made to their 
voting for Mr. Herbert, but what was made to the other 
Burgeffes, that voted for him. 

That the Town-clerk took the Poll by the Bailiff’s 
Order ; but he refufing to put down. the Names of fuch, 
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as voted for Mr. Herbert,’Mr. Soléy took down their 
Names, and, amongft the reft, the Names of Mr. Fames 
and Mr. Weaver: And that, after the Indenttire of Re- 
turn was figned, and the Bailiff gone out of Court, he 
called them all over, being 13 in Number, atid afked, 
who they had voted for; and they all declared; they 
had voted for Mr. Herbert: Aiid that the Town Clerk, 
when the Poll was over, declared, there was Eleven for 
Mr. Winnington, befides himfelf, and none for Mr. Soley;

{wered, he did: to which Mr. Toy replying, that he 
being no Burgefs, he prefimed, he was not qualified to 
demand a Poll; and upon that, Mr. Soley, the Recorder, 
demanded a Poll for Mr. Herbert. The Bailiff then 
gave his Vote for Mr. Winnington ; and one Mr. Bef 
offering his Vote for Mr. Herbert, the Bailiff defired to 
know of the Recorder, what Rule he ought to go by; 
and the Recorder told him, according to the Precept, and 
Charter. That, after reading of them, Mr. So/ey went 
down into Court, and talked with fome of his Friends, 
and came back, and declared, that he did ftand as Can- 
didate; and Mr. Zoy thereupon fat down his Name, and 
declared, the Conteft was between Mr. Winnington and 
Mr. Soley; and afked, who polled for Mr. Soley: And 
thereupon Mr. James faid, “‘I hope all thofe, that de- 
** figned to poll for Mr. Herbert, will poll for Mr. Soley ;

Fobn Clows faid, that one Robert Rhodes came to 
him, to the Swan, and pulled out nine Guineas and an 
half, and faid, if he would vote for Sir Tho. Bellott and 
Mr. Cotton, they were at his Service; but he refufed 
to take them: That afterwards he received two half 
Crowns of Richard Welfh, to drink the Sitting Mem- 
bers Healths : That * Bourne afterwards met him, 
and offered: him 5/. for 2 1b. of Fifh, worth but two 
Groats, on account of his Vote for the Sitting Members ; 
and that Mr. Burflem, the Receiver General of the Coun- 
ty, offered him 10/. for his Vote for them, to be paid 
him after the Eleétion ; but he faid, he would not truft: 
And that, about Six or Seven a Clock next Day, Mr. 
Welfh brought him 3/. in Part of the 107 which 3 /. 
he received ; and the faid Clows not being fatisfied, that 
he had not brought all the 10/. Wel told him, he 
hoped, Mr. Burflem was fufficient to anfwer the Remiain- 
der: That he himfelf, and feverat others of the Sitting 
Members Voters, were treated at Bonrn’s, Welfh, and 
other Places, at feveral Times ; and the faid Treating 
was carried on till within three Days of the Election: 
And he gave an Account of about Thirty Perfons, that 
had been treated ;- and he faw Richard Welfh, an Agent 
of the Sitting Member, pay a Reckoning. C/ows voted 
for Sir Thomas Bellott, and Mr. Offiey. 

Thomas Eccles faid, his Brother William gave him 5 ?. 
to vote for Mr. Cotton, and Wm. Machell offered him 
405. to be for Sir Thomas BeHott; but he did not re- 
ceive the 40 5. 

Tho. Clows faid, that at the latter End of April laft 
he was in Company with Thomas Bagnall and Fobn 
Biddle, and alfo with one Fofeph Lilly, who was an 
Agent of the Sitting Members : That the faid Mr. Lilly 
defired of Bagnall and Biddle to give the Sitting Mem- 
bers their Votes; and they faying, they were engaged, 
Mr. Lilly offered, and paid, them 3/. a-piece, to vote 
for the Sitting Members, and defired Clows to take no- 
tice of the Confideration, that, if they did not vote 

fo, he might have the Money again; and that the faid 
Tilly acknowleged, that he had received fix Guineas

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of Sir Tho. Bellott: Bagnall and Biddle voted for thé 
Sitting Members: That Zi/ly likewife threatened feveral 
Perfons, that owed him Money, to fend them to Gaol, if 
they did not voteor the Sitting Members. 

JFobn Brougham {aid, that Richard Welfb had often 
folicited him to vote for the Sitting Members, and, 
about a Month before May Day, gave him 505. of Mr. 
Cotton’s Money, to put out a Boy, on Condition he 
fhould vote for the Sitting Members, otherwife he would 
have voted for the Petitioners. He faid, he bought a 
Cow with the sos. 

Ralph Barker faid, he was folicited feveral Times by 
Mr. Burflem to vote for the Sitting Members, and on 
that account received 225. 6d. at twice, from obs 
Holland, by the Direétion of Mr. Burflem; but he voted 
for the Petitioners. He gave Evidence alfo of about 
Thirty Burgeffes, and fome of their Wives, who were 
treated at feveral Places within a Week of the Election, 
and fome but three Days before the Election. 

Tho. Dudley faid, he folicited Votes for the Sitting 
Members: That 2 Week before the Election he met with 
Sir Thomas Bellott, who afked him, if he had not an 
Intereft in one Hall; and that he telling Sir Tho. Bel- 
lott, that Hall wanted Money, he had to/. brought 
him the next Day by ohn Richards and Robert Rhodes, 
who bid him give it to Hall, or do what he would with 
it; fo he engaged his Vote for the Sitting Members : 
That he offered to lend the faid Money to Ha//, on the 
Condition of his voting, and to take Ha/l’s Bond for 
the Re-payment of the fame quarterly ; and that Half 
refufing to receive the Money upon thofe Terms, he 
afterwards met Sir Thomas Bellott, and acquainted him 
with it; and Sir Tho. Bellott bid him keep to the Text, 
and keep the Money himfelf: He voted for Sir To. 
Bellott and Mr. Offley ; and faid, fince Michaelmas he had 
been fued for the Money. 

That the Witnefies, examined by the Sitting Members 
Counfel, were, firft, to invalidate the Petitioners Evi- 
dence. And to this Point they called 

Ben. Owlton; who faid, he had been with Thomas 
Dudley (examined on behalf of the Petitioners) in Ofc 
ber laft ; and that Dudley told him, that Mr. Offley wanted 
Witneffes ; and that he believed, he knew fomething of 
the Matter; and, if he would give Evidence for the 
Petitioners, he fhould have roo/. or 50/. for Seven 
Years, without Intereft ; and on that pulled a Letter 
from Mr. Offey out of his Pocket: And that he was 
alfo with Mr. Dudley, the Monday before he came from 
Newcaftle, and Dudley pulled out fome Farthings and 
Halfpence, and faid, he was to have fo many Guineas 
for coming up to be a Witaets. 

Dudley was called, to confront him; and he, in a 
folemn Manner, denied what Ow/ten had charged him 
with: He owned, he had feveral Letters from Mr. 
Offey, but never any to that Effect. 

Mr. Ra. Wood faid, he was employed by Fobn Richards 
to fue Dudley for the 10 /. received of him ; and that be- 
ing arrefted for it, he had put in Bail; and having had 
fome Difcourfe with Dudley about it, he did not pretend, 
it was given him, but faid, he had fquandered it away, 
and he would take care to fatisfy Richards. 

Richard Michell faid, that Tho. Clows was a Perfon of 
no Reputation, being a Labourer; and that he had taken 
fome of Michell’s Goods, and fold them. _ 

That, as to Bribery, and Treating, they called 

Fames Deane faid, that Mr. William Lawton gave him 
30 5. on account of his double Voice for Mr. Offey and 
Mr. Lawton: That afterwards he repented, that he took 
it, being in his Inclinations for the Sitting Members, and 
he laid down the Money ; but Mr. Offiey came in, and 
made him take it again: And he produced the Money. 
He further faid, that at Crew Hall he met with Mr. 
Parrock and Mr. Offey; and he letting Mr. Parrock 
know, that he had occafion for 205. Mr. Parrock put 
the 205. into his Right Hand, while Mr. Offey held him 
by the Left. He acknowleged, he had drawn Drink

Wm. Kniveton faid, that about ten Days, or a Fort- 
night, before the Election, he was at Mr. Offley’s at 
Crew Hall, with fome others ; and that Mr. Offley took 
one Cocke afide ; and put fome Money into his Hand ; 
and they were treated with Wine: And he faid, he 
treated on Mr. Offey’s account at feveral Houfes, within 
five or fix Days of the Election, to the Value of about 
8 1. in all (and he named about Twelve Perfons, he had 
fo treated) and afterwards received of Mr. Sidney, Mr. 
ohn Offiey’s Steward, 54 He acknowleged, he had 
difburfed Money, dt a former Election, for Mr. Fobn 
Offey, and had attended at the Committee of Elections, 
aformer difputed Eleétion; and had deferved fo much 
for his former Trouble. , 

Sam. Wetwood faid, that George Sparrow, who he 
took to be Mr. Lawiton’s Bailiff, défired his Vote for 
the Petitioners ; and at firft he refufed to be for Mr. 
Lawton, becaufe he had not been kind to him at a fors 
mer Election; and thereupon Mr. Sparrow gave him

wards Jurner put her Hand into his; and faid, ‘ See

fhe felt four or five Pieces; and when he canie home, 
he flung them down, and they appeared to be Guineas.

That on the 13th of September, 1699, the Matter was 
again heard before the Council, who did again adjudge 
the faid Edmund Blancheville to be within the Articles of 
Limerick, in the Words following ; viz. 

“* This Day the Caufe being again moved, and no 
Caufe being fhewn by the King’s Counfel, whereby 
to alter us in our Opinion, we think fit to declare, 
that nothing hath been made appear to us, or offer- 
ed by his Majefty’s Counfel, or any other, whereby 
to induce us to believe, that the faid Edmund Blanche- 
ville did either take, or receive, Protection, or that he 
ought, on that Account, to be excluded from the 
Benefit of his Adjudication of being within the Ar- 
ticles of Limerick.” 

That it appeared to the Committee, that, notwith- 
ftanding the aforefaid Adjudication, the late Truftees, for 
Sale of the forfeited Eftates in Jreland, have feized, and 
fold, the faid Eftate, which they valued at 643/. per 
Annum. 

That it appeared to the Committee, that, by the 
Marriage Settlement of Edmund Blancheville, the Sum 
of 1400 /. was feeured on the faid Eftate, for Portions 
for the Petitioners; but being advifed, that the Eftate 
was not forfeited, they omitted claiming the fame; fo 
that now the Petitioners are reduced to the utmoft Ex- 
tremity of Want and Mifery.

Sir Gilbert Dolben reported the Conference ; and that 
it was managed by the Duke of Somerfet; who acquaint- 
ed them, that the Lords have agreed to feveral of the 
Amendments, made by this Houle to the faid Bill, and 
difagreed to others of them; for which they gave their 
Reafons : Which Realons Sir Gilbert Dolben read in his 
Place, and delivered the Bill, and Amendments, in at 
the Clerk’s Table; and the Reafons are as follow: 

The Lords do not agree to the firft Amendment, made 
by the Commons, Pr. 2d, Line 27, which is to leave 
out the Claufe, requiring Attorneys to file their War- 
fants, as is thereby directed ; 

ift, Becaufe Warrants of Attorney ought, by Law, 
to be filed upon Record. 

2dly, This Law is founded upon good Reafon: For 
Filing the Warrant is the proper Way of making it ap- 
pear to the Court, who is the Attorney, that he may be 
liable to anfwer for Irregularities, and ill Practice ; and 
alfo, that he has a fufficient Authority to act for the Par- 
ty in the Suit. 

3dly, The Suitor always pays for the Charges of fil- 
ing the Warrant, and therefore the Attorney ought to be 
obliged to file it in due Time. 

4thly, In moft of the Statutes, made for Reformation 
of Jeofails, particular Care has been taken, to make Pro- 
vifion for the punifhing the Neglect of filing Warrants 
of Attorney: And the Lords thought themfelves the 
more obliged in the particular to follow the Example of 
former Parliaments, and to require the Warrant to be 
filed the fame Term, the Attorney takes upon him to 
act by virtue of fuch Warrant ; 

1ft, Becaufe, among the many Cafes, to which Re- 
lief is given by this Bill, there is no Help, where a 
Warrant of Attorney is not duly filed : 

2dly, Becaufe, although there are many Laws in this 
behalf, yet there has been of late a total Neglect of put- 
ting any of them in Execution. 

The Lords agree to the 2d, 3d, 4th, and 5th, Amend- 
ments, made by the Commons. 

The fixth Amendment, made by the Commons where- 
by the Claufe, impowering Courts of Law, after Iffue 
joined, to examine fuch Witneffes, as cannot be prefent 
at the Trial, the Lords do not agree ; 

ft, Becaufe they take fuch a Power to be neceflary, 
for the Advancement of Juftice, and preventing De- 
Jays, which, in many Cafes, may be the Occafion of 
the intire Lofs of the Party’s Right, and are often of 
very ill Confequence, efpecially among Perfons concern- 
edin Trade, as well Plaintiffs, as Defendants: For the 
fame Proof, which by this Claufe is required, to enable 
the Courts of Law to take the Depofitions of Witneffes, 
who cannot be prefent at the Trial, will be fufficient, as 
the Law now ftands, to oblige the fame Court to put off 
the Trial, till the Witneffes can return into England, or 
be reftored to their Health, fo as that they may be pre- 
fent at the Trial: The Inconvenience therefore of the 
Want of fuch a Power is manifeft. 

2dly, This Claufe does make at leaft as full a Provi- 
fion for a juft Indifference in point of Examination of 
fuch Witneffes, as the Law has provided for all Exami- 
nation of Witnefies, in Courts of Equity. 

gdly, This Claufe may prevent many tedious Suits in 
Courts of Equity: For when Perfons cannot try their 
Caufes in due Time, by reafon the Witneffés cannot be 
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prefent, they will be trying all Experiments, rather than 
lofe the Teftimony of their Witneffes. 

4thly, This Claufe is drawn with fuch Caution, that 
no Examinations can be taken in the Courts at Law, 
till after Iffue be joined: and the Depofitions can only be 
made ufe of upon the Trial of that Iffue; nor even in 
that Cafe, if it falls out, that the Witneffes, who have 
been examined, can afterwards be perfonally prefent at 
the Trial, either by- Recovery of their Health, or by 
the unexpected Delay of their Voyages. 

The Lords have agreed to the feveral Amendments, 
made by the Houfe of Commons, Pr. 4. Line 15th, L. 
21, and Line the laft ; and alfo Pr. 6. Line 7th, Line 
8th, Line 20, Line 25, and Line 35. 

The Lords have alfo agreed to the Amendment, Pr. 
7th, Line 6 ; andto the Amendment Pr. 8th, Line 38, 

As to the Amendment, Pr. 10th, whereby the Com- 
mons leave out from the Word “ Heir,” Line 8th, to 
the Word ‘ and,” Line the laft of that Prefs (which is 
the Claufe relating to the Courts of Equity) the Lords 
do not agree, for the following Reafons : 

That Claufe confifts of three Parts : 

As to the firft Part of that Claufe, which requires the 
Bill to be filed with the proper Officer, before any Pro- 
cefs be iffued thereupon againft any Defendant ; the 
Lords conceive this Provifion to be agreeable to Reafon 
and Juftice, and ancient Courfe in all Courts of Equity : 
For at the Conclufion of every Bill the Plaintiff prays the 
Court, that Procefs of Subpana may iffue, requiring 
the Defendants to appear; which demonftrates, that the 
Procefs ought to follow the Bill, and not go before it ; 
and that the contrary Practice is a manifeft Abufe, only 
tending to encourage Suits. 

2dly, The reftoring the Law in this particular will 
prevent many vexatious Delays, and great Expences, 
to the Parties, by taking away all Occafions of Difputes 
about the Regularity of filing of Bills, and about ob- 
taining Cofts, and other Queftions relating to that Mat- 
ter, which frequently happen. 

3dly, The Lords believe, that this Method will pre- 
vent many caulelefs Suits, by obliging the Plaintiffs to 
advife with Counfel, in drawing and fettling their Bills, 
before they begin to fue ; for by this Means they will 
have Time to confider, and be well advifed, of the Rea- 
fonablenefs of their Pretences ; whereas now they begin 
Suits, fometimes only with a Profpect of terrifying inno- 
cent Men to a Compliance, from a Dread of the Pro- 
cefs, and at other Times they are drawn in to fend for 
Subpena’s by ignorant and vexatious Perfons, who are to 
gain thereby: and io they feldom confider of the Caufe 
of the Suit, till after it is begun. 

athly, The Lords hope, that no Regard to any Pro- 
fits or Advantages, which may arife from the Increafe 
of the Number of Subpana’s, can have fuch Weight 
with the Houfe of Commons, as to hinder them from 
giving Relief to the People of Exgland, in \effening the 
Number of vexatious Suits. 

As to the fecond Part of the Claufe, which obliges the 
Plaintiff, in Courts of Equity, to ferve the Defendant 
with a Copy of the Bill, at the fame Time the Sudpena 
is ferved upon him; the Lords do not agree to leave it 
out of the Bill, becaufe they conceive it to be reafon- 
able, and to carry great Advantages along with it. 

1ft, It feems very convenient, that Defendants, at the 
fame Time they are ferved with Procefs, fhould be 
ne g acquainted with the Matter, for which they are 

ued. 

2dly, If the Plaintiff be obliged to give the Copy of 
the Bill, at his own Expence, to the Defendant, it is 
likely to be the moft effectual Way to prevent the Tedi- 
oufnefs and Impertinence of Bills, which (as generally 
drawn) are a great Reproach to the Court, as well as an 
intolerable Vexation to the Suitor. 

3dly, This would contribute to the Cure of another 
very general and great Abufe, in making many Perfons 
Defendants, unneceffarily, and for Vexation only. 
4thly, 
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4thly, This feems to be the more reafonable, becaufe 
it puts Plaintiffs and Defendants upon a more equal 
Foot in Courts of Equity. This Part of the Claufe 
provides exprefsly that the Plaintiff fhall be reimburfed 
the Charges he was at for the Copy of the Bill, in cafe 
he prevails in the Suit; and, if he does not, he has no 
Reafon to pretend to it; whereas, without this Claufe, 
Defendants in Courts of Equity are in a very unhappy 
Condition: The Plaintiff is at Liberty to make asmany 
Perfons Defendants, as he pleafes, all of them are ob- 
liged to take Copies of the Bill, which the Plaintiff may 
make as long, as he thinks fit, and every Defendant muft 
put in his Anfwer; and when they have been at all-this 
Charge, which generally amounts to a confiderable 
Sum, the Plaintiff can, of Courfe, difmifs his own Bill 
againft all or any of them, for twenty Shillings Cofts 
a-piece. 

It has been objected, that, in fome Cafes, this may oc- 
cafion great Expence to the Plaintiff; and, as the Courfe 
now is, feveral Defendants may appear by one Clerk, 
and then they may all make ute of the fame Copy of the 
Bill. 

The Lords think, that, though it be true, that feve- 
ral Defendants may appear by the fame Clerk, who may 
make ufe of one Copy only, yet, if the Matter were 
thoroughly examined into, it would be found, that very 
few of thofe Defendants have efcaped paying for diftinét 
Copies of the Bill. 

If the Commons are of opinion, that fome Caufes 
may be of fuch a Nature, that the giving Copies of the 
Bill to all the Defendants may be too expenfive, and un- 
neceffary, they may, if they pleafe, make an Exception 
of thofe Caufes, as the Lords have* already excepted 
Suits in the Exchequer, for Recovery of Tythes ; or they 
may oblige the Plaintiff only to ferve the Defendants with 
true Copies of the Bills, without requiring, that fuch 
Copies be figned by the Officer of the Court; which 
will take off ail Pretence of the Greatnefs of the Ex- 
pence, and will difcover, that the Eafe of the Plaintiffs 
is not the true Ground of oppofing this Part of the 
Claufe. 

As to the third Part of the Claufe, which takes away 
the ingrofied Copy, Abitraé&t, or Tenor, of the Bill, 
ufually fent with the Commiffion to take the Defendants 
Anfwer; the Lords do not agree to the leaving it out 
of this Bill ; 

Becaufe fuch Tenor, though it was really a true Co- 
py of the whole Bill, can never be of any Ufe to the 
Defendant ; and yet all the Subjects of England, who 
have the Misfortune to be fued in Chancery, muft pay 
for this a confiderable Sum, more or lefs, according to 
the Length of the Bill, although they can have no Ad- 
vantage by it: But that, which makes the Abufe upon 
the Subject more notorious, is, that this ingrofled Abf- 
tract, or Tenor, is never any true Copy, or fenfible 
Abftraét, of the Bill, but, for the moft Part, an im- 
pertinent Scrible, and cften a Piece of wafte Parchment, 
without any thing contained in it, relating to the Matter 
of the Suit. 

The Lords think, when Clerks and Officers in Courts 
of Juftice perform Matters, which require Skill, or are 
obliged to undergo Trouble, they ought to have juft 
Fees and Encouragements ; but they hope, when fo grofs 
an Abufe and Impefition is difcovered, and laid open to 
the Houfe of Commons, they will not endure, that it 
fhould be continued, nor fuffer the private Advantage 
of Clerks to ftand in Competition with the general Eafe 
of the Sub eé. 

As to the Claufes A and B, the Lords have agreed. 

Refolved, That this Houfe will take the faid Report 
into Confideration To-morrow Morning.

ly advanced, be not repaid ; and for an Account to be 
made of Trophy Monies; that they had dtawh up the 
fame accordingly, which they had direéted him to report 
to the Houfe: Which he read in his Place, and after- 
wards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the 
fame were twice read, anc, upon the Queftion put there- 
upon, agreed unto by the Houfe, and are as fol- 
low ; viz. 

The Commons cannot agree to the Amendment, 
made by your Lordfhips to a Bill, intituled; An A& 
for raifing the Militia for the Year 1706, notwithftand- 
ine the Month’s Pay, formerly advanced, be not repaid ; 
and for an Account to be made of Trophy Monies ; 
by inferting in the 2d Prefs, L. 33, after ‘ Year,” “ fince

a Decree made for him, or is relieved, that then the

The Commons do not infift upon their Amendment 
to the Bill, intituled, An Act for the Amendment of 
the Law, and better Advancement of Juftice, Pr. 2. 
L. 27, to leave out the Claufe, requiring Attorneys to 
file their Warrants. 

But the Commons do infift upon their Amendment, 
Pr. 3. L. 27, to leave out the Claufe, impowering the 
Courts of Law, after Iffue joined, to examine fuch 
Witneffes, as cannot be prefent at the Trial, for the 
Reafons following ; viz. : : 

ift, For that, when a Witnefs is examined in open 
Court, upon any Trial at common Law, Queftions may 
be afked him, upon a Crofs-examination, by the Court, 
the Jury (who fhould not be deprived of any lawful 
Means, whereby they may beft be informed of the Fatt, 
whereof they are the fole Judges) or by the Counfel at 
the Bar, to fift out the Truth of this Evidence, nay, 
very often, the difordered Look of an Evidence, a 
faultering in his Speech, or fuch like Circumftance, may 
be a Guide to the Jury, as to the Credibility of the Evi- 
dence ; of which many Inftances might be given, were 
it nota Matter already fo well known. 

adly, A Witnefs, when fworn and examined in the 
Face of the Court and Country, will be under a greater 
Awe of Truth, and more cautious of not forfwearing 
himfelf, for fear of being deteéted, and immediately 
committed by the Court for Perjury ; in which Cafe the 
Court does at the fame Time ufually direct a Profecu- 
tion ; whereas Depofitions (taken in the Manner propofed 
by the Claufe) may be made by a profligate Perfon, who 
(intending foon after to go beyond the Seas, and to con- 
tinue out of the Kingdom, or pretend Sicknefs, or: Dif- 
ability to attend, till after fuch Depofitions fhall have 
been made ufe of upon the Trial) may more eafily be 
wrought upon to perjure himfelf, when he thinks he is 
without the Reach of Punifhment. 

3dly, The Commons do admit to your Lordfhips, 
that Depofitions are allowed as Evidence in Trials at 
common Law, where fuch Witneffes are out of the 
Kingdom, or under a Difability to attend, though the 
Witneffes be then living ; yet they cannot but be of opi- 

nion, that the Ufe of fuch Evidence, upon Trials at 
common Law, ought, for the Reafons abovementioned, 
to be as little encouraged as may be; to the contrary 
whereof (as the Commons do conceive) the Method, 
laid down by your Lordfhips in this Claufe, will, in 
Time, turn all viva voce Evidence into Paper Proof, 
upon all Trials at common Law. 

4thly, It may happen very often, that the Manner of 
wording fuch Depofitions (either through the Igno- 
rance, Miftake, or Cunning, of the Clerk) may. give a 
Turn to the Faét, very different from what the Wit- 
neffes meant, or from what might have appeared upon 
his Examination viva voce in open Court. 
 sthly, Upon Depofitions, taken in Courts of Equity, 
if the Witneffes differ as to Matters of Faét, or the 
Credit of the Witneffes is fufpected, the Courts of Equi- 
ty are fo far from relying on fuch Depofitions, that they 
dire&t Iffues to be tried at Law, in order that the Wit- 
neffes may be there examined in open Court, where the 
Credit of the Witnefies will be confidered; but (as it 
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feems to be intended) by this Claufe Depofitions, taken 
at Law in all Courts, muft be allowed as Evidences. 

And laftly, The Commons are fo fenfible, that the 
Examination of Witneffes viva voce, upon Trials at 
common Law, is (by the Experience of many Ages) 
found to be grounded upon fo good Reafon, and of fuch 
Security to the Property of the Subjeét, that they can- 
not confent to fo great, and (as they conceive) dangerous, 
an Alteration in fo fundamental a Part of the Law, as 
will be made by this Claufe : Nay, though the Commons 
fhould admit, that, in the particular Cafes inftanced by 
your Lordfhips, there. may be an Inconvenience, as the 
Law in this Point now ftands, yet, they apprehend, fuch 
an Alteration would produce a much greater Inconveni- 
ence ; and which of the two is moft to be avoided, ’tis 
no hard Matter to determine. 

The faid Reafons, being feverally read a Second Time, 
were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, agreed 
unto by the Houfe. 

Ordered, That Mr. Pultney do goto the Lords, and 
defire the faid Conference.

Claufe A. ‘* Provided alfo, and be it further enaéted 
by the Authority aforefaid, that no Difcovery upon 
Oath, to be made by {any Bankrupt of his or her 
Eftate and Effects, purfuant to this Aé, fhall intitle 
fuch Bankrupt to the Benefits allowed by this Aé, 
unlefs the Commiffioners of Bankrupts, or the greater 
Part of them, that fhall be named in the Commif- 
fion, iffued, or to be iffued, againft him or her, fhall, 
in writing under their Hands and Seals, certify to 
the Lord Chancellor of England, Lord Keeper, or 
Commiffioners for the Cuftody of the great Seal of 
England, for the Time being, that fuch Bankrupt 
hath made Difcovery of his Eftate and Effects, and

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This Body thall confift of Nine-Battalions, and Sixteen

We have been attended by divers Merchants, and have 
examined feveral Particulars in that Trade, and efpecially 
the repealing the A&, prohibiting the Import of Bone 
Lace from Flanders; and do find, that the faid Prohi- 
bition of their Lace having, occafioned a like Prohibition 
of our Woollen Manufacture, it would be very advanta- 
geous to our Trade, that the A& be repealed; as, on 
the other fide, the taking off the faid Prohibition of 
Lace from Flanders will be very acceptable to the Peo- 
ple of that Country : Upon which we humbly offer, that 
the Parliament; by an At, paffed in the 11th and 12th 
of his late Majefty’s Reign, did provide, that at the 
End of three Months, to commence from the Time of 
taking off the Prohibition of the Exgli/b Woollen Manu- 
factures in Flanders, a former Act, made in the gth and 
toth Year of his faid Majefty, intituled, “ An A& for 
** rendering the Laws more effectual, for preventing the 
‘© Importation of foreign Bone Lace,” fhould be repealed; 
but, upon Confideration hereof, and the Opinion of 
your Majefty’s Attorney General, it appearing unto us, 
that the faid laft-mentioned Aét would be in no wife 
fufficient, for allowing the Importation of Bone Lace 
from Flanders, unlefs another Aét, made in the 13th 
and 14th of King Charles the 2d, intituled, “ An Aéct 
‘* prohibiting the Importation of foreign Bone Lace, 
** Cut-work, Embroidery, Fringe, Band-ftrings, Buttons, 
** and Needle-work,” be likewife repealed ; 

We are thereupon moft humbly of opinion, that, 
whereas the States of the Spanifh Low Countries have 
already taken off the Prohibition of our Woollen Manu- 
facture there, in Expeétation, that the Trade of their 
Bone Lace be likewife opened, it will be for your Ma- 
jefty’s Service, and a great Encouragement of the Wool- 
len Trade of England, that both thofe Acts afore-men- 
tioned be together repealed, and that the Importation of 
Bone Lace Fron Flanders be permitted; under a mode- 
rate Duty ; wherein we are the more confirmed by a 
Computation, that the Value of Bone Lace, which was 
formerly imported from thence yearly into England, did 
not exceed 30,000 /. Sterlitig ; whereas by an Eftimate 
made of Englifo Goods, imported into the Spanifb Low 
Countries in the Year 1681, it does appear, that they 
amounted to 400,000 7. Sterling, and that the Woollen 
Manufacture alone did amount to 160,000 /. Sterling ; 
by which your Majefty may pleafe to judge, how ad- 
vantageous it will be to your Majefty’s Subjects, that 
the Trades between England and Flanders be mutually 
laid open. | 

As to other Particulars, and chiefly that of fettling 
the Tariff, or Book of Rates, which has been lately re- 
newed in Flanders, in favour of your Majefty’s Sub- 
jects, as it ftood in the Year 1680, and alfo the altering 
the Book of Rates in England, mentioned by Mr. Stepney, 
in reference to fome Parts of the Trade from Flanders, 
we have confulted the Merchants, concerned therein, 
who have wrote to their Correfpondents,; on feveral 
Heads, and are expecting their Anfwer thereunto. 

We are therefore humbly of opinion, that at prefent 
the repealing the Acts before mentioned be offered to the 
Confideration of the Parliament, if your Majefty thall 
fo think fit, as a Matter of great {mportance to the 
Trade of this Nation.

Letter of the 8th paft, but have forbore acknow- 
leging it, till I had informed myfelf, in the beft man- 
ner I could, according to your Directions, what Progrefs 
has been made in thefe Provinces, towards renewing the 
Commerce between her Majefty’s Dominions and thefe 
Countries. 

I am now to affure you, that the Magiftrates and 
People of Brabant and Flanders feem to defire nothing 
more paffionately, than the opening fuch a Trade; 
which Bleffing they hope to receive from her Majefty’s 
Goodnefs, as they on all Occafions gratefully acknow- 
lege their Deliverance to be chiefly owing to her Ma- 
jeity’s Power. 

They have already made the moft effential Step to- 
ward this Intercourfe, by taking offthe Prohibition of our 
Woollen Manufa¢tures, as well as of our other Com- 
modities ; which Circumftances I perceive was not yet 
come to your Knowlege, though Orders were iffued to 

that Purpofe, on the 7th of Fune lait, by a cir- 

cular Letter from the Prefident and Chamber of 
Accounts here to the Officers of the feveral Tolls, that 
they fhould receive the ufual Duties, according to the 
Tariffs and Ordinances of 1700, which were in Ferce to 
the Day of his late Catholick Majefty’s Death; which 
fhort and general Terms they judged to be a fufficient 
Publication, that the Trade is opened into thefe Parts. 
p, Inconfequence whereof Iam to acquaint you, that 

Eight Days ago 17 Englifh Veflels, laden with 
Cloth and other of our Merchandizes, entered at Offend, 
and have been allowed to proceed towards Bruges. How- 
ever, to avoid all dark and equivocal Expreffions, I de- 
fired the Prefident of the Chamber to give me a 
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cc. more clear and authentic Declaration, which you 

find in the Paper here inclofed ; whereby there is 
no doubt, but the Trade is reftored, and our Merchants 
are now to examine, whether the Tariff be according to 
their With. : 

The States General objected againft that of 1700 
above mentioned, /ub Lit. A; and their Deputies 
here propofed, the. Regulation of 1680 fhould be 

obferved, and that all Innovations, made fince that 
Time, might ceafe, and be abolifhed. 
E The Prefident endeavoured to prove, that Tariff 
* was both improper, and prejudicial to thefe Coun- 
tries : However, the Dutch Deputies infifted there- 
F. upon, by a 2d Memorial ;swhereby the Prefident 
G. was obliged, the Day following, to publifh the fame, 
at their Defire ; and, upon that Footing their Com- 
merce remains at prefent, except in the Article of Dra- 
peries, the Value thereof not being taxed equally enough, 
and in proportion to their feveral Degrees, by the 
H. Tariff of 1680. A new Ordonance has been pub- 
lithed here, in that Particular, by the Council of State 
and Finances, referring to the Rates, fettled by a former 
Tariffof 1669. . 

I am now to acquaint you, what the Magiftrates and 
People of thefe Countries expeét, for the Advantage of 
their Commerce in her Majefty’s Dominions: 1ft, That 
the ftri€t Prohibition of their Laces be taken off : 
2. That their Manufactures of Damafk, Diapers, and 
other Linens, which, fince the Reign of King Charles 
the 2d of England, have been charged with fuch heavy 
Duties, as amount toa Prohibition, may be entered at 
the fame Rates with the Linens, imported from France 
and Germany: 3. That the Duties on Tapeftry may be 
likewife lowered. There are fome other Merchandizes, 
and Commodities, of the Growth of thefe Countries, fuch 
as Camblets, raw and wrought Silks, Fuftians, Hops, 
&c. which might be received more favourably ; but of 
thefe I fhall make no further mention at prefent. 

The firft of thefe Articles above-mentioned is the moft 
material one ; to which, I underftand, the Parliament 
has provifionally confented ; and I humbly conceive, *it 
may be feafonable, for her Majefty to declare ‘her Plea- 
fure thereupon by an Order in Council, under the Signet 
to be fent to me in writing, or rather publifhed in the 
Gazette. 

The other two Articles, and whatever elfe thall ap- 
pear to be of Benefit to both Nations, may be regulated 
hereafter, at Leifure, when the People, who are moft 
knowing in Trade on each Side, fhall have given their 
Opinion thereupon ; whether it be neceffary to renew 
the Treaties of Commerce, made in 1604, and 1630, 
which laft is thought here moft reafonable ; or, to fettle 
anew Tariff, more fuitable to the prefent Junéture, than 
any of the former ; or, laftly, till that be done, that all 
Goods, imported on both Sides, may be taxed ad va- 
lorem, at the rate of Four or Five per Cent.

Tranflation of Count Briangon’s Memorial, March 31, 
17006, 
Madam, 

HE underwritten Envoy Extraordinary of Savoy 
has received Orders from his Royal Highnefs, his 
Matter, to inform your Majefty of the deplorable Con- 
dition, to which he is reduced, and the imminent and un- 
avoidable Danger of feeing himfelf befieged in his Capi- 
tal, not only with a Number of Troops quite difpropor- 
tioned to the Defence of it, but, what is ftill worfe, intire- 
ly exhaufted of Money, which is the moft certain and ef- 


feétual Means for fuftaining the Siege long enough, to’ 


give the Time, which is neceffary, for the Arrival of thofe 
Succours, which your Majefty’s generous Goodnefs has 
been pleafed to provide, in order to put Prince Eugene 
in a Condition to act. 

He has ordered me moft humbly to reprefent to your 
Majefty the prodigious Expences, and extraordinary 
Efforts, he has been obliged to make in all the Fortifica- 
tions, that he has raifed, and which ’tis neceffary to keep 
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up; without Intermiffioh, in fo many different Places; 
and at fo greata Charge; by the Maintenance, the Pay, 
and Subfiftence, which he has furnifhed the Imperial 
Troops, ever fince their coming into Piedmont, and ftill 
actually furnifhes to the Remainder of them, without 
which they would abfolutely perifh, being fo intirely 
abandoned, as they have been, by the Imperial Court ;nay 
more, he has remounted Part of their Cavalry, and made 
the utmoft Efforts for recruiting, as much as it was pof- 
fible, his own Troops ; but Money growing fcarce, and 
the Dearnefs of Provifions increafing at Turin, whilft 
there is Plenty in the Enemies Quarters, the Defertion 
begins to be very great, and it is,impoffible to prevent it, 
but with Money, which he abfolutely wants. 

He is likewife obliged to get all his’ Corn from 
Abroad, for the Subfiftence, not only of the Troops, but 
of the People too, there being none in his own Coun- 
try : as alfo the Ammunition; and all at exceffive Rates: 

The {mall Space of Country he has remaining, is fo 
ruined by the perpetual Inroads of the Enemies, and the 
exorbitant Contributions they exact from it, that he can- 
not raife any more Impofts, or have the leaft Affiitance 
from it; fo that he has no other Support left him, but 
the Subfidies, which your Majefty is pleafed to furnifh 
him, in Conjunétion with the States General. 

He has hitherto made ufe of all the Means, that have 
been in his Power, having borrowed confiderable Sums, 
pawned all his Jewels, and melted down the greateft Part 
of his Plate; but now he has no Supply of that Kind 
remaining ; and in the extreme Dittrefs he fuffers, being 
foreed to rédouble his Expences, and provide for fo 
many different Things, in order to enable himfelf to re- 
fift the extraordinary Preparations of the Enemies, and 
finding himfelf under an abfolute Impoffibility of doing 
it in any Degree, he has recourfe to your Majefty’s ge- 
nerous Protection, and moft earneftly befeeches you, that 
you will be pleafed to grant him an extraordinary and im- 
mediate Subfidy of Fifty thoufand Pounds Sterling; 
which is the Sum, that is indifpenfably neceffary for him 
to maintain himfelf, till the Arrival of the expected 
Succours. 

The fignal Marks your Majefty has hitherto given 
him of your powerful Protection, and the hearty Conceri 
you have been pleafed to fhew for what regards him, 
give him a juft Affurance, that you will be gracioufly 
pleafed to let him ftill feel the Effects of it, by granting 
him this new Favour, in the moft preffing and moft im- 
portant Occafion, that he ever had, fince his Prefervation 
depends upon it, and ’tis the Determination of his De- 
ftiny. 

I need not enlarge upon the fatal Confequences, that 
would follow from the intire ruining his Royal Highnefs, 
my Mafter, which, without this Supply, is unavoidable ; 
and this may not only prevent it, but will render the 
glorious Efforts, your Majefty makes for the publick 
Good, extremely ufeful and advantageous, which by his 
Deftruction would be made ineffectual. 

All the folid Reafons, that may be produced to this 
Purpofe, cannot efcape your great Wifdom and Pene- 
tration ; and, befides, your Majefty’s great and generous 
Soul will be engaged by a yet ftronger Motive to grant 
him this Favour, fince upon the Refolution, you are 
pleafed to take in this Affair, depends either the Prefer- 
vation, or the Ruin, of a Prince, who has facrificed fo 
much for the Service of the Alliance, and whofe Con- 
ftancy has been invincible, and above all Temptations, 
by the fettled Confidence, which he has intirely placed 
in your Majefly’s powerful Protection, from whom he 
thinks himfelf affured of receiving this generous Affif- 
tance, in fuch extreme and urgent Neceffity ; which 
will enable him to give more and more Inftances of the 
inviolable Paffion, which he fhall always have for the 
Glory and Interefts of your Majefty.

Sir, Whitehall, the 2d April, 1706. 
ER Majefty having thoroughly confidered your 
Memorial, of the 31ft paft, has commanded me 
to make you the following Anfwer : 

That the Queen has very muth at heart the Interefts 
of his Royal Highnefs of Savey, whofe unfhaken Firm- 
nefs, in the moft dangerous State of his Affairs, has fo 
fenfibly tovfthed her Majefty, that fhe is difpofed to 
make the utmoft Efforts to fuccour a Prince, who has 
fhewn his Zeal for the publick Good, in fo fignal a 
Manner. 

His Royal Highnefs will have feen, by the Proofs he 
has already had of her Majefty’s Friendfhip, that no 
body could be more concerned at the Misfortunes, that 
have happened to his Royal Highnefs, than her Majefty 
has been. 

To fupport fo brave and fo faithful an Ally, her Ma- 
jefty has already this Year remitted 200,000 Crowns for 
the Army in Italy : Soon after that was done, fhe entered 
into Treaty with the States General, to maintain Ten 
thoufand Men more for the fame Service. 

Her Majefty has lately granted a Loan, of above a 
Million of Crowns, for the Payment of the Army under 
Prince Eugene : She has likewife made preffing Inftances 
to the King of Spain, to fend fome Troops to Oneglia ; 
and given Orders to Sir Fobn Leake, to tranfport them 
thither. 

And fince, you have prefented another Memorial to 
her Majefty, defiring her to grant an additional Subfidy 
of 50,000/. to his Royal Highnefs, which is hardly 
practicable, according to the Cuftom of this Country, 
when the Parliament is not affembled ; neverthelefs, her 
Majefty, as an Effect of her Zeal for the Security of the 
States of his Royal Highnefs, is willing to advance the 
faid Sum of 50,000 /. referving to herfelf a Right to de- 
duct the faid Sum out of the Subfidies, which fhall here- 
after become due, at fuch a Time, asthe fhall judge moft 
proper. 

You will be pleafed to reprefent this to his Royal 
Highnefs, as a Mark of the great Efteem her Majefty 
has for his Royal Highnefs, and the Regard fhe has for 
his Alliance.

HE underwritten Envoy Extraordinary of his Im- 
perial Majefty has received Orders, by thefe laft 
Mails, moft humbly to reprefent to your Majefty, that 
his Imperial Majefty was no fooner entered upon the Go- 
vernment, but he employed his firft Care and Appli- 
cation upon the Affairs of Italy; which he found reduc- 
ed to fuch a Condition, that, without a fpeedy Remedy, 
they muft, without fail, be intirely ruined, and the Inte- 
reft of the common Caufe thereby fuffer an irrepa- 


rable Lofs ; which has obliged his Imperial Majefty, 
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not only to fend thither immediately a great Number of 
Recruits, but toorder a new Levy, which is to be ready 
by the End of Odfoder next. } 

But being lately informed by Prince Eugene, that, 
unlefs there be two Bodies of Troops, one on each Side 
of the Pe, it would be impoffible for him to penetrate 
into the Heart of the Mélaneze, fince France, notwith- 
ftanding all thefe Recruits, would ftill keep the Supe- 
riority there ; where, on the other Side, if he might 
expect, by the Month of Oéfeber, a good Body of re- 
gular Troops, he hoped, by the means of Defertions, and 
Diftempers, by which the Enemy’s Army fuffered very 
much, to have the Superiority then of his Side, to pre- 
fently re-eftablifh Affairs in that Country, and to fave 
his Royal Highnefs of Savoy, whofe Ruin, without ir, 
was unavoidable : 

His Imperial Majefty, being moft fenfibly affected, as 
well with the Condition, to which his faid Royal High- 
nefs is reduced, as with the Confequences, that his Ruin 
would infallibly produce, has refolved to make the ut- 
moft Efforts, for preventing fo fatal a Blow to the com- 
mon Caufe, and to form, with all Speed, the Body of 
Troops, which Prince Eugene requires; for which Pur- 
pofe he makes ufe of the 4000 Men of the Bithop of 
Wurtfbourg’s Troops, and has, for the fame End, con- 
cluded a Treaty with the Duke of Wolfenéuttel, for 1600 
Men ; to which his Imperial Majefty. will add, befides 
the Recruits he is raifing, as many as he can fpare of the 
Troops in Bavaria: And, fince all this cannot make that 
Body fo confiderable, as is requifite, his Imperial Majefty 
has defired the States General to let him have the 4000 
Men of the Duke of Wurtemberg’s, which are in their 
Pay, for the fame Service ; which was no fooner afked, 
than granted by the faid States ; there being nothing now 
to be done, but to perfuade the Duke of /Vurtemberg to 
it, to whom Inftances have been already made for that 
Purpofe. 

With all thefe Troops his Imperial Majefty hopes to 
form a Body of about 20,000 Men, and to have it in 
Italy by the Month of Oéober ; but as Experience has 
but too evidently fhewn, that it is not enough to get 
Troops, if you have not the Means to put them in 
Motion, and Action, for want of which, it has been 
feen thefe laft Years, that his Imperial Majetty’s new 
Levies could not be fent into Jtaly, and what is worfe, 
dwindled away as faft as they were made; and his Im- 
perial Majefty, in the Condition he is in at prefent, 
deprived of his Revenues of Hungary, of Tranfilvania, 
and the greateft Part of his hereditary Countries, which 
have been ruined, fome by the Bavarians, and others by 
the Rebels, and not daring to over-charge even the Pro- 
vinces, that have been exempted from thefe cruel Inva- 
fions, for fear that this Spirit of Sedition, which poffeffes 
the Hungarians fo much, may not, by the Neighbour- 
hood, be communicated thither too ; not knowing, where 
to find a Fund, ready enough, and fufficient, to fupply 
fo urgent Expences, as the March of thefe Trocps into 
Italy, and their a€ting there, requires with fo much 
Expedition ; he finds himfelf obliged to have recourfe 
to your Majefty’s great Generofity, and that of the 
States General, defiring you to advance him the Sum of 
400,000 Crowns, which his Imperial Majefty promifes 
faithfully and punctually to repay out of the Contribu- 
tions, which are due to him from the Princes of Italy, and 
which is a Fund, that cannot fail, as foon as ever there 
is a Superiority of Forces. 

The underwritten Envoy Extraordinary hopes, that, 
if your Majefty, according to your great Wildom, wilh 
pleafe to confider the Effort his Imperial Majefty defigns 
to make, and the great Advantage, that may arife from 
it, you will find, that the defiring of thefe 400,000 
Crowns is in itfelf a very fmall thing, but very important 
in regard that they are the principal Foundation of the 
whole Project: For though all this Reinforcement of 
the Troops afore-mentioned, or of any other, that 
might be employed there, were now ready, it would 
be impoffible for his Imperial Majefty to find in 
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his hereditary Countries all the Money, requifite for: 
their March. 

Wherefore, as his Imperial Majefty has fo many 
Proofs of the ardent Zeal, which your Majefty fignalizes, 
upon al] Occafions, by fuch great and generous Efforts 
for the Advancement of the common Cauft, he affures 
himfelf, that your Majefty will make no difficulty of 
granting the Two Thirds of this Sum, for your Part ; 
and at the fame Time befeeches, you will employ your 
moft powerful Offices with the States General, that, on 
their Part, they may agree to the other Third: But the 
Conftitution of their Government not admitting of the 
Difpatch, which fhould be given to this Affair, your Ma- 
jefty is moft humbly defired to extend your Zeal and Ge- 
nerofity fo far, as to advance the faid Two Thirds, in 
Expectation, that your Interpofition with the States Ge- 
neral will prove effeCual, to whom this ready Compliance 
of your Majefty’s will further ferve, as an Encourage- 
ment, and Example; whereas, if, contrary to all Expect- 
ation, your Majefty fhould think fit to refer yourfelf to 
the pofitive Confent of the faid States General, before 
you pleafe to grant your Part of the Sum, the fame 
Thing would happen, as did two Years ago, when Count 
Wratiflau folicited fora like Sum for Jtaly, which, for 
want of the Concurrence of the States General, was not 
obtained, and reduced Affairs to the Extremity, we fee 
them in; which is fuch, that, if the Affiftance, which his 
Imperial Majefty now defires, fhould likewife fail, the 
Confequences of it would be much more fatal; fince, at 
prefent, the Queftion is about intirely re-eftablifhing the 
Affairs of Italy, and faving his Royal Highnefs, as it were 
befieged in his Capital, or the feeing them ruined, paift 
Recovery; whereby France will be in a Condition to em- 
ploy againft the High Allies 120 Battalions, and 160 
Squadrons, which it now has in Jta/y, will ruin all the 
Benefit of the mighty Victories, which the glorious Arms 
of your Majefty have obtained, and elude all the Efforts, 
that can be made fer the future. 

Your Majefty will be gracioufly pleafed to take into 
Confideration all thefe powerful Motives, which the un- 
der-written Minifter has the Honour to reprefent to you, 
and to return him an Anfwer, agreeable to the great De- 
fire his Imperial Majefty has to contribute, all that is 
poffible for him, towards the freeing from Oppreffion a 
Prince, who, by an unexampled Firmnefs and Conftan- 
cy, has deferved fo much of the common Caufe, and 
whofe Ruin would give a fatal and irreparable Blow to 
the publick Intereft.

SIR, 

HE Queen, having upon all Occafions given 
| Marks of the Regard fhe has for the Duke of Sa- 
voy, will not be wanting to do her utmoft to maintain and 
fupport a Prince, whofe Merit is fo much advanced by 
the Vigour, and Firmnefs, he has lately fhewn againft the 
common Enemy. The Queen having therefore confi- 
dered, with a great deal of Attention, your Memorial, 
dated the 24th Inftant, concerning the Succours, necefla- 
ry for his Royal Highnefs, her Majefty has commanded 
me to return you the following Anfwer : 

That her Majefty has already long ago given fuch Or- 
ders, as might have furnifhed his Imperial Majefty with 
the Means (had he been pleafed to make ufe of them) 
to caufe the Troops, that are intirely at his own Difpofal, 
to march into J¢aly, which being neareft that Country, 
are only capable of being at prefent ufeful to his Royal 
Highnefs. It was with that View, that her Majefty 
contented, that the Pruffian and Palatine Troops, which 
were to decamp from the Rbine, to join the Duke of 
Marlborough, fhould remain with the Margrave of Ba- 
den, to fupply the Place of thofe, that were to be de- 
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tached from his Army for that of Italy; fince they, being 
neareft to that Country, might march thither in lefs Time, 
and with greater Eafe, than any other, and by that Means 
be in a better Condition to anfwer the End, for which 
they were defigned; and, as that was the beft Method, 
for the fpeedy fuccouring his Royal Highnefs, the Al- 
lies had reafon to hope, that, when thofe Troops were 
actually on their March, they fhould not have been di- 
verted, to ferve elfewhere. But the Thoughts of the 
Imperial Minifters feem to be at prefent intirely bent up- 
on the War of Hungary, whereas, if they had applied 
themfelves with the fame Diligence to the carrying on 
that of Italy, the French had been, in all likelihood, dri- 
ven out of that Country, which confequently would have 
brought the War in Hungary to a happy Iffue; but, as 
Italy is neglected, and left to Chance, there is reafon to 
fear, both thofe Wars will have the fame Fate. 

Her Majefty therefore thought, fhe could not give a 
better Teftimony of the great Efteem fhe has for the 
Duke of Savoy, whofe conftant Zeal and unfhaken 
Firmnefs have been fo confpicuous to all the World, than 
by concerting proper Meafures for his moft fpeedy and 
effectual Relief; and her Majefty, after mature Confi- 
deration, is of opinion, that nothing can be done by way 
of Negotiation, for relieving of him this Year: 
Therefore her Majefty does not doubt, but that his Im- 
perial Majefty will give the neceffary Orders, that fuch 
of his Troops, as are neareft to Italy, do immediately 
march thither: When that is done, her Majefty will be 
willing to hearken to what reafonable Propofitions can be 
made to her.

Sir William Afbburft reported from the Committee, 
to whom the Petition of the Royal Luftring Company 
was referred ; that the Committee having heard the Pe- 
titioners, the Committee had come to feveral Refolu- 
tions, which they had directed him to report to the 
Houte : Which he read in his Place, and afterwards de- 
livered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame were 
read, and are as follow; viz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That by the Encouragement of the feveral Acts of Par- 
liament, made for the Benefit of the®faid Luftring Com- 
pany, the faid Manufacture doth equal, if not exceed, 
that of France. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That, fince the making of the late Act, in the 3d and 
4th Years of her prefent Majefty’s Reign (for prohibiting 
all Trade and Commerce with France) the faid Manufac- 
ture hath been under great Difcouragements, by Doubts, 
which have arifen, whether the Act of Prohibition has 
not repealed, or made ineffectual, the faid feveral Acts 
of Parliament, relating to the Luftring Manufacture in 
this Kingdom, 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That fome Provifion be made, to put the Royal Luftring 
Company in as good a Condition, as they were before 
the making of thie faid late Act of Prohibition. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
Time, were, upon the Queiftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe. | 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill for 
the better Encouragement of the Royal Luftring Com- 
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pany; and that Sir William Afoburft and Mr. Peyton do 
prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 


A Petition of feveral principal Feeders and Breeders 
of Cattle, on behalf of themfelves, and others, con- 
cerned in the feeding and breeding of Cattle, was pre- 
fented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that the 
hawking and carrying about from Houfe to Houfe, in 
London, and Parts adjacent, all Sorts of Butchers Meat, 
gives Opportunity of putting off ftolen and unwhol- 
fome Meat, whereby the fair Traders in Shops and 
Markets are mightily difcouraged, and the Poor greatly 
abufed, being tempted by Cheapnefs to buy fuch un- 
wholfome Food, to the Prejudice of their Healths : That 
the Laws in force are not fufficient to reftrain the faid 
Abufe, which is become a growing Mifchief: And pray- 
ing, that Leave may be given to bring in a Bill to pre- 
vent the like evil Practice for the time to come. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to a Committee; and that they do examine 
the Matter thereof, and report the fame, with their 
Opinion therein, to the Houfe. 

And it is referred to Lord Coning fby, Sir Hen. Dutton 
Colt, Mr. Palmer, Mr. Brewer, Mr. Moyle, Mr. Toke, 
Mr. Ogle, Sir Tho. Wroth, Mr. Pigott, Sir Fohn Whit- 
wrong, Mr. Wynne, Mr. Gwyn, Mr. Whitchcett, Mr. 
Treton, Mr. Pedley, Mr. Vaughan, Mr. Duckett, Mr. Free- 
man, Mr. Popham, Mr. Mayne, Mr. Portman, Mr. Mid- 
dletcn, Sir Wm. Afoburft, Mr. Poley, Mr. Mafon, Sir Win. 
Ellis, Colonel Lee, Sir Wm. Hufiler ; and all, that ferve 
for Loudon, Middlefex, Surrey, Effex, Hertford, and Bucks: 
And they are to meet this Afternoon, at Five a Clock, 
in the Speaker’s Chamber ; and have Power to fend for 
Perfons, Papers, and Records.

A Bill for removing fome Obftructions in the Sale of 
the Manor or Lordfhip of Rawmere,; and other Eftate of 
Sir Thomas May, Knight, in the County of Suffex, and 
to enable him, and his Truftees, to fell and difpofe of 
the faid Manor, and Premiffes, for Payment of his Debts, 
was read the Firft ume. 

Refolved, That the Bill be read a Second time. 


A Bill for Sale of Part of the Eftate of Zohn Weedon, 
Efquire, fufficient to pay his Father’s Debts and Legacies, 
and Pertions to the younger Children, and for fettling the 
rett of his Eftate to the Ufes of his Father’s voluntary 
Settlements, was read the Firft time. 

Refelved, That the Bill be read a Second time. 
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Mr. Cempton (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as 
it appeared to them, touching the Election for the Port 
of Rye, in the County of Sufex, and the Refolutions of 
the Committee thereupon, which they had directed him 
to report to the Houfe ; which he read in his Place, and 
afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; where the 
fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

Upon the Petition of Charles Fagg, and Philip Gib- 
bon, Efquires, complaining of an undue Election, 
and Return, of Edward Southwell, and Philip Her- 
bert, Efquires, to ferve in Parliament for the Port 
of Rye: 

That, upon the Poll, the Numbers were, 

For the Petitioners 19: 
For the Sitting Members — — 21. 

That the Right of Election was agreed to be in the 
Mayor, Jurats, and Freemen, paying Scot and Lor; 
refident within the Port, or who had been refident within 
twelve Months before the Election. 

That the Petitioners Counfel infifted, that one Perfon, 
who polled for the fitting Members, had no Right to 
vote ; and that Six others, who were refufed by the Mayor 
(as not qualified according to the Statute of 13° Car. 2°, 
for the well governing and regulating Corporations) 
ought to be added to the Petitioners Poll; which would 
give them a Majority. 

As to the.Perfon, that polled for the fitting Mem- 
bers, viz. Mr. Martin, the Petitioners Couniel gave 
Evidence. 

Mr. Tho. Gribble, 1 hat he had not lived in Rye for above 

- twelve Years: That he did not pay Scot 
and Lot, nor had any Houfe there: But the Evidence 
admitted, that, when he left the Town, he went to Sea in 
the late King’s Service, and was employed in a Cuftom- 
houfe Sloop, during the Peace; and that he did not 
know, that he had a Settlement in any other Place; and 
that he had a Daughter, that had lived at Rye for three 
Years laft paft, but that fhe was only a Lodger. 

As to the Six Perfons, that were refufed by the Mayor, 
VIZ. 

John Young, Thankfull Bifbop, Robert Hounfell, Fobn 
Dadd, Fof: Breades, Geo. Burwafa ; 

The Petitioners Counfel produced the Affembly Book ; 
by which it appeared, they had all Six been made free : 
And called feveral Witneffes ; viz. Mr. Gribble, fof. 
Tucker, Wal. Walters, to prove, that they offered their 
Votes for the Petitioners, but were refufed by the Mayor; 
who faid, they might be free to fome Purpofes, but not 
to chufe Members to Parliament; and, if he admitted 
them to poll, he could not return the Sitting Members : 
And one of the Witnefles: viz. Walter Walters, taid, 
that in March, 1704, the Mayor faid, they fhould be 
free, or not, according as they voted, notwithftanding 
their Mandamus. : 

And the fame Perfons gave Evidence, that the Six 
Perfons in difpute were warned by the Serjeant to the 
Election ; and that they were warned, and had appeared, 
at the next Affembly, that was held after the Eleétion ; 
and that Thankful Bifhop one of the Six, had paid half 
Duties to Mr, Manuouch, the Mayor, for Hops ; and 
all, that are not Freemen, pay whole Duties. 

Fof. Breades, one of the Six, faid, he was warned by 
the Serjeant to the laft Election ; and that the Mayor 
afked his Vote for Mr. Southwell, and Mr. Herbert ; 
and that he has been at feveral Affemblies, fince the laft 
Election; and that the Mayor declared, be it how it 
would, the Sitting Members fhould have it. 

That, as to thefe Six Perfons not having qualified 
themfelves according to the Aét, pafled 13 Car. 2“; the 
Petitioners Counfel produced the Refolution of the Houfe 
of Commons, 12 November, 2° Willielmi et Maria, inthe 
Caufe between Caleb Banks, and Tho. Frewen, Efquires, 
Petitioners, and Sir Fobu Auften and Sir Fobn Dorrell, 
Sitting Members ; vz. “* Refolved, That Thomas Grib- 
“* ble, Thomas Tutty, and Samuel Fcke, fenior, being 
** difcharged 
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“‘ difcharged by the Commiffioners, appointed by the 
«© A& for regulating Corporations, have a Right to vote 
‘© in electing Barons; to ferve in Parliament for the Port 
of Rye.” 

That then the 4th anid rath Sect. of the A&, paffed 
13° Car. 2", for the well governing and regulating Cor- 
porations, were read, relating to Perfons, concerned in 
the Government of Corporations, qualifying themfelves, 
by receiving the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, ac- 
cording to the Rights of the Church of England, within 
one Year next before their Ele€tion. 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Members admitted, 
that the Six Perfons above mentioned did offer their Votes 
for the Petitioners, and were refufed by the Mayor ; 
but they infifted, that the faid Six Perfons had no Right 
to vote, becaufe that they, as well as feveral others, who 
voted for the Petitioners, were not duly elected Freemen. 

And, to make this appear, they alleged, that by the 
Conftitution of the Port of Rye there are two Courts, 
the one called the Affembly Court and the other the 
Hundred Court: That the Affemby Court confifted 
of the Mayor, two Jurats, and eight Freemen at the 
leaft ; and that at this Court Freemen are chofe, By- 
Jaws made, and Leafes are let; and that at the Hundred 
Court, confifting of the Mayor, Jurats, and all the Free- 
men, the Mayor, and other Officers, and alfo Parliament- 
men, are chofen. 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Members alleged 
likewife, that there are three Ways of admitting Per- 
fons to their Freedom in the Port of Rye: 

ift, The eldeft Sons of\Freemen at 21 Years of Age 
have a Right to their Freedom : 

ad!y, Every Mayor has a Right to make one Perfon 
free in his Mayoralty : 

gdly, All other Perfons, to be made free, muft be 
propofed by the Mayor at the Court of Affembly, and 
approved by a Majority of the Freemen prefent. 

And thus much of the Conftitution was admitted by 
the Petitioners Counfel. 

But the Counfel for the Sitting Members infifted far- 
ther, that the Freemen, affifting at the Court of Affembly, 
being of the Nature of a Common Council, ought to 
qualify themfelves according to the Corporation Act ; 
and alfo, that, by the Cuftom of the Port, if any Per- 
fon has been propofed, to be made free, to the Affembly 
Court, and rejeéted, he cannot be propofed again in the 
fame Mayoralty. | 

And as to the Firft of thefe two controverted Points, 
the Sitting Members Counfel called feveral Witneffes : 
And firft, 

Robert Meadow, who faid, he had known Rye 26 
or 27 Years; and that he always looked upon it, that no 
Perfon, that bad not qualified himfelf, by receivine the 
Sacrament, could vote in the Affembly Court, but in 
the Hundred Court they might; and that himfelf, and 
Four others, went 15 or 16 Miles to receive the Sacra- 
ment, to qualify themfelves to vote at the Affembly 
Court. 2 

Allen Olive, Mich. Cadman, faid, it was not ufual to 
come toghe Affembly Court, without receiving the Sa- 


crament: And Cadman faid, that one Tucker, being at 


the Affembly Court, would not aét, becaufe he had not 
qualified himfelf. 

That the Sitting Members Counfel alfo to this Point 
produced an Entry in the Affembly Book ; where at a 
Court, held 6° Dec. 1690, it was propofed, whether 
Mr. Thomas Tutty hada Right to fit, and act, being a 
Perfon expunged by the late Act of Parliament ; and 
it was carried, he had a Right. 

That, as to the other Point, the Sitting Members 
Counfel called Robert Meadow, ‘fohn Palmer,—knew 
Rye 35 Years; Allen Olive, Thirty-five Years; Mich. 
Cadman, free almoft eight Years : 

Who faid, that the Cuftom was, that, if a Perfon 
had been propofed to the Affembly Court, to be made 
free, and rejeéted, he could not be propofed again in 
the fame Mayoralty , but that they never made an Entry 
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of a Negative. And Meadow faid, that himfelf having 
been put up, and rejected, 25 Years ago, was refufed 
to be put up again the fame Year; the Mayor faying, 
it was contrary to Cuftom: And eremiah Gribble was 
refufed about four Years ago, on the fame Account. 

That the Sitting Members Counfel then called a Wit- 
nefs, William Eafter, who had been Chamberlain of the 
Court; who faid, that four Perfons, infifted to be added 
to the Petitioners Poll, viz. Fobn Young, and T. bankfull 
Bifbop; and likewife two others, who polled for the Pe- 
titioners, viz. Walter Walters, and Thomas Hills, were 
rejected feveral times in Mr. Francis Young’s Mayoralty, 
but were at laft elected in the fame Mayoralty. 

That the Sitting Members Counfel alfo objected, 
and gave Evidence (Wm. Eafter) to other three (of 
which Wm. Chifwell, Edward Welmburft, and * Stvaine, 
polled for the Petitioners, and the other, #z. George 
Burwajfb, was one of the Six, infifted to be added to the 
Petitioner’s Poll) as being chofe by Peérfons, made freé 
contrary to the aforefaid Cuftom. 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Members alfo read 
the Report rgth December, in the firft Year of her pre- 
fent Majefty, as an Evidence of thé Opinion of that Par- 
liament. . 

That the Sitting Members Counfel called one Witnefs, 
in relation to the Mayor, viz. Step. Odiarne ; who faid, 


that he took the Poll at the Eleétion ; and that the Mayor 


refufed the Votes in Queftion, and gave this Reafon for it, 
That, if he admitted them, he muft make a Return againft 
the Act of Parliament ; and that the Report of the contro- 
verted Election in the laft Houfe of Commons was read. 

That thé Petitioners Counfel was heard by way of 
Reply. ' 

And they admitted, that the four Perfons abovemen- 
tioned were put up in the Affembly Court ; and that they 
were rejected, and, chofe again in the fame Mayoralty ; 
but ‘denied, there was any Cuftom againft it. - 

« Andy as _to’this~Point, the Petitioners Counfel pro- 
duced an ancient Book of the Cuftoms of the Corpora- 
tion ;~and called-a Witnefs (Mr. Tournay) who had been 
Town Clerk in 1672, and Mayor in 1681 ; who faid, 
he knew no Cuftom, that, if a Man had been rejected 
in an Affembly Court, he could not be put up again 
the fame Mayoralty ; and, though he had examined the 
ancient Book, or Cuftomacy, he could find no fuch 


-Cuftom. 


That the Petitioners Counfel alfo produced the Copies 
of three peremptory Mandamus’s, with their Returns, 
brought by Walter Walters, Geo. Burwafh, and Edward 
Wilmburft, 4° of this Queen, for reftoring them to 
their Freedom; three of the Perforis objected to by the 
Sitting Membets Counfel; and the Mayor and Jurats 
returned thofe Mandamus’s, that the faid Perfons were 
never amoved, but enjoyed all the Privileges of Freemen. 

That they alfo produced the Copy of the Record of 
an Action, brought in the Queen’s Bench, 3° of her pre- 
fent Majefty, by Morgan Warner againft Mr. Mannouch, 
the Mayor, and fome of the Jurats, viz. Robert Meadow, 
Allen Olive, and Mich. Cadman, for a falfe Return to a 
Mandamus, brought by the faid Warner, for reftoring 
him to his Freedom. The Return was, that Mr. War- 
ner was not elected: And Mr. Warner had a Verdiét, and 
recovered Damages, and Cofts, in that Action. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee _ 
came to thefe Refolutions; viz. 

1. Refelved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Edward Southwell, Efquire, is not duly eleéted a 
Baron, to ferve in Parliament for the Port of Rye, in the 
County of Suffex.

A Meffage from her Majefty, by Mr. Affon, Deputy 

Gentleman Ufher of the Black Rod: 
Mr. Speaker, 

The Queen commands this honourable Houfe to at- 
tend her immediately in the Houfe of Peers. 

Accordingly Mr. Speaker, with the Houfe, went up 
to attend her Majefty : 

And being returned ; 

Mr. Speaker reported, that her Majefty had been 
pleafed to give the Royal Affent to feveral Bills; vzz. 

An Aé for fettling upon Fobu Duke of Marlboroug/, 
and his Pofterity, a Penfion of Five thoufand Pound 

per Annum, for the more honourable Support of their 
Dignities, in like manner, as his Honours and Dignities, 
and the Honour and Manor of Woodftock, and Houfe of 
Blenbeim, are already limited, and fettled : 

An Aé to enable Henry Grey, fecond Son of Richard 
Nevill, Efquire, to change his Surname of Nevill, to 
Grey, according to the Will of Ralph Lord Grey, de- 
ceafed :

An Aé&t to make the Ship Vigilantia, of Stad, upon 
the River Elbe, in Germany (lately a Wreck) a free Ship : 

An Aé to make the Neptune Privateer, a foreign-built

And that afterwards her Majefty was pleafed to make 
this moft gracious Speech to both Houfes ; viz. 
HAVING acquainted you, at the opening of this 

Seffion, that the Treaty, for an Union between 
England and Scetland, which had been concluded here 
by the Commiffioners appointed for that Purpofe, in 
purfuance of the Powers, given by the Parliaments of 
both Kingdoms, was then under the Confideration of 
the Parliament of Scotland, 1 can-now, with great Satif- 
fa€tion, inform you, that the faid Treaty has been rati- 
fied by Act of Parliament in Scotland, with fome Altera- 
tions, and Additions. 

I have directed the Treaty, agreed to by the Com- 
mifioners of both Kingdoms, and alfo the Act of Rati- 
fication from Scotland, to be laid before you; and I 
hope, it will meet with your Concurrence and Appro- 
bation. : 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

It being agreed by this Treaty, that Scotland is to 
have an Equivalent for what that Kingdom is obliged to 
contribute towards paying the Debts of England, 1 mutt 
recommend to you, that, in cafe you agree to the Trea- 
ty, you will take care to provide for the Payment of the 
Equivalent to Scotland accordingly. 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

You have now an Opportunity before you, of putting 
the laft Hand to a happy Union of the two Kingdoms , 
which, I hope, will be a lafting Bleffing to the whole 

‘Tfland, a great Addition to it’s Wealth and Power, and 
-a fitm Security to the Proteftant Religion. 

The Advantages, which will accrue to us all from an 
Union, are fo apparent, that-I will add no more, but 
‘that I fhall. look upon it as a particular Happinefs, if 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 
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this great Work, which has been fo often attempted 


without Succefs, can be brought to Perfection in my 
Reign. 


The Lord Coning fby acquainted the Houfe, that he 
had (purfuant to her Majefty’s Command) The Articles 
of Union, agreed-upon by the Commiffioners, and alfo, 
The Aé& of Parliament in Scotland, for the Ratification of 
them, and alfo, A Copy of the Minute Book of the Pro- 
ceedings of the faid Commiffioners, to lay before the 
Houfe. 

And he delivered the fame in at the Clerk’s Table; 
where the faid Articles, and A& of Ratification, were 
read, and are as follow; viz. 


Articles of Union. 


GREED on the Twenty-fecond Day of Fuly, in 
the Fifth Year of the Reign of her moft excel- 
lent Majefty Anne, by the Grace of God Queen of Eng- 
land, Scotland, France, and. Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith, &c. and in the Year of our Lord 1706, by the 
Commiffioners, nominated on the behalf of theKingdom 
of England, under her Majefty’s great Seal of England, 
bearing date at Weftminfter the Tenth Day of April laft 


‘paft, in purfuance of an A&t of Parliament, made in 


England, in the Third Year of her Majefty’s Reign, and 
the Commiffioners, nominated on the behalf of the 
Kingdom of Scotland, under her Majefty’s great Seal 
of Scotland, bearing date the 27th Day of February 
laft paft, in purfuance ‘of the 4th A& of the Third 
Seffion of her Majefty’s current Parliament of Scotland, 
in the 4th Year of her Majefty’s Reign, to treat of and 
concerning an Union of the faid Kingdoms; which Ar- 
ticles are in all Humility to be prefented to the Queen’s 
moft excellent Majefty, and offered to the Confideration 
of the refpective Parliaments of both Kingdoms, pur- 
fuant to the faid Aéts, and Commiffions : 

1. That the two Kingdoms of England and Scetland 
fhall, upon the firft Day of Aéay next enfuing the Date 
hereof, and for ever after, be united into one Kingdom, 
by the name of Great Britain; and that the Enfigns 
Armorial of the faid united Kingdom be fuch, as her 
Majetty fhall appoint; and the Croffes of St. George and 
St. Andrew be conjoined in fuch manner, as her Majefty 
fhall think fit, and ufed in all Flags, Banners, Standards, 
and Enfigns, both at Sea and Land. 

2. That the Succeffion to the Monarchy of the united 
Kingdom of Great Britain, and of the Dominions there- 
unto belonging, after her moft facred Majefty, and in 
default of Iffue by her Majefty, be, remain, and con- 
tinue, to the moft excellent Princefs Sophia, Eleétrets 
and Duchefs Dowager of Hannover, and the Heirs of her 
Body, being Proteftants, upon whom the Crown of Eng- 
land is fettled by an Act of Parliament, made in England, 
in the Twelfth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty 
King William the Third, intituled, “* An A& for the 
** further Limitation of the Crown, and better fecuring 
* the Rights and Liberties of the Subject ;” and that 
all Papifts, and Perfons marrying Papifts, fhall be ex- 
cluded from, and for ever incapable to inherit, poffefs, 
or enjoy, the Imperial Crown of Great Britain, and the 
Dominions thereunto belonging, or any Part thereof ; 
and in every fuch Cafe, the Crown, and Government, 
fhall from time to time defcend to, and be enjoyed by, 
fuch Perfon, being a Proteftant, as fhould have inherited 
and enjoyed the fame, in cafe fuch Papift, or Perfon 
marrying a Papift, was naturally dead, according to the 
Provifion, for the Defcent of the Crown of England, 
made by one other Act of Parliament in England, in the 
firft Year of the Reign of their late Majefties King Wil- 
Liam and Queen Marx,, intituled, “ An Aé&, declaring 
** the Rights and Liberties of the Subject, and fettling 
** the Succeffion of the Crown.” 

3d. That the united Kingdom of Great Britain be re- 
prefented by one and the fame Parliament, to be ftiled 
the Parliament of Great Britain. 

4th. That all the Subjects of the united Kingdom of 
Great Britain fhall, from and after the Unien, have full 
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Freedom and Intercourfe of Trade and Navigation to and 
from any Port or Place within the faid united Kingdom, 
and the Dominions and Plantations thereunto belonging; 
and that there be a Communication of all other Rights, 
Privileges, and Advantages, which do or may belong to 
the Subjects of either Kingdom, except where it is other- 
wife exprefsly agreed in thefe Articles. 

5th. That all Ships, belonging to her Majefty’s Sub- 
jects of Scotland at the time of figning this Treaty, for 
the Union of the two Kingdoms (though foreign-built) 
fhall be deemed, and pafs, as Ships of the Built of Great 
Britain, the Owner, or (where there are more Owners) 
one or more of the Owners, within twelve Months after 
the Union, making Oath, that, at the time of figning 
the faid Treaty, the fame did belong to him, or them, 
or to fome other Subject, or Subjects, of Scotland, to 
be particularly named, with the Places of their refpective 
Abodes, and that the fame doth then belong to him, 
or them, and that no Foreigner, directly or indireétly, 
hath any Share, Part, or Intereft, therein; which Oath 
fhall be made before the chief Officer or Officers of the 
Cuftoms in the Port next to the Abode of the faid 
Owner, or Owners: And the faid Officer or Officers 
fhall be impowered to adminifter the faid Oath 3 and the 
Oath, being fo adminiftered, fhall be attefted by the 
Officer or Officers, who adminiftered the fame ; and, 
being regiftered by the faid Officer or Officers, fhall be 
delivered to the Mafter of the Ship, for Security of her 
Navigation; and a Duplicate thereof fhall be tranfmitted 
by the faid Officer or Officers to the chief Officer or 
Officers of the Cuftoms in the Port of Edenburgb, to 
be there entered in a Régifter, and from thence to be fent 
to the Port of London, to be there entered in the general 
Regifter of all trading Ships, belonging to Great Britain. 

6th. That all Parts of the united Kingdom, for ever, 
from and after the Union, fhall have the fame Allow- 
ances and Encouragements, and be under the fame Pro- 
hibitions, Reftrictions, and Regulations, of Trade and 
liable to the fame Cuftoms and Duties, on Import and 
Export; and that the Allowances, Encouragements, 
Prohibitions, Reftrictions, and Regulations, of Trade, 
and the Cuftoms and Duties, on Import: and Export, 
fettled in England, when the Union commences, fhall, 
from and after the Union, take place throughout the 
whole united Kingdom. 


7th. That all Parts of the united Kingdom be for ever, 


.from and after the Union, liable to the fame Excifes 


upon. all excifable Liquors ; and that the Excife, fettled 
in England on fuch Liquors, when the Union commen- 
ces, take place throughout the whole united Kingdom. 
8th. That from and after the Union, all foreign Salt, 
which fhall be imported into Scotland, fhall be charged, 
at the Importation there, with the fame Duties, as the 
like Salt is now charged with, being imported into Eng- 
land and to be levied, and fecured, in the fame Manner: 
But Scotland fhall, for the Space of Seven Years from 
the faid Union, be exempt from the paying, in Scotland, 
for Salt,. made there, the Duty or Excife, now payable 
for Salt, made in England, but, from the Expiration 
of the faid Seven Years, fhall be fubjeét and liable to the 
fame Duties for Salt, made in Scotland, as fhall be then 
payable for Salt, made in England; to be levied, and 
fecured, in the fame Manner, and with the like Draw- 
backs, and Allowances, as in England: And, during 
the faid Seven Years, there fhall be paid in England 
for all Salt, made in Scotland, and imported from thence 
into England, the fame Duties, upon the Importation, 
as fhall be payable for Salt, made in England; to be 
levied, and fecured, in the fame Manner, as the Duties 
on foreign Salt are to be levied, and fecured, in Eng- 
land: And that, during the faid Seven Years, no Salt 
whatfoever be brought from Scotland to England by 
Land, in any manner, under the Penalty of forfeiting 
the Salt, and the Cattle and Carriages, made ufe of in 
bringing the fame, and paying Twenty Shillings for 
every Bufhel of fuch Salt, and proportionably for a 
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greater or leffer Quantity ; for which the Carrier, as well 
as the Owner, fhall be liable, jointly and feverally ; and 
the Perfons, bringing or carrying the fame, to be im- 
prifoned by any one Juftice of the Peace, by the Space 
of Six Months, without Bail, and until the Penalty’ be 
paid: And that, during the faid Seven Years, all falted 
Flefh, or Fifh, exported from Scotland to England, or 
made ufe of for victualing of Ships in Scotland, and all 
Flefh put on board in Scotland, to be exported to Parts 
beyond the Seas, which fhall be falted with Scotch Salt, 
or any Mixture therewith, fhall be forfeited, and may 
be feized: And that, from and after the Union, the 
Laws and Aéts of Parliament in Scotland, for pining, 
curing, and packing, of Herrings, white Fifh, and Sal- 
mon, for Exportation, with foreign Salt only, and for 
preventing of Frauds in curing and packing of Fifth, be 
continued in force in Scotland, fubje&t to fuch Altera- 
tions, as fhall be made by the Parliament of Great 
Britain: And that all Fifh, exported from Scotland to 
Parts beyond the Seas, which fhall be cured with foreign 
Salt only, fhall have the fame Eafies, Premiums, and 
Drawbacks, as are or fhall be allowed to fuch Perfons, 
as export the like Fith from England: And if any Mat- 
ters, or Fraud, relating to the faid Duties on Salt, fhall 
hereafter appear, which are not fufficiently provided 
againft by this Article, the fame fhall be fubje& to fuch 
further Provifions, as fhall be thought fit by the Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain. 

gth. That, whenever the Sum of One million Nine 
hundred Ninety-feven thoufand Seven hundred Sixty- 
three Pounds, Eight Shillings, and Four Pence Half- 
peny, fhall be enacted by the Parliament of Great Britain 
to be raifed in that Part of the united Kingdom, now 
called England, on Land, and other Things, ufually 
charged in Aéts of Parliament there, for granting an 
Aid to the Crown by a Land Tax, that Part of the 
united Kingdom, now called Scctland, fhall be charged 
by the fame Act with the further Sum of Forty-eight 
thoufand Pounds, free of all Charges, as the Quota of 
Scotland to fuch Tax, and fo proportionably for any 
greater or leffer Sum, raifed in England by any Tax on 
Land, and other Things, ufually charged together with 
the Land; and that fuch Quota for Scotland, in the 
Taxes aforefaid, be raifed and colleéted in the fame Man- 
ner, as the Cefs now is in Scotland, but fubject to fuch 
Regulations in the Manner of collecting, as fhail be made 
by the Parliament of Great Britain. 

roth. That, during the Continuance of the refpeétive 
Duties,on ftampt Paper, Vellum, or Parchment, by the 
feveral Acts now in Force in England, Scotland fhall not 
be charged with the fame refpective Duties. 

rith. That, during the Continuance of the Duties, 
payable in England, on Windows and Lights, which de- 
termines on the Firft Day of Auguft, 1710, Scotland fhall 
not be charged with the fame Duties. 

12th. That, during the Continuance of the Duties, 
payable in England, on Coals, Culm, and Cinders, which 
determines the 30th Day of September, 1710, Scotland 
fhall not be charged therewith, for Coals, Culm, and 
Cinders confumed there ; but fhall be charged with 
the fame Duties, as in England, for all Coal, Culm, and 
Cinders, not confumed in Scotland. 

13th. That, during the Continuance of the Duty, 
payable in England, on Malt, which determines the 24th 
Day of Fune, 1707, Scotland thall not be charged with 
that Duty. 

14th. That the Kingdom of Scotland be not charged 
with any other Duties, laid on by the Parliament of 
England before the Union, except thofe confented to in 
this Treaty ; in regard it is agreed, that all necefiary 
Provifion fhall be made by the Parliament of Scotland 
for the publick Charge and Service of that Kingdom, 
for the Year 1707: Provided neverthelefs,. that, if the 
Parliament of England thal] think fit to lay any further 
Impofitions, by way of Cuftoms, or fuch Excifes, with 
which, by virtue of this Treaty, Scotland is to be charged 
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equally wich England, in fuch Cafe Scotland fhall be liable 
to the fame Cuftoms,. and Excifes, and have an Equi- 
valent, to be fettled by the Parliament of Great Britain. 
And feeing it cannot be fuppofed, that the Parliament 
of Great Britain will ever lay any Sort of Burthens upon 
the united Kingdom, but what they fhall find of neceffity 
at thatTime, for the Prefervation and Good of the Whole, 
and with due Regard to the Circumftances and Abilities 
of every Part of the united Kingdom; therefore it is 
agreed, that there be no further Exemption infifted on 
for any Part of the united Kingdom, but that the Con- 
fideration of any Exemptions, beyond what are already 
agreed on in this Treaty, fhall be left to the Determina- 
tion of the Parliament of Great Britain. 

15th. Whereas, by the Terms of this Treaty, the 
Subjects of Scotland, for preferving an Equality of Trade 
throughout the united Kingdom, will be liable to feveral 
Cuftoms, and Excifes, now payable in England, which 
will be applicable towards Payment of the Debts of Exg- 
land, coritraéted before the Union ; it is agreed, that 
Scotland fhall have an Equivalent for what the Subjects 
thereof fhall be fo charged towards Payment of the faid 
Debts of England, in all Particulars whatfoever, in Man- 
ner following ; viz. That, before the Union of the faid 
Kingdoms, the Sum of Three hundred Ninety-eight thou- 
fand Eighty-five Pounds, and Ten Shillings, be grant- 
ed to her Majefty by the Parliament of England, for the 
Ufes after-mentioned, being the Equivalent, to be an- 
fwered to Scotland for fuch Parts of the faid Cuftoms, 
and Excifes upon all excifable Liquors, with which that 
Kingdom is to be charged, upon the Union, as will be 
applicable to the Payment of the faid Debts of England, 
according to the Proportions, which the prefent Cuftoms 
in Scotland, being Thirty thoufand Pounds per Annum, 
do bear to the Cuftoms in England, computed at One 
million Three hundred Forty-one thoufand Five hundred 
and Fifty-nine Pounds per Annum, and which the prefent 
Excifes on excifable Liquors in Scotland, being Thirty- 
three thoufand Five hundred Pounds per Annum, do bear 
to the Excifes on excifable Liquors in England, com- 
puted at Nine hundred Forty -feven thoufand Six hundred 
and Two Pounds per Annum; which Sum of three hun- 
dred Ninety-eight thoufand Eighty -five Pounds, and Ten 
Shillings, fhall be due and payable from the Time of the 
Union. And in regard that, after the Union, Scotland 
becoming liable to the fame Cuftoms and Duties, payable 
on Import and Export, and to the fame Excifes on all 
excifable Liquors, as in England, as well upon that Ac- 
count, as upon Account of the Increafe of Trade and 
People, which will be the happy Confequence of the 
Union, the faid Revenves will much improve, beyond 
the before-mentioned annual Values thereof, of which 
no prefent Eftimate can be made, yet, neverthelefs, for 
the Reafons aforefaid, there ought to be a proportionable 
Equivalent anfwered to Scotland, it is agreed, that, 
after the Union, there fhall be an Account kept of the 
faid Duties, arifing in Scotland, to the end it may appear, 
what ought to be anfwered to Scotland, as an Equivalent 
for fuch Proportion of the faid Increafe, as fhall be ap- 
plicable to the Payment of the Debts of England. And 
for the further and more effectual anfwering the feveral 
Ends, hereafter mentioned, it is agreed, that, from and 
after the Union, the whole Increafe of the Revenues of 
Cuftoms and Duties on Import and Export, and Excife 
upon excifable Liquors, in Scctland, over and above the 
annual Produce of the faid refpecétive Duties, as above 
ftated, fhall go and be applied, for the Term of Seven 
Years, to the Ufes hereafter mentioned ; and that, upon 
the faid Account, there fhall be anfwered to Scotland an- 
nually, from the End of Seven Years after the Union, 
an Equivalent, in Proportion to fuch Part of the faid 
Increafe, as fhall be applicable to the Debts of England. 
And whereas, from the Expiration of Seven Years after 
the Union, Scotland is to be liable to the fame Duties 
for Salt, made in Scotland, as fhall be then payable for 
Salt, made in Exgland; it is agreed, that, when fuch 
Duties take place there, an Equivalent fhall be anfwered 
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to Scotland for fuch Part thereof, as fhall be applied to- 
wards Payment of the Debts of England, of which 
Duties an Account fhall be kept, to the end it may ap- 
pear, what is to be. anfwered to Scotland as the faid 
Equivalent ; and, generally, that an Equivalent fhall be 
aniwered to Scotland for fuch Parts of the Englifh Debts, 
as Scotland may hereafter become liable to pay, by reafon 
of the Union, other than fuch, for which Appropria- 
tions have been made by Parliament, in England, of the 
Cuftoms, or other Duties, on Export or Import, Excifes 
on all excifable Liquors, or Salt, in refpeét of which 
Debts, Equivalents are herein before provided. And as 
for the Ufes, to which the faid Sum of 398,085/. 105. 
to be granted, as aforefaid, and all other Moneys, which 
are to be anfwered, or allowed, to Scotland, as afore- 
faid, it is agreed, that out of the faid Sum of 398,085 /. 
105. all the publick Debts of the Kingdom of Scotland, 
and alfo the Capital Stock, or Fund, of the African and 
Indian Company of Scotland, advanced, together with 
the Intereft for the faid capital Stock, after the Rate of 
Five Pounds per Centum per Annum, from the refpective 
Times of the Payment thereof, fhall be paid ; upon Pay- 
ment of which capital Stock, and Intereft, it is agreed, 
the faid Company be diffolved, and ceafe ; and alio, that 
from the time of paffing the Act of Parliament in Eng- 
land, for raifing the faid Sum of 398,085/. 105. the 
faid Company fhall neither trade, nor grant Licence to 
trade: And as to the Overplus of the faid Sum of 
398,085/. 105. after the Payment of the faid Debts of 
the Kingdom of Scotland, and the faid capital Stock, 
and Intereft ; and alfo the whole Increafe of the faid 
Revenues of Cuftoms, Duties, and Excifes, above the 
prefent Value, which fhall arifé in Scotland, during the 
faid Term of Seven Years, together with the Equiva- 
lent, which fhall become due, upon account of the Im- 
provement thereof in Scotland, after the faid Term ; 
and alfo as to all other Sums, which, according to the 
Agreements aforefaid, may become payable to Scctland, 
by way of Equivalent, for what that Kingdom fhall here- 
after become liable, towards Payment of the Debts of 
England ; it is agreed, that the fame be applied in man- 
ner following ; to wit, That out of the fame, what Confi- 
deration fhall be found necefflary to be had for any Loffes, 
which private Perfons may fuftain, by reducing the Coin 
of Scotland to the Standard and Value of the Coin of 
England, may be made good, and afterwards the fame 
fhall be wholly applied towards encouraging and pro- 
moting the Fifheries, and fuch other Manufacturies, and 
Improvements, in Scotland, as may moft conduce to the 
general Good of the united Kingdom. And it is agreed, 
that her Majefty be impowered to appoint Commiffioners 
(who fhall be accountable to the Parliament of Great 
Britain) for difpofing of the faid Sum of 398,085 /. 
10s. and all other Moneys, which fhall arife to Scotland 
upon the Agreements aforefaid, to the Purpofes before- 
mentioned ; which Commiffioners fhall be impowered to 
call for, receive, and difpofe of, the faid Moneys, in 
Manner aforefaid, and to infpect the Books of the feve- 
ral Colleétors of the faid Revenues, and of all other 
Duties, from whence an Equivalent may arife ; and that 
the Collectors and Managers of the faid Revenues, and 
Duties, be obliged to give to the faid Commiffioners, fub- 
fcribed, authentick Abbreviates of the Produce of fuch 
Revenues, and Duties, arifing in their refpeétive Diftrits; 
and that the faid Commiffioners fhall have their Office 
within the Limits of Scotland; and fhall in fuch Office 
keep Books, containing Accounts of the Amount of the 
Equivalents, and how the fame fhall have been difpofed 
of from time to time ; which may be infpected by any 
of the Subjeéts, who fhall defire the fame. 

16th. That, from and after the Union, the Coin 
fhall be of the fame Standard, and Value, throughout the 
united Kingdom, as now in England; and a Mint thall 
be continued in Scotland, under the fame Rules, as the 
Mint in England, fubjeét to fuch Regulations, as her 
Majefty, her Heirs or Succeffors, or the Parliament of 
Great Britain, fhall think fit. 


17th. That, 
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17th. That, from and after the Union, the fame 
Weights and Meafures fhall be ufed throughout the 
united Kingdom, as are now eftablifhed in England; and 
Standards of Weights and Meafures fhall be kept by 
thofe Boroughs in Scotland, to whom the keeping the 
Standards of Weights and Meafures, now in ufe there, 
does of fpecial Right belong ; all which Standards fhall 
be fent down to fuch refpective Boroughs from the Stand- 
ards, kept in the Exchequer at Weftminfter, fubject ne- 
verthelefs to fuch Regulations, as the Parliament of Great 
Britain fhall think fit. 

18th. That the Laws, concerning Regulation of Trade, 
Cuftoms, and fuch Excifes, to which Scotland is, by 
virtue of this Treaty, to be liable, be the fame in Scot- 
land, from and after the Union, as in England, and 
that all other Laws, in ufe within the Kingdom of Scot- 
land, do, after the Union, and notwithftanding thereof, re- 
main in the fame Force, as before, except fuch, as are 
contrary to, or inconfiftent with, the Terms of this Trea- 
ty, but alterable by the Parliament of Great Britain , 
with this Difference betwixt the Laws, concerning pub- 
lick Right, Policy, and civil Government, and thofe, 
which concern private Right; that the Laws, which con- 
cern publick Right, Policy, and civil Government, may 
be made the fame throughout the whole united Kingdom, 
but that no Alteration be made in Laws, which concern 
private Right, except for evident Utility of the Subjects 
within Scotland. 

igth. That the Court of Seffion, or College of Ju- 
ftice, do, after the Union, and notwithftanding thereof, 
remain in all Time coming within Scotland, as it is now 
conftituted by the Laws of that Kingdom, and with the 
fame Authority and Privileges, as before the Union ; 
fubject neverthelefs to fuch Regulations, for the better 
Adminiftration of Juftice, as fhall be made by the Par- 
liament of Great Britain: And that the Court of Jufti- 
ciary do alfo, after the Union, and notwithftanding there- 
of, remain in all Time coming within Scotland, as it 
now is conftituted by the Laws of that Kingdom, and 
with the fame Authority and Privileges, as before the 
Union; fubjec neverthelefs to fuch Regulations, as fhall 
be made by the Parliament of Great Britain, and with- 
out Prejudice of other Rights of Jufticiary: And that 
all Admiralty Jurifdiction be under the Lord High Ad- 
miral, or Commiffioners for the Admiralty, of Great 
Britain, for the Time being: And that the Court of 
Admiralty, now eftablifhed in Scotland, be continued ; 
and that all Reviews, Reductions, or Sufpenfions, of 
the Sentences in maritime Cafes, competent to the Jurii- 
didtion of that Court, remain in the fame Manner after 
the Union, as now in Scotland, until the Parliament of 
Great Britain fhall make fuch Regulations, and Altera- 
tions, as fhall be judged expedient for the whole united 
Kingdom ; fo as there be always continued in Scotland a 
Court of Admiralty, fuch as is in England, for determi- 
ning all maritime Cafes, relating to private Rights in 
Scotland, competent to the Jurifdiction of the Admiralty 
Court; fubjeé&t neverthelefs to fuch Regulations, and 
Alterations, as fhall be thought proper to be made by 
the Parliament of Great Britain: And that the hereta- 
ble Rights of Admiralty, and Vice Admiralties, in Scot- 
land, be referved to the refpective Proprietors, as Rights 
of Property; fubject neverthelefs, as to the Manner of 
exercifing fuch heretable Rights, to fuch Regulations, 
and Alterations, as fhall be thought proper to be made 
by the Parliament of Great Britain: And that all other 
Courts, now in being within the Kingdom of Scotland, 
do remain ; but fubjeét to Alterations by the Parliament 
of Great Britain: And that all inferior Courts, within 
the faid Limits, do remain fubordinate, as they are now, 
to the fupreme Courts of Juftice within the fame, in all 
Time coming: And that no Caufes in Scotland be cog- 
nofceable by the Courts of Chancery, Queen’s Bench, 
Common Pleas, or any other Court in Weftminfter Hail, 
and that the faid Courts, or any other of the like Na- 
ture, after the Union fhall have no Power to cognofce, 
review, or alter, the Acts or Sentences of the Judica- 
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tures within Scotland, or ftop the Execution of the fame: 
And that there be a Court of Exchequer in Scotland, af- 
ter the Union, for deciding Queftions, concerning the 
Revenues of Cuftoms and Excifes there, having the fame 
Power and Authority in fuch Cafes, as the Court of Ex- 
chequer has in England; and that the faid Court of Ex- 
chequer in Scotland have Power'of paffing Signatures, 
Gifts, Tutories, and in other Things, as the Court of 
Exchequer, at prefent in Scotland, hath; and that the 
Court of Exchequer, that now is in Scotland, do remain, 
until a new Court of Exchequer be fettled by the Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain in Scotland, after. the Union: 
And that, after the Union, the Queen’s Majefty, and 
her royal Succeffors, may continue a Privy Council in 
Scotland, for preferving of publick Peace and Order, un- 
til the Parliament of Great Britain fhall think fit to alter 
it, or eftablifh any other effe€tual Method for that End. 

zoth. That all heretable Offices, heretable Jurifdi- 
tions, Offices for Life, and Jurifdictions for Life, be re- 
ferved to the Owners thereof, as Rights of Property, in 
the fame Manner, as they are now enjoyed by the Laws 
of Scotland, notwithftanding this Treaty. 

21th. That the Rights and Privileges of the royal 
Boroughs in Scotland, as they now are, do remain intire 
after the Union, and notwithftanding thereof. 

22th. That, by virtue of this Treaty, of the Peers 
of Scotland, at the Time of the Union, Sixteen fhall be 
the Number, to fit and vote in the Houfe of Lords, 
and Forty-five the Number of the Reprefentatives of 
Scotland in the Houfe of Commons of the Parliament 
of Great Britain: And that, when her Majefty, her 
Heirs or Succeffors, fhall declare her or their Pleafure 
for holding the firft, or any fubfequent, Parliament of 
Great Britain, until the Parliament of Great Britain 
fhall make further Provifion therein, a Writ do iffue, 
under the Great Seal of theunited Kingdom, directed to 
the Privy Council of Scotland, commanding them to caufe 
Sixteen Peers, who are to fit in the Houfe of Lords, to 
be fummoned to Parliament, and Forty-five Members to 
be elected, to fit in the Houfe of Commons of the Parli- 
ament of Great Britain, according to the Agreement in 
this Treaty, in fuch Manner, as by the Parliament of 
Scotland fhall be fettled before the Union ; and that the 
Names of the Perfons, fo fummoned, and eleéted, fhall 
be returned by the Privy Council of Scotland into the 
Court, from whence the faid Writ did iffue : And that, 
if her Majefty, on or before the Firft Day of May next, 
on which Day the Union is to take, Place, fhall declare, 
under the Great Seal of England, that it is expedient, 
that the Lords of Parliament of England, and Commons 
of the prefent Parliament of England, fhould be the 
Members of the refpective Houfes of the Firft Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, for andon the Part of England, 
then the faid Lords of Parliament of Exgland, and Com- 
mons of the prefent Parliament of England, fhail be the 
Members of the refpective Houfes of the Firft Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, for and on the Part of England ; 
and her Majefty may, by her royal Proclamation, un- 
der the Great Seal of Great Britain, appoint the faid 
Firft Parliament of Great Britain to meet at fuch Time 
and Place, as her Majefty fhall think fit; which Time 
fhali not be lefs than Fifty Days after the Date of fuch 
Proclamation: And the Time and Place of the Meet- 
ing of fuch Parliament being fo appointed, a Writ 
fhall be immediately iffued, under the Great Seal of 
Great Britain, directed to the Privy Council of Scotland, 
for the fummoning the Sixteen Peers, and for electing 
Forty-five Members, by whom Scotland is to be repre- 
fented in the Parliament of Great Britain; and the Lords 
of Parliament of England, and the Sixteen Peers of Scot- 
land (fach Sixteen Peers being fummoned, and returned, 
in the Manner agreed in this Treaty) and the Members 
of the Houfe of Commons of the faid Parliament of 
England, and thie Forty-five Members for Sestland (fach 
45 Members being elected, an! returned, in the Man er 
agreed in this Treaty) fhall affemble and meet refpec- 
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tively in the refpective Houfes of the Parhiament of Greas 
Britain, at fach Time and Place, as fliall be fo appoint- 
ed by her Majefty, and fhall be the Two Houfes of the 
Firft Parliament of Great Britain, and that Parliament 
may continue for fuch Time only, as the prefent Parlia- 
ment ef Exgland might have continued, if the Union of 
the two Kingdoms had not been made, unlefs fooner 
diffolved by her Majefty: And that every one of the 
Lords of Parliament of Great Britain, and every Mem- 
ber of the Houfe of Commons of the Parliament of 
Great Britain, in the Firft and alt fucceeding Parlia- 
ments of Great Britain, until the Parliament of Great 
Britain foalt otherwife direct, fhall take the refpective 
Oaths, appointed to be taken, inftead of the Oaths of 
Allegiance and Supremacy, by an Aé& of Parliament, 
made in England, in the Firft Year of the Reign of the 
late King William and Queen Mary, intituled, “* An 
“* Aét for the abrogating of the Oaths of Supremacy 
“and Allegiance, and appointing other Oaths;” and 
make, fubfcribe, and audibly repeat, the Declaration, 
mentioned in an Act of Parliament, made in England, 
in the Thirtieth Year of the Reign of King Charles the 
Second, intituled, “ An Aét for the more effectual pre- 
“ ferving the King’s Perfon and Government, by dif- 
** abling Papifts from. fitting in either Houfe of Parlia- 
** ment ;” and fhall take and fubfcribe the Oath, men- 
tioned in an Act of Parliament, made in England, in the 
Firft Year of her Majefty’s Reign, intituled, “ An Ac&t 
** to declare the Alterations in the Oath, appointed to 
** be taken by the Act (intituled, An Act for the fur- 
“ther Security of his Majefty’s Perfon, and the Suc- 
** ceffion of the Crown in the Proteftant Line, and for 
“ extinguifhing the Hopes of the pretended Prince of 
** Wales, and all other Pretenders, and their open and 
** fecret Abettors) and for declaring the Affociation to 
** be determined ;” at fuch Time, and in fuch Manner, 
as the Members of both Houfes of Parliament of Eng- 
land are by the faid refpective Acts directed to take, 
make, and fubicribe, the fame, upon the Penalties, and 
Difabilities, in the faid refpective Acts contained: And 
it is declared, and agreed, that thefe Words, ‘ This 
* Realm,” ‘* The Crown of this Realm,” and ‘* The 
** Queen of this Realm,” mentioned in the Oaths and 
Declaration, contained in the aforefaid Acts, which were 
intended to fignify the Crown and Realm of England, 
fhall be underftood ofthe Crown and Realm of Great 
Britain; and that in that Senfe the faid Oaths and De- 
claration be taken, and fubfcribed, by the Members of 
both Houles of the Parliament of Great Britain. 

23d. That the aforefaid Sixteen Peers of Scotland, 
mentioned in the Jaft preceding Article, to fit in the 
Houfe of Lords of the Parliament of Great Britain, 
fhall have all Privileges of Parliament, which the Peers 
of England now have, and which they, or any Peers of 
Great Britain, fhall have after the Union ; and, particu- 
larly, the Right of fitting upon the Trials of Peers: 
And, in cafe of the Trial of any Peer in Time of 
Adjournment, or Prorogation, of Parliament, the faid 
Sixteen Peers fhall be fummoned in the fame Manner, 
and have the fame Powers and Privileges at fuch Tri- 
al, as any other Peers of Great Britain; and that, in 
cale any Trials of Peers fhall hereafter happen, when 
there is no Parliament in being, the Sixteen Peers of 
Scotland, who fat in the laft preceding Parliament, fhall 
be fummoned in the fame Manner, and have the fame 
Powers and Privileges at fuch Trials, as any other Peers 
of Great Britain: And that all Peers of Scotland, and 
their Succeffors to their Honours and Dignities, fhall, 
from and after the Union, be Peers of Great Britain, 
and have Rank and Precedency next and immediately af- 
ter the Peers of the like Orders and Degrees in Exgland 
at the Time of the Union, and before all Peers of Great 
Britain, of the like Orders and Degrees, who may be 
created after the Union; and fhall be tried as Peers of 
Great Britain, and fhall enjoy all Privileges of Peers, 
as fully, as the Peers af England do now, or as they, 
or any other Peers of Great Britain, may hereafter, en- 
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joy the fame, except the Right and Privilege of fitting 
in the Houfe of Lords, and the Privileges depending 
thereon, and, particularly, the Right of fitting upon 
the Trials of Peers. 

24th. That, from and after the Union, there be one 
Great Seal for the united Kingdom of Great Britain, 
which fhall be different fron: the Great Seal, now ufed 
in either Kingdom ; and that the quartering the Arms, 
as may beft fuit the Union, be left to her Majefty; and 
that, in the mean Time, the Great Seal of Engiand be 
ufed as the Great Seal of the united Kingdom: And that 
the Great Seal of the united Kingdom be ufed, for feal- 
ing Writs, to elect, and fummon, the Parliament of 
Great Britain, and for fealing all Treaties with foreign 
Princes and States, and all publick Acts, Inftruments, 
and Orders, of State, which concern the whole united 
Kingdom, and in all other Matters, relating to England, 
as the Great Seal of England is now ufed: And that a 
Seal in Scotland, after the Union, be always kept, and 
made ufe of in all things, relating to private Rights, or 
Grants, which have ufually paffed the Great Seal of 
Scotland, and which only concern Offices, Grants, Com- 
miffions, and private Rights, within that Kingdom ; 
and that, until fuch Seal fhall be appointed by her Ma- 
jefty, the prefent Great Seal of Scotland fhall be ufed 
for fuch Purpofes: And that the Privy Seal, Signet, 
Cachet, Signet of the Jufticiary Court, Quarter Seal, 
and Seals of Courts, now ufed in Scotland, be continued; 
but that the faid Seals be altered, and adapted to the 
State of the Union, as her Majefty fhall think fir: And 
the faid Seals, and all of them, andthe Keepers of them, 
fhall be fubje& to fuch Regulations, as the Parliament of 
Great Britain fhall hereafter make. 

25th. That all Laws and Statutes in either Kingdom, 
fo far as they are contrary to, or inconfiftent with, the 
Terms of thefe Articles, or any of them, fhall, from 
and after the Union, ceafe, and become void; and fhall 
be fo declared to be by the refpective Parliaments of the 
faid Kingdoms. 

In Teftimony whereof, the Commiffioners for the faid 
refpective Kingdoms, impowered, as aforefaid, have 
fet their Hands and Seals to thefe Articles, contained in 
this and the Twenty-feven foregoing Pages, at Weftmin- 
fter, the Day and Year firft above written.

At Edinburgh, the Sixteenth Day of Fanyary, in the 
Fifth Year of her Majefty’s Reign, and in the Year 
of our Lord 1707. 
THE Eftates of Parliament confidering, that Ar- 
ticles of Union, of the Kingdoms of Scotland 
and England, were agreed on the Twentieth and fecond 
Day of Fuly, 1706 Years, by the Commiffioners, no- 
minated on behalf of this Kingdom, under her Majefty’s 
Great Seal of Scotland, bearing date the Twentieth and 
feventh of February laft paft, in purfuance of the 4th 
A& of the Third Seffion of this Parliament, and the 
Commiffioners, nominated on behalf of the Kingdom 
of England, under her Majefty’s Great Seal of England, 
bearing date at Weftminfter the Tenth Day of April laft 
paft, in purfuance of an Act of Parliament, made in 
England, the Third Year of her Majefty’s Reign, to 
treat of and concerning an Union of the faid Kingdoms ; 
which Articles were in all Humility prefented to her Ma- 
jefty upon the Twentieth and third of the faid Month 
of Fuly, and were recommended to this Parliament by 
her Majefty’s royal Letter of the Date the Thirty-one 
Day of Fuly, 1706; and that the faid Eftates of Par- 
liament have agreed to, and approven of, the faid Ar- 
ticles of Union, with fome Additions, and Explanations, 
as is contained in the Articles hereafter infert ; and fick- 
like her Majefty, with Advice and Confent of the Eftates 
of Parliament, refolving to eftablifh the Proteftant Re- 
ligion, and Prefbyterian Church Government, within 
this Kingdom, has paffed in this Seffion of Parliament 
an Aét, intituled, ‘ Act for fecuring of the Pro- 
“© teftant Religion, and Prefbyterian Church Govern- 
“* ment,” which, by the Tenor thereof, is appointed 
to be infert in any Act, ratifying the Treaty, and ex- 
prefsly declared to be a fundamental and effential Con- 
dition of the faid Treaty, or Union, in all Time com- 
ing : Therefore her Majefty, wich Advice and Confent 
of the Eftates of Parliament, in fortification of the Ap- 
probation of the Articles, as above mentioned, and for 
the further and better Eftablifhment of the fame, upon 
full and mature Deliberation upon the aforefaid Articles 
of Union, and Ac of Parliameat, doth ratify, approve, 
and confirm, the fame, withthe Additions, and Explana- 
tions, contained in the faid Articles, in Manner, and 
under the Provifion, after mentioned, whereof the Tenor 
follows : 
ft Article. That the two Kingdoms of Scotland and 
England fhall, upon the Firft Day of May next enfuing 
the Date hereof, and for ever after, be united into one 
Kingdom, by the Name of Great Britain, and that 


the Enfigns Armorial of the faid united Kingdom be | 


fuch, as her Majefty fhall appoint ,; and the Croffes of 
St. Andrew and St. George be conjoined in fuch manner, 
as her Majefty fhall think fit, and ufed in all Flags, 
Banners, Standards, and Enfigns, both at Sea and Land. 
ad. That the Succeffion to the Monarchy of the 
united Kingdom of Great Britain, and of the Domi- 
nions thereto belonging, after her moft facred Majefty, 
and in default of Iffue of her Majefty, be, remain, and 
continue, to the moft excellent Princefs Sophia, Electorefs 


and Duchefs Dowager of Hanover, and the Heirs of . 


her Body, being Proteftants, upon whom the Crown of 
England is fettled by an Act of Parliament, made in 
England, in the Twelfth Year of the Reign of his late 
Majefty King William the Third, intituled, “ An Ac 
“¢ for the further Limitation of the Crown, and better 
** fecuring the Rights and Liberties of the Subject ;” and 
that all Papifts, and Perfons marrying Papifts, fhall be 
excluded from, and for ever incapable to inherit, poffefs, 
or enjoy, the Imperial Crown of Great Britain, and the 
Dominions thereunto belonging, or any Part thereof ; 
and, in every fuch Cafe, the Crown and Government, 
fhall from time to time defcend to, and be enjoyed by, 
fuch Perfon, being a Proteftant, as fhould have inherited 
and enjoyed the fame, in cafe fuch Papifts, or Perfon mar- 
rying a Papift, was naturally dead, according to the Pro- 
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vifion for the Defcent of the Crown of Exgland, made 
by another Act of Parliament in Exgland, in the | Fittt 
Year of the Reign of their late Majefties King Wiliam 
and Queen Mary, intituled, “* An Act, declaring the 
** Rights and Liberties of the Subject, and fettling the 
** Succeffion of the Crown.” 

3d. That the united Kingdom of Great Britain be 
reprefented by one and the fame Parliament, to be ftiled 
The Parliament of Great Britain. 

4th. That all the Subjects of the united Kingdom of 
Great Britain fhall, from and after the Union, have full 
Freedom and Intercourfe of Trade and Navigation to and 
from any Port or Place within the faid united Kingdom; 
and the Dominions and Plantations thereunto belonging; , 
and that there be a Communication of all other Rights, 
Privileges, and Advantages, which do or may belong 
to the Subjects of either Kingdom, except where it is 
otherwife exprefsly agreed in thefe Articles. 

5. That all Ships or Veffels, belchging to her Ma- 
jefty’s Subjeéts of Scotland at the time of ratifying the 
Treaty of Union of the two Kingdoms in the Parliament 
of Scotland (though foreign-built) be deemed, and afs, 
as Ships of the Built of Greet Britain, the Owner, or, 
where there are more Owners, one or more of the 
Owners, within 12 Months after the Firft of May next, 
making Oath, that, at the time of ratifying the Treaty 
of Union in the Parliament of Scetland, the fame did, 
in haill, or in part, belong to him, or them, or to fome 
other Subje& or Subjects of Scotland, to be particularly 
named, with the Place of their refpective Abodes ; and 
that the fame doth then, at the time of the faid Depo- 
fition, wholly belong to him, or them, and that no 
Foreigner, direétly or indire&tly, hath any Share, Part, 
or Intereft, therein: Which Oath fhall be made before 
the chief Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms in the Port 
next to the Abode of the faid Owner, or Owners: And 
the faid Officer or Officers fhall be impowered to admi- 
nifter the faid Oath ; andthe Oath, being fo admini- 
ftered, fhall be attefted by the Officer or Officers, who 
adminiftered the fame ; and, being regiftered by the faid 
Officer or Officers, fhall be delivered to the Mafter of 


. the Ship, for Security of her Navigation ; and a Dupli+ 


cate thereof fhall be tranfmitted by the faid Officer or 
Officers to the chief Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms 
in the Port of Edinburgh, to be there entered in a Re- 
gifter, and from thence to be fent to the Port of Lez- 
don, to be there entered in the general Regifter of all 
trading Ships, belonging to Great Britain. + 
. 6th. That all Parts of the united Kingdom, for ever, 
from and after the Union, fhall have the fame Allowan- 
ces, Encouragements, and Drawbacks, and be under the 
fame Prohibitions, Reftrictions, and Regulations, of 
Trade, and liable to the fame Cuftoms and Duties, on 
Import and Export; and that the Allowances, Encou- 
ragements, and Drawbacks, Prohibitions, Reftrictions, 
and Regulations of Trade, and the Cuftoms and Duties on 
Import and Export, fettled in England, when the Union 
commences, fhall, from and after the Union, take place 
throughout the whole united Kingdom, excepting and 
referving the Duties upon Export and Import of fuch 
particular Commodities, from which any Perfons, the 
Subjects of either Kingdom, are fpecially liberated and 
exempted by their private Rights, which after the Union, 
are to remain fafe and intire to them, in all refpects, as 
before the fame: And that, from and after the Union, 
no Scots Cattle, carried unto Exgland, fhiall be liable to 
any other Duties, either on the public or private Ac- 
counts, than thefe Duties, to which the Cattle of 
England are, or fhall be, liable within the faid Kingdom : 
And, feeing, by the Laws of England, there are Re- 
wards granted upon the Exportation of certain Kinds of 
Grain, wherein Oats, grinded or ungrinded, are not 
exprefled, that, from and after the Union, when Oats 
fhall be fold at Fifteen Shillings Sterling per Quarter, or 
under, there fhall be paid Two Shillings and Six-pence 
Sterling for every Quarter of the Oatmeal, exported 
in the Terms of the Law, whereby, and fo long as, 
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Rewards are granted for Exportation of other Grain ; 
and that the Beer of Scotland have the fame Rewards, as 
‘Barley : And, in refpect the Importation of Victual into 
Scotland, from any Place beyond Sea, would prove a 
Difcouragement to Tillage, therefore, that the Prohibi- 
tion, as now in force by the Law of Scetland, againtft 
Importation of Victual from Ireland, or any other Place 
beyond Sea, into Scotland, do, after the Union, remain 
in the fame Force, as now it is, until more proper and 
effectual Ways be provided by the Parliament of Great 
Britain, for difcouraging the Importation of the faid 
Victual from beyond Sea. 

7th. That all Parts of the united Kingdom be for 
ever, from and after the Union, liable to the fame Excifes 
upon all excifeable Liquors, excepting only, that the 
Thirty-four Gallons Engli/h Barrel of Beer or Ale, 
amounting to twelve Gallons Scots prefent Meafure, fold 
in Scotland by the Brewer at nine Shillings Six-pence, 
Sterling, excluding all Duties, and retailed, including 
Duties, andthe Retailers Profit, at Two-pence the Scots 
Pint, or eight Part of the Scots Gallon, be not, after 
the Union, liable, on account of the prefent Excife upon 
excifeable Liquors in England, toany higher Impofition, 
than two Shillings Sterling upon the forefaid Thirty-four 
Gallons Englifh Barrel, being twelve Gallons the prefent 
Scots Meafure ; and that the Excife, fettled in England 
on all other Liquors, when the Union commences, take 
place throughout the whole united Kingdom. 

Sth. That, from and after the Unicn, all foreign Salt, 
which fhall be imported into Scotland, fhall be charged, 
at the Importation there, with the fame Duties, as the 
like Salt is now charged with, being imported into Eng- 
lend , and to be levied, and fecured, in the fame Man- 
ner: But, in regard the Duties of great Quantities of 
foreign Salt, imported, may be very heavy on the Mer- 
chants Importers, that therefore all foreign Salt, import- 
ed into Scotland, fhall be cellared, and locked up, un- 
der the Cuftody of the Merchant Importer, and the Of- 
ficers, employed for levying the Duties upon Salt ; and 
that the Merchant may have what Quantities thereof his 
Occafion may require, not under a Wey, or Forty 
Bufhels, at a time, giving Security for the Duty of 
what Quantity he receives, payable in fix Months : But 
Scotland fhall, for the Space of feven Years from the faid 
Union, be exempted from paying, in Scotland, for Salt, 
made there, the Duty or Excife, now payable for Salt, 
made in England; but, from the Expiration of the faid 
feven Years, fhall be fubjeét and liable to the fame Du- 
ties for Salt, made in Scotland, as fhall be then payable 
for Salt, made in England; to be levied; and fecured, 
in the fame Manner, and with proportional - Drawbacks, 
and Allowances, as in England; with this Exception, 
that Scetland fhall, after the faid feven Years, remain 
exempted from the Duty of two Shillings and Four- 
pence a Bufhel on home Salt, impofed by an A&, made 
in England, in the ninth and tenth of King Wil- 
liam the 3d of England, and, if the Parliament of Great 
Britain fhall, at or before the expiring of the faid feven 
Years, fubftitute any other Fund in place of the faid two 
Shillings and Four-pence of Excite on the Buhhel of 
home Salt, Scotland fhall, after the faid feven Years, 
bear a Proportion of the faid Fund, and have an Equi- 
valent in the Terms of this Treaty: And that, during 
the faid feyen Years, there fhafl ‘be paid in England for 
all Salt, made in Scotland, and imported from thence in- 
to England, the fame Duties, upon the Importation, as 
fhall be payable for Salt, made in England ; to be levied 
and fecured, in the fame Manner, as the Duties on 
foreign Salt are to be levied, and fecured, in England : 
And that, after the faid feven Years, how long the faid 
Duty of two Shillings and Four-pence a Buthel upon 
Salt is continued in Lxgland, the faid two Shillings 
Four-pence a Bufhel fhall be payable for all Salt, made 
in Scotland, andimported into England; to be levied, 
and fecured, in the fame Manner : And that, during the 
Continuance of the Duty of two Shillings Four- 
pence a Bufhel upon Salt, made in Englend, no Salt 
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whatfoever be brought from Scotland to England by 
Land, in any Manner, under the Penalty of forfeiting 
the Salt, and the Cattle and Carriages, made ufe of in 
bringing the fame, and paying twenty Shillings for every 
Bufhel of fuch Salt, and proportionably for a greater or 
lefier Quantity ; for which the Carrier, as well as the 
Owner, fhall be liable, jointly and feverally; and the 
Perfons, bringing or carrying the fame, to be imprifoned 
by any one Jultice of the Peace, by the Space of fix 
Months, and without Bail, and until the Penalty be paid: 
And, for eftablifhing an Equality in Trade, that all 
Flefhes, exported from Scotland to England, and put on - 
board in Scotland, to be exported to Parts beyond the 
Seas, and Provifions for Ships in Scotland, and for fo- 
reign Voyages, may be falted with Scots Salt, paying the 
fame Duty for what Salt is fo employed, as the like 
Quantity of fuch Salt pays in England, and under the 
fame Penalties, Forfeitures, and Provifions, for pre- 
venting of Frauds, as are mentioned in the Laws of Exg- 
land: And that, from and after the Union, the Laws 
and Acts ot Parliament in Scotland, for pineing, curing, 
and packing, of Herrings, White Fifh, and Salmon, 
for Exportation, with foreign Salt only, without any 
Mixture of Britifh or Irifh Salt, and for preventing of 
Frauds in curing and packing of Fifth, be continued in 
force in Scotland, fubject to fuch Alterations, as fhall be 
made by the Parliament of Great Britain : And that ail 
Fith, exported from Scetland to Parts beyond the Seas, 
which fhall be cured with foreign Salt only, and with- 
out Mixture of Britifh or Irifo Salt, fhall have the fame 
Eafes, Premiums, and Drawbacks, as are or fhall be al- 
lowed to fuch Perfons, as export the like Fihh from Exg- 
land: And that, for Encouragement of the Herring 
Fifhing, there fhall be allowed and. paid to the Subjects, 
Inhabitants of Great Britain, during the prefent Ailow- 
ances for other Fifhes, ten Shillings Five-pence Sterling 
for every Barrel of White Herrings, which fhall be ex- 
ported from Scotland: And that there fhall be allowed 
five Shillings Sterling for every Barrel of Beef, or Pork, 
falted with foreign Salt, without Mixture of Britifd or 
Trifh Salt, and exported for Sale, from Scotland, to Parts 
beyond Sea, alterable by the Parliament of Great Britain: 
And if any Matters, or Fraud, relating to the faid Duties 
on Salt, fhali hereafter appear, which are not fufficient- 
ly provided againft by this Article, the fame fhall be fub- 
ject to fuch further Provifions, as fhall be thought fit by 
the Parliament of Great Britain. 

gth. That whenever the Sum of 1,997,763 7. 8s. 
42d. fhall be enacted by the Parliament of Great 
Britain to be raifed in that Part of the united King- 
dom, now called England, on Land, and other Things, 
ufually charged in Aéts of Parliament there, for grant- 
ing an Aid to the Crown by a Land Tax, .that Part 
of the united Kingdom, now called Scotland, fhall be 
charged by the fame Act with a further Sum of 
48,000 /. tree of all Charges, as the Quota of Scotland 
to fuch Tax; and fo proportionally for any greater or 
leffer Sum, raifed in England by any Tax on Land, ‘and 
other Things, ufually charged together with the Land ; 
and that fuch Quota for Scetland, in the Cafes aforefaid, 
be raifed and colleéted in the fame Manner, as the Cefs 
now isin Scotlazd, but fubjeét to fuch Regulations in 
the Manner of collecting, as fhall be made by the Par- 
liament of Great Britain. 

10th. That, during the Continuance of the refpective 
Duties on Stampt Paper, Vellom, and Parchment, by 
the. feveral Aéts, now in force in England, Scotland fhall 
not be charged with the fame refpective Duties. 

11th. That, during the Continuance of the Duties, 
payable in England on Windows and Lights, which de- 
termines on the Firft Day of Auguft, 1710, Scotland 
fhall not be charged with the fame Duties. 

r2th. That, during the Continuance of the Duties, 
payable in England on Coals, Culm, and Cinders, which 
determines the 3oth Day of September, 1710, Scotland 
fhall not be charged therewith, for Coals, Culm, and 
Cinders, confumed there ; but fhall be charged with the 
fame 
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fame Duties, as in England, for all Coal, Culm, and 
Cinders, not confumed in Scotland, 

13th. That, during the Continuance of the Duty, 
payable in Exg/and on Malt, which determines the 24th 
Day of June, 1707, Scotland fhall not be charged with 
that Duty. 

14th. That the Kingdom of Scotland be not charged 
with any other Duties, laid on by the Parliament of Eng- 
Jand before the Union, except thefe confented to in this 
Treaty ; in regard it is agreed, that all neceffary Provi- 
fion fhall be made by the Parliament of Scotland for the 
publick Charge and Service of that Kingdom, for the 
Year 1707: Provided neverthelefs, that, if the Parlia- 
ment of England fhall think fit to Jay any further 
Impofitions, by way of Cuftoms, or fuch Excifes, with 
which, by virtue of this Treaty, Scotland is to be charged 
equally with England, in fuch Cafe Scotland fhall be lia- 
ble to the fame Cuftoms, and Excifes, and have an Equi- 
valent, to be fettled by the Parliament of Great Britain; 
with this further Provifion, that any Malt, to be made 
and confumed in that Part of the united Kingdom, now 
called Scotland, fhall not be charged with any Impofition 
upon Malt, during this prefent War. And feeing it 
cannot be fuppofed, that the Parliament of Great Bri- 
tain will ever lay any forts of Burthens upon the united 
Kingdom, but what they fhall find of Neceffity at that 
Time, for the Prefervation and Good of the whole, and 
with due Regard to the Circumftances and Abilities of 
every Part of the united Kingdom ; therefore it is agreed, 
that there be no further Exemption infifted upon for any 
Part of the united Kingdom, but that the Confide- 
ration of any Exemptions, beyond what are already agreed 
on in this Treaty, fhall be left to the Determination of 
the Parliament of Great Britain. 

15th. Whereas, by the Terms of this Treaty, the 
Subjects of Scotland, for preferving an Equality of Trade 
throughout the united Kingdom, will be liable to feveral 
Cuftoms, and Excifes, now payable in England, which 
will be applicable towards Payment of the Debts of Exg- 
land, contraéted before the Union ; it is agreed, that 
Scotland fhall have an Equivalent for what the Subjects 
thereof fhall be fo charged towards Payment of the faid 
Debts of England, in all Particulars whatfoever, in man- 
ner following ; viz. That, before the Union of the faid 
Kingdoms, the Sum of 398,085/. 105. be granted to 
her Majefty by the Parliament of England, for the Ufes 
after-mentioned, being the Equivalent, to be anfwered 
to Scotland for fuch Parts of the faid Cuftoms, and Ex- 
cifes upon all excifable Liquors, with which that King- 
dom is to be charged, upon the Union, as will be ap- 
plicable to the Payment of the faid Debts of England, 
according to the Proportions, which the prefent Cuftoms 
in Scotland, being Thirty thoufand Pounds per Annum, 
do bear to the Cuftoms in England, computed at 
1,341,559 /. per Annum, and which the prefent Excifes 
on excifable Liquors in Scotland, being 33,500/. per 
Annum, do bear to the Excifes on excifable Liquors in 
England, computed at 947,602 1. per Annum, which 
Sum of 398,085 /. 10s. fhall be due and payable from 
the Time of the Union: And, in regard that, after the 
Union, Scotland becoming liable to the fame:Cuftoms 
and Duties, payable on Import and Export, and to the 
fame Excifes on all excifable Liquors, as in England, as 
well upon that Account, as upon the Account of the 
Increafe of Trade and People, which will be the happy 
Confequence of the Union, the faid Revenues will much 
improve, beyond the before-mentioned annual Values 
thereof, of which no prefent Eftimate can be made, yet, 
neverthelefs, for the Reafons aforefaid, there ought to 
be a proportionable Equivalent anfwered to Scotland ; ix 
is agreed, that, after the Union, there fhall be an Ac- 
count kept of the faid Duties, arifing in Scotland,. to the 
end it may appear, what ought to be anfwered to Scot- 
Taud, as an Equivalent for fuch Proportion of the faid 
Increafe, as fhall be applicable to the Payment of the 
Debts of England. And, for the further and more 
effectual anfwering the feveral Ends hereafter mentioned, 
~ Vor. XV. 
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it is agreed, that; ftom and after the Union, the wholé 
Increale of the Revenues. of Cuftoms and Duties on 
Import and Export, and Excife upon excifable Liquors, 
in Scotland, over and above the annual Produce of the 
faid refpective Duties, as above ftated, fhall go and be 
applied, for the Term of Seven Years, to the Ufes here- 
after mentioned ; and that, upon the faid Account, 
there fhall be anfwered to Scotland annually, from the 
End of Seven Years after the Union, an Equivalent, in 
Proportion to fuch Part of the faid Increafe, as fhall be 
applicable to the Debts of England, and, generally, 
that an Equivalent fhall be anfwered to Scotland for fuch 
Parts of the Englifb Debts, as Scotland may hereafter 
become liable to pay, by reafon of the Union; other 
than fuch, for which Appropriations have been made by 
Parliament, in England, of the Cuftoms, or other 
Duties, on Export and Import, Excifes on all excifable 
Liquors, in refpect of which Debts Equivalents are 
herein before_provided. And as for the Ufes,to which 
the faid Sum of 398,085). 105. to be granted, as 
aforefaid, and all other Moneys, which are to be an- 
fwered, or allowed, to Scotland, as faid is, are to be 
applied, it is agreed, that, in the firft Place, out of the 
forefaid Sum what Confideration fhall be found neceffary 
to be had for any Loffes, which private Perfons may 
fuftain, by reducing the Coin of Scotland to the Standard 
and Value of the Coin of England, may be made good: 
In the next Place, that the capital Stock, or Fund, of 
the African and Indian Company of Scotland, advanced, 
together with the Intereft for the faid capital Stock, after 
the rate of Five per Cent. per Annum, from the refpective 
Times of the Payment thereof, fhall be paid ; upon 
Payment of which capital Stock, and Intereft, it is 
agreed, the faid Company be diffolved, and ceafe; and 
alfo, that, from the Time of paffing the Aét of Par- 
liament in England, for raifing the faid Sum of 398,085/. 
105. the faid Company fhall neither trade, nor grant 
Licence to trade ; providing, that, if the faid Stock, 
and Intereft, fhall not be paid in Twelve Months after 
the Commencement of the Union, that then the {aid 
Company may from thenceforward trade, or give Li- 
cence to trade, until the faid haill capital Stock, and 
Intereft, fhall be paid: And as to the Overplus of the 
faid Sum of 398,085/. 105. after Payment of what 
Confideration fhall be had for Loffes, in repairing the 
Coin, and paying the faid capital Stock, and Intereft ; and 
alfo the haill Increafe of the faid Revenues of Cuftoms, 
Duties, and Excifes, above the prefent Value, which 
fhall arife in Scotland, during the faid Term of Seven 
Years, together with the Equivalent, which fhall become 
due, upon the Improvement thereof in Scotland, after 
the faid Term; and alfo as to all other Sums, which, 
according to the Agreements aforefaid, may become 
payable to Scotland, by way of Equivalent, for what 
that Kingdom fhall hereafter become’ liable, towards 
Payment of the Debt of England; it is agreed, that 
the fame be applied in manner following ; viz. That all 
the publick Debts of the Kingdom of Scotland, as fhalt 
be adjufted by this prefent Parliament, fhall be paid ; 
and that 2000/7. per Annum, for the Space of Seven 
Years, fhall be applied towards encouraging and pro- 
moting the Manufaéture of coarfe Wool within thefe 
Shires, which produce the Wool; and that the Firft 
20co /. Sterling be paid at Martinmas next, and fo yearly 
at Martinmas, during the Space forefaid ; and _after- 
wards the fame fhall be wholly applied towards the en- 
couraging and promoting the Fifheries, and fuch other 
Manufactures and Improvements, in Scotland, as may 
moft conduce to the general Good of the united King- 
dom. And it is agreed, that her Majefty be impowered 
to appoint Commiffioners, who fhall be accountable to 
the Parliament of Great Britain, for difpofing the faid 
Sum of 398,085 /.. 10s. and all other Moneys, which 
fhall arife to Scotland upon the Agreements aforefaid, to 
the Purpofes before mentioned ; which Commiffioners 
fhall be impowered to call for, receive, and difpofe of, 
the faid Moneys, in manner aforefaid, and to infpect the 
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Books of the feveral Colleétors of the faid Revenues, 
and of all other Duties, from whence an Equivalent may 
arife ; and that the Collectors and Managers of the faid 
Revenues and Duties be obliged to give to the faid 
Commiffioners, fubfcribed, authentick Abbreviats of 
the Produce of fuch Revenues and Duties, arifing in 
their refpective Diftriéts ; and that the faid Commiffion- 
ers fhall have their Office within the Limits of Scotland, 
and fhall in fuch Office keep Books, containing Accounts 
of the Amount of the Equivalents, and how the fame 
fhall have been difpofed of, from time to time, which 
may be infpected by any of the Subjects, who fhall de- 
fire the fame. j 

16th. That, from and after the Union, the Coin fhall 
be of the fame Standard and Value throughout the uni- 
ted Kingdom; as now in England; and a Mint fhall be 
continued in Scotland, under the fame Rules, as the 
Mint in England; and the prefent Officers of the Mint 
continued, fubjeét to fuch Regulations, and Alterations, 
as her Majefty, her Heirs and Succeffors, or the Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, fhall think fit. Pat 

17th. That, from and after the Union, the fame 
Weights and Meafures fhall be ufed throughout the 
united Kingdom, as are now eftablifhed in England , 
and Standards of Weights and Meafures fhall be kept 
by thofe Burghs in Scotland, to whom the keeping the 
Standards of Weights and Meafures, now in ufe there, 
does of fpecial Right belong; all which Standards fhall 
be fent down to fuch refpective Burghs from the Stan- 


dards kept in the Exchequer at Weftminfter ; fubje&t never- . 


thelefs to fuch Regulations, as the Parliament of Great 
Britain fhall think fit. 
18th. That the Laws concerning Regulation of Trade, 
Cuftoms, and fuch Exctfes, to which Scotland is, by 
virtue of this Treaty, to be liable, be the faine in Scot- 
land, from and after the Union, as in England ; and that 
all other Laws, in ufe within the Kingdom of Scotland, 
do, after the Union, and notwithftanding thereof, re- 
main in the fame Force, as before, except fuch, as are 
contrary to, or inconfiftent with, this Treaty, but alter- 
able by the Parliament of Great Britain; with this Dif- 
ference betwixt the Laws, concerning publick Right, 
Policy, and civil Government, and thofe, which con- 
cern private Right; that the Laws, which concern pub- 
lick Right, Policy, and civil Government, may be made 
the fame throughout the whole united Kingdom, but 
that no Alteration be made in Laws, which concern pri- 
vate Right, except for evident Utility of the Subjeéts 
“within Scotland. 
1gth. That the Court of Seffion, or College of Juftice, 
do, after the Union, and notwithftanding thereof, re- 
main in all time coming within Scotland, as it is now 
conftituted by the Laws of that Kingdom, and with the 
fame Authority and Privileges, as before the Union ; 
fubjeét, neverthelefs, to fuch Regulations, for the better 
Adminiftration of Juftice, as fhall be made by the Par- 
liament of Great Britain: And that hereafter none fhall 
be named by her Majefty, or her royal Succeffors, to 
be ordinary Lords of Seffion, but fuch, who have ferved 
in the College of Juftice, as Advocates, or principal 
Clerks of Seffion, for the Space of Five Years, or as 
Writers to the Signet, for the Space of Ten Years; 
with this Provifion, that no Writer to the Signet be 
capable to be admitted a Lord of the Seffion, unlefs he 
undergo a private and publick Trial on the Civil Law 
before the Faculty of Advocates, and be found by them 
qualified for the faid Office, two Years before he be 
named to be a Lord of the Seffion; yet fo as the Qua- 
lifications, made, orto be made, for capacitating Per- 
fons to be named ordinary Lords of Seffion, may be 
altered by the Parliament of Great Britain: And that 
the Court of Jufticiary do alfo, after the Union, and 
notwithftanding thereof, remain in all time coming 
within Scotland, as it is now conftituted by the Laws of 
that Kingdom, and with the fame Authority and Pri- 
vileges, as before the Union; fubjeét, neverthelefs, to 
fuch Regulations, as fhall be made by the Parliament of 
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Great Britain, and without Prejudice of other Rights 
of Jufticiary: And that all Admiralty Jurifdittions be 
under the Loti High Admiral, or Commiffioners for 
the Admiralty, of Great Britain, for the Time; being ; 
and that the Court of Admitalty, now eftablifhed in 
Scotland, be continued ; and that all Reviews, Re- 
duétions, or Sufpenfions, of the, Sentetices iti maritime 
Cafes, compétent to the Jurifdiction of, that Court, re- 
main in the fame manner after the Union, as now in 
Scotland, until the Parliament of Great Britain fhall make 
fuch Regulations, and Alterations, as fhall be judged 
expedient for the whole united Kingdom ; fo as there be 
always continued in Scotland a Court of Adtniralty, fuch 
as in England, for Determination of all maritime Cafes, 
relating to private Rights in Scotland, competent to the 
Jurifdiction of the Admiralty Court ; fubject, neverthe- 
lefs, to fuch Regulations, and Alterations; as - fhall be 
thought proper to be made by the Parliament of Great 
Britain: And that the heretable Rights of Admiralty, 
and Vice Admiralties, in Scotland, be referved to the 
refpective Proprietors, as Rights of Property; fubjeét; 
neverthelefs, as to the manner of exercifing fuch heretable 
Rights, to fuch Regulations, and Alterations, as fhall. 
be thought proper to be made by the Parliamént of 
Great Britain: And that all other Courts; now in being 
within the Kingdom of Scotland, do remain ; but fub- 
ject to Alterations by the Parliament of Great Britain : 
And that all inferior Courts, within the faid Limits, do 
remain fubordinate, as they are now, tothe fuprémé 
Courts of Juftice within the fame, in all time coming : 
And that no Caufes in Scotland be cognofcible by the 
Courts of Chancery, Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, 
or any other Court in Weftminfter Hall; and that the 
faid Courts, or any other of the like Nature, after the 
Union, fhall have no Power to cognofce, review, or 
alter, the Acts or Sentences of the Judicatures within 
Scotland, or {top the Execution of the fame: And that 
there be a Court of Exchequer in Scotland, after the 
Union, for deciding Queftions, concerning the Revenues 
of Cuftoms and Excifes there, having the fame Power 
and Authority in fuch Cafes, as the Court of Exchequer 
has in England, and that the faid Court of Exchequer 
in Scotland have Power of paffing Signatures, Gifts, 
Tutories, and in other Things, as the Court of Exche- 
quer at prefent in Scet/end hath ; and that the Court of 
Exchequer, that now is in Scotland, do remain, until a 
new Court of Exchequer be fettled by the Parhaitent of 
Great Britain in Scotland, after the Union: And that, 
after the Union, the Queen’s Majefty, and her royal Suc- 
ceffors, may continue a Privy Council in Scotland, for pre- 
ferving of publick Peace and Order, until the Parliament 
of Great Britain fhall think fit to alter it, or eftablifh 
any other effectual Method for that End. 

2oth. That all heretable Offices, Superiorities, he- 
retable Jurifdictions, Offices for Life, and Jurifdictions 
for Life, be referved to the Owners thereof, as Rights 
of Property, in the fame Manner, as they are now en- 
joyed by the Laws of Scotland, notwithftanding of this 
Treaty. 

2ith. That the Rights and Privileges of the royal 
Burghs in Scotland, as they now are, do remain intire 
after the Union, and notwithftanding thereof. 

22th. That, by virtue of this Treaty, of the Peers 
of Scotland, at the Time of the Union, Sixteen thall be 
the Number, to fit and vote in the Houfe of Lords, 
and Forty-five the Number of the Reprefentatives of 
Scotland in the Houfe of the Commons of the Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain ; and that, when her Majetty, 
her. Heirs or Succeffors, fhall declare her of their Plea- 
fure for holding the firft, or any fubfequent, Parliament 
of Great Britain, until the Parliament of Great Britain 
fhall make further Provifion therein, a Writ do iffue 
under the Great Seal of the united Kingdom, direted 
tothe Privy Council of Scotland, commanding thém te 
caufe Sixteen Peers, who are to fit in the Houfe of Lords, 
to be fummoned to Parliament, and Forty-five Members 
to be elected, to fit in the Houfe of Commens of the 
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Parliament of Great Britain, according to the Agree- 
ment in this Treaty, in fuch manner, as by a fubfe- 
quent Act of this prefent Seffion of the Parliament of Scot- 
land fhall be fettled ; which Act is hereby declared to 
be as valid, as if it were a Part of, and ingroffed in, 
this Treaty; and that the Names of the Perfons, fo 
fummoned, and elected, fhall be returned by the Privy 
Council of Scotland into the Court; from whence the 
faid Writ did iffue: And that, if her Majefty, on or 
before the Firft Day of May next, on which Day the 
Union is to take Place, fhall declare, under the Great 
Seal of England, that it is expedient, that the Lords of 
Parliament of England, and Commons of the prefent 
Parliament of England, fhould be the Members of the 
refpective Houfes of the firft Parliament of Great 
Britain, for and on the Part of England, then the faid 
Lords of Parliamént of England, and Commons of the 
prefent Parliament of England, fhall be the Members of 
the refpeétive Houfes of the firft Parliament of Great 
Britain, for and on the Part of England; and her Ma- 
jefty may, by her royal Proclamation, under the Great 
Seal of Great Britain, appoint the faid firft Parliament 
of Great Britain to meet at fuch Time and Place, as 
her Majefty fhall think fit, which Time fhall not be 
lefs than Fifty Days after the Date of fuch Proclamation; 
and the Time and Place of the meeting of fuch Par- 
liament being fo appointed, a Writ fhall be immediately 
iffued, under the Great Seal of Great Britain, directed 
to the Privy Council of Scotland, for the fummoning 
the Sixteen Peers, and for electing Forty-five Members, 
by whom Scotland is to be repreiented in the Parliament 
of Great Britain: And the Lords of Parliament of Eng- 
land, and the Sixteen Peers of Scotland (fuch Sixteen 
Peers being fummoned, and returned, in the Manner 
agreed in this Treaty) and the Members of the Houfe 
of Commons of the faid Parliament of England, and 
the Forty-five Members for Scotland, (fuch Forty-five 
Members being elected, and returned, in the Manner 
agreed in this Treaty) fhall affemble and meet refpective- 
ly in their refpective Houfes of the Parliament of Great 
Britain, at fueh Time and Place, as fhall be fo appoint- 
ed by her Majefty, and hall be the Two Houfes of the 
firft Parliament of Great Britain; and that Parliament 
may continue for fuch Time only, as the prefent Par- 
liament of England might have continued, if the Union 
of the Two Kingdoms had not been made, unlefs fooner 
diffolved by her Majefty: And that every one of the 
Lords of Parliament of Great Britain, and every Mem- 
ber of the Houfe of Commons of the Parliament of 
Great Britain, in the firft and all fucceeding Parliaments 
of Great Britain, until the Parliament of Great Britain 
fhall otherwife direé, fhall take the refpective Oaths, 
appointed to be taken, inftead of the Oaths of Al- 
legiance and Supremacy, by an Aét of Parliament, made 
in England, in the firft Year of the Reign of the late 
King William and Queen Mary, intituled, “ An Aé 
“* for the abrogating of the Oaths of Supremacy and Al- 
“* legiance, and appointing other Oaths;” and make, 
fubfcribe, and audibly repeat, the Declaration, mention- 
ed in an Act of Parliament, made in England, in the 
Thirtieth Year of the Reign of King Charles the Second, 
intituled, “*‘ An Aét for the more effectual preferving 
“ the King’s Perfon and Government, by difabling 
‘¢ Papifts from fitting in either Houfe of Parliament ;” 
and fhall take and fubfcribe the Oath, mentioned in an 
At of Parliament, made in England, in the firft Year 
of lier Majefty’s Reign, intituled, “ An Ac to de- 
** clare the Alterations in the Oath, appointed to be 
“© caken by the Aé& (intituled, An Aé& br the further 
“ Security of his Majefty’s Perfon, and the Succeffion 
of the Crown in the Proteftant Line, and for ex- 
tinguifhing the Hopes of the pretended Prince of 
** Wales, and all other Pretenders, and their 6pen and 
** fecret Abettors) and for declaring the Affociation to 
S*- be determined ;” at fuch Time, and in fuch Manner, 
as the Members of both Houfes of Parliament of Eng- 
land are by the faid refpective Acts directed to take, 
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make, and fubfcribe; the fame, upon the Penalties, dind 
Difabilities, in the faid refpeétive Ads. contained: And 
it is declared; and agreed, that thefe Words, “ This 


“* Realm,” ‘* The Crown of this Realm,” and “ The 
** Queen of this Realm,” mentioned in the Oaths, and 
Declaration, contained in the aforefaid Aéts, which were 
intended to fignify the Crown and Realm of England, 
thall be underftood of the Crown and Reali of Great 
Britain, and that in that Senfe the faid Oaths, and 
Declaration, be takeh, and fubfcribed; by the Mem- 
bers of both Houfes of the Parliament .of Gréat Bri- 
tain. 

23th. That the forefaid Sixteen Peers of Scotland; 
mentioned in the laft preceding Article, to fit in the 
Houfe of Lords of the Parliament of Great Britain, 


. fhall have all Privileges of Parliament, which the Peers 


of England now have, and which they, or any Peers of 
Great Britain, fhall have after the Union, and, parti- 
cularly, the Right of fitting upon the Trials of Peers; 
and in cafe of the Trial of any Peer in Time of Ad- 
journment, or Prorogation, of Parliament, the faid Six- 
teen Peers fhall be fummoned in the fame Manner, and 
have the fame Powers and Privileges at fuch Trial, as 
any other Peers of Great Britain, ; and that, in cafe any 
Trials of Peers fhall hereafter happen, when there is no 
Parliament in being, the Sixteen Peers of Scotland, who 
fat in the laft preceding Parliament, fhall be fummoned 
in the fame Manner, and have the fame Powers and Pri- 
vileges at fuch Trials, as any other Peers of Great Bri- 


‘tain: And that all Peers of Scotland, and their Succef- 


fors to their Honours and Dignities, fhall, from and af- 
ter the Union, be Peers of Great Britain, and have 
Rank and Precedency next and immediatly after the 
Peers of the like Orders and Degrees in England at the 
Time of the Union, and before all Peers of Great Bri- 
tain, of the like Orders and Degrees, who may be cre- 
ated after the Union ; and fhall be tried as Peers of Great 
Britain ; and fhall enjoy all Privileges of Peers, as fully, 
as the Peers of England do now, or as they, or any 
other Peers of Great Britain, may hereafter, enjoy the 
fame, except the Right and Privilege of fitting in the 
Houfe of Lords, and the Privileges depending thereon, 
and, particularly, the Right of fitting upon the Trials 
of Peers. 

24th. That, from and after the Union, there be one 
Great Seal for the united Kingdom of Great Britain, 
which fhall be different from the Great Seal, now ufed 
in either Kingdom; and that the quartering the Arms, 
and the Rank and Precedency of the Lyon King of Arms, 
of the Kingdom of Scotiand, as may beft fuit the Union, 
be left to her Majefty; and that, in the mean time, the 
Great Seal of England be ufed as.the Great Seal of the 
united Kingdom: And that the Great Seal of the united 
Kingdom be ufed, for fealing Writs, to ele&t, and fum- 
mon, the Parliament of Great Britain, and for fealing 
all Treaties with foreign Princes and States, and all pub- 
lick Aéts, Inftruments, and Orders, of State, which 
concern the whole united Kingdom, and in all other 
Matters, relating to Englaid, as the Great Seal of Eng- 
land is now ufed: And that a Seal in Scotland, after the 
Union, be always kept, atid made ufe of in all Things, 
relating to private Rights, or Grants, which have ufual- 
ly pafied the Great Seal of Scotland, and which only con- 
cern Offices, Grants; Commiffions, and private Rights, 
within that Kingdom ; and that, until fuch Seal fhall be 
appointed by her Majefty, the prefent Great Seal of 
Scotland fhall be ufed for fuch Purpofes: And that the 
Privy Seal, Signet, Caffet, Signet of the Jufticiary 
Court, Quarter Seal, and Seals of Courts, now ufed in 
Scotland, be continued ; but that the faid Seals be alter- 
ed, and adapted to the State of the Union, as hér Ma- 
jefty fhall think fit: And the faid’Seals, and all of them, 
and the Keepers of them, fhall be fubjeét to fuch Regu- 
lations, as the Parliament of Great Britain fhall hereaf+ 
ter make: And that the Crown, Scepter, and Sword of 
State, the Records of Parliament, and all other Records, 
Rolls, and Regifters, whatfoever, both publick and pri- 
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vate, general and particular, and Warrands thereof, con- 
tinue to be kept, as they are, within that Part of the 
united Kingdom, now called Scotland; and that they 
fhall fo remain in all Time coming, notwithftanding of 
the Union. 

25th. That all Laws and Statutes in either Kingdom, 
as far as they are contrary to, or inconfiftent with, the 
Terms of thefe Articles, or any of them, fhall, from 
and after the Union, ceafe, and become void; and fhall 
be fo declared to be by the refpective Parliaments of the 
faid Kingdoms. 


Followes the Tenor of the forefaid Act, for fecuring 
the Proteftant Religion; and Prefbyterian Church 
Government. 
O UR fovereign Lady, and the Eftates of Parlia- 

ment, confidering, that by the late Act of Parlia- 
ment, for a Treaty with England, for an Union of both 
Kingdoms, it is provided, that the Commiffioners for 
that Treaty fhould not treat of or concerning any Alte- 
ration of the Worfhip, Difcipline, and Government, of 
the Church of this Kingdom, as now by Law eftablifhed ; 
which Treaty being now reported to the Parliament ; 
and it being reafonable, and neceffary, that the true Pro- 
teftant Religion, as prefently profeffed within this King- 
dom, with the Worfhip, Difcipline, and Government, 
of this Church, fhould be effectually, and unalterably, fe- 
cured ; therefore her Majefty, with Advice and Con- 
fent of the faid Eftates of Parliament, doth hereby efta- 
blifh and confirm the faid true Proteftant Religion, and 
the Worhhip, Difcipline, and Government of this 
Church, to continue, without any Alteration, to the 
People of this Land, in all fucceeding Generations : And, 
more efpecially, her Majefty, with Advice and Confent 
forefaid, ratifies, approves, and for ever confirms, the 
Fifth Act of the Firft Parliament of King William and 
Queen Mary, intituled, ‘‘ Act, ratifying the Confeffion 
** of Faith, and fettling Prefbyterian Church Govern- 
** ment,” with the haill other Acts of Parliament, re- 
Jating thereto, in Profecution of the Declaration of the 
Eftaees of this Kingdom, containing the Claim of Right, 
bearing Date the Eleventh of Apri/, 1689. And her 
Majefty, with Advice and Confent aforefaid, exprefsly 
provides, and declares, that the forefaid true Proteftant 
Religion, contained in the above-mentioned Confeffion 
of Faith, with the Form and Purity of Worfhip, pre- 
fently in ufe within this Church, and its Prefbyterian 
Church Government and Diicipline, that is to fay, the 
Government of the Church by Kirk Seffions, Prefby- 
tries, Provincial Synods, and General Affemblies, all 
eftablifhed by the forefaid Aéts of Parliament, purfuant to 
the Claim of Right, fhall remain and continue unalterable, 
and that the faid Prefbyterian Government fhall be the 
only Government of the Church within the Kingdom of 
Scotland. And further, for the greater Security of the 
forefaid Proteftant Religion, and of the Worfhip, Dif- 
cipline, and Government, of this Church, as above efta- 
blifhed, her Majefty, with Advice and Confent forefaid, 
ftatutes and ordains, that the Univerfities and Colleges 
of Saint Andrews, Glajgow, Aberdeen, and Edinburgh, 
as now eftablifhed by Law, fhall continue within this 
Kingdom for ever; and that, in all Time coming, no 
Profeffors, Principals, Regents, Mafters, or others, 
bearing Office in any Univerfity, College, or School, 
within this Kingdom, be capable, or be admitted or al- 
lowed, to continue in the Exercife of their faid Func- 
tions, ‘but fuch, as fhall own and acknowlege the civil 
Government, in Manner prefcribed, or to be prefcribed, 
by the Acts of Parliament; as alfo, that, before or at 
their Admiffions, they do and fhall acknowlege and 
profefs; and fhall fubfcribe to, the forefaid Confeffion of 
Faith, as the Confeffion of their Faith, and that they 
will practife, and conform themfelves to, the Worfhip, 
prefently in ufe in this Church, and fubmit themfelves 
to the Government and Difcipline thereof, and never en- 
deavour, directly or indirectly, the Prejudice or Subver- 
fion of the fame; and that before the refpective Prefby- 
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tries of their Bounds, by whatfoever Gift, Prefentation, 

or Provifion, they may be thereto provided. And fur- 

ther, her Majefty, with Advice forefaid, exprefly de- 

clares and ftatutes, that none of the Subjects of this 

Kingdom fhall be liable to, but all and every one of them 

for ever free of, any Oath, Teft, or Subfcription, within 

this Kingdom, contrary to, or inconfiftent with, the 

forefaid true Proteftant Religion, and Prefbyterian 

Church Government, Worfhip, and Difcipline, as a- 

bove eftablifhed ; and that the fame, within the Bounds 

of this Church and Kingdom, fhall never be impofed 
upon, or required of, them, in any Sort. And laftly, that, 

after the Deceafe of her prefent Majefty (whom God long 
preferve) the Sovereign, fucceeding to her in the royal 
Government of the Kingdom of Great Britain, fhall in 
all Time coming, at his or her Acceffion to the Crown, 
fwear, and fubfcribe, that they fhall inviolably maintain 
and preferve the forefaid Settlement of the true Prote- 
ftant Religion, with the Government, Worfhip, Difci- 
pline, Right, and Privileges, of this Church, as above 
eftablifhed by the Laws of this Kingdom, in Profecution 
of the Claim of Right. And it is hereby ftatute and 
ordained, that this Act of Parliament, with the Efta- 
blifhment therein contained, fhall be held and obferved 
in all Time coming, as a fundamental and effential Con- 
dition of any Treaty, or Union, to be concluded be- 
twixt the two Kingdoms, without any Alteration there- 
of, or Derogation thereto, in any Sort, forever; as alfo, 
that this Act of Parliament, and Settlement therein con- 
tained, fhall be infert and repeated in any Act of Parlia- 
ment, that fhall pafs, for agreeing and concluding the 
forefaid Treaty, or Union, betwixt the two Kingdoms ; 
and that the fame fhall be therein exprefsly declared to be 
a fundamental and effential Condition of the faid Trea- 
ty, or Union, in all Time coming: Which Articles of 
Union, and A& immediately above-written, her Ma- 
jefty, with Advice and Confent forefaid, ftatutes, en- 
acts, and ordains, to be and continue, in all Time com- 
ing, the fure and perpetual Foundation of a complete 
and intire Union of the two Kingdoms of Scotland and 
England; under the exprefs Condition and Provifion, 
that this Approbation and Ratification of the forefaid Ar-. 
ticles, and Aét, fhall be no ways binding on this King- 
dom, until the faid Articles, and Aét, be ratified, ap- 
proven, and confirmed, by her Majefty, with and by 
the Authority of the Parliament of England, as they are 
now agreed to, approven, and confirmed, by her Ma- 
jefty, with and by the Authority of the Parliament of 
Scotland: Declating, neverthelefs, that the Parliament 
of England may provide for the Security of the Church of 
England, as they think expedient to take Place within 
the Bounds of the faid Kingdom of England, and not 
derogating from the Security above provided, for efta- 
blifhing of the Church of Scotland within the Bounds of 
this Kingdom ; as alfo, the faid Parliament of England, 
niay extend the Additions, and other Provifions, con- 
tained in the Articles of Union, as above infert in fa- 
vors of the Subjects of Scotland, to and in favors of 
the Subjects of England; which fhall not fufpend, or 
derogate from, the Force and Effect of this prefent 
Ratification, but fhall be underftood as herein included, 
without the Neceffity of any new Ratification in the Par- 
liament of Scotland. And laftly, her Majefty enaéts and 

declares, that all Laws and Statutes in this Kingdom, fo 
far as they are contrary to, or inconfiftent with, the 
Terms of thefe Articles, as above-mentioned, fhall, from 

and after the Union, ceafe, and become void.

A. Meflage from the Lords; by Sir Robert Legard 

and Me. Rogers : 
Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords have agreed to the Bill, intituled, An Act 
for regulating and afcertaining the Duties to be paid by 
the Unfreemen, Importers of Coals into the Port and 
Borough of Great Yarmouth, in the County of Norfolk, 
without any Amendment. 

And then the Meffengers withdrew. 


Mr. Compton (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as 
it appeared tothem, touching the Election for the City 
of Coventry, and the Refolutions of the Committee there- 
upon, which they had directed him to report to the 
Houfe ; which he read in his Place, and afterwards de- 
livered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame were 
read, and are as follow; viz. 

Upgn the Petition of feveral Freemen of the City of 
Coventry, complaining of an undue Eleétion of Sir 
Chriftopber Hales, Baronet, and Thomas Gery, 
Efquire, to ferve in Parliament for the faid City: 

That the Petitioners Counfel alleged, that at the laft 
Election of Citizens, to ferve in Parliament for the City 
of Coventry, Sir Chr. Hales, Baronet, Tho. Gery, Efquire, 
Sir Orlando Bridgman, and Edward Hopkins, Efquire, 
ftood Candidates. They admitted, that the Majority 
of the Poll was with the two former ; but infifted, that 
by the Riots and Tumults, before and at the Election, 
the Voters for the two latter were deterred and hindered 
from giving their Votes ; and to this they examined fe- 
veral Witneffes. And firft they examined 

Mr. Samuel Billing, who was Mayor at the Time of 
the laft Election: And he gave an Account, that Sir Or- 
lando Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins were invited down to 
Coventry, to ftand at the laft Election of their Reprefen- 
tatives, to ferve them in Parliament; and accordingly 
they came down on or about the Beginning of March, 
1704; and there having been a Difcourfe, that the faid 
Candidates did not intend to ftand, they defired Leave 
of the Mayor to walk the Streets, and declare the fame 
at the Crofs: Accordingly they did walk on the 8th of 
March, and the fame was declared at the Crofs; but 
that Day they walked there happening a great Riot, he 
advifed with his Brethren, the Aldermen, and they 
thought it proper to fend a Letter to Mr. Secretary Har- 
ley, for the Queen’s Directions in the keeping of the 
publick Peace; who returned an Anfwer, which was 
produced, and read ; and thereby fignified her Majefty’s 
Pleafure, that they fhould do their utmoft, according 
to Law, for that Purpofe, as being anfwerable for the 
Peace of the City: That accordingly he, and his Bre- 
thren, in their Formalities, on a Market Day, caufed 
Proclamation to be made by the Cryer, that no Perfon 
fhould appear at that Ele€tion, but fuch, as had Right 
to be there; and that none fhould come with Sticks : 
That afterwards Sir Chr. Hales and Mr. Gery came to 
him; and Mr. Gery told him, he underftood, he intend- 
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ed to bufy himfelf at the Election ; and that he had no- 
thing'to do there: That he was a Deputy Lieutenant, 
and had Power of the Poffe ; and that their Men fhould 
come with Sticks: That he, the faid Mr. Billing, for 
the better preventing Difturbance, propofed feveral Me- 
thods of polling to the, Candidates, and, particularly, 
to poll by Wards; which Sir Orlando Bridgman and Mr. 
Hopkins were willing to do, but the Sitting Members 
tefufed ; but Sir Chriffopher Hales propofed to proceed 
by way of Ballot: That the Night before the Elec- 
tion he fet a {trong Watch, and about One or Two in 
the Morning, before the Election, himfelf took a Walk, 
and fee forne Butchers, and others, rallying in the But- 
cher Row, with Sticks, which he took away: That af- 
terwards, the Numbers increafing, and fome having 
Sticks, he was called out again about Four; where le 
fee Stones flying about, and heard feveral cry out, “A 
Hales, and Gery!” and he difperfed the Company: But 
half an Hour after he was called out again, they appear- 
ing again with Sticks, and having knocked down one 
William Mathews, a Watchman, and dragged him about 
in fuch manner, that fome time after he died ; and that 
himfelf attempting to take away a Butcher’s Stick, a 
great Pebble was thrown at him, which cut him; and 
that between Four and Five he faw Mr. Gery, Mr. Robert 
Smith, and Mr. Burton, withthem: That the Election 
began about Nine aClock, and lafted three Days: 
That he appointed 30 or 40 Men, with Halberds to at- 
tend, without Diftinction of Parties: That, while the 
Poll was carrying on, he went feveral times into the 
Hall, but did not ftay long, and did not fee any Diftur- 
bance, while he was there: That he was afked by Mr. 
Gery to poll, but declined it. 

Tfaac Bifaore faid, he was commanded to carry an 
Halberd the Night before the Election, to keep the 
Peace ; and one came up to him, and took away his 
Halberd, and told him, he had nothing to do with it; 
and he received feveral Wounds: That fome, who car- 
ried Halberds, were in the Intereft of the Sitting Mem- 
bers ; and others, in the fame Intereft, refufed to accept 
them. 

Fobn Wail faid, that he, being an Officér of the City; 
was in the Mayor’s Houfe, when Mr. Gery came to him, 
and told him, if he raifed the Conftables againft his Men, 
he had an equal Share of Power, as Deputy Lieutenant, 
and would raife the Poffe; and on the Election Day, in 
the Morning, they threw Stones at the Mayor, and made 
the Mayor withdraw into his Parlour, whither Mr. Gery 
followed him: That one Chaplin, who would have 
voted for Sir Orlando Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins, was 
horfed, viz. carried on a Cowle-ftaff on two Men’s 
Shoulders, by fome, that appeared for the Sitting Mem- 
bers. 

Wm. Wood faid, he was commanded by the Mayor 
and Juftices to affift the Conftables ; and about Five in 
the Morning Mr. Gery’s People appeared with Sticks ; 
and that, offering to take away a Man’s Stick, Mr. Gery 
faid, They fhould carry Sticks; and took hold of the 
Stick, and faid, he would do his Bufinets. 

Mr. Samuel Paul faid that he was at Coventry in May 
was 12 Months; and he fee a great Number of People 
got together, between Three and Four a Clock in the 
Morning, feveral of them with Halberds; and that Mr. 
Gery was prefent ; and a Party fell upon the Halberdeers, 
and took away their Halberds, and beat them. 

Richard Benyon, Conftable, gave an Account, that 
he was prefent on the Day of the Election ; and about 
Five a Clock in the Morning there was about 500 Men 
met together; and the Mayor endeavoured to break 
them; and they threw Stones at the Mayor, and wounded 
him; and afterwards Mr. Gery followed the Mayor to 
the Parlour: That he was, at the Time of the Poll, 
defired by the Mayor to keep the Peace; and that he 
brought up half a Score, to vote for Sir Orlando Bridg- 
man and Mr. Hopkins, and they were abufed, and driven 
back, there being about 500 Perfons affembled; and 
that one getting up to the Poll, they cried, ‘* NoFreeman! 

“A Horfe, 
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“¢ A Horfe! a Horfe!” and that, attempting to bring 
up the Men the fecond Day of the Poll, there was one 
Wm. Sheers horfed, and dragged in the Dirt: He faid, 
fome of Sir Chr. Hales and Mr. Gery’s Side would not 
appear to watch, though warned by the Mayor: That 
Mr. Wright, Mr. Buggs, and Mr. Bryon, and others, 
were appointed Infpectors for the Sitting Members. 

Richard Launder faid, that the Mayor and Aldermen 
ordered, that they fhould bring no Sticks to the Election ; 
but Mr. Gery bid his Men bring Sticks, and faid, he 
would ftand by it: That things were quiet, when they 
polled for the Sitting Members; but when any offered to 
poll for Sir Orlando Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins, they 
were ready to eat them; and, particularly, one Savage, 
a Butcher, coming to juftify a Man’s Vote, they faid, 
he had polled before, and Tho. Grafcombe cried out for a 
Horfe for him. 

Richard Phillips faid, that on the Election Day he was 
fent by the Mayor, to keep the Peace: That in the Morn- 
ing he heard Murder cried; and his Maid told him, if 
he went cut, he would be knocked of the Head: That 
he went out, and fee the Mayor, Conftables, and Watch- 
men, engaged, and feveral had feized upon one Mathews, 
and knocked him down: That another Parcel, and Mr. 
Gery, feized upon one J/aac Bifcaore; but he did not 
fall, till one Onyon kicked him: That Mr. Edward 
Boughton and Mr. Stephen Hales were prefent there. 

That he went to poll, and they cried out, “ Here is 
“* Phillips! A good Horfe!” and he went back, and 
did not poll: That Mr. Gery made a Speech at the Crofs, 
and bid his People bring Sticks; and faid, he would 
ftand by them. 

Edward Shaw gave an Account of Mr. Gery’s {peaking 
to his Men at the Crofs, to bring Sticks: That he was 
prefent, when the Mayor was wounded ; and amongft 
the Company there was Mr. Steph. Hales, and Mr. 
Humphry Burton, junior, the laft of which ftruck at the 
Mayor: That they got down, and wounded, feveral of 
the Watchmen, which was the Occafion of the Mayor’s 
appearing: That he went up feveral times, to poll, and 
they cried, “‘ No Halberds!” and drove him back ; and 
one faying, ** Take care of Shaw,” they knocked him 
down: He owned, that afterwards he was told, he might 
poll quietly. 

Tho. Newcombe faid, that he attempted feveral times 
on Wednefday to poll, and could not get into the Hall; 


but on Thurfday Morning he polled for Sir Orlando 


Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins: That Mr. Wade, who re- 
prefented Mr. Hopkins, was drove back on Wednefday to 
Saint Mary Hall. 

Colonel Davenport gave an Account, how he was 
coming through Coventry, and went to the Hall, to 


{peak with Sir Orlando Bridgman, to know, if he had any 


Service for Mr. Hopkins, then at London; and that the 
Mob ufed him in a very rude manner, holding Sticks 
over his Head, and telling him, he fhould declare, who 
he was for, though he told them, he had no Vote: And 
he faid, he believed, he had been knocked down, but 
for one Man. 

Mr. Richard Barnes faid, he was at the Election on 
the 22d May, 1705, and was at the Mayor’s, when 
he, Mr. Gery, faid, he was a Deputy Lieutenant, and had 
the Power of the County, and would be obeyed ; and 
was alfo prefent, when the Mayor, in his Formalities, 
read the Secretary’s Letter, and forbid Sticks ; and one 
Dines faid, That was the Devil and all, but they would 
bring Sticks: And Barnes faid, he was an Infpector of 
the Poll for Sir Orlando Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins ; and 
that he was very much abufed, and at laft put out of 
the Hall by Sir Chriftopber Hales ; who faid, ‘* Down 
*¢ with him ;” and that he would cure him of coming 
from London to Eleétions: And that the Poll was carried 
on very partially for the Sitting Members; and, particu- 
larly, Mr. Benyon, Mr. Bofworrh, and others of the 
Infpeétors for the Sitting Members, polled for them 
feveral, without the Conient of the Sheriff; and that 
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Michael Lawrence, Infpeétor for the Sitting Member, 
polled, and rejefted, whom he pleaied : That he did not 
vote at this Eleétion, his Friends not thinking it fafe for 
him fo to do ; and that, when they came from Lozdon, 
they were affaulted at two Places by the Sitting Members 
Men ; and that he himfelf was committed to Prifon by 
Catefby Oadham, on the Pretence of an Affault on Dines 
Six Days before. . 

Abraham Ellin faid, he went to poll for Sir Orlando 
Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins ; and they pulled his Cloathes 
almoft off his Back, and puthed him out of the Hall ; 
and afterwards Mr. Cate/by Oadbam committed him to 
Bridewell, on pretence of a Baftard Child; whereas he 
had none. 

Nathaniel Chambers alfo faid, that he went to the Poll 
for Sir Orlando Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins; and was 
pufhed back, and knocked over the Pate, and carried to 
Alderman Oadbam’s Shop; who fent him to Bride- 
well. 

Wm. Bates faid, he attempted to poll three feveral 
times ; the 2d of which times he went to the Mayor, and 
the Mob abufed both; and the 3d time they let him poll; 
but afterwards they fell upon him, and one took him by 
the Collar, and, as he thinks, had ftrangled him, if his 
Collar had not broke: He faid, he lay eleven Weeks, be- 
fore he could help himfelf; is fince in the Hofpital. 

Tho. Bedford faid, that the Firft Day of the Election 
he endeavoured to have brought up fome Men, to be 
polled for Bridgman and Hopkins, and he could not: 
That, when the Sitting Members. Men thought they 
fhould lofe the Election, they called for Horfes, particu- 
larly Mr. Gery himfelf, Mr. Tho. Wright, junior, and 
Mr. fof: Meak, who were Infpectors, and Agents, for 
the Sitting Members. = 

Henry Ligburne faid, he was refufed to poll for Sir 
Orlando Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins ; was knocked down, 
and carried for dead, and laid on a Tomb in the Churche 
yard. 

Mr. Fo/. Cater was alfo examined ; who gavea gene- 
ral Evidence to the Effect, that feveral Witnefles had 
fpoke before: Said, he attended the Poll for Sir Or/ando 
Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins, and afking the Sitting Mem- 
bers, who were their Infpectors, Mr. Gery, pointing to 
the Mob, faid, “ There are our Infpeétors.” 

Mr. Tho. Chifwell faid, he was one of the Sheriffs at 
the Time of the Election ; and denied, that he had any 
Security, to fave him harmlefs. 

The Clerk of the Affizes Clerk attended with feveral 
Records of Conviction of Riots, Affaults, and Batteries : 
The Records being long, and numerous, they were ad- 
mitted, and fo not read; but Mr. Cater, by Confent of 
the Sitting Members, was allowed to give an Account 
thereof ; who gave an Account of feveral convicted on 
both Sides, upon whom fmall Fines were fet ; but the 
Mayor and Aldermen took their Trial, and were ac- 
quitted, 

The Sitting Members Counfel obferved, that the Sit- 
ting Members had ferved in three Parliaments for the City 
of Coventry; and, if ever there was a fair Election for 
the City, the Jaft was one, upon the Poll there being, 

For Sir Chr. Hales — — 827: 

For Mr.Gery — = — 819: 

For Sir Orl. Bridgman ~ — 597: 

For Mr. Hopkins — — 537: 
And that the Poll was as high, as at any time within 20 
Years. 

That the Riots were before the Election ; and: that, 
for any Diforders at the Time of the Election, they were 
no more, than commonly happen in all popular Eleétions: 
And they called feveral Witneffes : 

Mr. Tho. Wright, junior; who gave an Account, that 
about the 6th of March Sir Orlando Bridgman and Mr 
Hopkins came to Town; and on the 8th of Mareh they, 
with feveral Aldermen, walked the Streets, and had fe- 
veral hundred Men with them, and gave out, that Sir 
Chr. Hales and Mr. Gery, who were then attending in Par- 
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liament, would not ftand: That about 30 or 40, for 

Sir Chr. Hales and Mr. Gery, were in Spon-flreet, and had 

Orders to ftrike no body; but the others fell upon them . 
in a violent manner, and wounded a Man fo, as he 

died of his Wounds: That Coventry is endowed with a 

preat many noble Charities ; and that the Mayor and Al- 

dermen commanded their Votes for Sir Orlando Bridgman 

and Mr. Hopkins, and the City Bailiffs, and Town 

Clerks, went to the Tenants, to that Purpofe, and 

threatened to turn them out, if they did not comply; 

and feveral were turned out afterwards: That on the 

Eleétion Day, in the Morning, he waited upon Sir Chr. 

Hales and Mr. Gery, to get their Men together: That 
the Mayor gave Order to the Halberd-men, who were 
in the Intereft of Sir Orlando Bridgman and Mr. Hop- 
kins, to fall on the Sitting Members Men, and kill them; 
and that my Lord Leigh’s Man, with Letters, was feized 
by thofe Men; and that many of the Halberd-men were 
drunk : That the Poll began, and proceeded, very fairly; 
and that for 20 Years there had not been fo fair an Elec- 
tion, though the utmoft Endeavours of the other Party 
were ufed, to make a Riot; and a great many of the 
Charity-men made a great Noife to be polled: That 
on Weduefday Morning Sir Orlando Bridgman made a 
publick Declaration, that he never fee an Election in 
Coventry fo peaceably carried on; and that on Thurfday 
Sir Orlando Bridgman wrote a Letter, he would give no 
further Trouble to his Friends: That he never knew 
any Poll by Wards, or otherwife, than at this Election : 
Said, that he remembered Mr. Fie/ding’s Ele¢tion ; and, 
that he is about 30 Years of Age. 

Fob Haycock faid, he was prefent at the Election, on 
the 22th of Adcy: That at Five he was ordered to attend 
the Mayor, being a Conftable ; and about Two of the 
Clock Twe of the Halberd-men came, and broke his 
Door, being fuddled: That the Sitting Members Men 
would have avoided the Halberd-men, but the Halberd- 
men were ordeted to meet them; and that Mr. Edward 
Owen bid them charge the Peace with them, and, if 
they did not obey, to knock them down: That all was 
peaceable at the Poll, and any one might have polled; 
and, that Abrabam Ellin was committed for leaving his 
Family, who thereupon received weekly Colleétion ; and 
that, before clofing the Poll, the BeJl-man was fent to all 
the Streets, to fummon Perfons to come, and poll. 

Fobn Titpin faid, he had taken the Poll ag all the 
Eleétions for 10 or 12 Years: That he took the Poll for 
Sir Orlando Bridgman, and voted for Sir Orlando Bridg- 
man and Mr. Hopkins: That he could not fee above a 
third Part of the Hall, but, fo far as he could fee, this 
Eleétion was the moft peaceable of any. 

Tho. Cleaver faid, that Mr. Edward Owen ordered him 
to bring a Stick, three Quarters long, and, if he could 
not reach their Heads, to itrike their Faces ; and that he 
gave him Four Tickets for his Vote for Sir Orlando 
Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins. 

Mr. Lloyd faid, he was prefent all the three Days of 
the Eleétion ; and he fee the Mayor affault Mr. Gery, 
by fhoving him ; and that Mr. Gery bid his Men be quiet, 
and eafy: That he had feen five or fix Elections, and it 
was never fo quiet, as now: He faid, Mr. Samuel Cater 
afiaulted a Conftable, and faid, he was a Rogue, having 
taken Sir Orlando Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins’ Money ; 
and that the Bell-man gave Notice to Perfons, to come, 
and vote, before the Poll was clofed. 

Fof. Meake faid, that the two Clerks of the City, and 
Bailitfs, were fent by the Mayor and Juftiees to his Fa- 
ther’s Houfe, to command his Vote for Sir Orlando 
Bridgman and Mr. Hopkins, which his Father refufing, 
he was put out a little after the Eleétion. 

Tho. Revet faid that, a fortnight after the Diffolution 
of the laft Parliament, one came, to defire his Vote for 
Sir Orl. Bridgman and Mr. Hopkizs,; which the faid 
Revet refuling to promife, the fame Perfon offered him 
three or four Tickets, of 12 d. a-piece: That the Poll 
was fair; and that Mr. Owwew afked him, if he had polled ; 
to which he anfwered, ‘* No;” and Owex bid him nor 
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poll, faying, they would poll theif Men in another 
Place. 

Mr. Fobn Wadcock faid; he was defired by the Sheriffs 
to take the Poll: That he had taken feveral Polls, but 
never fee any fo quiet; and that on Thurfday in the 
Afternoon, Sir Orlando Bridgman not coming to the 
Hall, he went to Sir Orlando Bridgman at old Mr. Hop- 
kins’s; who was denied at firft, but afterwards told him, 
he would poll no more Men. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions :

and read; fetting forth, that in fanuary, 1705, the faid 
Ainfworth became a Bankrupt, owing above 18,0007: 
and, propofing to pay down 8s. in the Pound, and the 
remaining 125. in three Years after, to which moft of 
his Creditors had agreed, did not come in before the 24th 
of Furie, 1706, to take the Benefit of a Clauie in an AG@ 
to prevent Frauds, frequently committed by Bankrupts; 
and, before all his Creditors had figned the faid Agree- 
ment, Aynfworth had great Loffes, and thereby became 
incapable to perform the Agreement, and fled into fo- 
reign Parts, concealing his Effects fo as not to be re- 
covered by his Creditors, without his Affiftancé: That 
he now offers to return, and conform himfelf to the faid 
A&, if he may be allowed fome fhort Time for Perfor- 
mance thereof: And praying, that Leave may be given 
to bring ina Bill to allow the faid Fobn Aynfworth con- 
venient Time, for returning from beyond Sea, and fur- 
rendering himfelf, and his Eftate, and in all things con- 
forming to the feveral Statutes, made concerning Bank- 
rupts, under fuch Encouragements for Difcovery, and 
Penalties upon his Refufal, as fhall be thought meet. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition be 
referred to the Committee, appointed to examine into the 
Abufes, relating to, or arifing from, the Aét, of the laft 
Seffion of Parliament, intituled, An Aét to prevent 
Frauds, frequently committed by Bankrupts; and that 
they do examine the Matter thereof, and report the fame, 
with their Opinion therein, to the Houfe. 


A Complaint being made to the Houfe, that Fobs 
Fofter, an Attorney at Law, by Wm. Morrice, a Bailiff 
of the County of Leicefter, had caufed Fofoua Ferrand, 
a Servant to Richard: Shuttleworth, Efquire (a Member 
of this Houfe) to be arrefted at the Suit of Thomas Hiffe, 
and Yobn Wright, in Breach of the Privilege of this 
Houfe ; 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Com- 
plaint be referred to the Committee of Privileges and 
Elections ; and that they do examine the Matter there- 
of, and report the fame, with their Opinion therein, to 
the Houfe. 


Sir Fobn Mordant (according to Order) reported

Mr. Compton (according to Order) reported from 
the Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom was re- 
ferred the Confideration of the Articles of the Com- 
miffioners for the Union between the Kingdoms of Eng- 
land and Scotland, and the Act of Parliament of Scotland, 
for Ratification thereof, the Refolutions, which the Com- 
mittee had directed him to report to the Houfe ; which 
he read in his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the 
Clerk’s Table; where the fame were read, and are as 
follow ; viz. 

Refolved That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be one of the Articles of the Union of the King- 
doms of England and Scotland, 

1. That the two Kingdoms of England and Scotland 
fhall, upon the firft Day of May, which fhall be in the 
Year 1707, and for ever after, be united into one King- 
dom, by the Name of Great Britain, and that the 
Enfigns Armorial of the faid united Kingdom be fuch, as 
her Majefty thall appoint ; and the Croffes of St. George 
and St. Andrew be conjoined, in fuch manner, as her Ma- 
jefty thall think fit, and ufed in all Flags, Banners, 
Standards, and Enfigns, both at Sea and Land. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

2. That the Succeffion to the Monarchy of the united 
Kingdom of Great Britain, and of the Dominions there- 
unto belonging, after her moft facred Majefty, and in 
default of Iffue of her Majefty, be, remain, and con- 
tinue, to the moft excellent Princefs Sophia, Eleétrefs 
and Duchefs Dowager of Hanover, and the Heirs of 
her Body, being Proteftants, upon whom the Crown of 
England is fettled by an Act of Parliament, made in 
England, in the twelfth Year of the Reign of his late 
Majefty King William the 3d, intituled, ** An Act for 
** the further Limitation of the Crown, and better fe- 
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“ ¢uring the Rights and Liberties of the Subject ;” and 
that all Papifts, and Perfons martying Papifts, fhall be 
excluded from, and for ever incapable to inherit, poflefs, 
or énjoy, the Imperial Crown of Great Britain, and the 
Dominions thereunto belonging, or any Part thereof; 
and in every fuch Cafe the Crown and Government fhall 
from time to time defcend to, arid be enjoyed by, fuch 
Perfon, being a Proteftant; as fhould have inherited and 
enjoyed the fame, in Cafe fuch Papifts, or Perfon mar- 
rying a Papift, was naturally dead; according to the Pro- 
vifion, for the Defcent of the Crown of England, made 
by another A& of Parliament in England, in the firft 
Year of the Reign of their late Majefties King William 
and Queen Mary, intituled, “ An Aé, declaring the 
“ Rights and Liberties of the Subjects; and fettling the 
** Succeffion of the Crown.” eli. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That.it be another Article of the faid Union, | 

3- That the united Kingdom of Great Britain be re- 
prefented by one and the fame Parliament, to be ftiled 
the Parliament of Great Britain. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

4. That all the Subjects of the united Kingdom 
of Great Britain fhall, from and after the Union, 
have full Freedom and Intercourfe of Trade and Na- 
vigation to and from any Port or Place within the faid 
united Kingdom, and the Dominions and Plantations 
thereunto belonging; and that there be a Communica- 
tion of all other Rights, Privileges, and Advantages, 
which do or may belong to the Subjects of either King- 
dom, except where it is otherwife exprefsly agreed in 
thefe Articles. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be anothef Article of the faid Union, 

5th, That all Ships or Veffels, belonging to her Ma- 
jefty’s Subjects of Scotland at the time of ratifying the 
Treaty of Union of the two Kingdoms iri the Parliament 
of Scotland, though foreign-built, be deemed, and pafs, 
as Ships of the Built of Great Britain, the Owner, or 
(where there are more Owners) one or more of the 
Owners, within Twelve Months after the firft of May 
next, making Oath, That, at the time of ratifying the 
Treaty of Union in the Parliament of Scotland, the fame 
did, in whole, or in part, belong to him, or them, or 
to fome other Subject or Subjects of Scotland, to be par- 
ticularly named, with the Place of their refpective Abodes; 
and that the fame doth then, at the time of the faid De- 
pofition, wholly belong to him, or them; and that no 
Foreigner, directly or indireétly, hath any Share, Part, 
or Intereft therein: Which Oath fhall be made before 
the chief Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms in the Port 
next to the Abode of the faid Owner, or Owners; and 
the faid Officer or Officers fhall be impowered to admi- 
nifter the faid Oath; and the Oath, being fo adminiftered, 
fhall be attefted by the Officer or Officers, who admi- 
niftered the fame. and, being regiftered by the faid 
Officer or Officers, fhall be delivered to the Mafter of 
the Ship, for Security of her Navigation; and a Dupli- 
cate thereof fhall be tranfmitted by the faid Officer or 
Officers to the chief Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms 
in the Port of Edenburgb, to be there entered in a Re- 
gifter, and from thence to be fent to the Port of London, 
to be there entered in the general Regifter of all Trading 
Ships, belonging to Great Britain. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

6th, That all Parts of the united Kingdom for ever, 
from and after the Union, fhall have the fame Allow- 
ances, Encouragements, and Drawbacks, and be under 
the fame Prohibitions, Reftrictions, and Regulations, 
of Trade, and liable to the fame Cuftams and Duties, 
on Import and Export; and that the Allowances, En- 
couragements, and Drawbacks, Prohibitions, Reftrictions, 
and Regulations, of Trade, and the Cuftoms and Duties, 
on Import and Export, fettled in England, when the 
Union commences,’ fhall, fiom and after the Union, 
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take place throughout the whole united Kingdom; ex- 
cepting and referving the Duties upon Export and Im- 
port of fuch particular Commodities, from which any: 
Perfons, the Subjects of either Kingdom, are efpecially ; 
liberated and exempted by their private Rights, which, . 
after the Union, are to remain fafe and intire to them, : 
in all refpects, as before the fame: And that, from and 
after the Union, no Scotch Cattle, carried. into England, 
fhall be liable to any other Duties, cither on the publick 
or private Accounts, than thofe Duties, to which the 
Cattle of England are, or fhall be, liable within the faid 
Kingdom: And feeing, by the Laws of England, there 
are Rewards granted, upon the Exportation of. certain. 
Kinds of Grain, wherein Oats, grinded or ungrinded, 
are not expfeffed, that, from and after the Union,’ 
when Oats fhall be fold at Fifteen Shillings Sterling per 
Quarter, or under, there fhall be paid Two Shillings and 
Six Pence Sterling for every Quarter of the Oatmeal, ex- 
ported in the Term of the Law, whereby, and fo long as, 
Rewards are granted for Exportation of other Grain ; 
and that the Beer of Scotland have the fame Rewards, as. 
Barley : And, in refpect the Importation of Victual into 
Scotland, from any Place beyond Sea, would prove a 
Difcouragement to Tillage, therefore, that the Prohibi- 
tion, as now in force by the Law of Scotland, againft 
Importation of Victuals from Ireland, or any other Place 
beyond Sea, into Scotland, do, aiter the Umon, remain 
in the fame Force, as now it is, unul more proper and 
effe€tual Ways be provided by the Warliament of Great 
Britain, for difcouraging the Importation of the faid 
Viétuals from beyond Sea. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union. 

ath. That ali Parts of the united Kingdom be for 
ever, from and after the Union, liable to the fame Excifes 
upon all excifable Liquors, excepting only, that the 
Thir:y-four Gallons Englife Barrel of Beer or Ale, 
amounting to twelve Gallons Sco/s prefent Meafure, -fold 
in Scotland by the. Brewer at nine Shillings Six Pence: 
Sterling, excluding all Duties, and retailed, including 
Duties, and the Retailers Profit, at Two Pence the Scots 
Pint, or eighth Part of the Scots Gallon, be not, after 
the Union, liable, on account of the prefent Excife ypon 
excifable Liquors in England, to any higher Impo- 
fition, than Two Shillings Sterling upon the aforefaid 
Thirty-four Gallons Englifo Barrel, being Twelve Gal- 
lons of the prefent Scots Meafure ; and that the Excife, 
fettled in England on all other Liquors, when the Union 
commences, take place throughout the whole united 
Kingdom. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

8th. That, from and after the Union, all foreign Sali, 
which fhall be imported into Scotland, fhall be charged, 
at the Importation there, with the fame Duties, as the 
like Salt is now charged with, being imported into Exg- 
land ; and to be levied, and fecured, in the fame Man- 
ner: But, in regard the Duties of great Quantities of 
foreign Salt, imported, may be very heavy on the Mer- 
chants Importers, that therefore all foreign Salt, import- 
ed into Scotland, fhall be cellared, and locked up, un- 
der the Cuftody of the Merchants Importer, and the Of- 
ficers, employed fordevying the Duties upon Salt ; and 
that the Merchant may haye what Quantities thereof his 
Occafions may require, not under a Weigh, or Forty 
Bufhels, at a time, giving Security for the Duty of 
what Quantity he receives, payable in Six Months: But 
Scotland ‘fhall, for the Space of Seven Years from the faid 
Union, be exempted from paying, in Scotland, for Salt, 
made there, the Duty or Excife,-.now payable for Salt, 
made in England; but, from the Expiration of the faid 
Seven Years, fhall be fubject and liable to the fame Du- 
ties for Salt,;made in Scotland,.as fhall be then payable 
for Salt, made in England ; to be levied, and fecured, 
in the fame Manner, and with proportionable Drawbacks, 
and Allowances, as in England; with this* Exception, 
that Scotland fhall,. after the faid Seven Years, remain 
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exempted from the Dury of ‘Two Shillings and Four 
Pence the Bufhel on home Salt, impofed by an A@,- 
made in Exglend, in thegth and 10th of King William 
the Third of England; and, if the Parliament of Great 
Britain fhall, at or before the expiring of the faid Seven 
Years, fubftitute any other Fund:-in place of the faid Two 
Shillings and Four Pence of Excife’ on the Bufhel: of 
home Salt, Scotland fhall, after the faid Seven Years, - 
bear a Proportion of the faid Fund, and have an Equi- 
valent in the Terms of this Treaty: And that, during 
the faid Seven Years, there fhall be paid in England for 
all Salt, made in Scotiand, and imported from thence in- 
to England, the fame Duties, upon the Importation,‘ as 
fhall be payable for Salt, made in- England ; to be levied 
and fecured, in the. fame Manner, as the Duties on: 
foreign Salt are to be levied, and fecured, in England :: 
And that, after the faid Seven Years,.as long as the faid. 
Duty of Two Shillings and Four Pence a Buthel upom 
Salt is continued in Exgland, the faid Two Shillings and 
Pour Pence a Buthel thal! be payable for all Salt, made 
in Scctland, and imported into England, to be levied, 
and fecured, in the fame Manner : And that, during the 
Cortinuance of the Duty of Two Shillings Four 
Pence a. Bufhel upon Salt, made in England, no Salt 
whatioever be brought from Scotlend to England by 
Land, in any Manner, under the Penalty of forfeiting 
the Salt, and the Cattle and Carriages, made ufe of in 
bringing the iame, and paying Twenty Shillings for every 
Buthel of fuc' Salt, and proportionably for a greater or - 
lefler Quantity ; for which the Carrier, as well as the 
Owner, fhal! be liable, jointly and feverally; and. the 
Perfons, bringing or carrying the fame, to be imprifoned 
by any one Juftice of the Peace, by the Space of Six 
Monihs, without Bail, and until the Penalty be paid: 
And, for eftablifhing an Equality in Trade, that all 
Fleth, exported from Scotland to England, and put on 
board in Scotland, to be exported to Parts beyond the 
Seas, and Provifion for Ships in Scotland, and for fo- 
reign Voyages, may be falted with Scots Salt, paying the 
fame Duty. for what Salt is fo employed, as the like 
Quantity of fuch Salt pays in England ; and. under the 
fame Penalties, Forfeitures, and Provifions, for pre- 
venting of Frauds, as are mentioned in the Laws of Eng- 
land: And that, from and after the Union, the Laws 
and Acts of Parliament in Scotland, for pineing, curing, 
and packing, of Herrings, White Fifh, and Salmon, 
for Exportation, with foreign Salt only, without any 
Mixture of Briti/h or Irifo Salt, and for preventing of 
Frauds in curing and packing of Fifh, be continued in 
force in Scotland, fubje€&t to fuch Alterations, as fhall be 
made by the Parliament of Great Britain : And that all 
Fith, exported from Scotland to Parts beyond the Seas, 
which fhall be cured with foreign Salt only, and with- 
out Mixture of Britifb or Irifh Salt, fhall have the fame 
Kafes, Premiums, and Drawbacks, as are or fhall be al- 
lowed to fuch Perfons, as export the like Fith from Eng- 
land : And that, for the Encouragement of the Herring 
Fifhing, there fhall be allowed and paid to the Subjects, 
Inhabitants of Great Britain, during the prefent Allow- 
ances for other Fifhes, Ten Shillings Five Pence Sterling 
for every Barrel of White Herrings, which fhall be ex- 
ported from Scotland: And that there fhall be allowed 
Five Shillings Sterling for every Barrel of Beef, or Pork, 
falted with foreign Salt, without Mixture of Britifo ot 
Trifh Salt, and exported for Sale, from Scotland, to Parts 
beyond Sea, alterable by the Parliament of Great Britain: 
And if any Matters, or Fraud, relating to the faid’ Duties 
on Salt, fhall hereafter appear, which are not fufficient- 
ly provided againft by this Article, the fame fhall be fub- 
ject to fuch further Provifions, as fhall be thought fit by 
the Parliament of Great Britain. 
Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, . 
gth. That whenever the Sum of One million Nine 
hundred Ninty-feven thoufand Seven hundred and Sixty- 
three Pounds, Eight Shillings, and Four Pence Half- 
peny, fhall be enaéted by the Parliament of Great Britain 
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to be raifed in that Part of the united Kingdom, now 
called England, on Land, and other Things, ufually 
charged in Acts of Parliament there, for granting an 
Aid to the Crown by a Land Tax, that Part of the 
united Kingdom, now called Scotland, fhall be charged 
by the fame Act with a further Sum of Forty-eight 
thoufand Pounds, free of all Charges, as the Quota of 
Scotland to fuch Tax ; and fo proportionably for any 
greater or leffer Sum, raifed in England by any ‘Tax on 
Land, and other Things, ufually charged together with 
the Land; and that fuch Quota for Scotland, in the 
Cafes aforefaid, be raifed and colleéted in the fame 
Manner, as the Cefs now is in Scotland, but fubject to 
fuch Regulations in the Manner of collecting, as fhall 
be made by the Parliament of Great Britain. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

roth, That, during the Continuance of the refpeétive 
Duties on ftampt Paper, Vellum, and Parchment, by 
the feveral Aéts, now in force in England, Scotland thall 
not be charged with the fame refpective Duties. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

11. That, during the Continuance of the Duties, 
payable in England on Windows and Lights, which de- 
termines on the Firft Day of Auguft, 1710, Scotland 
fhall not be charged with the fame Duties. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

12th, That, during the Continuance of the Duties, 
payable in Exgland on Coals, Culm, and Cinders, which 
determines the 30th Day of September, 1710, Scotland 
fhall not be charged therewith for Coals, Culm, and 
Cinders, confumed there ; but fhall be charged with the 
fame Duties, as’ in England, for all Coals, Culm, and 
Cinders, not confumed in Scotland. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

13. That, during the Continuance of the Duty, 

ayable in England on Malt, which determines the 24th 
it of Fune, 1707, Scotland fhall not be charged with 
that Duty. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
‘That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

14th, That the Kingdom of Scotland be not charged 
with any other Duties, laid on by the Parliament of Exg- 
land before the Union, except thefe confented to in this 
Treaty ; in regard it is agreed, that all neceffary Provi- 
fion fhall be made by the Parliament of Scotland for the 
publick Charge and Service of that Kingdom, for the 
Year 1707 : Provided neverthelefs, that, if the Parlia- 
ment of England fhall think fit to lay any further 
Impofitions, by way of Cuftoms, or fuch Excifes, with 
which, by virtue of this Treaty, Scotland is to be charged 
equally with England, in fuch Cafe Scotland fhall be lia- 
ble to the fame Cuftoms, and Excifes, and have an Equi- 
valent, to.be fettled by the Parliament of Great Britain ; 
with this further Provifion, that any Malt, to be made 
and confumed in that Part of the united Kingdom, now 
called Scotland, fhall not be charged with any Impofition 
on Malt, during this prefent War. And feeing it 
cannot be fuppofed, that the Parliament of Great Bri- 
tain will ever lay any fort of Burthens upon the united 
Kingdom, but what they fhall find of Neceffity at that 
Time, for the Prefervation and Good of the whole, and 
with due Regard to the Circumftances and Abilities of 
every Part of the united Kingdom; therefore it is a- 
greed, that there be no further Exemption infifted upon 
for any Part of the united Kingdom, but that the Confi- 
deration of any Exemptions, beyond what is already 
agreed on inthis Treaty, fhall be left to the Determina- 
tion of the Parliament of Great Britain. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

15. That, whereas, by the Terms of this Treaty, the 
Subjects of Scotland, for preferving an Equality of Trade 
throughout the united Kingdom, will be liable to feveral 
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Cuftoms, and Excifes, now payable in England, which 
will be applicable towards Payment of the Debts of Exg- 
land, contracted before the Union ; ‘it is agreed, that 
Scotland fhall have an Equivalent for what the Subjects 
thereof fhall be fo charged towards Payment of the faid 
Debts of England, in all Particulars whatfoever, in man- 
her following ; viz. That, before the Union of the faid 
Kingdoms, the Sum of Three hundred Ninety-eight 
thoufand and Eighty-five Pounds, Ten Shillings, be grant: 
ed to her Majefty by the Parliament of England, for the 
Ufes after-mentioned, being the Equivalent, to be an- 
fwered to Scotland for fuch Parts of the faid Cuftoms, and 
Fxcifes upon all excifable Liquors, with which . that 
Kingdom is to be charged, upon the Union, as will be 
applicable to the Payment of the faid Debts of England, 
according to the Proportions, which the prefent Cuftoms 
in Scotland, being Thirty thoufand Pounds per Annum, 
do bear to the Cuftoms in England, computed at 
1,341,559 1. per Annum, and which the prefent Excifes 
on excifable Liquors in Scotland, being 33,500 /. per 
Annum, do bear to the Excifes on excifable Liquors in 
England, computed at 947,602 /. per Annum ;*which 
Sum of 398,085 J. 10 s. fhall be due and payable from 
the Time of the Union: And, in regard that, after the 
Union, Scotland becoming liable to the fame Cuftoms 
and Duties, payable on Import and Export, and .to the 
fame F xcifes on all excifable Liquors, as in England, as 
well upon that Account, as upon the Account of the 
Increafe of Trade and People (which will be the happy 
Confequence of the Union) the faid Revenues ‘will much 
improve, beyond the before-mentioned annual Values 
thereof, of which no prefent Eftimate can be made, yet, 
neverthelefs, for the Reafons aforefaid, there ought to 
be a proportionable Equivalent anfwered to Scotland ; it 
is agreed, that, after the Union, there fhall be an Ac- 
count kept of the faid Duties, arifing in Scotland, to the 
end it may appear, what ought to be anfwered to Scot- 
land, as an Equivalent for fuch Proportion of the faid 
Increafe, as fhall be applicable to the Payment of the 
Debts of England. And, for the further and more 
effectual anfwering the feveral Ends hereafter mentioned, 
it is agreed, that, from and after the Union, the whole 


“Increafe of the Revenues of Cuftoms and Duties on 


Import and Export, and Excifes upon excifable Li- 
quors, in Scotland, over and above the annual Produce of 
the faid refpeétive Duties, as above ftated, fhall go and 
be applied, for the Term of Seven Years, to the Ufes 
hereafter mentioned ; and that, upon the faid Account, 
there fhall be anfwered to Scotland annually, from the 
End of Seven Years after the Union, an. Equivalent, in 
Proportion to fuch Part of the faid Increafe, as fhall be 
applicable to the Debts of England, and, generally, 
that an Equivalent fhall be anfwered to Scotland for fuch 
Parts of the Englifh Debts, as Scotland may hereafter 
become liable to pay, by reafon of the Union, other 
than fuch, for which Appropriations have been made by 
Parliament, in England, of the Cuftoms, or other 


‘Duties, on Export and Import, Excifes on all excifable 


Liquors ; in refpec&t of which Debts, Equivalents are 


‘herein before provided. Andas for the Ules, to which 


the faid Sum*.of 398,085/. 105. to be. granted, as 
aforefaid, and all other Moneys, which are to be an- 


‘fwered, or allowed, to Scotland, as faid is, are to be 


applied, itis agreed, that, in the firft Place, out of the 
aforefaid Sum, what Confideration fhall be found neceflary 
to be had for any Loffes, which private Perfons may 
fuftain, by reducing the Coin of Scotland to the Standard 
and Value of the Coin of England, may be made good : 
In the next Place, that the capital Stock, or Fund, of 
the African and Indian’ Company of Scotland, advanced, 
together with the Intereft for the faid capital Stock, after 
the Rate of 5 /. per Cent. per Annum, from the refpective 
Times of the Payment thereof, fhall be paid, upon 
Payment of which capital Stock, and Intereft, it is 
agreed, the faid Company be diffolved, and ceafe ; and 
alfo, that, from the Time of paffing the Ac of Par- 
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liament in England, for raifing the faid Sum of 398,085 /. 

105. the faid Company fhall neither trade, nor grant 

Licence to trade ; providing, that, if the faid Stock, 

and Intereft, fhall not be paid in Twelve Months after 

the Commencement of the Union, that then the faid 

Company may from thenceforward trade, or give Li- 

cence to trade, until the faid whole capital Stock, and 
Intereft, fhall be paid: And as to the Overplus of the 
faid Sum of 398,085/. 10s. after Payment of what 
Confideration fhall be had for Loffes in repairing the 
Coin, and paying the faid capital Stock, and Intereft ; 
and alfo the whole Increafe of the faid Revenues of Cuf- 
toms, Duties, and Excifes, above the prefent Value, 
which fhall arife in Scotland, during the faid Term of 
Seven Years, together with the Equivalent, which fhall 
become due, upon the Improvement thereof in Scotland, 
after the faid Term; and alfo as to all other Sums, 
which, according to the Agreements aforefaid, may be- 
come payable to Scotland, by way of Equivalent, for what 
that Kingdom fhall hereafter become liable, towards 
Payment of the Debt of England ; it is agreed, that 
the fame be applied in manner following : viz. That all 
the publick Debts of the Kingdom of Scctland, as fhall 
be adjufted by this prefent Parliament, fhall be paid ; 
and that 2000/. per Annum, for the Space of Seven 
Years, fhall be applied towards encouraging and pro- 
moting the Manufacture of coarfe Wool within thofe 
Shires, which produce the Wool; and that the Firft 
2000 /, Sterling be paid at Martinmas next, and fo yearly 
at Martinmas, during the Space aforefaid ,; and after- 
wards the fame fhall be wholly applied towards the en- 
couraging and promoting the Fifheries, and fuch other 
Manufactures and Improvements, in Scotland, as may 
moft conduce to the general Good of the united King- 
dom. And it is agreed, that her Majefty be impowered 
to appoint Commiffioners who fhall be accountable to 
the Parliament of Great Britain, for difpofing the faid 
Sum of 398,085/. 10s. and all other Moneys, that 
fhall arife to Scotland upon the Agreements aforefaid, to 
the Purpofes before mentioned ; which Commiffioners 
fhall be impowered to call for, receive, and difpofe of, 
the faid Moneys, in manner aforefaid, and to infpeét the 
Books of the feveral Collectors of the faid Revenues, 
and of all other Duties, from whence an Equivalent may 
arife ; and that the Collectors, and Managers, of the faid 
Revenues, and Duties, be obliged to give to the faid 
Commiffioners fubfcribed authentick Abbreviates of the 
Produce of fuch Revenues, and Duties, arifing in their 
refpective Diftricts ; and that the faid Commiffioners 
fhall have their Office within the Limits of Scotland, 
and fhall in fuch Office keep Books, containing Accounts 
of the Amount of the Equivalent, and how the fame 
fhall have been difpofed of from time to time ; which 
may be infpected by any of the Subjects, who fhall de- 
fire the fame. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union. 

16, That, from and after the Union, the Coin fhall 
be of the fame Standard and Value throughout the 
united Kingdom, as now in England; and a Mint fhall 
be continued in Scotland, under the fame Rules, as the 
Mint in England ; and the prefent Officers of the Mint 
continued ; fubject to fuch Regulations, and Altera- 
tions, as her Majefty, her Heirs or Succeffors, or the 
Parliament of Great Britain, fhall think fit. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union. 

17th, That, from and after the Union, the fame 
Weights and Meafures fhall be ufed throughout the 
united Kingdom, as are now eftablifhed in England; 
and Standards of Weights and Meafures fhall be kept 
by thofe Burghs in Scotland, to whom the keeping the 
Standards of Weights and Meafures, now in ufe there, 
does of fpecial Right belong; all which Standards hall 
be fent down to fuch refpective Burghs from the Stan- 
dards kept in the Exchequer at Weftminfter ; fubjett, 
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neverthelefs, to fuch Regulations, as the Parliament of 
Great Britain fhall think fit. 
Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Corimittee; 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, . . 
18th, Thatthe Laws, concerning Regulation of Trade, 
Cuftoms, and fuch Excifes, to which Scotland is, by 
virtue of this Treaty, to be liable, be the fame in Scot- 
land, from and after the Union, as in England; and that 
all other Laws, in ufe within the Kingdom of Scotland, 
do, after the Union, and notwithftanding thereof, re- 
main in the fame Force, as before, except fuch, as are 
contrary to, or inconfiftent with, this Treaty, but alter- 
able by the Parliament of Great Britain, with this Dif- 
ference betwixt the Laws, concerning publick Right, 
Policy, and civil Government, and thofe which con- 
cern private Right ; that the Laws, which concern pub- 
lick Right, Policy, and civil Government, may be made 
the fame throughout the whole united Kingdom, but 
that no Alteration be made in Laws, which concern 
private Right, except for evident Utility of the Subjects 
within Scotland. 
Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union. 
igth. That the Court of Seffion, or College of Ju- 
ftice, do, after the Union, and notwithftanding thereof, 
remain in all Time coming within Scotland, as it is now 
conftituted by the Laws of that Kingdom, and with the 
fame Authority and Privileges, as before the Union ; 
fubject neverthelefs to fuch Regulations, for the better 
Adminiftration of Juftice, as fhall be made by the Par- 
liament of Great Britain : And that hereafter none fhali 
be named by her Majefty, or her royal Succeffors, to 
be ordinary Lords of Seffion, but fuch who have ferved 
in the College of Juftice, as Advocates, or principal 
Clerks of Seffion, for the Space of Five Years, or as 
Writers to the Signet, for the Space of Ten Years; 
with this Provifion, that no Writer to the Signet be 
capable to be admitted a Lord of the Seffion, unlefs he 
undergo a private and publick Trial on the Civil Law 
before the Faculty of Advocates, and be found by them 
qualified for the faid Office, two Years before he be 
named to bea Lord of the Seffion ; yet fo, as the Qua- 
lification, made, or to be made, for capacitating Per- 
fons to be named ordinary Lords of Seffion, may be 
altered by the Parliament of Great Britain: And thatthe 
Court of Jufticiary do alfo, after the Union, and notwith- 
ftanding thereof, remain in all Time coming within Scot- 
land, as it is now conftituted by the Laws of that King- 
dom, and with the fame Authority and Privileges, as be- 
fore the Union; fubject neverthelefs to fuch Regulations, 
as fhall be made by the Parliament of Great Britain, and 
without Prejudice of other Rights of Jufticiary: And that 
all Admiralty Jurifdictions be under the Lord High Ad- 
miral, or Commiffioners for the Admiralty, of Great 
Britain, for the Time being: And that the Court of 
Admiralty, now eftablifhed in Scotland, be continued ; 
and that all Reviews, Reductions, or Sufpenfions, of 
the Sentences in maritime Cafes, competent to the Jurif- 
diction of that Court, remain in the fame Manner after 
the Union, as now in Scotland, until the Parliament of 
Great Britain fhall make fuch Regulations, and Altera- 
tions, as fhall be judged expedient for the whole united 
Kingdom ; fo as there be always continued in Scotland a 
Court of Admiralty, fuch as is in England, for Determi- 
nation of all maritime Cafes, relating to private Rights in 
Scotland, competent to the Jurifdiction of the Admiralty 
Court; fubject neverthelefs to fuch Regulations, and 
Alterations, as fhall be thought proper to be made by 
the Parliament of Great Britain: And that the hereta- 
ble Rights of Admiralty, and Vice Admiralties, in Scot- 
land, be referved to the refpeétive Proprietors, as 
Rights of Property ; fubjeét neverthelefs, ‘as to the Man- 
ner of exercifing fuch heretable Rights, to fuch Re- 
gulations, and Alterations, as fhall be thought 
proper to be made by the Parliament of Great Bri- 
tain: And that all other Courts, now in being 
within the Kingdom of Scotland, do remain ; but fubject 
to 
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to Alterations by the Parliament of Great Britain: 
And that all inferior Courts, within the faid Limits, do 
remain fubordinate, as they are now, to the fupreme 
Courts of Juitice within the fame, in all Time coming: 
And that no Caufes in Scotland be cognofcable by the 
Courts of Chancery, Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, 
or any other Court in Weftminfter Hall and that the 
faid Courts, or any other of the like Nature, after the 
Union, fhall have no Power to cognofce, review, or 
alter, the Aéts or Sentences of the Judicatures within 
Scotland, or ftop the Execution of the fame: And that 
there be a Court of Exchequer in Scotland, after the 
Union, for deciding Queftions concerning the Revenues 
of Cuftoms and Excifes there, having the fame Power 
and Authority in fuch Cafes, as the Court of Exchequer 
has in England; and that the faid Court of Exchequer 
in Scotland have Power of paffing Signatures, Gifts, 
Tutories, and in other things, as the Court of Exche- 
quer at prefent in Scotland hath: And that the Court 
of Exchequer, that now is in Scotland, do remain, until 
anew Court of Exchequer be fettled by the Parliament 
of Great Britain in Scotland, after the Union: And that, 
after the Union, the Queen’s Majefty, and her royal 
Succeffors, may continue a Privy Council in Scotland, 
for preferving the publick Peace and Order, until the 
Parliament of Great Britain fhall think fit to alter it, or 
eftablifh any other effectual Method for that End. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

20. That all heretable Offices, Superiorities, here- 
table Jurifdictions, Offices for Life, and Jurifdictions for 
Life, be referved to the Owners thereof, as Rights of 
Property, in the fame Manner, asthey are now enjoy- 
ed by the Laws of Scotland, notwithftanding this 
Treaty. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

21. That the Rights and Privileges of the royal Bo- 
roughs in Scotland, as they now are, do remain intire af- 
ter the Union, and notwithftanding thereof. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

22. That, by virtue of this Treaty, of the Peers 
of Scotland, at the Time of the Union, Sixteen fhall 
be the Number, to fit and vote in the Houfe of Lords, 
and Forty-five the Number of the Reprefentatives of 
Scotland in the Houfe of Commons of the Parliament 
of Great Britain: And that, when her Majefty, her 
Heirs or Succeffors, fhall declare her or their Pleafure 
for holding the firft, or any fubfequent, Parliament of 
Great Britain, until the Parliament of Great Britain 
fhall make further Provifion therein, a Writ do iffue, 
under the Great Seal of theunited Kingdom, direéted to 
the Privy Council of Scotland, commanding them to caufe 
Sixteen Peers, who are to fit in the Houfe of Lords, to 
be fummoned to Parliament, and Forty-five Members to 
be elected, to fit in the Houfe of Commons of the 
Parliament of Great Britain, according to the Agree- 
ment in this Treaty, in fuch manner, as by an AQ, 
of this prefent Seffion of the Parliament of Scot- 
land, is or fhall be fettled, which Act is hereby de- 
clared to be'as valid, as if it were a Part of, and ingroffed 
in, this Treaty ; and that the Names of the Perfons, fo 
fummoned, and eleéted, fhall be returned by the Privy 
Council of Scotland into the Court from whence the faid 
Writ did iffue : And that, if her Majefty, on or before 
the Firft Day of May next, on which Day the Union is to 
take Place, fhall declare, under the Great Seal of England, 
that it is expedient, that the Lords of Parliament of Eng- 
land, and Commons of the prefent Parliament of England, 
fhould be the Members of the refpeétive Houfes of the 
Firft Parliament of Great Britain,. for and on the Part of 
England, then the faid Lords of Parliament of England, 
and Commons of the prefent Parliament of England, fhall 
be the Members of the refpective Houfes of the Firft 
Parliament of Great Britain, for and on the Part of Exg- 
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land , and her Majefty may, by her royal Proclamations 
under the Great Seal of Great Britain, appoint the faid 
Firft Parliament of Great Britain to meet at fuch Time 
and Place, as her Majefty fhall think fit; which Time 
fhall not be lefs than Fifty Days after the Date of fuch 
Proclamation ; and the Time and Place of the Meet- 
ing of fuch Parliament being fo appointed, a Writ 
fhall be immediately iffued, under the Great Seal of 
Great Britain, directed to the Privy Council of Scotland, 
for the fummoning the Sixteen Peers, and for electing 
Forty-five Members, by whom Scotland is to be repre- 
fented in the Parliament of Great Britain; and the Lords 
of Parliament of England, and the Sixteen Peers of Scot- 
land (fuch Sixteen Peers being fummoned, and returned, 
in the Manner agreed in this Treaty} and the Members 
of the Houfe of Commons of the faid Parliament of Eng- 
land, and the Forty-five Members for Scotland (fuch Forty- 
five Members being eleéted, and returned, in the Manner 
agreed inthis Treaty) fhall aflemble and meet refpec- 
tively in theirrefpective Houfes of the Parliament of Great 
Britain, at fuch Time and Place, as fhall be fo appoint- 
ed by her Majefty, and fhall be the Two Houfes of the 
firft Parliament of Great Britain; and that Parliament 
may continue for fuch Time only, as the prefent Parlia- 
ment of Exgland might have continued, if the Union of 
the two Kingdoms had not been made, unlefs fooner 
diffolved by her Majefty. And that every one of the 
Lords of Parliament of Great Britain, and every Mem-. 
ber of the Houfe of Commons of the Parliament of 
Great Britain, in the Firft and all fucceeding Parlia- 
ments of Great Britain, until the Parliament of Great 
Britain fhall otherways direct, fhall take the refpective 


. Oaths, appointed to be taken, inltead of the Oaths of 


Allegiance and Supremacy, by an Act of Parliament, 
made in England, in the Firft Year of the Reign of the 
late King William and Queen Mary, intituled, “ An 
*“ A& for the abrogating the Oaths of Supremacy 
‘and Allegiance, and appointing other Oaths;” and 
make, fubfcribe, and audibly repeat, the Declaration, 
mentioned in an Act of Parliament, made in England, 
in the Thirtieth Year of the Reign of King Charles the 
Second, intituled, “* An Aéct for the more effectual pre- 
** ferving the King’s Perfon and Government, by dif- 
** abling Papifts from fitting in either Houfe of Parlia- 
** ment ;” and fhall take and fubfcribe the Oath, men- 
tioned in an Act of Parliament, made in England, in the 
Firft Year of her Majefty’s Reign, intituled, “An A& 
** to declare the Alterations in the Oath, appointed to 
* be taken by the Act (intituled, An Aé for the fur- 
*‘ ther Security of his Majefty’s Perfon, and the Suc- 
** ceffion of the Crown in the Proteftant Line, and for 
* extinguifhing the Hopes of the pretended Prince of 
“ Wales, and all other Pretenders, and their open and 
** fecret Abettors) and for declaring the Affociation to 
** be determined ;” at fuch Time, and in fuch Manner, 
as the Members of both Houfes of Parliament of Eng- 
land are by the faid refpeétive Acts directed to take, 
make, and fubfcribe, the fame, upon the Penalties, and 
Difabilities, in the faid refpective Acts contained: And 
it is declared, and agreed, that thefe Words, ‘* This 
“ Realm,” ‘* The Crown of this Realm,” and ** The 
** Queen of this Realm,” mentioned in the Oaths and 
Declaration, contained inthe aforefaid Acts, which were 
intended to fignify the Crown and Realm of England, 
fhall be underftood of the Crown and Realm of Great 
Britain; and that in that Senfe the faid Oaths and De- 
claration be taken, and fubfcribed, by the Members of 
both Houfes of the Parliament of Great Britain. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

23th, That the aforefaid Sixteen Peers of Scotland, 
mentioned in the laft preceding Article, to fit in the 
Houfe of Lords of the Parliament of -Great Britain, 
fhall have all Privileges of Parliament, which the Peers 
of England now have, and which they, or any Peers or 
Great Britain, thall have after the Union ; and, particu- 
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larly, the Right of fitting upon the Trials of Peers : 
And, in cafe of the Trial of any Peer in Time of 
Adjournment, or Prorogation, of Parliament, the faid 
Sixteen Peers fhall be fummoned in the fame Manner, 
and have the fame Powers and Privileges at fuch Tri- 
al, as any other Peers of Great Britain; and that, in 
cafe any Trials of Peers fhall hereafter happen, when 
there is no Parliament in being, the Sixteen Peers of 
Scotland, who fat in the laft preceding Parliament, fhall 
be fummened in the fame Manner, and have the fame 
Powers and Privileges at fuch Trials, as any other Peers 
of Great Britain: And that all Peers of Scotland, and 
their Succeffors to their Honours and Dignities, fhall, 
from and after the Union, be Peers of Great Britain, 
and have Rank and Precedency next and immediately af- 
ter the Peers of the like Orders and Degrees in England 
at the Time of the Union, and before all Peers of Great 
Britain, of the like Orders and Degrees, who may be 
created after the Union; and fhall be tried as Peers of 
Great Britain; and fhall enjoy all Privileges of Peers, 
as fully, as the Peers of England do now, or as they, 
or any other Peers of Great Britain, may hereafter, en- 
joy the fame, except the Right and Privilege of fitting 
in the Houfe of Lords, and the Privileges depending 
thereon, and, particularly, the Right of fitting upon 
the Trials of Peers. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article of the faid Union, 

24. That, from and after the Union, there be one 
Great Seal for the united Kingdom of Great Britain, 
which fhall be different from the Great Seal, now ufed 
in either Kingdom ; and that the quartering the Arms, 
- and the Rank and Precedency of the Lyon King of 
Arms, of the Kingdom of Scotland, as may beft fuit 
the Union, be left to her Majefty; and that, in the 
mean Time, the Great Seal of England be ufed: as 
the Great Seal of the united Kingdom; and that 
the Great Seal of the united Kingdom be ufed, for feal- 
ing Writs, toelect, and fummon, the Parliament of 
Great Britain, aud for fealing all Treaties with foreign 
Princes and States, and all publick Acts, Inftruments, 
and Orders, of State, which concern the whole united 
Kingdom, and in all other Matters, relating to England, 
as the Great Seal of England is now ufed: And that a 
Seal in Scotland, after the Union, be always kept, and 
made ufe of in all things, relating to private Rights, or 
Grants, which have ufually paffed thé Great Seal of 
Scotland, and which only concern Offices, Grants, Com- 
miffions, and private Rights, within that Kingdom; 
and that, until fuch Seal fhall be appointed by her Ma- 
jefty, the prefent Great Seal of Scotland fhall be ufed 
for fuch Purpofes: And that the Privy Seal, Signet, 
Caffett, Signet of the Jufticiary Court, Quarter Seal, 
and Seals of Courts, now ufed in Scotland, be continued ; 
but that the faid Seals be altered, and adapted to the 
State of the Union, as her Majefty fhall think fit: And 
the faid Seals, and all of them, and the Keepers of them, 
fhall be fubjeét to fuch Regulations, as the Parliament of 
Great Britain fhall hereafter make : And that the Crown, 
Sceptre, and Sword of State, the Records of Parlia- 
ment, and all other Records, Rolls, and Regifters what- 
foever, both publick and private, general and particular, 
and Warrants thereof, continue to be kept, as they are, 
within that Part of the united Kingdom, now called Scot- 
land; and that they fhall fo remain in all Time coming, 
notwithftanding of the Union. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it be another Article ofthe faid Union, 

25th. That all Laws and Statutes in either Kingdom, 
fo far as they are contrary to, or inconfiftent with, the 
Terms of thefe Articles, or any of them, fhall, from 
and after the Union, ceafe, and become void; and fhall 
be fo declared to be by the refpective Parliaments of the 
faid Kingdoms. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Ordered, That a Bill be brought in, purfuant to the 
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faid Refolutions; and that Mr. Compton, Mr. Solicitor 
General, Mr. Chancellor of Exchequer, Sir Richard 
Onflow, Lord Coning/by, Lord Marquis Hartington, Sir 
Wm. St. Quintin, Sir Fofeph Fekyll, and Mr. Lowndes, 
do prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 


And then the Houfe adjourned till To-morrow Morn- 
ing, Nine a Clock.

Pyle, and Rebecca Pyle, Infants, his Grand Children, was 
prefented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that 
there is now in the Houfe, a Bill for Sale of the Eftate 


‘of Sir Seymour Pyle, Baronet, for difcharging Portions, 


Incumbrances, and Debts, and vefting the furplus Mo- 
ney, arifing by fuch Sale, in purchafing other Lands, to 
be fettled to the fame Ufes: That the faid Infants are 
the Grand-children of old Sir Seymour Pyle, and firft 
Coufins to the now Sir Seymour ; and, in cafe the faid 
Bill fhould pafs, it will debar the faid Infants of all their 
Pretenfions to the Eftate of old Sir Seymour, by virtue of 
the Settlement by him made, or by virtue of the Settle- 
ment, made by the now Sir Seymour, on his Marriage, 
in cafe of Failure of Iffue Male, or: Female, by him: 
And praying to be heard by Counfel, or otherwife, 
againft the faid Bill. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the {aid Bill is 
committed. 


Sir William Huftler (according to Order) prefented to 
the Houfe, a Bill for making the Ship Prince (foreign- 
built) a free Ship; and the fame was received, and read 
the Firft time. 


Refolved, That the Bill be read a Second time. 


Mr. Woollafton prefented to the Houfe, a Bill for the 
better Prefervation of the Game ; and the fame was re- 
ceived, and read the Firft time ; but, being brought in 
with Penalties therein filled up, the fame was, by Leave 
of the Houfe, withdrawn. 


Ordered, That Sir Hopton Williams have Leave to go 


into the Country for a Month, upon extraordinary Occa- 
fions. 


A Petition of Fofeph Wall, Gentleman, was pre- 
fented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that there 
is a Bill in the Houfe, for Sale of the Eftate of Sir 
Seymour Pyle, Baronet, for difcharging Portions, Incum- 
brances, and Debts, and vefting the furplus Money, 
arifing by fuch Sale, in purchafing other Lands, to be 
fettled to the fame Ufes: That the Petitioner is advifed, 
the faid Bill, as it now ftands, will be very prejudicial 
to the Petitioner: And praying, that he may be heard, 
what he has to object againft the fame. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 


be referred to the Committee, to whom the faid Bill is 
committed. 


The Houfe being informed, that Dr. Davenant at- 
tended, from the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms, he 
was called in, and, at the Bar, prefented to the Houfe, 

An Account of Sifters Thread, imported to England 
from HoHand, with the Duties thereon, for three Years, 
from Chriftmas, 1703, to Chrifimas, 1706; and alfo, 

An Account of Goods and Merchandizes, that are 
of the Product and Manufacture of England, exported 
to foreign Parts, with the Cuftom, thofe Goods which 
are rated, and thofe, which pay ad «4loremy amount 
unto, from Chrifimas, 1701, to Chriffmas, 1704, in di- 
ftinét Years. 

And then he withdrew. 

And the Titles thereof were read. 

Ordered,

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Accounts 
be referred to the Committee of the whole Houle; who 
are to confider further of the Trade of this Kingdom. 

The faid Accounts are bound up with the other Papers 

of this Seffion. 


Sir Gilbert Heathcott reported from the Committee, 
to whom it was referred to confider of the Abufes re- 
lating to, or arifing from, the Aét, of the laft Seffion 
‘of Parliament, intituled, An Aé& to prevent Frauds, fre- 
quently committed by Bankrupts, the Examinations, 
which the Committee had taken, and directed him to 
report to the Houfe; which he read in his Place, and 
afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; where the 
fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

That the Petitioners, Merchants, and Traders, of the 
City of London, acquainted the Committee with the 
Abufes, and ill Prattices, arifing from the faid A&; 
ViZ. 

Mr. Walker, Citizen, and Linen-draper, faid, that this 
Aé& was made upon the account of that notorious Fraud 
of one Pitkyn ; but that itis found by Experience to be 
deficient, and the fame Cheat may be ftill a€ted : 

1ft, In not providing Penalties upon fuch Bankrupts, 
as fhall remove any Goods, or Effects, from off the 
Premiffes : 

2dly, By not giving fufficient Power, for the detecting, 
and punifhing, Concealers of Bankrupts Effects ; which 
is avoided under the Umbrage of the 30 Days Notice, 
allowed them by this Act to come in, to difcover, after 
fuch Commiffion is iffued forth: And, 

3dly, By the Abufes,-and ill Praétices, of feveral of 
the Commiflioners, appointed for putting the Act in 
Execution. 

In order to the Proof of thefe Affertions, 

Mr. Walker faid, that one ames Stone carried off 
Effeéts to the Value of 3000/. and has not furrendered 
himfelf, though a Reward of 50/. has been publifhed in 
the Gazette; and, as the Act ftands, had he been taken 
within the limited Time, he muft have been allowed 
the Benefit of this Act, without Punifhment for his 
Villany, as if he had voluntarily furrendered his Effects 
to his Creditors. 

Mr. Mount iaid, that one Newton, formerly Appren- 
tice to a Woollen-draper, turned Merchant, and failing, 
carried off his Effeéts, to the Value of 4000/. and, 
when this Act was paffed, he returned, to take the Be- 
nefit thereof, and, to that End, furrendered what he called 
his All; viz. A Silver-hilted Sword, a Pair of Piftols, 
two Guineas, Six Pence, and Seven Farthings, a Falfe 
Turky Stone Ring; and had a Certificate thereupon, 
figned by the Commiffioners, though he is Son to a 
Gentleman at this Time of 7007. per Annum. 

And that the Numbers of Commiffions, taken out 
againft Butchers, Alehoufe-keepers, and fuch Sort of 
Tradefmen, are very pernicious, the Expence of the 
Commiffions generally exceeding what is left of their 
Effeéts for their Creditors. 

That, upon paffing this Act, one Green furrendered 
himfelf, and gave in an Inventory of his remaining Ef- 
fects; but therein omitted a Bond of 5u/. owing to 
him, fince paid to the Affignees by the Perfon, and an- 
other Debt of Value, not mentioned, and after was paid 
for the Benefit of his Creditors. 

That there can be no Conviction of a Bankrupt’s 
Perjury, purfuant to the Act, without there had been a 
pofitive Oath appointed, by reafon of the Evafivenefs 
~ of the Oaths, now adminiftered to them ; fuch pofitive 
Oaths being always the Method prefcribed in Aéts of 
Grace. 

That the Commiffioners, for putting the Act in Exe- 
cution, being under no Oath, exercife very extraordinay 
Powers over the Subject. 

Mr. Eggleton faid, that Wm. Peel, Silkman, removed 
himfelf, and Goods, from his Shop in the Poultry, into 
the Mint, about the Beginning of November, 1705 

That a Commiffion was awarded againit him, dated 
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the 11th Day of July, 1706, Eight Months after hig © 
Removal. 

That the firft Notice; moft of his Creditors had there- 
of; was from an Advertifement in the Gazette, of the 
25th of July; 1706, giving an account, that the Com- 
miffioners intended to meet at the 1200 fighting Cocks in 
the Mint, the oth Day of Augu/t following, in order to 
finifh the Examination of the Bankrupt. 

That the Bankrupt; Pee/, fenta Letter, dated the 
next Day; onthe roth of dugu/t, 1706, to Mr. Anth. 
Beckwith, one of the Commiffioners, containing feveral 
extravagant Articles of Loffes; and Expences, to near 
300/. for Nine Months Expences, that he had been in the 
Mint : Which Letter was produced to the Committee. 

Notwithftanding this Letter, the acting Commiffioners, 
by a Certificate, bearing Date Seven Days after, viz. 
the 17th Auguft, 1706, do certify to the Right honour- 
able the Lord Keeper, that they found, that the faid 
William Peel became a Bankrupt fince the 24th Day of 
June laft; and that he did, on the 23th Day of uly 
laft paft, voluntarily furrender himielf to them; and that 
in all things he had conformed to the feveral Statutes, 
formerly made againft Bankrupts, and tothe late A@, 
Ee. 

This Procedure, with fome other Particulars, relating 
to the Execution of this Commiffion, feems very extra- 
ordinary : 

That there was but one Advertifement publifhed, of 
the Meetings of the Commiffioners, and that in the Mint; 
where few. Creditors were willing to appear, for fear of 
being infulted : 

Thofe, that did appear, were not fuffered to afk the 
Bankrupt any Queftions, being check’d, as impertinent 
therein, and told their Bufinefs was to give Reafons, wh 
a Certificate fhould not be figned, in order to his Dif- 
charge :. 

That they figned a Certificate, that he became a Bank- 
rupt fince the 24th June laft, whenthey knew (Mr. 
Beckwith at leaft) that he had been Seven Months be- 
fore that Time in the Mint : 

That the faid 24th June appears in the original Cer- 
tificate to be interlined, but owned by Mr. Beckwith to 
be done before figning : 

That, notwithftanding the Bankrupt was a fingle Per- 
fon, and his Accounts fo extravagant, yet the Com- 
miffioners (although defired) would not grant Time, for 
the Creditors to make Objections : 

That Mr. Beckwith went out of Town, and locked 
the Bankrupt’s Depofitions up, that no Copy could be 
had till after the Time, the Lord Keeper had fet for 
Appeals to be made : 

That this Mr. Beckwith appeared as Attorney for the 
Bankrupt, at an Hearing before the Lord Chief Baron 
Ward and Mr. Juftice Powell. 

Mr. Wright faid, that about four Years fince one 
Stroud broke, and carried off all his Effects; and about 
two Years after he offered his Creditors 25. 6d. per 
Pound ; which not being accepted, he furrendered him- 
felf, fummoned his Creditors to Brown’s Coffee-houfe, 
the 13th of November, at Five aClock ; and, though the 
Commiffioners did not meet till Nine a Clock that Night, 
he had the Benefit of the late Aét, and his Certificate 
figned by the Commiffioners, one Mr. Mead being then 
the a€ting Commiffioner. 

Mr. Walker faid, that one Stanton fet up but in Offe- 
ber laft, and had then received 150 /. of his Wife’s Por- 
tion, and procured to himfelf 1800/. Credit, and run 
out, and broke on the 23 Faz. laft, and carried off his 
Effeéts ; but upon his Apprehenfions of this Commit- 
tee’s fitting, he has promifed his Creditors, he will re- 
turn the remaining Effects, and come in, to have the 
Benefit of the late Act. 

Mr. Wilfon faid, it is not uncommon now for Bank- 
rupts to get their own Affignees appointed: That one 
Majfon, a Surgeon, owed him 86/7. and then broke; 
and he took out a Commiffion of Bankrupt, proved his 
Debt, and applied to the Affignee for Payment: who 
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told him, he had contraéted with another Creditor, to pay 
him the Bankrupt’s Effeéts ; but, upon his threatening 
him, to petition the Lord Keeper for Relief againft his 
Frauds, the Affignee paid him. 

Mr. Dewfe and Mr. Martin, two of the Commiffioners 
in aCommiffion of Bankrupt, awarded againft one Blum- 
field, faid, that the Bankrupt being got into the Mint, 
they went to the Sign of the Two fighting Cocks, to exa- 
mine; who told them, that he had contraéted a Debt 
with one Rogers, a Taylor, to the amount of 58 /. upon 
which he had obtained a Judgment againft him, and, 
upon the Execution thereof, paid himfelf 40 /. and then 
offered him, as a frefh Credit, the Redemption of a 
Mortgage, he, the faid Rogers, had upon five or fix {mall 
Houfes, that might prove of fome fmall Advantage to the 
Bankrupt; and then took out a Statute againft him. 

That, upon examining Rogers upon Oath, he at firft 
confeffed, that the Debt from Blumfield was but 48 /. but 
afterwards he produced Bonds from the Bankrupt, for 
above 8o0/. and fwore, the Confideration of the faid 
Bonds were due to him, without including any Intereft 
upon the Account of the Redemption of the aforefaid 
Mortgage ; and that, from the faid Rogers {wearing back- 
wards and forwards, they, the faid Commiffioners had a 
great deal of reafon to believe, that it was a Contrivance 
between Rogers and the Bankrupt, to have a Statute taken 
out, to fcreen the Bankrupt from his juft Debts. 

Mr. Rogers, appearing, faid, the reafon of his pre- 
varicating was, by being afked too many Queftions by 
the Commiffioners ; and owned, he had obtained 38 /. 
of his Debt, before the Statute, upon his Execution, 
which he took out for 4 or 5007. , 

That the Charge of the faid Commiffion amounted to 
about 60 /. 

That it appeared tg the Commiffioners, that the faid 
Rogers and Blumfeld had arrefted a Debtor of the faid 
Bankrupt’s ; and the Commiffioners are often fome Years, 
before they make a Dividend among the Creditors, and 
fometimes none at all. 

And an Expedient, for remedy therein, was offered, 
that for the future the Majority of the Creditors may elect 
the Affignees. 

Mr. Huggins, an Attorney, faid, that he had known 
feveral Commiffions of Bankrupt taken out for very 
fmall Debts, to defeat their juft Creditors ; particularly, 
a Statute was taken out againft one Charles Evans by his 


Barber, who at the fame time owed his Client 1000 /. 


and when the Bankrupt furrendered himfelf, to take the 
Benefit of the late Act, all, that he furrendered, for the 
SatisfaGtion of his Creditors, did not amount to above 
61. and that the Charge of the Commiffion amounted 
to 30 /. 

Mr. Walker faid, that another Mifchief attends. the 
Creditors, from the Neceffity the Commiffioners are 
obliged to make three Sittings, though neither the Effects 
are removed, nor the Bankrupt abfent; which occafions 
the Increafe of the Charge of the Commiffion, to the 
‘Difadvantage of the Creditors. 

One Chriftopher Gold faid, that, when he was in Hol- 
land, a Commiffion of Bankrupt was taken out againft 
him by three of his Creditors, whofe whole Debts did 
not amount to above 45/. under the Hardfhip whereof 
his Goods, afd all his Effeéts, were feized, and fold, to 
the Ruin of himielf, Wife, and Children. 

Mr. Wallis faid, that he was fummoned to the Two 
fighting Cocks in the Mint, upon a Commiffion againft 
one of his Debtors; where one Beckwith, an Attorney, 
was fitting Commiffioner, affifted by two others ; and, 
upon his Defire of knowing, what the Bankrupt had 
furrendered, was fufficient to pay his Creditors, Beck- 
‘vith told him, he was very impertinent: They came 
there, to difcharge the Bankrupt, and not to anfwer fuch 
Queftions ; and would fign their Certificate : Upon which 
he defiring fome Time, that he might detect the Bank- 
rupt’s Difcovery; but it was denied him; and by the 
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Ulage Beckwith treated him, had it not been by the In- 
tereitt of the other two Commiffioners, the faid Mr, 
Wallis (as he was threatened) had underwent the beaftly 
Ufage, which they there call the Law of the Mizz. 

Mr. Walker faid, that many Commiffions of Bank. 
rupt are taken out againft Bankrupts, whofe Effects have 
not anfwered the Charge of the Commiffion; and it’s 
reafonably believed, four in five Commiffions are taken 
out by the procurement of the Bankrupts themfelves. 

One Grevill, a Bankrupt, faid, he was indebted to one 
Mr. Brand, in Lombard-ftreet, in 80 /. for fecuring where- 
of he left in his Hands the Leafes of two Houfes, worth 
300/. and gave him his Bond and Judgment, and 51 
Procuration, and a Guinea per Month, whilft he had 
the Money ; and having bought Ten Ton of Coffee, at 
24/1. 75. 6d. per Hundred, he was offered 200/. for 
his Bargain; which he refufing, it proved afterwards 
worth 600/. and, becaufe he would not fell it, Brand 
took out a Commiffion of Bankrupt againft him, and 
feized upon the Coffee, and kept it, till he brought to 
account but 50 /, to the Commiffion ; whereas, if the faid 
Grevill might have difpofed of his Bargain in a proper 
Time, he fhould have been able to have paid 20s. perl. 
and, for want of Money, the Commiffion is delayed, and 
no Dividend yet made, but the Effeéts remain in their 
Hands ; and they yet keep an Officer in his Houfe, though 
the Money has been offered to be laid down. 

That the laft Money he could raife, was 4/. 2 5. which 
he paid for the laft Sitting of the Commiffioners; and 
Mr. Cole’s Clerk (which Mr. €ole was acting Commif- 
fioner) told the faid Grevill, if he expected any Fruit from 
the faid Commifiion, he fhould have fecreted 50 /, of his 
Effects, to have borne the Expences thereof. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill to 
explain and amend the Act, of the laft Seffions, for pre- 
venting Frauds, frequently committed by Bankrupts ; 
and that Sir Gilbert Heathcott, Sir Robert Davers, and 
Mr. Hey/ham, do prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 


_ The Houfe (according to Order) took into further’ 
Confideration the Report from the Committee, to whom 
the Bill for the continuing an Act, made in the firft Year 
of her Majefty’s Reign, for the more effectual prevent- 
ing of Abufes and Frauds of Perfons, employed in the 
working up the Woollen, Linen, Fuftian, Cotton, and 
Iron, Manufactures of this Kingdom, was committed. 

Ordered, That the Claufe, marked C, be withdrawn. 

Another Claufe was offered to the Houfe, to be added 
to the Bill, inftead thereof. 

And the fame being twice read ; 

Ordered, That the further Confideration of the faid 
Report be adjourned until Friday Morning next. 


A Petition of the Merchants of Bideford, concerned 
in the Importation of Salt, for the carrying on the New- 
foundland Trade, was prefented to the Houfe, and read ; 
fetting forth, that the Act of Parliament, obliging the 
Importers of Salt to pay down the great Duty thereon, 
within Six Months after Importation, has fo difcouraged 
all Traders from bringing any foreign Salt into the faid 


Port, that the Petitioners are wholly incapacitated to 


fupply their Ships with Salt for Newfoundland, info- 
much that of at leaft 40 Sail, employed in that Trade, 
they cannot now fend above four or five fmall Veffels : 
And praying, that a longer Time, than Six Months, be 
allowed, for paying the faid Duty upon Salt, for the 
better encouraging the Trade to Newfoundland. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition be 
referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe, who are 
to confider further of the Trade of this Kingdom. 


The Houfe (according to Order) refolved itfelf into a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, to confider further of 
Ways and Means for raifing the Supply granted to her 
Majefty. ’ 

Mr. 
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Mr. Speaker left thé Chair. 

Mr. Conyers took the Chair of the Committee. 

Mr. Speaker refumed the Chair. 

Mr. Conyers reported from the Committee, that they 
had made a further Progrefs in the Matter to them re- 
ferred ; and had direéted him to move, that they may 
have Leave to fit again. 

Refolved, That this Houfe will, upon Friday Morn- 
ing next, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole 
Houfe, to confider further of Ways and Means for raif- 
ing the Supply granted to her Majetty. 


Ordered, That the ingroffed Bill for the further and 
better Relief, Employment, and Maintenance, of the 
Poor, be read the Third time To-morrow Morning. 


Ordered, That Sir Fobn Hawles, Mr. Carey, Mr. 
Bertie, Mr. Rowney, Mr. Pinnell, be added to the Com- 
mittee, to whom the Bill for Sale of the Eftate of Sir 
Seymour Pyle, Baronet, for difcharging Portions, In- 
cumbrances, and Debts, and invefting. the furplus Mo- 
ney, arifing by fuch Sale, in purchafing other Lands, to 
be fettled to the fame Ufes, is committed. 


And then the Houfe adjourned till To-morrow Morn-

A Petition of Thomas Byde, of Ware Park, inthe 
County of Hertford, Efquire, was prefented to the 
Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that by a Settlement, 
made upon the Petitioner’s Father’s Intermarriage, the 
Petitioner was intitled to an Eftate in Tail Male, in 
Remainder, expectant upon the Death of Sir Thomas 
Byde, the Petitioner’s Grandfather, of the Manor of 
Ware Park, and divers Tenements and Lands in Hert- 
fordfbire, and of the Manor of Bengeo, fettled on his 
Mother, after her Death, without any manner of Re- 
ftraint, or Charge thereon, for raifing Portions, or other 
Moneys, but that the Petitioner had, by the Settlement, 
an abfolute Power to difpofe of the faid Premiffes at his 
Pleafure; yet by an Act of Parliament, made in the 10th 
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Year of his late Majefty’s Reign, the Petitioner, who ~ 
was then an Infant, in Kindnefs to his Sifter Barbara 
Byde, did voluntarily fubmit to charge his faid Eftates 
with the Payment of 3000/. for her Portion, whereof 
1000 /. was to be paid, with Intereft, upon the Peti- 
tioner’s purchafing in of his Mother’s Jointure (which by 
the Act he was enabled to do) or upon her Death, and 
the other 2000 /. and Intereft, on the Death of his Grand- 
father: That, although the Petitioner hath no other, 
than the fo fettled Eftate, he finds, by the faid Act, that 
he is wholly reftrained from doing any A& to bar, or 
prejudice, any of the Ufes, or Remainders, limited by 
the faid Settlement, without any Recompence to the Pe- 
titioner, for difabling himfelf to difpofe of his faid Eftates, 
or fo much as making any Provifion to taife his Sifter’s 
Portion, or any other Money whatfoever, fave only 4000/. 
for younger Children, if he fhould have any: That after- 
wards the Petitioner married, and had 5000 /. Portion; 
out of which he paid rooo/. to his Sifter, and with the 
reft he purchafed in his Mother’s Jointure, and fettled 
it upon his Wife: That about two Years fince Sir Tho. 
Byde died, and left the Eftate, and the Manfion-houfe, 
wholly unfurnifhed, and very much out of Repair; fo 
that the Petitioner has and muft expend great Sums of 
Money in neceflary Repairs, and Furniture; and his 
Sifter has brought a Bill in Chancery for the 2000/. 
Refidue of her Portion, which, if decreed, can be raifed 
no otherways, than by fequeftering the Rents of the Pe- 
titioner’s Eftate ; whereby he will be deprived of Sub- 
fiftance: That it is much doubted, whether, if the Pe- 
titioner fhould have Daughters, or one only Daughter, 
the Provifion in the faid A& for youngerChildren is not 
defective: And praying, that Leave may be given to 
bring ina Bill to amend the faid Defect, and to repeal 
in part the reftraining Claufe in the faid A&, and to 
enable the Petitioner, by Mortgage, or otherwife, to 
raife Moneys, to difcharge his Sifter’s Portion, and a 
reafonable Sum for the Petitioner’s other neceéffary Oc- 
cafions. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred toa Committee ; and that they do examine 
the Matter thereof, and report the fame, with their 
Opinion therein, to the Houfe. 

And it is referred to Mr. Monjfon, Sir Tho. Webfter, 
Sir Fof: Fekyll, Mr. Pelham, Mr. Woollafton, Sir Hen.

The Lords have agreed to the Amendments, made 
by this Houfe to the Bill, intituled, An A&ét for repeal-

The Houfe proceeded (according to Order) to take 
into Confideration the Report from the Committee, to 
whom the Petition of the Six Clerks was referred. 

And the fame was read, and the Refolution of the 
Committee thereupon, and is as followeth; vz. 

That the Petitioners, the Six Clerks, by their Counfel 
alleged themfelves to be the only Attorneys of the Court 
of Chancery; and that they, and their Predeceffors, 
amongtt other Fees and Perquifites, were intitled to the 
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ancient Termly Fee of 35. 44. and that their Fees have 
often been inquired into, and found reafonable. _ 

To prove which, they produced an Aét, made in the 
gift Year of Hen. VIII. whereby their Predeceffors, 
the Six Clerks, were incorporated ; and alfo an Ordi- 
nance, of Michaelmas, 11° Car. 1. wherein the Six 
Clerks are called the only Attorneys; as alfa fevetal other 
ancient Prefentments, Ordinances, and Orders, of that 
Court, for their Eftablifament; and particularly a Pre- 
fentment in the 40 Year of Queen Eliz. by which the 
faid Termly Fee of 35. and 4d. and the Fees of the 
fmall Writs, are prefented, as the Six Clerks Fees; as 
alfo a Decree, made by the Lord Keeper Bridgman, 
Anno 1668, was read; whereby it appeared, that the 
under Clerks, therein directed to be fworn, fhall and 
may have, receive, detain, and keep, to their own Ufes, 
1s. and 4d. out of every Termly Fee of 35. and 44. 
and likewife a Share and Part of feveral other Fees, as 
is therein particularly mentioned, and a Moiety of all 
other Fees for all other Writs, ufually difpatched by the 
* Clerks in their Clients Caufes ; and the under Clerks 
refpectively fhall be accountable to the Six Clerks only 
for 2s. of the Termly Fee of 3s. and 4d. and likewife 
for fuch Share of all other Fees, as therein is particu- 
larly mentioned; And it is expreffed in the faid Decree, 
that the under Clerks fhould duly account with, and pay 
to, the Six Clerks the refidue of the Fees, in regard 
they abated much of what heretofore they ufed to receive. 

That a Copy of another Prefentment of Fees was pro- 
duced, made in the Year 168y to the Houfe of Peers, 
and figned by Mr. Derbyfbire and Mr. Slater (then two 
of the Senior under Clerks) intituled, ‘The ancient 
Fees of the Six Clerks of the Court of Chancery, 
“¢ ufually taken in the Six Clerks Office ;” wherein the 
faid Termly Fee of 35. 44. and the reft of the Fees, 
mentioned in the 40th of Fiz. are enumerated ; and 
at the End of the faid Prefentment are thefe Words: 
** There hath been an Allowance out of the Fees above- 
‘* mentioned to the under Clerks, who difpatch the Bu- 
** finefs of the Client in that Office; and by a Decree, 
“made by the late Lord Keeper Bridgman, and the 
“* then Mafter of the Rolls, the 18th Day of Fume, in 
“‘ the 2oth Year of King Charles the 2d, the fame are 
** fettled between the Six Clerks and the under Clerks, 
** and have been ever fince obferved.” 

By their Counfel they further infifted, that, time out 
of mind, they have had under Clerks under them, at 
fuch Allowances, as they thought fit. 

To prove which, 

Mr. Bladen produced two Papers, found in the Six 
Clerks Office, purporting to be two Petitions in the Year 
1627, from fome of the under Clerks to the then Six 
Clerks, for an Increafe of their Allowance of 2d. per 
Sheet to 3d. which, upon due Examination of their 
Employments, the then Six Clerks granted: And fur- 
ther faid, that he had fearched the Regifter Books, from 
the Year 1660 to this Time; and that he found great 
Numbers of Orders, made by the Court, for admitting 
Suisors in forma Pauperis;, by all which the Six Clerks 
were appointed to be Attorneys, or Six Clerks, for fuch 
Paupers; and that he did not find any one Pauper Or- 
der directed to an under Clerk in all that Time; And 
the Regifter Books being produced, feveral of the faid 
Orders were read, wherein the Six Clerks were ftiled 
Attorneys. 

By their Counfel they further infifted, that the Reafon, 
why the Sixty Clerks became to be called fworn Clerks, 
was from the Oath they were obliged to take, not to 
embezil, or deface, the Records of the Court; and 
that the Equivalent, given thofe under Clerks, in lieu of 
the Tenor of the Bill, taken away by the late A&ét of 
Parliament (for the Amendment of the Law) is become 
avery great Advantage; the Attorneys Fee, and all fmall 
Writs, given them by way of Compenfation, exceeds 
theirLofs above Eleven hundred Pounds in every Six 
hundred Caufes. 

To prove which, 
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Mr. ¥o/bua Hinton faid, that he had made a Search into 
the Records, brought to him into the Six Clerks Hall, 
for the four Terms before Trin. laft, and found Twelve 
hundred Eighty-fix Bills filed, whereupon were 538 
Dedimas’s. 

Mr. Sainuel Througbton faid; that he had made -the like 
Search; and that, what Mr. /inton had declared, was 
true: But neither of them knew, or could fay, that they 
were all the Records of thofe Terms. 

Cha. Thetfard, Porter to the Six Clerks, faid, he 
carried the Bundles out of the Six Clerks Studies into 
their Dining Hall; in order to examine the Dedimus 
Caufes: And being afked, whether thofe Bundles con- 
tained all the Records in thofe four Terms, faid, he 
could riot tell: And being further afked, whether he had 
nat been frequently fent by the Six Clerks to their Stu- 
dies, to deliver out Bills and Anfwers to the fworn Clerks, 
faid, he had ; and that he believed, many Anfwers of 
thofe Terms were in the Cuftody of the fworn Clerks at 
that time. 

Mr. Wright, Attorney at Law, produced 4 printed 
Paper, importing a Calculation of the Six Clerks Lofs, 
fuftained from the Equivalent; from which he fuppofed, 
that the Compenfation, given to the fworn Clerks, does 
confiderably exceed the Lofs they fuftained by taking 
away the Tenor of the Bill; but could not affirm the 
fame, otherwife than from the faid printed Paper. 

Mr. Milner, one of the Petitioners, produced his 
Book of Entries; and faid, that the Six Clerks made 
Entries of the Names of all Plaintiffs and Defendants in 
all the Bills and Anfwers, brought to them to be filed ; 
and that they give their Attendances in the Afternoons 
for that Purpofe, and in the Mornings, in Term-time, 
at Weftminfter, to read the Pleadings of the Court 
there. 

Then the fworn Clerks, by their Counfel, in anfwer 
to what had been offered by the Six Clerks, did admit, 
that the Six Clerks were ancient Officers, and that their 
Predeceffors, at their primitive Inftitution, were Men 
of great Abilities and Judgment in the Practice thereof; 
but that now, and for many Years paft, the Six Clerks 
have proved to be juft contrary, whereby the Bufinefs, 
done by the Six Clerks anciently, is now devolved upon, 
and difpatched by, the fworn Clerks; for the Perform- 
ance whereof they are fworn into their Employments, 
and have fettled Fees allowed them by the Court; and, 
inftead of receiving from, they pay to, the Six Clerks 
what Fees they receive by virtue of their Office ; which, 
notwithftanding their Complaint, and though they do fo 
fmall a Share (if any thing) towards the Performance 
of, and carrying on, the Proceedings of Caufes in that 
Court, their Offices are worth to them, by the Receipt 
of the various Fees and Perquifites, they now enjoy, 
600 /. per Annum refpectively, one with another. 

To prove which, 

Mr. Bez. Knight, Attorney at Law, produced a De- 
cree of the Court of Chancery, in the Year 1668, for 
the regulating the Six Clerks Office, and fettling and 
eftablifhing the fworn Clerks, and all Fees to be paid in 
that Office: And further faid, that he had been a Pra- 
titioner in that Court for 20 Years paft, and always 
applied himfelf to fome of the fworn Clerks, for the 
carrying on and difpatch of his Clients Caufes ; and 
always found, that they went through the fame, without 
the Six Clerks being any way concerned therein. 

Mr. George Edwards, fenior, Deputy Regifter of the 
Court of Chancery, proved, that the whole Courfe of 
Proceedings in that Office went through the Hands of 
the fworn Clerks; and that he did not apprehend, the Six 
Clerks to be any ways concerned therein, nor did they 
ever come to his Office, upon any Bufinefs of that Court; 
And faid, that all Notices of Motions, and Orders, are 
given to the fworn Clerks only ; and that the Suitors are 
in all Cafes bound by the Confent of the {worn Clerks. 

Mr. Nicholls, Barrifter at Law, faid, that he came into 
the faid Office 26 Years ago, and was there bred up ; 
and that it was. the Praétice of the Six Clerks then, tor 
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two of them, in Tefm-time, to attend the Court at 
Weftminfter, and, upon their Return, they dine at their 
Hall, and in the Afternoons fhould give their Attendan- 
ces in their Studies ; but they fo often omit their Duty 
therein, that many Caufes have been ruined by their ne- 
gleci of Attendance, becaufe Recourfe cannot be had to 
the Records in their Abfence. 

He further faid, that formerly the Six Clerks were 
Men of that Ability, that the Court, upon Complaints 
of Irregularities in Praétice, ufually referred the fame to 
the two fenior Six Clerks, who ufed to hear them in the 
Hall, after Dinner, gratis ; but, as thofe Abilities pro- 
ved deficient in their Succeffors, the Court, for many 
Years paft, have fent fuch References to Mafters in 
Chancery ; which is great Expence, and Delay, to the 
Suitor. 

He faid further, that, whilft he was a Pra¢tifer in the 
Court, he paid above 1500 /. in Fees to one of the Six 
Clerks, then prefent at the Committee ; and appealed to 
him, whether ever he knew the Merits of any one Caufe: 
To which the Six Clerk madeno Reply. 

He alfo faid, that in his Time he has often made out 
50 Dedimus’s in one Term; and the Equivalent of a 
whole Year would not make good the Lofs of that 
Term. 

He faid further, that he has had three or four Score 

Caufes begin in one Term, and not three Hearings ; and 
that, if one of the fworn Clerks die, a Writ ad faciendum 
Attorna?’ iffues forth, before the Caufe can proceed ; 
but no fuch Writ, or any other, ever iffues, when any 
of the Six Clerks die ; and, upon iffuing fuch Writ, a 
new {worn Clerk is appointed, and the fame Six Clerk 
remains. 
_ He alfo faid, that, if a Defendant be brought to the 
Bar by Habeas Corpus, for want of an Appearance, the 
Court direéts a fworn Clerk to appear, and not a Six 
Clerk, though prefent in Court. 

He further faid, that the Six Clerks are named At- 
torneys of that Court in Pauper Caufes, to indemnify the 
fworn Clerks from paying Fees to the Six Clerks in fuch 
Caufes : and that he has applied himfelf with a great 
deal of Confideration of feveral other fworn Clerks Cir- 
cumftances in Bufinefs, as well as the Experience of his 
own, in refpeét to the Recompence, given by the late 
A&, for the Amendment of the Law, to the fworn 
Clerks, in lieu of the Tenor of the Bill, thereby taken 
away ; and does find, that their faid Recompence falls 
very fhort, in proportion to the Lofs they have fuftained 
thereby. 

He faid further, thats when he left his Bufinefs, he 
had owing to him, on his Book, about 4000 /. for Bu- 
finefs done in the Office ; and offered it to his late Six 
Clerk, then prefent, for 2000 /. and would give him 
Seven Years to pay it. 

And being afked, what was the prefent yearly Value of 
the Six Clerks Places ; he faid, at leaft 600 /. And being 
further afked, what was the Value of their Places before 
the late Aét of Parliament ; he faid, he did not know, 
but they formerly might have been worth 1000/. per 
Annum. 

Mr. Turner, Barrifter at Law, brought up in the faid 
Office ever fince the Year 1663, and prattifed therein 
to the Year 1696, faid, that he, being concerned in 
Town Caufes, knows, that they amounted to about an 
8th Part with the Country Caufes ; whereby he calculated 
that the Recompence, given to the fworn Clerks, by 
the fmall Writs; and Term Fee, falls very fhort of the 
Lofs they have, in taking away the Tenor of the Bill; 
for that the Fees in Dedimus’s, in his own Praétice, 
ufually amounted to 100/. and thofe of fmall Writs, 
and Term Fees, to not near fo much. 

And that, upon Confideration of the whole Matter, 
the Committee came to the Refolution following : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Petitioners, the Six Clerks in Chancery, have 
not made good the Allegations of their faid Petition. 

The faid Refolution being read a Second time ; 
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Refolved, That the Houfe doth agree with the Com- 
mittee, in the faid Refolution, That the Petitioners, the 
Six Clerks in Chancery, have not made good the Alle- 
gations of their faid Petition. 
Ordered, That the faid Petition be difmiffed. 


A Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, Commori 
Council, and Citizens, of the City of Carlifle; was pre- — 
fented to the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that the 
Petitioners have, by ancient Grants, and Prefcription, a 
Right to feveral Tolls and Cuftoms upon Scotch Cattle 
and Goods, amounting to 140/. per Annum; or more, 
for which they pay aFee-farm Rent, of 401. per An- 
wum; to the Crown: That thofe Tolls are applied to 
repair the Guild-hall, Moot-hall, publick Buildings, 
Highways, and other Occafions of the {aid City, and 
Suburbs ; and which ate a great Branch of their Re- 
venues, and will be taken away by the intended Union 
between the Kingdoms of England and Scotland: And 
praying, that they may have fuch Relief in the Premifes, 
as the” Houfe fhall think reafonable. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred toa Committee ; and that they do examine 
the Matter thereof, and what the Value of the faid 
Tolls and Cuftoms now are; and to report the fame to 
the Houtfe. 

And it is referred to Colonel Stanwiz, Mr. Mole/- 
worth, Mr. Peyton, Mr. Skippon, Lord Coning/ly, Mr. 
Calthrope, Mr. Aylmer, Sir Hen. Colt, Mr. Wyld, Mr. 
Walfo, Lord Powlett, Mr. Pulteney, Sir Robert Davers, 
Mr. Farrer, Sir Rufhout Cullen, Six Tho. Littleton, Mr. 
Middleton, Sir Fof. Fekyll, Mr. Bromley, Mr. Harvey, 
Mr. Lowther, Mr. Clayton, Mr. Monéion ; and all for the 
Six Northern Counties: And they are to meet this Af- 
ternoon, at Five a Clock, in the Speaker’s Chamber ; 


and have Power to fend for Perfons, Papers; and Re- 
cords.

the Union Sixteen fhall be the Number, to fit and vote 
in the Houfe of Lords, and Forty-five the Number of 
the Reprefentatives of Scotland in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, of the Parliament of Great Britain; and that the 
faid Sixteen Peers, and Forty-five Members in the Houfe

aforefaid, may fend to all fuch Meetings Lifts of the 
Peers, whom they judge fitteft, validly figned by the 
faid abfent Peers, which fhall bé reckoned in the fame 
Manner, as if the Parties had been prefent, and given 
in the faid Lift; and, in cafe of the Death, or legal In- 
capacity, of any of the faid Sixteen Peers, that the afore- 
faid Peers of Scotland fhall nominate another of their 
own Number in place of the faid Peer or Peers, in Man- 
ner before and after mentioned: And that of the faid 
Forty-five Reprefentatives of Scotland in the Houfe of 
Commons, in the Parliament of Great Britain, Thirty 
fhall be chofen by the Shires, or Steuartries, and Fifteen 
by the Royal Burrows as follows; viz. One for every 
Shire, and Sreuartry,. excepting the Shires of Bute and 
Cathnefs, which fhall choife one by Turns, Bute having 
the Firft Election ; the Shires of Nairn and Cromarty, 
which fhall alfo choife by Turns, Nairn having the 
Firft Ele&tion ; and in like Manner the Shires of Clack- 
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manan and Kinrofs fhall choife by Turns, Clackmanay 
having the Firft Eleétion ; and, in cafe of the Death, 
or legal Incapacity, of any of the faid Members from 
the refpective Shires, or Steuartries, above-mentioned, to 
fit in the Houfe of Commons, it is ena¢ted and ordained, 
that the Shire, or Steuartry, who elected the faid Member, 
fhall ele&t another Member in his Place: And that the 
faid Fifteen Reprefentatives for the Royal Burrows be 
chofen as follows; wiz. That the Toun of Edinburgh 
fhall have Right to ele&t, and fend, one Member to the 
Parliament of Great Britain, and that each of the other 
Burghs fhall eleé&t a Commiffioner in the fame Manner, 
as they are now in ufe to elect Commiffioners to the Par- 
liament of Scotland; which Commiffioners, and Burghs 
(Edinburgh excepted) being divided in Fourteen Claffes, 
or Diftricts, fhall meet at fuch Time, and Burghs, within 
their refpective Diftri€ts, as her Majefty, her Heirs or 
Succeffors, fhall appoint, and elect one for each Diftri@; 
viz. The Burghs of Kirkwall, Week, Dornock, Dingevc!, 
and Taine, one; the Burghs of Fortrofe, Invernefs, 
Nairn, and Forre/s, one; the Burghs of Elgin, Cullen, 
Banff, Inverury, and Kintore, one; the Burghs of Ader- 
deen, Inverbervy, Montrofe, Aberbrothock, and Brochine, 
one; the Burghs of Forfar, Perth, Dundee, Coupar, 
and St. Andrews, one ; the Burghs of Craiil, Kilrennie, 
Anftruther Eafter, Anftruther Wefter, and Pittenweem, 
one; the Burghs of Dyfrt, Kirkaldie, Kinghern, and 
Bruntifland, one, the Burghs of Jnnerkithen, Dun- 
fermline, Queensferry, Culrofs, and Sterling, one; the 
Burghs of Glafgow, Renfrew, Ruglen, and Dumbartan, 
one; the Burghs of Haddingten, Dunbar, North Ber- 
wick, Lauder, and Jedburgh, one; the Burghs of Se/- 
kirk, Peelles, Linlithgow, and Lanerk, one; the Burghs 
of Dumfries, Sanqubar, Annan, Lechmaben, and Kirk- 
eudbright, one; the Burghs of Wigtoun, New Gallowey, 
Stranraver, and Whitebern, one; and the Burghs of 
Air, Irvin, Rothefay, Campbletoun, and IJnverary, one. 
And it is hereby declared, and ordained, that, where 
the Votes of the Commiffioners for the faid Burghs, met 
to choife Reprefentatives from their feveral Diftricts ta 
the Parliament of Great Britain, fhall be equal, in that 
Cate the Prefident of the Meeting fhall have a cafting or 
decifive Vote, and that by and attour his Vote, as a 
Commiffioner from the Burgh, from which he is fent ; 
the Commiffioner from the eldeft Burgh prefiding in 
the firft Meeting, and the Commiffioners from the other 
Burghs, in their refpective Diftri€ts, prefiding after- 
wards, by Turns, in the Order, as the faid Burghs are 
now called in the Rolls of the Parliament of Scotland : 
And in cafe that any of the faid fifteen Commiffioners 
from Burghs fhall deceafe, or become legally incapable 
to fit in the Houfe of Commons, then the Town of 
Edinburgh, or the Diftrict, which choifed the faid Mem- 
ber, fhall eleét a Member in his or their Place. It is 
always hereby exprefsly provided, and declared, that 
none fhall be capable to eleét, or be elected, for any of 
the faid Eftates, but fuch, as are Twenty-one Years of 
Age compleat, and Proteftant, excluding all Papifts, 
or fuch, who, being fufpeét of Popery, and required, 
refufe to {wear and fubfcribe the Formula, contained in 
the third Aé&, made in the 8th and gth Seffions of King 
Villiam’s Parliament, intituled, “ Act for preventing 
the Growth of Popery:” And alfo declaring, that none 
fhall be capable to elect, or be elected, to reprefent a 
Shire, or Burgh, in the Parliament of Great Britain, 
for this Part of the united Kingdom, except fuch, ‘as 
are now capable, by the Laws of this Kingdom, to 
elect, or be elefted as, Commiffioners for Shires, or 
Burghs, to the Parliament of Scotland. And, further, 
her Majefty, with Advice and Confent aforefaid, for the 
effectual and orderly Election of the Perfons, to be 
chofen to fit, vote, and ferve, in the refpective Houfes 
of the Parliament of Great Britain, when her Majefty, 
her Heirs and Succeffors, fhall declare her or their Plea- 
fure for holding the firft, or any fubfequent, Parliament of 
Great Britain, and when, for that Effeét, a Writ fhall 
be iffued out under the Great Seal of the united Kingdom, 
directed 
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direéted to the Privy Council of Scotland, conform to the 
faid twenty-fecond Article, ftatutes, enacts, and or- 
dains, that, until the Parliament of Great Britain fhall 
make further Provifion therein, the faid Writ thall con- 
tain a Warrand and Command to the faid Privy Council, 
to iffue out a Proclamation, in her Majefty’s Name, 
requiring the Peers of Scotland, for the Time, to meet 
and affemble at fuch Time and Place within Scotland, 
as her Majefty, and royal Succeffors, fhall think fit, to 
make Eleétion of the faid Sixteen Peers ; and requiring 
the Lord Clerk Regifter, or two of the Clerks of Seffion, 
to attend all fuch Meetings, ard to adminifter the Oaths, 
that are, or fhall be, by Law required, and to afk the 
Votes ; and having made up the Lifts, in Prefence of the 
Meeting, to return the Names of the Sixteen Peers 
chofen (certified under the Subfcription of the faid Lord 
Clerk Regifter, Clerk or Clerks of Seffion, attending) 
to the Clerk of the Privy Council of Scotland ; and fick- 
lyke requiring and ordaining the feveral Freeholders, 
in the refpective Shires, and Steuartries, to meet and 
convene at the head Burghs of their feveral Shires, and 
Steuartries, to eleét their Commiffioners, conform to 
the Order above fet down ; and ordaining the Clerks of 
the faid Meetings, immediately after ‘the faid Eleétions 
are over, refpectively, to return the Names of the Per- 
fons elected to the Clerks of the Privy Council ; and 
laftly ordaining the City of Edinburgh to elect their 
Commiffioner, and the other royal Burrows to elect each 
of them a Commiffioner, as they have been in ufe to 
ele&t Commiffioners to the Parliament, and to fend the 
faid refpective Commiffioners at. fuch Times to fuch 
Burghs, within their refpective Diftricts, as her Majefty, 
and Succeffors, by fuch Proclamation fhall appoint 3 re- 
quiring and ordaining the common Clerk of the re- 
fpective Burghs, where fuch Election fhall be appointed 
to be made, to attend the faid Meetings, and, imme- 
diately after the Election, to return the Name of the 
Perfon fo elected (certified under his Hand) to the Clerk 
of Privy Council ; to the End that the Names of the Six- 
teen Peers, thirty Commiffioners for Shires, and fifteen 
Commiffioners for Burghs, being fo returned to the 
Privy Council, may be returned to the Court, from 
whence the Writ did iffue under the great Seal of the 
united Kingdom, conform to the faid Twenty-fecond 
Article. And whereas by the faid Twenty-fecond Ar- 
ticle it is agreed, that, if her Majefty fhall, on or before 
the firft Day of May next, declare, That it is expedient, 
the Lords and Commons of the prefent Parliament of 
England fhould be the Members of the refpective 
Houfes of the firft Parliament of Great Britain, for and 
on the Part of England, they fhall accordingly be 
the Members of the faid refpective Houfes, for and on 
the Part of England; her Majefty, with Advice and 
Confent forefaid, in that Cafe only, doth hereby ftatute 
and ordain, That the Sixteen Peers, and Forty-five 
Commiffioners for Shires and Burghs, who fhall be 
chofen by the Peers, Barons, and Burghs, refpectively, 
in this prefent Seffion of Parliament, and out of the 
Members thereof, in the fame Manner, as Committees 
of Parliament are ufually now chofen, fhall be the Mem- 
bers of the refpective Houfes of the faid firft Parliament 
of Great Britain, for and on the Part of Scotland; which 
Nomination, and Eleétion, being certified by a Writ 
under the Lord Clerk Regifter's Hand, the Perfons, fo 
nominated, and elected, fhall have Right to fit and vote 
in the Houfe of Lords, and in the Houfe of Commons, 
of the firft Parliament of Great Britain.

Sit Francis Majfbam reported from the Committee, 
to whom the Petition of Nathaniel Rich, Efquire, late 
Receiver General for the County of Effex, was referred ;

The Houfe refumed the Confideration of the Report 
from the Committee, to whom it was referred to inquire 
into any Abufes committed, or Charges expended, in 
relation to the Bankruptcy of Thomas Pitkin. 

And the Report was read, and is as followeth; viz. 

That Mr. Randall Stracey, one of the Commiffioners 
in the Commiffion, iffued againft the faid Pitkin, laid 
before the Committee Pitkin’s Depofitions upon Oath 
before the faid Commiffioners ; whereby appeared the 
faid Pitkin’s Villanies, and horrid Combinations with 
Brerewood, Williams, and Miles, in cheating and de- 
frauding his Creditors of Goods and Commodities to a 
very great Value. 

Mr. Cookes, one of the Affignees, faid, that Pitkin’s 
Affignees having feized feveral Parcels of the Bankrupt’s 
Effects, computed to the Value of 12,000 /. which he 
had privately conveyed to Places, provided by Mr. Brere- 
wood, there were fo many and fuch heavy Aétions 
brought againft the Affignees, at the Suit of Brerewood, 
Fobn Dann, and Fob Williams, by one Mr. Mills 
(Brerewood’s Attorney) and all the reft of the faid Pit- 
kin’s Effects, except fome Goods, fuppofed to the Va- 
lue of about 500/. which were feized in his Houfe 
were either fecreted, or claimed by the faid Dann, and 
others ; fo that the faid Affignees, and other the Credi- 
tors, were neceflitated to comply with Mr. Brerewood’s 
Offers of paying 8s. 6d. per Pound; and accordingly 
Articles were drawn, and executed, between Mr. Brere- 
wood, and the Creditors ; whereby he covenanted to pay 
them the faid 8s. 6 d. per Pound, and they were there- 
upon to affign their Debts ; which Compofition-money 
would amount to about 24,o00/, but is not all yet 
paid. \ 

Mr. Cookes alfo laid before the Committee, an Account 
of the Charges, the Creditors fuftained upon that Com- 
miffion, amounting to 2075/. 175. 9d. before the 
Articles of Agreement were executed between them and 
Mr. Brerewood ; which Charges arofe by the profecuting 
and defending, feveral Suits at Law, feizing of Pitkin’ 
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Goods on board divers Veffels, which were fhipped in 
other Perfons Names ; in fending Meffengers to Holland, 
and other Places, for the apprehending the faid Pitkin, 
and Rewards paid for taking of him; and in the Profe- 
cution of the faid Commiffion: And faid, that another 
Reafon, that prevailed upon the Creditors to accept the 
Compofition of 85. 6d. in the Pound, was one Mr. 
Wilcox’s Affurances of Mr. Brerewood’s Poverty (a 
Perfon employed by Brerewood to make the faid Agree- 
ment with the Creditors) who told them, that he knew 
Mr. Brerewood’s Circumftances fo well, that, if they 
would not take the 8s. 6d. per Pound, the Delay, 
attended with the Expences, would reduce the Compo- 
fition to much lefs. ‘The Creditors knowing what Per- 
fons they had to deal with under the Villany they had 
difcovered ; and for that the whole Contribution Money, 
paid by the Creditors, amounted to no more than 160 /, 
or thereabouts, although the Affignees were then in 
Difburfe near 2000 /. and feeing little Profpect of getting 
any thing confiderable out of Pitkin’s Eftate ; and in 
regard the faid Actions and Claims were ftill maintained, 
and depending, and others threatened ; they thought it 
moft advifeable to accept the faid Propofition of 8s. 
6d. per Pound, with their Charges then in difburfe. 

Mr. Walker faid, that the faid Mr. Wilcox acquainted 
him, that the Expences, that attended the Commiffion 
againft Pitkin, amounted to 4500/. and that Wilcox 
faid, he could make it appear, that the Creditors might 
have had 15 s. inftead of 85. 6d. per Pound: And 
Mr. Walker faid, that he was one of thofe, that was 
Bail in Actions, to the amount of 16,000/. brought 
againft the faid Affignees. 

Mr. Wilcox, being ordered to attend the Committee, 
was required to give an Account of the faid 4500 /. 
how the fame was expended, and by whom paid: To 
which he anfwered, that the Creditors had expended 
2070 J. before the Articles of Agreement were executed, 
in which he was employed by Mr. Brerewood, and for 
his Trouble and Pains therein, and in procuring the 
Creditors to accept of the Compofition of 8 s. 6 d. per 
Pound (which took up near 12 Months of his Time) 
Mr. Brerewood agreed to pay him tooo/. of which he 
has received 6co./. and has his Bond for the reft ; and he 
was to be paid the like Fees, as the Commiffioners fhould 
receive for fuch Sittings, as fhould happen after the Ar- 
ticles were executed, the faid Brerewood being from time 
to time to pay all Charges, relating to the further Pro- 
fecution of the faid Commiffion : And laid before the 
Committee an Account of the Expences of the Com- 
miffion, after the Articles of Agreement were executed, 
amounting to 351/. 16s. befides other odd Charges 
and Expences: And faid, that Mr. Lucy,. for his 
Trouble and Charges in following and taking the faid 
Pitkin in Holland, had an .Allowance of 6 /. per Cent. 
upon the faid 8 s. 6 d. per Pound, which amounted to 
about 1400 /. and that Mr. Brerewood had reafon to give 
him, the faid Wilcox, fuch a Reward, for that he ad- 
vanced 4000 /. for him to pay the Creditors, towards 
his Compofitions. And being afked, what Securities he 
had for the Money, fo advanced ; he faid, he had two 
Clothing Affignments, one for 4500/7. (which he has 
fince delivered up) and another for 1300/. witha Parcel 
of Goods, which had been redeemed from the Creditors. 

Mr. Fa/per Waters faid, that he is the greateft Sufferer 
in this Affair, and by means thereof, of any Perfon 
whatfoever, all, that has been dear to him in the World, 
having been greatly affected thereby, beyond Expreffion; 
and that he was drawn in hereto by the villanous Con- 
trivance of Brerewocd, and others, as, among other 
things, appears as follows: That Pitkin, when he was 
carrying on this villanous Defign, comes to him, and 
propofes to buy a large Quantity of Goods of him ; and, 
to induce him to let him have them, Pitkin offered to 
pay him 1000/7, upon account of Goods, which Pit- 
kinhad bought of him fome time before, but the Time 
was not fully expired, which was allowed for the Pay- 
ment ; and in a few Days after Pitkin brought the 
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faid 1000 /. to him ; which tooo /. he fuppofed Pitkin 
had received as Part of his Wife’s Fortune, having 
married afew Months before, and had fhewed him his 
Wife’s Mother’s Bond for the Payment of 2000 /. but, 
as Pitkin has declared fince, this 1000/. was at that 
time given to him by Brerewood, with this Direétion, 
“© Let Waters have this, and it will draw him in ; and 
** do it as far as poffible you can:” And further faid, 
that, after the faid Articles were executed, Mr. Wilcox 
came to him, and preffed him to fell his Debt for 85. 
per Pound : Which laft Matter Wilcox denied. 

That three Commiffioners in the Commiffion of Bank- 
rupt againft Pitkin, being prefent, declared, they never 
received one Peny of the faid 500 /. pretended to be 
paid by Brerewood to Mr. Wilcox upon their account. 

The faid Mr. Wilcox, being examined touching that: 
500 /. faid, he gave Mr. Brerewood no fuch Advice as 
to the Commiffioners , but that the faid 500 /. was in- 
cluded in the 1000 /. for himfelf, by the Agreement be- 
tween him and Brerewood. , : 

Mr. Wilcox being afked to produce that Agreement, 
he faid, it never was reduced into Writing, but was a 
verbal Agreement between themfelves ; and that he was 
a perfect Stranger to Brerewood and Pitkin, until he was 
employed to make the faid Agreement between Brere- 
wood and the Creditors. 

Mr. Cookes, one of the Affignees, laid before the 
Committee a Parcel of Notes from Brerewood to Elias 
Rich, Efquire, which were delivered by Pitkin to Mr. 
Lucy at the Bur/s ; fome abfolute, fome accountable, 
and fome Receipts.

The abfolute Notes amounted to - 21,46r' 11 0 
The accountable Notes amounted to- 8,835 5 5 
30,296 16 5 





The Receipts amounted to 3379 /. os. 4d. 

That it appeared to the Committee, that it was agreed 
between Brerewood and Pitkin, that thofe Notes fhould 
be given in the Name of Rich (Pitkin’s Brother-in- 
law) to the end that, when Pitkin fhould run away, 
Brerewood might {wear before the Commiffioners, that 
he did not owe Pitkin, or his Eftate, any thing ; which 
he did accordingly. 

That upon all the Notes (which Notes were given 
for Goods fent in by Pitkin) the faid Brerewood de- 
ducted 257. per Cent. which amounted to €008 /. only 
giving him a promiffory Note, when all Charges, Loffes, 
or Damages, attended the difpofing of the Goods, 
Brerewood had of him, he would be accountable for the 
Remainder ; and that the Reafon, why he changed his 
Name in the faid Notes, was, for that he found, he could 
ftand no longer, and That Mr. Brerewood very well knew, 
when he gave him thofe Notes for 30,296/. And the 
Committee, to come at atrue Light of the whole Vil- 
lany between Brerewood and Pitkin, and their Confe- 
derates, caufed their own Depofitions to be read. 

Mr. Wright, one of the Commiffioners, faid, that 
the Debts proved, amounted to 50,947 /. 55. and the 
claimed Debts to 7938 /. 4.5. 4 d. That the Compofition 
at 8s. 6d. per Pound, amounts to about 24,000 /. that 
the faid Brerewood and Wilcox have declared, that all the 
faid 8s. 6d. per /. was paid upon the proved Debts, ex- 
cept fo much of the faid 8 s. 6d. as amount to 1600 /. or 
1800 /. 

Mr. Brerewood owned the faid Notes by him given 
to Pitkin by another Name, at his Requeft ; but that 
he always traded fairly with him, and knew nothing of 
his Circumftances : Which was denied by Pitkin. And 
Pitkin faid, that he delivered as many Goods and 
Effe&ts into Brerewood’s Power, as amounted tO 47,000 /. 
in eight Months before Pitkin broke ; and produced an 
Account of the fame. 

Pitkin acquaints the Committee, that he knows, it 
has been a Praétice among Traders, and Captains and 
Mafters of Ships, to export Goods upon a large Draw- 
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back, as 705. is in Proportion to 25 s. prime Coft ; 
and then have the Goods re-landed again, paying fo 
much per Bale for the fame ; and that the Broker, or his 
Boy, {wears the Oath of prime Coft, required upon the 
Exportation of the Goods. , 

That he has known Mr. Love/fetto, Mr. Lucey, Mr. 
Beckingham, and Mr. obn Marlow, to follow this 
Trade with Mr. Magnus Majfon and Captain Selby. 

Mr. Difton, a Member of this Houfe, charged Mr. 
Wilcox with having offered him 20 s. per /. upon the 
account of one Keen, a poor Clothier, whofe Goods 
Brerewood had got from Pitkin, to the Value of about 
260/. provided the faid Mr. Diffon would hold his 
Tongue, and not complain againft him to this Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Wilcox owned, he had made fome fuch Offer, 
but it was by Brerewood’s Direction. 

ohn Woodward faid, that, about three Months after 
the Articles of Agreement bet¥een Brerewood and his 
Creditors were made, he applied himfelf to Brerewood 
for 8 s. 6d. per 1. Compofition Money, and he fent 
him to Wilcox, to pay him 8s. in the Pound: That 
Wilcox demanded a Guinea, before he would pay him 
fuch Compofition Money, which amounted to g2 /. 13 5. 
and he paid him a Guinea accordingly. 

David Fackney faid, that he applied himfelf to Mr. 
Wilcox for his Compofition Money, and Wilcox paid him 
but 8s. per /. but in the Affignment of his Debts it 
is mentioned to be 8s. 6d. per /. 

Mr. Barnes faid, that upon his going to the Irifh 
Chamber at Guildball, London, to fign the Articles of 
Agreement between Mr. Brerewood and Creditors, he 
met with Mr. Wilcox, who acquainted him with the Pur- 
port of the faid Articles ; and he refufing to fign the fame, 
becaufe there was no Certainty, when the Compofition 
Money, thereby agreed to, was to be paid, the faid Mr. 
Wilcox defired, he would not refufe figning the Ar- 
ticles, for that it would be a Prejudice to the whole 
Affair ; and, to encourage him to come in, offered to 
buy his Debt, and would pay his Compofition after the 
rate of 7 s. 6d. perl. for that he believed, the Com- 
pofition Money of 8 s. 6d. per/. would not be paid in 
12 Months ; and he, being neceffitated, took the 7s. 
6 d. peri. with a Promife, that he fhould fend fuch 
other Clothiers, as he knew to be Creditors, to the faid 
Mr. Wilcox, and to take the faid Compofition of 7 s. 
6d. and accordingly, amongft others, fent Mr. Mullins, 
Mr. Perry, and Mr. Slape, who, he believed, took the 
fame Compofition of 75. 64. perl. of Mr. Wilcox: 
And that he knows, Mr. Wilcox made it his Bufinefs to 
find out Pitkin’s Creditors, in order to make his Terms 
with them. 

Mr. Wilcox owned, that he compounded Mr. Barns’ 
Debt for 7 5. 6d. perl. believing, Mr. Brerewood 
could not pay his Compofition of 8 s. 6 d. in a confide- 
rable Time after the Articles of Agreement with the 
Creditors were executed ; and that Mr. Barnes frequently 
folicited him for the 7s. 6d. per 1. before he paid 
him ; and that he compounded no other Debts under 
85. 6d. per 1. but what he had Orders for from Mr. 
Brerewood ; upon which he had from fome 35. 6d. and 
fome 10 s. upon taking their Affignments. 

Mr. Waters, one of Pitkin’s principal Creditors, faid, 
that, when he was informed of Pitkin’s going off, he 
went to Mr. Brerewood, to enquire after Pitkin; and 
Brerewood defired Mr. Waters not to’ be uneafy, for 
that Pitkin was only gone into the Country, and would 
be at home again the next Day: And one Williams, a 
Confederate with Brerewood, being then prefent, defired 
an Opportunity to fpeak with Mr. Waters; and upon 
that Occafion reprefented Brerewood to be a great Rogue, 
not only to the Creditors in general, but to himfelf in 
particular ; and brought one Miles (another Confederate) 
to him; who propofed, that, if Mr. Waters would 
undertake with the Creditors, that he fhould have 25 /. 
per Cent. he would make a Difcovery of Pitkin’s Effeéts , 
and at the fame time Williams told him, that he heard 
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Pitkin exprefs himfelf with Reluctancy on Brerewood’s 
endeavouring todraw him in, with a particular Accla- 
mation of Pitkin’s, That God knew, how many Fami- 
lies he fhould ruin by that Undertaking. 

Mr. Waters further faid, that one Mr. Lacy, a Credi- 
tor of Pitkin’s, being in Holland, had the Opportunity 
of meeting with Pitkin there, and placed him at the 
Houfe of two of his Correfpondents at Amfterdam , and 
then came himfelf for England, and acguainted the Cre- 
ditors, he had got Pitkin in his Power; and that, 
without the Creditors would agree to pay him a Reward 
of 2007. and 6/. per Cent. uponthe whole Eftate, that 
was, or fhould be, recovered (which amounted to 1400 /, 
all the Force of England fhould not get him into their 
Cuftody : upon which the Creditors were forced to com- 
ply to his Terms : And thereupon Mr. Lucy went for 
Holland again, to fetch Pitkin over; but when he came 
to Harwich, he fent a Letter to his Wife, to acquaint 
the Commiffioners, and Creditors, that he was not fatis- 
fied, that the aforefaid Agreement was penned for his 
Security ; and that, if the Creditors would not execute 
a corroborating Agreement, he would proceed no far- 
ther ; upon which the fecond Agreement was executed : 
Both which Agreements were produced to the Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Pitt, one of the Affignees in Pitkin’s Commiffion, 
and Mr. Wright, one of the Commiffioners, confirmed 
Mr. Waters’ Teflimony. 

Mr. Lucy, being prefent, faid, that he, being in 
Holland, had Intelligence from England, that Pitkin 
was gone off, and embarked on board fome Scotch Ship, 
bound for Holland: He went from Amfterdam to Rot- 
terdam, to enquire after Pitkin (who then went by the 
Name of Smith) and upon the Difcovery of one York 
(who Brerewood had fent, to accompany Pitkin) he 
purfued them to the Bu/s, and there, by a Power he 
had from the States of Holland, he feized Pitkin ; and, 
upon his Seizure, Pitkin offered him 10,000 /. to let 
him make his Efcape ; which being refufed, Pitkin de- 
livered to him as many Notes under Brerewocd’s Hand, 
as amounted to 30,2964 165. 54d. and made a further 
Difcovery, amounting to 40,0007, Upon which he 
placed him at the Houfe of his Correfpondents at Am- 
Jterdam, and left thofe Notes there for his Security, till 
he could come over, to make his Terms with the Cre- 
ditors, to infure himfelf of the Reward, which they 
had before that time offered, by an Advertifement in the 
Gazette; which being agreed to by the firft and fecond 
Agreements, he went back again to Holland, to fetch 
Pitkin over ; which he did accordingly ; and brought 
thofe Notes under Brerewood’s Hand, and delivered them 
up to the Commiffioners ; whereby he became intitled 
to the 1400 /. Reward, befides his Charges, which, by a 
Bill of Particulars, amounted to above 200 /. 

That the faid Lucy being afked, whether he had the 
whole 1400 /. to himfelf; he faid, he had but 800/. 
That he gave 100 /. toone Mr. Marfball, a Merchant 
in Holland, to affift him in taking Pitkin, and gave his 
Promife, to pay him too/, more ; and that he had 
promifed the remaining 500 to Lupton and Green, Mer- 
chants in Holland, who affifted him in getting a Power 
from the States to feize Pitkin. 

That the faid Mr. Marfball, being examined, faid, he 
had received 100 /. from Lucy, for his Affiftance in taking 
Pitkin, and had his Promife of Friendfhip, as a further 
Reward ; but has not received any Money. or Security, 
from any fince. 

Mr. Waters, as to Lucy’s taking Pitkin, faid, that, 
had not Lucy accidentally met with Pitkin in Holland, 
the Creditors, having by an intercepted Letter from 
York (Pitkin’s Companion) to Brerewood, for a Remit- 
tance of Money, made a Difcovery, where Pitkin was; 
and by a Letter, they procured from Mr. Secretary 
Harley to his Grace the Duke of Marloorough and Mr. 
Stanhope, fent two Meffengers in queft of Pitkin ; who 
found Mr. Lucy had fecreted him two Days before. 
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Mr. Pitkin being examined as to his being taken by 
Lucy, he faid, when Mr. Lucy found him at the Bu/s, 
he put him into an Officer’s Hand, by way of Arreft ; 
and then telling him, that he muft live a Prifoner-in 
Holland for Life, and never fee England, without he 
would make his Creditors what Satisfa@ion was in his 
Power, he was prevailed on to do the latter, and was 
prefently difcharged from the Arreft; and then, as a 
Proof of his Intention to ferve his Creditors, he volun- 
tarily gave him the faid Mr. Brerewood’s Notes out of 
his Pockets (which Lucy knew nothing of before) and 
offered to come with him, and promifed a Difcovery to 
the Creditors; but Mr. Zucy would not permit him fo 
to do, but lodged him at his Correfpondents Houfe at 
Amfterdam, where he was under no manner of Confine- 
ment; and Lucy went to England, to make a Treaty 
with the Creditors for his, the faid Ptkin’s, Benefit (as 
Lucy faid) but, inftead thereof, finds, Lucy came over, 


only to make a Bargain for himfelf, without any other 


Confideration for Pitkin, than to betray him; which 
had he knew, he could have made his Efcape; and, 
when he came to England, he made his Difcovery, be- 
fore Lucy delivered the Notes to the Affignees. 

That the Affignees in the Commiffion againft Pitkin 
were of opinion, that Pitkin was the true Difcoverer of 
his Effects. 

That the faid intercepted Letter from York to Brere- 
wood was read, which confirmed Pitkin’s Teftimony in 
the Matter of Lucy’s arrefting him: And faid, that, if 
Pitkin had not voluntarily furrendered himfelf, no Power 
could have fecured him at the Bu/s, the Mob being up, 
with a Refolution to have refcued him. 

Mr. Brerewocd’s Affidavit, made in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, was produced; whereby he fwore, he was 
not indebted Ten Pounds to Pitkin’s Eftate. 

Mr. Elias Rich appeared (to whom all the Notes, 
taken with Pitkin, were made payable by Brerewood, as 
alfo the Articles of Copartnerfhip were mentioned in his 
Name, inftead of Pitkin) and acquainted the Commit- 
tee, that he knew nothing of any fuch Notes, or Arti- 
cles of Copartnerfhip, nor ever fo much as heard of them, 
till he was told by the Creditors ; and that he has not, 
nor ever had, any Demand upon Brerewood, but dif- 
claims any Pretence thereto. 

That it appearing to the Committee, upon the Infor- 
mation of Brerewood’s Creditors, that one Mr. Dana, 
a Goldfmith, had fecreted fome of Pitkin’s Effects, to a 
very great Value, upon pretence of feveral Sums of Mo- 
ney he pretended to have advanced to Brerewood, for the 
carrying on his cloathing the Regiments, Brerewood was 
Agent to; 

That the faid Mr. Dann being prefent, the Commit- 
tee ordered, That Mr. Danz do lay before the Commit- 
tee, all the Particulars of the joint Account between Mr. 
PBrerewood, Mr. Pitkin, himfelf, and Partner; as alfo 
the Particulars of the feparate Account between the faid 
Brerewood and Dann, together with what Securities he 
now hath, or hath had, in his Hands, upon either of the 
faid Accounts; as alfo the Bill of Sale, made of the 
Goods he took upon an Execution of fome Goods, he 
had in his Power, for fecuring part of his Money he ad- 
vanced to Brerewood. 

That the faid Mr. Dann being afked, what Time he 
defired to comply with the faid Order, he undertook to 
do the fame in four Days; which Time being granted 
him, he then produced an Account, which appeared to 
be very unfatisfactory to the Committee, and evafive to 
their Order: And as to the Bill of Sale, he had miflaid 
it, and could not make up the faid Account, to the Sa- 
tisfaction of the Committee, confidering the Bufinefs he 
has upon his Hands, under ten Days time. 

Mr. Walker laid before the Committee, a particular 
Account of what Mr. Brerewood was Debtor to Pitkin’s 
Eftate four Days before Pitkin broke, amounting to 
44,583 /. 125. 2d. which Pitkin being examined to, 
owned the fame.to be true ; and that he never received 


any Effects to an{fwer it, but only the aforefaid abfolute 
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and accountable Notes from Brerewood, made payable to 
the faid Mr. Elias Rich; and that, upon his going off, 
Mr. Brerewood had all the Effeéts he had, but his Houf- 
hold Goods. 

Mr. Brerewood, being prefent, was examined as to the 
Effects he had got from Pitkin, to the Prejudice of the 
Creditors: He faid, he was ready to make up his Ac- 
counts with the Creditors, if the Committee would allow 
him fufficient Time ; and that, if the Articles of Agree- 
ment between him and the Creditors mutt be laid afide, 
he would give Security to anfwer the Balance, if it ap- 
peared to be in his Hands, if the Creditors would do the 
like for what the Balance fhould prove deficient. 

That he owned all the abfolute Notes, made payable 
to the faid Mr. Elias Rich; and that, as to the account- 
able Notes, he was ready to comply to the Conditions 
therein mentioned ; and as to what Effeéts he had from 
Pitkin, he keeps as a Security for what he has fuffered 
upon Pitkin’s Account; for that he has paid, and is 
obliged to pay by the Articles of Agreement, to the 
Debts proved, and claimed, 25,000 /. to the Charges of 
the Commiffion of Bankrupt, before thofe Articles were, 
21001, and 450/. fince ; and to Mr. Lucy, upon taking 
of Pitkin, 16001. to Mr. Wilcox, for procuring the Arti- 
cles of Agreement, 1000/. and to his own Charges, when 
in Cuftody, and otherwife, 600/. amounting in the whole 
to 31,7501, 

That the Creditors of Pitkin, by way of Reply, and in 
order to prove the aforefaid Combination between Pitkin, 
Brerewood, Williams, and Dann, referred themfelves to 
Pitkin’s own Depofitions upon Oath before the Commif- 
fioners upon the Statute of Bankrupt, taken out againft 
him ; which were read at the Committee, and an attefted 
Copy of the fame, marked A, was ordered to be report- 
ed to the Houfe. 

The Copy of Pitkin’s Depofitions, marked A, men- 
tioned in the Report, is bound up with the other 
Papers of this Seffion. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill to 
fubjeét the Eftate of Thomas Brerewood to the Creditors 
of Thomas Pitkin, notwithftanding any Agreement, or 
Compofition, made with the Creditors of the faid Thomas 
Pitkin, and that Sir Gilbert Heathcott, Mr. Gwyn, Mr. 
Woollafton, and Mr. Harley, and Mr. Hern, do prepare, 
and bring in, the Bill. 

It appearing to this Houfe, by the faid Report, that 
George Wilcox, an Attorney at Law, was the great Agent 
of the faid Brerewood’s, to draw in the Creditors of 
Pitkin to compound with the faid Brerewood for Eight 
Shillings Six Pence per Pound, for which Service 
Brerewood paid, and fecured, to the faid Wilcox the 
Sum of One thoufand Pounds, and that the faid Wilcox 
did, by feveral other indire¢t Means, draw in feveral 
poor diftreffed Creditors to take lefs than the Compofi- 
tion agreed for ; 

Ordered, That it bean InftruCtion to the Gentlemen, 
who are to prepare the faid Bill, that they do bring ina 
Claufe, for the faid Wilcox’s Re-payment of the faid One 
thoufand Pounds, for the Benefit of the faid Creditors. 


Ordered, That a Committee be appointed, to examine 
into Frauds, committed in Drawback of Goods and Mer- 
chandizes exported. 

And it is referred to Mr. Peyton, Mr. Hampden, 
Lord Powlett, Mr. Verney, Sir Hen. Colt, Mr. Serjeant 
Birch, Mr. Lowther, Sir Wm. Afhurft, Mr. Topham, Mr. 
Gwyn, Mr. Vernon, Mr. Ireton, Mr. Compton, Mr. 
Woollafion, Mr. Aiflaby, Lord Coningfby, Mr. Butler, 
Mr. Molefworth, Mr. Gale, Sir Fohn Hawles, Mr. 
Barker, Mr. Pelbam, Mr. Pulteny, Mr. Monéfon, Sir 
Fobn Mordaunt, Sir Fran. Mafoam, Sir Wm. Daines, 
Mr. Harvey, Sir Robert Corbett, Mr. Annefley, Mr.

Another Claufe was offered, to be added to the Bill, 
For punifhing fuch Officers, as fhall difcharge Perfons 
for a Reward. 

And the fame, being once read, was, by Leave of 
the Houfe, withdrawn. 

Another Claufe was offered, to be added to the Bill, 
For punifhing Officers neglecting their Duty. 

And the fame, being twice read, and amended, was, 
upon the Queftion put thereupon, agreed unto by the 
Houfe, to be made Part of the Bill. 

An Amendment was propofed to be made to the Bill, 
Fo. 2. L. 1. to infert after ‘‘Employment” thefe Words, 
** or do not follow or exercife the fame.” 

And the fame was, upon the Queftion put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe ; and the Bill was amended 
accordingly. 

Ordered, That the Bill, with the Amendments, be in- 
grofied. 


The Orders of the Day being read , 

Refolved, That this Houfe will, To-morrow Morn- 
ing, refolve itfelf into aCommittee of the whole Houfe, 
upon the Bill to repeal the Acts, prohibiting the Impor- 
tation of foreign Laces, made of Thread, fo far as they 
relate to fuch Laces. 


_ Refolved, That this Houfe will, To-morrow Morn- 
ing, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
to confider further of the Trade of this Kingdom.

A Petition of the Drugget-makers, Serge-makers, 
Fullers, Dyers, and other principal Inhabitants, of the 
Town of Taunton, in the County of Somerfet, and Parifhes 
adjacent, was prefented to the Houfe, and read; fetting 
forth, that within four or five Years laft the Weavers 
(who are very numerous) have in moft Towns, where 
the Woollen Manufactures are made, formed themfelves 
into Clubs, particularly at Taunton, and have a common 
Seal, Tipftaffs, and Colours, which they difplay at 
Pleafure, and meet, as often as they think fit, at their 
Club-houfe, being an Inn at Taunton ; and four or five 
Perfons, appointed as their Supervifors (if any of their 
Club are about to be profecuted) give them a Certificate 
under their Hands and common Seal, and Money out 
of their Common Stock, to travel from their Families, 
whereby their Families have become chargeable to their 


- feveral Parifhes, and by their arbitrary Proceedings they 


hinder many honeft Labourers, who refufe to join in 
their Club, from ufing their lawful Employments, where- 
by they might get a comfortable Maintenance for their 
Families: That the faid Taunton Club have committed‘ 
many Outrages and Riots, and put many of her Ma- 
jefty’s Subjects in great Danger of their Lives, forced 
many from their Habitations, broken the common Gaol, 
and alfo private Houfes, and refcued feveral Perfons, 
who were committed for the faid Crimes: And praying 
the Houfe to confider of fome effectual Method to fup- 
prefs thefe riotous Clubs, and the future ill Confequences, 
that may attend them. 

Ordered, That the faid Petition do lie upon the 
Table. 

A Petition of the Mayor, Capital Burgeffes, and 
Affiftants, of the Borough of Ziverton, in Devon, to- 
gether with other the Merchants Clothiers, and other 
principal Traders, of the fame, was prefented to the 
Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that the Combinations, 
or Clubs, into which the Labourers in the Woollen 
Manufactures have of late formed themfelves, is a grow- 
ing Complaint at Tiverton, and, after a great deal of 
Forbearance from their Matters, are become fo infolent, 
as to oblige them to comply with whatever their Clubs 
fhall determine; and affemble themfelves, when they 
pleafe, in a riotous Manner, abufing their Mafters, in- 
fulting Juftice, and daring all Authority, that oppofes 
them : And praying fuch Relief in the Premifes, as the 
Houfe fhall think fit. 

Ordered, That the faid Petition do lie upon the 
Table. | 

A Petition of the Clothiers, Serge-makers, and Stuff- 
makers, in and near the City of Briffol, was prefented 
to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that, although 
the Petitioners have conftantly paid their Journeymen 
their Wages, yet great Numbers of them near the faid 
City, in imitation of others in divers Places of the King- 
dom, have combined together, and infift on feveral un- 
reafonable Demands, wherewith if their Mafters will not 
comply, they have determined, they fhall have no Ser- 
vants to work ; their Demands being, in effect, That no 
Mafter Weaver fhall take a Prentice, without Leave of 
the Confederacy, and the Apprentice to be inrolled in 
their Books ; that a Matter fhall not employ a Journey- 
man, before he becomes one of the Bri/tol Confederacy, 
or brings a Certificate, that he is confederated at fome 
other Place: That thefe Demands, amongft others of 
the like Nature, the Confederates have often, in a riotous 
Manner, attempted to put in execution, and have often 
abufed their Matters, and {poil their Goods, and yet mutt 
have no other Satisfaction, than what their Supervifors 
(who are elected out of the Confederates) will pleafe to 
allow; all which Practices tend to the Deftruétion of the 
Woollen Manufactures: And praying, that the Houfe 
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will take the Premifes into Confideration, and effectually 
relieve the Petitioners therein. 

Ordered, That the Petition do lie upon the Table. 

The faid Petitions complaining, that the Weavers, 
Combers, and other Labourers, in the Woollen Manu- 
factures, have formed themfelves (without any legal 
Authority) into Bodies, and provided a common Seal, 
Colours, and Tipftaffs, and affembled together in Num- 
bers, and have a common Stock, and by violent and 
arbitrary Proceedings hinder others from exercifing their 
lawful Employments, and have committed Outrages, 
Riots, and Tumults, and put divers of her Majefty’s 
Subjects in Terror, and Danger of their Lives, and forced 
feveral Perfons from their Habitations, and broken 
open the common Gaol, and private Houfes, and 
refcued feveral Perfons from their Crimes, and had 
affaulted feveral Juftices of Peace, and other Magiftrates, 
in executing their Offices, and committed other riotous 
Actions 3 

Refolved, That an humble Addrefs be prefented to 
her Majefty, that fhe will be pleafed to give Directions, 
for detecting and profecuting the Offenders, and for 
fuppreffing all fuch Affemblies, and riotous Proceedings. 

Ordered, That the faid Addrefs be prefented to her 
Majetty by fuch Members of this Houfe as are of her 
Majefty’s moft honourable Privy Council. 


A Petition of Edward Brewfter, Henry Mortlock, Ro- 
bert Clavell, Richard Chifwell, Charles Harper, Samuel 
Roycroft, Freeman Collins, William Ragers, Daniel 
Browne, Facob Tonfon, Timothy Goodwyn, Fobn Walthoe, 
and Benja.

the Government fhould have any fudden Occafion for 
Arms, it may be too late to get Workmen, when they 
are following their Trade abroad, or have left it off at 
home {as a great many have already done) to get their 
Bread by fome other Employment: And praying, that 
their Cafe may be confidered, and that fo ufeful a Ma- 
nufacture may not be loft to England.

whet Debentures, Allowances, and other Payments, have 
been made in London out of this Branch, during the faid 
four Years: And admitting, that the Sum of 26,583 /. 
6 5. 21d. mentioned in Dr. Davenant’s Account, lately 
prefented to this honourable Houfe, has been the grofs 
annual Produce of the four enumerated Articles only 
of the French Wine, Brandy, Naval Stores, and Dying 
Goods, in this Branch, and that the Debentures, and Al- 
lowances, in the Out-ports, anfwer in the like Pro- 
portion, as the fame Payments have done in Lon- 
don, or not of the whole Receipt ; we are humbly of 
Opinion, that the leaving out thefe four Articles (if 
that fhould be thought of in the Continuation of this 
Fund) would be fuch a Diminution of it, that the reft 
would not fuffice to anfwer the Credit of the Annuities, 
now propofed to be raifed thereupon for the publick 
Service.

This will be a great Pleafure to me, and will make 
us all quickly fenfible of the good Effect of this Union.

3dly, A Toll, called the Weighly, which is a Half- 
peny paid by the Engis/h, and a Peny paid by the Scotch, 
for every Parcel, that fhall be weighed, and laid up in the 
common Hall. | 

That the Toll for Cattle and Sheep, which is intirely 
paid by the Scotch, hath been let formerly at 1207. per 

Annum, 
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Annum, and now, communibus annis, may be reckoned 
at r10/, 

That the Half-peny, paid more by the Scotch, than 
the Englifo, for the Gate Toll, has been fometimes let 
at 204. per Annum, at other times at 121. per Annum, 
and may be computed, communibus annis, to be worth 
15. per Annum. 

That the Half-peny, paid more by the Scotch, than 
the Englifb, towards the Weighly Toll, is computed, 
communibus annis, to be worth 7/1. per Annum. 

That it further appeared to the Committee, that the 
Revenue of the faid City, befides what they receive by 
the faid Tolls, is not worth more than 220/. per 
Annum. 

That the faid City pay, by an annual Fee-farm Rent, 
anciently referved by the Crown, the Sum of 40/. per 
Annum , and that they are obliged to maintain the Guild- 
hall, the Moot-hall, feveral Wears and Bridges upon the 
River, befides the neceffary Charges of paying the Sala- 
ries, and fupporting the Dignity of the Corporation.

The Orders of the Day being read ; 

Sir William Afbburft reported from the Committee, 
to whom the Petition of the Mafter, Wardens, and Com- 
pany, of Gun-makers, of the City of London, was refer- 
red, the Matter, as it appeared to the faid Committee, 
which they had directed him to report to the Houfe; 
which he read in his Place, and afterwards delivered in 
at the Clerk’s Table ; where the fame was read, and is 
as followeth ; viz. 

That the faid Petition being read at the Committee, 
the Commiffioners of the Ordnance did admit, that there 
was a Debt due to the Petitioners, of about 30,000/. and 
that 10,000 Arms were bought in Holland, tor the Lord 
Rivers’ Expeditition, which coft about 8000 /. and would 
have coft about 11,0007. here; and that 10,000 Arms 
more were befpoke for the Service of Ireland. 

That then the Petitioners proceeded to prove the 
other Allegations of their Petition ; and for that Purpofe 
called. 

Fobn Sibley, late Mafter of the Gun-makers Company 5 
who faid, that the faid Company have made 70,000 
Arms ina Year, and can furnifh the Government with 
39,000 Arms every fix Months; and the faid Company 
will contra&t fo todo; and, when fent for to the Ord- 
nance Board, offered to fupply thofe Arms, that were 
bought in Holland, provided they might be paid their 
faid Debt, or fome Part, thereby to enable them to pay 
their Men, and have fuch Ericouragement, as the Mer- 
chants give. ' 

That the faid Company always ufed to furnith England 
and Ireland with Arms ; but fince her Majefty’s Accef- 
fion to the Crown have had but one Year’s Work for her 
Service, although they made 40,000 Arms for the King 
of Portugal the laft Year, by Leave of the Board of Ord- 
nance; and that their Work has been at a ftand for a 
Month or fix Weeks together, for want of a Proof b 
the proper Officers, who have alleged, other Bufines 
hindered them from Difpatch therein ; and this within 
fix Months laft: And faid, they do not find fault with 
the Government’s Pay, but, if they had Intereft for their 
Debts (in like manner as the Navy’s) they could the bet- 
ter be able to carry on their Work, and fell cheaper. 

Mr. Hawkins, Gunfmith, faid, he was put out of the 
Queen’s Work, and afterwards, upon his Application 
to the Duke of Marlborough, he was permitted to make 
100 Guns ; and that he has ftaid three Weeks fora 
Proof. 

Mr. Barber, Gun-maker, faid, that feveral Regiments 
have been furnifhed with Dutch Arms, particularly the 
Lord Mordaunt’s, Lord Effex, and Colonel Lang fton’s, 
as he was informed ; but the Lord Mordaunt told. him, 
he bought Accoutrements in Holland for his whole Re- 
giment. 

That the Petitioners. produced to the Committee an 
Act, made in the Firft Year of her Majefty’s Reign, 
for punifhing Mutiny or Defertion ; wherein there is a 
Provifo, That all Choathes, Arms, and Accoutrements 
of War, belonging to the Horfe, Foot, and Dragoons, 
in her Majefty’s Pay and Service, who receive Englifa 
Pay, fhall be bought in the Kingdom of England, Da- 
minion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, and 
not elfewhere; and every Officer, or Perfon, who fhall 
offend herein (upon Proof made in that behalf) fhall be 
cafhiered, 


That 
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That then the Petitioners called Evidence to other 
Matters relating to their Petition ; viz. 

Mr. Vaughan, Gun-maker, faid, that about a Year 
ago he made a Lock by a Dutch Pattern, with Im- 
provements, for the Surveyor of the Ordnance, to fend 
to Holland, as Mr. Woolrich and Mr. Crips, Clerks of 
the Ordnance Office, told him; but, he fuppofes, the 
Lock was befpoke, in order to make fuch in England; 
and that no Price was put to him for the Lock. 

Mr. Woolrich and Mr. Crips faid, that Vaughan did 
make a Lock from a Dutch Pattern; but that it was not 
fent to Holland ; and that three Locks were made from 
that Pattern. 

Mr. Sibley faid, he made a Pattern of a Gun, and 
afked the Surveyor of the Ordnance 265. for it; but 
he bid him nothing, and told him, he fhould hear fur- 
ther from him ; which he has not yet done. 

Mr. Huggins, Gun-maker, faid, he faw two Dutch 
Pattern Guns, which were both defeétive, and would 
blow in the Britch ; and the Cocks being too fhort, 
would mifs Fire, as often as hit. 

Mr. Nutz faid, he had the Queen’s Mark in his Hand, 
which was to be put on Guns, made in Holland, as Mr, 
Eyres, the Surveyor’s Clerk, told him. 

Mr. Brufb faid, that Mr. Eyres fent for him, and 
Huggins, and others, to the Ship Tavern in Water 
Lane; where he afked them feveral Queftions, for the 
making and proving of Guns; and he took Directions 
in Writing, in order to lay them before the Ordnance 
Board, for the Service in Holland, as Mr. Eyres faid ; 
and that he afked Brujb, if he would go into Holland, 
to view and try Arms there; and, if he would, that he 
would endeavour to contract with the Board for 10s, a 
Day: To which Brufe faid, he would go on thofe 
Terms. 

Huggins faid, that he was at the Ship Tavern with 
Mr. Eyres and Brufh, and Mr. Eyres took Inftrudctions 
for trying and viewing of Arms ; which he carried away, 
faying, it was for fome Service Abroad; but did not 
hear any Talk of the Propofal to Brujb. 

Mr. Phillips and Mr. Brittin faid, they were at the 
Ship Tavern with Mr. Eyres and Brufh, and that Mr. 
Eyres did take Inftruétions for making and trying of 
Guns ; and he faid, they were to go for Holland. 

Lewis Barber faid, that one Barryon, a Gun-fmith, 
was fent over into Holland, to view Arms there; and 
believes, he is an Armourer for Ireland. 

Mr. Eyres faid, he believes, he might draw up fome 
Method for proving of Arms, and might afk the Peti- 
tioners Directions therein, as alfo, how to examine a 
Lock ; which was to improve his Judgment, that he 
might be more ferviceable in his Station: That he did 
give thofe Inftructions to Mr. Bridges ; but denies, he 
faid, that they were to be fent to Holland; nor does 
he know, they were fent; nor did he treat with Bruja 
about his going, nor had any Directions fo to do. 

Colonel Burr faid, that in his Service.at Gibraltar, his 
Regiment was furnifhed with Exglif Arms from the 
Tower of London, many whereof were very bad, and 
burft in firing ; fince which he has bought 400 Mufkets 
of Mr. Hawkins aforefaid, at 215. a-piece, which have 
proved very good Arms, 

Mr. Lacock faid, that at the Siege of Carrick Fergus 
he was Lieutenant of a Company, which bore Dutch 
Arms; and out of 50, 25 burft in firing, in one Night ; 
and believes, Dutch .Arms will not ftand the Englifh 
Proof. 

That the Petitioners having finifhed their Evidence ; 

The Commiffioners of the Ordnance affirmed, as Faét, 
to the Committee, that the 10,000 Arms, for the Ex- 
pedition of the Earl of Rivers, were procured from the 
States of Holland, out of their Arfenal at Amfterdam, at 
the Inftigation of Colonel Blood, by the Direction of 
her Majefty, and not by any Order of the Ordnance 
Board ; and they were paid for by Order of the Lord 
Treafurer, by Direétion under her Majefty’s Sign ma- 
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nual ; and that they were not for the Ufe ef any Forces 
in her Majefty’s Pay.. 

That the faid 10,000 Arms for Ireland were béfpoke 
in Holland by Lieutenant General Ingoldfhy, Mafter of 
the Ordnagce in Ireland, and Major Wybold, Compt- 
roller of the Iris Ordnance, by Order of the Queen 
and Council, and are paid for out of the Revenue of 
Ireland. 

That the Petitioners have been paid ini Courfe, and 
are no more in Arrear, than other Artificers. 

And to juftify their Proceedings in the other Matters, 
charged upon them, produced feveral Witneffes 5 v#z. 

Major General Wythers, and Colonel Tatton ; who 
faid, that about four Years ago there was a general 
Complaint of the Colonels in Flanders, that their Men 
were afraid to fire their Arms (which were Engl, 
marked with King William's and King Yames’s Marks) 
by reafon of their frequent burfting ; and thereupon the 
Duke of Marlborough appointed them to view the Arms 
in the Tower of London; which they did accordingly, 
and found many of them defeétive, both in the Locks 
and Barrels; but fince that time fuch Care hath been 
taken, that the Arms, marked with Queen Aun’s Mark, 
have proved very good, and no Complaint made. 

Mr. Gardner, Storekeeper of the Tower {mall Arms, 
produced a State of fmall Arms in the Tower on the 26th 
of ‘fanuary, 37053 Vid 


Snaphance Mufkets —_ _ 7695. 
Carbines three Foot — — 1356. 
Piftols — —_ — 722 Pair. 


And faid, that about January, 1705, the Board of 
Ordnance ordered the Gun-makers to attend them, and 
toldthem, they had great Occafions for Arms ; and the 
Board urged them to ufe their utmoft Diligence; and 
that, as foon as they had finifhed one Contraét, the Sur- 
veyor ordered another Contract for more Work, fome 
whereof are not yet completed ; and never heard the 
Gun-makers fay, they could make above 10,000 Arms 
in Half a Year, fuch as the Service required. 

Mr. Eyres and Mr. Mercato, Clerks of the Ordnance, 
faid, that the Gun-makers were fummoned to attend the 
Ordnance Board in Fanuary, or February, 1705; who 
told them, the Government had great Occafions for 
Arms, afking, what Quantity they could make : Where- 
upon they made many Demurrs ; and faid, they could 
not anfwer the Demand, by making fuch, as the Service 
required, by the Standard Pattern, becaufe they could 
not get Locks; but could make enough of fuch, as they 
formerly made; and the moft they propofed to make, 
was 10,000 Arms in fix Months. 

That from April, 1705, to September laft, the Gun- 
makers were fully employed, and might have had more 
Work, if they would have done it, being often preffed 
to difpateh what they had in hand, and to enter into 
new Contracts ; but feveral of the chief Gun-makers faid, 
they had rather work for the Merchants, than the Queen; 
and that the greateft Part of the Arms, made in the 
Time aforefaid, was done by the younger Mafters of the 
Trade, fome of whofe Contraéts are not yet finifhed ; 
and that the Queen’s Arms are much better, than thofe 
made for Portugal, or the Merchants. 

Mr. Towle, a Gun-maker, faid, that from /pril, 1705, 
to September \aft, he had as much Work, as he could do; 
but that, if he had had more Money, he could have made 
more Arms. 

Mr. Huggins, Gun-maker, faid, that the Gun-makers 
had as much Work, as they could do, between ri, 
1705, and September aft, but they often complained, 
that they could not get Pattern g Pum enough, for 
want of Money, which hindered them from making a 
greater Number of Arms, than they did : And believes, 
fome had not finifhed their Warrants in September latt ; 
and that the Queen’s Arms are better, than thofe made 
for Portugal, or the Merchants, by near one Half. 

Mr. Eyres faid, that a Pattern Gun of Lieutenant 
General Engoldfby’s, bought in Holland for about 20s. 

4T was 
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was fhewn to the Gun-makers, and afked, at what Price 
they would make fuch Guns; and fome faid, at 46 5. 
others, at 40s, andthe loweft 355. but Mr. Sidley 
made an Arm, which he prized at 265. not like the 
Pattern Arm. 

That Mr. Sibley, being again examined, confirmed 
what he faid before: And further faid, that before 1705 
the Gun-makers Company petitioned the Ordnance 
Board for Work; and from April, 1705, to September 
laft, had full Employment; and he made 1500 Arms in 
the Time of his Contract. 

That by their Charter they are obliged wholly to ap- 
ply themfelves to the Service of the Government, if re- 

uired. 

That by employing Blackfmiths, and unfkilful Per- 
fons, at Port/mouth, and other Places, for fixing up of 
Arms, the London Gun-makers Work is much preju- 

iced. 
’ “And faid, that his 26 s. Arm is as good, and firm, as 
the Pattern Arm abovefaid. 

Refolved, That an humble Addrefs be prefented to 
her Majefty, that fhe will be pleafed to give Directions, 
that, for the future, all Cloathes, Arms, and Accoutre- 
ments of War, for the Horfe, Foot, or Dragoons, in her 
Majefty’s P-y, or Service, be bought in England, as far 
as is confiftent with the Service. 

Ordered, That the faid Addrefs be prefented to her 
Majefty by fuch Members of this Houfe as are of her 
Majefty’s moft honourable Privy Council. 


Refolved, That this Houfe will, To-morrow Morn- 
ing, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
upon the Bill for Eafe of her Majefty’s Subjects in re- 
lation to the Duties upon Salt, and for making the like 
Allowances upon the Exportation of white Herrings, 
Flefh, Oatmeal, and Grain called Beer, aids Bigg, as 
are to be made upon the Exportation of the like from 
Scotland. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, to confider further of the Trade of this 
Kingdom. 

Mr. Speaker left the Chair. : 

Mr. Clayton took the Chair of the Committee. 

Mr. Speaker refumed the Chair. ; 

Mr. Clayton reported from the Committee, that they 
had come to feveral Refolutions, which they had direét- 
ed him to report, when the Houfe will pleafe to receive 
the fame. , 

Ordered, That the Report be made To-morrow Morn- 


ing. 

Ordered, That the Bill for obliging obn Rice to ac- 
count for Debentures, granted him in the laft Seffion of 
Parliament, and to fubjeét his Perfon, and Eftate, for 


the Payment of the fame, be read a Second time To- 
morrow Morning. 


Ordered, That the Amendments, made by the Lords, 
to the Bill, intituled, An A& for repairing the High- 
way between Fornbill, in the County of Bedford, and the 
Town of Stoney Stratford, in the County of Buckingham, 
be taken into Confideration upon Friday Morning 
next.

Pitkin failing, feveral of his Creditors violently feiz- 
ed the Goods, and ftopt the Ships, until they had taken 
out the Goods; for which the Petitioner might bring an 
Action of Trover, to recover the Value, and alfo of 
Trefpafs, for the Damage, but was prevailed on by one 
Brerewood to enter into Articles of Agreement between 
Brerewood, and the faid Creditors, and others, upon Af- 
furance, that the Petitioner fhould receive full Satif- 
faction for his Goods out of Pitkin’s Effects, after Pay- 
ment of 85. 6d. in the Pound to his Creditors : That 
the 8 s. 6d. per Pound has been paid, and the Petitioner 
ought to have Satisfaction for his Goods ; but by the Vio- 
lence of the faid Creditors he is utterly ruined, and is 
now a clofe Prifoner in the Queen’s Bench ; where he is 
informed, the Creditors have brought a Bill into this 
Houfe, to fubjeé&t the Eftate of Tho. Brerewood to the 
Creditors of Thomas Pitkin, notwithftanding any Agree- 
ment, or Compofition, made with the Creditors of the 
faid Thomas Pitkin, , which is a great Surprize to the Pe- 
titioner, whofe utter Ruin, and perpetual Imprifonment, 
is thereby intended, if the Bill fhould pafs: And pray- 
ing to be heard by Counfel againft the fame. 

Refolved, That the Petition be rejected. 


An ingroffed Bill from the Lords, intituled, An

fire the Concurrence of this Houfe : 

Alfo, the Lords have paffed a Bill, intituled, An Act 
for encouraging the rebuilding the ancient Parifh Church 
of Humberfton, in the County of Lincoln, and fettling a 
Rent-charge, of greater Value, on the Bifhop of Lincoln, 
and his Succeffors, in lieu of the Rectory of Humberfton, 
and for other Purpofes therein mentioned ; to which they 
defire the Concurrence of this Houfe : .

And the Copy of the faid Record being read ; it ap- 
peared, that the faid Mr. Smith had delivered another 
Copy of the faid Declaration to Eliz. Hawkins, and 
other Tenants. 

That the Counfel for Mr. Sherwyn and Mr. Smith en- 
deavoured to excufe the Matter, faying, Mr. Sherwyn 
was an unfortunate Gentleman, and in Prifon; and Mr. 
Smith, the Attorney, was a very young Man: And 
examined 

Mr. Doyley Dyer; who faid, that Mr. Sherwyn had 
kept feveral Courts of the Manor, of which the Lands 
in Queftion were held, the laft of which Courts was held 
about Chriftmas ; arid that Mr. Bezere pretended a Right 
to the faid Manor, under a Mortgage from Mr. Ber- 
nard Granville. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions : |

Claufe D, being read a Second time, That all fuch 
Perfons, againft whom Commiffions of Bankruptcy were 
awarded before the 25th of December, 1706, who fur- 
rendered themfelves, and Effects, as in the faid Aét is 
appointed, fhall have the Benefit thereof; and that fuch 
Certificates, as have been, or fhall be, granted them, 
fhall be effectual, in cafe four Fifths of their Creditors 
in Number and Value do allow of the fame ;

Who being examined, faid, that on the 12th “4y- 
guft, 1704, one Mr. Roderick Mackenfy, Secretary to the 
African and Eaft India Company in Scotland, with feveral 
other Scotch Gentlemen, and Servants, came on board 
her, pretending to fee the Ship. ' 

That the Boatfwain invited them (the Captain and 
Mates being then afhore) and treated them with Punch 


in 
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in the great Cabbin; wherewith, and with drinking 
Wine, and Brandy, which Mr. Mackenzie brought on 
board with him, the Ship’s Crew were very merry, and, 
at Mr. Mackenzie’s Requeft, feveral of them did fing 
Songs. 

That, during their Mirth, a Scots Man of War, 
then at Anchor near the Worcefer, fired a Gun with 
Shot; upon which Mr. Mackenzie immediately rofe up, 
and told the Ship’s Crew in the Cabbin, that, for their 
Civility, he would fing them a Song, had he been ufed 
to finging; but that his Song was in Writing: Upon 
which he pulled out a Paper, which, he told them, 
was a Warrant from the African and Eajft India Com- 
pany to feize their Ship, for Reprizal for their Ship 4n- 
nandale, feized in England. ‘Thereupon all the Scots on 
board drew their Swords, and told the Ship’s Crew, 
they were their Prifoners; and that Night turned Part 
of the Crew on Shore, and detained five of them Pri- 
foners on board, where they were fo kept about 18 
Weeks; and afterwards 15 of the Crew, with their 
Captain, were tried, and condemned, for Piracy and 
Murder; and the Captain, his Chief Mate, and Gunner, 


were executed, upon the Evidence only of a Black,. 


who died (as is fuppofed by Poifon) before the Day of 
Execution; it appearing afterwards by the Oaths of two 
of Captain Drummona’s.Ship’s Crew, fome Time after, 
being in London (for robbing and murdering of whom 
the faid Captain, Mate, and Gunner, were executed) 
that they never faw the Worcefer in all their Voyage; 
and that Drummond was turned Pirate ; and when they 
left him, to return home, he made to Madagafcar with 
two Moco Ships, he, and another Pirate, had taken in 
the Eaft Indies. 

That, foon after the aforefaid Seizure, the Worcefter 
was proceeded againft in the high Court of Admiralty in 
Scotland, as appeared by a large Extract of thofe Pro- 
ceedings, under the Hand of Mr. Daniel Hamilton, 
Clerk of that Court; and on the 23th of March laft 
Sentence of Condemnation was given againft the faid 
Ship, in Reprizal for the Annandale, and ordered the 
W orcefter, and her Cargo, to be fold, for Satisfaction of 
the fame; which in Auguft and September following was 
done accordingly. 

That, upon Application to her Majefty for Relief in 
the Premifes, the whole Matter was ftated and reported 
to her Majefty by her Attorney and Solicitor General, 
Sir fobn Cook, Knight, her Majefty’s Advocate, and 
Doétor Brampjfton, Judge of the Court of Admiralty.

Mr. Ma/for reported from the Committee, to whom 
the Bill for the Relief of Katherine Harris, was com- 
mitted ; that they had made fome Amendments to the 
Bill, which they had direéted him to report to the 
Houfe: Which he read in his Place, and afterwards de- 
livered in at the Clerk’s Table;. where the fame were 
once read throughout, and then a Second time, one by 
one, and, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe. 


And a Motion being made, and the Queftion being 
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put, That the Bill, with the Amendments, be ingroffed; 
It paffed in the Negative. 


The Houfe (according to Order) proceeded to take 
into Confideration the Report from the Committee, to 
whom it was referred to enquire into Frauds, committed 
by Drawbacks of Goods and Merchandizes exported. 

And the fame was read, and is as follows, viz. ai 

Mr. Pitkin, being examined, faid, that, for five 
Years before he broke, he was concerned in the Practice 
of defrauding the Government of high Drawbacks upon 
Goods, falfely entered for fuch, upon which thofe 
Drawbacks are allowed ; and that he was induced into 
fuch Practices by Mr. William Lucy, and Charles Beck- 
ingbam, who told him, they had followed that Praétice 
a confiderable time before, very much to their Advan- 
tage ; and was offered to be a Partner with them in fuch 
their Profit; which he agreed to accordingly. 

That, upon his Engagement with Lucy and Becking- 
bam, they entered great Quantities of low Goods, in- 
clofed in the outward Wragpers, called Gunnills, 
for high Goods, and, according to the Direction of 
Law, fometimes fwore themfelves, at other Times 
procured their Brokers, or others, to fwear, the Goods 
were fuch, as thofe Wrappers imported, and their prime 
Coft, as high Goods ; and thereupon they received from 
time to time Drawbacks, from 50/. to 100 /. per Bale, 
which they had Perfons to {wear for 10 5. or 15 5s. That 
it was ufual for them to fhip off from two to feven Bales 
at a time, fo fworn to, and have received 5007. upon one 
Drawback, at the Rate of 15 /. per Cent. according to 
the prime Coft of the Goods, fo fworn to; and when 
the faid Bales have been put on board fuch Ships, as 
they had contra¢ted with the Captains to compieat their 
Defigns (who were Mr. Magnus Majon, Mr. Charles 
Lovefetto, and Mr. Ralpb Selby) thofe Captains ufed to . 
lay their Ships fo near their own Houfes at St. Katherines, 
that, by laying a Plank from their back Doors, they 
could go into and from their Ships, and in the Night- 
time, when all was fafe, they ufed to cut off the faid 
Gunnels, and Wrappers, and convey the Muflins, and 
other Goods, into their Houfes from the faid Ships ; and 
after they were fo fecured there at proper Times, they 
were conveyed at Midnight by an old Woman, with 
Bags, from the faid Captains Houfe to one Mr. Chad- 
well’s, a Goldimith, in Gornki/l ; and when at Times, 
the old Woman had brought all their Goods to Chaa- 
well’s, they, the faid Pitkin, Lucy, and Beckingham, 
ufed to fend their Porters thither, to fetch their faid 
Goods to their own Shops. 

That the faid Captains were paid Ten Guineas for 
every Bale of Goods they fo re-landed, as aforefaid ; 
and were privy to the falfe Entries, and Pra¢tices of 
Drawbacks, made ufe of by the faid Pitkin, Lucy, and 
Beckingham. 

That, he believes, the Cuftom-houfe Officers are not 
capable of detecting fuch Practices ; for that the Law 
requires only the Oath of the Exporter as to Goods, and 
Value, for Exportation ; and, fhould the Officers open 
any of their Bales, they do not know the Difference of 
Goods between 40 s. and 4 /. per Piece ; and, without 
they can juftify a Diftinétion, the Goods are packed up 
again at their own Charge ; and therefore is fatisfied, 
that very few Bales are opened, without particular 
Grounds of Sufpicion, by the Cuftom-houfe Officers. 

But the faid Lucy and Beckingham telling Pitkyn, that, 
as they had, fo he muft continue to make Matters eafy 
with one Mr. Carcafe, a Cuftom-houfe Officer, who 
was their very good Friend, and whofe Bafinéfs it was 
to examine the Merchants Certificates of Goods, bought 
at the publick Sale, and who, they told him; was privy 
to their aforefaid Pra¢tices ; and accordingly they ufed 
to make the faid Carcafe, and his Wite, Prefents, and 
Treats, by Turns ; particularly, he, the faid Pitkin, at 
Lucy’s Requeft, confented, Lucy thould prefent her with 
a Gold Watch, which coft Pitkin about 38 /. which, 
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Lucy told him, would ftop Carca/e’s fmoking their 
Practices. ; 

That the faid Carcafe was, in a manner, a Stranger 
to Pitkin ; but there was a very great Intimacy between 
Lucy and him, and their Wives, who were feldom 
afunder. f 

That, fince his, the faid Pitkin’s, failing, he applied 
to Lucy, for an Allowance out of the 6 /. per Cent. that 
he had received for what Effects Pitkyn had difcovered 
himfelf ; and, upon Pitkyn’s threatening to make a Dif- 
covery of the aforefaid Frauds and Practices upon the 
Government, Lucy agreed to allow him 50/. per Annum, 
for Seven Years. ' 

The faid Pitkya further faid, that, upon one of their 
‘Attempts for a Drawback, they were detected by Mr. 
Bertie, a Cuftom-houfe Officer, upon a falfe Entry ; 
upon which the Goods were feized, to the Value of 
1300/, and it coft them 500 1. to retrieve them; the 
Merchants, upon a Seizure, paying only what Goods 
feized are valued at, and not what they coft, whereby 
their Compofitions are made eafy. 

And fuch Seizures being kept private by the Officers, 
the Exporters Reputations, not being expofed, are not 
prejudiced by fuch Practices. 

Mr. Bertie, one of the Cuftom-houfe Officers, faid, 
he had feized fome Goods, that Pitkin was endeavour- 
ing to export by falfe Entries, and in another Perfon’s 
Name, to the Value of about 800/. and the fame were 
condemned, and fold ; and does not remember, any 
Perfon appeared to be concerned with Pitkin, other than 
one Peirce, who was his Solicitor. 

Mr. Peirce faid, he was concerned for Pitkin in that 
Seizure; and Mr. Beckingham was concerned with 
Pitkin. 

Mr. Walker, to prove the Partnerfhip between Pitkyn, 
Lucy, and. Beckingham, upon Goods for Exportation, 
faid, he had feen feveral Bills of Parcels of Goods, of 
avery great Value, that has been made in their three 
Names jointly: To which Mr. Lucy faid, that, though 
there might be fuch Bills of Parcels, yet they ufed to 
divide the Goods, as foon as they were brought Home, 
and gave their feparate Notes for paying for the fame. 

Mr. Carcaffe, attending, was examined touching a 
Gold Watch, faid by Pitkyn to be prefented to Mr. 
Carcafe’s Wife by Mr. Lucy, at Pitkyn’s Charge, of about 
38 1. 

Mr. Carcafe owned, Mr. Lucy had prefented his Wife 
with a Watch; but, that it was not on account of 
private Bufinefs, but only the Friendfhip and Intimacy, 
that was between their two Families ; and that he had 
prefented Mr. Lucy’s Family with Prefents, more than 
an Equivalent for what he had received from Mr. Lucy ; 
and that he never received any Gratuity from Pitkyn in 
his Life; and was never privy to any of their Tranfac- 
tions. 

Mr. Lucy owned, he had prefented a Watch to Mrs. 
Carcafe, which he bought, and paid 32/. for it; but 
that it was not for any Bufinefs done, but the Friendthip 
between their Families ; and had received feveral Prefents 
from Mr. -Carca/e. 

To which Pitkyn faid, that, though Mr. Lucy bought 
the Watch, he allowed him the Money it coft, upon 
Account, out of the Divifions, made between them up- 
on the account of Drawbacks: Which Lucy denied. 

Mr. Pitkyn further faid, that Mr. Lucy put a Parcel 
of prohibited Silks on board a Veffel, whereof one Cook 
was Mafter, for Exportation for Holland, of the Value 
of 900/. or thereabouts, and Pitkyn gave Bond at the 
Cuftom-houfe, that none of thofe Silks fhould be re- 
landed ; but, notwithftanding, the faid Silks were re- 
landed, and he faw them afterwards in Lucy’s Ware- 
houfe. 

Mr. Watkinfon faid, that he having bought two Bales 
of Betillys of Mr. Newman, who bought them at the 
Eaft India Sale, which, he fuppofes, Mr. Lucy did not 
imagine he intended for Exportation, for that, when he 
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came to the Cuftom-houfe, to enter them for Exporta. 
tion, he found, Mr. Lucy had writ off about 160 Pieces 
of the fame Goods in his Name; upon Complaint where- 
of, that Entry was rectified by Mr. Carcafe, otherwife 
Lucy muft have received the Drawback. 

Mr. Carcafe (according to Order) laid before the 
Committee an Account, to what Head the Goods, ‘fo 
writ off by Lucy, were placed, upon his rectifying Mr. 
Watkinfon’s Entry. 

Mr. Edward Loveybond, formerly Apprentice to Mr. 
Pitkyn, faid, that, whilft he was in Mr. Pitkyn’s Ser- 
vice, though he was often fent out of the Way, yet he 
has obferved, when Goods have been fent, to be fhipped 
off from the Shop, he has feen, in a few Days after; 
40, 50, and 100, Pieces in a Day, of the fame Goods, 
fo faid to be fhipped off, to be brought into the Shop 
again ; and believes, the Goods, fo faid to be fhipped 
off, and re-landed, were in Partnerfhip between Luc, 
Beckingham, and Pitkyn, having feen great Quantities 
of Goods brought from their Shops to Pitkyn’s, for thip- 
ping, and, upon their Return to Pitkyn’s, they have been 
fent back to Lucy and Beckingham’s. 

Mr. Dawbus, who had been an Apprentice to Beck- 
ingham four Years, and three Years a Journeyman, faid, 
that he did not know of any Goods re-landed by his 
Mafter, fent on board; but owned, he often fufpected, 
thete had been fuch Praétices; for that, when Goods 
are fhipped for Holland, they ufually had Orders to de- 
face the Marks, put upon the Sample Pieces by the Eaf 
India ena sy and yet when fuch Goods have been 
fent from the Shop, for Exportation, he has afterwards 
found thofe Sample Pieces, with other Goods, as he 
might fufpect were fent with them, brought back again 
to the Shop; and has obferved Goods, fo brought back 
again feveral Times, divided between Lucy, Beckingham, 
and Pitkyn; but knew nothing of their Praétice in re- 
landing Goods, of his own Knowlege. 

Mr. Whetberley, Servant to Mr. Beckingham about 
two Years fince, faid, that he had fhipped off many Par- 
cels of Goods for his Mafter, but knows nothing of their 
re-landing any of them. 

Mr. Selby, one of the Mafters of the Ships (Ma/ox 
and Lovefetto, the other Mafters, being now in Holland) 
was examined, and accufed of re-landing of Goods: 
Said, that about Seven Years ago, a Dutch Ship lying 
along-fide by his Ship, Mr. Lucy and Beckingbam came 
to him, and defired him to let them hand a {mall Box over 
his Ship a-fhore; which he confenting to, became ac- 
quainted with them; and they afterwards, about the 
Year1701, fent him feveral Bales of Goods, with Coc- 
kets for Exportation,; and when his Ship was cleared, 
they fent him Word, that they had fent fome Goods to 
him by Miftake, and defired, fuch Bales, as they de- 
fcribed, might be re-landed, and they would fend him 
other Goods, to make up his Freight, and would gratify 
him for his Trouble; upon which he re-landed the 
Goods defired, and which were put on board a Wherry, 
and fent through Bridge at Midnight, by Lucy’s Di- 
rection. 

And being afked, whether he did not ufe to give Re- 
ceipts for what Goods he received on board, and, if 
fo, how he re-landed Goods, without the Delivery of his 
Receipts, efpecially after his Ship’s being cleared ; 

The faid Se/by faid, that he did not re-land Goods, 
till his Ship was. cleared, to fave his Oath, as Mafter ; 
and that as to his Receipts, he gives for Goods, they 
are ftanding out againft him, though re-landed; and 
that in Smuggling Affairs there are no Notes paffing 
among them, but deal with one another upon Honour. 

_ That he has not yet received his Gratuities, promifed 
him, there being an open Account between him and 
reste and Lucy has preferred a Chancery Suit againft 

im. 

And the faid Captain, to prove fuch re-landing of 
their Goods, laid before the Committee an Account of 
what Goods, mentioned in Four Cockcts, Three in 


Piikyn’s 
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Pitky’s Name, and one in Beckingham’s; whereby it 
appeared, that out of 21 Bales of Goods, put on board 
him, only Four Bales were exported for Holland, the 
other 17 Bales being re-landed, and fent back to Lucy, 
Beckingham, and Pitkyn’s, according to Lucy’s Direétion , 
and, though the Goods were mentioned to be in Pitkyn’s 
Name, in three of the Cockets, yet he looked upon 
Mr. Lucy to be his Man, and with him made his Con- 
traéts, and from him ufed to receive his Orders for re- 
landing. 

Mr. Chadwell faid, that about five or fix Years ago Mr. 
Lucy, Beckingham, and Pitkyn, applied themfelves to him, 
and defired, that, whatever Things fhould be brought to 
his Houfe by an old Woman, or any other Perfon in their 
Names, he would be fo kind to let them be left there, 
till they fhould be fent for away again; and acccordingly 
(he being a Stranger to their Intentions) an old Woman 
ufed to come three or four Times in a Day and a Night, 
and bring 3 or 4 Pieces of Muflins at a Time; and be- 
lieves, fhe might come 20 Times, or more, to his 
Houfe, fo laden; as alfo one Nibds, that was Lucy’s 
Porter, and brought about five or fix Times feveral Par- 
cels of Muflins in Sacks to his Houfe; and that, after 
the Goods, fo brought to his Houfe, had laid there three 
or four Days, then they ufed to be carried away by the 
faid Nibbs to his Mafters Shops. 

The faid Nibds being examined, obftinately denied, 
that he ever carried any Muflins, or other Goods, to or 
from Chadwell’s Houfe, but once, upon Mr. Pitkyn’s 
Account; and that he never was aboard Captain Selby’s 
Ship, but upon Errands from his Mafter; but never 
brought any thing from thence, or any other Place, by 
Captain Se/by’s Order: But he being confronted by Mr. 
Chadwell, and Captain Selby, the faid Captain affirmed, 
that Nibbs had been on board his Ship about 20 Times, 
and carried Goods from thence, and from a Houfe in 
Three Tun Court, in the Armitage, where the Captain’s 
Men ufed to lodge the Goods belonging to Lucy, Pit- 
kyn, and Beckingham, when they were re-landed; for 
which fecret Services Pitkyn faid, he had given him many 
Guineas for his Share ; and that he, with Lucy and Beck- 
ingham, bave fhipped fome Lots four or five times for 
Drawbacks, and had the very fame Lots re-landed again. 

Mr. ‘fohn Marlow, a Hollander, faid, that he has had 
many Bales.of Goods fhipped on board him by Mr. Lacy, 
and never re-landed any, but where they were configned 
to in Holland. 

Mr. Ferne, Receiver General of the Cuftoms (accord- 
ing to Order) laid before the Committee an Account of 
all Debentures, that have been paid in the Names of Mr. 
P—,L—, and B—, in the Years 1701, 2, 3, 4, and 1705:

Mr. Lucy being examined as to the Practices of falfe 
Entries, upon which he received Drawbacks, and re- 
landing divers Parcels of Goods, he denied the whole 
Charge; and faid, that he never was concerned with Pit- 
kyn, or Beckingbam, in Partnerfhip, upon any Account 
whatfoever ; and that Pitkyn’s Information was made only 
out of Malice, becaufe he took him in Holland, and 


brought him to Juftice. 


Mr. Lucy owned, he had fhipped off many Goods on 
board the Ships, whereof Mr. Magnus Mafon, Mr. Love- 
fetto, and Mr. Selby, were Matters, as alfo upon mott of the 
Rotterdamers , but that his Entries were always fair, and 
his Drawbacks juft, and he never re-landed any Goods. 

Mr. Beckingham, being examined to the Charge againft 
him, denied the fame; and made the like Defence, as 
Mr. Lucy had done. 

Vou. XV. 
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Whereas it appears to this Houfe, that feveral Frauds 
and Abufes have been committed in relation to Draw- 
backs of Cuftoms ; 

Refolved, That an humble Addrefs be prefented to her 
Majetty, that the will pleafe to give Direétions to her At- 
torney General, to profecute fuch Perfons, according to 
Law, as have been concerned in the faid Frauds and 
Abufes. 

Ordered, That the faid Addrefs be prefented to her 


Majefty by fuch Members of this Houfe as are of her 
Majefty’s moft honourable Privy Council. 


Mr. Secretary Harley reported to the Houfe, that their 
humble Addrefs having been prefented to her Majefty, 
That fhe would be gracioufly pleafed to give Satisfaétion 
to the Owners and Freighters of, and others concerned in, 
the Ship Worcefter, for the Damages by them fuftained, 
out of her Majefty’s Share of the Prizes, not appropriated, 
or in fuch manner, as to her Majefty fhall feem meet; her 
Majetty was pleafed to givethis moft gracious Anfwer ; viz. 

Her Majefty will give Directions, that the Moneys, 
arifing from Prizes, fhall be applied to that Ufe, as is 
defired by the Addrefs. 


An ingroffed Bill to prevent and obviate Frauds re-

R. Farrer reported from the Committee, who 
were appointed to draw up Reafons, to be offered 
to the Lords at a Conference, for difagreeing to one of 
the Amendments, made by the Lords to the Bill, inti- 
tuled, An Act for the Continuance of the Laws for the 
Punifhment of Vagrants, and for making fuch Laws 
more effectual ; that they had drawn up Reafons according- 
ly, which they had direéted him to report to the Houfe : 
Which he read in his Place, and afterwards delivered in 
at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame were twice read, 
and agreed unto by the Houfe ; and are as follow : 
Reafons, to be offered to the Lords, for difagreeing 
to the firtt Amendment, made by their Lordfhips 
to the Bill for the Continuance of the Laws for the 
Punifhment of Vagrants, and for making fuch Laws 
more effectual. 
The Commons difagree to the faid Amendment, 
Becaufe the Statute, of the 11th and ;2th of King 
William the 3d, for paffing Vagrants, directs, where 
the Gaol and Marfbalfea Money is not fufficient to raife 
Money for the defraying of Charges in paffing Vagrants, 
5D a Rate 
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a Rate thall be made, and the Money levied in fuch 
manner, as it was raifed for County Bridges by an Act 
of Parliament, made in the 22d Year of King Henry 
the 8th; which Aé&, having been found inconvenient, 
becaufe the Method, for raifing the Money by the fame, 
was a very great Charge and Burthen to the Country, 
and in fome Places, particularly in the County of Mid- 
dlefex, impracticable, becaufe all the Parifhes within the 
weekly Bills of Mortality, befides a confiderable Part of 
the faid County, are in the Hundred of Offalfon, arid 
fo numerous, that it is impoflible for two Collectors to 
gather the fame, as by the faid Act is directed, was by 
an Act of Parliament, made in the Firft Year of her 
prefent Majefty, explained, and altered; which Act 
being pafied fince the pafling the faid Act, of the 
rith and 12th Years of King William the Third, and 
no Provifion made therein for raifing the Money for de- 
fraying the Charges of pafling Vagrants; the Commons 
conceive, that if the Claufe, left out by your Lordthips 
by this Amendment, do not ftand Part of the Bill, that 
the Juftices of the Peace cannot levy the Money, necef- 
fary for defraying the faid Charges, but by the fame 
Method, as is direéted by the faid Statute, made in the 
22d Year of the faid King Henry the 8th; which will be 
very prejudicial to the Subject. 

To the 2d, 3d, 4th, and 5th, Amendments, made 
by your Lordfhips, the Commons do agree. 

Ordered, That a Conference be defired with the Lords 
upon the Subject-matter of the faid Amendment. 

Ordered, That Mr. Farrer do go to the Lords, and 
defire the faid Conference.

Alfo, the Lords have agreed to the Bill, intituled, 
An Aét to enable the Lord High Treafurer, or Com- 
miffioners of the Treafury, for the Time being, to com- 
pound with Fcbz Creffe, Merchant, and his Securities, 
for the Debt owing by him to her Majefty, without any 
Amendment, 

And then the Meffengers withdrew. 


The Houfe proceeded to take into Confideration the 
Amendments, made by the Lords to the Bill, intituled, 
An Aét for continuing the Laws therein mentioned, re- 
lating to the Poor, and to the buying and felling of 
Cattle in Smithfield, and for fuppreffing of Piracy ; and 
for explaining feveral Claufes in former Acts, relating 
to the Highways between Birdlipp Hill and the City of 
Gloucefter. 

And the fame were once read throughout, and then 
a Second time, one by one, and, upon the Queftion feve- 
rally put thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe; and 
are as follow; viz.

Mr. Manley reported from the Committee, to whom 
it was referred to examine into the Piracies, committed 
in the Eaf and Weft Indies ; that they had examined the 
Matter accordingly, and had thereupon come to feveral 
Refolutions, which they had direcied him to report to the 
Houfe: Which he read in his Place, and afterwards de- 
livered in at the Clerk’s Table.— 


Mr. Farrer reported, that he having (according to 
Order) been at the Lords, to defire a Conference upon 
the Subject-matter of the Amendments, made by the 
Lords to the Bill, intituled, An A& for the Continu- 
ance of the Laws for the Punifhment of Vagrants, and 
for making fuch Laws more effectual; the Lords do 
agree to the faid Conference, and do appoint the fame 
to be immediately, in the Painted Chamber. 

Ordered, That the Committee, who were appointed to 
draw up Reafons, to be offered to the Lords at a Con- 
ference, for difagreeing to one of the Amendments, 
made by their Lordfhips to the faid Bill, do manage the 
Conference. 

And the Managers went to the Conference : 

And being returned ; 

Mr. Farrer reported, that the Managers had been at 
the Conference ; and had given the Lords the Reafons 
for difagreeing to the faid Amendment, and had left 
the Bill, and Amendments, with the Lords. 


Mr. Comptroller reported to the Houfe, that their 
Addrefs had been prefented to her Majefty, That her 
Majefty would be pleafed to give Direétions to her At- 
torney General, to profecute fuch Perfons, according to 
Law, as have been concerned in the Frauds and Abufes 
in relation to Drawbacks of Cuftoms ; and that her Ma- 
jefty was pleafed to give this moft gracious Anfwer : 

That her Majefty will give Directions accordingly. 


Then the Report, relating to the Pirates, and the Re- 
folutions thereupon, were read: Which Report, and Re- 
folutions, are as follow; viz. 

The Lord Marquis of Carmarthen was pleafed to in- 
form the Committee, that his Lordfhip had received fe- 
veral Applications from fome Englifbmen at Madaga/car, 
the Reafon whereof, he conceives, was, that feveral of 
them were formerly under his Lordfhip’s Command, and 
fince had unhappily been debauched to that Place ; and 
that his Lordfhip had received feveral other Letters, and 
Relations, by which it was manifeft, there are great 
Numbers of Englifbmen Pirates at Madcga/car, who have 
great Riches, and defire to obtain her Majefty’s moft 
gracious Pardon, that they may return into their native 
Country. 

Mr. Edward Morgan faid, that one Mr. Daw/on, of 
Avery's Crew (who was tried for Piracy) told him, that 
the Pirates at Madagefcar were very ftrong, when he 
came from thence, and able to fit out five very good 
Ships, and had a Fort regularly fortified with Thirty 
Brafs Cannon ; and that he himfelf had a Buhhel of Gold. 

Mr. Morgan further faid, that Samuel Burgefs, a Pi- 
rate, and Matter of the Ship Margarett, was returning 
from Madagafcar with 28 Pirates more, and had King 
William’s Proclamation of Pardon on board ; and lying 
at Anchor at Cape Good Hope, was invited on board the 
Ship, called the Leyal Merchant, commanded by Mat- 
thew Lowth, and in the Service of the old Eaft India 
Company ; where himielf, and the greateft Part of his 
Crew, were feized; and foon after the Remainder of 
his Crew, and the Ship, were alfo feized, and clapt in 
Irons, and carried to Jndia ; the Ship and Cargo being 
worth about 23,0007, The Captain and Ship’s Crew 
were about 29 ; 13 whereof died by hard Ufage. The 
Captain, and four more, were tried for Piracy, and con- 
demned ; but fetting forth the whole State of the Mat- 
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ter to the Queen, upon account of their coming over, as 


aforefaid, ... granted their Pardons: And, upon feveral 
Converfations about their Strength, their Inclinations, 
and their Riches, the faid Captain Burge/s told this In- 
formant, that he looked upon them to be a thoufand 
ftrong, and moft Englifo , and their Inclinations were to 
return to their own native Country, as he himfelf had 
done, provided they were affured of their Pardons; and 
that he looked upon them to be worth at leaft a Million 
of Money. 

Mr. Fohn Webber faid, in Fune, 1701, or thereabouts, 
that he, and about 150 more, were taken in the Ship, 
called the Profperous, bound to Perfia, and carried to 
Madacafcar ; where they all continued for fome time, 
and until they built a Sloop, which -brought them off. 
He faid further, that he faw a great many Perfons there, 
moft of which were Engli/h. 

Captain I/omas Bowry, Owner of the Ship Pro/perous, 
of 24 Guns, faith, that the faid Ship went from Exg- 
land with a Cargo to India; and touching at Tullier, 
at Madaga/car, and having fent the Long-boaten Shore 
for Water, about Eleven a Clock at Night the Boat 
came off with Men and Arms, and furprized the Ship, 
and entered on Board, and fired, and wounded the Cap- 
tain and Mate: About three Parts of the Men were put 
on Shore, where they built and finifhed a Sloop, and 
went to Surrat : The Ship Profperous, and Cargo, valued 
at $000 /. Afterwards the Pirates went a cruizing with 
the faid Ship Profperous, and took a Ship of about 700 
Tons, which they named the Defyance; upon taking of 
which, they burnt the Pro/perous, and continued about 
Cufben, and failed thence to Morufbes, a Dutch Mfand, 
efteemed a Week Sail from Madagafcar; where they 
were fupplied with Provifions by the Dutch, and then 
went to Madagafcar: And further faid, that there were 
a great many Pirates in the faid IMand, moft of which 
were Englifh. | 

Captain Richard Fennings, born at Burmudos, and 
Commander of the Charles Gally, Burthen of about 
130 Ton, and lately taken into France, faid, about fix 
Years ago he went ona Voyage to the Bay of Campec- 
chy, and in his Return was taken by one Captain Ferdi- 
nando, Commander Of a Pirate Sloop in the Weft Indies , 
who alfo, about five Weeks afterwards, took one Cap- 
tain Samuel Saltarfb, of Burmudes, and feven other Sail, 
who came from the aforefaid Bay, laden with Logwood: 
Captain Ferdinando, liking Captain Saltarfb’s Vefiel bet- 
ter than his own, exchanged with him, and foon after 
fitted the faid Sloop for his Purpofe, to proceed to Ma- 
dagafcar , and the {aid Captain, being uneafy, for fear 
of Men of War in the Weft Indies, was daily encourag- 
ing his Men to go to Madagafcar, where he knew of 
_ great Number of Pirates were. 

The faid Captain Fennings further teftified, that, about 
fix Months before this prefent War, he was again ta- 
ken between High Spanicla and Cuba, coming from the 
Ifland of Burmudos, bound on difcovery among the 
Mufceto Indians, by a Pirate Ship, of 26 Guns, and 
160 Men, his Sloop being about 40 Tons: No fooner 
they took him, but they barbaroufly ufed him, and about 
three Days after they brought him to Examination: 
‘They made his Hands faft behind him, and hoifted him 
‘up about three Foot from the Deck, and there punifhed 
him by two Pirates with Cutlafles, till the Blood run 
down at his Heels, and hung him there from Fight in 
the Morning, till Three in the Afternoon: After being 
taken down, he was carried into his own Ship’s Cabbin, 
and there fat, tillthey had fearched for what Money he 
had ; but finding none, they told him, it was the better 
for him, fince he declared, that he had but 127. which 
he before had given them ; for if they had found but the 
Value of a Five Shilling Piece more, they faid, ‘* You 
“* Dog, we would have cut your Head off.” Some Days af- 
terwards they hanged twelve Englifbmen at the Fore-yard 
Arm, becaufe they would not take Arms cn their Side. 
Captain Jennings was then called upon the Quarter Deck, 
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{uppofing, that he fhould fare as the reft, being fo in- 
formed by fome of the Exglifh Pirates, who before knew 
him ; and was afked by the Captain of the Pirates, what 
Countryman he was: Said, a Burwudian: Upon which 
the Captain told him, that he had heard of his Charaéter, 
and Behaviour to his Sailors under his Command, and 
for that Reafon his Life was fpared ; and therefore bid 
him thank the Company: Which he did, and made 
them a low Bow. The Pirates being at Anchor at [rif 
Bay, fitted their Ships for Madagafcar ; the moft Pare 
of them being Englifh. 

Captain Yennings further faid, that knowing one Cap- 
tain Lowring, in a Barkalango, about 16 Tons, and 
80 Men, was fitted out of Famaica, privateering ; and 
inftead of cruizing about the faid Ifland, went to Mz. 
dagafcar ; and being fome Time there, and willing to 
have his Men return again, the Natives of the Country, 
perceiving his Inclinations, murthered them. 

He further faid, that Mr. Robin Allifon, of New-' 


_ York, who had been three Voyages at Madagafcar, told 


him, that the laft Voyage he made, he returned from 
thence to New York ; where he fhipped on board the faid * 
Captain Fennings feveral Bales of Goods, brought from 
thence: He being bound for the Spanifh Coaft, the faid 
Allifon fhipped himfelf as Paffenger with him ; and told 
the faid Captain Fennings, that there were Eight hun- 
dred Pirates at Madagafcar, and were extremely rich, 
and daily praying, that they might be pardoned, and 
have Liberty to return into their own native Country, 
being moft Englifh; and that, if they could be affured 
of a free Pardon, they would forthwith leave the Place, 
and bring their Effects with them. 

He further faid, that about two or three Years ago 
the Lark Brigantine was run away with from Barbadoes, 
having ten Guns, and eighty Men ; and their Defign was 
for Madagafcar, he being fo informed by one of the 
Ships... that was not willing to proceed on the Voy- 
age. 

Mr. William Funnell, Mate to Mr. Dampier, faid, 
he was taken at Amboyna the 28th May, 1705, ina 
imall Spanifh Veffel, called the St. Fobn; where he 
met with Mr. Robert Peirfon, a Pirate belonging to Ma- 
dagalcar: The faid Robert Peirfon was taken by the 
Dutch in a Portageeze Ship, which was very richly la- 
den, near the Ifland of Fava, and gave this Account: 
That the Pirates at Madaga/car were between 7 or 800 
ftrong ; and that they had a Fort upon the Ifland of 
Maria, near Madagajfcar ; and that they were very rich, 
and would willingly come to Exglend, if they could get 
a free Pardon. " 

Mr. Fofeph Duckett faid, that about four or five 
Years ago, one Captain Brebolt, and fome others, advifed 
with him about getting a Pardon for the Pirates at Ma- 
dagafcar ;on which Occafion he. became acquainted with 
one Peter Dearlove, and afterwards with one Captain 
Samuel Burgeffe: And faith, that the faid Dearlove de- 
clared to him, that he was Carpenter, or one of the 
Company, of the Ship uglefey, commanded by the faid 
Brebelt, fet out to fifh for Treafure, loft in a Wreck; 
and that going to the Ifland of Fibell, the faid Captain, 
with his Boat’s Crew, went on Shore, where they were 
feized, on Sufpicion of going a pirating ; and the Fort 
firing upon the Ship’s Company, of whom the faid 
Dearlove was,one, flipped their Anchors, and leaving the 
Captain, and Boat’s Crew, on Shore, failed for the Coaft 
of Africa, and fo to Madagafcar , where they joined 
with the Pirates, and was with them a confiderable 
Time ; and that the faid Dearlove afterwards put him- 
felf on board one Captain Evans, to ferve as a Sailor 
from Madagafcar to England, and, when he came to 
England, the Captain caufed him to be committed to the 
Marfhaifea Prifon, where he lay above a Year, and was 
afterwards bailed out: And then declared to this In- 
formant, that the Pirates at Madagafcar fent him over, 
to try, if a Pardon could be obtained for them; and 
that he had very often heard them dcclate, that they 
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would willingly come home, if they might do it with 
Safety to their Perfons, and Effects ; and that there were 
at leaft a Thoufand of them upon, or belonging to, 
the faid Ifland, and the greateft part of them Englifomen : 
and that they were worth three or four Millions of Mo- 
ney, in Gold, Silver, and precious Stones: And he fur- 
ther 4faid, that he had heard the faid Captain Burge/s 
fpeak much to the faine Effeét, as to their Numbers, 
and their Willingnefs to return home with Safety, but 
not fo largely as to their Riches; he believing, they 
might be worth a Million, or two; and that the trea- 
cherous Ufage feveral of them had met withal, that 
were willing to fubmit, upon having their Pardons, had 
deterred the reft from fo doing, without good Satif- 
faction for their Safety: And further declared, that, 
when the faid Captain Burge/s, and divers others, were 
coming to furrender, upon a Proclamation of Pardon, 
they were feized by a Captain of the Eaft India Com- 
pany, and kept bound upon the Deck in the open Air, 
Day and Night, till moft of them died; and that the 
faid Captain, who feized them, took from them, of 
their Effeéts, to the Value of 20,000 /. and never return- 
ed any Part of it to them, or ever brought in but 200 /, 
thereof to the Ufe of the Government. 

Mr. Glover faid, he was concerned in the Ship n- 
glefey, commanded by Captain Brebolt ; and that three 
of the Ship’s Crew, who left Madagafcar about a 12 
Months fince, and have been in England about four 
Months, told this Informant, that the Pirates at Madaga/- 
car were looked upon to be worth feveral Millions of 
Money, and Effects ; and that they were at leaft a Thou- 
fand ftrong, and very defirous of coming over, if they 
could obtain their Pardons. 

Fohn Earl of Southerland was pleafed to inform the 
Committee, that about a Year and an half ago, at Edin- 
burgh, Captain Brebolt told his Lordfhip, that his Mate 
and Ship’s Crew cut the Cable of his Ship, and run away 
with her to Madagafcar, leaving him behind on Shore : 
That afterwards feveral of his faid Men applied to him, 
to procure their Pardons, they being defirous to return 
into England ; and informed the faid Brebolt, that the 
Pirates at Madagafcar were a Thoufand ftrong, and 
worth three Millions of Money. 

That, upon the whole Matter, the Committee came 
to the following Refolutions ; vz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That a great Number of Pirates have fettled themfelves 
in the Ifland of Madagafcar, from whence they have 
committed many great Piracies, Robberies, and Depre- 
dations, very ruinous to the Trade, and whereby the 
Lives of many of her Majefty’s good Subje&s have 
been deftroyed. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Houfe be moved, that an humble Addrefs be 
prefented to her Majefty, that fhe would be gracioufly 
pleafed to take into her royal Confideration, how the faid 
Pirates may be fuppreffed, and their further Piracies, 
Robberies, and Depredations, may be effectually pre- 
vented. 

Refelved, That an humble Addrefs be prefented to 
her Majefty, that fhe will be gracioufly pleafed to take 
into her royal Confideration, how the Pirates at Mada- 
gafcar may be fuppreffed, and their further Piracies, 
Robberies, and Depredations, may be effectually pre- 
vented. , 

Ordered, That the faid Addrefs be prefented to her 
Majefty by fuch Members of this Houfe as are of her 
Majeity’s moft honourable Privy Council. 


Refolved, That an humble Addrefs be prefented to her 
Majefty, that fhe will be gracioufly pleafed to ufe her 
royal Endeavours to recover, and preferve, the ancient 
Poffeffions, Trade, and Fifhery, in Newfoundland.

Rooms belonging to the Clerk of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, called the Juner Court of Wards, the ufual Place 
to adminifter the Oaths, appointed to be taken by the 
Members, returned to ferve in Parliament ; and George 
Wright, Efquire, Clerk of the Crown in Chancery, 
having before delivered to Paul Jodrell, Efquire, Clerk 
of the Houfe of Commons, a Book of the Return of the 
Names of the Knights, Citizens, Burgeffes, and Barons, 
and the Commiffioners for Shires and Burghs, of the 
faid Parliament; and the faid Mr. Fodrell, and Mr. 
Needler, his Clerk Affiftant, and other his Clerks, at- 
tending, according to the Duty of their Places; the Lord 
Steward adminiftered the Oaths appointed to feveral of 
the Members appearing, and afterwards made a Com- 
miffion, or Deputation, under his Hand and Seal (hereunto 
alfo annexed) to feveral Members, to adminifter the faid 
Oaths to the reft of the Members returned ; who ad- 
miniftered the fame accordingly to fo many, as appeared: 
Which being done, the Members repaired to their Seats 
in the Houfe of Commons: After which, 

A Meflage was brought from the Queen by Mr. Affon, 
Deputy Gentleman Ufher of the Black Rod : 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

The Queen commands this honourable Houfe to at- 
tend her Majefty immediately in the Houfe of Peers. 

And accordingly the Houfe went up, to attend her 
Majefty ; who was pleafed (by the Lord High Chan- 
cellor of Great Britain) to command the Commons to 
return to their Houfe, and chufe their Speaker. 

And the Houfe being returned ; 

The honourable Langham Booth, Efquire, took notice, 
that her Majefty had, by the Lord Chancellor, direéted 
them to chufe a Speaker; and therefore he hoped, he 
fhould propofe one, that every body would agree with 
him in; one, that they had the Experience of the laft 
Seffion ; and that he need fay no more in his Commen- 
dation, for that it was frefh in eyery one’s Memory, how 
impartially all things were then carried on: And de- 
fired, that the Right honourable Yobu Smith, Efquire, 
might be called to the Chair. 

And being feconded by * Mountgomery, Efquires 
who added, that Mr. Smith had contributed much to the 
advancing of the Union of both Kingdoms, which, he 
hoped, would be to their Advantage; and therefore he 
feconded the Motion, That Mr. Smith might take the 
Chair, as Speaker : ; 

And Mr. Smith being generally called upon; he, in 
his Place, humbly thanked the Gentlemen, that had 
propofed him; but, in regard he had had the Honour 
of ferving the Houte once already, and that there were 
a great many Gentlemen in the Houfe, more fit than 
himfelf, defired, that he might be excufed, and that they 
would make Choice of fome other Gentleman. 

But the Houwfe unanimoufly calling upon him to take 
the Chair, he was conduéted by Mr. Booth and Mr. 
Mountzomery up to the Chair ; and, being upon the firft 
Step thereof, defired again, that the Houfe would pleafe 
to re-confider their Choice, and the ill Confequences of 
that Place being not better fupplied ; and to excufe him, 
and think upon chufing fome other.

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But they crying, “* No, No!” Mr. Smith fat down in 
the Chair; and the Mace (which before lay under the 
Clerk’s Table) was by the Serjeant at Arms, attending 
the Houfe, laid upon the Table.

__, My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

I T is with all humble Thankfulnefs to Almighty God, 

and with intire Satisfaction to myfelf, that I meet 
you here in this firft Parliament of Great Britain, not 
doubting, but you come with Hearts prepared, as mine 
is, to make this Union fo profperous, as may anfwer the 
well-grounded Hopes of all my good Subjects, and the 
reafonable Apprehenfions of our Enemies. 

To this End nothing is fo immediately material, as to 
convince, as foon as is poffible, both our Friends, and 
our Enemies, that the uniting our Interefts has not only 
improved our Abilities, but our Refolutions alfo, to pro- 
fecute this juft and neceffary War, till we obtain a fafe 
and honourable’ Peace for ourfelves, and for our Allies. 

In fo great and extenfive a War, as this is, many 
things may be ufefully undertaken, which are not fit to 
be communicated before-hand. The Attempt upon Tou- 
lon was of this Nature; and, though it had not wholly 
its defired Effect, has neverthelefs been attended with 
many great and obvious Advantages to the common 
Caufe in this Year; and has made our Way more eafy, I 
hope, to greater in the next. 

As the French have gained Ground upon us in Spain, 
{6 they have been wholly driven out of Italy; by which 
it is become more eafy for all the Allies to join their 
Affiftance next Year, for enabling the King of Spain to 
recover his Affairs in that Kingdom, and to reduce the 
whale Spanifh Monarchy to his Obedience. | 

The Weaknefs and ill Pofture of Affairs upon the 
Rhine, in the Beginning of the Year, has given an 
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Opportunity to the French to make themfelves ftronger 

in all other Parts; but this Defect feeims in a very pro- 

mifing Way of being fully remedied, againft next Cam- 

paign, by the Conduct and ‘Authority of the Eléétor of 

Hanover, whofe feafonable Acceptance of that Command 

has ftrengthened, and obliged, the whole Confederacy. 
Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

The juft Application of the Supplies, given me by 
former Parliaments, the plain Neceflity of continuing this 
War, the reafonable Profpeét of putting a good End to 
it, if we be not wanting to ourfelves, and the Honour of 
the firft Parliament of Great Britain, are, I make-no. 
doubt, fufficient Arguments to incite you to provide the 
neceffary Supplies, which I'am obliged to defire of you; 
for the enfuing Campaign in all Parts,‘ and ‘particularly. 
for the timely Support of the King’ of Spain, and the 
making good our Treaty with Portugal, as alfo for 
ftrengthening the Confederate Army ‘under the Command 
of the Duke of Savoy ; all which Services I don’t doubt 
but you will think {0 neceffary, that they ought not to 
be negleéted, even though they fhould require an Aug- 
mentation. ; 

The Sums, already expended ‘in this War, have been 
very great; and they are fufficient Proofs, how well fatisfied 
my Subjects have always been with the Ends of my Go- 
vernment, of which I'am fo fenfible, as never to afk any” 
Supplies from them, but'what are abfolutely neceflary for. 
the Prefervation of their Religion and Liberty; and I 
look upon it as'my’great Happinefs, that I have not the 
leaft Intereft feparate ftom that of all my good Subjects. 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

In a Work fo great,’ and new in its Kind, as that of. 
the Union, it is impoffible, but that fome Doubts and 
Difficulties muft have arifen ; which, however, I hope, 
are fo far overcome, as to have defeated the Defigns of 
thofe, who would have made ufe of that Handle to fo- 
ment Difturbances. | 

There are feveral‘Matters exprefly made liable, by the 
Articles of the Union, to the Confideration of the Par- 
liament of Great Britain; which, together with fuch 
others, as may reafonably produce thofe Advantages, 

that, with due Care, muft certainly arife from that 
Treaty, I earneftly recommend to your ferious Confi- 
deration. 

On my Part, nothing fhall be wanting to procure to 
my People all the Bleffings, which can fallow from this 
happy Circumftance of my Reign, and to extinguith, 
by all proper Means, the leaft Occafions of Jealoufy, 
that either the civil, or religious, Rights of any Part of 
this my united Kingdom can fuffer by the Confequences 
of this Union. 

Such a Suggeftion fhall never in my Time have any 
Foundation, how reftlefs foever our Enemies may be in 
their Endeavours, and Artifices, to difturb our Peace and 
Happinefs: Thofe great and valuable Bleffings cannot 
but be always fecure to us, if we heartily endeavour to 
confirm, and improve, our prefent Union. I hope there- 
fore, you will fuffer nothing to prevail with you to difu- 
nite among yourfelves, or abate your Zeal in oppofing 
the common Enemy. 


Refolved, Nemine contradicente, Tliat an humble Ad- 
drefs be prefented to her Majefty, returning the Thanks 
of this Houfe for her Majefty’s moft gracious Speech to 
both Houfés of Parliament; and to affure her Majefty, 
that the Commons of Great Britain will effectually en- 
able her to carry on the War with Vigour, and do all, 
that in them lies, to improve the mutual Advantages of 
the happy Union.

The Houfe being informed, that the Deputy Re- 
membrancer of the Revenues of the Firft-fruits and 
Tenths attended, he was called in, and, at the Bar, pre- 
fented to the Houfe, his Return, relating to Penfions. 

And then he withdrew. 

And the Title of the Return was read. 

Ordered, That the faid Return dolie upon the Table, 
to be perufed by the Members of the Houfe. 


Ordered, That the proper Officers do lay before this 
Houfe, an Account of all Penfions, during Pleafure, 
out of the Revenue of Jre/and, or out of the Profits of 
any Offices of that Kingdom. 


Sir Henry Dutton Colt acquainted the Houfe, that the 
Committee, to whom the Matter, relating to Mr. gill 
(a Member of this Houfe, in Prifon in the Fleet) was 
referred, had directed him to make a Report thereof, 
when the Houfe will pleafe to receive it. 

Refolved, That the Report be now received. 

Accordingly Sir Henry Dutton Colt reported the Mat- 
ter to the Houfe ; and afterwards delivered the fame in 
at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame was read, and is 
as followeth ; viz. 

That the Committee had examined the Matter of the 
Complaint, and alfo fearched Precedents ; and that the 
Cafe, and Precedents, are as follow ; viz: 

That it appeared, upon the Examination of the High 
Bailiff, and Keeper of the Gate-houfe, Weftminfter, one 
Elderton, a Bailiff, and the Warden of the Fleet, that a 
‘Warrant was fent from the Sheriff of Middlefex to the 
High Bailiff of Weftminfter, dated the 11th of Fune, 
1707, for arrefting the faid Mr. Afgill, at the Suit of 
Fokn Holland, for 6390 /. Debt, and at the Suit of 
Fobn Tayler, for 25007. Debt. 

That, purfuant to the faid Warrant, Mr. Ail] was 
arrefted the r2th of Fune aforefaid by one Elderton, a 
Bailiff to the faid High Bailiffof Wefminfter, and by 
him detained till the 14th of the faid Fune ; and then he 
delivered Mr. Afgill to the Cuftody of the Gate-houfe 
Prifon, charged in Execution at the Suit of the faid Fobn 
Holland and Fobn Tayler. 

That the faid Mr. Afgill, the 23d Offober, 1707, 
was removed by Hadveas Corpus from the Gate-boufe to 
the Prifon of the Feet, then charged with Actions upon 
mefne Procefs, at feveral Perfons Suits, in the Sum of 
2284 /. and on Executions in the Sum of 9890 /. as by 
the original Return, annexed to the faid Writ of Habeas 
Corpus, appeared. 

Then the Committee proceeded to fearch for Prece- 
dents of the Method of Proceedings, which this Houfe 
has ufed in Cafes of Privilege, and the Method of free- 
ing their Members under Arrefts; which, in Point of 
Time, as they ftand upon the Journals of this Houfe, 
are 5 U1Z. 

The firft Precedent is the Cafe of Sir Tho. Shirley in 
a° Facobi, as follows ; viz. 

The Parliament 1° Fac. was fummoned to meet on 
the rgth of March; andon the 15th of March (four 
Days before the Parliament met) Sir Tho. Shirley, who 
was elected Burgefs for Steyning, in Suffex, was arrefted, 
and committed to the Fleet. 

Upon a Motion made on his behalf, the Houfe or- 
dered a Warrant fhould be direéted, under the Hand 
of Mr. Speaker, to the Clerk of the Crown, for a Writ 
of Habeas Corpus, to bring the Body of Sir Tho. into 
the Houfe upon Txe/day following. 22 Mar. 1603. 

It appeared, upon Examination of the Faét, that the 
Execution was taken forth the 30th Fanuary, 1603, a 
Day before the Teffe of the Writ, and was delivered to 
the Serjeant the 11th of February, before Sir Thomas 
was elected. The Heads of the Debate upon this Oc- 
¢afion appear upon the Journal, and concluded with ap- 
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pointing a Committee, to confider of all the Queftions 
and Doubts in this Cafe. 27 March, 1604. ) 

Upon Report of the Committee, the Houfe ordered, 
that Symp/fon, at whofe Suit Sir Thomas was committed, 
and the Serjeant, that arrefted him, fhould be com- 
mitted tothe Tower; and that they would hear Counfel 
on all Parties on thefe Points : 

1ft, Whether Privilege were to be allowed, fince the 
Execution was taken forth, before the Parliament fat : 

2d, Whether the Action was difcharged : 

3d, Where the Lofs fhould lie. 9° Apr. 1604, 

The Argument of the Counfel, and the Precedents 
they ufed, appear in the Journal; viz. That of Hyde, 
14th Edw. 1V. of Larke, 8° Hen. VI. and of Clark, 
29° Hen. VI. 

Upon reading thefe Precedents, three Queftions were 

ut: 

1ft, Whether Sir To. Shirley fhould have Privilege : 

2dly, Whether prefently, or deferred till further 
Order : 

3dly, Whether we fhall be Petitioners to his Majefty, 
according to former Precedents, for fome Courfe of fe- 
curing the Debt of the Party, and faving harmlefs the 
Warden of the Fleet. | 

Which were all refolved in the Affirmative. 

A Bill for fecuring Symp/on’s Debt, was twice read, 
and committed. 

The fame Bill read a Third time, and paffed :—Sent 
up to the Lords. 

A Bill for the Relief of Plaintiffs, where the De- 
fendants in Execution are fet at Liberty, altered in the 
Stile, and ordered to be ingroffed. 

On the 2d of May a Motion was made, to appoint 
a Committee, to confider of all fuch Precedents, as 
fhall be offered in the Particulars of Sir Tho. Shirley’s 
Cafe of Privilege ; and there are the Copies of feveral 
Records in your Journal. 

** Refolved, That Sir Thomas Shirley be prefently 
“* delivered. 

“* Ordered, upon the Queftion, Thata Writ of Ha- 
“* beas Corpus fhall prefently be awarded, for the bring- 
** ing of his Body (being Prifoner in the Fleet) into the 
** Houfe To-morrow, at Eight of the Clock in the 
** Morning; and a Warrant, containing the Effect 
** of the Order, under the Hand of Mr. Speaker, 
** directed to the Clerk of the Crown accordingly.” 

Upon the 4th of May a Petition was tendered, and 
read in the Houfe, to be exhibited to his Majefty, for 
the Royal Affent to Sir Zo. Shirley’s Bill prefently to be 
had. 

Upon the reading, it was not approved, nor thought 
fit by the Houfe to proceed in that Manner, being, as 
was conceived, fome Impeachment to the Privilege of 
the Houfe : The Petition itfelf is entered in the Journal, 
and is according to the Form of thofe Acts, that paffed 
in the Time of Edw. the 4th: But the Houfe refolved, 
that a Habeas Corpus be awarded, as before. 

But the Warden of the Fleet denied to execute the 
Writ of Habeas Corpus, before the King’s royal Affent 
was procured tothe Bill, for the Security of Symp/on, 
and himfelf ; and was committed to the Serjeant. 7 May, 
1604. 

The fame Day an Act, for new Executions to be fued 
after the Parliament, when the Defendants, &¢c. was 
read a Third time, and paffed. 

The Warden of the Fleet continuing obftinate, and 
refufing to deliver Sir Thomas, unlefs he would give 
Security ; it was ordered, To commit the Warden of 
the Fleet to the Tower, clofe Prifoner : To fend the Ser- 
jeant To-morrow (fitting the Court) to require the Deli- 
very of Sir Thomas Shirley. 

8° May, 1604. The Serjeant returns from the Fleet : 
Says, the Warden’s Wife refufeth to deliver him. 

Mr. Secretary Herbert reports, That his Majefty, 
upon reading of the Precedent of Ferrers, was gracioufly 
pleafed to leave it to their Liberty, to proceed in the 
Cafe of Sir Thomas Shirley, as they thought fit.

9° May, 1604. The firft Bill for fecuring the Debt 
of Simpfon, being found faulty, after it had paffed both 
Houfes, a new Bill was drawn, and paffed the Houfe in 
one Day. 

Sir Roger Afton delivered from the King, that, in verbo 
Principis, he will give his Affent at the End of the 
Seffion. 

10 Mai, 1604. The Warden, and his Wife, con- 
tinuing obftinate, the Houfe at laft committed him to 
the Prifon of Little Eafe, in the Tower; and upon the 
15th caufed Sir Tomas to be delivered; and he was in- 
ftantly admitted to fit in the Houfe.

On the 14th of April, 1675, Information being given 
to the Houfe, that Sir fobn Prettyman, a Member 
thereof, is detained Prifoner in the Prifon of the King’s 
Bench in one Execution, and upon feveral other mefne 
Procefs ;

“© Refolved, That Sir Robert Holt be delivered from 
* fuch Cuftody, by fending the Serjeant at Arms, attend- 
“ing this Houfe, with the Mace, to bring him to the 
** Service of the Houfe.” 

Ordered, That the faid Report be taken into Confi- 
deration upon Thurfday Morning next. 


Mr. Secretary Harley reported to the Houfe, that their 
Addrefs, for the Eftimates, and Accounts, to be laid 
before the Houfe, relating to the Navy, Ordnance, and 
Subfidies to her Majefty’s Allies, for the Service of the 
Year 1708; and for the Account of the Debt of the

The Houfe (according to Order) proceeded to take 
into Confideration the Report from the Committee, to 
whom the Petition of divers Clothiers in the County 
of Gloucefter, complaining of a Stop being put to the 
Exportation of white Cloth, and other Petitions, was 
referred. 

And the Report was read, and the Refolutions there- 
upon; which Report, and Refolutions, are as fol- 
low ; viz. 

That it appeared to the Committee, that, fince the 
Month of May laft, the Officers of her Majefty’s Cuftoms 
have puta Stop to the Exportation of all white woollen 
Cloths, without making any Diftinétion between fuch, 
as are drefled, and fuch, as are not drefled: That this 
they had done by refufing to fuffer any Entries to be 
made of any fuch Cloths, in order to Exportation ; by 
giving general Notice, that they would feize upon any 
fuch Cloths of the aforefaid Sorts, as fhould be fhipt ; 
and by feizing divers fuch Cloths, as aforefaid, as were 
fhipt, or fhipping, in order to be exported. 

To all which the Commiffioners of her Majefty’s 
Cuftoms have given to the Committee an Anfwer, 
in Writing, in thefe Words ; viz. 

Whereas by an A& of Parliament, made in the 14th 
and 15th Hen. VIII. Cap. 3. it is enacted, that no 
Perfon or Perfons convey or tranfport into any Parts 
beyond the Seas any manner of Cloths, or Worfteds, 
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before the fame Cloths be fhorn, dyed, coloured, and 
calendered, upon Pain of forfeiture the Value thereof ; 
which faid Act is made perpetual by an A@, made 
21 Hen, Vill. Cap. 21. And whereas by another Aét, 
made 27 Hen. VIII. Cap. 13. it is enaéted, that no 
white Cloth, above the Value of 4/. or coloured Cloth, 
above the Value of 3/. fhall be exported to Parts beyond 
the Seas, unrowed, unbarbed, or unfhorn, under the 
Penalty of forfeiting the faid Cloths; which faid Act is 
confirmed by another Act, made 33° Hen. VIII. Cap. 
1g. And whereas there was a Patent granted by the 
late King Charles the 2d, bearing date at Weftminfter 
the 15th Day of April, in the 28th Year of his Reign, 
to Sir James Hayes and Sir Peter Apfley, their Executors 
and Adminiftrators, being a Licence to export white 
woollen Cloths, with a Non-chftante to the feveral Acts 
of Parliament for prohibiting the fame ; which faid Pa- 
tent was feferved to the Proprietors by a Claufe in an 
Aé of Parliament, made in the 11th and 12th Years of 
the late King William 3d, Cap. 2oth, intituled, “An 
“ A& for taking away the Duties upon the Woollen 
“ Manufactures, exported,” there being then about 
Eight Years to come in the faid Grant ; but the faid Pa- 
tent expiring in or about the Month of May lait, the 
faid Aéts of Prohibition are in full Force. 

That the Committee think it their Duty to take No- 
tice of a Miftake in this Anfwer: The fame being given 
to the Committee, as the Officers of the Cuftoms An- 
fwer to the Petition of the Gloucefterfbire Clothiers, be- 
fore the Wilt/bire Petitions were prefented to this Houfe, 
the Officers of the Cuftoms could not reafonably allege 
the Statutes of the 27th and 33th Hen. VIII. which only 
prohibit the Exportation of Cloths of above a certain 
Value, unlefs they be barbed; rowed, and fhorn ; for 
the Complaint of the Gloucefterfhire Clothiers Petition is, 
that they are ftopt from exporting their white Cloths, 
which are all barbed, rowed, and fhorn. 

That the faid Officers of the Cuftoms are alfo miftaken, 
in faying in their Anfwer, that the Penalty of the faid 
Statutes is Forfeiture of the Cloth; for the faid Statutes 
fay, that the Exporter fhall forfeit the Value of the 
Cloth ; but the Cloth itfelf is not declared to be for- 
feited by any Statute, unlefs in that of the 33d Hex. VIII. 
which is only as to Cloths, which were not barbed, rowed, 
and fhorn. 

That, upon Perufal of the Statutes, referred to by the 
Officers of the Cuftoms in their faid Anfwer, and of all 
other Statutes (as far as this Committee is informed) re- 
lating to the Exportation, or Limitation of Exportation, 
of woollen Cloths, it appears to the Committee, 

That it has been provided by the Statute, of the 7th 
of Edw. IV. Cap. 3d, that no Cloth fhould be exported, 
before it be fulled, and fully wrought. 

Now what is meant by being fully wrought, is parti- 
cularly explained by the 8th of Queen Eliz. Cap. 16th, 
viz. barbed, rowed, firft-courfed, and fhorn. 

That by the Statute of 3 Hen. VII. Cap. 11. it is pro- 
vided, that no Cloth be exported, before it be barbed, 
rowed, and fhorn: Then follow fome Exceptions, which 
relate not to the Subject of any of the Petitions, referred 
to the Committee. 

By the 5th Hen. 8th, Cap. 3d, that white woollen 
Cloths, not exceeding each the Value of five Marks, 
may be exported, tho’ not barbed, rowed, or fhorn: 
So that hitherto there was not any Reftraint from export- 
ing of white woollen Cloths, which are barbed, rowed, 
and fhorn; which is the Cafe, in which the Glouceffer- 
foire Petition craves Relief. 

That the Statute of the 14th and 15th Hen. 8th, Cap. 
ad, referred to by the Officers of the Cuftoms in their 
aforefaid Anfwer, is intituled, ‘‘ Fouching Worfted 
** Weavers of 2urmouth and Lynn:” The Preamble, and 
the whole Body of the Aét, exprefsly relates to Stuffs, 
Cloth of Worfted, Sayes, and Stammills, only, and 
made only at Lynn, and Yarmouth ; but the laft Claufe 
in the faid Act is in thefe general Words: ‘* That any 
** Perfon, who fhall export any manner of Cloth, or 
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“¢ Worfteds, before the fame be fhorn, dyed; coloured, 
** and calendered, fhall forfeit the Value, half to the 
“* Crown, and half to the Informer.” | 

That the 27th Hen. VII. Cap. 13th (to which the 
Officers of the Cuftoms refer in their fatd Anfwer) takes 
Notice, that the Price of Wool is much increafed fince 
the aforefaid Statute, of the sth of Hen. 8th; and there- 
fore allows of the Exportation of white woollen Cloths, 
of 4/. Value, and under, and of coloured Cloths, of 3 /. 
Value, and under, tho’ not barbed, rowed, or fhorn; but 
that the Exporter of white woollen Cloths, of above 4 /. 
Value, unlefs barbed, rowed, and fhorn, and coloured 
Cloths, of above 3/. Value, unlefs firft barbed, rowed, 
and fhorn, fhall forfeit the Value of what he exports, 
half to the Crown, half to the Informer. 

That the 33th Hen. VIII. Cap. 19. (which is alfo re- 
ferred to in the faid Cuftom-houfe Officers Anfwer) is 
purfuant to that of the 27th //e#. VIIL. laft mentioned ; 
only it enacts further, that the Time of incurring the 
Penalty fhall be upon fhipping, in order to export, tho’ 
there be no actual Exportation; and the Forfeiture is the 
Cloth, or the Value. 

That the Statute, of the 14th and 15th Hen. 8th, 
aforementioned, being temporary, was continued in the 
21 Hen. 8th; afterwards it expired, and was again re- 
vived, and perpetuated, by the Sratute of 26 Hen. 8th, 
Cap. 16. 

And the laft Claufe thereof, already recited, is the 
fole Foundation (as far as appears. to this Committee) 
upon which the Officers of the Cuftoms can any ways 
pretend to hinder the Exportation of fuch white woollen 
Cloths, as are barbed, rowed, and fhorn; which is the 
Cafe of the Gloucefter/hire Petitioners, whofe Cloths are 
ftopt by virtue of the laft Claufe of the faid Statute, of 
the 14th and rsth Hen. VIL. only for not being dyed; 
which Claufe fays, that any Perfon, who fhall export 
any manner of Cloth, or Worfted, before the fame be 
fhorn, dyed, coloured, and calendered, fhall forfeit the 
Value, &c. 

That the Committee think it their Duty to reprefent, 
that they very much doubt, whether the faid Claufe ought 
to be conftrued to extend in general to woollen Cloths ; 

ift, For that the Title, as well as Preamble, and Bo- 
dy, of the Act do fhew, that the fame was made parti- 
cularly as to Cloth of Worfted, and Stuffs, é@c. as the 
Manufactures of Lynn and Yarmouth : 

2dly, Becaufe the Words of the faid laft Claufe of 
the faid Act, prohibiting Exportation, are, ‘‘ uniefs, or 
“ before, the fame be firft fhorn, dyed, coloured, and 
** calendered ;” which Word ‘calendered” being join- 
ed to the preceding Words by the Copulative ‘‘ and,” if 
this Statute be interpreted to relate to woollen Cloth in 
general, there appears as good a Reafon for ftopping the 
Exportation of woollen Cloth, for not being calendered, 
as for not being dyed; which cannot be ;_ becaute it is 
well known, that Stuffs and Worfteds are calendered, 
but woollen Cloth is never calendered : 

3dly, All the other Acts of the fame King’s Reign, 
perufed by the Committee, being Four or Five in Num- 
ber, relating to the Exportation, or Limitation of the Ex- 
port of white Cloths, do always ufe the Expreffion of 
woollen Cloths; but the Expreffion in this Claufe, of 
the 14th and 15th Hen. 8th, is Cloth and Worfteds ; 
which, it is conceived, may relate only to another Sort 
of Cloth, made at Lynn, and Yarmouth, and not to wool- 
len Cloths: And this the Committee the rather conceive, 
becaufe the Body of the fame A& mentions particularly 
Cloth of Worfted, Sayes, &¥c. but doth no where men- 
tion woollen Cloth; and it appears, there was a Manu- 
faéture, called Cloth of Worited, otherwife called Cloth 
Rafh, and Cloth Serge, which were all one and the fame 
Thing : 

Lattly, The Aéts of the 27th and 33th Hen. 8th (both 
which were made after the perpetuating of that of the 
14th and 15th of the fame King) which provide, that 
white woollen Cloths of 4/7. Value, and under, may 
be exported, tho’ not barbed, rowed, or fhiorn, but 
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that the Exporter of white woollen Cloths, of above 
the Value of 4 /. unlefs the fame be firft barbed, rowed, 
and fhorn, fhall forfeit the Value, do plainly imply, 
that woollen Cloths, of any Value, barbed, rowed, and 
fhorn, might not be exported, tho’ not dyed; and 
that the Prohibition in the aforefaid Statute of the 14th 
and 15th Hen. VIII. was not at that Time underftood to 
extend to woollen Cloths in general, but to fome other 
Cloth of Worfted, the then Manufacture of Lynn, and 
Yarmouth. 

However, the Committee do humbly fubmit it to the 
Confideration of the Houfe, whether or no the faid laft 
Claufe of the faid Statute, of the 14th and 15th Hen. 
VIII. may not need fome Explanation. 

That it further appeared to the Committee, that the 
Cafe of the Petitioners from Chippembam, and other 
Places, in the County of Wilts (whofe Petitions were 
likewife referred tothe Committee) doth differ from that 
of the Gloucefterfbire Petitioners ; for that the white 
woollen Cloths, the Exportation of which the Wilt/ire 
Petitioners do complain is now ftopt, are not barbed, 
rowed, or fhorn; fo that, if the aforefaid Statute, of 
the 14 and 15th Henry 8th, were not now in being, the 
Fxportation of fuch white Cloths, if above the Value 
of four Pounds, feems to be prohibited by the afore- 
faid Statutes of 7th Edward 4th, Cap. 3. 3 Hen. VII. 
Cap. 11. 27 Hen. VIII. Cap. 13. and 33 Hen. VIII. 
Cap. 19. 

But, notwithftanding all the aforementioned Statutes, 
it appears to the Committee, that white woollen Cloths 
from Wiltfhire, rough, and not barbed, rowed, or 
fhorn, as well as the Gloucefter/bire white woollen Cloths, 
barbed, rowed, and fhorn, have been allowed to be ex- 
ported ever fince the Beginning of the Reign of Queen 
Eliz. or longer, by Licence of Patentees of the Crown, 
the Exporters paying a Confideration. 

That in the fixth Year of Queen Elizabeth, a Patent 
was granted to the Hambrough Company for ever, with 
Liberty to export 30,000, tho’ they be not wrought, or 
dreffed, Cloths ; 25,000 whereof to be above the Value 
of 3/. and under the Value of 6/7. and the other 5,000 
to be above 4/. Value; with a Non-objftante to thefe par- 
ticular Aéts of Parliament; viz. 

3 Hen. VII. 

3 Hen. Vill. 

5 Hen, VIl. 
27 Hen. VIII. 
33 Hen. VII. 
and alfo with a Non-obftante to all other Acts of Parlia- 
ment to the contrary ; with Exceptions as to Kenti/b and 
Suffolk Cloths, as in fome of the faid Acts of Parliament 
they are excepted. 

That by the Act, of the 8th of Queen Eliz. Cap. 16. 
(which was two Years after granting the faid Patent to 
the Hambrough Company) it is enacted, that, for Relief 
and Employment of Multitudes of the Queen’s Subjects, 
ufing the Art and Labour of Cloth-working, that for 
every nine Cloths unwrought, hereafter to be exported, 
contrary to any of the Statutes now in being, by Force 
of any Licence, hereafter to be granted, one Cloth, of 
the fame Size, and Goodnefs, fhall be exported by the 
fame Perfon, ready wrought, and dreffed, that is to fay, 
rowed, barbed, firft courfed, and fhorn, under Pain of 
forfeiting 10/. for every Nine Cloths; with a Provifo, 
that the faid tenth Cloth, ready wrought, fhall not be 
accounted one of the Number licenfed, but that fuch 
Perfon, as fhall have fuch Licence, may tranfport, ac- 
cording to fuch Licence, the full Number of Cloths un- 
wrought, mentioned in the fame Licence, over and 
above the Number of the 10th Cloth,-which they are 
compelled to‘export by this Statute; and a Provifo, that 
no Licence fhall extend to Kentifh or Suffolk Cloth. 

How far this Statute is a parliamentary Confirmation 
of the faid Hamberough Company’s Patent, granted to 
them two Years before, and whether the Authority, 
given by this A& of Parliament to Licences, which 
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fhould afterwards be given for Exportation of Cloth con- 
trary to former Statutes, were not a legal and parliamen- 
tary Foundation for the Confirmations, which the faid 
Hambrough Company’s Patent, obtained afterwards from 
King James the Firft, and from King Charles the 2d, 
is fubmitted to the Houfe; as alfo, whether the Saving, 
at the latter End of the Billof Rights, of all Grants and 
Charters, granted before Offober, 1688, which is a Sav- 
ing, or Exception, to the Declaration againft Non-od- 
ftantes and Difpenfations, inthe Article next preceding, 
doth not leave the Hamborough Company’s Patent in full 
Force. 

And it appeared to the Committee, that it is upon 
this Point alone, that the Legality, or Illegality, of ftop- 
ping the Cloths of the Wilt/bire Petitioners, offered to 
be exported by the Hamborough Company, or their Or- 
der, doth depend. 

And it further appeared to the Committee, that in 
the 28th of Charles the 2d, another Patent was granted 
to Sir Fames Hayes and Sir Peter Apfley, in Truft for 
the Countefs of Portland, to licenfe the Exportation of 
all manner of woollen Cloths, white as well as coloured, 
tho’ not barbed, rowed, fhorn, or dreffed, without Li- 
mitation as to Price, or Number, and this for 31 Years, 
with Power to agree and compound, as they could, 
with Merchant, or Exporter, for the Quantum to be 
paid for the Licence; a Non-obftante to all Acts to the 
contrary; with an Exception to Kentijfh and Suffolk Cloth, 
and a Prohibition for exporting, without Licence from 
the faid Patentees, and a Refervation to the Crown of 
all Cuftoms due. 

That the Hamborough Company, who before this Pa- 
tent did export the Wiltfbire Cloths according to their 
own limited Patent, did agree to pay 35. 44. per Cloth 
to the faid new Patentees, for their Licence for fuch 
woollen Cloths, as by their own limited Patent they could 
not export; but that Difputes arifing about the Number 
of Cloths, of this and that Quality, between the Com- 
pany and the Patentees, it was agreed, that the Hamdo- 
rough Company fhould pay to the Patentees, for their 
Licence of Exportation, 15. 4d. per Cloth for every 
Cloth, exported by the faid Company, of the 30,0¢0 
Cloths, limited by this Grant; but all other Exporters 
of white Cloths paid 5s. per Cloth to the faid Patentees, 
for their Licence. 

That the Hamborough Company making ufe of the 
Licence of the faid Patentees, upon Exportation of the 
Wiltfoire white rough Cloths, as did alfo all other Ex- 
porters of white Cloths, already dreffed, until the Ex- 
piration of the faid Patent, which ended in or about 
May \aft, the Officers of the Cuftoms have from thence- 
forward refufed to admit of the Exportation of the white 
Wiltfbire Roughs in fuch manner, as if the Hamborough 
Company’s Power of exporting fuch Cloths had depend- 
ed upon the Licences, which they formerly took under 
the Patent, which is expired. 

That the Committee alfo took into Confideration the 
Allegations contained in the Petitions of the Dyers, and 
feveral other Traders, depending upon the Woollen Ma- 
nufaétures: And it appeared to the Committee, that be- 
fore the Statute of the 11th and 12th of King William, 
Cap. 20.:the Hamborough Company exporting the Wit- 
foire white undreffed Cloths, being Cloths of 28 to 30 
Yards Length, and generally of near 6/. Value, did 
pay upon each Cloth 3s. 44. Cuftom, or Duty, to the 
Crown, and alfo (as by Agreement, already mentioned) 
1 5. 4d. per Cloth to the other aforefaid Patentees, be- 
ing altogether 46. 8d. upon every fuch Cloth, until 
the faid Statute put an End to all fuch Duties, as were 
paid to the Crown; but the 15. 4d. Part of the faid 4s. 
8 d. was ftill paid to the Patentees until May laft, when 
the Patent expired; and that at the fame Times the Ex- 
porter of the Gloucefterfhire white drefled Cloths, being 
about 40 Yards long, and generally of about 10/. Va- 
lue, and upwards, did pay upon each Cloth 35. 9d. 
Duty to the Crown, and 55. per Cloth to the faid Pa- 
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tentees, for an exporting Licence, which is together 8 s. 
g d. per Cloth, until the faid Statute; but that, after the 
faid Statute had taken away the Cuftom, 55. Part of the 
faid 8s. gd. was continued to be paid upon each Cloth 
by the Exporter to the faid Patentees till May laft, being 
the Time the Patent expired aforefaid. 

‘Phat it was further alleged by the faid Dyers Petition, 
that, whilft the aforefaid Duties were paid upon Expor- 
tation of white Cloths, dreffed, and undreffed, there 
was neverthelefs a fufficient Exportation of fuch Cloths ; 
for that foreign Merchants, to whom they were export- 
ed into foreign Parts, could, by the Cheapnefs of Dy- 
ing Materials, and of Labour in dreffing and dying the 
faid Cloths, in their own Countries, employ their Poor, 
and then {ell the faid Cloths, totally. manufactured, in 
the proper Markets (being the fame Markets ufed by 
our own Merchants) as cheap, or cheaper, than our 
own Merchants could fell the fame Cloths in the fame 
Markets, when totally manufactured ; fo that the Duty, 
paid upon Export of our white Cloths, did not hinder a 
{ufficient Vent for them ; but, if there be a free Expor- 
tation of white Cloths rough, and undreffed, without 
paying fome Duty, the Lofs to the Nation in Labour, 
as to the Wiltfbire Cloths, is about 12 s. 6d. in the Ar- 
ticle of drefling, if rowed in the Gigg-mill, but, if 
drefled fully, is more; befides the Expence of Materials 
for dying, and Labour in dying, and packing, and the 
like. 

That the laft Dreffing of a Gloucefterfoire Long Cloth 
(which comes to London barbed, rowed, and fhorn) to- 
gether with Materials for dying, and Labour in dreffing, 
dying, prefling, packing, and the like, is from 305. to 
3 /. That near one half thereof is Labour; but that this 
Calculation is made as to dying in Grain, and the moft 
chargeable Colours. 

That we have now a Trade to Raffa with our own 
Cloths, fully manufactured, and dyed, and our Ships 
return with naval Stores, and our Seamen, and Naviga- 
tion, is increafed thereby ; but, if we fend out our Cloths 
undrefied, and undyed, the Dutch will drefs and dye 
them, and be the Carriers to Raffa, as well as other 
Parts, and we lofe the Advantage of returning with Ruffia 
Goods, as well as lofe fo much of the Manufacture of 
our own. 

That the Lofs, on Exportation of the fine Worcefter- 
feire Cloths undrefied, and undyed, was reprefented to 
be much greater, namely, Cent. per Cent. but that was 
not taken notice of by the Committee, becaufe not be- 
fore them by any Order of Reference from the Houfe. 

That feveral Merchants appeared, to fupport the Pe- 
tition of the Dyers, and others; and alleged, that the 
French have got from us a great Part of our Trade in 
the fine Sort of Cloths: That the Dutch, and People of 
Flanders, are advanced a great way in the Trade of Med- 
leys: That the Glocefer and Wiltfoire Cloths being of 
a coarfer Sort, and made of our own Wool, it is our In- 
tereft to manufacture them totally, and dye them, at 
home; and we may find fufficient Vent for them fully 
manufactured, for that no other Country can furnifh 
thofe Cloths, but ourfelves; and that, by exporting the 
Wiltfbire Cloths rough, and undyed, we lofe 15 /. per 
Cent. and by exporting the Gloucefterfbire drefs’d white 
Cloths, undyed, we lofe 10/. per Cent. per Cloth: That 
Dying Materials, and Labour, are cheaper in Holland, 
‘than here; and that, if, they buy our Cloths white, they 
will, when they have dyed them in their own Country, 
underfell us in Turkey, and other Markets, unlefs fome 
Duty be paid upon Exportation of the Cloths undrefied, 
and white: That 5s. paid here upon each Cloth export- 
ed undrefled, or white, is more fignificant towards pre- 
venting the Mifchiefs apprehended, as the confequence 
of a free Export, than if no Duty were paid upon Dying 
Materials. 

All, that appeared at the Committee, to fupport the 
Petition of the Dyers, and the Merchants, did all agree, 
that, if the Wilt/bire white rough Cloths, and the Glou- 
cefterfoire white drefled Cloths, had been ftill exported, 
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paying firft 5s. per Cloth, as the Gloucefter/bire Cloths 
did pay till May laft, they fhould all have been fatisfi- 
ed, and thought, they had no Reafon to complain; and 
that our own Merchants would then think, they had rea- 
fonable Encouragement to buy, drefs, and dye, our 
Cloths here, and export them to foreign Markets to- 
tally manufa¢tured. 

That, in Anfwer to all the before-mentioned Allega- 
tions, the Gloucefterfhire Clothiers do fay, that they con- 
ceive, there is no Law to hinder the Exportation of 
their white woollen Cloths, they being barbed, rowed, 
and fhorn, which, according to the Letter of the Sta- 
tutes, is as much as to fay, fully manufactured: That 
the Expence of Labour upon each of their Cloths, in 
barbing, rowing, and fheering, if rowed with the Gige- 
mill, is from 15 to 205. in each Cloth, and, if rowed 
by Hand, 23 or 26s. per Cloth: That many of their 
Cloths are ufed abroad white, without dying. 

That one Gloucefterfoire Clothier hath now here at 
London 2,000 /. worth of that Country white Cloths, bar- 
bed, rowed, and fhorn, of which he cannot fell one, be- 
caufe of the Stop put upon Exportation : 

That another has 200 Cloths of the fame Sort, manu- 
faétured as aforefaid, which he cannot export, becaufe 
the Officers of the Cuftoms told him, they would not 
enter them, and others, that they would be feifed : 

That the Hollanders have, with repeated Inftances, 
made Demand of Quantities of our white Cloths, declar- 
ing, that, if they be not fpeedily fupplied, they will feek 
elfewhere. 

The Wilt/ire Clothiers, and feveral of the Hambrough 
Company, who deal with them, do likewife fay, in An- 
fwer to the Officers of the Cuftoms, and to the Dyers, 
and others, that they conceive, that the Hambcrough Com- 
pany’s Patent doth authorize the Exportation of the 
Wiltfhire rough white Cloths, as ufually : 

That one Trader has now 1000 Pieces of white Wii/t- 
feire woollen Cloths, which he has in vain fought to 
export for feveral Months together, in order to furnifh 
his Correfpondent, who has contraéted to cloath feveral 
Danifo Regiments, and that his Correfpondent has late- 
ly fent him Notice, that he cannot be delayed any lon- 
ger, and, if not fpeedily fupplied from hence, will fend 
for his Quantity to Sil/efa : 

That Silefa increafes upon us in making and vending 
the coarfe Sort of white Cloths rough, which will be 
bought abroad inftead of thofe of Wiltfire, unlefs thefe 
be exported rough, and undyed : 

That another has 200 white Wilt/bire rough Cloths 
lying by him, in order to export, but is not permitted 
to enter them: That this Sort of Cloths will quickly be 
fpoiled by lying, as they are: That the Clothiers can 
fell no more: 

That the Exportation of the Wiltfire white rough 
Cloths by the Hamborough Company is much diminifhed 
of late, and the Ufe of fuch Cloths, made in Silefa, does 
daily increafe; and that we are in danger of lofing that 
Part of our Trade to.Hambrough. 

And the Clothiers of both the aforefaid Counties do 
aver, that the Stop upon the Exportation, fince the firft 
of May laft, has been 20,000 /. Damage to the Clothing 
Trade. . 

That it appeared to the Committee, that the Damage 
had been very great: That there is almoft a total Stop 
to the making of the aforefaid Sort of white Cloths in 
Wiltfoire and Gloucefterfoire, and (as a Confequence 
thereof) of the Sale of Wool, and of Employment of 
the Poor. 

That the better Sort of Wool in the County of Glou- 
cefter is fallen, in nine Years laft paft, from1/. 15s. 6d. 
to 135. per Tod, which is 28/. Weight, and the com- 
mon Field Wool from 1/. to 115. or thereabouts; and 
that fince the Stop of Exportation, from May laft, it is 
fallen 25. per Tod. 

That it has been for many Years a ftanding Law, or 
Rule, among the Hamburgers, that they will there not 
receive one of our Wilt/ire common Cloths, unlefs 
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white, and rough; but that of Medleys, and finer 
Cloths fully manufactured. 

That the Hamborough Company carry thither a greater 
Number than of undreffed Cloths, although the Statute 
of 6° Queen Eliz. aforementioned, which feems to be a 
Regulation, or Reftraint, upon their Patent, requires 
only, that, for nine of the rough white undreffed Cloths, 
one Cloth, fully manufactured, fhould be by them ex- 
ported. 7 

That the Hollanders have for a long Time alfo refufed 
to allow of any of our plain dyed Cloths (other than 
Medleys, which are all dyed in the Wool) to be import- 
ed there. 

So that the Clothier can find no Vent for his rough 
white, or dreffed white, Cloths (fince the aforefaid Stop) 
ef which fo very great a Quantity lie upon their Hands, 
already brought to London, as well as remaining in the 
Country, that a Multitude of fubftantial Clothiers mutt 
probably break forthwith, and many Families ftarve, 
unlefs they be very fpeedily relieved againft the prefent 
Stop of exporting their Cloths. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to the Refolutions following , viz. 

Refelved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Petitioners; the Clothiers, have fully proved 
the Allegations of their Petition. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Nation will be very great Sufferers, unlefs fome 
very fpeedy Remedy be found, to take off the Stop, 
which is at prefent put to the great Number of Cloths, 
ready to be fhipt off, and exported. 

The 2d Refolution being read a Second Time; 

Refolved, That the Houfe do agree with the Com- 
mittee, in the faid Refolution, That the Nation will be 
very great Sufferers, unlefs fome very fpeedy Remedy 
be found, to take off the Stop, which is at prefent put 
to the great Number of Cloths, ready to be fhipt off, 
and exported. 

Ordered, That a Bill be brought in, purfuant to the 
faid Refclution; and that Mr. Duckett, Sir Richard 
Onflow, Mr. Ireton, Mr. Difton, Sir Fohn Guife, Mr. 
Ward, Mr. Haddon, Mr. Onflow, and Mr. Bathurft 
do prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 


Ord:red, That the monthly Accounts of the Proceed- 
ings, or Difpofitions, of her Majefty’s Navy the lait 
Year (which were prefented to the Houfe the 22d Day 
of November laft) be re-delivered to the proper Office, 


from whence they came. 


Mr. Aiflaby reported from the Committee, to whom 
the Petition of Francis Annefley, Efquire, was referred ; 
that they had examined the Matter of the Petition, and 
had directed him to report to the Houfe, what appear- 
ed to them thereupon: Which he read in his Place, and 
afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the 
fame was read, and is as followeth; viz. 

That the Committee, having examined into the Al- 
legations, contained in the faid Petition, do find, that 
by an Aét of Parliament, made in the 11th Year of the 
Reign of his late Majefty King William, all the Eftates 
in Ireland, forfeited for the late Rebellion, as alfo the 
Eftate of the late King ames, were vefted in certain 
Truftees, in the faid Aét named, to be fold, for the 
Payment of the publick Debts. 

That by the faid Act it was enacted, That every Per- 
fon, having any Eftate or Intereft in the faid Forfeitures, 
or Eftate of the late King ‘/ames, were to enter their 
Claims with the faid Truttees on or before the roth of 
Auguft, 1700, and, for Default of fuch Entry, their 
K{tates and Intereft were for ever to be debarred, and 
without Remedy ; and the Decrees of the faid Truftees 
were thereupon to be final, and to be obeyed by all 
Perfons; and, after Determination of the Claims, the 
‘Lruftees were impowered to fell by Cant the faid Eftates, 
fo vefted in them, and to convey the fame to the beft 
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Bidder; the Purchafer to hold the fame, difcharged of 
all Claims and Demands, except fuch, as were allowed 
by the Truftees ; as appears by the faid Ac. 

That on or about the 7th Day of Auguft, 1700, Ro- 
bert Dixon, Efquire, did enter his Claim before the faid 
Truftees for sth Parts of the Lands of Tippenan, in the 
County of Kildare, in the faid Kingdom, as defcended 
from his Anceftors, and that the fame was no Part of 
the late King Fames Eftate; and, upon hearing the 
faid Claim before the faid Truftees, they did decree one 
Moiety to the Claimant Dixox, and difmiffed his Claim 
for the other Moiety, as being the Eitate of the late 
King Fames ; as appeared by an attefted Copy of a De- 
cree by the faid Truftees, dated the 5th of September, 
1700, which was produced, and read to the Committee, 
and proved to be a true Copy of the original Decree by 
Thomas George. 

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, that the Pe- 
titioner before the paffing the faid A&t was Tenant to 
the faid Moiety of the Lands of Tippenan, and paid 
Rent for the fame to Thomas Broderick, Robert Roch- 
ford, and Fcbn Eddowes, Efquire, who were Receivers 
for the Countefs of Orkney, to whom the faid Moiety of 
Tippenan, as Part of the Eftate of the faid late King 
James, was granted by his late Majefty King William ; 
as appeared by feveral Receipts under the Hands of the 
fatd Receivers, which were produced, and read to the 
Committee. 

That by virtue of the faid Decree the faid Lands were 
by the faid Truftees fet up to Sale, purfuant to the faid 
A& of Parliament, to any Perfon, that would give moft 
for the fame; and the Petitioner, Mr. Annefley, as the 
beft Bidder upon the Cant, was declared the Purchafer, 
and had the faid Moiety of Ysppewan conveyed to him, 
and his Heirs, by Deed indented, and inrolled, accord- 
ing to the Directions of the faid A&; which faid Deed 
was produced to the Committee, and read; and the faid 
Purchafe-money, amounting to 524/. os. 44. being 
about 42 Years Purchafe of the Rent of 127. 10s. od. 
referved on the Leafe, under which the Petitioner held 
the faid Lands for about 17 Years then to come ; which 
faid Purchafe-money was paid by the Petitioner into the 
Treafury in Ireland, for the Ufe of the Publick, as ap- 
peared by the Receipts, endorfed on the Back of the faid 
Deed. 

That in Trinity Term, 1702, the faid Robert Dixon 
brought his Ejeétment for the faid Moiety, fo conveyed 
by the faid Truftees to the Petitioner, and had a Verdi& 
and Judgment for all, except ten Acres thereof ; which 
Judgment was affirmed, on a Writ of Error, in the 
Queen’s Bench at Weftminfter, and, on another Writ of 
Error, affirmed in the Lords Houfe; whereupon the 
faid Dixon executed a Writ of Enquiry of Damages, and 
had a Verdict and Judgment for 403 /. 5 s. 2 d. which he 
paid to Sir Kildare Burrowes, Sheriff of the faid County 
of Kildare, as appeared by a Receipt under his Hand, 
which was produced, and proved; and alfo, upon an 
Habere facias poffefionem, directed to the faid Sheriff, the 
Petitioner was turned out of Poffeffion of all the faid 
Lands of Tippenan, fo purchafed, and out of Part of 
the Petitioner’s ancient Eftate, defcended to him from 
his Anceftors. 

That the Petitioner hath been at very great Charge, 
both in Ireland and England, in defending his Title to 
the faid Lands, fo purchated, as aforefaid, as appeared 
by two Bills of Charges, which were produced to the 
Committee; viz. one Bill of 149%. 15. 7d. which he 
paid to Mr. Richard Harrifon, his Attorney in Ireland, 
proved by Thomas George, and another Bill of 202 /. 1s. 
10d. which the Petitioner paid to Mr. Charles Sanderfon, 
his Attorney in England, who proved the fame to the 
Committee. 

That, for about four Years, the Petitioner has had the 
Profit of the faid 12/7. 105. per Annum Rent, referved 
on the faid Leafe, from the Duke of York; and from 
the Time of Payment of his Purchafe-money, he has 
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had nothing for the Intereft of his Money, but 12 2. 
10 5. per Annum. 

That the faid Purchafe-money, together with the Da- 
mages recovered from the Petitioner, and the Cofts and 
Charges of the Suit, amount to in the whole, 1278 /, 
8s. 11d. befides the Charges the Petitioner has been at 
in improving the faid Lands, and in travelling in Jre- 
land, and his Journey to London, about this Affair: All 
which is humbly fubmitted.

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General Quarter Seffions of the Peace, held at the Caftle 
of Taunton, in and for the County aforefaid, the 7th 
of Offober, in the fixth Year of-her Majefty’s Reign,

penfive: That the Petitioners are well aflured, the grant- 
ing fome Increafe of Toll at Knapps Bridge will enable 
the Confervators to perfect the Navigation from Bridg- 
water to Ham Mills, which will tend to a publick Good : 
The Petitioners therefore offer the Confervators Cafe to 
the Houfe, for fuch Relief, as fhall be thought meet. 

A Pettion of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council, of Bridgwater, in the County of Somerfet, was 
prefented to the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that 
the Confervators of the River Zone, appointed by Act 
of Parliament, of the 10th and 11th Willielmi 3'', have 
been at greatCharges in making the faid River navigable 
from Taunton to Ham Mills; and that they muft be at 
much greater Charge to compleat the fame from Ham 
Mills to Bridgwater, in ereéting a half Lock below 
Knapp Bridge, which will render the Carriage of Coals, 
and other heavy Goods, much cheaper, and be a Means 
to preferve their Highways, and much promote their 

Veltern Trade: The Petitioners therefore pray, that all 
due Encouragement may be given the faid Confervators, 
by granting them fuch an Increafe of Toll at Knap 
Bridge, as to the Houfe fhall feem meet. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill, pur- 
fuant to the faid Petitions; and that Mr. Palmer and 
Mr. Clark do prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 

A Petition of feveral of the Members, and other the 
principal Inhabitants, of the Corporation and Town of 
Jaunton, in the County of Somerfet, was prefented to 
the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that feveral Perfons 
of Taunton, known by the Name of Confervators, did, 
in the 10th and 1!th Years of the Reign of the late 
King William (ander fome plaufible Pretences) get an 
A& of Parliament, for making the River Tone naviga- 
ble from Bridgwater to Taunton, paying a Toll of 4d. 
per Weigh on Coals, and 2d. per Ton, for all other 
Goods, at a Place called Coal Harbour, below Knap 
Bridge, and 45. per Weigh, and 25. per Ton, at the 
firft Lock above Coal Harbour: That the faid Confer- 
vators do receive the faid full Duty at Knap Bridge, 
but not one fourth Part at the faid Lock ; fo that the 
Traders at Coal Harbour, and Ham Mills, pay their full 
Toll, and the Traders at Taunton pay very little ; by 
which Means they will in Time ruin the Traders at Coal 
Harbour, and Ham Mills, and fo monopolize the Trade 
into their own Hands, and make the Petitioners pay for 
their Coals, and Salt, and other Goods, at the Will of 
the faid Conferyators : That the Petitioners have always 
been well ferved with Coals, and Salt, from Coal Har-

twice read, and, upon the Queftion put thereupon, 
acreed unto by the Houfe. 

Ordered, That the Bill, with the Amendment, be in- 
grofled. 


The Houfe proceeded to take into Confideration the 
Report from the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
feveral Merchants, trading to Portugal, Italy, and Spain, 
was referred. 

And the Report, and the Refolutions of the Com- 
mittee, being read, are as follow; viz. 

That the Petitioners, in Proof of their Export of 
great Quantities of the Woollen Manufactures, and 
other Commodities (being the Produét of this Kingdom) 
to Portugal, Italy, and Spain, in Britifo Ships, the Re- 
turns whereof are made in Wine and Oil, and other 
Goods, which pay great Duties to her Majefty, produ- 
ced to the Committee, by the Hands of Cha. Davenant, 
Efquire, Infpeétor of her Majefty’s Cuftoms, a State of 
the Portugal, Spanifb, and Italian Trade, for feven Years, 
ending at Chriffmas, 1705, as appears by the faid Ac- 
count, marked A; and did likewife declare, that the 
faid Trade was very much increafed fince 1705; and 
would have laid the Accounts of thofe two Years of 
1706, and 1707, before the Committee, but had not 
Time to compleat the fame. 

Richard Crawley, Efquire, delivered in at the Com- 
mittee, an Account of Prizes, taken by Privateers, for 
two Years laft paft,; which is marked B: 

As alfo an Account of all fuch Commiffions, as have 
been granted to Privateers for two Years laft paft, and 
their Securities in 1500/, Penalties ; which is marked C. 

Upon which the Merchants did obferve, that many of 
the Perfons, therein named as Securities, were infolvent, 
or Perfons of little or no Worth, and were not profe- 
cuted. 

That the Merchants, in Proof of a collufive Trade, 
did produce feveral Inftances of Ships, taken under Pre- 
tence of legal Capture, when in truth the Privateers, 
that took them, were fitted out by the Confent of the 
Parties: To which Faéts they called 

Mr. Fobn Glover ; who delivered in a Lift of Ships, 
which he informed the Committee the fame were taken 
by Collufion ; which Paper is marked D: And likewife 
informed the Committee, that two of the faid Ships, 
called by the Names of the White Pearle, and Angell 
Rapbell, wherein he had a 16th Part, were taken by the 
Diligence Privateer, about three Years fince, collufively, 
and by the Confent of the Parties concerned. 

And as to the Ship Evphrow Margaretta, taken by the 
Wellcome Gally, Fohn Waller Commander; 

Mr. George Metcalfe, Solicitor of her Majefty’s Cuf- 
toms, informed the Committee, that about three Years 
fince the fame was feized by Order of the Commiffioners 
of the Cuftoms, and brought to a Trial in the Exche- 
quer, where a Verdict paffed for the Queen. 

That the faid Mr. Metcalf did likewife deliver to the 
Committee an Account of the Trial of the Ship, called 
the Prince Charles, Martin Peterfon Commander, taken 
by the Hanniball Privateer, Captain Thompfon Com- 
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mander ; by which it appears, the fame was a collufive 
Capture: Which Paper is marked E. And the Record 
was alfo produced, on which the Verdict was entered for 
the Queen. 

And Mr. Charles Carcaffe, Under Secretary to the 
Commiffioners of the Cuftoms, laid before the Com- 
mittee the Commiffioners Report to the Lord Treafurer, 
relating to collufive Captures, marked F. 

That by the Evidence of Captain ohn Thomp/on, 
Fobn Huggins, Efquire, and the faid Mr. Metcalf, the 
Ship, called the Stadt, of Rotterdam, taken by the Mar- 
garetta Privateer, Captain Pigram Commander, it ap- 
peared, that the faid Ship was brought in as Prize, and 
condemned in the Court of Admiralty, and afterwards 
profecuted by one Mr. Scott in the Court of Exchequer, 
and found to be a collufive Capture. 

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, that the 
Ships St. Peter, St. Fobn, and Anna Petronella (Mr: 
Richardfon Owner of them all) taken by the Margueretta 
Privateer, Captain Pigram Commander, were collufive 
Captures. 

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, that the 
Ship, called the Liberty, laden with French Wines, to 
the Value of 5000 /, taken by a fmall Fifher Boat, called 
the May Flower, Captain Edward Slaughter Commander, 
was a collufive Capture. 

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, that a Duty 
of 15/. per Tun on all French Prize Wines, did deter- 
mine in March latt. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to the following Refolutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Merchants have fully made out the feveral Alle- 
gations of their Petition. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the preferving the Portugal Trade is of the utmoft 
Concern to this Nation, being at prefent the greateft 
Mart for Vent of our Woollen Manufactures, Corn, Fifh, 
and other Briti/b Commodities. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That there was a confiderable collufive Trade in French 
Prize Wines, carried on before, and more increafed fince, 
the falling of the 15 2 per Tun. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That except effectual Provifion be made, to prevent the 
hike Practices, with relation to the collufive Trade of 
bringing in French Wines, as if they were Prize Wines, 
it will not only be a great Difcouragement to the Portu- 
gal Trade and Traders, but endanger the intire Lofs 
thereof. 

The faid Refolutions being feverally read a Second 
time, the three laft were, upon the Queflion feverally 
put thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe. 

The Papers, referred to by the Report, are bound up

Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords have agreed to the Bill, intituled, An A& 
for better fecuring the Duties of Ea/t India Goods, with- 
out any Amendment.

Tayler, for 2,500/. Debt. 

That, purfuant to the faid Warrants, Mr. A/gi// was 
arrefted the 12th Fune aforefaid by one Elderton, a Bailiff 
to the faid High Bailiff of Weftminffer, and by him de- 
tained till the 14th of the faid June; and then he deli- 
vered Mr. Afgill to the Cuftody of the Gateboufe Prifon, 
charged in Execution at the Suit of the faid fob Holland 
and Yobn Tayler. 

That the faid Mr. Afill the 23th Ofober, 1707, was 
removed by Habeas Corpus from the Gateboufe to the Pri- 
fon of the Fleet, then charged with Aétions upon mefne 
Procefs, at feveral Perfons Suits, in the Sum of 2,284 /. 
and on Executions, in the Sum of 9,8g90/. as by the 
original Return, annex’d to the faid Writ of Habeas Cor- 
pus, appeared. 

That then the Committee proceeded to fearch for 
Precedents of the Method of Proceedings, which this 
Hovufe has ufed in Cafes of Privileges, and the Method 
of freeing their Members under Arrefts ; which, in point 
of Time, as they ftand upon the Journals of this Houfe, 
are; Viz. 

Thomas Thorp, The moft noted Precedent is that of Tho-

Item, the Friday, the 15th Day of February, it was 
opened and declared to the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, being in the Parliament Chamber, by the Counfel 
of the Duke of: York, That where Thomas Thorp, the 
Monday, the Day of the Month of the 
Year of the Reign of King Henry the 6th the 31ft, came 
to the Place of the Bifhop of Durham, and thence and 
there to be and bear away certain'Goods and Chattles 
of the faid Duke’s, againft his Will and Licence ; and 
thereupon the fame Duke tamed, and took an Action 
by Wil, in Michaelmas Term laft paft, apainft the faid 
Thomas, in the Court of Exchequer, according to the 
Privilege of the fame Court, for fo much that the fame 
Thomas was one of the Court, by’ which Privilege he 
ought to be enpleted in that Court of Exchequer in 
fuch Cafes, and in none other Court: To the which 
Bill the faid Thomas wilfully appeared, and had divers 
Days to imparle, at his Requeft and Defire; and to the 
faid Bill and Aétion anfwered, and pleted Not guilty : 
Whereupon there was awarded in the faid Exchequer a 
Venire facias to the Sheriff of Middlefex, retornable in the 
faid Exchequer; and there by the Jury, that pafféd be- 
tween the faid Duke and the faid Thomas, it was found, 
that the-fame Thomas was guilty of the Trefpafs con- 
tained-in the faid Bill; and the fame Jury affeffed the 
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Damages to the faid Duke, for the faid Trefpafs, to 
a M. k. and for his Cofts 107, and thereupon Judgment 
was given in the faid Exchequer, arid the faid Thomas, 
according to the Courfe of Law, was committed to thé 
Fleet, for the Fine belonging to the King in that behalf: 
And thereupon it was prayed humbly on behalf of the 
faid Duke, that it fhould like their good Lordfhips; 
confidering, that the faid Trefpafs was done ard com- 
mitted by the faid Thomas fince the Beginhing of this 
prefent Parliament, and alfo, the faid Bill and Action 
were take and tamed, and by Procefs of Law Judgment 
thereupon given againft the faid Thomas, in time of 
Vacation of the fame Parliament, and not iri Patliament 
time ; and alfo, that, if the faid Thomas thould be re- 
leafed by Privilege of Parliament, or the Time, that the 
faid Duke be fatisfied of the faid Damages, and Cofts; 
the fame Duke fhould be without Remedy in that be- 
half ; that the faid Thomas, according to the Law, be 
kept in Ward to the Time that he hath fully content 
and fatisfied the faid Duke of his faid Damages, and 
Cofts : The Lords Spiritual and Temporal, not intend- 
ing to impech or hurt the Liberties and Privileges of 
them, that were Commons for the faid Commonalties 
of this Land to this prefent Parliament, but legally, after 
the Courfe of Law, to minifter Juftice; and to have 
knowledge, what the Law will wey in that behalf, opened. 
and declared to the Juftices the Premiffes, and axed of 
them, whether the faid TZomas ought to be delivered 
from Prifon by force and virtue of the Privilege of Par- 
liament, or not: To the which Queftion the Chief 
Juftice, in the Name of all the Juftices, after fadd Com- 
munication, and mature Deliberation, had among them, 
anfwered, and faid, that they ought not to anfwer to 
that Queftion; for it hath not yet been ufed aforetime, 
that the Juftices fhould at any time determine the Pri- 
vilege of this high Court of Parliament ; for it is fo high, 
and fo mighty in this Nature, that it may make Law, 
and that, that is Law, it may make no Law; and the 
Determination of that Privilege belongeth to the Lords 
of the Parliament, and not to the Juftices: But as for 
Declaration of Proceeding in the lower Courts in fuch 
Cafes, as Writs of Superfedeas of Privileges of Parlia- 
nient be brought, and delivered ; the faid Chief Jufticé 
faid, there be many and divers Superfedeas of Privilege 
of Parliament brought into the Courts, but there is no 
general Superfedeas brought, to furceafe all Proceffes ; 
for, if there fhould be, it fhould‘feem, that this high 
Court of Parliament, that miniftreth all Juftice and 
Equity, fhould lett the Procefs of the common Law ; 
fo it fhould put the Parties Complainant without any 
Remedy, for fo much as Actions at common Law be 
not determinable in this hich Court of Parliament; and 
if any Perfon, that is a Member of this high Court of 
Parliament, be arrefted in fuch Cafes, as be not for 
Treafon, or Felony, or Surety of the Pleas, or for a Con- 
demnation had before the Parliament, it is ufed, that all 
fuch Perfons fhould be releafed of fuch Arrefts, and 
make an Attorney, fo that they may have their Free- 
dom and Liberty, freely to entend upon the Parliament. 
After which Anfwer, and Declaration, it was throughly 
agreed, affented, and concluded, by the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, that the faid Thomas, according to the 
Law, fhould remain ftill in Prifon for the Caufes above- 
faid, the Privilege of the Parliament, or that the fame 
Thomas was Speaker of the Parliament, notwithftanding ; 
and that the Premiffes fhould be opened and declared 
to them, that were comen for the Commons of this 
Land, and that they fhould be charged and commanded 
in the King’s Name, that they, with all poodly Hafte 
and Speed, proceed to the Flee of another Speaker: 
The which Premiffes, for as much as they were Matters 


in Law, by the Commafidment of the Lords were opened 
and declated to the Commons by the Mouth of Walter 
Moyle, one of the King’s Serjeants at Law; in the Pre- 
fence of the Bifhop of E/y, accompanied with other 
Lords in notable Number; and there it was charged 
and commanded to the faid Commions by the faid Bifhop 
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of Ely, in the King’s Name, that they fhould proceed 
to the Eleétion of another Speaker with all goodly Haft 
and Speed, foe that the Matters, for which the King 
éalled this his Parliament, might be proceeded in, and this 
Parliament take good and effectual Conclufion and End. 

That the King himfelf was not prefent during this 
Seffion, but the Duke of York did all Things in this 
Parliament by a fpecial Commiffion from the King, as 
followeth 3 viz. .

That the Committee had likewife before them a private 
A& of Parliament, 1° Hen. VIL. wherein is fet forth, 

That where Richard, fometime Duke of York, by 
the excitation, ftirring, and moving, of one Tho. Colt, 
Efguire, being nigh Counfel with the faid late Duke, 
erievoufly maligned againft Thomas Thorp, for the true 
and faithful Service, that he had done and owed to the 
faid late King Henry the Sixth ; and thereupon the faid 
late Duke affirmed a Bill of Trefpafs againft the faid 
Thomas Thorpe in the Court of the King’s Exchequer, 
fuppofing by the fame Bill, that the faid Thomas Thorpe 
fhould have taken from the faid Duke divers Goods and 
Chattles, to the Value of 2,000/7. where, in Truth, the 
faid Tho. Thorp never took no fuch Goods of the faid 
Duke’s, by only the Commandment of the King, the 
{aid Thomas Thorpe arrefted feveral Harneffe and Habili- 
ments of War of the faid Duke; to which Aétion the 
faid Thomas Thorp, by the fpecial Labour, and untrue 
Means, of the faid Thoms Colt, was condemned to the 
faid Duke in 1,010 /. &c, and after that, the faid Thomas 
Thorp was with the faid King Henry the Sixth in the 
Field of Northampton, and there was taken Prifoner, 
and after cruelly, and contrary to all Law and Con- 
icience, beheaded and put to Death in Hyringy Park. 
Roll Parl. 1 Hen. VII. N°*. 264, 
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That this was the Cafe of Thomas Thorde: And there 
are féveral other Precedents in the Time of Hen. VI. and 
Edw: 1V. where Members, arrefted, and taken in Exe- 
cution, fitting the Parliament, were obliged to procure 
Aéts of Parliament for their Enlargement ; viz. 

William Lark, menial Servant, an Attendant on Wm. 
Milrede, one of the Citizens of London for the Parliament 
of 8° Hen. VI. was arrefted at Weftminfter, whilft attend- 
ing there on his Mafter, fitting the Parliament; and, 
upon the Petition of the Commons, there was a {pecial 
A& of Parliament for his Enlargement. Rot. Parl. 8 
Hen. V1. N°. 57. . 

That there was a like A& of Parliament for the En- 
largement of Walter Clark, Burgefs of Chippenbam, in 
Wiltfeire. Rot. Parl. 39 Hen. VI. N°. 9. 

Another for William Hyde, Burgeffle of Chippenbam. 
Rot. Parl. 14 Edw. IV. N°. §5. 

Another for Fobn Atwill, Burgeffe of Exeter. 
Par. 17 Edw. 1V. N°. 35. 

All which were arrefted, and taken in Execution, 
during the Seffions of Parliament, and their Attendance 
on this Houfe, yet releafed by fpecial Acts of Parlia- 
ment. 

But in the Time of Henry the 8th the Houfe proceeded 
in another Manner; as in the Cafe of George Ferrers; 
who, being arrefted, during the Parliament 34 Hen. VIII. 
was fet at Liberty by the Serjeant; and the Sheriffs of 
London, refufing to deliver him, were fent to the Tower. 
Holinfhed, p. 1582. 

Another Precedent, that the Committee confidered, 
was the Cafe of Chamond, 35 Hen. VIII. as it is reported 
by my Lord Dyer, as follows: 

35 Hen. VIII. Frewinard was arrefted upon an Exigent, 
at the Suit of Skewis; and a Writ of Privilege of Par- 
liament iffuing forth to Chamond, Sheriff of Cornwall, 
fetting forth, that Frewinard was a Burgeffe, and declar- 
ing the Cuftom of the Privilege of Parliament, the Sheriff 
fet him at Liberty: Upon this the Executors of Skecvis 
brought an Action againft Chamond, the Sheriffe : To this 
he demurred ; and upon this Demurrer thefe three Points 
were argued : 

1ft, Whether Privilege be grantable in this Cafe, 
where a Burgeffe of Parliament is arrefted in an Exigent : 

2dly, Whether, if Privilege be grantable, the Party, fo 
fet at Liberty, fhall be for ever difcharged from the Exe- 
cution of the Plaintiff, or only during the Parliament: 

3dly, Admitting, that Privilege is not allowable in 
this Cafe, whether the Writ and Warrant of the King, 
proceeding from Parliament, be not a fufficient Excute 
and Difcharge for the Sheriff againft the Plaintiff. 

For the firft it was alleged, that, for as much as the 
King, and the whole Realm, had an Intereft in the Body 
of every one of the faid Members, the private Intereft of 
every particular Man ought not to be regarded ; for it 
is a Maxim, Quod majus dignum trabit ad fe minus dig- 
num ; as was adjudged in the Cafe in 6° Edw. IV. That 
if a Man was condemned in a Trefpafs, or Redifeifine, 
and in Execution for a Fine to the King, if he was out- 
lawed of Felony, his Body fhould not be imprifoned at 
the Suit of the Party, becaufe the King had an Intereft 
in his Body. 

And it is concluded, that the Court of Parliament is 
the higheft Court, and has more Privileges, than any 
other Court of the Realm : 

And that in every Cafe, without any Exception, ever} 
Burgeffe is privileged againft Arrefts at the Suit of any 
Subje&t: And this Cafe is the better, for as much as 
the Execution was fued during the Parliament ; in which 
Cafe the Plaintiff was at Liberty to fue Execution of his 
Body, or of his Lands or Goods: And alfo, every Pri- 
vilege is by Prefcription, and every Prefeription that 
is for the Advantage of the Common Weale, is good, 
although it be prejudicial to any private Perfon. 

Therefore in the Time of Edw. 1V. it was held a 
good Prefcription to dig in the Ground of any Man near 
the Sea, to make Bulwarks againft the King’s Enemies.

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Dyer, 59. That that was the Argument in my Lord 
Chief Juftice Dyer. 

That the Committee likewife obferved by the Record, 
that the Parliament, in which Frewinnard was a Burgeffe, 
was firft fummoned, and begun, 16 Fan. 33d Hen. VILL. 
was prorogued to 22 Fan. 34 Hen. VIII. and was after- 
wards prorogued to 14 Fan. 35 Hen. VIII. 

That the Bill, brought by Skewes againft Frewynnard, 
was in Michaelmas, 31 Hen. VIII. two Years before the 
Summons of Parliament ; that the Exigent, awarded 
againft him after Judgment, was dated the 30th une, 
35 Hen. VIII. that his rendering himfelf was 12 No- 
vember, 25 Hen. VIII. about two Months before the 
Seffions began,on Fanuary 14th, 35 Hen. VIII. fo that 
the granting a Writ of Privilege on the 22 Febr. 35 
Hen. VIII. was contrary to the Practice in the Cafe of 
Thorpe. 

That there is likewife obfervable a fpecial Claufe in 
the Writ of Privilege, which iffued forth at this Time, 
and runs thus :

And that, by this, Privilege is not limited to eundo, 
morando, et redeundo but is allowed to them, that de- 
figned tocome upto Parliament ; venire intendentes. 

That the next Cafe, in Time, is that of Tho. Fitz- 
berbert, whichis thus reported by Moor; viz. 

Fitzberbert, 25° Eliz. was arrefted in Execution on 
the 3d of February, at Seven of the Clock in the Fore- 
noon, and at Ten a Clock inthe Forenoon was eleéted 
Burgefs for Newcaftle under Line, to ferve in Parliament, 
which was to meet onthe 19th Day of February , and the 
Houfe of Commons did agree, that, for as much as he 
was arrefted, before he was chofe Burgefs, he ought not 
to have the Privilege of the Houfe ; my Lord Cook (who 
was then Speaker) alleging the Cafe of Thorpe ; who 
being Speaker of a Parliament in the Time of Hen. VI. 
adjourned by Prorogation, the Speaker was arrefted in 
Execution, at the Suit of the Duke of York; and the 
Parliament meeting again, it was refolved, that the 
Speaker fhould not have Privilege, but they elected a 
new Speaker. Moor’s Reports, p. 340. 

That that Cafe is likewife related by Sir Simon Dewes ; 
who fays, he was arrefted two Hours after his Election, 
but before his Indenture was returned to the Sheriff : 
Upon which Matter they drew two Quettions : 

ift, Whether Mr. Fitzherbert were a Member of the 
Houfe. 

adly, Admitting he were, yet, whether he ought to 
have Privilege. 

And the Judgment of this Houfe was, That Thomas 
Fitzberbert was, by his Eleétion, a Member thereof ; 
yet he ought not to have a Privilege in three Refpeéts : 
Firft, Becaufe he was taken in Execution before-the Re- 
turn of the Indenture of his Eleftion: 2dly, Becaufe 
that he had been outlawed at the Queen’s Suit, and 
was now taken in Execution for her Majefty’s Debr: 
Thirdly, and laftly, In regard he was fo taken by the 
Sheriff, neither /edente Parliamento, nor eundo, nor re- 
deundo. Thus it is related by Sir Simon Dewes from the 
anonimous Journal, which he fo often quotes, page 479. 
490- 502. 516. 518. 

That the next Precedent is the Cafe of Sir Thomas 
Shirley, 1° ‘fac. as follows ; viz. 

The Parliament 1° Fac. was fummoned to meet on the 
19th of March , and on the 15th March, four Days be- 
fore the Parliament met, Sir Tho. Shirley, who was elec- 
ted Burgefs for Steyning, in Suffex, was arrefted, and com- 
mitted tothe Fleet. Page 39. 


Upon a Motion made on this behalf, the Houfe or- 
Vou. XV. 
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dered, a Warrant fhould be directed, under the Hand 
of Mr. Speaker, tothe Clerk of the Crown, fora Writ 
of Habeas Corpus, to bring the Body of Sir Tomas into 
the Houfe upon Tuefday following. 22 Mar. 1603, 
Page 39. 

It appeared, upon Examination of the Faé, that the 
Execution was taken forth the 30th Fan. 1603, a Day 
before the Teffe of the Writ, and was delivered to the 
Serjeant the 11th of February, before Sir Thomas was 
elected. 

The Heads of the Debate upon this Occafion appear 
upon the Journal ; and concluding with appointing a 
Committee, to confider of all the Queftions and Doubts 
in this Cafe.

Upon Report of the Committee, the Houfe ordered, 
that Simpfon, at whofe Suit Sir Thomas was arrefted, and 
the Serjeant, that arrefted him, fhould be committed to 
the ower ; and that they would hear Counfel on all 
Parties upon thefe Points :

Upon the reading thefe Precedents, were put ;

3dly, Whether we fhall be Petitioners to his Majetty, 
according to former Precedents, for fome Courfe of fe- 
curing the Debt of the Party, and faving harmlefs the 
Warden of the Fleet. 

Which were all refolved in the Affirmative. Pace 131. 

A Bill for fecuring Simpfon’s Debt, was twice read, and 
committed. P. 134, 17 Apr. 1604. 

The fame Bill read a Third time, and paffed. P. 144. 
Sent up to the Lords. P. 148, 21 Apr. 1604. 

A Bill for the Relief of Plaintiffs, where the Defen- 
dants in Execution are fet at Liberty, altered in the Stile, 
and ordered to be ingroffed. 27 pr. 1604. 

On the 2d May a Motion was made, to appoint a 
Committee, to confider of all fuch Precedents, as fhall be 
offered in the Particulars of Sir Tho. Shirley’s Cafe of 
Privilege ; and there are the Copies of feveral Records 
in your Journal. 

“© Refolved, That Sir Tho. Shirley be prefently de- 
livered. 

‘© Ordered, upon the Queftion, That a Writ of Habeas 
Corpus fhall prefently be awarded, for the bringing of 
his Body, being Prifoner in the Fleet, into the Houfe 
To-morrow, at Eight of the Clock in the Morning ; 
and a Warrant, containing the Effeét of the Order, 
“ under the Hand of Mr. Speaker, direéted to the 

Clerk of the Crown accordingly.” ' 
ift. Upon the 4th of May a Petition was tendered, 
and read in the Houfe, to be exhibited to his Majetty, 
for the Royal Affent to Sir Tho. Shirley’s Bill prefently to 
be had. Upon the reading, it was not approved, nor 
thought fit by the Houfe to proceed in that Manner, be- 
ing, as was conceived, fome Impeachment to the Privi- 
leges of the Houfe. The Petition itfelf is entered in the 
Journal, and is according to the Form of thofe Aéts, 
that paffed in the Time of Edw. IV. but the Houfe re- 
folved, that a Habeas Corp. be awarded, as before. 

But the Warden of the Fleet denied to execute the 
Writ of Habeas Corpus, before the King’s royal Affent 
was procured to the Bill, for the Security of Symp/on, and 
himfelf ; and was committed to the Serjeant.

The Serjeant returneth from the Fleet : Says, the 
Warden’s Wife refufes to deliver him. 


Mr. Secretary Herbert reports, that his Majefty, up-- 


on the reading the Precedent of Ferrers, was gracioufly 
pleafed to leave it to their Liberty, to proceed in the 
Cafe of Sir Thomas Shirley, as they thought fit. 9° 
May, 604, p. 2107. 

The firft Bill for fecuring the Debt of Simp/on, being 
found faulty, after it had pafied both Houfes, a new 
Bill was drawn, and pafied the Houfe in one Day. 

Sir Reger Afton delivered from the King, that, in 
verbo Principis, he will give his Aflent at the End of the 
Seffion. 10 May, 1604, p. 219. 

The Warden, and his Wife, continuing obftinate, 
the Houfe at laft committed him to the Prifon of Little 
Eafe, within the Tower, 11 May, 1604, p. 222 ; and 
upon the 15th caufed Sir Téo. to be delivered, and he 
was inftantly admitted to fit in the Houfe. P. 232. 

That there was but three Cafes fince the Statute of 
King ‘ames, that the Committee were acquainted with. 

The firft of Sir Wm. Bampfield, as follows ; viz.

fing, and other Charges, amounting to more than the 
Value of the Cloth, and renders it dear abroad ; which 
gives great Advantage to our Competitors of other Na- 
tions, and leffens our Export by one Third: That the 
French, by reafon of their Trade to the Weft Indies, have 
Cochineal cheap, and plenty, and can dye a good Co- 
lour for 5 or 6 /. export that Commodity again into Hol- 
Jand, where it may be had 8 or 10s. cheaper per Pound, 
than in England, and, when our old Stores are gone, as 
the Law now ftands, it will be difficult to get Cochineal 
at any Rate, and may endanger the Ruin of our Manu- 
faéture : And praying, that, during the War, the Houfe 
will take the high Price of Cochineal into Confideration, 
and apply fuch Remedies, as may prevent the Inconve- 
niences arifing thereby.

Mr. ohn Darby, a Printer, faid, that he was fent for 
this Morning by Mr. A/gill ; and when he came to him, 
Mr. Afgill was writing a Letter; which, when he’ had 
finifhed, he read over to him, and then inclofed in it one 
of the 2d Impreffions of his Book, and defired him to 
deliver the fame to the Chairman of this Committee. 

Which Letter was read to the Committee, and is 
mark’d A. 

The faid Darby faid, that he printed the firft Im- 
preffion of the Book, inclofed in the faid Letter, having 
the Copy from Mr. 4/gill, to whom he gave no Confi- 
deration for it ; but that what Books Mr. 4/gi// had from 
him, he paid for; and that Mrs. Abigail Baldwyn pub- 
lifhed the faid Books for him. 

Robert Stevens, Mefienger to the Prefs, faid, upon 
fight of one of the faid Books, that Mr. fobn Darby was 
the Printer, and Mrs. Abigail Baldwyn, was the Pub- 
lifher, thereof. 

Then the Committee took into Confideration, what 
Paffages are in the faid Book, which are contrary to, 
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and reflecting upon, the Chriftian Religion ; which they 
find to be, as followeth ; viz. 
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Page 7th. “ Now the Affertion of Chrift concerning 
himfelf was, That Man by him may live for ever.” 
** And this is that Magnetick, which hath drawn the 
World after him.” 
Page 8. “* Now if thefe Words of his are Words only, 
then was he an Impofter, and his Doétrine is falfe : 
** But if this Affertion of kimfelf be true, That Man 
by him may live for ever, then all our Attempts be- 
neath this are mean and cowardly, as counting our- 
felves unworthy of eternal Life.”

A Mefiage from her Majefty, by Mr. fox, Deputy 

Gentleman Ubher of the Black Rod : 
Mr. Speaker, 

The Queen commands this honourable Houfe to at- 
tend her Majefty immediately in the Houfe of Peers. 

Accordingly Mr. Speaker with the Houfe, went up 
to attend her Majetty : 

And being returned ; 

Mr. Speaker reported to the Houfe, that her Majefty 
had been pleafed to give the Royal Affent to the feveral 
Bills following ; viz. 

An A& for granting an Aid to her Majefty, to be 
raifed by a Land Tax in Great Britain, for the Service 
of the Year1708: 

An Act for repealing, and declaring the Determina- 
tion of two Aéts, pafied in the Parliament of Scotland, 
the one intituled, ‘* Act for Security of the Kingdom,” 
the other, ‘“* Act anent Peace and War :” 

An A& for better fecuring the Duties on Eaft India 
Goods : 

And that afterwards her Majefty had been pleafed to 
make a moft gracious Speech to both Houfes ; which he 
had obtained a Copy of, and read to the Houfe ; and is 


as followeth; viz. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 
I Am very well pleafed with the Occafion of my coming 
hither at this Time, and defirous to take this Oppor- 
tunity of expreffing to you the Satisfaction I have in fee- 
ing fo good a Progrefs made in the publick Bufinefs. 
Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I am extremely fenfible of the Readinefs and Affection, 
with which you have provided fo confiderable ‘a Part of 
the Supplies. 

As I am fully perfuaded, it muft needs give the 
greateft Satisfaction to all our Allies, fo Elook-upon it as 
a fure Pledge of your being difpofed to make good thofe 
hearty Affurances, which you gave me in the Beginning 
of the Seffion. 

Itold you at the opening of this Parliament, that I 
did hope, you would look upon the Services, relating to 
Spain, Portugal, and the Army under the Command of 
the Duke of Savoy, to be of fo much Importance in 
the Profecution of this War, that they might deferve an 
Augmentation; which I cannot but think will be of the 
greateit Ufe to the common Caufe, both with regard to 
thofe particular Services, and to the putting ourfelves in 
a Condition to improve fuch favourable Opportunities, 
as may arife in the enfuing Year. 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, . 

I fhall only add, that, as nothing is more effential to 
thy own Quiet, and the Happinefs of all my good Sub- 
jects, than the bringing this War to a fafe and honourable 
Conclufion ; fo I muft think myfelf- obliged to look upon 
all thofe, who are‘willing and défirous to fupport me in 
it, for attaining that End, as the moft proper Objects of 
my Favour and Encouragement. 

I cannot conclude, without once more recommendinz 
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to you to confirm, and improve, the Advantages of our 
happy Union, not doubting, but at the fame time you 
will have a due Regard to what fhall be found neceffary 
for preferving the publick Peace throughout the whole 
Ifland of Great Britain.

A Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council, and alfo of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other 
Traders in the Woollen Manufactures, within the City 
of Exon, and Parts adjacent, was prefented to the Houfe, 
and read; fetting forth, that the Petitioners did for fe- 
veral Years make, and export, great Quantities of Perpe- 
tuanes, Serges, and other Woollen Goods, into Germamy : 
That in 1700, the Emperor granted a Patent to one 
Kelb, for the fole making and dying of Woollen Goods 
in Auftria, prohibiting the Importation of Englifb Goods 


there ; and in laft April granted the faid Kol another. 


Patent, -prohibiting the Importation of any foreign 
Woollen Goods in Stiria for 30 Years, unlefs the Import- 
ers produce Kold’s Certificate: That they have taken 
2000 Pieces of his Woollen Manufaétures, which is as 
much, as that Province ufually confumes in a Year: 
That the firft Prohibition hath very much leffened the 
Sale of Perpetuanes in Exon, to a confiderable Value 
weekly, and it being likely to extend to other the Empe- 
tor’s hereditary Countries, will prove very fatal to the 
Woollen Manufactures in general, and, if not timely 
prevented, will be the utter Ruin.of the Petitioners, and 
their Families: And praying the Houfe to take the Pre- 
mifes into Confideration, and relieve them therein. 
Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to a Committee ; and that they do examine 
the Matter thereof, and report the fame to the Houfe. 
And it is referred to Sir Wm. Courtney, ‘Sir Nicholas 
Morris, Mr. Palmer, Sir ‘Hard. Waftneys, Mr. Peyton, 
Mr. Solicitor General, Sir Hen. Colt, Sir Fran. Child, 
Sir Wm.

Snell, Sir Walter Yonge; and all, that ferve for the 
Counties of Somerfet, Cornwall, Devon, Gloucefter, Wilts, 
Southampton, Worcefter, and Norfolk: And they are to 
meet this Afternoon, at Five a Clock, in the Speaker's 
Chamber; and have Power to fend for Perfons, Papers, 
and Records. 

A Petition of the Serge-makers, and Clothiers, of the 
Town and Borough of Totneffz, in the County of Deve, 
in behalf of themfelves, and all other the Inha>icants 4 
the faid Town, and Parts adjacent, making, trading and 
dealing in, the Woollen Manufatture, was prefented 
to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that, for feveral 
Years laft paft, the Petitioners have fold great Quantities 
of Serges and Perpetuanaes into Germany, to the Sup- 
port of their Families ; but the Emperor of Germany 
having laid a Prohibition of our Woollen Goods in his 
hereditary Countries, the Petitioners Trades for feveral 
Years paft has thereby much decreafed, and their whole 
Stocks lying dead upon their Hands for want of Vent, 
they cannot continue their Trades, unlefs fpeedily re- 
lieved therein: And praying the Confideration of the 
Houfe in the Premifes. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee; to whom the Petition of 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Comrfion Council. and alfo 
of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of £xcz, and 
Parts adjacent, is referred. 

A Petition of the Clothiers in the Woollen Manufa@o- 
ry within the Town and Borough of {/bburton, was pre- 
fented to the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that che 
Petitioners did, for feveral Years paft, fell to Merchants 
Exporters great Quantities of Perpetuanaes, and Serves, 
for Germany, but the Emperor having prohibited “the 
fame in his hereditary Countries, it has much leffened 
their Trade, and impoverifh’d the poor Labourers in the 
Woollen Manufactures: And praying, that the Houfe 
will find feme proper Remedy for their Relief. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the {aid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, and alio 
of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of Exon, and 
Parts adjacent, is referred. 

A Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgeffes, 
and alfo of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders 
in the Woollen Manufactures, within the Town and 
Corporation of Taunton, and Parts adjacent, in the 
County of Somerfet, was prefented to the Houfe, and 
read; fetting forth, that the Emperor of Germany hav- 
ing prohibited the Importation of any foreign Goods im 
to Stiria, hath very much lefiened the Sale and Expor- 
tation of Serges, Duroys, and other Woollen Manu- 
fa€tures, whereon the Petitioners particularly depend ; 
and this being a growing Evil, and likely to extend to 
other the Emperor’s hereditary Céuntries, will prove 
fatal to the Woollen Manufactures in general: And 
praying, that the Houfe will take the Premifes into . 
Confideration, and relieve them therein, as fhall be 
thought meet. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
the Mayer, Aldermen, and Common Council, and alfo 
of the Merchants, ‘Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of Exon, and 
Parts adjacent, is referred. 


A Petition of the Inhabitants of the Town and Bo- 
rough of Moortonbampftead, in the County of Devon, 
and alfo of the’ Weavers, Fullers, and others, concern- 
ed in the Woollen Manufactures in the faid Town, was 
prefented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that 
fince Michaelmas \aft there has been 1580 Packs of Wor- 
fted and Woollen Yarn imported from Jre/and into Bri- 
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ftcl, and other Weftern Ports, which may be brought 

hither much cheaper, than it can be afforded here, by 

reafon of the low Duty thereon, ‘and the Cheapnefs of 
Wool and Wages in Ireland; from whence a confider- 

able Difadvantage will arife to her Majefty, by leffening 

. the Cuftoms on Wool, and to the Nobility and Gentry, 

by finking the Price of Wool here, and efpecially. to 

Wool-ftaplers, Wafhers, Combers, Spinfters, and other 

Workers in Wool, whereon the Petitioners chiefly de- 

pend, and now are very much ftraitened for want of 
Employment: And praying the Houfe to apply fuch pro- 

per and timely Remedies, as may for the future prevent 
the like Inconveniences arifing by fuch Importation. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, and alfo 
of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of Exon, and 
Parts adjacent, is referred ; and that they do examine 
the Matter, and report the fame, with their Opinion 
therein, to the Houfe. 

A Petition of the Gentlemen, Farmers, Jufment-hold- 
ers, Serge-makers, Worfted-combers, and Spinfters, of 
the Parifhes of Halberton, Hampford, Peverell, Usfcombe, 
Culmftock, and Parts adjacent, in the Qounty of Devon, 
was prefented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, 
that the Trade in thofe Parts wholly depends on the 
Woollen Manufactures, which of late is fo miferably 
decayed, that all forts of People groan under it, their 
Goods, when made, lying long on their Hands, for 
want of due Convoys to the Merchants ; and now they 
are further opprefs’d, and their Ruin completed, by the 
Abundance of Irifo Worfted brought into divers Ports, 
which filled the Country, and deprived their Labourers 
of the littke Employment they had: And praying the 
Relief of the Houfe in the Premifes. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, and alfo 
of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of Exon, and 
Parts adjacent, is referred ; and that they do examine 
the Matter thereof, and report the fame, with their Opi- 
nion therein, to the Houfe. 

A Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council, of the City of Exo, and alfo of the Merchants, 
Weavers, Fullers, and others, concerned in the Woollen 
Manufactures, in the faid City and County, was prefent- 
ed to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that great 
Quantities of Worfted and Woollen Yarn is imported 
from Ireland into divers of our Weftern Ports, at above 
201. per cent. cheaper, than it can be made here ; where- 
by our Labourers here in the Woollen Manufactures are 
deprived of their Employments, the Price of Wool is 
much lefiened here, as alfo her Majefty’s Cuftoms : And 
praying the Houfe to apply fuch feafonable Remedies in 
the Premifes, as may prevent the like Mifchiefs for the 
future. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, and alfo 
of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of Exon, and 
Parts adjacent, is referred; and that they do examine 
the Matter, and report the iame, with their Opinion 
therein, to the Houfe. 

A Petition of the Mayor, Capital Burgefies, and Af- 
fiftants, as alfo of the Merchants, Serge-makers, Ful- 
lers, Worfted-combers, and other the Inhabitants, of 
the Town and Parifh of Tiverton, in Devon, was pre- 
fented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that the 
Woollen Manufactures have of late fuffered confiderably 
in their Exportation, for want of Convoys and Cruifers ; 
and the great Quantities of Worfted and Woollen Yarn, 
imported from Ireland into England (which can be ren- 
dered much cheaper, than our Work-people can make 
it) has further occafioned a Decay in the Woollen Trade, 
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and threatens to deprive the Weftern Parts of great Num- 
bers of its working Inhabitants, by removing into Ireland; 
which muft confequently fink the Value of Land and 
Wool here, and multiply the Poor, for want of Em- 
ployment: And praying, that the Houfe will take fuch 
Meafures, as may be expedient, to prevent the Mifchiefs, 
which muft otherwife accrue from their Fellow-fubjects 
in Lreland. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, and alf6. 
of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of Exon, and 
Parts adjacent, is referred ; and that they do examine 
the Matter thereof, and report the fame, with their Opi- 
nion therein, to the Houfe. 

A Petition of the ancient Borough of Ahburion, in the 


- County of Devoz, who depend on the Woollen Manu- 


facture, was prefented to the Houfe, and read ; fetting 
forth, that Multitudes of the common People, formerly 
employed in the Woollen Manufactories, are now out of 
Work, which is chiefly occafioned by the vaft Quantities 
of Yarn brought hither from Jreland, which hath deprived 
them of great Part of their Labour, and, if not fpeedily 
prevented of thofe evil Practices, it will be the utter Rum 
of many Thoufands in the Weftern Parts of England : 
And praying fuch Relief in the Premifes, as to the Houfe 
fhall feem meet. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, and alfo, 
of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of Exon, and 
Parts adjacent, is referred; and that they do examine 
the Matter thereof, and report the fame, with their Opi- 
nion therein, to the Houfe. 


Mr. Secretary Harley acquainted the Houfe, that their 
Addrefs of Yefterday, for feveral Refolutions, and Ac- 
counts, relating to the War with Spain, had been pre- 
fented to her Majefty ; and that her Majefty had been 
pleafed to command him to acquaint the Houfe, that 
the had given Direétions to the proper Officers, that the 
faid Refolutions, and Accounts, fhould be prepared with 
all Exaétnefs, and with all Speed poffible laid before the 
Houfe. 


Ordered, That Mr. Speaker do iffue his Warrant to 
the Clerk of the Crown, to make out a new Writ for 
the electing a Burgefs to ferve in this prefent Parliament 
for the Borough ot Bramber, in the County of Suffex, in 
the room of Fobn Afgill, Efquire, expelled this Houfe.

Mr. Monéeon (from the Commiffioners of Trade and 
Plantations) acquainted the Houfe, that they had re- 
ceived her Majefty’s Commands, purfuant to their Ad- 
drefs on Saturday laft, to lay before the Houfe the Re- 
prefentations of the faid Commiffioners, relating to the 
Prohibition of the Importation of the Woollen Ma- 
nufactures in Auftria and Stiria. 

And he prefented the fame tothe Houfe accordingly. 

And the Titles thereof were read. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Repre- 
fentations be referred to the Committee, to whom the 
Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Coun- 
cil, and alfo of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other 
Traders in the Woollen Manufactures, within the City 
of Exon, and Parts adjacent, is referred. 

The faid Reprefentations are bound up with the other 

Papers of this Seffion. 


The Orders of the Day being read ; 

‘The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, to confider further of the Supply granted 
to her Majetty. 

Mr. Speaker left the Chair. 

Mr. Conyers took the Chair of the Committee. 

Mr. Speaker refumed the Chair. 

Mr. Conyers reported from the Committee, that they 
had come to feveral Refolutions, which they had direét- 
ed him to report, when the Houfe will pleafe to receive 
the fame. 

Ordered, That the Report be received To-morrow 
Morning. 

Mr. Compton reported from the Committee of Pri- 
vileges and Elections, the Matter, as it appeared to 
them, touching the Borough of Great Bedwin, in the 
County of Wilts, and the Refolutions of the Committee 
thereupon, which they had directed him to report to 
the Houfe; which he read in his Place, and afterwards 
delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; where the fame were 
read, and are as follow’; viz. - 

Upon the Petition of Nicholas Pollexfen, Efquire, 
complaining of an undue Election and Return of 
Tracy Pauncefort, Efquire, to ferve in Parliament 
for the Borough of Great Bedwin, in the County 
of Wilts : 

_ Thatthe Right of Election was agreed to be in the 
Freeholders, and the Inhabitants of ancient Burgage 
Mefiuages. 

That, upon the Poll, the Numbers were, 


For the Sitting Member, - 68: 
For Mr. Edward Pauncefort: 29: 
For the Petitioner, - - - - - 22. 


But the Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, that feveral, who 
nad voted for the Sitting Member, had no Right; and 
that all the Sitting Member’s Votes were gained by 
Bribery and Corruption ; and that Mr. Edward Paunce- 
for?’s Votes were gained in the fame Manner, and with 
a Defign to prevent any Petition. | 

That, as to the Sitting Member’s unqualified Votes, 
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it was admitted, that Eight, viz. Fof Bally, Edw. 
Batt, Fobn Sindall, Tho. Mundy, ‘fcbn Collins, Anth: 
Collins, fobn King; and Fobn Sheppard, who voted for 
the Sitting Member, did live in Houfes erected upon 
new Foundations: 

And that J/aac Gilbert, who voted for Mr. Edward 
Pauncefort, was under the like Difqualifieation. 

That, as to the Bribery, feveral Witneffes were called ; 
Viz. 

Richard Bartholomew ; who faid, he was called out of 
his Bed on Sunday Night, the 23th of Novem. to goto 
the King’s Head, kept by * Mundy, and, when he 
came, he found many of his Neighbours there ; and it 
was propofed to fet their Hands to a Writing, to join 
in the Eleétion of Mr. Tracy Pauncefort : That 3/1. a 
Man was offered ; but fome infifted to have 4 /. but it 
was anfwered, that 3 /. was a pretty deal of Money for 
the Time this Parliament was like to continue ; and fo 
3 /. a Man was agreed to : 

That Captain Hall and Mr. Hall were in a Room 
above Stairs ; and feveral Perfons, who were called, 
went up to them, among whom were Richard Earley, 
junior, Rich. Cope, and Fobn Nutley ; who owned, they 
received Money above Stairs ; and that William Vivafh 
and Edward Tidcombe, who were two of the Bargain- 
makers, went up, and Simon Payne; who owned, that 
he received Money for his Father-in-law, Richard 
Burger : But of his own Knowlege he could give no 
Account of their receiving any Money, he ftaying below 
Stairs. 

He further faid, there were feveral Voters below 
Stairs, who drank there, as well as himfelf ; and that he 
did not pay, nor fee any body elfe pay: 

He faid further, that the Sitting Member had lent 
him, and one Bufbell, half a Guinea a-piece ; and told 
him, that, if he, the faid Bartholomew, would vote for 
him, it fhould not be demanded; but not voting for 
him, he had been threatened, if he did not pay it. 

William Nalder, Edward Richardfon, Fohn Nutley, 
Richard Talmage, Richard Langfeild, Fobn Spreadberry, 
Fobn Talmage, and Sfames Bezant, being feverally ex- 
amined, gave an Account, that they were fent for on the 
23th Day of November, between Two and Three a Clock 
at Night, to Mundy’s Houfe, and were called up Stairs, 
and a Writing was offered them to fign, to chufe Mr. 
Tracey Pauncefort : That there was in the Room the two 
Halls (mentioned by Bartholomew) Fohn Long, and a 


“Perfon, whofe Name they did not know: That they re- 


ceived two Guineas, and 17 s. in Silver, from this 
namelefs Perfon ; and that, when they received their 
Money, they faw a great Sum of Money on the Table, 
divided into Parcels. One of thefe Witnefles, viz. 
Richard Talmage, voted for Mr. Pollexfen ; of the Seven 
others, fix voted for the Sitting Member, and one for 
Mr. Edward Pauncefort ; but moft of them declared, 
they would have voted for Mr. Pollexfen, if they had 
not hadthe Money. And Bezant faid, there were about 
Threefcore called up into this Room, one by one; but 
faid, that fome, that were called up, voted for Mr. 
Pollexfen. 

And then the Petitioner’s Counfel produced a Note 
under the Sitting Member’s Hand, of the Date, and ia 
the Words, following : 

‘© November 26th, 1707. I promife to pay to Mr. 
*¢ Bufbel, or Order, the Sum of Forty-nine Pounds, on 
** demand: Value received. J. Pauncefort.” 

The Note was endorfed, * Fobn Bujfbell;” which 
Bufbell they alleged to be a leading Man in the Town, 
and that this Sum was given him for his Intereft. 

That the Sitting Member’s Counfel infifted, that 
feveral, who polled for the Petitioner, had no Right ; 
and that the Sitting Member had an Intereft and Cor- 
refpondence in the faid Borough, and had no occafion to 
make ufe of any indirect Praition: And called feveral 
Witneffes. 

Mr. Patrick Bird, the Portreeve, faid, that there had 
been a Meeting in the Town before the Eleétion; and 
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that feverai of them were refolved not to chufe Mr. Pol- 
lexfen, but did intend, if the Sitting Membet had not 
come down, to fend for another ; and they talked of Mr. 
James Bruce: 

That Thomas Lawrence, who voted for the Petitioner, 
lived in a Houfe built on Ground, whete formerly ftood 
a Malt-houfe : 

That Thomas Huntley’s Houle was a new-ere&ed 
Houfe, and himfelf a Certificate Man : 

That Robert Canon’s Houfe was a fplit Burgage, and 
had been a Smith’s Shop : 

That Edward Difney, Tho. Orchards, and Tho. Roby, 
fenior’s, Houfes were new-ereéted ; and Orchard was a 
Certificate Man: 

That Tho. Roby, junior’s, Houfe was a fplit Burgage ; 

and that Robert Pitfold was no Inhabitant, nor Free- 
holder. 
. Fobn Perry faid, that the Sitting Member, if he had 
come down, had been chofe at the lait Election before 
this, when the Lord Bruce was chofe ; and that the Peti- 
tioner was not known, as he believed, till the Eleétion in 
1705. 

Richard Bufbell faid, that the Sitting Member came 
down to them the laft Summer ; and he had heard, feve- 
ral had fent up to him, to invite him to ftand; and a 
great many, when he came, went to meet him. 

Being afked, if he had not feen the namelefs Gentle- 
man in the Sitting Member’s Company ; he faid, he be- 
lieved, he might fee them together at his Brother Bujbell’s, 
where the Sitting Member lodged. 

Fobn Sindall {aid, he knew Wm. Dorrell to be an Agent 
for the Petitioner; and that the faid Dorre/] defired his 
Vote for the Petitioner ; which he refufing, Wm. Dorrell 
offered him 5/. for his Vote: That, after the Election 
was over, the faid Dorrell told him, it was ftill in his 
Power to do them a Kindnefs, and, if he would, he 
fhould have the 5 7. He underftood the Kindnefs to be, 
that he fhould be a Witnefs againft the Sitting Member. 

Wm. Dorrell being called in, to confront Sindall, de- 
nied, he had any fuch Difcourfe with him ; and alleged, 
it was not probable, he fhould, becaufe Sindal/ had no 
Vote: But Sindall affirmed, he voted for the Petitioner 
at a former Election. 

Fobn Bartholomew faid, he heard Fohn Nutley tell fome 
Perfons in the Street, that he knew where to receive 5 /. 
Nutley voted for the Sitting Member. 

That, as to the above-mentioned Note, the Sitting 
Member’s Counfel owned, that the Sitting Member did 
give it to Bufbell, but alleged, the Sitting Member bor- 
rowed 30 /. of Bujbell ; and that the Remainder was due 
to Bufbell for the Sitting Member’s Lodging at his 
Houte. 

And that, upon the whole, the Committee came to 
thefe Refolutions; viz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Tracey Pauncefort, Efguire, is not duly ele&ted a 
Burgefs, to ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Great 
Bedwin, in the County of Wilts. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Nicholas Pollexfen, Efquire, is duly elected a Bur- 
gefs, to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Great 
Bedwin. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houte. 

Refolved, That it appears to this Houfe, That Tracy 
Pauncefort, Efquire, and his Agents, have been guilty 
of notorious Bribery and Corruption, in relation to the 
late Election for the faid Borough of Great Bedwin. 

Refolved, That Fohn Bufbell, Gentleman, has been 
guilty of notorious Bribery, in procuring Tracey Paunce- 
fort, Efquire, to be returned a Burgefs, to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for the faid Borough of Great Bedwin. 

Ordered, That the faid Tracey Pauncefort, Efquire, be, 
for his faid Offence, taken into the Cuftody of the Ser- 
jeant at Arms attending this Houfe. 
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_ Ordered, That the faid Fokn Bufbell, Gentleman, be, 
for his faid Offence, taken into the Cuftody of the Ser- 
jeant at Arms attending this Houfe. 
Ordered, That the Clerk of the Crown do attend this 
Houfe To-morrow Morning, to amend the Return for 
the faid Borough of Great Bedwin, by rafing out the 


Name of Tracey Pauncefort, and inferting the Name of 
Nicholas Pollexfen inftead thereof. 


Ordered, That Leave be given to bring ina Bill for 
the better preventing Bribery and Corruption, and other 
undue Practices, in electing Members to ferve in Par- 
liament ; and that Mr. breeman, Sir Tho. Powys, Lord 
Wm. Powilett, Mr. Scodell, Sir Richard Onflow, Mi. 
King, Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Woollafter, 
Mr. Strode, Sir Fames Campbell, and Mr. Haddon, do pre- 
pare, and bring in, the Bill. 


Mr. Secretary Harley acquainted the Houfe, that their 
Addreffes having been prefented to her Majefty, That 
fhe would be pleafed to give Direétions, that the Inftruc- 
tions and Orders, to Commodore Kerr, and the Repre- 
fentations of the Commiffioners of Frade, relating to the 
Prohibition of importing Woollen Manufactures into Az- 
Jiria and Stiria, might be laid before this Houfe ; the 
faid Reprefentations have, purfuant thereunto, been laid 
before the Houfe already, by her Majefty’s Direétions ; 
and that her Majefty had been pleated alfo to direét, that 
the faid Orders, and Inftructions, fhould be alfo laid be- 
fore the Houfe, according to the faid Addrefs. 


A Meffage from the Lords, by the Lord Chief Baron 

Ward and Mr. Baron Smith : 
Mr. Speaker, 

We are commanded by the Lords to acquaint this 
Houfe, that the Lords have agreed upon an Addrets, 
to be prefented to her Majefty ; to which they defire the 
Concurrence of this Houte. 

And then the Meffengers withdrew. 

And then the faid Addrefs was twice read, with a Blank, 
and is as followeth; viz. 

W E, your Majefty’s moft dutiful and obedient Sub- 

jects, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
in Parliament affembled, having been always fully per- 
fuaded, that nothing could reftore a juft Balance of 
Power in Europe, but the reducing the whole Spanifh 
Monarchy to the Obedience of the Houfe of Aujiria, 
and having feen feveral great Parts of that Monarchy, 
by the Bleffing of God upon the victorious Arms of 
your Majefty, and your Allies, already in the Poffeffion 
of that Houfe, do think it not only feafonable, but ne- 
ceffary, at this Juncture, humbly to offer this our unani- 
mous Opinion to your Majefty, that no Peace can be 
honourable, or fafe, for your Majefty, or your Allies, 
if Spain, the Weft Indies, or any Part of the Spanifh 
Monarchy, be fuffered to remain under the Power of the 
Houfe of Bourbon. 

When we confider, what Efforts this Kingdom has 
continued to make from the Beginning of the War, we 
cannot but think, a much greater Impreffion might have 
been made upon the Enemy before this Time, if fome 
of your Allies, who feem principally concerned, and have 
reaped the moft immediate Advantage, had feconded 
your Majefty with like Vigour, whereby France might 
have been equally prefs’d on all Sides. 

We are obliged to return our humble Thanks to your 
Majefty, for the Care you have taken, and the Inftances 
you have ufed with his Imperial Majefty, for fending a 
confiderable Force to the Relief of Spain, under the 
Command of Prince Eugene, as being certainly the moft 
likely Method to reftore the Affairs of the Confederacy 
in that Country. 

But the-frequent Difappointments we have obferved 
on the Part of the Emperor, and Empire, to the great 
Prejudice of the common Caufe, makes us think it our 
Duty, in order that the War may be brought to a fpeedy 
and happy Conclufion, to befeech your Majefty to — 
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the moft preffing Inftances to the Emperor, that he 
would, with all Expedition, fend powerful Succours to 
his Brother the King of Spain, under the Conduct of 
that great and fuccefsful General ; that he would timely 
and effectually make good what has been concerted, for 
his putting Twenty thoufand Men under the Command 
of the Duke of Savoy ; and would alfo make ufe of his 
utmoft Power and Intereft, for ftrengthening the Army 
upon the Rhine, which is now happily put under the 
Command of that wife and valiant Prince, the Eleétor of 
Hanover. 

We believe, no Part of this can be refufed, upon your 
Majefty’s earneft Interpofition, who have done fuch 
great Things for the Houfe of Aufria; and this being 
complied with, we may reafonably hope, by God’s 
Affiftance, the next will prove a happy and glorious 
Campaign. 

Refolved, That the faid Blank be filled up with the 
Words ‘* and Commons.” 

Refolved, That this Houfe doth agree with the Lords 
in the faid Addrefs, fo amended. 

Ordered, That Mr. Newport do go to the Lords, and 
acquaint them, that this Houfe hath agreed to the faid 
Addrefs, with an Amendment. 

And he went accordingly : 

And being returned ; 

Mr. Newport reported, that he had been at the Lords, 


and acquainted them, that this Houfe had agreed to the 
faid Addrefs. 


And then the Houfe adjourned till To-morrow Morn- 
ing, Nine a Clock. 2 
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Anno 6° Annz Regine.

Ordered, That the faid Account do lie upon the Table, 
to be perufed by the Members of the Houfe. 


A Petition ‘of the Labourers within the Town of 
Taunton, in the County of Somerfet, was prefented to 
the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that for many Ages 
paft the faid Town has been fupplied with Coals, Salt, 
and other Commodities, at very reafonable Rates, from 
a Place called Coal Harbour, on the River Tone, under 
acertain Toll, payable by Act of Parliament; which yet 
isa Burthen on the Petitioners, for that they were fup- 
plied much cheaper, before any Toll was laid: That the 


Petitioners underftand, the Confervators of the River . 


Tone (to whom the faid Toll is payable) are endeavour- 
ing to procure an Aét for a further Toll to be paid be- 
low Coal Harbour; which will be a Grievance upon 
the Petitioners, who muft then buy at the Will of the 
Confervators: And praying,. that there may be no fur- 
ther Toll, than what is now payable by A&t of Parlia- 
ment.

Petitions, were referred, relating to the Prohibition of 
the Importation of the Woollen Manufactures into Au- 
firia and Stiria, the Matter, as it appeared to them, and 
which they had dire&ted him to repert to the Houfe ;

at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame was read, and is 
as followeth; viz. 

That it appeared to the Committee, by the Reprefen- 
tations of the Commiffioners of Trade, and alfo by a 
Copy of an Edict, or Grant, made by the Emperor of 
Germany, and proved by Mr. Bartholomew Gulicker, 
dated the 7th of April, 1707, reciting another Patent, 
dated the 13th of Offober, 1700, made to Dominico Koll, 
for a long Term, that the fame did, in Effeét, amount 
to a Prohibition of the Engli/b Woollen Manufactures 
within Auftria and Stiria. 

Mr. Gulicker likewife proved, that the faid Kol] is en- 
deavouring to obtain the like Patent for Meravia, Bobe- 
mia, Hungaria, and Silefa. 

Mr. Gulicker, Mr. Edw. Wootton, Mr. Nich. Par- 
fens, Mr. Ben. Heath, Mr. Facob Row, proved the 
Confumption and Sale of our Woollen Manufactures 
much leffened fince the faid Patents, to the Value of 
1000/7. a Week in Exon, and proportionably in other 
Places. 

That it further appeared by the faid Reprefentations 
from the Commiffioners of Trade, that the fubftantial 
Merchants of Auftria and Stiria do look upon this Un- 
dertaking of Koib as a Monopoly, deftructive to the ge- 
neral Liberty, formerly given to all Merchants there, to 
trade in Englifh Woollen Goods. 

Refolved, Thatan humble Addrefs be prefented to her 
Majefty, that fhe will be gracioufly pleafed to ufe her 
Endeavours with his Imperial Majefty, to reftore to her 
Subjects the Liberty of Trade, they formerly enjoyed in 
Aupria and Stiria, and to prevent, for the future, any 
Prohibitions from being made in any other Parts of his 
hereditary Countries. 

Ordered, That the faid Addrefs be prefented to her 
Majeity by fuch Members of this Houfe as are of her 
Majefty’s moft honourable Privy Council.

His Majefty concluding with Expreffions of his Con- 
fidence in the known Valour and Application of all the 
Generals, by whofe Conduét he expected a moft advan- 
tageous Progrefs to the common Caufe. 

Admiral Leak declared, that the Difpofitions for the 
Operations of the Fleet were of a different Nature of 
thofé by Land, but he affured, in the Name of the reft, 

- that they would comply with their Obligations and Ser- 
vices to his Majefty, to the utmoft of their Power, in 
what belonged to the Sea Service; and having fhewn 
his Majefty their Opinions in a Council of War, held on 
board, he referred himfelf to that, as his Sentiment, fee- 
ing no Reafon to alter his Opinion. 

His Majefty having heard the Difcourfe of every one, 
it was the unanimous Opinion of all, that, confidering 
the prefent Circumftances of Affairs, it would be beft 
to catty on the Operation in the Kingdom of Valencia, 
where we fhould not only enjoy the Advantage of the 
Affiftance of the Fleet, which would fave great Expences 
and Troubles, which the Army would be liable to in a 
March to Arragon, but there being no other Body in 
Spain, that could embarrafs the fpeedy Conqueft of that 
Kingdom, but that fmall one of the Count De Ja Torres, 
routing this, the Kingdom of Valencia would be free, 
Murcia brought to fubmit, and the moft convenient 
Way would be open, to proceed with the Army towards 
the Capital of Madrid, befides the Advantages gotten by 
inclining towards the Portuguefe Army, being able to re- 
fift any Force the French can make, in order to hinder 
the intire Conqueft of the Continent of Spain. 

As to the 2d Point; it being of the higheft Confe- 
quence to preferve this Principality from the Infult and 
Invafions of the Enemy, leaving to this End a confide- 
rable Garifon in Gerona, altho’ it is thought the Ene- 
my is not in a Condition to befiege any other Place this 
Summer, nor effect any thing againft Barcelona, while 
the Fleet are in thefe Parts of the Mediterranean, it is 
thought fit to make the Difpofe of the Troops, as fol- 
loweth:

About the 4th Propofition, of the Magazines, and 
Provifions, my Lord Peterborow declared, he had in 
the Fleet Wheat enough for three Months, for 20,000 
Men ; and it was propofed to make another Contract for 
Bread and Barley, that fhould be neceffary for the Cam- 
paign; always providing Magazines in the moft conve- 
nient Places. The Operation by Sea and Land ought 
to be accommodated to the Motions and Difpofitions of 
the Enemy, endeavouring always to fruftrate his Defigns, 
that he may not have any favourable Opportunity of 
Advantage againft us. 

Where the Refidence of his Majefty fhould be : — AlL-. 
tho’ he declared his Mind, that he would be at the 
Head of his Army, it was thought more proper by his 
Council, that his Majefty fhould proceed to Torto/a, that 
he may be on the Borders of Avragen and Valencia, to 
animate with his Prefence the general Inclination of his 
Subjects of putting themfelves under his Obedience, and 
to forward the Difpofition of the Campaign, towards the 
fpeedy bringing the Army together; and, when fo, and 
fit for Service, that they may be in the neighbouring 
Towns, that they may have immediate Notice, and that 
his Majefty may the more eafily iffue out thofe Orders, 
that any Occafion may require. 

Touching the laft Propofal, where the Army ought to 


join ; "twas the common Opinion, that the moft conve- 


nient Place for the Rendezvous, *twould be nigh Va/en- 
cia, for the fake of fending by Land, or Sea, with 
greater Conveyance, all Neceffaries for the Camp, and 
tor being the more at hand for the preventing any At- 
tempt of the Enemy.

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His Majefty agreed to all the foregoing Difcourfes; 
and Opinions, and refolved, they fhould be put in Exe- 
cution with the utmoft Diligence ; giving my Lord Pe- 
terborow the Order and Care to diftribute the Troops, as 
agreed, and to fend the Horfe towards Valencia, leaving 
about 400. Horfe for his Majefty’s Guard.

paft there has been great Quantities of Worfted brought 
over from Ireland, paying Cuftom only as Bay Yarn; 
which threatens the Ruin of Multitudes of poor Families, 
whofe Livelihood depends upon forting, wafhing, comb- 
ing, and fpinning, of worfted Wool, and who cannot 
work it up fo cheap, as the Jri/h may be afford ..: And 
praying, that fome fpeedy Stop may be put to the Im- 
portation here of Worfted Yarn from Ireland. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, and alfo 
of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of Exon, and 
Parts adjacent, is referred. 

A Petition of the Gentlemen, Freeholders, Merchants, 
Serge-makers, Wool-combers, Farmers, and other In- 
habitants, of the Town and Borough of Minehead, in 
the County of Somerfet, was prefented to the Houfe, and 
read; fetting forth, that there has been of late Years 
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fuch great Quantities of Worfted and Woollen Yarn 
imported from Jreland to Minehead, Briftol, and other 
Weftern Ports, that, if not fpeedily prevented, will 
greatly prejudice our Woollen Manufactures, and utter- 
ly ruin our Poor, leffen the Value of Wool here, and 
raife it in Ireland , for that, by a moderate Computation, 
fo many Stones of both Sorts of Yarn have been import- 
ed from Ireland, as there was Wool, and would have 
coft 30,000 /. to have had the like Quantity combed and 
fpun in England; and, befides, now Yeveral Importers 
keep divers Looms at work, without employing one 
Comber, or Spinner, which Work may be afforded 20 /. 
per Cent. cheaper, than if wholly manufactured by Eng- 
life Labourers: And praying, that the Houfe will find 
out fome effectual Means to redrefs their Grievances, as 
tending to a national Good. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, and alfo 
of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of Exon, and 
Parts adjacent, is referred.

{pitals, being examined before the Committee, did atteft 
the Truth of the feveral Debts above-mentioned; who 
made out the faid Certificates, and proved the Hand- 
writing of all the Commiffioners, who figned the fame. 

That it appears by the Journals, that the Petitioners 
did apply to this Houfe in the Year 1705, and the Con- 
fideration of their Petition was referred to the Com- 
mittee, to whom the Petition of Colonel Venner was 
then referred, who was Governor of the faid Hofpitals, 
and. upon the farne Eftablifhment with the Petitioners ;

Palmes, Sx Win. Drake, Sir Hen. Gough, Mr. Afpby, 
Mr. Gale, Colonel Holmes, Sir Edward Lawrence, Mr. 
Fobnfon, Sic Robert Eden, Mr. Onflow, Mr. Morley: 
And they are to meet this Afternoon, at Five a Clock, 
in the Speaker’s Chamber; and have Power to fend for 
Perfons, Papers, and Records.

The Houfe being informed, that the Commiffioners 
of the Sick and Wounded, and for Exchange of Prifon- 
ers, attended, they were called in, and, at the Bar, pre- 
fented to the Houle, a Tranflation of the Letter to them 
from Monfieur L’ Enpereur, the French Commiffary at 
Saint Maloes. 

And then they withdrew. 

And the Title thereof was read. 

And the faid Tranflation is as followeth ; viz. 


St. Malo, 26 November, 1707. 

Gentlemen, 
Received by the Tranfport, commanded by Captain 
Marlow, the Letter you gave yourfelves the Trouble 
to write to me, of the ath of Offober, with a new Ac- 
count of the Exchange inclofed; by which I am very 
well pleafed to fee, that at laft you agree to allow us all 
the Articles, that are in Difpute between us, except the 
1755 Prifoners, taken at Nevis ; and, altho’ you have 
no juft Reafon to difpute that with us, and we have a 
great deal on our Side to infift upon it, yet, to fhew you, 
how defirous I am to entertain a good and fincere Cor- 
refpondence with you, I will agree, that it fhall be ftruck 
out of the Account, fince you will have it fo: And, fince 
you have nothing to fay for yourfelves, but that they 
were Prifoners taken at Land, I muft at the fame time 
demand, that they be accounted for in the Exchange at 
Land, without which, we muft fet afide the whole Com- 
merce and Exchange ; for, fince we are engaged in a 
Treaty, made in Form with the Inhabitants of that Ifand, 
it muit one way Or other have its Effect: I declare alfo, 
that I will not leave it, till ic be done: Therefore you 
may choofe which of the Alternatives you pleafe, either 
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the Exchange at Sea, or at Land, and let me have a 
pofitive Anfwer thereupon : But, to tell you the Truth, 
it feems as convenient for you, as for us, toagree to 
what I propofe: Moreover, I affure you, upon the 
Word of a Man of Honour, I do not feek to make any 
Advantage, which the great Number of Prifoners, and 
thofe fince taken by Monfieur Fourbin and Du Guey, 
might give us over you, to do you any Injury or In- 
juftice ; therefore, if you would but ufe the fame Since- 
rity, as I do, the Exchange would be carried on with all 
the good Correfpondence, that ought to be between ho- 
neft People, who are Enemies no otherwife, than being 
of different Nations. 

If the two Courts could be difpofed to agree toa ge- 
neral Exchange, fuch as we have with the Dutch, it 
would be a great Benefit to both Nations. I do not de- 
{pair of bringing ours to it: It is your Part then, Gen- 
tlemen, to infufe the fame Sentiments into the Court of 
England ; and 1 am perfuaded, it will not be difagreeable 
there. 

As to the other Articles, which I found joined to your 
Account, either for the Prifoners fent back by Mr. 
Methwen, or by my Lord Peterborough, or fent by the 
Orange Tranfport ; altho? I have a great deal of Rea- 
fon to difpute it with you, neverthelefs, I agree to al- 
low them in the Account ; but as it is not reafonable, 
that you fhould fend us back only the fingle Letters and 
Certificates, which don’t determine precifely the Num- 
ber, you muft not take it ill, if, in allowing them, I 
defire you to fend me back the Rolls, that the Truth 
may appear in the Maritime Provinces, where they were 
fent, as we do to you onthe fame Occafions. Befides, 
Gentlemen, you muft have ill interpreted or explained 
the Terms of my Letter, if you underftood, that I pre- 
tended, at your Defire, to remit the Prifoners, fent by 
Captain Henry Vernon: I only faid, it was to do you Ser- 
vice ; and that is quite different ; but fince you account 
for them, that Explanation is ufelefs. 

I every Day expect the Anfwer you promifed me to 
my Letter of the 3d of Auguft ; but, to tell you ingenu- 
oufly, it is not impoffible, but that Letter being given 
to the Captain of the Tranfport, who did not part from 
hence till the 4th or 5th, my Lord Sunderland might 
write the 6th of the fame Month, in Anfwer to that 
Letter, to Mr. Ponchartrain, nor that his was fent, as 
you obferve, to Mr. Chattenneuf: So it is certain, that 
Minifter did not receive it ; and he has writ himfelf a 
Letter tomy Lord Sunderland, here inclofed, which I 
mutt defire you to give him. 

I don’t underftand, how Mr. Pearfe can fay, that he 
isnot paid the Freight of his Tranfports, or at leaft, 
that we give him nothing but Bills of Exchange at fo 
long a Time, that the Difcount thereof would ruin him ; 
fince there is not one Farthing due to Captain Mafers, 
and all the Bills of Exchange, which Mr. Maget fur- 
nifh’d him with, were at moft but at ten Days Sight, 
and were punctually paid. As to Captain Adams, it is 
true, there is ftill due to him about 2000 Livres ; but 
fince Mr. Maget has given him his Bill, it is not our 
Bufinefs, but Mr. Magez’s, if the Treafurer does not 
regularly perform his Orders, to apply himfelf to me, 
to be indemnified for the retarding the Payment. 

Moreover you know, as well as I, that the tranfport- 
ing of Money into ftrange Countries being forbid, I can 
make no other Payments, than by Bills of Exchange ; 
and it feems to me, that, inftead of complaining, Mr. 
Pearce ought to take it kindly, that he has his Money 
brought home to him. 

As to Mr, ‘fames Pulleyn, whom you have given Leave 
to come over, you muft have forgot, Gentlemen, that 
in {peaking formerly of the Sieur La Laude, to whom 
I had given the fame Leave, for an extraordinary Affair 
he had at Ferfey, you took it fo outrageoufly, as if he 
was fent to difturb the State; and, after having detained 
him above two Years, it was with a great deal of Diffi- 
culty he was then releafed, notwithftanding the many 
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preffing Solicitations I was cbliged to ufe on that Ac- 
count. He may think himfelf very happy, that 1 am 
of an eafy peaceable Temper ; for, without that, he had 
run the Rifque of fuffering for the Injuftice done to La 
Lande: But I cannot punifh him for a Fault, he had no 
Hand in; and he can tell you, that I have_not only not 
ufed him as a Criminal, but with all the Regard that 
can be. 

I muft thank you for what you have done on my Ac- 
count to Captain Adams, for his Negleét: His Example 
will at leaft caution others, and we fhall be much bet- 
ter ferved. 

As we have now more than 1,200 Prifoners, it is not 
neceffary to fend the Tranfport to Ca/cis. I have given him 
only expecting, that you would have fent us back all 
ours, which are at Kinfale, and Dudlin, and that I may 
find, how you are difpofed to regulate the Matters, as , 
well as to the Prifoners at Nevis, as the Jri/> detained at 
Dublin, and Ferfey, and the Exchange of the Bifhop of 
Quebec, and the Ecclefiafticks : for if there is no Hopes 
of agreeing, it is not convenient, as you yourfelves fay, 
to think to continue Exchange ; and you can’t take it ill, 
if I follow the Example you have given me, of fending 
me back but twelve. I would not do fo, if I were not 
obliged to it; and I defire you to confider of it. 

I defire alfo, in cafe you will not confent to the Ex- 
change of the Bifhop ot Quebec, nor to that of the 
Ecclefiafticks, which are with him, to give Orders to 
the Officers (a Lift of whom I fend herewith) to come 
back, according to their Parole of Honour, by the firft 
Tranfport, except Sir Hugh Middleton, to whom the 
King, upon Mr. Harley’s Account, has fhewn Favour. 

I know, how uneafy it will be to them, and I am very 
forry to make them fuchaCompliment. It is not my 
Fault: It is the Court of England, that muft obtain 
their Liberty, by releafing the Bifhop of Quedeck, or the 
Ecclefiafticks with him. 

There is juft now fallen into our Hands an Exchange 
for that Bifhop, by the taking of Mr. Rodert Hunter, 
Governor of Virginea ; and, that he may endeavour it, 
the King has let him pafs into Exglend by this Tranf- 
port. Ashe is Governor of a Province on the fame 
Continent, where Monfieur de Quebec is Bilhop, per- 
haps may make fome Equality between thefe two Pri- 
foners, and by Confequence little Difficulty in the Ex- 
change; at leaft, I hope fo: And I defire you to con- 
fider, what may be for your Intereft on this Occafion, 
fince you value the Liberty of one Man more, than that 
of 2000 unhappy Men, whom you expofe to die in Mi- 
fery in our Prifons by your Refufal. 

I will fay no more of the cruel Ufage of our Prifoners 
in the Prifons at Jamaica, tho’ I receive frefh Com- 
plaints every Day, becaufe I am affured, that the Court 
of England has given Orders therein; but I muft defire 
you to give fuch, as are neceffary to obtain the Liberty 
of Mr. Makan, who has been detained there by Force 
a long Time, without which I cannot but make a Re- 
prifal. I defire alfo, as Ihave oftentimes done, that 
you will fend back Mr. Creanton, upon his Parole. You 
know how ingenuoufly I have dealt with all your Prifon- 
ers ; and I really deferve, that you fhould have more 
Regard to me. 

We have in the Prifons of Guern/ey an Hoftage of the 
Parifh of “St. Mary Du Moxte, in Normandy, which a 
Privateer of that IMand brought in, for Security of the 
Sum of 500 Livres, for which they ranfomed fome Fifh- 
ermen ; and, as the People of that Parifh are in a very 
poor Condition, and not capable of paying his Ranfom, 
I defire you to give Orders to fend him us back: Be- 
fides, the Cuftom is not to take and ranfom Fifhermen. 
We always do the fame by the hike Hoftages, when we 
find them uncapable of paying; and I can affure you, 
that juft now, by the King’s Order, we have fent back 
two from Duzkirk, who were brought in there as a Scotch 
Prize, called the Marie Bertenne, in 1705, and ranfomed 
for a hundred Pound Sterling.

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I defire you to remember to fend us back Cha. Lucas, 
and the other Prifoners, which are detained at Kin/ale, 
and efpecial!y the Jri/s, which are under Arreft in Dudlin, 
and Guernfey, without which I cannot but muft make 
Reprifals.

That the Petitioner’s Father, being attainted of high 
Treafon on Account of the late Rebellion in Ireland, ap- 
plied to the Parliament of England for Relief ; who, in 
Confideration of the many Services done by the Family 
of the Clanrickards to the Englifh Nation, and that the 
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Lord Bophin had given up the Petitioner, and his 2d 
Son, to be educated in the Proteftant Religion, did pafs 
an Aét, in the firft Year of her Majefty’s Reign, for 
making Provifion for the Proteftant Children of the Earl 
of Clanrickard, and the Lord Bophin, and did thereby 
reftore the Lord Bopbin, to his Blood and Eftate, he 
paying to the Ufe of the Publick 25,000/. by Sale, or 
Mortgage, of the Eftate, fo reftored: That the faid 
Eftate was fold at a very great under Rate, and in Truft 
for Papifts, by the Contrivance of the Lord Bopbin’s 
Manager, and the Truftees appointed to fell the fame; 
and the faid Manager and purchafing Truftee are now 
publickly foliciting to get an AG of Parliament, for 
confirming the faid Purchafes, which, if obtained, will 
tend to the Ruin of the Petitioner, and his Brothers and 
Sifters, and the Evafion of the faid Act; who conceive, 
that the Remainders, decreed to them by the faid Tru- 
{tees, were never defigned to be fold, for raifing the faid 
25,000 /. thereby to punifh them, who were guiltlefs, 
for their Father’s Crimes, the Lands reftored only being 
liable to that Charge, and the Petitioners could not be 
reftored to what they had before: That all the faid 
Tranfactions were done, while the Petitioner Michael 
was a Minor, at Eaton College, and Oxford, and his 
Eftate is fo clogg’d with Incumbrances, that, unlefs the 
Petitioner, and his Brothers and Sifters, be relieved, by 
an Explanation of the faid Act in their Favour, there 
will be little or nothing left for their Support: That 
Michael, being lately come of Age, went into Ireland, 
and his Father being convinced of feveral Mifmanage- 
ments in relation to his Ettate, he articled with the Pe- 
titioner, to convey all his Eftate to him, in cafe it were 
recovered, referving only to himfelf a competent Main- 
tenance, with a Power to charge thereon Portions for 
younger Children: That the Petitioner has brought into 
England the Eldeft of his younger Brothers, to be edu-

garbled in the Memory of Man: And praying to be re- 
lieved in the Premifes.

Markets cheaper with our Woollen Manufactures, which 
are likely to be exported white, to the great Prejudice 
of the Nation in general, and to the Petitioners in par- 
ticular ; which they conceive may be prevented, if Co- 
chineal might be imported from Holland, and other 
Parts, into Zxglend, without incurring the Penalties in 
the Aét, made in the 12° Car. 2d:, for the Encourage-

A Petition of Andrew Quick, Efquire, was prefented 
to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that the Peti- 
tioner, and Roger Tuckfield, Efquire, ftood Candidates 
at the laft Election of a Burgefs, to ferve in this Par- 
liament for Abburton, in the room of Gilbert Yard, 
Efquire, deceafed; and the Petitioner was duly chofen 
by a Majority of legal Electors, that appeared, and re- 
quefted, that their Votes might be admitted; but the 
Portreve of the faid Borough (who behaved himfelf very 
partially for Mr. Tuckfield) refufed to admit of their 
Votes, and hath returned Mr. Tuckfield, in prejudice to 
the Petitioner, and the faid Electors: And praying Re- 
lief in the Premifes. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition be 
referred to the Committee of Privileges and Eleétions ;

A Petition of divers Merchants, and other Traders, 
in the City of London, was prefented to the Houfe, and 
read ; fetting forth, that the Petitioners are informed, a 
Petition has been prefented to the Houfe, praying, that 
an Act for limiting the Number of Brokers in the faid 
City (now expiring) may be continued: That the Peti- 
tioners conceive, fuch a limited Number is a Prejudice 
to Trade in general, and to Traders in particular; for 
that they are neceffitated, under a Penalty, to employ 
iome of the limited Number, tho’ others (not admitted) 
are more capable of ferving the Traders in their feveral 
Negociations; and fuch a Reftraint is a great Hardfhip 
upon many Perfons, who have been ruined by the War, 
not to allow them a Liberty of getting a Livelihood by 
fuch. Means, as they are verfedin: And praying, that 
the Number of Brokers may not be limited, but that 
every Trader may be at liberty to employ fuch Perfons, 
as they think fir. 

Ordered, That the Petition do lie upon the Table, 
until the Report fhall be made from the Committee, to 
whom it was referred to examine, what Laws were ex- 
pired, or near expiring, and to report, what were fit to 
be revived, and continued. 


A Petition of the High Sheriff of the County of 
Devon, together with the Gentlemen, Tradefmen, and 
Farmers, of the Parifhes of Tiverton, Halberton, Sil- 
ferton, and other adjacent Parifhes within the faid Coun- 
ty of Devon, was prefented to the Houfe, and read; 
fetting forth, that the Petitioners are informed, the Con- 
fervators of the River Toxe, in the County of Somer/er, 
are foliciting this Houfe for afurther Toll, payable at 
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Coal Harbour, than is already laid by A&t of Parliament ; 
the which, if granted, will be a Grievance to the Peti- 
tioners, becaufe the Coal and Salt, wherewith they are 
fupplied from Coal Harbeur, will be much dearer, and 
the Lime Trade, by which they improve their Lands,

Ordered, That the faid Petition do he upon the Tables 
until the Bill for the more effectual making and keeping 
the River Tone navigable from Bridgwater to Taunton, in 
the County of Samerfet, be read a Second time. 

A Petition of the Merchants, Grocers, Ironmongers, 
Dyers, Brewers, and other principal Inhabitants, of the 
City of Exon, was prefented to the Houfe, and read , 
fetting forth, that the Confervators of the River Texe, 
nominated by Act of Parliament, have been at vaft 
Trouble and Charge in erefting Locks, and deing other 
Works, on the faid River, from Taunton to Ham Mills 5 
which hath already proved a confiderable Benefit, to 
promote Trade, and preferve the Highways; and the 
Petitioners are affured, that, tf the faid River were made

A Petition of the Grocers, Sugar-bakers, Diftillers, 
Shipwrights, Ironmongers, Soap-boilers, and other Tra- 
ders in Tonage Goods, within the City of Briftol, was 
prefented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that, 
the Confervators, appointed by Act of Parliament, for 
making the River Zone navigable from Bridgwater to 
Taunton, have completed the faid Navigation from 
Taunton to Ham Mills, to the Benefit of the adjacent 
Country, in that Tonage Goods, bought at Bri/tol, 
are carried up by Water from Bridgwater to Taunton for 
half the Price of Land Carriage in the Summer, and 
much lefs in Winter, by reafon of the BadnefS of the 
Highways; but, becaufe the Navigation is not finifhed 
below Ham Mills, towards Bridewater, the Boats can 
come up but at fome Times, and are often detained, 
for want of Depth of Water below Kucp Bridge, and 
Traders are forced to fend their Goods by Land Carriage, 
to their great Lofs, and damage of the Highways; but, 
if the Navigation from Bridgwater to Ham Mills were 
made complete, thofe Inconveniences would be reme- 
died, and prove advantageous for bringing down Timber 
to Brifiol, for building Ships, and otherwife: And pray- 
ing, that the faid Confervators may have fuch Encou- 
ragement to complete the faid Navigation, by a further 
Toll at Kuap Bridge, or otherwiie, as the Houfe fhal! 
think fit. 

Ordered, That the faid Petition do lie upon the Table, 
until the Bill for the more effectual making and keeping 
the River Tone navigable from Bridgwater to Tauxton, in 
the County of Somer/et, be read a Second time.

C. Weight more than foreign Cordage; which is 2 /. 
165. 8d. per Ton Lofs to her Majefty in her Cuftoms, 
befides 64 per Ton Lofs to the Nation in the manu- 
facturing thereof, and Employment of our Poor. 

That the Importation of foreign Cordage is a great 
Detriment to Navigation, for that one Ton of Hemp 
takes up the Stowage of two Tons of Cordage. 

That the Rope-makers Trade in Great Britain is in 
great Meafure loft, and Encouragement given to foreign 
Countries to manufacture the fame, and import it hither, 
for the Sake of the Drawback, on Exportation. 

That foreign Cordage is often made of damaged 
Tiemp, and foldat 5s. per Hundred Weight, whereby, 
tis feared, feveral Ships have been Joft in the Plantati- 
ons, our Cordage being better after twice made up. 

And Mr. Lleyd, of London, Merchant, faid, that he had 
been employed by Commiffion for feveral Dutch Mer- 
chants, to enter foreign Cordage at her Majefty’s Cuftom- 
houfe, and to export the fame again to New England, and 
other Parts. 

And that he finds by the Cuftom-houfe Books, the

A Petition of the Colliers, and other Workmen, em- 
ployed in and about getting of Coals in the Parifhes of 
Oldfwinford, Dudley, and Kingfwinford, in the Counties 
of Worcefter and Stafford, for the Ufe of the Salt-works 
in Droitwich, in Worcefterfoire, was prefented to the

A Petition of the Clothiers, Stuff-makers, Weavers, 
and other Manufacturers in the Woollen Manufacture, 
in the Parifhes of St. Philip and Facob, Clifton, Weftbury, 
upon Trym, Bitton, Mongotsfield, Syfon, Winterborne, and 
feveral other Parifhes, in the County of Gloucefter, in be- 
half of themfelves, and Thoufands of others, employed 
inthe fame Manufacture, was prefented to the Houfe, 
and read ; fetting forth, that for many Years paft the 
Petitioners have employed and maintained themfelves, 
and Families, in the Woollen Manufactures, to carry on

A Petition of Captain Robert Baird, and Wm. Hamill, 
Gentleman, in behalf of, and as Agents and Truftees 
to and for, as well the feveral Colonels, and other Field 
Officers, as the commiffioned and non-commiffioned 
Officers, and Soldiers, of eight Regiments of Horfe, 

oot, and Dragoons, and three Companies of Gunners, 
ioneers, &c. that ferved their late Majefties King Wil- 
Liam and Queen Mary in the memorable Defence and Siege 
‘of London-derry, was prefented to the Houfe, and read 5 
fetting forth, that in 1688, upon the Encouragement 
given by their faid Majefties to the Proteftants of the 
Northern Counties of Jreland to rife, and oppofe the Earl 
pf Tirconnell, then Lord Lieutedgnt of Ireland, and his 
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numerous Army of Jri/h Papifts, by him then raifed; 
the faid Proteftants took up Arms, to the Number of 
32 Regiments, and fought the Jrifo Papifts at Claudye 
Bridge, but wanting Artillery, and Ammunition, they 
were totally defeated; after which feveral of the refolute 
Officers filled up their Regiments, and marched to Lon- 
don-derry, being eight Regiments, making g,000 Men, 
refolving to make the beft Terms they could with their 
Enemies; but, upon their Majefties further Encourage- 
ments, and their Declaration (partly annexed) of the 
22th Febr. 1688, promifing the Rebels Eftates, and 
fending to the Garifon a Supply of Ammunition, they 
rejected the great Offers made them by King ¥ames 
(who was then preparing to invade Scotland with a nu- 
merous Army, waiting only for the Reduction of Lon- 
don-derry) and declared for, and proclaimed, King W/i/- 
liam and Queen Mary, laid out their own Money in 
Provifions and Stores againft a bloody Siege, which fol- 
lowed on the 16th Day of April by King James in Per- 
fon, who fent the Garifon a Chart blanche, to make 
their own Conditions, rather than delay his March into 
Scotland, where in all Probability, with the Affiftance of 
the Lord Dundee; then in Arms, and fuccefsful, he 
would have carried all before him; but the Garifon re- 
jected it ata Time, when they were exhaufted by Fire 
and Sword, Dearth and Peftilence, and reduced to eat 
Horfes, Dogs, falt Hides, Starch, and Tallow, and 
held out a Siege of four Months, wherein they killed 
10 or 12,000 Soldiers, and a great many Officers, and 
obliged the late King Fames to raife the Siege, baffled. 
his Army, and therewith was forcéd to quit that Part of 
the Country: That his Majefty King William was fo fen- 
fibie of the Services done him, and the whole Kingdom, 
by the faid Garifon, that he acknowleges the fame by 
his Letter (figned by the Duke of Shrew/bury, then Se- 
cretary of State) dated the 16th Auguff; 1689, annex’d 
to the Petition, applauded their Bravery, and promifed 
his royal Favour, and, as a Mark thereof, ordered the 
Accounts of the Garifon to be ftated by Mr. Fox, con- 
tinued three Regiments of them, together with 214 fu- 
pernumerary Officers, in his Pay, during the War, whdfe 
Arrears he likewife ordered to be ftated by Mr. Fox, 
which was alio done, as by his Majeity’s Letters (an- 
nexed) to Duke Schomberg may appear: That the faid 
Garifon; by adhering to their faid Majefties Intereft; 
had their Houfes and Plantations deftroyed, and their 
perfonal Eftates feized, to their Damage 200,000 /. ‘at 
leaft, which has reduced them to a very indigent Condi-+ 
tion: That, upon the Petitioners Application to the 
Houfe of Commons laft Seffion, for the Arrears of Pay 
due to the faid Garifon, the Houfe appointed a Com- 
mittee to examine the Petition, and ftate the Fat; which 
accordingly they did; and reported the Arrears dué to 
the Garifon, and that the Allegations of that Petitictt 
were true, as is upon the Houfe Journals ; but the Scf- 
fion then drawing near toan End, there was not Time to 
bring in a Bill for Debentures to be made out to the 
Petitioners, as to the reft of the Army, for the faid Ar- 
rears of Pay: And praying, that Leave may be given 
to bring in a Bill for Debentures to be made out, and 
delivered to the Petitioners, for the Arrears of Pay due 
to them, and for their Loffes fuftained on Account of 
their Loyalty, or fuch other Relief given them, as fhall 
be thought meet.

of themfelves, and others, trading in garbleable Goods, 
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in the City of London, were referred , that the Commit- 
tee had heard the Petitioners, and theGarbler, and ex- 
amined the Matter; and had come to feveral Refolutions, 
which they had direéted him to report to the Houfe : 
And he read the Report, and Refolutions, in his Place, 
and afterwards delivered them in at the Clerk’s Table ; 
where the fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

That, upon the Petition of the Levant Company, Mr. 
Falkner faid, that he readily granted, there was a Gar- 
bler’s Office in the City of London before the Ac in the 
1ft of King Fames the 1ft; but what Powers attended it, 
he did not know, but believed, it was for the Eafe of 
the Merchants and Traders garbling fuch Commodities, 
as they might fee convenient, but that there was any 
Power to inflict Penalties and Forfeitures upon the Sub- 
ject, he was fure could not be, that being lodged in an- 
other Place: 

Nor that the aforefaid Act of King James the Firft (as 
bad as it has proved in the Confequence) intended the 
raifing more Money upon the Subject, and Trade, for 
garbling the Goods enumerated in that Law, than the 
Work and Service done by Porters and Labourers de- 
ferved, nor yet to raife Money upon the Subjeét for the 
Intereft of any private Perfon or Society whatfoever. 

That, contrary to the Intention of the Law, it is now 
made the Inftrument of a Farm and Revenue of 300/. 
per Annum, and 10001, Fine, for Term of Years, or 
Life; by means whereof ten times as much is raifed up- 
won the Subjeét, as the garbling Work deferves; and, 
if this Law continues, the next Farm may be 2 or 3,000/. 
Fine, and 1,500/. per Annum, for which Reafon he 
faid, the Law was oppreffive to the Subject, and inju- 
rious to Trade. 

That the Penalties and Forfeitures, infli€ted by this 
Law, are rigorous and exceffive; for that the Laws of 
England do generally inflict Penalties proportionable and 
adequate to the Offence, and never forfeit a Man’s Eftate 
for Trifles: And this, he faid, was oppreflive to the Sub- 
ject, and injurious to Trade. 

That the Powers given by this Law, under the Word 
garbleable, feemed boundlefs, and gave the Garbler Li- 
berty to call what Goods he pleafed garbleable, as Corn, 
Currants, Fruit, Sugar, c. thereby fubjecting the 
Merchants and Traders of this City to his arbitrary Plea- 
fure, without Relief, at beft not without great Trouble 
and vexatious Profecutions, which he termed oppreffive 
and injurious to the Subjeét: And this Law, being thus 
oppreffive and injurious to Trade, in the Execution, in 
the Penalties and Forfeitures, is deftructive to Trade, 
rather than promotes it. 

His Inftances were : 

That the Spices, when this Act was made, were im- 
ported from India, the Levant, the Seignory of Venice, 
and other Places, in the Soils, and were then neceffary 
to be garbled; but for many Years paft were become 
peculiar to the Dutch Eaft India Company, who take 
care to clean them perfectly, and thereby fupport their 
Reputation in all the Markets of Eurcpe, and are now 
fo imported into this Kingdom; infomuch that nothing 
further can be done tothem, unlefs it be to fpoil them, 
or do them a very great Mifchief, notwithftanding the 
Garbler exacts a very large Fee upon them for only fix- 
ing his Seal upon them, without garbling, amounting 
to between 4. and 500/. per Annum: Yet afterall, when 
the Importer hath parted with his Money for nothing, 
and fells his Spices, they are liable to be feized, and for- 
feited, or he to be profecuted for the Value, without Re- 
lief, for that they are not garbled as the Law directs. 

That the Levent Company are the Importers of feve- 
ral Commodities from Turkey, as Galls, Sena, and Worm- 
feeds, enumerated in the Act, and Scammony,. fuper- 
added: The Worm-feeds are in the Soil, which preferves 
them frefh, and from decay; fo that, if he, that im- 
ports Ten or Twenty Bags of them, fhould be forced 
to garble them, the Expender would not buy them, be- 
caule they would foon decay upon his Hands, and he 
muft garble them, as he finds Opportunity to fell them: 
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Thus, if the Importer garbles this Commodity, it is 
fpoiled; and, if he delivers it ungarbled, it is forfeited : 
Sena and Scammony are not garbleable, but are lable 
to be feized, as before-mentioned. 

That Galls, and the beforementioned Goods, are all 
proper for Exportation; and of the former we import 
great Quantities, and are many times neceffitated to keep 
them two or three Years upon our Hands, becaufe the 
home Trade will not confume them, nor do foreign 
Markets require them; yet by this Law, if they are not 
exported in eight Months time, then the Garbler may 
enter the Merchant’s Warehoufe, and garble the fame, 
and, it may be, carry them to his own Warehoufe, there- 
by difpoffeffing the Owner of his Property, to put it 
into the Hands of Porters and Labourers, to do as they 
pleafe with it. In this Cafe the Sena, Worm-feed, and 
Scammony, are utterly fpoiled, and the Galls the worfe 
at the foreign Market, after all the Charge and Lofs, 
that attends the garbling. And thus the foreign Expor- 
tation (fo confiderable a Branch of the Trade of this 
Kingdom) is clogged and fettered by an unreafonable 
Law, to the great Prejudice of Trade, and the Difcou- 
ragement of Traders. 

Mr. Le Ney faid, that there are Goods, that, when 
garbled, won’t keep good fix Months, which, without 
garbling, will keep two Years; and that he, having a 
confiderable Quantity of Fennel Seeds by him, fold them 
ungarbled at1/. 155. the hundred Weight; but the 
Garbler obliging him to garble the reft, he loft thereby 
5 Bale in 22, each Bale containing 300 Weight, and 
then fold them for 105. per Hundred lefs, than before 
they were garbled: And notwithftanding any Civility the 
Garbler may offer to the Merchant, yet they are liable 
to be ruined by the Informations of their own Servants, 
or Porters; the Reafon, one Moiety of the Penalties, 
civen by the faid Aét, are to the Informers: And there- 
fore it is not fo much the Garbler, asthe A&t itfelf, they 
have reafon to complain of ; for that he is now fued by 
Information in the Exchequer, for Goods, that he fold 
ungarbled, tho’ he had the Garbler’s Order for their 
Delivery: And in Cafes, where the Garbler fets his Seal, 
as garbled, becaufe they will not bear being expofed to 
the Air, yet, notwithftanding, upon the Sale of thofe 
Goods, the Merchants are liable to be profecuted by that 
Law: And the Garbler after fets his Seal to the Spices, 
imported from Holland, without any Infpeétion, for 
that he knows, they came over ready garbled, yet de- 
mands, and receives, his Rates, as tho’ he garbled the 
fame. 

Mr. Evans faid, that he is now profecuted in the Ex- 
chequer, in the Name of one Candey, for Galls he has 
fold ungarbled; which Candey is a perfect Stranger to 
him, and (as he is informed) is no ways concerned with 
the Garbler, as his Officer, or otherwife: And produced 
a Copy of the Information to the Committee. 

Mr. Stewart, the prefent Garbler, faid, that he has 
no Informations upon his own, or any of his Servants, 
Account, now depending againft any Perfon in relation 
to his Office. 

That, upon the Petition of the Weft India Merchants, 

Mr. Chefter faid, that, if the Weft India Ginger con- 
tinues to be infifted on to be garbled, it muft inevitably 
ruin the Makers thereof, the Prime Coft being but 4s. 
per Hundred there; and if 15. per Hundred be paid to 
the Garbler, he thereby acquires a 4th Part of that Plan- 
tation Trade, whereof thofe Goods are liable to the Pe- 
nalties of that Act. 

That he imports 3 or 4,000 Bags a Year; and tho’ 
he has never paid any Duty for garbling, yet by that 
Act he is liable to be profecuted upon every Sale he 
makes of that Commodity. 

Mr. Smith faid, that he has been 20 Years a Trader 
inthe Importation of Ginger, and Indico, and never 
knew the fame were liable to be garbled, till laft Year 
an Information was brought againft him for a Parcel, of 
40r 500 /, Value, by one Candie, that he had fold un- 
garbled. . 


That 
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That the Hardfhip of garbling lies only upon the 
Merchants and Traders, importing any of thofe Com- 
modities into the City of Zaudon, and Liberties thereof ; 
for, if they are imported into Southwark, or any other 
Parts ot this Kingdom, they’ may be again exported 
without the Garbler’s Infpection. 

Mr. Stewart, the Garbler, faid, that he never de- 
manded to garble Indico,’or any other Goods, not enu- 
merated in the faid Act, of the firft of King Fames the 
firft, unlefs the Merchants, or Traders, fent to him to 
garble the fame. 

Mr. Kent faid, that he has imported Indico, Pe: 

mento, and Ginger, for 11 Years paft, and never knew 
them garbled, or liable to it, and therefore apprehends 
it very hard upon the Subjeét to lie liable to fo vexatious 
a Law, that, in complying with it, does thofe Com- 
modities no manner of good, and, in not complying, 
renders the Dealers liable to Ruin by the heavy Profe- 
cutions, that may be brought by any Informer againft 
him. 
- Mr. Deputy Parrott faid, that he has imported Indico, 
and Ginger, for 20 Years paft, and never underftood 
thofe Goods to be liable to be garbled, till lately an In- 
formation was brought againft him by one Wanklyn, a 
perfect Stranger to him, and believes he is fo to the 
Garbler: And produced a Copy of the Information to 
the Committee: So liable are the Merchants to vexati- 
ous Profecutions by virtue of that Act. 

That, upon the Petition of the Merchants trading in 

Spices. 

Mr. Gough faid, that, fince the Law for garbling, the 
Eaft India Spices are imported very clean from Holland ; 
and that Mace in its own Nature is not capable of being 
garbled, and yet a high Duty is paid to the Garbler for 
not garbling thereof: That the Garbler receives 2 d. per 
Pound for Cloves, and 35. 6d. per C. for Mace, 
and Nutmees ; for which he does no more than fet his 
Seal upon thofe Goods, as garbled, without any In- 
fpection, they being imported ready garbled to his 
Hand. 

That they are thus forced to fubmit to thefe needlefs 
Impofitions, to fave their Goods, and to avoid thofe vexa- 
tious Profecutions, they are liable to by the aforefaid A&. 

To which Mr. Stewart, the Garbler, faid, there was 
a Neceffity to infpeét Mace ; for that he has known a 
Sort of wild Mace, that is brought from the Eaf Indies, 
to be mixed with the good Mace, which is not difcover- 
able by Colour, but by Tafte only. 

Mr. Creffier faid, that he pays 4/. per Hogfhead for 
Cloves to the Garbler, for only his putting his Seal upon 
the fame, without any Infpection ; and, notwithftanding, 
the Goods are liable to be feized by any Informer, by 
virtue of that Law, becaufe not actually garbled. 

That he has been a Trader for 15 Years laft paft, and 
never knew any fuch Thing as wild Mace imported from 
Holland : That the Hollanders, are fo fenfible of the Ad- 
vantage of fending their Spices well cleaned, and in good 
Condition, to England, by the Advantage of Price, that 
there are none fent otherwife: And feveral Specimens 
of Mace, Gloves, and Nutmegs, were preduced to the 
Committee. 

That, upon the Salters Petition. 

Mr. Ludlam faid, that the Garbler demands a Duty 
for garbling of Argol, and Sal Armoniac, tho’ the 
fame were never garbled in the Memory of Man ; and 
that he receives 12d. per C. for garbling Ginger for 
Exportation ; and, when it is garbled, it is not 24. per 
C. the better: And produced a Table of Rates, which 
the Garbler demands for garbleable Goods, which were 
fettled by the City in the Year 1599: And yet he now 
demands a Duty for Goods under the Notion of garble- 
able, that were not then known in England, under Pre- 
tence of Orders, made by the Lord Mayor Feffryes, un- 
der whom he purchafed his Place. 

That Scammony, Sarfaparilla, Caffia fiftula, are not 
jn their Natures garbleable ; and yet the Traders are

forced to pay Duty for the fame, to prevent a Seizure 
of their Goods, and themfelves from Profecutions, 
which have been brought by the Garbler for Goods not 
enumerated in the Act; for that the faid Garbler did 
formerly bring an Information againft one Mr. Milling- 
ton in the Exchequer, for felling Cochineal ungarbled 
(tho’ the fame is not enumerated in the Aét) and com- 
pelled him to compound for the fame: Which the 
Garbler owned to be true. 

Mr. Stewart, the Garbler, faid, that the aforefaid 
Rates were fettled by Aé of Common Council in Queen 
Eliz. Time, and by a Table of Rates in 1604, and 
Orders of the Court of Aldermen of the City of London 
thereupon. 

Mr. Gough faid, that tho’ they buy their Pepper 
ready fifted, and cleaned, of the Eajt India Company, 
yet they are liable to be feized, if the Garbler does not 
come and look upon it, for which he demands, and re- 
ceives, 2 5. per Bag; and fometimes there may be Rice 
mixed among the Pepper ; yet he takes the Duty, tho’ 
he does nothing for it. 

To which Mr. Stewart, the Garbler, faid, that he is 
at the fame Trouble and Charge in the Maintenance of 
his Servants in the garbling of clean Goods, as well as 
foul ; and, tho’ Pepper may be clean, it is by Law liable 
to be infpected. 

Mr. Dicken/fon faid, that there is no Penalty in that 
A& upon the Garbler, if he does not do his Duty, 
whereby a Forfeiture may be incurred: That the pre- 
fent Garbler is a Merchant, as well as Garbler, and had 
a Property in a Parcel of Turmerick, which is a garble- 
able Commodity ; which, to his Knowlege, was fold 
ungarbled, as muft be believed, he being a Dire¢tor of 
that Company, that fold the fame: Yet he afterwards 
feized the {aid Turmerick, becaufe fold ungarbled,; and 
has it yet in his Poffeffion. 

Mr. Falconer faid, that the Hardfhips upon Trade are 
fuch, that, if Goods go through four or five Hands, all 
the Buyers and Sellers are liable to the Profecutions of 
any Informers whatfoever. 

Mr. Harris faid, that the garbling of Indico, is pre- 
judicial to it, and needlefs ; tor in garbling two Hun- 
dred Weight, what is taken from it 1s not 2d. Da- 
mage to the Buyer, were it to remain in it; and that 
the garbling of Ginger will ina {mall time prove a Pro- 
hibition to the Commodity, by enhancing the Price 
thereof ; and that the Garbler, inftead of garbling fome 
Cloves, that came from India, only fet his Seal to the 
Cafk, whereby the Goods were liable to be forfeited ; 
and that laft Michaelmas Term he had an Information, 
for felling thofe Goods ungarbled, in the Name of one 
Candie: And produced a Copy thereof to the Com- 
mittee; and faid; he cannot find out the Informer, nor 
learn, who he is. 

Mr. Stewart, the Garbler, being prefent, and defiring 
to be heard in Anfwer to the Petitioners Allegations, 
faid, that, by the Experience of 20 Years, he knows the 
Office for garbling to be of publick Ufe and Benefit, 
for the preventing and deteéting of Frauds in the Sale _ 
of garbleable Goods, and to be a great Check upon un- 
fair Traders. 

He owned the Information brought againft Mr. Mil- 
lington, about 17 Years ago, for not garbling Cochineal’; 
but compounded the fame, by Licence from the Exche- 
quer, for his Fees and Charges. 

That Cochineal is ditected to be garbled by Order of 
the Court of Aldermen in 1618, and always comes over 
very foul, and frequently mix’d. 

That the feveral Commodities mentioned in the Table 
of Rates, not enumerated in the Aét, are in their Na- 
ture garbleable, and ufed to be garbled, and fo direéted 
to be by Act of Common Council, and Order of Court 
of, Aldermen; yet are not infifted on, but when the 
Traders defire it. 

That he garbles all the Zaft India Company’s Indico, 
and hath garbled feveral Quantities of Coffee, Jefuits 
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Bark, and other Goods, not enumerated in the Act, up- 
on the Proprietors Application to the Office. 

That he has been always tender of giving Trouble to 
Traders ; hath had but two Profecutions thefe twelve 
Years, one of them the laft Term againft Mr. Dicken/on, 
for felling a Parcel of Turmerick ungarbled, both he, 
and the Buyer, refufing to let the fame be garbled, and 
bidding Defiance to the Law. 

That he difowns being concerned in any of the Profe- 
cutions now complained of, and believes it to be a Con- 
trivance of fome of the Complainants, being all com- 
menced fince the laft Term. 

That the five Bales of Sand and Duft, which, Mr. 
Lenoy faid, was garbled out of 22 Bales of Fennel Seeds, 
thews the Neceffity of this Office ; but cannot believe, 
the garbling thereof leffened its Value ; for if he had 
fold them cheaper afterwards, that can be only by Fall of 
the Market. 

That he has never taken any higher Fees, than were 
allowed, and taken by his Predeceffors, eftablifh’d by 
Aé& of Common Council, and confirmed by the faid At 
for garbling ; nor did he, or any of his Servants, to his 
Knowlege, ever take his Fees for, or put his Seal to, 
any Goods, without garbling or infpecting them. 

That he admits, that Cloves, Cinnamon, Nutmegs, 
and Mace, come now from Holland generally clean, fo 
that a bare Infpection is only neceffary, unlefs fometimes 
when they are damaged. 

And he conceives, the Reafon, why they come over 
fo clean, is, that the Dutch know they will be infpected 
here ; and, if this Office be taken away, they will then 
have Opportunity to impofe Duft, and Sand, and other 
Mixtures, with thofe Spices, upon us. 

That he has known feveral Parcels of wild Mace, of 
no Value, imported into England. 

That feveral Parcels of Cloves, Nutmegs, and Mace, 
have been lately imported from the Eaf# Indies in their 
Soil, which have been garbled by him ; and hopes, the 
Englifo Company may in time regain that Spice Trade. 

That the Duties on Spices are the principal Articles, 
by which he raifes his Rent of 300/. per Annum; and 
that he is at the fame Charge in keeping Servants, to at- 
tend to infpect and feal the Spices, when clean, as to 
earble them, when foul. 

That he produced to the Committee a Leafe to him, 
from the Grocers Company, of the garbling Duties all 
over England, except London, granted to that Company 
by King Henry the 6th; and that he paid 50/. asa Fine 
for that Leafe, and 20s. per Annum referved Rent, the 
Confideration, mentioned in the faid Leafe, being only 
for a competent Sum of Money; and pays now no 
Rent, becaufe the Company won’t fupport the Leafe. 

And he alfo produced his Admiffion to his Office, and 

.eafe of the Duties from the City, for which he pays 
300 /. a yearly Rent; 

And alfo a Receipt, dated the 22th Fune, 1686, for 
9761. 10s. paid Sir Robert Feffries, then Lord Mayor, 
as a Fine for the Office of garbling. 

And that, upon Confideration of the whole Matter, 
the Committee came to the Refolutions following ; viz. 

Refelved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Petitioners have fully proved the Allegations 
contained in their feveral Petitions. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Statute, made in the firft Year of the Reign of 
King James the Firft, intituled, “* An Ac&t for the well 
“* garbling of Spices,” is become prejudicial to Trade, 
vexatious to the Subject, and ought to be repealed. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That there have been divers Informations, by Colour of 
the faid A&t, lately profecuted in her Majefty’s Court of 
Exchequer by common Informers, and now depending 
there, by which the fair Traders within the City of Lon- 
don have been vexatioufly, and without juft Caufe, put 
to unneceffary Trouble and Charge, and ought to be re- 
lieved therein. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
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That the Office of Garbling be continued in the Power 
of the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Loz- 
don, but without any compulfive Powers or Penalties 
upon the Merchants, or Traders, but that they be at 
liberty to make ule, or not make ufe, thereof, as_they 
think fit. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houle. 

Ordered, That a Bill be brought in, upon the faid 
Refolutions ; and that Mr. Ward, Mr. Attorney Gene- 
ral, Sir Wm. Withers, Sir Robert Davers, Mr. Conyers, 
Sir Gilbert Heathcot, and Sir Owen Buckingham, do pre- 
pare, and bring in, the Bull. 


Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill for 
the more eafy polling the Freeholders at Election o 
Knights of the Shire for the County cf Suffex ; and that 
Sir Geo. Parker, Mr. Trevor, Mr. Compton, Mr. Peibam, 
and Mr. Conyers, do prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 


Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill for 
the more eafy polling the Freeholders at Ele&tions of 
Knights of the Shire for the County of York; and that 
the Lord Wm. Powlet, Sir Wm. Huftler, Mr. Gale, and 
Mr. Peyton, do prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 


The Orders of the Day being read ; 

Refolved, That this Houfe will, upon this Day Seven- 
night, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
to confider further of the Bill for the better preventing 
Bribery and Corruption, and other undue Praétices, in 
electing Members to ferve in Parliament; and nothing 
to intervene. 


Refolved, That this Houfe will, upon Tharfday Seven- 
night, take into further Confideration the State of the 
War with Spain. 


Ordered, That the Petition of Fcbn Corfo, a Gencefe 
Merchant, be taken into Confideration upon Saturday 
Morning next. 


The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, upon the Bill for the better recruiting her 
Majefty’s Land Forces, and the Marines. 

Mr. Speaker left the Chair. 

Mr. Speaker refumed the Chair. 

The Houfe being informed, that there was a Diffe- 
rence, who fhould take the Chair of the Committee ; 

Ordered, That Mr. Topbam do take the Chair of the 
Committee. 

Then the Houfe refolved itfelf into the faid Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Speaker left the Chair. 

Mr. Topham took the Chair of the Committee. 

Mr. Speaker refumed the Chair. 

Mr. Topham reported from the faid Committee, that 
they had gone through the Bill, and made feveral Amend- 
ments thereunto, which they had directed him to report, 
when the Houfe will pleafe to receive the fame. 

Ordered, That the Report be received upon Thurfday 
Morning next.

Petition of the Clothiers, Shalloon-makers, and 
many other Perfons, at Andover, in the County 
of Southampton, and Places adjacent, trading and con- 
cerned in the Woollen Manufacture, was prefented to the 
Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that great Quantities of 
coarfe Worfted and Jrifb Yarn are daily imported, and 
the Stuffs made thereof are very flight, and ill wrought ; 
whereby the Price of Englifob Wool, and the Value of 
Goods, made of Englifh Worfted and Yarn, are very 
much leffened, and will in a fhort time be almoft loft to 
this Nation, if the Importation of Jrifo Worfted and 
Yarn be not prevented for the future: And praying the 
Confideration of the Houfe therein. 

Ordered, That the faid Petition do lie upon the Table, 
until the Report be made from the Committee, to whom 
the Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council, and alfo of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other 
Traders in the Woollen Manufactures, within the City 
of Exon, and Parts adjacent, and other Petitions, relat- 
ing to the Importation of Jrifo Yarn, were referred. 


A Bill for the Importation of Cochineal, was read a 
Second time. 

Refolved, That the Bill be committed to Sir Richard 
Onflow, Sir Fra. Mafoam, Sit Ifaac Rebow, Sir Cha. 
Turner, Sx Wm. Hodges, Sir Rufbout Cullen, Mr. Pol- 
lexfen, Mr. Vernon, Mr. Lowther, Mr. Ireton, Mr. 
Dowdefwell, Mr. Conyers, Lord Coningfoy, Sir Robert 
Eden, Mr. Ward, Mr. Heyfham, Sir Win. Drake, Sir 
Hen. Gough, Mr. Dyct, Mr. Mayne, Mr Reynell, Mr.

Committee thereupon, which they had directed him to 
report to the Houfe; and which he read in his Place, 
and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where 
the fame were read, and are as follow ; viz. 

That the Committee having examined into the Alle- 
gations of the faid Petition, 

It appeared by a Report of Samuel Atkinfon, Efquire, 
to the Navy Board, dated the 7th of February, 1703, 
that the Bank, called the middle Bank, and the Shoal 
on Gofport Side of Port/mouth Harbour, was very much 
increaled ; and that it would be of great Advantage to 
the Harbour, if Vefiels and Men were employed to re- 
move the faid Shoals. 

That the Petitioner preduced another Report of Hei- 
ry Greenbill, Efquire, to the Navy Board, who was or- 
dered to furvey the faid Harbour ; who reported to the 
fame Purpofe ; and further reported, that the taking up 
of Ballaft from Blockhoufe Point, the Ground is loft on 
that Point about 20 Yards, which hath very much da- 
maged that Harbour, by ftirring the Soil, a great Part of 
which hath lodged in the Bay, between Go/port and the 
Point. 

Upon which faid Reports, the Commiffioners of the 
Navy ordered a Publication, for contracting with any 
Perfon to ferve her Majefty’s Ships with Ballaft. 

Accordingly the 6th of July, 1703, the Petitioner 
contracted with the faid Commiffioners to ferve the Na- 
vy with Ballaft; viz. to tranfport and carry off to Spit- 
head, or St. Hellens, if Occafion fhall require, on board 
any of her Majefty’s Ships and Vefiels, all fuch Ballet, 
as fhall be required, finding Hoys, ®ullui, and Men; 
to tranfport at the Rate of 12d. per Ton; and to tranf- 
port and carry Ballaft on board, and receive the fame 
from, any of her Majefty’s Ships in Harbour, finding 
Hoys, Men, and Ballaft, at his own Charge, at Nine 
Pence ger Ton; as by the faid Contract (which was. pro- 
duced to the Committee) appears. 

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, that the Pe- 
titioner, purfuant to the faid Contraét, hath ferved the 
Navy with Ballaft ever fince the 6th of Sept. 1703, 
from off his own Ground. 

That it appeared alfo to the faid Committee, by a 
Contract, made the 21th of December, 1698, by Ri- 
chard Arden, of London, Lighterman, who agreed with 
the Commiffioners of the Navy for taking up of Ballatt 
at Chatham, at the Rate of 13 d. per Ton, whichis 4 d. 
per Ton more, than the Petitioner propofes to have at 
Port{mouth. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions ; v7z. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Petitioner hath fully proved the Allegations of 
his Petition. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That it will very much conduce to the publick Service, 
if a Method was fettled, for the better and more fpeedy 
ballafting her Majefty’s Men of War, and other Ships, 
as alfo for removing and preventing the Shoals within the 
Harbour of Port/mouth. 

Refolved, ‘That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Houfe be moved, for Leave to bring in a Bill - 
for that Purpofe. 

The two firft of the faid Refolutions, being feverally 
read a Second time, were, upon the Queftion feverally 
put thereupon, agreed unto by the Houte. 

Ordered, ‘That Leave be given to bring in a Bill, ac- 
cording to the faid Refolutions ; and that Mr. Fulbam 
and Mr. Fervois do prepare, and bring in, the Bill.

Mr. Scodel] (according to Order) prefented to the 
Houfe, a Bill to enable her Majefty to make Leafes and 
Copies of Offices, Lands, and Hereditaments, Parcel 


of her Duchy of Cornwall, or annexed to the fame ; and 
the fame was received. 


A Petition of Fobn Hacket, Efquire, an Infant, by 
Pierce Wailfh, Gentleman, his Guardian (prefented to 
the Houfe the fixth Inftant) was read; fetting forth, 
that in April, 1685, the Petitioner’s Father, Sir Tho. 
Hacket, late of Dublin, deceafed, being a clear Man 
from Debts, did, in purfuance of Articles made before 
Marriage, make a Settlement of his whole Eftate, where- 
by a Jointure was fecured for the Petitioner’s Mother, 
Provifion for younger Children, and Maintenance for 
the eldeft Son, and alfo for Payment of fuch Debts, as 
he fhould owe at his Death, by Judgment, or other Spe- 
cialties, and was only Tenant for Life, with Remainders 
over in Tail Male: That afterwards the faid Sir Tho. 
became indebted to feveral Perfons, and in 1674, upon 
Application of his Creditors, and with his own Confent, 
an Aét of Parliament paffed in Jreland, for vefting his 
Eftate in certain Truftees, to be fold, for Payment of 
his Debts ; but the Saving in the faid Act was fufficient 
to preferve the Petitioner’s Title: That the Petitioner’s 
Father died in 1706, leaving Iffue the Petitioner, his 
only Son, and five Daughters, all unprovided for ; after 
whofe Death the faid Settlement was found amongft his 
Papers; and feveral of the moft eminent Lawyers in 
England are of Opinion, that the Petitioner’s Right was 
preferved by the faid faving Claufe, and that the Tru- 
{tees Power by the faid Act determined upon the Death 
of the Petitioner’s Father: That in the laft Seffion of 
Parliament in Jre/and the Creditors applied for a Second 
Aét (as they pretended) to explain the former, and pre- 
vailed fo far, as to obtain an Aét, to fet afide the faid 
Marriage Articles, and Settlement, without the leaft 
Pretence of Fraud, or any Regard to the Petitioner’s 
Title, or giving him any Opportunity of trying his 
Right, either in Law or Equity ; fo that he is utterly 
remedilefs, unlefs relieved by the Houfe, who are the 
great Prefervers of the People’s Property: And praying,

A Petition of the Clothiers, Stuff-makers, Weavers, 
Dyers, Salters, and others, concerned in the Woollen 
Manufacture, in the City of Briftol, was prefented to 
the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that they under- 
ftand, the Prohibition of the Importation of Iris Yarn 
is attempted, which, if effected, will ruin the Petition- 
ers for want of Work, becaufe Hands cannot be found 
here, to fpin the Jri/o Wool, if brought over unwrought, 
and confequently they cannot have Yarn to carry on their 
Trades; nor can it be any Advantage to the Nation, 
becaufe, without it, we cannot make fo great a Quan- 
tity of the Woollen Manufactures, as foreign Parts re- 
quire ; and if they fhould be made without it, they will be 
at fo dear Rates, that Foreigners will underfell us abroad : 
And praying the Confideration of the Houfe therein, fo 
as not to fuffer the Petitioners to be undone, and made 
miferable. 

Ordered, That the Petition do lie upon the Table, 
until the Report be made from the Committee, to whom 
the Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council, and alfo of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other 
Traders in the Woollen Manufactures, within the City 
of Exon, and Parts adjacent, and other Petitions, relat- 
ing to the Importation of Jrif@ Yarn, were referred.

Mr. Compton reported from the Committee of Privi- 
leges and Elections, the Matter, as it appeared to them, 
touching the Election for the Borough of /Vhitchurch, 
in the County of Southampton, and the Refolutions of 
the Committee thereupon, which they had directed him 
to report to the Houfe: And he read the fame in his 
Place, and afterwards delivered the Report, and Refolu- 
tions, in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame were read, 
and are as follow; viz. , 

Upon the Petition of Charles Withers, Efquire, cbm- 
plaining of an undue Election and Return of Fre- 
derick Tilney, Efquire, to ferve in Parliament for 
the Borough of Whitchurch, in the County of South- 
ampton : 

That the Right of Election was agreed to be in the 

Freeholders of the Borough. 

That, upon the Poll, there were, 

For the Petitioner 32, without the Mayor : 

For the fitting Member 32, with the Mayor. 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, that the Mayor 
ought not to vote, unlefs the Numbers were equal. 

That they alfo infifted, that the Mayor had refufed 
two Perfons, who had a Right to vote, and offered their 
Votes for the Petitioner; and allowed fix Perfons, viz. 
Fol. Wood, Fra. Collins, Tho. Hack, Rich. Talmage, Ro- 
bert Bunny, junior, Richard Bunny, to vote for the fit- 
ting Member, who had no Right to vote. 

As to the Perfons refufed, 

Mr. Ri. Feltham, Mr. Nich. Brackflon, faid, that 
Clement Taylor, and Tho. Taylor, his Son, were both 
Freeholders in Poffeffion, and called out of the Mayor’s 
Lift: That the Father had voted conftantly for 30 Years ; 
and that the Son hath had his Freehold eight or nine 
Years: And both offered their Votes for the Petitioner, 
and were refufed. 

That, as to the fix Perfons, who were admitted to 
vote for the fitting Member, the Petitioner’s Counfel 
infifted, that they were fplit Votes, contrary to the Act, 
made in that Cafe ; and called feveral Witneffes; viz. 

Nich. Brackfton, Fames Ofman; the-Purport of whofe 
Evidence was, ‘Yofeph Wood and Francis Collins had each 
of them an Acre in Burgage Field, which 9 or 10 Years 
fince were the Freehold of Nich. Brack/ton, and by him 
fold to one Painter, which by mefne Conveyances af- 
terward came to the faid Wood and Collins; and that 
thefe Lands lay a Quarter of a Mile from Mr. Brack- 
Jton’s Houfe: 

That Thomas Hack was feifed of an Acre a little be- 
fore the Election, Part of a Tenement, formerly belong- 
ine to Edward Peitce, and purchafed of one Cox, which 
Cox was refufed to vote : 

That Richard Talmage pretended to a Vote on Ac- 
count of a Freehold, he purchafed from Clement Taylor, 
which, they did believe, did not belong to him, becauie 

‘Taylor received the Rent: 

* That, as tothe two Bunnys, they faid, that Robert 
Bunny, fenior, their Father, had three Acres in Burgage 
Field ; and that Robert Bunny and Rickard Bunny, his 
Sons, voted on Account of one Acre, which each pre- 
tended they had by Gift from their Father; but the Fa- 
ther received the Rent, and in 1705 had let a Leafe of 
the fame, together with other Lands, to one Peter 
Pointer, for the Term of feyen Years. 

And Geo. Painton, one of the Affeffors for the Parith, 
faid, that none of thofe Six, in refpeé of their faid 
Eftates, were affeffed to the Church, Poor, or Queen’s 
Tax. 

That, as to the Carriage of the Mayor, they called 

William Billett; who faid, that, about ten Days be- 
fore the EleCtion, the Mayor and he was in Company at 
the White Hart Inn in Whitchurch, and the Mayor de- 
clared, that, if the Votes came to be near, he would ad- 
journ the Poll, or at leaft he could pretend to ftep cut 
of the Court about Bufinefs: And faid, he would re- 
turn him, that came moft here, pointing with one Hand 

to 
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to the other, as if he told Money. He acknowleged, 
that he himfelf voted for the Petitioner, and had but an 
Acre and an Half; and faid, that the Cuftom had been, 
for fix or feven Years laft paft, that, if a Perfon had an 
Acre of Freehold, he was admitted to vote ; and that 
the Lands in Burgage Field give a Right to Common; 
and that the Tenements in the Borough have no Right 
toComm n. 

That the fitting Member’s Counfel infifted, that the 
Mayor had a cafting Voice in this Cafe: That the two 
Taylors, refufed by the Mayor, had no Right to vote; 
and that the fix Perfons, excepted to by the Petitioner’s 
Counfel, had a Right to vote: That they fhould dif- 
qualify four, that voted for the Petitioner; and add one 
to their own Poll. 

And as to Clement Taylor, and his Son, Tho. Taylor ; 

Mr. Fohn Foyle gave an Account, that Mr. Clement 
Taylor, and his Son, about the Year 1702 had failed in 
the World ; and that the Tenements, the faid Taylors 
pretended to vote for, were made over to Mr. Richard 
Bradburn, in Confideration of his paying the faid Tay- 
lors Debts (and they produced a Deed to that Pur- 
pofe, dated the 27th Fan. 1702) and that Bradburn 
mortgaged the two Tenements to one Perry, for 100/. 
Which was admitted by the Petitioner’s Counfel. 

That, as to the fix Perfons, excepted to by the Peti- 
tioner’s Counfel, the fitting Member’s Counfel infifted, 
that one Acre of Burgage Land was fufficient to entitle 
a Perfon to a Vote: And for that they read a Report, 
made in the firft Year of her prefent Majefty’s Reign, 
upon an Election, contefted between Mr. Parke, the 
then Petitioner, and Mr. Woollajton and Mr. Shrimpton, 
then fitting Members ; in which the Counfel on both 
Sides agreed, that the Right of Eleétion was in thofe, 
that had a Burgage Houfe, or one Acre of Burgage 
Tvand, for Life, either in their own Right, or in the 
Right of their Wives. 

Mr. Foyle faid, Mr. Wood had voted before in the 
Election of Mr. Parke, but was then excepted to, be- 
caufe he had but Half an Acre ; and that now he had a 
whole Acre. 

That they alfo produced the Conveyance to Fra. Col- 
lins, dated 20th April, 1706, for one Acre of Land 
in Burgage Field ; which Conveyance was made by the 
Truftees, appointed by A& of Parliament, for Sale of 
Mr. Dean’s Eftate. 

That, as to Richard Talmage, the fitting Member’s 
Counfel infifted, that he being in Poffeffion, and the Pe- 
titioner’s Evidence not proving, that any other Perfon 
had a Right to it, he ought to be look’d upon as a good 
Vote. 

That, as to the two Bunnys, they examined Robert 
Bunny, their Father ; who faid, that he had actually 
conveyed to each of his Sons an Acre; and that they 
were in Poffeffion: However, he owned, he let the 
Land, and received the Rent; but he faid, he paid it 
over to his Sons; and that Mr. Andrew Withers defired 
his Sons Votes for the Petitioner. 

That, as to Tho. Hack, the fitting Member’s Counfel 
offered a Conveyance from Cox, which the Petitioner’s 
Counfel admitted ; but alleged, that Cox had been re- 
fufed to vote at former Eledtions. 

That in the next Place, the fitting Member’s Counfel 
offered Evidence as to one, to be added to their Poll, 
viz. William Painter. 

Atnd they produced a Conveyance made to him, dated 
the 20th of March, 1704, from Wm. Painter, his Fa- 
ther. 

And Mr. Foyle faid, he offered to vote for the fit- 
ting Member, and was refufed, as a new Vote, as he 
thought, his Tenement adjoining to his Father’s, who 
voted: But Wm. Painter, the Father, faid, his Son’s 
was a diftinét Tenement, and has been fo thefe 40 Years; 
and that he had paid him Rent for it. 

That, as to the Four of the Petitioner’s Votes, they 
excepted to, 
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Fobhn Carter faid, that, as to Fchn Whitebead, he be- 
lieved, he had no Vote; for that the Houfe was his 
Mother’s ; and that he, the faid Carter, had received the 
Rent for the faid Whitebead’s Mother, to Michaelmas 
laft, and had a Receipt for it ; but Whitebead took up 
that Receipt in Fanuary laft, and gave another in his own 
Name for the faid Rent: but he admitted, the faid Wdite- 
bead had voted at a former Eleétion ; and that he had 
carried Mr. Woollafton to him, to defire his Vote. 

Nath. Martin faid, Whitebead came into Poffeffion 
the 27th of Fanuary laft. 

Bunny, fenior, faid, he fold a Piece of Land to The. 
Mafon’s Father, 30 Years ago, on which he ereéted a 
Tenement: That he did not look upon it to be within 
the Borough, and had been told by ancient Men, it was 
not; and that, whilft he had it, he paid no Mayor’s 
Rent for it. nares 

Wm. Painter {aid, he did not believe, Tho. Ma/fon’s 
Tenement to be within the Borough: However, he 
owned, it now paid 1 d. Mayor’s Rent ; and that he had 
voted at former Elections, but was objected to. 

That Wm. Fames voted for a fplit Tenement, viz. 
_ Houfe, lately ere€ted in the Yard of the Exchequer 

nn. 

That Geo. Painton, junior, did the like, viz, for a 
Tenement, ereéted in his Father’s Yard. 

That, by way of Reply, the Petitioner’s Counfel in- 
fifted, that as to the Conveyance; made by the Taylors 
to Mr. Bradburn, it being for Payment of Debts, it was 
only a Truft, 

That they alfo produced a Writing, executed by the 
faid Mr. Bradburn, dated the 9th May, 1705, being a 
general Difcharge from the faid Mr. Bradburne to both 
the Taylors. 

And Mr. Bradburne faid, that the Deed produced, 
made by the Taylors to him, was only a Security for 
Payment of their Debts; and that he took himfelf to 
be accountable, if there was any Overplus. 

Nich. Brackflone faid; that young Painter’s, and his 
Father’s, were reckoned but one Tenement ; and that he 
has known Majon’s Tenement 30 Years; and that the 
Owners always voted, and paid Mayor’s Rent. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, tlie Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions ; viz.

A Petition of the Gun-makers, and Gun-lock-mak- 
ers, in and about the Town of Birmingham, in the 
County of Warwick, on behalf of themfelves, and ma- 
ny Hundreds of Workmen of the faid Trades in and 
about the faid Town, and Towns adjacent, was prefent- 
ed to the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that upon 
falfe Suggeftions a Charter was granted by King Charles 
the 2d, in the 13th Year of his Reign, to fuch Perfons, 
as did then, or fhould, ufe the Art of Gun-making 
within the City of London, and Liberties thereof, and 
four Miles Compafs, and all fuch others, as fhould be 
admitted, purfuant to the Charter: That the faid Com- 
pany of Gun-makers have as much impofed upon their 
Fellow-fubjects in the Exercife of their Charter, as they 
did upon the Government, when they obtained it, pre- 


tending, they made better Guns, and enough to fupply. 


all Exigences of the Government; yet, during the laft 
and this prefent War, the Petitioners have made great 
Quantities yearly, wherewith the Government and Mer- 
chants have been fupplied ; but the Gun-fmiths of Len- 
don (by reafon all Fire-arms muft be proved by their 
Proof-mafter) put fuch Hardfhips upon the Petitioners, 
and fo beat down their Prices, and totally obftruét their 
Trade to the Plantations, that they (befides their De- 
pendents) being about 400, muft remove into fome other 
Nation, unlefs relieved therein: And praying, that 
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Leave may be given to bring in a Bill, or Claufe ina Bill, 
to relieve the Petitioners from the Difcouragements and 
Hardfhips they labour under. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petiti- 
on be referred to a Committee ; and that they do examine 
the Matter thereof, and report the fame, with their Opi- 
nion therein, to the Houfe.

The Lord Coningfoy acquainted the Houfe, that her 
Majefty had been pleafed to fend by him her Anfwer to 
their Addrefs, of the third Inftant, That her Majefty 
would be pleafed to order an Account to be laid before 
this Houfe, how it came to pafs, that there were rio 
more Englifo Forces in Spain and Portugal at the Time 
of the Battle of Almanza; and that her Majefty would 
be pleafed to ufe her utmoft Endeavours, that the War 
in Spain might be vigoroufly and effectually profecuted. 

And he delivered the fame to Mr. Speaker, who read 
the fame to the Houfe ; which is as followeth; viz. 

ANNE, R. 
H ER Majefty, having confidered the Addrefs of 
the Houfe of Commons, prefented to her the fifth 
Inftant, hath directed the following Anfwer to be re- 
turned : 

In relation to that Part, which concerns the Profecu- 
tion of the War in Spain, her Majefty is pleafed to ac- 
quaint the Houfe, that, as the reftoring the Spanifp Mo- 
narchy to the Houfe of Avfria, and thereby the Balance 
of Power in Europe, was the principal Inducement of the 
prefent War, fo her Majefty is fenfible, that on the 
Succefs thereof, not only the Trade and Tranquillity, 
but even the Security, of Great Britain (fubjeé&t to the 
divine Providence) do in a great Meafure depend ; and 
therefore her Majefty can never be wanting to continue 
her utmoft Endeavours (as her Commons have defired) 
to profecute with Vigour and Effect a War of fuch a 
Nature and Confequence, or to excite her Allies; upon 
all Occafions, to concur with her Majefty’s Endeavours 
in that behalf, 

And as to the Account, how it came to pafs, that 
there were no more Englifh Forces in Spain and Portugal 
at the Time of the Battle of Almanza, her Majefty can- 
not but be very much concerned to find, that Matter 
has not been fully ftated to the Houfe ; and, to the end 
the fame may be fet in the-cleareft Light, for the Satif- 
faction of herfelf, and her Subjects, hath caufed an En- 
quiry to be made of the Regiments, that were intended 
to compofe the Number of Twenty-nine thoufand Three 
hundred and Ninety-five Men, mentioned in the Addrefs 
(in which Number are included Officers, and their Ser- 
vants, making a full fourth: Part of the Whole, accord- 
ing to the Eftabhfhment, and Allowance always made 
on the Mufters) and how many ef them were in Spain, 


or 
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or Portugal, in January, 1703, when the Refolutions 
were taken to make Provifion for their Pay, and what 
Regiments have been fent thither fince that Time; where- 
by it may appear, what Numbers of Men could rea- 
fonably be expected to be in Spain, or Portugal, on the 
14th Day of April, 1707 (when the faid Battle hap- 
pened) and what Diligence hath been ufed towards 
making up the faid whole Number, for which Provifion 
was made by Parliament. Upon which Enquiry it 
appears. 

That the faid Body of 29,395 Englifb Forces were in- 
tended to confift of One Regiment of Horfe, Five Regi- 
ments of Dragoons, and One-and-thirty of Foot, in all, 
Thirty-feven Regiments. 

That the faid Thirty-feven Regiments were to be made 
up of One Regiment of Horfe, Four Regiments of Dra- 
goons, and Nineteen Regiments of Foot, which had 
ferved in Portugal and Spain under the refpective Com- 
mands of the Earls of Peterborow and Galway, and would, 
if compleat, have amounted to 18,852 Men; and of 
One Regiment of Dragoons, and Ten Regiments of 
Foot, which had been fent the Year before to Portugal, 
under the Command of Earl Rivers, and, if they had 
arrived compleat in Spain, would have amounted to 
8,833 Men; and of two Regiments, making together 
1710 Men, which were defigned to be new-raifed in 
England: So that, in cafe all thefe Thirty-feven Regi- 
ments could have been completed, they would have made 
up the faid whole Number of 29,395 Englifh Forces, in- 
cluding Officers, and their Servants. 

Her Majefty is further informed by the Lord Tyraw- 
Jey, who was Lieutenant General, and Colonel Wade, who 
was Adjutant General, that as to the faid Regiments, 
which had ferved in Spain under the Earl of Peterborow, 
and thofe which had ferved in Portugal and Spain under 
the Earl of Galway, the Officers, and their Servants, 
with the private Soldiers, which remained in thofe Regi- 
ments at the Time of the faid Provifion made by Parlia- 
ment, did amount in the whole to Twelve thoufand and 
Seventeen, befides 1,790 Prifoners, which belonged to 
thofe Regiments, in all 13,807 Men, or thereabouts, 
and no more, altho’ in the Years 1704, 1705, and 
1706, feveral Recruits, amounting to 3,490 Men, had 
been fent into Spain and Portugal, by Draughts made out 
of the ftanding Regiments ot England and Ireland, as a 
particular Favour to the Service in Spain, and never 
practifed in any other Cafe, but once to the Weft Indies. 

That as to the faid Regiment of Dragoons, and Ten 
Regiments of Foot, which were fent in the Year 1706 
under Earl Rivers into Pertugal, and confequently were 
near at hand to be tranfported to Spain, for immediate 
Service, the faid Earl Rivers received her Majefty’s 
Commands fo timely, that he arrived with them in the 
Kingdom of Valentia about the latter End of January, 
170%; and altho’ thefe Regiments, when they failed from 
Torbay for Portugal, were, by Draughts, completed to 
the Number of 8,297 Men (including Officers, and Ser- 
vants) and, if that Number had arrived in Spain, would 
have made up about 22,104 Englifh Troops ; yet, foon 
after the Arrival of the faid Forces with Earl Rivers in 
Valencia, they were found to be reduced by Death, or 
otherwife, to about 4,500 Men, including Officers, and 
their Servants ; and therefore ’twas thought convenient, 
at the Beginning of the Year 1707, to take the com- 
mon Soldiers, which remained in Six Regiments of 
Foor, then in Valentia and Catalonia, and diftribute 
them towards filling up feveral of the reft of the Re- 
giments then there, and to fend the Officers of the faid 
Six Regiments, with the Officers of the Earl of Barry- 
more’s late Regiment of Foot (which had the Year be- 
fore been converted into one of Dragoons by the Earl 
of Peterborow) into England, to raile their Regiments 
intirely of new Men; which Officers arrived in England 
about May, and Yune,.1707, and foon after had their 
Recru'ting Orders, and have ever fince been employed 
in that Service, except thofe of the Regiment of Larry- 
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more, which is fome time fince embark’d for Portugal : 
So that it was impoffible, that the new-raifed Soldiers of 
thofe Seven Regiments could be in Spain or Portugal at 
the Time of the faid Battle. 

That, upon duly weighing the Premifes, it doth not 
appear to her Majefty, how there could reafonably be 
expected of Englifh Forces in Spain or Portugal at the 
Time of the Battle of /manza (which happened fo 
foon after the Provifion made by Parliament) any more 
effective Men, than could be fupplied by the faid 13,807 
Men, including Officers, Servants, and Prifoners, before 
commanded by the Earls of Peterborow and Gallway re- 
fpectively, and by the faid Number of about 4,500 (in- 
cluding Officers, and Servants) which remained of the 
Forces, that went under Earl Rivers, as aforefaid 

That as to the Two new Regiments, which were in- 
tended to be raifed, and to make 1,710 Men, Part of the 
faid 29,395 Englifb Forces, it was found to be for the 
Advantage of the Publick, in refpect of the apparent 
Difficulties of raifing them in concurrence with the Men 
of the faid Seven Regiments, to apply the Money, given 
for the faid Two Regiments, to other Ufes of the War, 
according to the Liberty, given by Authority of Parlia- 
ment in that behalf. 

That, when the making of Recruits grew extremely 
difficult, if not impraéticable, and the making Draughts 
from ftanding Regiments had been found ruinous to the 
Service, her Majefty caufed four Regiments, which were 
on the Jrifh Eftablifhment, to be completed, and the 
Levy-money for completing the fame, and the growing 
Charge of their Pay, to be placed on the Savings of the 
Non-effectives of the Spani/h Eftablifhment ; which four 
Regiments, as a Reinforcement, embark’d in April, 1707, 
and arrived in Portugal in Fune following, and ought to 
be reckoned as fo many Recruits, towards making up the 
faid Number of 29,395 Engli/h Forces. 

That, fince the Arrival of the faid Four Regiments in 
Portugal, Three other Regiments have been prepared, 
to wit, that of Barrymore, upon the Spanifh Eftablifh- 
ment, that of Pa/fou, taken from the Eitablifhment of 
Guards in England, and that of Wynn, taken from the 
Eftablifhment of the Forces in Jreland, which have been 
embarked for fome time for Portugal, as another Rein- 
forcement for the Service of the faid War. 

That, as foon as her Majefty had the News of the Battle 
of Almanza, fhe applied herfelf immediately to obtain 
fuch foreign Troops, as were neareft at hand, to fupply 
that Lofs; and hath agreed for 7,000 Palatines, 3,000 
Germans, and 1,200 Italians ; the greateft Part of which 
have been embark’d ever fince November \aft tor Catalo- 
nia, and the reft are ready for Embarkation, as foon as 
there is an Opportunity: Befides which, her Majefty hath 
made Application to the Emperor for 6,000 Germans 
more, with an Offer to pay all, or fuch Pari of them, as 
his Imperial Majefty can fpare for that Service. 

And, upon the whole Matter, reflecting impartially 
upon the Situation of this neceffary War in Spain and 
Portugal, and upon the Difficulties, wherewith, for the 
Time paft, the Men have been fupplied from England 
and Ireland, and confidering the Loffes and Accidents, 
which have attended the Service in Parts fo remote, and 
the Provifion made for foreign Forces for the future, her 
Majefty affures herfelf, it will be very evident, that no 
Care has been wanting to fupport the War in Spain and 
Portugal in the moft effectual Manner. 


Refolved, That this Houfe will, upon Tze/day Morn- 
ing next, take her Majefty’s faid Anfwer into Confi- 
deration. 


Mr. Bertie acquainted the Houfe, that their Addrefies, 
of the 14th Inftant, having been prefented to her Ma- 
Jefty, That fhe would be pleafed to give Direétions, 
that a Lift of all Accounts, and Debts due to the Pub- 
lick in Scotland, which have not been accounted for to 
the Treafury there, and alfo a Copy of the late Tack of 
the Cuitoms in Scotland, with Copies of the Rocks of 
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the Collectors of the Ports there, and of the general 
_ Book of the faid Tackfmen, might be laid before this 
Houfe; her Majefty had been pleafed to give Directions, 
that the faid Copies fhould be laid before the Houfe as 
foon as poffible. 


Sir Humphry Mackworth (according to Order) re- 
ported from the Committee, to whom the Petition of 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, and alfo 
of the Merchants, Clothiers, and other Traders in the 
Woollen Manufactures, within the City of Exon, and 
Parts adjacent, and other Petitions, againft the Impor- 
tation of Jri/b Yarn, were referred, the Matter, as it ap- 
peared to them, which they had directed him to repert 
to the Houfe: And he read the fame in his Place, and 
afterwards delivered it in at the Clerk’s Table; where 
the fame was read, and is as followeth; viz. 

That it appeared to the Committee, upon the Examina- 
tion of feveral Witneffes, that great Quantities of Worfted 
Yarn, and alfo of Bay or Woollen Yarn, have lately been 
imported into Bri/tol, Minebead, and other Ports. 

That Jrifa Bay or Woollen Yarn may legally be im- 
ported, paying but a {mall Duty; but yet great Quan- 
tities of Worfted Yarn are imported under the Denomi- 
nation of Bay Yarn, paying the like Duty only, tho’ it 
is eafy to diftinguifh the one from the other. 

That Jrifh Worfted Yarn is fold cheaper 6d. per Pound, 
than our Englifh Worfted Yarn can be afforded, and of 
equal Goodnefs; by which means the Weavers make up 
their Worfted Stuffs, without employing the poor Com- 
bers, Spinners, and other Labourers in the Woollen Ma- 
nufactures, as ufually, who are thereby reduced to great 
Neceffities, for want of Work. 

That combed Wool, imported from Ireland, is fold 
cheaper than our £xglifh Wool, by a Peny in the 
Pound. 

That the Labour of Worfted Yarn is at leaft 4d. per 
Pound cheaper in Ireland, than England, for the middle 
Sort, which is moft ufed, and 6d. 8d. 10d. and more, 
for the finer Sorts, and Woollen Yarn 2d. per Pound. 

That it appeared to the Committee by an Account, 
taken out of the Cuftom-houfe Books at Brifol, that 
there had been imported there, between Michaelmas, 
1707, and the 24th of November following, 1,381 Packs 
of Woollen and Worfted Yarn, each Pack containing 
240 lb. Weight. 

That the Importation of Jrifo Worfted Yarn isa 
growing Evil, and yearly increafes, and, if not fpeedily 
remedied, will utterly impoverifh the Labourers in the 
Woollen Manufaétures in the Weftern Parts of Great 
Britain. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Report 
be referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe, who 
are to confider further of Ways and Means for raifing 
the Supply granted to her Majefty. 


Refolved, That this Houfe will, upon Wednefday 
Morning next, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, to ccnfider further of Ways and Means 
for raifing the Supply granted to her Majefty. 


And then the Houfe adjourned till To-morrow Morn- 
ing, Nine a Clock.

of Forces, her Majefty has not thought it advifeable to 
make too nice an Enquiry into the State of thofe Troops, 
efpecially fince fhe is very fenfible, how diligent the Ene- 
my is in making continual Application to break an Alli- 
ance, of fo great Importance to the common Caufe.

As alfo one Anthony Webb had three of his killed in 
drawing with double Shafts; which is perfectly impraéti- 
cable, it being impoffible to turn in many Places upon 
the Roads, or into moft of Inn Yards, without widen- 
ing their Gates : 

And that the Informers follow the Waggoners upon 
all the Roads, and have dogg’d his Waggon from Lon- 
don to Briffol, tho’ their Habitations are in or near 
London : 

And that about nine Months ago one William Pol- 
hampton, a common Informer, took away his Horfes 
out of his Team near Twyford, in Walfgrave Parifh, in 
Berkfbire, and the Beginning of Ofoder laft did the fame 
Thing at Hounflow, in Heffen Parifh, and the 23th of 
the fame Month he took another Horfe out of his Team, 
and demanded of him 67. for three Defaults againft the 
A&et, tho’ at thofe Seizures he had but five Horfes 
in his Waggon, and therefore, he faid, he feized, for 
that the Waggon was not drawn by double Shafts, or a 
Pole : 

That his Waggon being in Company with fix more 
upon the Road, the faid Polbampton obliged the Six to 
buy their Liberty of proceeding upon their Journey; and 
becaufe he, the faid Normen, would not fo do, Pol- 
hampton feized, and took away, one of the Horfes out 
of his Team. 

Mr. Math. Lancafter faid, that he, being defirous to 
avoid the vexatious Proceedings of the Informers, had a 
Pole fixed to his Waggon, according to the Direction 
of the Aét, and, before he had drawn two Miles, the 
Pole broke one of his Horfes Shoulders. 

That the faid Polebampton, {topping his Waggon at 
Enfeild, took away two of his Horfes, becaufe he had 
not double Shafts; whereby his Journey was ftopt, till 
his Waggoner gave the faid Polebampton a Note for the 
Payment of 12 /. and he afterwards arrefted the Waggo- 
ner, and his Mafter was forced to bail him. f 

Mr. Edward Edwards faid, that upon the 12th of Fune 
laft Mr. Polbampton took away one of his Horfes out of 
his Team, tho’ he had but feven Horfes, and thofe 
double to the Waggon. 

Mr. Fonath. Tavernier faid, that Polbampton about 
fix Months ago feized one of his Horfes at Highgate, 
for drawing his Waggon without a Pole, and detained 
the fame, till his Waggoner paid him 405. to have Li- 
berty to proceed upon his Journey : 

And that about fix Weeks ago he feized upon the 
Grantham and Peterborough Waggons, at Potter’s Bar, 
and took from each one Horfe, and lock’ them up in an 
Inn-keeper’s Stable there, till himfelf gave a Note tothe 
Inn- keeper to bear him harmlefs, to deliver his Horfe ; 
and the Owners of the Teams replevied their Horfes. 

Mr. Cook faid, that Polbampton and his Man, came 
down 4oty Miles into the Country, to watch in the bad 
Ways, when the Waggoners are forced to hire a Horfe 
or two, to help their Teams draw in fuch Places, and 
there furprifed his Team, and took out one of his Horfes, 
and made him pay 405. for the Cflence: And pro- 
duced Polbampton’s Receipt for the fame, which Po/- 
hampten owned to be his Hand-writing : And the faid

Polkampton meeting his Waggon foon after, tho’ he 
had but five Horfes therein, he took away one of them 
for an Offence, he faid, he had committed before, and 
alfo demanded of him 12 /. for fo many Forfeitures, as 
amounted to that Sum, for driving his Waggon with- 
outa Pole, or double Shafts. 

Mr. Addifon, the faid Cook’s Book-keeper, faid, that 
Mr. Polbampton came to him, and told him, that his 
Matter had made as many Forfeitures, as amounted to 
12 1. for driving without double Shafts ; yet, riotwith- 
ftanding, if he would pay him 5 /. he would acquit his 
Matter of the reft: And produced his Receipt, dated 
goth December, 1707, for 4 /. 

Mr. Richard Hurft faid, that Mr. Polbampton, with a 
Parifh Officer, feized his and two other Mens Teams at 
Enfeild, and took a Horfe out of each for what they cal- 
led former Offences ; and his two Neighbours bought 
off their Horfes, but his was fold, after he had been fe- 
creted from him for a Month, and kept only upon Hay, 
to Littlebale for 50s. and tho’ he offered 2 /. 5 s. for 
the iaid Horfe, it was refufed him : 

That foon after Polbampton took another Horfe, 
worth 10/. from his Waggon, and fold him to one 
Shaw for 3 /. ' s. od. and he was forced to pay 3 /. 10s. 
to have his Horfe again. 

Mr. Hogg faid, Mr Po/bampton has taken feveral of his 
Hories from him, under Pretence of former Forfeitures ; 
and he was forced to pay him 3 /. 6s. 8d. upon which 
Polbampton gave him a Note, dated 16th December, 
1707, not to moleft or trouble him, or make any Sei- 
zure on his Horfes, for any paft Offences committed, 
by his Waggon drawing contrary to Law: Which Note 
the faid Polbampion owned to be his Hand-writine. 

Mr. Hornblow faid, that Polbampton, with two Men 
in his Company, who live in London, meeting his Wag- 
gon at the Top of the Hill beyond Maidenhead, ftopt 
the fame, and took away one of his Horfes, tho’ but 
five in Length ; and he, rather than lofe his Journey, 
prevailed with them to go into the Town, and there he 
paid the Parifh Officer 1 /. 65. 8 d. but he faw the faid 
Officer repay the Money to Polbampton, who, when he 
made fuch Seizure upon him, had neither Warrant, nor 
any Parifh Officer, with him. 

Mr. Polbampton, being prefent, was afk’d, by what 
Authority he made that Seizure: He faid, he had an 
Affignment of a Patent from one Mr. Parry, to be her 
Majefty’s Guide, or Surveyor of her Ways, Bridges, 
Gates, Lawfeyes, and Paffages, which coft him 3o0/. 
and he apprehends, he has a Power thereby to appoint 
Deputies, and to feize for any Forfeitures againft the 
double Shaft and Pole A&t, without a Juftice of the 
Peace’s Warrant, or Parifh Officer. 

And being further afked, whether he ever made up 
any Account with any Juftices of the Peace for Forfei- 
tures received, according to the Direéctions of the A& ; 

He faid, he had not, for that he only received for 
himfelf, and not for the Highways. 

Mr. Hornblow further faid, that he paid Polbampton 
10 s. to prevent his feizing his Father’s Team, having 
heard him threaten fo todo ; and paid him the like Sum 
for Mr. Pool, of Thatchem. 

To which Polbampton faid, he only borrowed the 
Money. 

Mr. Paul Cindery faid, that Polbampton feized one of 
his Horfes for three Defaults, for drawing more than 
five Horfes, when, as he is well affured, he never did ; 
but notwithitanding, rather than lofe his Journey, was 
forced to payhim 1/. 6s. 8d. and 55. to one, he 
called his Deputy Surveyor. 

Mr. Child, of Newberry faid, that Polbampton att 
Winter accufed him of three Defaults againft the Aédt, 
and he was forced to pay him 4o s. 

To which Potbampton faid, that the 40 s. was paid 
him towards his Expence in foliciting to gain an Act, 
for prohibiting Waggons to travel without Licence. 

Mr. Child faid, he knew nothing of fuch intended 
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Solicitation, but paid the Money as demanded for For- 
feitures. 

Mr. Scott faid, that Polbampton feized upon Mr. Hei- 
comb’s Horfe, without Warrant, or Parith Officer, for a 
Forfeiture of 40 s. and was paid 135. 4d. for his own 
Part, but never fince demanded by the Parith. 

Mr. Lock and Mr. Brookes, two Jan-keepers of Houn- 
flow, faid, that they had feverally paid to Polbampton 
405. and 4/. to the Surveyors, for three Forte:tures 
of two of their Cuftomers Waggoners ; and never knew 
any Forfeitures, paid to the Surveyors, ever applied to 
the Amendment of their Ways. 

Mr. Wood produced feveral Notes; and Letters, une 
der Polbampton’s Hand, and which he owned ; where: 
by, to indemnify the Waggoners from being troubled 
or molefted, for travelling contrary to any A& of Par- 
liament, he demands annually Contributions from fome; 
and certain Sums of Money, Butter, and Cheefe, from 
others. 

That the faid Mr. Polbampton being afk’d, if he was 
prepared to anfwer the Complaints, made again{t him by 
the Petitioners, he defired two Days Time to bring his 
faid Patent before the Committee, in order to his Jutti- 
fication; which was granted him accordingly ; but he 
never after thought fit to attend, neither did lay his faid 
Patent before the faid Committee, notwithitanding he 
was by them ordered {fo to do. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to the following Refolutions ; viz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee; 
That the Petitioners have fully proved the Allegations 
of their Petition. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That that Part of the Act, made in the 7th and 8th 
Years of her prefent Majefty’s Reign (intituled, An Aé& 
for the better amending and repairing the Highways, and 
Explanation of the Laws relating thereunto) which en- 
joins all travelling Waggons, Wains, Carts, and Cars 
riages, to be drawn with a Pole between the Wheel 
Horfes, or with double Shafts, has been found impraéti- 
cable in moft Roads of this Kingdom. 

The 2d Refolution being read a Second time ; 

An Amendment was propofed to be made therein, by 
leaving out “‘ her prefent,” and inferting ‘‘ his late.” 

And the fame was, upon the Queftion put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Refolved, ‘That this Houfe doth agree with the Com- 
mittee, in the faid Refolution, fo amended, That that 
Part of the Act, made inthe 7th and 8h Years of his 
late Majefty’s Reign (intituled, An A&ét for the better a- 
mending and repairing the Highways, and Explanation 
of the Laws relating thereunto) which enjoins all tra- 
velling Waggons, Wains, Carts, and Carriages, to be 
drawn with a Pole between the Wheel Horfes, or with 
double Shafts, has been found impracticable in moft 
Roads of this Kingdom. 

Ordered, That a Bill be brought in, upon the faid Re- 
folutions ; and that Sir Robert Davers, Mr. Farrer, and 
Mr. Bertie, do prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 

It appearing by the faid Report, that William Pol- 
hampton, being ordered by the Committee to attend 
them, had neglected and refufed fo todo, in contempt 
of the Committee, and Breach of the Privileges of this 
Houfe ; 

Ordered, That the faid William Polbampton be, for 
his faid Contempt, and Breach of the Privilege of this 
Houfe, taken into the Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms 
attending this Houfe. 


Sir Patrick ‘fobn{on (according to Order). prefented to 
the Houfe, a Bill for the more efeétual making, and 
better regulating, the Linen Manufacture ; and the Bulk 
was received, and read the Firft time. 

Refolved, That the Bill be read a Second time. 


Ordered, 
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Ordered, That the ingroffed Bill for the better pre- 
venting Bribery and Corruption, and other undue Prac- 
tices, in electing Members to ferve in Parliament, be 
read the Third time upon Thurfdzy Morning next. 


The Houfe (according to Order) proceeded to take 
into Confideration the Report from the Committee, to 
whom the Reprefentation of the Commiffioners of the 
Eguivalent, and Papers and Petitions relating thereunto, 
were referred. 

And the faid Report was read, and is as followeth ; 
Viz. 

That it appeared to the Committee, that by the 
Terms of the Treaty of Union the Subjects of Scotland, 
for preferving an Equality of Trade throughout the 
united Kingdom, would be liable to feveral Cuftoms 
and Excifes, then payable in Exgland, which would be 
applicable towards Payment of the Debts of England, 
contra¢ted before the Union ; it was by the 15th Ar- 
ticle of the Treaty of Union agreed, that Scotland fhould 
have an Equivalent for what the Subjects thereof fhould 
be charged towards Payment of the Debts of England, 
viz. the Sum of 398,085/. 10s. together with the 
whole Increafe of the Revenues, Cuftoms, and Duties 
on Import and Export, and Excife on excifable Liquors 
in Scotland, to the Ufes following ; viz. 

1. To Loffes, which private Perfons might fuftain 
by reducing the Coin of Scotland to the Standard and 
Value of the Coin of England : 

2. In the next place, to the capital Stock of the Afvi- 
can and Indian Company of Scotland : 

3. Inthe third place, 2,000/. per Annum, for Seven 
Years, to be applied towards encouraging the Manu- 
facture of coarfe Wool : 

4. In the fourth place, Allowance for the Charge of 
the Commiffioners, Secretaries, and Accomptants, to 
the laft two Treaties of Union. 

Then the Overplus of the faid Equivalent fhould be 
equally divided ; 

One half to the Debts upon the Civil Lift, 

The other half to the Debts due to the Army. 

That, purfuant to the faid 15th Article of the Treaty 
of Union, the Parliament of Scotland then being did by 
an Act, intituled, “ An Act concerning the publick 
* Debts,” declare, and ordain, that fuch Debts only, as 
were due to the Civil Lift, and Army, fince the 27th 
of May, 1689, or fuch other Debts, as fhould be in- 
ftructed to be publick Debts, in manner therein after 
mentioned, fince the time aforefaid, fhould be under- 
ftood publick Debts of the faid Kingdom, payable out 
of the Funds therein mentioned. 

That the Committee alfo took into their Confidera- 
tion, how far the Commiffioners for the Equivalent have 
complied with their Commiffion in the Difpofition of the 
faid Sum of 398,085 /. 10 s. 

In order to which, the Committee have examined into 
the feveral Particulars of the Reprefentation, delivered 
to this Houfe by the faid Commiffioners, and are as 
followeth ; viz.

That as to what remains unpaid to the African Com- 
pany, the Commiffioners could not pay the fame, by 
reafon the Perfons, to whom the fame was due, have 
not exhibited their Claim, or made good the fame, there- 
unto. 

Upon this Head the Committee crave Leave to ob- 
ferve, that by the 15th Aéct of the laft Seffion of the 
laft Parliament of Scotland, on Payment of the faid Sum 
of 232,884/. 55. 4% tothe African Company, all the 
Goods of the faid Company are declared to belong to the 
Queen, and appropriated to certain Ufes in the Act 
mentioned ; but the Commiffioners for the Equivalent 
have not given any Eftimate of the Value thereof, the 
fame chiefly confifting in decayed Ships, and bad Debts, 
fo that no particular Account can as yet be taken; but 
the Commiffioners do believe, the fame will amount to a 
very inconfiderable Sum. 

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, that there is 
800 /. remaining in the Hands of the faid Commiffioners 
out of the Sum, allowed for Payment of the African 
Company, which the Commiffioners fay, they cannot 
fafely difpofe of, without a further Power. 

That by the faid r5th Act the Directors of the Afri- 
can Company are to make up feveral Accounts by the 
1ft of May, 1707, and the Commiffioners are to pay 
them 300 /. for that Service, which they have accord- 
ingly done ; but the faid Directors could not make up 
the faid Accounts in fo fhort a Time, asthe Act dire&t- 
ed, but it took up Six Months more after the 1 ft of Mday, 
and the Directors demand 500 /. more for that Service ; 
but the Commiffioners, tho’ they think it reafonable, the 
Direétors fhould be paid for that Service, yet, being tied 
down by the aforefaid Act, they cannot relieve them, 
without further Power. 

That by the 15th Article of Union, and by the A& 
paffed in Scotland, concerning publick Debts, there is to 
be paid, for promoting the Manufacture of coarfe Wool, 
2,000/. yearly, for Seven Years; but the Commif- 
fioners for the Equivalent do fay, that neither the Articles 
of Union, nor Acts of Parliament, have directed, to 
whom the faid 2,000 /. per Annum fhould be paid ; fo 
that the Commiffioners conceive, they cannot pay any 
Part thereof, without further Directions by Parliament. 

That by the aforefaid Act there is to be al- 
lowed for the Charge of the Commiffioners, L. 
Secretaries, and Accomptants, of the two laft 30,500 
Treaties of Union, which amount to the Sum

And the Reafon, why the Commiffioners for the 
Equivalent have not paid the faid Remainder of 3,100 /. 
is, becaufe the Perfons, claiming the fame, have not 
demanded it, or made out their Right thereto. 


That 
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That by the 14th Article of Union, and the afore- 
faid A& of Parliament, concerning publick Debts, it is 
provided, that after Payment of, 

1. The Lois on the Coinage : 

2dly, The African Company : 

3dly, The 2,000 /. per Annum, for feven Years, for 
promoting the Woollen Manufacture : 

4thly, The Charge of the Commiffioners, Clerks, &c. 
to the two laft Treaties of the Union : 

That then the Overplus fhall be equally divided ; 

One half to pay the Debts upon the Civil Lift, 

The other half to pay the Debts due to the Army. 

And, in cafe fuch Overplus fhall not be fufficient to 
pay the fame, then the Increafe of the Cuftoms, and 
other Moneys, arifing to Scotland, fhall be equally di- 
vided, and applied, till the faid Debts be fully fatisfied. 

That the Overplus of the 398,085 7. 105. appears 
to be 70,6812. 35. 2d. which by the aforefaid Act is to 
be diftributed in manner following : 

ft, The Sum of 24,736/. 125. 24d. to fuch as re- 
prefented her Majefty, or the late King, being a pre- 
ferred Debt on the Civil Lift: 

Memorandum: This Article the Commiffioners have 

paid : 

2dly, The Sum of 90,9257. 45. 83d. for Fees, Sa- 
laries, Penfions, and other Claffes, on the Civil Lift: 

gdly, The Debt 107,437 which is the Debt due to 
the Army in feveral Claffes. 

That, as to the Debt upon the Civil Lift, the Lords of 
the Treafury of Scotland, delivered to the Commiffioners 
for the Equivalent an Account of what was due to the 
Perfons upon the Civil Lift, for the Term of Whit/onday, 
1707: in which faid Account there are Blanks left for 
feveral Sums, and likewife they have not diftinguifhed 
in the faid Account, what Debts are due upon the feveral 
Claffes ; fo that, till thofe Blanks are filled up, and the 
Debts upon the feveral Claffes are diftinguifhed, the 
Commiffioners for the Equivalent cannot make any Pay- 
ment upon the Civil Lift, or the Army : They do there- 
fore defire the Direction of the Houfe in that Matter. 

That, as to the Debt due to the Army, which is to be 
paid in feveral Claffes, purfuant to the 15th Article of 
the Union, and the 16th At of Parliament in Scotland, 
the Lords of the Treafury there delivered to the faid 
Commiffioners on Account of Arrears due to the Army 
fince the 27th of May, 1689; in which faid Account 
there are likewife Blanks left for feveral Sums, neither 
have they diftinguifhed, what Debts are due upon the 
feveral Clafies ; fo that the fame Difficulty lies upon 
the Commiffioners for the Equivalent in paying the 

Debt due to the Army, as upon the Civil Lift: They 
therefore crave the Direétion of the Houfe herein. 

That the Reafon, why the Lords of the Treafury 
have not been able to give complete Lifts, either of the 
civil or military Debts, being the backwardnefs of thofe 
Perfons concerned to come in, and make good their 
feveral Pretenfions before them, it feems neceffary, there 
fhould be a Day appointed, betwixt and which, if the 
Perfons concerned do not appear before them, and make 
good their Pretenfions, their Lordfhips be impowered to 
clofe their Lifts, and give them in, fo figned, to the Com- 
‘miffioners ; who fhall be warranted to proceed in Pay- 
ment according to fuch Lift, without regard to fuch, as 
fhall neglect to make good their Claims. 

That the Commiffioners for the Equivalent do re- 
prefent, that by the 16th Act of Parliament in Scot- 
land, if there fhall be a Sum in their Hands, as will not 

-compleatly anfwer the two Claffes laft-mentioned, it does 
not thereby appear, that they are impowered to pay any 
of the faid Claffes, in Proportion to the Money in their 

Hands ; fo that the faid Commiffioners will be obliged 

“to retain fuch Remainder in their Hands, till the other 
Moneys, arifing to Scotland, coming in, fhall make up 
a Sum fufficient to pay thofe Claffes; which will be de- 
trimental to the Perfons concerned, without fome Reme- 
dy be applied. 

VoL. XV. 
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That by the faid' 16th A& it is provided, that, after 
Payment of Five Articles before-mentioned, the Com- 
miffioners of the Equivalent fhall pay fuch publick Debts, 
as are due by the Nation fince May, 1689, which do nei- 
ther fall under the Civi!, or Military; Lift. 

That the Committee do obferve, that in the Account 
of the Civil Lift there is an Article, mentioning her 
Majefty’s Bounty on the Charity Roll, but a Blank is 
left for the Sum ; and the fanie being fo far poftponed, 
that there is no Probability of their getting Relief that 
way, the Commiffioners for the Equivalent, out of Com- 
paffion to the ftarving Condition of thofe poor People, 
do humbly reprefent their Cafe to the Houte. 

That the Commiffioners do alfo crave the Direction 
of the Houfe in relation to Salaries, and Penfions; due 
after the firft of May (the Time, when the Union 
commenced) whether the Lords of the Treafury ought 
to have taken notice of thofe Penfions, and Salaries, 
due from the Term of Martimas to Whitfunday, which 
was the 15th Day of May, 1707, and whether the 
Moneys upon the Equivalent fhall anfwer what accrued 
due after the 1ft Day of May: But it was obferved by 
fome of the Committee, that the Salaries and Penfions, 
mentioned in the Lift delivered by the Lords of the 
Treafury, are therein certified as Debts charged upon 
the Equivalent, notwithftanding there were Funds cur- 
rent for the Payment thereof. 

That by the 15th Article of Union it is provided, 
that the Remainder of the faid Equivalents, and other 
Sums arifing to Scotland by the Articles of Union, be 
wholly applied towards the encouraging the Fitheries, 
and fuch other Manufactures and Improvements in Scot- 
land, as may moft conduce to the general Good of the 
united Kingdom. 

That it appeared to the Committee; that the Com- 
miffioners for the Equivalent have expended confiderable 
Sums in executing their Commiffion, being necefiary Al- 
lowance for Servants, and other incident Charges, amount- 
ing in the whole to 1,060/. and there is no Provifion 
made, neither by the Ariicles of Union, or any fub‘e- 
quent Acts or Orders of Parliament. 

That the Committee, in purfuance to the Order cf 
this Houfe, took into Confideration the Petition of 
Captain Yheodore Dury, her Majefty’s chief En- 
gineer in the North of Great Britain, alfo the Peti- 
tion of Mr. Alexander Cunninghan. 

That, upon the Petition of Captain Dury, it appeared 
to the Committee, by a Certificate from the Lords of 
the Treafury in Scotland, dated the 24th of April, 1707, 
that there .. due to the Petitioner, on account of his 
Salary, or chief Engineer, the Sum of 1462. 18 s. which 
Office he has poffefied ever fince the Revolution, by 
virtue of a Commiffion from his late Majefty King //i/- 
liam, dated the 7th of March, 1693; but the fame 
not determining, in what Clafs, either Civil or Military, 
the fame fhould be placed, altho’ he was always paid 
out of the Funds granted to the Army, the Com- 
miffioners for the Equivalent defire the Dire¢tion of the 
Houfe in that Matter. 

That, upon the Petition of Alex. Cunningham, Efquire, 
it appeared to the Committee, that the Petitioner, by 
Order from his late Majefty King William, was fent to 
adjuft fome Matters, relating to Trade, betwixt Scotland 
and France, in which Service he difburfed 1507. which 
faid Sum her prefent Majefty, by her Warrant, dated 1ft 
of December, 1704, did direct the Lords of the Trealury 
in Scotland to pay. 

It likewife appeared by a Certificate, figned by the faid 
Lords of the Treafury, dated the 29th of 4pri/, 1707, 
that there is due to the Petitioner the aforefaid Sum;

And faid Papers are as follow ; viz. 

The Cafe of the thirteen Dutch Regiments, who are 
ftill in Arrear of Pay for their Service in the late 
War. 

T HAT of Eight-and-twenty Dutch, and fix Englifb 

and Scotch Regiments, who came over with the 
late King William (of glorious Memory) upon the Re- 
volution, twelve Regiments were fent back to Holland in 

March, 1683, fully paid and cleared, without any De- 

duction ; and the fix Engli/h and Scotch Regiments were 

in 1692 transferred to the Englifh Eftablifhment, under 
the Care of the Earl of Ranelagh, and fince fully cleared 
in Debentures ; and one Troop and one Regiment of 

Dutch Horfe Guards, and three Battalions of Foot 

Guards, were in March, 169, diimiffed the Englifh Ser- 

vice, and fully cleared their Pretenfions, in ready Money, 

by Vote of Parliament. 

Thus One-and-twenty of the faid Four-and thiry Re- 
giments being paid, there remain only thirteen Regi- 
ments, who had the Misfortune to be difmiffed the Englifh 
Service, upon the Peace of Ry/wick, without being cleared 
their Arrears for their long and faithful Services. 

That, upon feveral preffing Inftances of the States 
General, by Letters from time to time to her Majefty, 
the Auditors of the Impreft have been directed to exa- 
mine, and ftate, the Account of Receipts and Payments 
of Facob Vander Efch, who was by his late Majefty’s 
Order appointed Paymafter to the Dutch, Danifh, and 
Saxe Gotha’s Troops, as alfo to examine, and ftate, the 
regimental Accounts ; by whofe Reports there appears, 
that the faid Vander E/fch is in Surplus 601. 15. 9}. 
and that there remains due to thefe thirteen Regiments, 
fome General Officers, with incident’ Charges, the Sum 
of 112,666/. 1s. 93d. whereof 81,039 /. 15. is purely 
an Arrear of Subfiftence for the Year 1697, moft part 
of which Subfiftence the refpective Officers were then 
obliged to borrow at high Intereit, to keep their Men 
from ftarving; which, by fo long a Delay of Payment, 
has already been the Ruin of many of them, and will 
unavoidably be fo of the reft, if not fpeedily relieved. 

All which, in the Name of the Officers and Soldiers 
of the faid Regiments, together with the Widows and 
Orphans of fuch of them, as loft their Lives in the Ser- 
vice of England, is humbly fubmitted to the Juftice and

ie AT, fince it hath pleafed your Majefty to order 
the Auditors of the Impreft, that an Abftraét of 
the Debts, due to the Dutch Regiments, fhould be laid 
before your. . . fo as it ftands before them, and your 
Petitioner finding, that the fame are charged with many 
Obfervations, whereof moft Part belongs to fome Dutch 
and other Forces, already cleared at their Difmiffion ; 
Your Petitioner moft humbly craves Leave to offer to 
your Majefly a Reply to the following Obfervations, re- 
lating to the Regiments ftill in Arrear; viz. 

1 Obfervation: Why thofe Regiments were paid full, 
without Mufter-rolls, or Refpits. 

_ To which is moft humbly anfwered, that his late Ma- 

jefty confidering the great Charges thofe Dutch and Ger- 

man Regiments were at in making their Recruits all be- 
yond Sea, in Holland, Germany, Pruffia, and Courland, 
his late Majefty, out of good Hufbandry, rather chofe 
to allow thofe Forces their full Pay, fince it is evident, 
that the Charges of making thefe Recruits in thefe fo- 
reign Countries, and the Tranfportations thereof, would 
have amounted to a far greater Sum, than thofe Re- 

{pits could have reached; and therefore his Majeity 

thought fit to order Mr. Vander Efch, that all thofe Re- 

giments fhould be paid full, in Confideration of which 
they fhould be obliged to find the Recruits at their own 

Charge; by which great Sums have been faved to the 

3 Publick, 
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Publick, and therefore rather was a Burthen, than an Ad- 
vantage, to thofe Regiments, his Majefty making at 
the Beginning of each Campaign a very exact Review of 
thofe Forces, that no Men, nor Horfes, could be wanting. 

2d Obfervation : Why the Deduétions of one Day’s 
. . . and Poundage, had not fully been made. 

To this Article of undeducted Poundage, being made 
up to a great Sum of £. 69,197 12 10%. is moft hum- 
bly replied, that when, after the happy Revolution, his 
Jate Majefty kept thofe Forces in England, it was by 
meer Connivance of the States General, who at that then 
dangerous Conjuncture of Time were uneafy to be de- 
prived of their beft Forces, and therefore demanded their 
Forces back, which appears by the twelve Dutch Repi- 
ments that were fent them back in March 1685; and 
the Stay of the reft being uncertain, his late Majefty 
could not bring thofe Forces upon a regular Eftablifh- 
ment, but caufed their Pay to be made to them by 
monthly Orders under his royal Sign manual, with- 
out Direction of any Deduction of one Day’s Pay, 
and Poundage (his Majefty feeming unwilling, that thofe 
Forces, who had been affifting in fo glorious an Expedi- 
tion, and whofe Stay was always uncertain, fhould be 
charged with any Deduction) till they were fent to Jre- 
Jand, and then by the States General Permiffion were or- 
dered to make Oath of Fidelity to the late King, and the 
Crown of England, the States General being then provid- 
ed with other German Fofces in the room of thefe Regi- 
ments ; till then, I fay, Poundage was not deducted, 
Firft, becaufe Mr. Vander Efch had no Authority nor 
Direction for the fame: And Secondly, it agrees with 
very good Reafon, that thofe Forces, who never could 
expect the Benefit of a Charge, defignedly made for that 
Purpofe, ought not to be charged therewith: And fince 
it is evident, that the one Day’s Pay, and Poundage, is 
made on purpofe for the keeping of old and dilabled 
Soldiers in and about Chel/ea College, and partly for the 
Expence of the Pay Office, and Exchequer Fees, it is, 
under Submiffion, thought, that the Dutch Forces ought 
not to be charged with tuch Deductions, fince their dif- 
abled and fuperannuated Soldiers have no Title or Ad- 
mittance to Chel/ea College ; and fince alfo Mr. Vander 
E/ch, as Paymatter, has had his Allowance out of their 
own Pay, without any Allowance from the Crown ; for 
which Reafon all the Dutch Regiments applied to his 
late Majefty for Relief, when, after the Reduéction of 
Treland, the Irifo Paymafters charged them with one 
Day’s Pay, and Poundage ; and his late Majefty from 
time to time promifed them, that at a general Clear- 
ing fuch Deduétions fhould be allowed them, if not fully, 
at leaft one Half thereof. 

Befides, it appears, that out of the abovefaid great 
Article of undeduéted Poundage there belongs to the 
Regiments, paid and cleared already, 

1. To the 12 Dutch Regiments, é. 
fent away in March, 168%. - - - - 

2. To the fix Englifh and Scots 
Regiments, who were taken from 
under Mr. Vander Ejch’s Care 

3. To the Dutch Troop and Re- 
giment of Horfe Guards, and Re- 
giment of Foot Guards, who were 
fent out of England in March, 1699 

Thefe Guards were cleared in the 
Year 1693 of ail their [rif Arrears ; 
till the laft of March, 1692; fince 
which Time they continued in Eng- 
lifh Pay till 25th March, 1699 3 and 
it was then thought an Hardfhip up- 
on his late Majefty to part withthem: 
So that it is, with Submiffion, fup- 
pofed, that, for their long and faith. 
ful Service about his royal Perfon, 
his Majefty thought fit to pay them 
their laft Clearings, without De- 
duétion of one Day’s Pay, and 
Poundage, as a Mark of his royal 
Tendernefs and Bounty, efpecially, 
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when an exprefs Vote of the honour- 
able Houfe of Commons had made 
Provifion for their full Pay. 

4. Remains therefore chargeable 
upon the 13 Regiments ftill in Ar- 
rear, to complieat that above great ;

And this only out of their Pay, and Clearings, made 
to them from the 1ft of January 1683, to the fundry 
Times in the Year 1690, when fent to Ireland; fince 
which Times all Deductions have been made from them. 

Here I take the Liberty moft humbly to fubmit to 
your Majefty’s Wifdom and Goodnefs, if it will confit 
either with Equity or Juftice, that thefe poor 13 Regi- 
ments fhould now be charged with this Deduétion, more 
than all the reft have been, and this to be taken out of 
their Arrears of the Year 1697, when it is evident, 1. 
That thefe Regiments, from the Beginning of the Re- 
volution till the End of the late War, have very faithfully 
ferved the Crown of England in all A&tions, and great 
Part of them loft their Lives in this Service in Ireland, 
and in Flanders: Therefore, 2. It would bea very great 
Hardfhip to their Widows and Children, or Succeffors, 
if they fhould be made liable to a Deduétion for the 
Year 1689, and this from a then compleat Pay, and 
Clearing, which Clearing was taken for granted, and 
never fince thought of, 3. And this Hardfhip would 

¢ the greater to the Officers now in being, when it ap- 
pears by Mr. Hill’s Account, that of this great Debt

fame in his Place, and afterwards delivered it in at the 
Clerk’s Table ; where the Report and Refolution were 
read, and are as follow : 

That it appeared to the Committee, by an Aé& of 
Parliament, made in the firft Year of her prefent Ma- 
jefty’s Reign, intituled, An Act for making Provifion 
for the Proteftant Children of the Earl of C/anriccard, 
and Lord Bsphin; which faid Act reftores the Lord 
Bophin to his Eftate, upon Payment of 25,0007. with- 
in the Space of one Year, by Sale, or Mortgage, as the 
Truftees, thereby appointed, fhould think fit. 

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, by one other 
A&t, made in the faid firft Year of her prefent Majefty’s 
Reign, intituled, An Act for advancing the Sales of 
the forfeited Eftates in Jreland; in which A& there is a 
Claufe, impowering the Proteftant Truftees, as were 
appointed purfuant to the faid former Act, to raife 
25,000/. by Sale of Part of the Lord Bophin’s Eftate, 
with Intereft at Six per Cent. from the 25th of March, 
1703, at three Payments, the laft Payment to be on 
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or before the firft of Fume, 1704, in Englifh Money; 
and, for default of Payment, all the Premiffes, mention- 
ed in the faid former Act, fhould be vefted in her Ma- 
jelly, for the Ufe of the Publick. 

That, upon the Credit of the aforefaid Aéts, the Pe- 
titioners did purchafe a confiderable Part of the faid Lord 
Bophin’s Eftate, and by feveral Payments, made on or 
before the roth Day of Fuly, 1704, did pay into the 
Exchequer in Jreland, for the Ute of the Publick, the 
Sum of 26,345 /. 25. 6.as Money valued in Ireland, as 
appears by an Account, delivered to the Committee by 
the Hands of "obn Stanton, Efquire, and figned by Fobn 
Pratt, Deputy Receiver General in Ireland ; but 681 /. 
Part of the faid 25,000 /. and Intereft, not being paid 
before the faid firft of June, the faid Eftate became for- 
feited in the Crown. 

That the Petitioner, Michael Burk, Efquire, attended 
the Committee, and gave his perfonal Confent, that a 
Bill might be brought in, for Relief of the Proteftant 
Purchafers againft the Forfeiture, that accrued by the 
Non-payment of the 25,000/. at the Times appointed 
by the aforefaid Acts of Parliament. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to the following Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Houfe be moved for Leave to bring in a Bill for 
the Relief of the feveral Petitioners againit the Forfeiture, 
vefted in the Crown by the Non-payment of the 25,000/. 
at the Times appointed by an Aét, made in the firft 
Year of her Majefty’s Reign, intituled, An A& for mak- 
ing Provifion for the Proteftant Children of the Earl of 
Clenricard, and Lord Bophin. 

And the Houfe being moved accordingly 5 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring ina Bill for 
the Relief of the faid Petitioners, according to the faid 
Refolution ; and that Mr. Manley, Mr. Conyers, Sir Fobu 


Hawles, Mr. Ward, and Mr. Delben, do prepare, and 


bring in, the Bill. 


Sir Edmund Denton (according to Order) prefented to 
the Houfe, a Bill for explaining, and making more ef- 
feétual, that Part of an A, paffed in the laft Seffion of 
Parliament (concerning the buying and felling of Cattle 
in Smithfield) and for giving Leave to bring up Calves 
dead to Londen, as formerly; and the fame was received, 
and read the Firft time. 

Refolved, That the Bill be read a Second time. 


Refolved, That this Houfe will, upon Saturday Morn- 
ing next, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole 
Houfe, upon the Cafe, Report, Petition, and Reply, re- 
lating to the Arrears of Pay to the Thirteen Dutch Re- 
eiments, for their Service in the late War, referred to a 
Committee of the whole Houle 25° Februarii. 


The Houfe (according to Order) refolved itfelf into 
a Committee of the whole Houfe, upon the Bill for con-

O RDERED, That Leave be given to bring ina 
Bill for Relief of Captain ames Roch, according to 
the Refolution, formerly made concerning him; and 


that Sir Hewry Dutton Colt and Mr. Peyton do prepare, 
and bring in, the Bill. | 
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Mr. Stanley reported from the Committee, to whom. 
the Petitions of William Paterfon, and Alexander Grant, 
E{quires, were referred, the Matter, as it appeared to 
them, and the Refolutions of the Committee thereupon, 
which they had directed him to report to the Hout: 
And he read the Reports, and Refolutions, in his Place, 
and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where 
the fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

That, upon the Petition of William Paterfon, Efquire, 

The Committee having taken into Confideration the 
Matters contained in the faid Petition, 

It appeared, that the Petitioner hath been at very 
great Expence and Pains, and fuftained very confider- 
able Loffes, on Account, and at the Inftance, of the 
African and Indian Conypany of Scotland. 

That on the 13th of Auguft, 1707, the Petitioner de- 
livered a Reprefentation to the Directors of the African 
and Indian Company of Scotland, in the Effect following: 

That -by the Conditions of the Subfcriptions of 
300,000/. taken at London the 6th of November, 1695, 
a Part of the then intended Sum of 600,000/. Sterlin 
for the Capital of that Company, it was agreed, that in 
regard the Petitioner had been at great Pains and Ex- 
pence in making confiderable Difcoveries of Trade and 
Improvements in and to both the Indies, and likewife in 
procuring needful Powers and Privileges, for a Company 
of Commerce, from feveral fovereign Princes and States, 
that therefore the Petitioner fhould have 2 per Cent. of 
the Money, to be fubfcribed into the faid capital Fund, 
as alfo 3 per Cent. of the Produce of the faid Fund for 
Twenty-one Years, but redeemable for 2 per Cent. more 
of the faid Fund at any Time in five Years. 

That the faid Subfcription, by reafon of the great Op- 
pofition it met with, being broken, and relinquifhed, the 
Petitioner was neverthelefs, at the earneft Solicitations 
and Requeft of thofe principally concerned in Scotland, 
prevailed upon to take a Journey from London into Scet- 
land, for the Company’s Service. 

That upon the 6th of Oéfober, 1696, the Court of 
Directors of the faid Company, taking the Petitioner’s 
Cafe into Confideration, come to this following Refolu- 
tion ; viz. 

** This Court confidering the great Expence, that 
“Mr. William Paterfon, one of the Directors of the 
** faid Company, hath been at for feveral Years patft, 
** in making valuable Difcoveries of Commerce to both 
** Indies; and he having delivered in feveral curious 
“* Manufcripts, Books, Maps, Journals, and other Pa- 
** pers of Commerce, relating thereto, henceforth to be 
“* appropriated to the Company’s Ufe ; and having fur- 
‘ther evidenced his Affection to his native Country, 
*‘ and this Company, by relinquifhing England, and 
‘‘ any profitable Eftablifhment he had, or may at pre- 
** fent have, in that Kingdom, to his evident Damage 
“* and Lofs; therefore the faid Court of Direétors do 
** hereby allow the faid William Paterfon to transfer and 
“* difpofe of the Sum of 15,0007. Sterling of the Sub- 
“* fcriptions, now vetted in this Court of Directors, that 
“* is to fay, of the Eighty-five thoufand Pounds of fuch 
“* Englifo Subfcriptions, as are not yet difpofed of by 
** this Court, and totake, and apply to his own proper 
“* Ufe, the firft quarter Part thereof, extending to the 
* Sum of Three thoufand Seven hundred F ifty Pounds 
“* Sterling, together alfo with the ike Sum of Three 
‘* thoufand Seven hundred Fifty Pounds Sterling, bein 


‘* the firft quarter Part of the Sum, fubfcribed by Tg ; 


“ the faid William Paterfon, Fames Smith, Daniel Lodge, 
** Fames Campbell, and Fofeph Coben d’ Azevedo, Mer- 
** chants in London, amounting in the whole to the Sum 
** of 7,500/. Sterling. 

“ And further, for his Merit in contriving the princi- 
“ pal Defigns, and Conftancy in promoting the Service, 
** of this Company, the faid Court of Directors have re- 
** folved to take into Confideration, what fuitable Grati- 
** fications they will appoint for him out of the fubfe- 
“© quent Profits of their Trade, and proportionate the 
** fame to the Succefs thereof.” 


That,

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That, altho’ the faid Sum of Seven thoufand Five 
hundred Pounds was much lefs, than the Petitioner had 
reafon to expect, as being confiderably below what he 
had expended in the Defigns, which contributed to the 
forming of the Company ; yet, in Confidence, that the 
Directors would in their fubfequent Refolutions, effec- 
tually f{upply what was wanting in this, as well ina rea- 
fonable Share of the Profits of the captial Stock, as by 
a competent Salary, or yearly Allowance, for the Time 
he fhould think fit to continue in the Company’s Service, 
he, the faid Petitioner, at the Requeft, and by Order, 
of the Court of Directors, undertook a Voyage to Hol- 
land, and Hamborough, wpon the Company’s Bufinefs, 
and hath fince that Time, through all manner of Difi- 
culties, attended their Service. 

It appeared to the Committee, that, upon paffing the 
Commiffion of Equivalent, the Petitioner repaired to 
Scotland, to receive his Claim ; but fome few of the Di- 
rectors had, in the Abfence of the Petitioner, and with- 
out including his Account, and Claim, made up, and 
certified the Company’s general Account. 

That, after having for feveral Weeks inftantly re- 
quired the Directors of the faid Company to certify his 
Claim, he at laft found, that the Commiffioners of the 
Equivalent had begun to pay back and diftribute the faid 
joint Stock to the refpective Directors, and other Pro- 
prietors thereof. 

That it likewife appeared, that the Petitioner did 
make his Application to the Commiffioners of the Equi- 
valent for Relief; but the faid Commiffioners were 
pleafed to wave the determining and fatisfying his 
Claim. 

That upon the Firft of September, 1707, the Peti- 
tioner delivered in to the Commiffioners for the Equi- 
valent, a Reprefentation of his Cafe, fetting forth his 
Claim, and his Services; whereupon the faid Commif- 
fioners made the following Order : 

“* Edinb. 4° 7°°*, 1707. 

“A Paper being prefented to the Board by Wiliam 
“ Paterfon, Efquire, the fame was read ; and the Board 
** were of opinion that Mr. Rod. Makenrie, Secretary to 
“the African and Indian Company, fhould lay before 
“ the Board an Abftraét, out of the Books, of what 
*¢ relates to the Affair therein reprefented; and recom- 
“mended to Fobn ‘Ffamefon to acquaint Mr. Makeurie 
“* thereof.” 

That on the 3° of Odober, 1707, the Petitioner pre- 
fented a fecond Repréfentation to the Commiffioners for 
the Equivalent, fetting forth his Claim to the Effect fol- 
lowing ; vz. 

That the Petitioner was at firft engaged in the Service 
of the faid Company, upon their Promife of paying him 
12,000 /. in ready Money, and a Grant of 3 per Cent. 
of the Profits of their Stock for Twenty-one Years, or 
12,000 /, more: 

But that, as the Subfcriptions at London were relin- 
quifhed, by reafon of the great Oppofition againft the 
Company, the Petitioner was, upon the Promife of 
30,000 /. Sterling in Money, or fo much of Value in 
their Stock, induced to imbark wholly with them, and 
rifque all in their Service : 

That neverthelefs, the Direétors of the faid Compa- 
ny, by their Act of 6° Ofober, 1696, did only grant him 
one fourth part thereof, or 7500 /. Sterling, as paid into 
the Stock, tho’ with very onerous Claufes, and Promifes 
from fome of the concerned, that the Petitioner fhould 
have intire Satisfaction ; pretending, their Intention in 
this was only to engage him the more firmly in the Com- 
pany’s Intereft, by a Dependence on them for a fuitable 
Recompence. 

That his Endeavours were employed in England for 
the Company’s Intereft. 

That, for the Company’s Service, he imbarqued for 
Darien, and underwent very great Fatigues, when his 
domeftick Affairs were abandoned, to his unfpeakable 
Detriment. 

But fince his Return from the troublefome Voyage, he 
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hath been concerned for their Loffes as anxioufly, as his 
own. 

That, feeing the faid Company had not, on their 
Part, performed their Contraéts, nor made Satisfaction 
for his Loffes and Sufferings, and that the Effeéts, 
Debts, and Obligations, of the faid Company are, by 
virtue of the Treaty of Union, transferred to the Fund 
of the Equivalent ; 

After having intimated his formal Demand on the faid 
Fund of the Equivalent, he left to the Commiffioners, 
in the firft Inftance, and humbly fubmitted it to the wife 
Decifion of her Majefty, who is competent Judge in the 
laft Refort, whether the firft or fecond Contraét, or the 
third Propofal, with an equitable Regard to his Services, 
Expences, Sufferings, and fubfequent Loffes and Da- 
mages, ought to be the Foundation and Meafure of his 
Claim. 

Upon which Reprefentation the Commiffioners for 
the Equivalent were pleafed to make a Report in thefe 
Words : 

“* Edinb. 3° Offcber, 1707. 

** The Commiffioners having confidered the within- 
“* written Reprefentation, they remitted to fuch of their 
*“* Number, as are to go to London, to recommend the 
“faid William Paterfon in the moft effeétual Manner, 
“* that he may have a fuitable Reparation for his Lofies 
“* within reprefented.” 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions following; viz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Petitioner, William Paterfon, hath fully proved 
the Allegations contained in his Petition. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Petitioner, Mr. William Paterfon, ought to be 
fatisfied and paid all the feveral Sums owing to him by 
the African and Indian Company in Scotland, purfuant 
to the feveral Agreements made between him and the faid 
Company, particularly, the Sum of 75001. with In- 
tereft, in the Terms of the Treaty of Union, being the 
fourth Part, or firft Payment, of 30,000 /. in the ca- 
pital Stock or Fund of the faid Company, and likewife, 
that fuch a Recompence be given to him, as may be fuit- 
= to his Services, Expences, Loffes, and publick 

ares. 

That, upon the Petition of Alexander Grant, Efquire, 
for himfelf, and in the Name and behalf of Lodowick 
Grant, Efquire, and his Father. 

The Committee having taken into Confideration the 
Allegations contained in the Petition, it appeared, 

That the faid Lodewick Grant, the Petitioner’s Father, 
having very early appeared for the happy Revolution, 
did join the then General M‘ky with a confiderable Body 
of his own Men; for which Service he did draw upon 
himfelf the Hatred and Malice of moft of the High- 
Jand Clans, who were Enemies to the Government, and 
were then in Arms under the Command of the Vifcount 
Dundee. 

And, in Profecution of this their Malice, they entered 
the Lands of the Petitioner in a hoftile Manner, and - 
there encamped ; by which means they not only laid 
wafte his whole Lands, but did carry from thence the 
whole Moveables and Goods, which were upen the fame, 
to the Petitioner’s great Damage and Detriment: Upon 
which the Petitioner’s Father did apply himfelf to the 
Parliament of Scatland for his Relief; and accordingly 
the Parliament did very juftly appoint fome Gentleinen 
to cognofce the faid Damages upon Oath, and make a 
juft Eftimate thereof. This being accordingly done, the 
Parliament did appoint a Committee, to revife and con- 
fider the Eftimate, made by thofe Gentlemen, and to 
report the fame to the Houfe: Which they alfo did, 
finding the forefaid Eftimate juft: Upon which the Par- 
liament did recommend the faid Ledewick Grant to the 
late King William, and fince to her prefent Majefty, for 
his Relief. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to the following Refolutions :

Ordered, That the Petition do lie upon the Table, 
until, €@c. as above. 

A Petition of divers Freeholders of the County of 
Sujex, in behalf of themfelves, and the reft of the faid 
Freeholders in the Rape of Haftings, was prefented to 
the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that, whereas there 
is now a Bill depending, for the Eafe of the Freeholders 
attending the Election for the Knights of the Shire of 
the faid County, they beg Leave to reprefent, that by 
an Att, of the rgth of Hen. 7th, it is provided, for the 
Eafe of the faid Freeholders, that the County Court 
fhould be held at Chichefer, and Lewes, alternately ; 
and by a late Act the Elections of Knights of the Shire 
are confined to one Place only; fo that, when the 
Elections happen at Chichefter, which is at the End 
of a narrow long County, above 80 Miles in Length, 
they of the Eaftern Part are deprived of their Right of 
voting at Elections, by reafon of the Diftance, and Bad- 
nefs of the Roads: And praying, they may enjoy the 
fame Privilege in that, as they do in other Matters. 

Ordered, That the faid Petition do lie upon the Ta- 
ble, until the Houfe fhould refume the further Confide- 
ration of the Report from the Committee, to whom the 
faid Bill was committed. 

A Petition of the Freeholders within the Weftern 
Divifion of the County of Sufex, refiding in the Borough 
of Midburft, and the Parts adjacent, was prefented to 
the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that underftanding, 
a Billis now depending, for the Eafe of Freeholders in 
the faid County, attending the Elections of Knights of 
the Shire, whereby the Eaftern Divifion will have a fur- 
ther Advantage, than they have already obtained, it wiil 
probably diveft the Petitioners of the Power of having 
either Reprefentative: And praying time to prepare a 
Defence by Counfel. 

Ordered, That the faid Petition do lie upon the Ta- 
ble, until the Houfe fhould refume the further Confide- 
ration of the Report from: the Committee, to whom the 
faid Bill was committed. 

A Petition of the Borough of Horfham, in the Weftern 
Divifion of the County of Suffex, was prefented to the 
Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that by the Bill depend- 
ing, for the Eafe of Freeholders in the County of Suffex, 
attending the Election of Knights of the Shire there, the 
Petitioners apprehend an Alteration is intended in the 
ufual Method of polling ; which if pafs, twill be in the 
Power of the Freeholders of the Eaftern Divifion to chufe 
two Members, and hinder the Weftern from chufing 
one: And praying time to make fuch Defence, as fhall 
be neceffary, againft the faid Bill.

be heard by Counfel againft the faid Bill. 

Ordered, That the faid Petition do lie upon the Ta- 
ble, until the Houfe fhould refume the further Confide- 


ration of the Report from the Committee, to whom the 
faid Bill was committed. 


Mr. Manley (according to Order) prefented to the 
Houfe, a Bill for the Relief of ohn Lord Archbifhop 
of Tuam, Sir Fohn King, and others, againft the For- 
feiture, vefted in the Crown by the Non-payment of the 
Sum of Twenty-five thoufand Pound by the Times ap- 
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Pointed by an Act, made in the Firft Year of her Ma- 
iefly’s Reign, intituled, An Act for making Provifion 
for the Protreftant Children of the Earl of Clenriccard, 
and Lora Bephin ; and the fame was reeeived. 


An ingroffed Bill for the better preventing Mifchiefs, 
that may happen by Fire, was read the Third time. 
Refolved, That the Bill do pafs , and that the Title 
be, An Aét for the better preventing Mifchiefs, that may 
happen by Fire. ; 
Ordered, That Mr. Medlycott do carry the Bill to the 
Lords, and defire their Concurrence thereunto. 


A Billto impower her Majefty to fecure and detain 
fuch Perfons, as her Majefty fhall fufpect are confpiring 
againft her Perfon or Government, was (according to 
Order) read a Second time. 

Refolved, That the Bill be committed. 

Refolved, That the Bill be committed to a Committee 
of the whole Houfe. 

Refolved, That this Houfe will, To-morrow Morn- 
ing, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houle, 
upon the faid Bill. 


A Bill for raifing the Militia of this Kingdom for the 
Year 1708, altho’ the Month’s Pay, formerly advanced, 
be not repaid, was read a Second time. 

Refolved, ‘That the Bill be committed. 

Refolved, That the Bill be committed to a Committee 
of the whole Houfe. 

Refolved, That this Houfe will, To-morrow Morn- 
ing, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
upon the Bill. 


Mr. Conyers (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of the whole Houfe, who were to confider 
further of Ways and Means for raifing the Supply grant- 
ed to her Majefty, the Refolutions, they had directed 
him to report to the Houfe; which he read in his Place, 
and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; where 
the fame were read, and are as follow; vz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That, for preferving the publick Credit, the further 
Subfidy of Tonage and Poundage, commonly called 
the Two-third Subfidy, which was granted by the Act, 
of the third Year of her Majefty’s Reign (intituled, 
An Aét for granting to her Majefty a further Subfidy 
on Wines and Merchandizes imported) be continued, 
from the feventh Day of March, 1708, for the further 
Term of three Years from thence next enfuing. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That foreign Cordage, imported into Great Britain, on 
the Exportation again into Parts beyond the Seas, fhall 
have no Allowance, or Drawback, of any Duties, paid 
at the Importation thereof. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Duties of Three Shillings per Chaldron on all 
Coals, exported for foreign Parts in Briti/ Bottoms, 
and of Ten Shillings per Chaldron on all Coals, export- 
ed for foreign Parts in foreign Bottoms, from Great Bri- 
tain, be continued, from the End of this prefent Seffion 
of Parliament, until the Twenty-fifth Day of March, 
1715, and from thence to the End of the then next Sef- 
fion of Parliament. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Ordered, That a Biil be brought in, upon the faid 
Refolutions, and upon the Refolution of Monday laft, 
relating to the Duties on Coffee, Chocolate, Tea, Se.

pare, and bring in, the Bill. 


The Houfe (according to Order) refumed the further 
Coniideration of the Report trom the Committee, to 
whom the Bill tor the Eate of the Freeholders of the 
County of Sufex, attending the Election of Knights of 


che Shire for chat County, was committed. 
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And the Amendments, made by the Committee to 
the Bill, were feverally read the Second time, and, upon 
the Queftion feverally put thereupon, agreed unto by the 
Houfe. 

Ordered, That the Bill, with the Amendments, be in- 
grofled. 


Ordered, That the Reprefentation of the Commons of 
Trelend, and Lifts, and Account, delivered in therewith 
the fifth of February, be taken into Confideration upon 
Saturday Morning next. 


Ordered, That the Memorials, and Reports, concern- 
ing the Inequality of Duties between Hollands Linen 
and that of Germany, and the high Duties on Thread and 
Tapes, be taken into Confideration upon Saturdey Morn- 
ing next. 


Mr. Manley (according to Order) reported from the 
Grand Committee for Courts of Juftice, 

That, at the faid Committee, the Right honourable 

Richard Lord Bulkley, of the Kingdom of Jreland 
(a Member of this Houfe) made a Complaint againét 
Mr. Serjeant Hooke, one of the Judges of Nerib 
Wales, that, atter the Queen had, at the Requeft of 
the Gentlemen of Vales, increafed the Salaries of the 
Judges of Wales, on purpofe that they might not re- 
ceive the Prefents, formerly given, Mr. Serjeant 
Hooxe did, notwithftanding, at the Town of Beau- 
maris, in the County of Axglefey, infilt on a Prelent 
from that Corporation, and that, the fame not be- 
ing made, the Mayor was fined 20 /. 

Whereupon a Day being appointed, for making out 
the faid Complaint, and Mr. Serjeant Hooke having 
Notice of the fame; Counfel was heard, as well to 
make out the faid Complaint, as on the behalf of Mr. 
Serjeant Hooke. 

That, to make out the faid Complaint, feveral Wic- 
nefles were examined : 

Wim. Peifley, Efquire, who preceded the faid Mr. 
Serjeant Hooke in his faid Judge’s Place, faid, that the 
faid Judges Salaries were increafed in the Year 1702, 
or 1703, at the Requeft of the Gentlemen of the Coun- 
try: That he knows nothing of a Prefent of Coals ; 
but that the laft Time he went the Circuit, his Marfhal 
told him, there was no Coals allowed him; but he did 
not mind it; but paid his Bills, and went away. 

That then they called 

Mr. Tho. Roberts ; who delivered in a Minute of the 
nomina miniftror’ taken off the File at the Secondary’s 
Office; by which it appeared, that Mr. Fra. Edward:, 
then Mayor, was fined 20 /. but afterwards excufed : It 
did not appear by the faid Minute, what was the Occafion 
of fetting the faid Fine. ; 

That Mr. Roderts likewife proved a Copy of an Or- 
der, made by the Mayor and Corporation 16th Augy/?, 
1706, againft prefenting Coals to the Judge. 

Mr. Roberts faid, that he was prefent, when Mr. Ser- 
jeant Hook fent for the Mayor into Court, about Ten in 
the Morning, and, upon his coming, ftopt Bulinefs, to 
difcourfe with the Mayor about the Coals; which the 
Serjeant infifted on, as due of Right, and himfelf having 
received them 14 or 15 Years; and the Mayor denied, 


they were due of Right, and excufed the Corporation’s . 


giving them, as being very poor ; and the Serjeant faid, 
they were never denied, till that pragmatical Man (mean- 
ing Mr. Edwards) came to be Mayor: That Mr. Ed- 
wards {aid, He was not pragmatical ; and, fince Mr. Ser- 
jeant Hook infifted on them, as his Right, they would try 
it with him; and thereupon the Serjeant fined the Mayor 
2o/. That the Witnefs ftocd near, and in hearing of all 
that was faid, but did not hear the Mayor give the Judge 
any difrefpectful Language. . 
Owen Roberts, Efquire, proved the Copy of the Or- 
der, made by the Corporation of Beaumaris, for ftopping 
the Allowance of Coals to the Judges; which was dated 
the 16th Auguf, 1706, and fubleribed by Mr. Edwards, 
as Mayor, and Seven others of the Corporation: And 
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faid, that he being abfent, when the somina miniftror’ 
was called over, was fined 57. and, on his Return, 
waiting on the Serjeant, to pray, his Fine might be ex- 
cufed, the Serjeant faid, he would fine the Mayor for 
not giving Coals, except the faid Order was revoked ; 
and affigned it for the Caufe; which the Witnefs defired 
him firft to confider well of. 

Then Mr. Rowland Wynne came to him from the 
Judge, and afked him to pay for the Coals; and faid, 
then the Judge would take off the Fine: And that after- 
wards he gave Mr. Kiffin 7 s. 6 d. to pay for the Coals, 
and both the Fines were taken off; but was not himfelf 
prefent in Court, when ’twas done. 

That Mr. Serjeant Hooke profeffed before God, that 
not one Word of what Mr. Roderts had faid, was true; 
and demanded of him, whether he had not owned, that 
the Coals had been prefented Fourfcore Years: To 
which Mr. Roberts anfwered, that was many Years be- 
fore he was born. 

* Kiffin, Efquire, faid, he was prefent in Court, 
when Mr. Serjeant Hook fent for the Mayor, and fined 
him 20/7. That, when the Mayor came into Court, Mr. 
Serjeant Hook ftop’d the Proceedings, and entered intoa 
Difcourfe with the Mayor about the Coals; and faid, the 
Coals was due to him by Right, but that pragmatical 
Man, the Mayor, had ftopped the Coals, to affront the 
Judges ; and bid them fine the Mayor 207. whereupon 
the Witnefs moved the Judge to fufpend fining Mr. 
Edwards, the Mayor, he being only one of the Corpora- 
tion ; and that he would give Leave, that the Corporation 
might be heard by their Counfel: To which he anfwered, 
that the Corporation might move to take off the Fine. 

That Mr. Serjeant Hooke infifted on the Coals, as his 
Right; and the Mayor faid, if Mr. Serjeant Hock in- 
fifted upon it, as a Right, they would try it with him: 
The Bailiffs faid, they did not confent to the Order for 
{topping of Coals; andthe Recorder gave an Account 
of their having been allowed to the Judges 50 or 60 
Years, but did not fay, ’twas of Right: That the Mayor 
ufed no difrefpectful Words. 

That Mr. Kiffin faid, he carried from Mr. Roberts 7 s. 
6d. to Mr. Serjeant Hook’s Landlady, to pay for the 
Coals; and afterwards the Fine was remitted. 

That Francis Edwards, Efquire, the then Mayor, 
gave an Account, that when he firft waited on the 
Judge to Court, and from thence to his Lodgings, the 
Judge told him, he had a Quarrel with him for keeping 
back the Coals; and that he would fue for them: To 
which the Mayor faid, if it was demanded of Right, 
the Corporation muft defend it: And that on Thurfday 
Morning after, when he came into Court, being fent 
for by the Judge, Proceedings were ftop’d, and the Ser- 
jeant falling into Difcourfe with the faid Mr. Edwards 
about paying for the Coals, the Serjeant called him prag- 
matical Fellow, and fined him 20/7. Mr. Edwards faid, 
he believes, that the Coals were laid in by the Bailiff 
before the Affizes, but the Order, made by the Corpo- 
ration, forbid paying for them: He acknowleged, the 
Recorder did fay, that he had known Coals given for 
fifty or fixty Years; but he did not fay, they were due 
of Right. Mr. Edwards faid, he was then in Commuit- 
fion of the Peace, but did not at; and before the next 
Seffion was turned out. 

That Mr. Edwards faid further, that on Friday Morn- 
ing the Judge told him in his Chamber, before he went 
to Court (Lord Bulkley being prefent) that the Coals 
were paid for, and he would take off his Fine; To 
which Mr. Edwards anfwered, That they were not 
paid for with his Privity, or Confent: To which the 
Judge replied, He cared not for that; but would take 
off the Fine: Which, Mr. Edwards heard, was after- 
wards done. 

That on behalf of Mr. Serjeant Hooke feveral Wit- 
neffes were called : 

Thomas Owen, Efquire, Mr. Wm. Betley, Mr. Wm. 
Bold : Who gave an Account, they were in Court, when 
the Fine was impofed upon Mr. Edwards: That Mr. 
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Serjeant Hooke infifted on the Coals, as his Right; and 
that the Recorder faid, he had known them given for 
this 60°" Years: That Mr. Serjeant Hooke did call the 
Mayor pragmatical, and Words of Heat paffed be- 
tween the Judge and the Mayor, but no Words, except 
about Coals, before the Fine was fer: That they look’d 
upon the Mayor’s Carriage as difrefpectful, for that the 
Mayor, particularly faid, if he could not have Right 
there, he fhould have it in another Place. And Mr. 
Bold faid, the Mayor talk’d of having SatisfaGtion ; and 
that, as he took it, the Fine was fet for the Mavor’s 
Mifbehaviour. ; 

Then Mr. Serjeant Hock’s Counfel produced a Copy 
of the Privy Seal, for increafing the Judges Salaries in 
Wales; which mentions, as an Inducement to the fame, 
that it was reprefented to the Queen by the faid Juftices, 
that, by reafon of the taking away of the Court of 
Ludlow, the Profits of their refpective Places were very 
much decreafed, and were not fufficient, with their 
aforefaid Salaries and Allowances, to fupport them with 
that Dignity, and Refpect, as the Queen’s Service re- 
quired. 

That they alfo produced Mr. Serjeant Hook’s Patent, 
as Judge in that Circuit ; by which was granted to him 
the Office, una cum omnibus feodis, vadiis, regardis, pro- 
Sicuis, cuftumar. advantagiis, libertatibus, et commoditati- 
bus, quibufcung; diéto officio fpecian. et pertinen. 

They alfo produced the Copy of the Oath, taken by 
the Judges in Wales; by which they fwear, not to affent 
to any thing, which may tend to the Difherifon of the 
Queen. 

That they alfo produced a Copy of the private A& 
of Parliament, made 3° Ed. VI. that provides, that the 
Grand Seffions for the County of ngle/ey fhall be held 
at Beaumaris. 

That fome Members gave an Account, how feveral 
Gentlemen of Wales applied to the Lord Treafurer, for 
increafing the Salaries of the Judges of Wales, in Eafe 
of the Country: But that being the Evidence of Mem- 
bers, I fubmit to them to acquaint the Houfe with it, 
if they fhall think fit. 

And that, upon the whole, the Committee came to 
thefe Refolutions ; viz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That for any Judge, in his Circuit, to demand a Prefent 
from any Sheriff of a County, or Magiftrate of a Cor- 
poration, is arbitrary and illegal. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Right honourable Richard Lord Vifcount 
Bulkley, of the Kingdom of Jreland, hath fully made out 
his Complaint againft Mr. Serjeant John Hooke, Chief 
Juftice of the Counties of Carnarven, Anglefey, and Me- 
rioneth, That at the Grand Seffions at Beaumaris he did 
infift upon a Prefent from that Corporation, which not 
being made, the faid Mr. Serjeant Hooke did fine the 
Mayor 20/. 

The Firft Refolution being read a Second time ; 

Refolved, Nemine contradicente, That this Houfe doth 
agree with the Committee, in the faid Refolution, That 
for any Judge, in his Circuit, to demand a Prefent from 
any Sheriff of a County, or Magiftrate of a Corporation, 
is arbitrary and illegal. 

The Second Refolution being read a Second time; 

And a Motion being made, and the Queftion being 
put, That the Houfe doth agree with the Committee, in 
the faid Refolution, That the Right honourable Richard 
Lord Vifcount Bulkley, of the Kingdom of Jreland, hath 
fully made out his Complaint againft Mr. Serjeant Fohn 
Hooke, Chief Juttice of the Counties of Carnarven, dn- 
glefey, and Merioneth, That at the Grand Seffions at 
Beaumaris he did infift upon a Prefent from that Corpo- 
ration, which not being made, the faid Mr. Serjeant 
Hooke did fine the Mayor 20/.

A Meffage from the Lords, by Mr. Gery and Mr. 
Rogers: 

Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords have paffed a Bill, intituled, An A& for 
Sale of the Manor of Swinzon, and feveral Meffuages, 
Lands, and Hereditaments, in the County of York, 
late Part of the Eftate of Chriflopher Lifter, Equire, 
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and after of Thomas Lifter, Efquire (both deceafed) 
for Payment of the Legacies and Debts of the faid 
Chriftopher Lifter, and a Mortgage of the faid Thomas 
Lifter; to which the Lords defire the Concurrence of 
this Houfe. 


And then the Meffengers withdrew. 


Mr. Trevanion (according to Order) reported from 
the Committee, to whom the Petition of Zohn Cor/a, 
a Genoefe Merchant, was referred, the Matter, as it ap- 
peared to them, which they had directed him to report 
to the Houfe ; and which he read in his Place; and after- 
wards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; and is as 
followeth : 

That it appeared to the faid Committee, that the 
Petitioner, Mr. ¥obn Corfo, had been a trading Mer- 
chant for feveral Years, and had always a good Repu- 
tation, as by the Certificates, annex’d to the Petition ; 
which the Committee examined, and are as follows; 
Viz. 

A Certificate of feveral Merchants of the City of 
London, dated the 23th of Ofober, 1702: Another 
from the Envoy of Portugal, dated the 10th of Novem- 
ber, 1705: Another from the Governor of the Bank of 
England, dated the 10th of Marck, 1705: Another 
from feveral Merchants, and Captains of Ships, dated 
8th March, 1705: Befides three feveral Certificates 
from the Envoy of Genuoa and Tufcany. 

That it alfo appeared to the faid Committee, by the 
Report of Doctor Bram/ton, annex’d to the faid Peti- 
tion, that Simon Del Rofario, Merchant, was a Paffenger 
in the George Brigantine, Captain Corfo, Commander, at 
Carracas, in India, bound for Port Velo, and had on 
board feveral Sorts of Merchandizes, viz. Sugars, 
Mullins, Callicoes, Wine, Brandy, Cocua, Wool, 
Thread, and Bales of all Sorts of Indian Goods; and 
that about One hundred Leagues off the Coaft of Car- 
racas, Captain Kidd, the Pirate, came on board of them 
in an amicable Manner; and underftanding, the Brigan- 


tine was richly laden, he feized, and carried her away, - 


putting the faid Corfo, and his Ship’s Company, into a 
Boat, with fome Provifions; but, before he turned them 
out, the faid Simon Del Rofario faw Kidd open an Iron 
Cheft, and counted 13 Bags of Gold, in Bars, and, in 
Gold Duit, Eleven or Twelve ; and that, whilft he was 
on board, Corfo fhewed him Diamonds, and other pre- 
cious Stones; and that the faid Corfo was Owner of the 
faid Ship, and all the Goods and Effects, as aforefaid. 

That it further appeared by the faid Dr. Bramfton’s 
Report, that Domingo Serafino, Petro Montalto, and E- 
phraim Naffeeta, Mariners, were on board the faid Bri- 
gantine; who all faid to the fame Effect, as Del Rofario, 
and fwore it before the Court of Admiralty ; which Af- 
fidavits, figned by Richard Crawley, Efquire, Regifter, 
made it more fully appear. 

Dr. Bramfton attended, and faid, that he had compared 
the Marks, produced by Cor/o, as in the Margent of his 
Report, and found the fame exactly to agree. 

And the Statute of Edward 3d read, which fays, 
«¢ That if any Merchant, Privy or Stranger, be robbed 
“* of his Goods upon the Sea, and the Goods, fo 
“ robbed, come into any Parts within our Realm, and 
«© he will fue for to recover the faid Goods, he fhall be 
“¢ received to prove the Goods to be his own, by his 
“¢ Marks, or by Chart, or Coquet, or by good and law- 
‘© ful Merchants, Privy or Strangers; and by fuch Proof 

“* the fame fhall be delivered to the Merchant, without 
making other Suit at the common Law.” And it 
was urged, that the like Proof was fufficient at common 
Law, as to Wrecks. 

Abrabam de Almeda, Merchant, faid, that he knew Mr. 
Corfo at Cadiz in 1684, and a confiderable Merchant, tra- 
ding in all forts of Merchandizes; afterwards had further 
Correfpondence with him in the Spanifh Weft Indies, at 
which time he had avery good Ship of his own, and aMan 
of Credit and Reputation: And that about fix Years ago, 
or thereabouts, the faid Cor/a, coming to England, came 
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to him, and told him, that he had been robbed by Kidd, 
the Pirate; and defired him to affift him in what he could, 
that he might get fome Recompence for what he had 
loft, which was to the Value of 26,coo/. which Mr. 
Almeda did to the utmoft of his Power. 

Mr. J/aac Dias, and Mr. Abraham Nunes faid, that 
they knew Mr. Corfo about 14 or 15 Years ago in the 
Weft Indies, and at that Time commanded a Brigantine 
of his own; and was always look’d upon to be a very 
honeft Man, and of Subftance, before he was robbed, 
and loft what he had, by Kidd, as they have been credibly 
informed. 4 

Mr. Broderick, Merchant, faid, he had a Letter in 
April, 1701, from a Correfpondent of his in Barbados 5 
the Purport of which was, that-Mr. Fobn Corfo having 
been robbed by Kidd, the Pirate, to the Value of 26,000/, 
and defired him to affift him here in England, he being a 
very honeft Man, and a confiderable Trader, before thofe 
Misfortunes befel him. | . 

Mr. Peter Fancia, and Mr. Richard Burk, Merchants, 
faid, they had Letters in 1701 from Merchants in Bar- 
badoes, defiring them to affift Mr. Corfo here in England, 
he having been robbed by Kidd. 

Mr. Ploughman, Merchant, faid, he had a Letter in 
1701 from one Mr. Anthill, a Merchant in New York, 
defiring him to affift Mr. Cor/o in what lay in his Power, 
being a very honeft fair dealing Man before robbed by 
Mr. Kidd. 

Sir Chailes Hobby faid, that he knew Mr. Corfo at 
New York, and Famaica, and traded with him for Pro- 
vifions, which he brought from Penfelvania, and al- 
ways look’d upon him to be a very honeft Man; and, 
fince his Arrival in England, has been informed by cre- 
dible Perfons, that he had been robbed by Kidd. 

Mr. Viceti, Agent of Genuoa, faid, that he knew Mr. 
Corfo about fix Years; and had been credibly informed 
by Merchants in London, and by Letters from Merchants 
abroad, that he had been robbed by Kidd; and knew 
him to be a very honeft Man. 

Mr. Geo. Maycock faid, that at the Time of Mr. Cor/ce’s 
firft coming to England, he lay fick a confiderable Time, 
which was the Occafion of his not profecuting this Affair 
fooner. 

It appeared further to the Committee, by a Teftimo- 
nial, figned by William Markham, Governor of Penjel- 
vania, that the faid Corfo was in the ninth Year of the 
Reign of King William made free of that Province, 
and Counties annext, for his Induftry and Sobriety, and 
for the better fecuring his Eftate to him, and his Heirs, 
he having taken the Oaths, appointed by A&t of Par- 
liament. 

Mr. Crawley, Regifter of the Court of Admiralty, 
produced feveral Papers, relating to the Proceedings 
againft Kidd, whereby no Account appears, where Kidd 
was, or what Depredations he committed, in the latter 
End of the Year 1698, or in the Year 1699, nor until 
he was brought Prifoner for England in the Year 1700; 
whereas by all the Affidavits before mentioned, which 
were made and taken in the Year 1704, it appears, that 
Corfo was robbed by Kidd about five Years and an half 
before the making of the faid Affidavits, which, by 
Computation, makes it appear, that the faid Corfo was 
robbed in the Year 1699. : 

Ordered, That the Report be taken into Confideration 
upon Saturday Morning next. 


The Houfe (according to Order) proceeded to take 
into Confideration the Report from the Committee of the 
whole Houfe, to whom the Bill for the Encouragement 
of fuch of her Majefty’s Subjects in that Part of Great

The Houfe being informed, that the Commiffioners 
for the Stamp Duties attended, they were called in, and,

Orders, and other Matters, for which a Duty is required. 
And then they withdrew. 


And the Title thereof was read. 
And the faid Eftimate is as followeth ; 


To the honourable the Commons of Great Britain, in 
Parliament affembled : 

W E, the Commiffioners for managing her Majefty’s 

Duties on ftamp Vellum, Parchment, and Pa- 

per, in obedience to the Order of this honourable Houfe, 

dated the Sixteenth of this inftant March, requiring us 

to lay before this honourable Houfe, an Eftimate of the

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Lofs the Stamp Duties have fuffered in any four fuc- 
ceeding Terms, by the Neele&s and Omiffions of At- 
torneys, in not filing or entering Plaints, Bails, Ap- 
pearances, Rules, Orders, or other Matters, for which 
a Duty is required, having confidered the feveral Mea- 
fures, whereby to make fuch Eftimate, beg Leave hum- 
bly to reprefent to this honourable Houfe, 

ift, That we can make no perfeét Account of fuch 
Omiffions, unlefs we could have from every Attorney 
an Account of what Plaints, Bails, Appearances, €c. 
he (as Attorney for his Clients, or as a Clerk or Officer 
of a Corporation, or inferior Court) has been employed 
to enter, or file, with the Fees and Stamp Duties where- 
of he has charged the Suicors, and Perfons concerned, 
and which he has not entered, or filed: 

2. That with great Difficulty fome Account might 
be taken of fubfequent Proceedings, and from thence it 
might in fome Meafure be feen, what Plaints, Bails, 
Appearances, &c. precedent and relating to, fuch Pro- 
ceedings, are wanting; but a Search for this Purpofe 
would be a Work of Expence, and Time, and would, 
after all, be very imperfect: For, as to the Courts at 
Weftminfter, no Difcoveries of this Kind can be made, 
but from the Rolls of thofe Courts, or the Docquets of 
thofe Caufes, that are entered upon fuch Rolls, which 
probably may not be above one Caufe in Twenty; for 
none are entered on the Rolls, but fuch, as proceed fo 
far, as to Judgment, to a Trial (or very near it) or to 
an Argument of a Demurrer ; and many Rolls are not 
brought in; and, in this Cafe, Copies muft be taken of 
all the Bails, Appearances, €@c. filed and entered, of the 
Terms, wherein fuch Caufes are entered, and for five or 
fix Terms before, and all of them fearched over as to 
every particular Caufe, found entered on the Rolls, to 
fee, what Bails, Appearances, &¥c. are wanting. 

We could therefore find no other Method to take, to 
give Obedience to the Order of this honourable Houfe, 
in reference to the Courts at Weftminfter, fo effe€tual, as 
to fend to the feveral Officers concerned, for the Num- 
bers of Writs iffued out, and of the Bails, and Appear- 
ances, filed and entered in thofe Courts within the Com- 
pafs of four fucceeding Terms; and by the Accounts 
we have received from fuch of thofe Officers, as would 
fend us the Accounts of fuch Numbers (which all of 
them, except two, have done) we find, and compute, 

That within the Compafs of the Terms of Eaffer, Tri- 
nity, Michaelmas, and Hillary, in the fourth Year of her 
Majefty’s Reign, and the intervening Vacations, there 
- jffued out of her Majefty’s Court of Queen’s Bench 
14,411 Latitats, and 5,381 Bills of Middlefex, befides 
Attachments of Privilege, whereof we could get no 
Account; and that within the faid Year no more than 
2,143 common Bails were filed in that Court. 

That within that Year there iffued out of her Ma- 
jefty’s Court of Common Pleas about 45,876 Writs of 
Capias, and that within the fame Year no more than 
about 4,265 common Appearances were entered, and 
only about 899 fpecial Bails were filed in that Court. 

And, by the Practice of both the faid Courts, a Plain- 
tif is allowed to put four Defendants in a Writ, tho’ 
for feveral diftinét Debts, Demands, or Caufes of Ac- 
tion; and we are informed, that the Attorneys frequent- 
ly get many more Defendants inferted into one Writ, as 
fometimes Ten, Twelve, or more, as Occafion requires ; 
by which Practice, altho’ the Attorneys, and Officers, 
receive the Fees for feveral Writs, yet her Majefty has 
but one double Six-peny Stamp Duty. 

From all which we compute, that there are at leaft 
two Defendants fued in the faid Courts, in diftin@& Ac- 
tions, for one Writ iffued, taking all the faid Writs one 
with another : 

And, confequently, we do com-) 
pute, that, within the Time before- 
mentioned, Suits were commenced 
in the faid two Courts againft 
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121,336 Defendants, for diftiné i. & "Ss 
Debts, Demands, and Caufes of f 6,566 16 © 
Aétion ; and, if common Bails and 
Appearances had been filed and en- 
tered for all the faid Defendants, the 
Duties thereof would have amount- 
ed to : 
We believe, but very few Defen- 
darts are fued, but what do employ 
Attorneys, and do either give Bail, 
or pay the Appearance Fees, and the 
Stamp Duties thereof; and the com- 
mon Bails are the Appearances in

Befides, there are many Caufes, 
wherein no Writs are iffued, and 
wherein common Bails and Ap- 
pearances ought to be filed and en- 
tered; viz. Caufes, wherein De- 
fendants appear voluntarily, and in 
Aétions of Ejectment, of which (tho’ 
they muft be numerous) we can 
make no Computation. 

And upon lately comparing the}

We can make no Eftimate of the Lofs of this Reve- 

nue for want of entering Orders in Chancery, the Offi- 
cers concerned being out of Town ; and the Officers, 
concerned in entering Rules, who are in Town, do own 
no Lofs by the Attorneys omitting. to enter Rules to 
plead, reply, &c. in Caufes, wherein they charge their 
Clients with the Fees and Stamp Duties thereof. 

We have been informed of confiderable Loffes to this 
Revenue, by the Attorneys Practice of joining feveral 
Purchafes between feveral Parties inone Fine; but moft 
of the Officers concerned being out of Town, we have 
not been able to prefent any Eftimate of that Lofs to this 
honourable Houfe. 

What we have before mentioned refpects only two of 
her Majefty’s Courts at Weftminfter. 

As to Plaints, Bails, and Appearances, in inferior 
Courts, the omitting to enter them, and other Matters, 
on the requifite Stamps, has been much practifed by the 
Officers and Clerks of thofe Courts. 

If a Man came to enter a Plaint, or Aétion, they 
took the Fee of fuch Entry, and the Stamp Duty, and 
a Minute of the Action; but many of them. feldom or 
never entered it on ftamp Paper or Parchment (having 
it in their Power to do it, when they found it requifite) 
_ unlefs a Certiorari, Writ of Error, or the like (which 
happens not in one Caufe in 50) made it neceffary to en- 
ter or record it. 

And the like has been practifed as to Bails; viz. a 
Minute only, and the Two Shillings Duty, and the Fee 
thereof, taken, and the Bail not entered on Stamps, un- 
lefs the Caufe proceeded fo far, as to have a /cire facias 
againft the Bail, or fome other fuchlike Occafion, as 
before mentioned (which happens not in one Caufe in 
50) obliged the Clerk to enter or file the Bail; and fo 
the Clerk, for one Duty anfwered to the Crown, might 
get at leaft 50 to himéelf. 

Upon the Infpections we have caufed to be made of 
the inferior Courts, ec. in feveral Parts of England, by

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Befides great Numbers of Declarations, Pleas, Re- 
plications, €c. written without Stamps, which ought 
to have been written on double Peny Stamps ; and Ci- 
tations, and many other Proceedings in ecclefiaftical 
Courts, many of which ought to have been written on 
double Six-peny and higher Stamps ; but, in regard 
fome are doubttul, or difputable, we do not infert the 
Amount thereof here: 

And this Infpection has yet been made only in fome 
Parts of England; and we humbly conceive, that what 
particular Frauds have been difcovered, muft bear but a 
{mall Proportion to what are undifcovered, the Difcove- 
ries of all requiring more Officers to be employed, than 
this Revenue can well bear. 

And we beg Leave to obferve, that great Part of the 
Moneys before mentioned have been paid by feveral Per- 
fons concerned in the inferior Courts, and Corporations, 
to intitle themfelves to the two feveral Indemnities, 
granted in the two laft Seffions of Parliament ; but how 
much has been fo paid, we cannot fet forth, in regard 
many of the Perfons concerned did not pay the fame into 
the Receipt, but have made good the Duties, by taking 
ftamp’d Paper, and Parchment, and writing their Omil- 
fions thereon: The Truth thereof we cannot difcover, 
until further Infpeétions can be made. 

From the Difcovery, already made, we mutt believe 
the Practice of defrauding the Stamp Revenue to have 
been very general all over England. 

We therefore thought it our Duty to take fuch Mea- 
fures, as we judged neceffary, to put a ftop to this 
srowing Practice; and believe, if Care had not been 
taken, this Revenue would have funk to a very great 
Degree. 

We could not bring any Perfons to Punifhment for 
fuch Omiffions, as aforefaid, nor for making one Stamp 
ferve feveral Times (which, we are fatisfied, has been 
much practifed) for want of a Law, until the Act was 
made in the firft Year of her prefent Majefty’s Reign, 
for Prevention of Frauds in this Revenue; nor for fome 
time after that Act paffed, for want of particular Dif- 
coveries, and fufficient Evidence; and after fuch Dif- 
coveries were made, Profecutions for the Offences difco- 
vered were fufpended by the two Indemnities, granted 
in two fucceffive Seffions of Parliament. 

All which (together with the Difficulties we have ta 
deal, on behalf of this Revenue, in the Niceties of Law 
Proceedings) we humbly fubmit to the Confideration 
and great Wifdom, of this honourable Houfe.

The humble Petition of Captain Richard Newstead, 
and Wm. Hammil, Gentleman, in behalf of, and 
as Agents and Truftees to and for, the feveral Co- 
jonels, and other commiffioned and non-commif- 
fioned Officers, and Soldiers, of the Jui/hill’ng Re- 
oiments : 

HAT your Petitioners, upon the late happy Re- 

volution, afflembled, and took up Arms in the 
Defence of their Religion, Laws, and Liberties, and 
kept together in a Body until the Month of Fuly, 16895 
about which Time your Petitioners were by General 
Kirke, purfuant to his late Majefty’s Orders, formed 
into Regiments, viz. one Regiment of Horfe, two Regi- 
ments Of Dragoons, and three Regiments. of Foot, 
and had Commifiions delivered them accordingly, which 
bore Date the 2oth of the faid Month of July; from 
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which Time the faid Regiments were under the like 
Command of the reft of the Army. 

That in the Year 1702 the Accounts of thefe Regi- 
ments being ftated, and certified, by the Commiflioners 
of Accounts in England, they had Pay allowed them 
only from the firft of January, 1689, tho’ they had. 
actually ferved by Commiffion from the faid 20th of 
July precedent, and had within that Time done great 
and remarkable Services ; particularly on the 3oth of 
July, 168g, they fought and routed, the Irif/ Army, 
commanded by General Clancarty, .at New-town-butler 5 
which Defeat, among other Advantages to the Publick, 
was the happy Caute of their raifing the Siege of Lon- 
don-derry the very next Day: The faid Regiments af- 
terwards lay encamped at Dundalke, from the 10th Day 
of September to the zoth Day of November, 1689, under 
the Command of Duke Scomberg, where they endured 
much Hardfhip by Sicknefs, and otherwife. 

That the many Services of your Petitioners, as well 
before the Time they were formed into Regiments, as 
well as from the Time they had Commiffions, are fo 
well known, and fo frefh in the Memory of feveral 
Members of this honourable Houfe, your Petitioners do 
not think it neceflary to infift on them. 

That the faid Regiments, thro’ their great Zeal to the 
Publick, by their early taking up Arms, having brought 
down a great Part of the Jri/o Army into their Country, 
occafioned their Houfes to be burnt, their Goods de- 
ftroyed, and their Lands to be laid wafte ; and the Offi- 
cers contracted fuch Debts for Arms, Shoes, and other 
Neceifaries, for their Men, that they ftiil labour under 
the fame. 

That his late Majefty King Willicm (of glorious Me- 
mory) in or before December, 1689, having fent over 
Cloaths for the faid Regiments, even for every Officer, 
the faid Cloaths, as well as the Provifions delivered them 
at Dundalke, were brought within their Accounts for 
their Pay, commencing the firft Day of January, 1689. 

That the late King William and Queen Mary having 
been picafed, by their Declaration, of the 22d of Febru- 
ary, 1688, among other Things, to declare, that all the 
Lands and Eftates of all fuch, as fhould perfift in their 
Rebellion, fhould be diftributed and difpofed of to tlhiofe, 
that fhould be aiding and affifting in reducing the faid 
Kingdom to its due Obedience ; 

The faid Regiments therefore did always hope, tho’ 
their Accounts were ftated and certified, and Pay only 
allowed them from the firft of January, 1689, that they 
would not be only fatisfied from the Day they acted by 
Commiffion, but that they would be fatisfied for their 
Services, from the Time they firft appeared in Arms, to 
the Day they had Commiffions. 

May it pleafe your Honours, for as much as a Vote 
paffed the laft Seffions of the prefent Parliament of Eng- 
land, that no Application fhould be admitted into the 
Houfe for any former Services, during that Seffions, ex- 
cept fuch, as fhould be recommended from the Crown; 
and for as much as it is humbly hoped, the fatisfying, 
and paying of the faid Regiments their Pay from the 
faid 2oth of July, 1689, to the firft of Fanuary, 1689, 
may confift with the Honour and !ntereft of the Crown, 
and the Credit and Juftice of the Nations ; 

Your Petitioners therefore moft humbly pray your 
Honours, in tender Confideration of the Premifes, 
to lay the deplor ble Cafe of the faid Officers and 
Soldiers before his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
of this Kingdom, earneftly defiring his Excellency 
to report and recommend the fame to her Majefty’s 
royal Care and Compaffion, that thereby the Ac- 
count of their Pay for their Services to the firft of 
January, 1689, may be ftated, and certified, by 
the proper Officers, and fuch Relief given to your 
Petitioners, as her Majefty fhall think fit.

May it pleafe your Excellency : 

E, the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeffes, in Par- 
liament afiembled, having received a Petition 

from Captain Robert Baird, and William Hammil, Gen- 
tleman, in behalf, and as Agents and Truftees to and 
for, as well the Colonels, and other Field Officers, as 
the commiffioned and non-commiffioned Officers, and 
Soldiers, of eight Regiments of Horfe, Foot, and 
Dragoons, one Independent Company, a Company of 
Gunners, and a Company of Pioneers, who ferved their 
late Majefties King William and Queen Mary (of ever 
bleffed Memory) in the memorable Defence of her Ma- 
jelty’s City of London-derry, during the Siege thereof, fet- 
ting forth their carly and fignal Services, and Sufferings, 
on the late happy Revolution : 

That his late Majefty was gracioufly pleafed to account 
the fame of great Confequence to thefe Nations in ge- 
neral ; and that no greater Opportunity could have fallen 
into the Hands of any Subjects of obliging their Prince, 
to his great Satisfaction ; affuring them, that he would 
recompence their Services and Sufferings fo, as none of 
them fhould ever have Caufe to repent thereof : 

That the honourable the Commons of England voted 
the faid Service to have greatly conduced to the Safety 
of the three Kingdoms, and addreffed his Majefty for a 
Compenfation to the faid Garifon, and fome fpecial 
Mark of his royal Favour, as a lafting Monument of 
their Services to Pofterity : To which his Majefty was 
pleafed to return for Anfwer, that he would take Care 
of the faid Garifon, according to the Defire of the Houfe ;

That by reafon of fome Doubts arifing upon the Con- 
ftruction of the Act, for ftating and fettling the Accounts 
of the Army, the Commiffioners, by the faid A& ap- 
pointed, did not think fit to ftate the Petitioners Ac- 
counts, as in other Cafes ; by means whereof the Peti- 
tioners could not be entitled to Debentures, as other the 
Officers and Soldiers of the Army were: 

And praying, that we would lay their Services and 
Sufferings before your Excellency, with our humble Ap- 
plication, that the fame may be tranfmitted to her Ma- 
jefty, in order to the Petitioners Relief. 

The Services and Sufferings of that Garifon are too 
well known, to be enumerated : Words cannot add to 
what his late moft gracious Majefty has been pleafed to 
fay on the Subject, a juft Senfe whereof the honourable 
the Houfe of Commons of England have thought fit to 
exprels. 3 
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Their Accounts have been ftated by Charles Fox, 
Efquire, Paymafter of the Army, purfuant to an Order 
for that End, and have likewife been allowed by a Com- 
mittee of the honourable Houfe of Commons of Exg- 
land. 

Wherefore with full Affuranee we approach your Ex- 
cellency in behalf of the Petitioners, whofe Cafe, 
by Length of Time, and Expence of Solicitation, 
is become very deplorable, and many of them, and 
their Families, are in a ftarving Condition; be- 
feeching, that your Excellency will pleafe, after the 
moft effe€tual Manner, to lay the fame at her Ma- 
jefty’s royal Feet, to the End her Majefty may, in 
fuch Method, as fhe fhall think fit, recommend the 
fame to her Parliament of Great Britain.

mans Land, fhould be well fortified ; and, for the Secu- 
rity of this Dock from the Approach of an Enemy by 
Land, that there be a regular Fortification erected be- 
tween the Mill Pond and Fountain Lake. 
My Lord, 

We are very fenfible, that the finifhing thefe Works 
will require Time, and a great Sum of Money, tho’ we 
are not yet prepared to lay before your Grace Eftimates 
of the whole Charge thereof ; but if it fhall be thought 
neceflary, that a Line, with Redoubts and Batteries, and 
a cover’d Way, paliffadoed, be made between the Mill 
Pond and Fountain Lake, to prevent an Infult upon 
the Dock by Land, and the Works at Block-boufe Point, 
and fome prefent neceflary Works and Repairs to the 
Fortifications of the Garifon, South Sea Caftle, and Ports 
Bridge, fhall be begun this Year, the doing thereof, ac- 
cording to the beft Information we can yet have, will 
amount to 77,883 /. 14. 0. 

We think it our Duty upon this Occafion to inform 
your Grace, that in the laft Reign the late Sir Martin 
Beckman, firft Engineer to this Office, was, by Order of 
the King, employed at Port/mouth feveral Months, to fur- 
vey, defign, make Plans, and Eftimates, for fortifying 
the Dock at Port/mouth to the Land, and for doing fome 
Works in the Garifon at Block-boufe Point, Ports Bridge, 
and Gof/port ; and we find in the Books of the Office an 
Eftimate of the Charge of the fortifying the Dock to the 
Land only, according to a Draught, approved of, and 
figned by the King, in the Year 1699, amounts to 
301,186/. 195. 3d. 

But fince that time about 200 Houfes are built upon 
the Ground, on which that Fortification was propofed 
to be erected; and the Purchafe of thofe Houfes will be 
a very great Addition to the Charge of fuch a Fortifica- 
tion, tho’ we are of opinion, it is vefy improper, they 
fhould be fo near either the Garifon, or the Dock. 

And the Eftimates of the Charge of the faid Works, 
propofed to be done in the Garifon at Block-houfe Point, 
Ports Bridge, and Gofport, amounts to 112,614.
